Closing of toddy shops in famine areas. 

241 Q. —Mr. G. Habisarvottama Rao : Will the hon. the Minister for 
Public Health be pleased to state— 

(а) whether any steps have been taken to alter the excise polio) 7 of the 
Government in such a manner as to provide for the closing of toddy and 
arrack shops in famine areas and 

(б) if so, what is the specific provision made ? 

A.—(a) & (b) No. 

Mr. G. IIarisarvottama Rao :— ct May I know, Sir, if the hon. the 
Minister for Excise is aware of the fact that on the 22nd August 1924, a 
similar question was asked in this House and the then Government said that 
they would consider about the suggestion made in a question of this nature P 
If he is aware of the question and the answer, may I ask whether any 
consideration was given to it, and what the result was that was arrived at?

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The hon. the President “ Order, order. Does the question arise out 
of the answer now given ? ” 

Mr. Gk Harisarvottama Rao:— “Yes, Sir. A previous question was 
asked on a similar topic in this House, and I am asking the hon. the Minister 
who has given the reply that nothing has been done, whether he is aware of 
a fact that occurred in this House in 1924 in the time of his predecessor? ” 

The hon the President :—“ I hold that the supplementary question does 
not arise out of the answer now given.” 

Mr, K. V. R. Swami : —“ Are the Government going to consider whether 
they would make any such arrangement as to prevent the sale of liquor in 
famine areas now ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— H I take it 
Sir, that famine has not been declared so far in any area.” 

Mr. K. Y. R. Swami “ 1 mean, where there is prevalence *of famine 
conditions; not that the (Government havo declared any area as famine- 
affected. It was admitted the other day that famine conditions were prevalent 
in certain arr as.” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadnr R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar: —“ I will 
consider the matter, Sir, if famine is declared in any particular area.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao : ~‘ c May I ask the hon. the Minister for 
Excise whether he is prepared to take some steps to provide for the closing of 
toddy and arrack shops in the Bellary district, at any rate, where some works 
have been opened by the district board concerned, in view of the famine 
conditions prevailing in that district ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur U N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar I think 
Sir, that if it is brought to our notice that famine labourers are actually 
using arrack and toddy, it will then be time to consider the question. ” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ May I know whether the hon. the 
Minister fixes any percentage of famine labourers drinking in these shops 
before he proposes to take any action ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur It. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar ;—“ Our 
experience has so far been, Sir, that famine wages are so low that 
famine labourers do not go in for these toddy and arrack shops.” 

Mr. (t. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ In view of the answer given by the 
hon. the Minister for Excise, may I enquire, Sir, if drink is not a temptation 
when wages are so low as not to be sufficient for obtaining food?” 

The hon. the President “ It is calling for an opinion. ” 

Mr. 8. Satyamurti:—“ In view of the answer, may I ask the Govern- ' 
raent to state the reasons why, in the absence of any perceptible fall of 
revenue because of the closing of the shops, the hon. the Minister will not 
direct these shops to be closed? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— u It is our 
experience, Sir, that when there is soaroity and famine and when had 
economic conditions are prevalent, that revenue automatically goes 
down.” 
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Mr. S. Satyamtjrti Therefore, Sir, may I ask why, when the revenue 
automatically goes down, the Government may not at least show a gesture 
towards prohibition by closing these shops, for, the hon. the Finance Member 
cannot then object, because the revenue goes down anyhow.” (Laughter). 

Tbe hon. Diwan Bahadur B. N. Aeogyaswami Mudaliyar “ Not 
the whole revenue, Sir, but only a portion of it goes down only in the 
affected parts.” 

Diwan Bahadur M. Keishnak Nayar :— <c May I request hon. Members 
to speak up, Sir, for, we are not able to hear anything from this place P 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ May 1 take it, therefore, that the hon. the 
Minister realises the full import of the statement that unless by a voluntary 
denial, owing to supreme economic necessity, drink is reduced among people, 
the Government won’t even take one step towards making prohibition possible, 
when three-fourths of tbe steps are already taken by the economic forces of 
hunger, etc. V ”

The hon. the President : —“ I request the hon. Member not to comment 
upon the answers of the Government.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ That was only intended to 
be spoken aside, Sir. May I. know if the Government mean to build soon 
the sma.ll bridge ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :—“ Not that. Sir, a similar 
one.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ Was not the Collector’s 
report made two years ago V ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar “ The matter is under 
the consideration of the Local Self-Government Department. If 
notice is given, the further stage will be enquired.” 


Education 

Hindu and Muhammadan Elementary schools in this Presidency. 

* 247 Q. — Muhammad Khadir Mohidin Sahib Bahadur: Will the hon. 
the Minister for Education and Local Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(а) the total number of Hindu Elementary schools in this Presidency 
and tho number of Hindu pupils reading therein ; 

(б) the total number of Muhammadan Elementary schools in this 
Presidency and the number of Muhammadan pupils therein ; and 

(c) if the number of Muhammadan Elementary schools is proportion¬ 
ately less, when compared with the number of Hindu schools, the reasons 
therefor and the steps the Government propose to take to increase their 
number ? 

A. —(a) There are no elementary sohools in the Presidency specially 
intended for Hindus. On the 31st Maroh 1926, there were 
48,904 public elementary schools exclusive of those specially 
intended for Muhammadans. They are open to all olasses of 
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pupils and the number of Hindu pupils in them was 1,644,262. 
There were also 44,854 Muhammadan pupils reading in these 
schools. 

(6) On the 31st March 1926, there were 2,955 elementary schools 
chiefly intended for Muhammadans with 169,587 pupils. 

(c) The question does not arise. 

Muhammad Khadir Mohidin Sahib Bahadur :—“ With regard to clause 
(<j), if the number of elementary schools is proportionately less, may I know 
whether the hon. the Minister for Education and Local Self-Government has 
any intention to increase the elementary schools for Muhammadans P 99 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ As I have said in the answer, there are 
no speoial elementary schools intended for Hindus. There are special 
1 elementary schools for Muhammadans. I shall call for a report on the 
question of proportion.” 

Local Boards 

Construction of a road to Srisailam in Kumool district . 

* 248 Q. —Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao : Will the hon. the Minister for 
Education and Local Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(a) whether the Government have received representations asking for 
the construction of a road or roads to Srisailam in the Kurnool district; and 
(5) if 30 , what action has been taken in the matter ? 

A .—( a ) Yes. 

(6) The views of the Kurnool District Board have been called for. 


Nominations to Calicut Taluk Board . 

* 249 Q.—Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar : Will the hon. the Minister for 
Education and Local Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(a) whether it is a fact that ail the nominated members of the Calicut 
Taluk Board were appointed by the District Board President, Malabar, in 
June 1926, nearly two months before the elections, which were held only in 
August 1926; and 

(5) whether such appointments are valid and proper and are in confor¬ 
mity with the principles governing the appointment of nominated members ? 

A.~*(a) Yes. Under the following circumstances. The Taluk Board 
was amalgamated with the Kurumbranad Taluk Board and 
reconstituted with effect from 1st July 1925, and all the 
members of the new board were appointed by the Government 
for a period of one year from that date. The terms of these 
members expired on.30th June 1926, and it was not found 
possible to complete elections to the taluk board before August 
1926. A board had therefore to be formed consisting of 
nominated members to carry on the administration in the 
meanwhile. 

(A) Such appointments are valid. In ordinary circumstances, nomi¬ 
nations should be made after elections. 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar *.— {< It is stated in the answer that the terms of 
these members expired on 30th June 1926 and it was not found possible to 
complete elections* May I know why it was not found possible P ” 
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The bon. Dr. P. Subbabayan :—“ I would Jike to have notice. Probably 
it was due to electoral rolls not having been prepared.” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ May I know whether the elections were 
begun, if not oompleted before June ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Stjbbarayan “ Notice.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswaba Bao :—“ May 1 know if the persons nominated 
before the elections took place belonged to the depressed classes or to minority 
communities P " 

The hon. Dr. P, Subbabayan :—“ They were nominated from all com¬ 
munities.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswaba Hao :—“ May I know whether the hon. Minister is 
sure that the very communities from wbieh nominations were made were not 
represented by elections afterwards P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbabayan :—“ I should like to have notice.” 

Mr. B. Venkataratnam (in Telugn):—“ When Dew boards are formed, 
will the hon. Minister be pleased to dispense with nomination and arrange 
for election completely ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbabayan :—“ If that ie the wish of the hon. Members, 

I have no objection.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswaba Bao ; — “ May I know if the castes from which 
members were nominated were again represented among elected members ? ” 

The hon. the President :—“ Order, order. It is calling for opinion.” 

Representation of Wynad taluk in Malabar. 

250 Q.—Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar : Will the hon. the Minister fo r 
Education and Looal Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(a) whether the Wynad taluk in Malabar has no representatives 
either elected or nominated on the District Board of Malabar; 

(b) why such representation is denied to the people of Wynad ; and 

(c) whether the Government propose to give representation to the 
people of Wynad on the District Board of Malabar hereafter ? 

A.—(a) No. 

(6) $ (c) The Wynad Taluk Board was abolished with effect from 
1st November 1924. The Government proposed to secure 
representation of the aroa on the district board by direot 
election, but were advised that such a oourse would not be 
legal. The Government have therefore direoted that until the 
law has been amended, representation on the district board of 
Wynad taluk and other areas in the district for which there is 
no taluk hoard should be secured by nomination. 

Mr. X. Madhavan Nayar 1 “ In answer to clauses (6) and (c) it is said, 
‘The Wynad Taluk Board was abolished with effect from 1st November 
1924, and later on I find ‘ 'I be Government hnve therefore direoted that 
until the law has been amended, representation on the District Board of 
Wynad taluk and other areas in the district for which there is no taluk 
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board should be secured by nomination.* Nearly two years have elapsed 
now. Was any instruction given to the District Board, or any attempt made 
to nominate an inhabitant of the Wynad taluk P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ There was a Bill before the Counoil 
for securing representation directly to the Distriot Board, but that was 
dropped.” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :— u That is not exactly my question, 8ir. 
My question is this : whether during the years that intervened between the 
abolition of the Wynad Taluk Board in 1924 and 1926, any attempt was 
made to nominate any of the inhabitants of the Wynad taluk to the Distriot 
Board of Malabar ?” 

Tile hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I believe that was not possible, because 
there were no vacant nominated seats on the Malabar District Board.” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ May I say that even within the last six 
months, there has been a nomination to the District Board P Can the hon. 
the Minister say definitely that there was no nomination made during the 
last two years P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I shall have the matter looked into.” 


Alleged delay in disposal of appeals by District Board Presidents . 

* 251 Q. —Mr. A. Parasurama Rao : Will the hon. the Minister for 
Education and Local Self-G-overnment be pleased to call for a statement from 
the presidents of district boards who were candidates for this Council at 
the reoent elections showing— 

(а) the number of appeals pending with them preferred by their 
subordinates against punishments inflicted on them, just before the elections; 

(б) the duration of their pendency ; 

( c ) the reason for their pendenoy; and 

(d) when they were disposed of either before or after the elections ? 

A. —Information has been called for from the presidents of district boards 
concerned. 

Mr. A. Parasurama Rao :—“ May I know when the information is likely 
to be received by the Government P The question was asked so early as on 
the 17th January 1927.” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I believe the Presidents of the District 
Boards were asked to expedite their reply. I hope to get the answer 
before the end of the month. The hon. Member may repeat the 
question.” 


Criminal Tribes 

Alleged compulsion of ‘ Viliiyars * to report themselves to police officers. 

* 252 Q. —Mr. C. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyab : Will the hon. the 
Home Member be pleased to state— 

(a) whether it is a fact that a certain class of people called the Viliiyars 
are now being asked to report themselves to the local police every day in the 
Ohingleput distriot; 
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(6) whether the Government are aware that those people are mainly 
poor coolies earning their bread every day ; 

(c) whether the Government are aware that the system of their having 
to report themselves to the police every day is a great hardship to them and 
is prejudicial to their earning their living ; 

(d) whether the Government are aware that many of them are innocent 
and have no bad record; 

( 0 ) whether the Government are aware that they are sometimes 
compelled to do even menial work to the polioe officers; and 

(f) whether the Government will consider the advisability of freeing 
the innocent people among them from suoh hardships ? 

A report is being 
called for. 

Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar :—“ Sir, in view of the faot that 
notice of this question has been given on 8th February 1927, is it deemed 
that the time is too short for answering it? ** 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“I am 
very glad that the question has been asked, Sir. I have received the 
report from the District Magistrate that he is now engaged in revising 
the orders already parsed to bring them into conformity with the 
revised rules passed by Government, and these revised rules mitigate to 
a very great extent the hardships pointed out by the hon. Member.** 

Mr. T. Adinakayana Ohettiyar :—* f Are the revised rules published ?** 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur “ Yes, 
Sir/* 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyak : - 6< May I know where and when they 
have been published ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :— C< I think 
they have been published in the Fort St. George Gazette and I hold in 
my hand a copy of the Government Order in which these revised rules 
have been issued. It is G.O. No. 2008, dated 21st November 1926/’

The hon. Mr. N. B. Marjoribanks :—“ There were two reasons : one 
was that the civil jurisdiction has been transferred, and the second was 
that the area is entirely Telugu and the rest of the North Arcot district 
is Tamil.” 

Mr. M. A. Manikkavelu Nayakar :—“ With reference to the answer to 
claufee (6), may I know what the Collector of North Arcot has recom¬ 
mended ? 19 

The hon. Mr- N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ I do not think he recommended 
anything with regard to the mahazar, however, I must ask for notioe.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar 1u May I ask the hon. Member

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :— 44 Is it not a fact that the mahazar 
which the hon. Member refers to in the answer, clearly states the fact that 
the people are already suffering heavy hardships from the jurisdiction having 
been taken to Chittoor ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : — 4£ If the hon. Member says so, Sir, 
I accept it.’* 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :— 4£ In the answer, the mahazar is said 
to he signed by a few people. What is the idea of the hon. Member as to 
the number of signatories to a mahazar ? ” 

The hon Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— e ' The answer does not say, Sir, 
that the mahazar was signed by a few people.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :— 44 May I ask the hon. Member to 
state how and from whom the idea originated to suggest to Government the 
transfer of the Kuppam revenue division from North Arcot to Chittoor? ” 
The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks .—* c I did it.'* 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar “ Has the attention of the hon. 
Member been drawn to the statement in the press that the hon. Member 
originated the idea while he was a guest of the zamindar and not at the 
request of a large number of inhabitants of Kuppam? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— <c I have not seen such a statement 
Sir.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar 44 Will he kindly consider the matter 
aufficiently in view of the above statement made P 99 
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The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks ;— ct I do not know what matter it is 
1 am to oonsider.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chttiyar :~~ c< The matter, Sir, is that the people 
really do not want the transfer. But the zamindar wants it, and tho hon. 
Member who was a guest there gave some sort of promise ? ” 

The hon. Mr. 1ST, E. Marjoribanks 1 et That is not true, Sir.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Ohettiyar “ I am glad to hear it. Will he 
kindly make an effort to ascertain t he public opinion in Kuppam about this 
transfer, apart from the mahazar already sent, copies of which some of us 
have reoeived ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks Certainly, Sir.” 

Land Revenue 

Failure of crops in Coimbatore district. 

*254 Q.—Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : Will the hon. the 
Member for Revenue be pleased to state— 

(«) whether any memorials or reports have been received that the 
rainfall in the taluk of Kollegal in the Goimbatoro district has been very 
defective this year and that the crops have suffered; 

(ft) whether applications for remission have been received on a large 
scale and whether the Revenue officers insist that the grass should stand on 
all lands till they are able to inspect them ; 

(c) whether reports have been received that the rainfall is insufficient 
throughout the district of Coimbatore and that there is much distress ; and 

( d ) whether the Government have passed any orders general or special 
regarding rhe distress and remission iri Coimbatore district ? 

A .—( a) No memorials have been received. The reports received by the 
Government show that the rainfall this year has been defective 
in Kollegal taluk. 

(ft) The Government are not aware of the scale on which applications 
for remission have been received. Revenue officers have discre¬ 
tion to grant remission if crops have been cut before they 
could be inspected. The reference to grass is not understood. 

(c) No. 

(d) The Government have issued instructions that all claims to 

remission should be investigated and settled promptly. 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ As regards the answer to 
clause (6), may I know the percentage of ryots who have sent remission 
applications in Kollegal taluk ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks m Notice, Sir. ” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— #s With regard to clause (6), 
is it not a fact that the revenue officers have not exercised the discretion and 
insisted upon the grass not being cut. Of oourse, there oan be no question 
of crops, beoause there are no grains at all. I want to know whether the 
hon. Member is aware of the fact that the revenue officers have refused to 
exercise their discretion, and whether they insist on the grass to be still 
standing P ” 
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The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“No, Sir, I am not aware of 
that. ” 

The Baja of Bamnad :—“ I want to know what the hon. Member (Mr. 
C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar) means by ‘ grass. ’ ” 

The hon, Mr. N. E Marjoribanks :—“ I take the. hon. Member refers 
to straw. ” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ I already said that it was 
paddy straw, and not crops as there were absolutely no grains whatever.’*'

‘ Indianization of the Superior services. 

*255 Q.—Mr. J. A. Saldanua : Will the hon. the Member for Bevenue 
be pleased to place before the House statements showing the latest develop¬ 
ment as to the Indianization of the Superior services on the recommendations 
of the Lee Commission in the several departments of Government within and 
without the Secretariat, Revenue, Forests, Excise, Judicial, Legal, Educational, 
Agricultural, Industrial, Local Self-Government, etc., and to state the causes 
of delay, if any, in passing orders? 

A. —A statement showing the recommendations of the Commission 
regarding the Indianization of the Superior set vices and the latest 
development so far as the Madras Presidency is concerned is 
appended/* The Government have no information as to the cause 
of delay in the oases in which orders have not yet been passed. 

Mr. J A. Saldanha :—“ This answer is evasive. . . . ” 

The hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member has no right to comment 
on the answer given. I do not like that Member after Member should be told 
by the Chair that he is not entitled by the rules to comment on the answers 
furnished by the Government.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha: — cc Beferring to the appendix, it is said that the 
recommendation about the Indian Civil Service has been accepted and is being 
carried out. May I know, Sir, to what extent it has been carried out and in 
what manner ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. K. Marjoribanks - <f If the hon. Member will look 
into the Civil List, he will see that it is being carried out.” 

Mr. G. IIarisarvottama Bao :—“ Will the hon. the Bevenue Member 
b8 pleased to state in definite terms what percentage of the Indian Civil Servioe 
is now indianized in view of the recommendation being carried out at 
present ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : —“ I have not worked out the 
percentage. But the Civil List is available to everybody to make their 
calculations.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Kao :—“ I have no paid clerks, Sir. Now, 
With regard to the Indian Forest Service and the Indian Medical Servioe, it

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ As regards the Indian 
Agricultural Service, may I know when the last Imperial officer was 
appointed to the Indian Agricultural Service ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ If none of my hon. Colleagues 
on this JBench can give it, I must ask for notice, Sir.” 

Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar <f May I know the percentage 
of Indians before and after the Lee Commission recommendations were 
acoepted ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks: —“It is a varying rate, varying 
every year.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ I would ask the Government 
whether they could give the percentage in the year just before the Lee 
Commission recommendations were acoepted and in the present year P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ Certainly, Sir.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“May I enquire with reference to the Indian 
Forest Service what was the recommendation made by the Local Govern¬ 
ment?”

Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :— u With reference to the appendix 
regarding Indian Civil Service and the Indian Police Service, the answer is 
‘ the recommendation has been accepted and is now being carried out.* May 
I know, Sir, when the Secretary of State decided the percentage stated there, 
and what is the present proportion of Indians to the Europeans? 99 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Makjoribanks:-- “I do not understand the ques¬ 
tion, Sir.” 

Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo : a I am sorry, Sir. When did the 
Government of Madras receive the recommendation of the Secretary of State 
accepting the percentage stated here, and secondly, what is the present 
permanent strength of the Indians as compared to bJuropeans in the Indian 
Civil Service and also in the Indian Police Service P 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Makjoribanks : —'“I think there is some misappre¬ 
hension in the matter. The proportion varies every year as recruit¬ 
ments are made, with the result that every year the proportion of 
Indians gets larger and larger till half and half or 60 to 40, as the case 
may be, is arrived at. 1

Mr. G. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: — <c I am only asking whether 
any interim report has been received or in what stage the committee’s 
proceedings are P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— “ No interim report has been 
received. As regards the stage at which the committee s proceedings 
are, it is rather a difficult position. The Council passed a resolution 
that a committee should be appointed to consider the necessity for 
repairs from the archaeological, sanitary and engineering point of view. 
That information we gathered. We then found that one member of 
the committee owing to illness was prevented from taking part in it, 
and another memter had gone on leave, and the question arose of 
reconstituting this committee. But we did not reconstitute it for the 
reason that, the information asked for, having been given by the 
various experts, we did not know what this committee would have to do 
beyond presenting the same information to the House.” 

♦ Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— cc The Hevenue Member was 
also a member of the committee.” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : —“ I am not now; I w^as.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana AyYvngar :—“ Docs not the reference also 
inelude the responsibility of the Government to make these reports in view of 
the inam villages of the temple' having beon resumed by Government'?” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks That is exactly what it does not 
do.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ In view of the statement of 
some officers published so far, which go to show that there is a real necessity for 
this, will the hon. the Revenue Member soon decide whether the Committee 
is to be reappointed or reformed ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— <c No, Sir ; if it is asked whether 
it is proposed to appoint a committee to consider whether the Govern¬ 
ment is liable or not, the answer is iu the negative.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ Even with regard to the 
wording of the original resolution itself, the committee was asked to report 
after getting the information from the officers and the public if possible; in 
view of that will not Government be pleased to re*appoint a committee P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ It ought to have been done in 
1923. It is no use now, as they could merely forward the reports to 
the Council which have already been laid on the table.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“ Is it not a fact that the 
committee met several times and even circulated au interim report P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks “ I have not seen any report 
drafted by the committee or prepared for signature. What I had seen 
was a draft report wherein two or three members Of the committee'dealt 
with the question whether Government were liable or not,”

Alleged prohibition of cultivation within 6 furlongs of Romperu drain . 

* 257 Q.—Mr. P. Anjaneyulu : Will the hon. the Law Member and the 
hon. the Member for Revenue be pleased to state— 

(а) whether cultivation within six furlongs of Romperu drain in the 
Bapatla taluk in the Guntur district is prohibited and if so, when and why ; 

(б) whether the Revenue department gave lands within this orbit on 
<f Darkhast ” or otherwise to ryots for cultivation ; 

(i c ) whether the owners of such lands also are now served with notice 
of eviction by the Revenue department; 

(d) whether it is a fact that the Revenue department has been 
compelling ryots cultivating these lands to pay penal tax from three to six 
times the usual rate ; and 

(e) whether the Government have received any memorials or other 
representations on the subject, and if so ; what orders have been passed 
thereon ? 

A. —( a ) Yes. The prohibition was introduced in 1925 to preserve suffi¬ 
cient water way to pass the large volume of flood water. 

(6), (c) fy ( d ) It is understood that, there are patta lands within the 
prohibited area, but the prohibition does not; apply to these 
lauds. In 1923, the Collector allowed the cultivation during 
that particular year of certain waste lands encroached upon by 
certain Adi-Andhras, but the Government considered that 
such cultivations should not be allowed in the interests of the 
drain and issued the prohibition. If, in spite of the prohibi¬ 
tion, encroachments continue to be made on these lands, they 
are presumably being penalized by the looal authorities. 

(e) The hon. Member’s attention is drawn to the answers given to 
clauses (d) to (/) of question No. 110, No other represen¬ 
tations were received on the subject. 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—May I know whether in the case of Adi-Andhras 
who are allowed to clear and till these lands, pattas would be given to 
them ? 99 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks: —“ I hope not, Sir. 99 

Mr. G. R. Prkmayya :—“ What would happen to those Adi-Andhras

Member what olasses 
of works are considered to be necessary for the irrigation of lands in the 
delta?” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ It means those that are necessary 
in the general interests and not for any particular ryot.” 

Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ What I ask is whether irrigation 
oanals, oonservanoy of rivers, digging ohannels, building head sluices, these 
are works necessary for the irrigation of lands. Of these, what class do the 
Government consider to be necessary for the irrigation of lands, and whether 
digging ohannels is included in the works considered necessary ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ Certainly, if the channel is 
necessary in the general interests of the system.” 

Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ May I ask how many ohannels are 
being dug in the Tanjore distriot or any other district by Government every 
year or whether they are diggiug any ohannels at all ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— <c I must ask for notice of that.” 

Muttayya Mudaliyar “ Then may I take it if the ohannels 
neoessary for the irrigation of lands are not dug by the Government, the 
answer given is not correct P ”

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar May I ask whether in any case they

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ If the Government did not, it 
does not prove that the answer is incorrect. Government do dig 
channels ; but what is stated here is if the particular work benefits only 
one or two individuals they do not consider that as a work which should 
be paid for by the general tax-payer.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :— ic Suppose a ohannel irrigates two or three 
villages and the lands of 200 or 300 landholders, I ask whether Government 
will consider that work, according to their criterion, as work necessary in the 
general interest ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : All these details must be 

considered with reference to the actual facts of the oase. It is impossible 
to lay down any proposition. What applies to one case may not apply 
to another $ each must be considered on its own merits. I believe that 
is the rule which is usually followed with regard to irrigation works.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ Then, I put the general question 
whether digging up channels fur the irrigation of certain villages is a necessary 
work.” 

The hon. the President :—“ That is a hypothetical question.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ May I make an appeal to the Chair, Sir, in 
connexion with the reply given by the hon. the Kevenue Member to my 
question as to the recruitment for higher services, ‘ Look into the Civil List \ 
First of all, my objection is this, that civil lists are issued quarterly, and 
those issued in January are not yet available.

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A. —(a) There are no Veterinary Inspectors in the department. The 
subordinates referred to in the question are presumably touring 
Veterinary Assistants. There are three such assistants in the 
Cuddapah district. 

(b) One of the Veterinary Assistant Surgeons has jurisdiction oyer 
two taluks, while the remaining two have jurisdiction over threo 
taluks each. 

(<?) & ( d ) Two of the Veterinary Assistant Surgeons know Telugu. 
The third, a native of South Malabar, has been working in the 
Telugu districts for over a year. Government are not aware of 
the extent of his knowledge of Telugu. 

, (e) Every district requires veterinary aid and it will not be possible 
to concentrate all the staff in one or two districts. 


Municipal Councils 

jPayment o) gratuities to Municipal servants . 

262 Q.—Mr. J. A. Saldanha : Will the bon. the Minister for 
Education and Local Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(а) whether it is a feet that the Municipal Account Code limits the 
payment of gratuity on retirement to Municipal servants to a maximum of 
nine months’ pay even when the service is over 30 years and prohibits pay¬ 
ments of gratuities when the service is less than 20 years, while Government 
servants with less than ten years are paid gratuities at a month’s pay for 
each year of servioe and proportionate pension when the servioo exceeds ten 
years; 

(б) on what grounds the differential treatment of Government and 
Municipal servants as to pension and gratuity is based ; and 

(c) whether Government have received representations from any 
Municipal servants complaining about the hardship caused by such treatment 
and what action have Government taken or propose to take ? 

A — (a) Yes. 

(6) The difference in treatment is due to the difference in the nature 
of the services. Service under Government is pensionable and 
the gratuity admissible to Government servants forms part of 
the pensionary soheme. The limits as to gratuity admissible to 
municipal servants laid down in the Municipal Account Code 
apply to municipal servants whose services are not pensionable. 
Municipal servants have however the benefit of a provident fund 
and are paid a bonus in addition to their contributions to the 
fund. 

(c) No suoh representation appears to have been received by Govern¬ 
ment. In specially deserving cases the Government sanction 
the payment of gratuity by municipal councils in excess of 
the limits laid down in the Mtmioipal Acoount Code. 
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Assignment of Lands 

Alleged improper assignment of porambokes in Oheyyar taluk t North Arcot 

district . 

263 Q .—Mr. T. Adinaeayana Chettiyab : Will the hon. the Member 
for Revenue be pleased to state— 

(а) whether it is a fact that the villagers of Songadu village in the 
Oheyyar taluk, North Arcot district, petitioned to tho District Collector and 
to the Board of Revenue about the improper assignment of certain poram¬ 
bokes on 9th August 1925 and 20th December 1925 ; 

(б) whether it is a fact that 8. Nos. 148 and 149 of the Sengadu 
village are classified as tank porambokc and pasture land ; 

( c ) whether it is a fact that this is the only pasture land available to 
the petitioners; 

( d ) whether it is a fact that th 9 karnam of the village got assigned to 
himself four acres and to another four acres ; and 

(i e ) whether it is a fact that the ryots of the village objected to these 
assignments and what was the action taken on their objections?

Grants of land to ex-service men. 

264 Q. —Mr. J. A. Saldanha: With reference to question No. 2467 
answered on 4th September 1926, will the hon. the Member for Revenue be 
pleased to state what orders have been passed on the representation of the 
Kanara Indian Christian Civic League on the question of grants of land to 
ex-service men and landless poor ? 

A.—The requests made by the Kanara Indian Christian Civic League 
were— 

(а) that non-combatants who owing to ignorance of the rules did 

not apply within the time allowed for the concessions granted 
to ex-military men might be allowed the concessions though 
their applications might be out of time, 

(б) that the time allowed for building houses under the rules for the 

grant of house-sites in the South Kanara district should be 
extended from six months to three years and that the restriction 
against using the site for cultivation should be relaxed, 

(c) that the Indian Christian landless labouring classes should be 
allowed the same facilities as members of the depressed classes 
for the purpose,of securing lands. 

The Government decided that there were not sufficient grounds 
for extending the period during which the concessions would 
be given to non-combatants ; that there was no need to grant 
request (6) as a poor man could ordinarily put up a thatched 
shed in Isix months 1 time and as the lands were granted as 
house sites and not for cultivation ; and that the South Kanara 
Christians as a body could not be treated as depressed for the 
reason that there were poor amongst them as there are in 
every other community. 
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Constitution of Districts, Divisions and Taluks 

Constitution of the Pamarru taluk as part of the Kistna district . 

266 Q. —Mr. A, JKai/eswara Rao : Will the hon. the Member for 
Revenue be pleased to state— 

(а) when the Pamarru taluk will bo constituted as part of the Kistna 
distriot; and 

(б) whether the Government intends to include Pamarru taluk in 
Gudivada Revenue Division instead of in Nuzid Division, as Pamarru is 
only 8 miles from Gudivada whereas it is more than 40 miles from Nuzvid? 

A. —( a ) The formation of the taluk has been postponed for want of 
accommodation for the office. The plans and estimates for 
extension to the Deputy Taksildar’s office at Pamarru to make 
it suitable as a taluk office were approved in February 1926, 
and a provision of Rs. 30,000 has been made in the ourrent 
year’s budget. 

(6) There is no intention at present to inolude Pamarru taluk in 
Gudivada division. If experience proves the Nuzvid division 
to be unwieldy the question of the redistribution of the taluks 
and divisions will be considered.

Tippayapalem project , Kurnool district 

269 Q. —Mr. K, Koti Reddi : Will the hon. the Law Member be pleased 
to state— 

(a) whether the Tippayapalem project in Kurnool district has ,been 
given up and if so, why ; and 

(b) the amount already spent on the projeot P 

A.—(a) Yes, The project was sanctioned in 1924, After commence¬ 
ment of the work it was brought to the notice of Government 
that there would be an excess over estimate of Rs. 46,600 
under land compensation charges. It was also reported that 
the tank would not fill in all years and that the anticipated 
development of irrigation could not be fully realized. The 
Board of Revenue and the Chief Engineer for Irrigation 
recommended the abandonment of the scheme and the Govern¬ 
ment agreed with them. 

(b) The booked outlay to the end of 1925-26 was Rs. 69,994. 
Figures of debits, if any, that are likely to be raised during 
1926-27 and of credits on account of the value of materials at 
site and sale of lands are not available, but it is expected that 
the unprofitable outlay will be in the neighbourhood of 
Rs. 50,000.

ANNOUNCEMENT REGARDING SPEEDY PUBLICATION OF PROCEEDINGS 

*The hon, the President Before proceeding with the orders of the 
day, I wish to make the following observations. 

t( The delay in the publication of final copies of the proceedings of the 
Legislative Council has been engaging my attention for some time, and 
I think that a oh»nge in the procedure now adopted is necessary. Until 
November 1922, type-written transcripts of sp3eohos made by Members of 
the Legislative Counoil were bent to them for eu.oh corrections as they desired 
to make before printing. In November of that year, it was decided to send 
transcripts of each day’s proceedings of the Council direct to the press and 
to obtain proof copies thereof for circulation to all Members of the Legislative 
Council. This is the system now iu force. Under it, the Mombers are 
allowed to keep the proofs with them for five days for correcting their 
speeohes. They maka such corrections as they like in the proof and return 
the same to the Council Office. Often, the proofs are not returned in five 
days. The Council Office carries out the correotious in a central proof copy 
and sends it to the press with orders to strike off final copies. The press 
originally agreed to give proof copies on the evening of the day following 
that on whioh it received the transcripts from the Oounoil Office; bat in 
praotioe, this has not been oarriod out. The result has been that final copies 
of the proceedings of the Legislative Oounoil do not see the light of day at 
any time within four or five weeks of each meeting. 

44 1 am of opinion that the enormous delay in the publication of the final 
proceedings can be avoided by adopting the following procedure. Trans¬ 
cripts of speeches will be circulated to the Members making the speeches as 
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soon as they are ready, and in any ease, before 11 a.m. on the day following 
that on which the speeches were made. Members will be requested to return 
these transoripts within 24 hours after receipt thereof with their corrections, 
if any. In case any Member is leaving the station on the day on which he 
makes his speech, he is requested to meet the Assistant Secretary at 5 p.m. 
the same day and correct the transcript of his speech and return it to the 
Assistant Secretary. The corrections will immediately be carried out by the 
Council Office, and a corrected copy of the proceedings will be sent without 
delay in type to the press for printing. I propose to try this system with 
effect from to-day. ”

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha 1 am not asking for leave to introduce my 
second amendment, Sir.” 

* The hon. the President :— u I am glad the hun. Member is not asking 
for leave to introduce his amendment to Standing Order 49. 

<c So then, there is only one amendment before the House. In accordance 
with Standing Order 77, the draft amendment may now be referred to a 
Seleot Committee. The Select Committee will consist of the President, the 
Deputy President and the Advocate-General as ex-officio Members and the 
Counoil will elect six Members by means of the single transferable vote in 
accordance with the regulations framed in this behalf under Standing 
Order 77. Nomination papers may he banded in to the Seoretary not later 
than2 pm. to-day. I nominate Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar-^one 
of the Members of the Panel of Chairmen—as a Member of the Committee,”

* Mr. S. Satyamcbti : —“ I more for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the Tutioorin Port Trust Act, 1924 ” 

• Mr. 0. V. Venkatajumana Ayyangar :—■** T seoond it. ” 

The hon. the President^ —“ Does any hon. Member object to leave 
being granted ? (After a pause). As no objeotioD is taken, I will now put 
the motion to the House.” 

The motion was adopted and leave was granted. 

* Mr. 8 Satyamtjrti :—“ Sir, I now introduce the Bill to amend the 
Tutioorin Port Trust Act, 1924, and move that the Bill be read in Council. ” * 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ I rise to a point of order. 

1 suppose mv hon. Friend is actually introducing the Bill now. Do I 
understand it aright? (The hon. the President: ‘Yes’.) Then, my sub¬ 
mission is that it oannot be done now for this reason. We do not know 
what the Bill contains. Wo simply know this: that the hon. Member 
wishes to ofctain leave for introducing an amending Bill relating to the 
Tuti'-orin Port Trust Act. We are absolutely in the dark as to what that 
Bill is and what its provisions are: it has not yet been published m the 
Fort St. Georce Gazette. None of us, at any rate I am not, are supplied 
with a copy of the amending Bill. I do not know wha i its provisions are. 
The rule specifically says that if a non-official Member wants to introduce a 
Bill, he should, first of all, obtain leave of the Council to introduce it. 
(Mr. 8. Satyamurti: * Which rule? ’) If a Member of Government wants 
to introduce a Bill, with the consent of His Excellency, ths Bill may be 

I jublished in the Fort St, George Gazette . When a Bill is so published, 
eave of the Council to introduce it is not necessary.” 

•The hou. the President :—“ Does the hon. Member refer to any lule 
or Standing Order ? 99 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ #h, yes.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ While the hon. Member is making an 
investigation into the rules aud Standing Orders pertinent to the matter 
I will call upon the Advooate-Generai to state if ho has any objection, 99 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar:— c< If the Advooato-General 
agrees with me, there is an end of the matter. ” 

* The hon. the Advocath-Generae :-J i( Mr. President, Sir, I do raise 
an objection to the motion for the introduction of the Bill.” 

•The hon. the President (seeing Mr, Krishnan Nayar rising to speak) 
u The hon. Member will resume his seat. We may hear the Advocate- 
General and in the meantime the hon. Member may be ready with his 
references to Standing Orders or rules. Is he ready with the rules^P ” 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Kbishnan Nayar: —"Oh, yes.” 

•The hon. the President: — f< The hon. Member is requested to quote 
the rules and Standing Orders on whioh he relies.’ 1 
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•Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—"Sir, Standing Order SB 
says: 

* (1) At any time after a Bill has been published in the Gazette.* 

u I may say, Sir, that the Bill has not been published in the Gazette yet. " 

* The lion, the President :— u Does the hon. Member thereby infer that 
the rule makes it obligatory to publish a Bill and not to introduce a Bill 
until publication ? ” 

0 Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Ye9.” 

* The hon. the President :— “ Where has it been stated like that? ” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar “ It is obvious. After the 
publication of the BUh the Member in charge of the Bill may introduce it* 
Even this has to be done after giving six clear days’ notice to the Secretary. 
So that, first of all, there must be publication in the Gazette and then, after 
the lapse of the six days’ notice period the Member in charge may intro¬ 
duce it ” 

* The hon. the President ;— a Will the hon. Member kindly refer to Rule 
19 which contemplates the ease of a publication with the consent of the 
Governor previous to the introduction ? ” 

0 Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Oh, yes. But has that been 
done? It has not been done lure.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ That is the case contemplated under Stand¬ 
ing Order 38. Is it not ? The hon. Member will please refer to Rule 20.” 

0 Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Yes. Rule 20 says : 

* As soon 88 may be after a Bill has been introduced, the Bill, unless it has already been 
published, shall be published in the Gazette.’ 

“ But paragraph 70 at page 28 of Volume II of the Legislative Oounoil 
Manual says: 

* (J!) When introducing a Bill, the Member in oharge of it shall move that the Bill be 
read in Counoil. 

1 (3) The prinoiple of the Bill and its general provisions may then be discussed . . ,* 

c< Now, how can we discuss the principles of the Bill and its general pro¬ 
visions without knowing what the Bill is? We are absolutely in the dark 
as to what the Bill is.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ That may be a reason for adjourning the 
introduction. But the question is whether a Member is entitled to introduce 
a Bill immediately alter leave is granted. The hon. Member’s arguments 
may be a ground for postponing the motion.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ My hon. Friend now wants 
to introduce the Bill and when ho introduces it, this Council has got the 
right and is at liberty to discuss its general provisions. How oan we disobsft 
them ? Is it possible to discuss the principles of a Bill and its general 
provisions without knowing what they are P That goes to the root of the 
matter. My hon. Friend has not yet got his Bill published either in the 
Fort 8t. George Gazette with the consent of His Exoellenoy or even privately. 
The praotioe for non-offioial Members when they introduce private Bills has 
been to print and circulate copies of their Bills to Members. Even that has 
not been done in this case. Therefore, how is it possible for any Member to 
disouss the provisions of a Bill which he has not seen and of which he hem 
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no idea whatever. That, I submit, goes to the root of the matter and I object 
to the taking up of the Bill for consideration at this stage.” 

* Mr, T. R. Venkatarama Sastbiyar :— u Sir, there are two authorities 
ie-16 by which this Council is governed in dealing with questions of legislation, 
p«m. fj<b e on0 { 9 the rules framed under the Government of India Aot and the 

other is the Standing Orders framed for regulating the oonduot of business, 
in this Counoil, Standing Orders 37 and 38 govern the matter now under 
consideration. For the moment, I shall put aside the Legislative Counoil 
Buies reserving them for consideration after dealing with the effect of the 
Standing Orders as they stand. (Jnder Standing Order 37, leave to 
introduce a Bill is granted by the Council at once, if it in not opposed. If it 
is opposed, after a brief explanatory statement from the Member who moves 
and irom the Member who opposes the motion, the question will be put to 
the vote of the House and leave granted or refused as the case may be. Tie! 
us take the case ot a Bill for which the leave is granted either after opposition 
or without opposition. When shall we reach the next stage of introduction 
of the Bill in the Council ? Standing Order 38(1) says, that at any time 
after a Bill has been published in the Gazette, the Member in charge of the 
Bill mav introduce it after giving six clear days’ notice to the Seoretary. 
I submit that this will apply to two oases, viz. (1) where the Bill has been 
already published by order of the Governor under Eule 18 of the Legis¬ 
lative Council Kules and (2) where the Bill has been published after 
leave to introduce has been granted by the Counoil. Hon. Members 
may be aware that when leave to introduce a Bill is granted, it used 
to be published as a matter of rule in the old days and is published 
as a matter of practice now. In either ease, Standing Order 38 will 
apply. The Member will have to give six clear days’ notice to the 
SeoretaTy to introduce the Bill in Council. If you turn to the Enles and 
Standing Orders as they stood before the present Rules and Standing Orders 
were passed, it will be found that they provided for six clear days’ notioe 
to the Secretary, before introducing the Bill in Council after publication, 
either under the orders of the Governor under the rule corresponding to the 
present Eule 18 or under a rule for publication as soon as leave to introduoe 
Was given. So that, if the Standing Order 38 stood alone without anything 
else to throw light upon U , my submission to the Council and to you, 
Mr. President, will be # that no motion to introduce the Bill can be made 
unless the Bill has been previously published, The very first clause of 
Standing Order 38 says, that at any time after a Bill has been published 
in the Gazette, the Momber in charge of the Bill may introduce it after 
giving six clear days* notioe to the Secretary. All the futher stages 
described in clauses (2) to (5) of Standing Order 38 will apply only to a 
oase of the Bill whioh has satisfied the first clause of the Standing Order, 
via,, that it has been published in one form or other. 

u Now, Sir, you have drawn tho attention of the House to Eule 20 and I 
think the hon. the Mover also referred to that rule for the purpose of 
showing that publication may succeed rather than precede the introduction 
of the Bill in Council. ” 

* Mr. S. Satyamubti m Either suoceed or precede. 

* Mr. T, R. Venxatabama Sastbiyar :—“ I accept that. As I have 
•Wed, if ib. Bill bad been printed, Standing Order 38 will apply/’ 
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• The hon. The President :—“ Is it under any Rule or Standing Order 
that the Bill is published immediately after leave is given ? It is only by a 
convention, l think.” 

■ Mr. T. R. Venkatarama Sastkiyar :—“ Now, there is no rule which 
directs publication. In the old Manual there was a rule under which after 
leave to introduce had been granted, if nothing further was done, the Bill 
was printed, as a matter of oourse. If it was not printed, there was nothing 
to prevent the Member introducing the Bill to ask for publication and then 
it had to be published. 

•The hon. the Prfsident :—“ In certain Business Rules relating to the 
procedure regarding Bills made by the Local Government, 1 see that there is 
a role viz., Rule 52, which says that as soon as may be after a Bill has 
been introduced, the Bill, unless it has already been published, shall be 
published in the Gazette by the Law Pepartmeut. This is only a repetition 
of Rule 20 ol the Oounoil Rules and shows that even in these Government 
instructions it is contemplated that a Bill may first be introduced and then 
be published.” 

* Mr. T. R. Vfnkatakama Sastriyar :—*' I was only referring to the 
praotice. As to Rule 20, it cannot be over-ridden by any of the Standing 
Orders. Rule 20 la) s an obligatiou to publish the Bill after introduction. 
But this House is bound not only by Rule 20, but also by Standing Order 
38. I shall now submit what the result of reading the two together will be. 
You must take it that Standing Order 38 applies only to the case of a Bill 
which has been already printed. 1 horefore in that Standing Order there 
is no procedure prescribed for unprinted Bills The course to be followed 
in regard to them is not prescribed in that Standing Order at all. The result 
of this construction of Standing Order 38 is that there is no Standing Order 
oovering the ease of unprinted Bills and under Standing Order 79, the hon. 
the President may give direction as to the oourse which may be adopted in 
the case as it is not provided for by the Rules and the Standing Orders.” 

• The hon, the President Under Standing Order 79 P ” 

•Mr. T. R. Venkatarama Sastriyar Of course, for, any direction 
which the President might give must conform to tho Standing Orders and the 
Rules. Rulte 20 has to be taken into consideration by the President in any 
direction which he mav give under Standing Order 79. As a result of 
that Rule, the Member in charge of the Bill might introduce the Bill and 
should be permitted to announce it, but no further stages are provided for 
tinder the Rules at all. The indication afforded by Rule 20 itseli is that the 
further stages can be reached only after publication which follows immediately 
after introduction by the Member in charge of the Bill. Only to that 
extent oan the indication in Rule 20 modify the inference from Standing 
Order 3 H , that the Bill should not be introduced before publication:. 
The reason of the thing is clear. I agree with my hon Friend, Diwan 
Bahadur Krishnan Nayar, that if introduction under Rule 20 mean* not 
merely the formal announcement of the faot of introduction, hut also the 
further discussion of the principles of the Bill and its general provisions 
•which are referred to in the third olause of Standing Order 38, that stage 
eannot he reaohed now. The prinoiple of the Bill may be disoussed - only 
by people who have already studied it, The old rules provided not 
merely for publication, but also for eupplying eaob Member with a copy 
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of the Bill in order to enable the Member to take part in the discussion 
of the Bill after its introduction. When you have not published it, it 
is impossible really to usefully discuss the principles of the Bill. So that, 
if it is a question of tbe President ruling under Standing Order 79 as to 
what should be the practice in regard to suoh kinds of Bills, I would submit, 
that when a Member has said ‘ I introduce the Bill * as he is entitled to say 
on the inference drawn from Rule 20, tbe President may direct that, at that 
stage, the Bill may be published and the further discussion of its principles 
and general provisions may be taken up on a date fixed by the President 
to suitdhe convenience of all the parties concerned. Except to that extent, 
Bale 20 does not alter the procedure laid down iu Standing Order 38 
which insists on publication, before discussion, of the general provisions and 
principles of the Bill and reference to the Select Committee. The discussion 
of the Bill in the Council by the Members is not merely with reference to 
their own ideas on the subject but also with reference to the wishes of the 
electorates which have sent them hero. I do uot know whether that is the 4 
oase or not with reference to this Bill. ] do not speak on the merits of this 
particular Bill. But there may be Bills iu regard to which the Members 
might require an opportunity of consulting their constituents. Therefore, 
when the President gives a ruling on a matter like this, he must take into 
aooount the necessities of the case and rule that the Kill must be published 
before the further stages of the Bill, namely, the disoussion of its principles 
and the reterenoe of the Bill to the Select Committee, are proceeded with.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Kuishnan Nayak May I submit, Sir . . .P ” 

* The hon. the President “ Any new points P” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar c< In further elucidation of the 

points raised . . .” 

* The hon. the President “ It is unnecessary. Generally, no Member 
is allowed to speak twioe on any subject. The President has to givo a ruling 
on a ] oint of order and the explanations of the law given by hon. Members 
are only intended to help the President to oorae to a conclusion. He has 
already heard the hon. Member Mr. Krishnan Nayar and he does not propose 
to delay tho Counoil further unless the hon. Member has anything new> 
to say.” 

*Mr. S. Satyamurti:— <c Sir, the extreme contention advanced by the 
Advocate-General and by my hon. Friend below the gangway is that, under 
the Buies and the Standiug Orders as they stand, no motion that the Bill be 
read iu Oounoil oan ever be made unless that Bill has already been pub¬ 
lished in the Fort St. George Gazette under the orders of the Governor and 
six dear days’ notice of the motion is given to the Secretary, or in the alter¬ 
native, he oan move the motion after an inchoate procedure for which there 
is no sanction in the Buies or the Standing Orders, under which publication 
takes place formally after the motion for leave to introduce the Bill is passed 
by the Council. My submission to you, Sir, is that neither under the Buies 
1W0 n or under the Standing Orders as they stand is there any such provision. 
* ,m * I submit, Sir, that, when my hon. Friend the Advocate-General wants to 
curtail the powers of this Connoil, he must quote chapter and verse and not 
advanoe the argument that there is a lacuna in the Buies or the Standing 
Orders. He is too muoh of a lawyer not to concede that we must not 
presume that there is a laouna in our Buies and Standing Orders, unless 
there is no other way of explaining them. 
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“ Sir, let us turn to Buie 20 whioh deals with this matter. Buie 20 
says that: 

* As toon as tray be after a Bill has been introduced, the Bill, unless it has alroady been 
published, shall be published in the Gazette.’ 

“I ask my hon. Friend, the Advocate-General, vory respectfully to 
construe the clause e unless it has already been published \ Is it a surplus¬ 
age ? Is it redundant p Does it op does it not contemplate in terms, 
Mr. President, that Bills may be introduced into this Council whether 
publication has taken pi ice before that motion or not? Otherwise, Mr. 
President, this rule, especially that clause, becomes absolutely meaningless.” 

•Mr. T. R. Venkatarama Sastriyar :—" I conceded that point.’’ 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ My hon Friend concedes that. He has made 
my task considerably easy. He has also conceded that the Rule must 
over-ride the Standing Order. The power to tnake Standing Orders vested in 
us is governed by a provision in the Government of India Act, and to the 
extent to which the Standing Orders are inconsistent with the Rules, they 
are void. Therefore, Sir, it is contemplated that I can make the motion to 
introduoe the Bill whether previous publication has taken place or not. I 
should like to ask my hon. Friend what is the legal objection to my motion 
now. I am not now dealing with the objection of my hon. Friend below 
the gangway about the comparative ignorance of the House about the 
provisions of this Bill. Before I sit down, I shall address one word about 
that point. I am only dealing with the question of law, and I claim, as our 
Rules and Standing Orders at present stand, I h?tve a right to make this 
motion now. 

“I want to make two more submissions, for your consideration, on this 
matter. As the Rules and Standing Orders stand, there is no power in you 
or in your offioe to compel publication of a Bill, leave to introduoe which 
has been given by this House, in the Fori St. George Gazette . Suppose my 
hon. Fiiend says he would not publish it; what is to happen? This House 
has no inherent right to order publication, iu the Fort St. George Gazette , 
of every Bill for which leave is given. I shall now invite your attention to 
a rule whioh wes found iu the earlier rules under whioh you were working, 
that is, before the present Reforms. Rule 32 said, Mr. President— 

* If the motion for leave to introduoe a Bill be oarried, the Seoretary shall cause the Bill 
with the statement of Objects and Reasons and any connected papers to be printed and oommn- 
nioated to each of the Members and shall also cause the Bill and the statement of Objeots and 
Reasons to be published in the Fort St. Qeorge Cfuzett$ in English and in such vernacular 
languages as the Governor may direct.* 

%c Therefore there was an officer of this House authorized to direofc statutory 
publication. There is no such provision now.” 

* Mr. T* R. Venkatarama Sastriyar “ It is there under Rule 20/’ 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti I think, Sir, my hon Friend is holping me 
further. That rule contemplates publication after introduction. I quite agree 
with the hon. Member. Rule 20 does authorize publication. I therefore say 
that when I mako this motion and this House agrees to it, then, it becomes the 
statutory right of your offioe to insist under Rule 20 on the publication of 
this Bill and not till then. That rule contemplates statutory publication 
after such introduotion. 
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“ On this matter, just one more submission to yon, Sir, In the earlier 
Rules to whioh I am referring, in Buie 34 there was a speoifio statutory 
prohibition against introdnotion motions before publication: 

* Provided no Bill shall be introduoed until fifteen clear days have elapsed from the date 
of their publication under Rule 82 or 30 as the case may be.* 

u Therefore the earlier Rules contemplated, in so many words, statutory 
publication and a prohibition statutorily of introduction motions until and 
unless there had been previous publication. My hon. Friend is coo muoh of 
a lawyer not to contemplate that when the authors of these Rules omitted 
these provisions they were acting with some intelligence and therefore they 
omitted them deliberately. It was nofc that their mind was not drawn to 
them. My hon. Friend wants to suggest to this House and to you that there 
is % lacuna. Lacuna of what P Of a provision already existing in the 
Rules whioh they were re-enacting in a different form to suit the purposes of 
the new Act. My hon. Friend wants you to believe that the authors of the 
Rules under Government of India Aot deliberately omitted the stages of 
publication before introduction, leaving it to the Standing Orders to make 
provision for publication or not. 

“ Standing Order 38 seems to contemplate two different classes of oases. 
Standing Order 38, clause (1) says . 

• At any time after a Bill has been published in the Gazette, the Member in charge of the 
Bill may introduce it after giving six clear days’ notice to the Secretary,* 

“ I submit, Sir, that this is the only Standing Order whioh provides for six 
days* notice being given in the case of introduction motions. If it is so, 
that is one statutory procedure prescribed by our Standing Orders, that 
there should be some time elapsing between the publication whioh takes 
place under His Exoellency the Governor’s orders without reference to 
this Council at all and its introduction in Council. That is a matter to 
which I would like to invite your attention. This House is guided by one 
of the two ways. One way is that of my leaving at your office, notice 
with regard to Bills, of fifteen days in the case of Transferred subjects and 
of one month in the case of Reserved subjects. But there is also another 
kind of notice when I go to the Governor and get his authority to get the 
Bill published in the Fort St. George Gazette , in whioh case, in order to 
guarantee that your office may not be taken by surprise, the Standing Order 
provides for six clear days’ notice That does nofc contemplate, in my 
bumble judgment, the case of Bills whioh take the normal course of leaving 
notice at your office. 

“Then, under clause (2), when introducing a Bill, the Member in oharge 
shall move that the Bill bo read in Council. I lay some emphasis on the 
indefinite article both in clauses ^1) and (2). In the first clause it is said 
that ‘ at any time after a Bill has been published the Member in charge of 
the Bill may introduce it/ Then clause (2) says ‘ vhen introducing a Bill 
and it does nofc refer to Bills whioh had already beeu published. In 
clauses (i) and (2) the indefinite article is used first and afterwards the 
definite article. In olauses (3, and (4‘) the definite artiole is used throughout. 
As a matter of English, I submit that clmises (1) and (2) contemplate two 
classes of Rills, whereas clauses (•■*) and (1) contemplate the same class of Bills. 

“ One more submission, Sir. Standing Order 41(3) says that the Select 
Committee shall, in their report, state among other things whether the publi¬ 
cation direoted by the Rales or by the Ooanoil has taken plaoe. .What does it 
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mean ? If my hon. Friend the Ad vocate-Generali contention that introduction 
oan never take plaoe. without previous publication is correct, why in the name 
of common sense is the Select Committee asked to report whether the 
publication directed by the rules or by the Council has taken plaoe or not. 
I submit, Mr. President, that the Standing Order throws considerable light 
and helps my position that publication may have taken plaoe before intro¬ 
duction or may not have taken place and it may take place according 
to Rulo 20, after introduction of the Bill and appointment of the Select 
Committee.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ What is the publication under direction 
of the Council, contemplated by S.O. 41 (8) P ” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ That is publication under Rule 20.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ I am not able to understand how the Coun¬ 
cil has power under that Rule to order publication.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—I submit, I see the force of the point the hon. 
President raises, if I may say so respectfully. I merely rely upon the 
other point that the Select Committee in any case is asked to report as to 
the publication. If, according to my hon. Friend’s contention, publication 
must necessarily take place before the introduction stage, this provision is 
redundant. 

“ As regards the arguments of my hon. Friend below the gangway 
which, I am surprised to see, the Advocate-General also adopted, I hope 
that they deal really with the point whether this Council should pass my 
motion or not. It is for the House to decide the matter. I am not now 
urging that, because I make that motion, the Council must necessarily pass 
it at this stage. A motion for adjournment may be made and I may not 
oppose it. I here maybe some Bills which may not be controversial and 
which the House may pass practically unanimously, in which case, we may 
finish all stages, as we have done more than once, at one and the same time. 
Therefore, I do claim that so far as my hon. Friend's point below the gang¬ 
way is concerned that it is not possible now to discuss this Bill, I hope to 
convince him, if I get a ruling in my favour that the motion may be made 
now, that this Bill is so uon-controversial that we may accept its introduction 
now. At this stage, I am merely submitting the argument that under the 
Standing Orders, there is nothing to prohibit the motion for introduction 
being made now. While the hon. the Advocate-General contend* that 
Standing Order 79 must come into force, I beg of you to bear this in 
mind, that Standing Order 79 should not be lightly invoked. It is only in 
cases where the Rules and the Standing Orders under the Act do not make 
any provision that that Standing Order comes into play. It is somewhat a 
tall order given by the Advocate-General that, with regard to legislation and 
important Bills, we must assume that our predecessors in this House who 
made the Standing Orders wore negligent of a necessary provision and that 
therefore you should make a provision. 

I submit, Sir, that in law I am entitled to make this motion at this 
stage ” 

* The hon Mr. T. E. Moir : Mr. President, Sir, if T intervene in this 

debate it is because the hon. the Law Member is absent and because I hap¬ 
pen to be for the time being the Member in charge of this Bill so far as the 
Government are concerned. 1 do not propose now torefer to the question of 
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the convenience of the House or to the information which ought to be in the 
hands of all Members of the House before they are called upon to disouss 
either the principles or the details of any Bill. I merely refer to the point 
of construction of what we actually find in the Council Buies and in the 
Standing Orders. I venture to submit, Sir, that Rule 20, as the hon, Member 
for the University suggests, must be read with due regard to every phrase 
and word that is contained in it It runs as follows: 

* As soon as may he after a Bill has been introduced, the Bill, unloss it has already been 
published, shall be published in tho Gazette.* 

“ The rule lays down that if the Bill has not already been published, it 
shall be published in the Gazette. It does not prohibit or oommand previous 
publication. Our Standing Orders are equally valid under the Government 
t< India Act although they proceed from a different authority. They are 
subject to amendments by the Council, subject again to the assent of the 
Governor. But so far as they are consistent with the Council Rules, they 
are valid as muoh as the Council Rules themselves. It sterns to me that 
Rule 20 left it entirely for the Council, under its Standing Orders, to lay 
down any provision as regards previous publication that it thought fit to 
impose. The rule merely says that if publication is not otherwise provided 
for, a Bill shall ho published after its introduction. The rule, therefore, 
governing the present case is Standing Order 38. 

12-45 tc It seems to me clear that the right construction of that Standing Order 
P- m * is that the Council has laid down that before a Bill is introduced, it shall be 
published in the Gazette. That is also borne out by Council Rule 20, 
Therefore, I contend that it is ivtra vires of the Act. It seems to me there¬ 
fore perfectly clear that before the hon. Member is entitled to proceed to the 
next stage in connexion with the present Bill, it has to be published, and 
that after such publication, he must give six days 5 notice to the Secretary of 
the Council,” 

* The bon. the President :— u Does the hon. Member read in Standing 
Order 38 anything to show that it is obligatory that the Bill should be 
published before introduction ? ” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir “ That is my contention, Sir.” 

* The hon. the President: —“ How is that interpretation supported by 
the aotual wording of the Standing Order ? ” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir “ Because, Sir, the Standing Order lays 
down the procedure in this Council. It says that a Bill may be introduced ; 
and I take it that it uses the word * may ’ because there is no compulsion on 
any Member to introduce a Bill for leave to introduce which he has asked ; 
but that if he does introduce the Bill, the essential preliminary is publica* 
tion in the Gazette and six days’ notice to the Secretary of the Council. 
I further suggest, Sir, that the interpretation put by the hon. Member for 
the University on the expression in clauses (1), (2), (3) and (4) of Standing 
Order 38 c a Bill % ‘Me Bill’,‘a Bill J and again * the Bill*, is wrong 
I would say that it refers to each Bill in turn and that there is no possible 
ground for the suggestion that clause (1) refers to one class of Bills and that 
clause (2) refers to a different class of Bills. As regards the point raised in 
connexion with Standing Order 41, the expression ‘ whether the publica¬ 
tion direoted by the rules or by the Council has taken place 1 refers entirely 
to clause (1) of Standing Order 38. That is to say, if under the Standing 
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Orders of the Council, publication in the Gazette is laid down, the Seleot 
Committee shall report to the Council whether its instructions to that effect 
have been oarried out.” 

* The hon. the President :— f< The rules contemplate that a Bill may be 
published either before leave to introduce or after introduction. I hola the 
view that Standing Orders will have to be made making it compulsory that a 
Bill should be published before introduction into the Counoil; but at "present, 
the question is whether such direction does exist in the Standing Orders as 
they stand at present. In Standing Order 38, I do not interpret the words 
1 At any time after a Bill has been published in the Gazette 9 as giving a 
direction that the Bill should have been published before introduction. When 
we compare the rules in the old Standing Orders of the pre-reform days, we 
do find that there was a distinot declaration in those rales that every Bill 
should have been published before it was introduced in the Council. A 
study of the Standing Orders of the Assembly makes it clear that a Bill may 
be introduced before public ition. But according to the Standing Orders of 
the Assembly, it is clear that the introduction of the Bill is not at all a 
motion, it is a mere announcement, of the fact of the introduction, and the 
general principles of the Bill are not disoussed when a Bill is introduced. 
The general discussion of the principles of the Bill is only taken up when a 
motion is made that the Bill be taken into consideration or be referred to a 
Select Committee or when any similar motion is made. Therefore, I find that 
our Standing: Orders are not at all complete in this matter; and as the 
Stauding Orders now stand there is nothing to prevent the introduction of a 
Bill before its publication. But wherever there is any defect in the Standing 
Orders, under Standing Order 79, 1 have to regulate as far as possible, the 
procedure in Council consistently with the parliamentary practice. The 
parliamentary practice is, when a motion for leave is made, a date is fixed for 
the introduction of the Bill Under the Standing Orders as at present, I think 
it would bo safe for this House to fix a date for the introduction of the Bill. 

I therefore ask the hon. Member for the University to fix a non-official day 
when it would be convenient for him to introduce the Bill.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :— <c The next non-official day, Sir.’* 

* The hon the President “ There are three (non-official days, 29th 
30th and 31st March.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—** Oi the first non-official day for Bills, I shall 
bring up this Bill for introduction.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ May I kno.v, Sir, whether • 
you order the publication or the printing of this Bill before my Friend 
introduces it, or whether you leave it to his discretion ? ” 

* The bon. the President u That is a matter I have to examine. I 
can have copies of the Bill supplied to the Members. I have just now 
referred to the instructions issued iu the Legislative department, and those 
instructions contain a direotion that when a Bill is introduced, it may be 
published. I shall have the necessary changes effeoted, to have the Bill 
published in the meantime, if possible. Ioannot promise it, but I shall see 
that at least a oopy of the Bill is supplied to all die Members of the Ootrnoil.” 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti: —*• With the Statements Objeots and Reasons.

* The hpn. the President :— w Yes.”

* Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyar :— 44 Mr. President, 1 beg to move for 
leave to introduce the Village Officers Bill,” 

* The hon. the President : —“ As there is no objection, the hon. Member 
has got the leave of the House.” 

The motion was put to the House and adopted.

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I beg to move that mj 
Bill a to amend the Madras Elementary Education Act, 1920, bo read in 
Council. May I make my speech now, Sir ?” 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :— 44 Mr. President, I have already talked 
to the hon. Member, Mr. Salcianho, on this matter. I have undor considera¬ 
tion the * amendment of the Elementary Education Act as a whole, and 
I shall give careful consideration to the point raised by my hon. Friend. As 
that Bill will be before the House in a short time, very likely in tho session 
in August next, I hope ray hon Eriend will have no objection to withdraw 
his morion.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Sir, in view of the assurance given by the hon. 
Minister that he will give it some consideration, a sympathetic ooneider- 
ation, 1 hope, 1 beg for leave to withdraw the Bill.”

REVISION OF THE PAY OF VILLAGE OFFICERS. 

* The hon. the President :—“ The resolution before the House is — 

‘ * 4 [105] That this Council recommends to the Government that the pay 
of village officers under Government as well as in the proprietary estates be 
raised to Rs. 15 per mensem and that the pay of village menials ( vettis , talai- 
yaris) in the ryotwari and proprietary villages be raised to Rs. 10 per mensem 
from 1st April 1927 and provision be made for the same in the ensuing budget .’ 

4< Notices of several amendments have been received. Before I call 
upon Mr. Kaleswara Bao to move his amendment I wish to know whether 
the latter portion of his amendment is in order because it deals with 
travelling allowance which is not the subject matter of the resolution. 
What has he to say as to whether it is in order?” 

* Mr. A. Kale&waha Kao 14 1 do not want to press my b amendment. 

I shall drop tho latter portion, but shall, with your permission, speak a few 
words on the former ” 

* The hon. Mr. President :— 44 1 have no objection to allow the bon# 
Member to move the first part of his amendment.” 

* Mr. A. Kaleswara Rao : — 44 Mr. President, I do not propose to press 
my amendment; but I wish to explain my position and then resume my

b Mr A. Kaleswara Rao:— 

For all the words coming after the words ‘ the Government 9 substitute the words * to 
increase the salaries of village officers, including assistant harnams and triune 
officers, to a minimum of Rs 20 a month and those of village servants to a minimum 
of Rs. 11 pet month and also to pay batta to Tillage officer! at As. 12 per day and to 
village servants at As. 8 per day, whenever they have to go from their villages to a 
distance of more than six miles on publio duty under the orders of their pentrlors. * 
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seat. The pay and the status of the village officers deserve very oareful and 
sympathetic consideration at the hands of this House and of the Government. 

They are paid very little for the important duties they are discharging. 

They form, as it were, the foundation for the whole administrative fabric. 

My amendment does not go too far. Rs. 20 is only what is paid to attenders 
in the Education and other departments; and ! *8. 11 to the village servants is 
less than what is paid to peons. Village officers, though they were once the 
magnates of the village polity, though they are still doing the most important 
duties, have been relegated to the meanest position after the British 
Government established itself. In the pre-British Indian polity, village life 
was the basis, and villages were, as it were, so many republics. The 1p.m. 
whole village polity has been rudely disturbed after the advent of the 
British Government. The village communities which possessed and 
controlled all the communal properties in the village including the forests 
attached to the village, the pasture lands and other communal lands like 
burial grounds, have lost all their powers. They have been removed as it 
were, out of account. The omnipotent British Sarkar is now preventing 
villagers from grazing their cattle or getting fuel brushwood or materials for 
their agricultural implements from the village forests. Cottage industries 
which were supplying the necessaries, comforts and luxuries for the people 
have been substituted by foreign goods, and village panobayats have no place 
practically in the British mode of administration. And now, villagers instead 
of looking to the panobayats for justice to be done between man and man, for 
the protection of their life and property, are now looking to the sub-inspector, 
to the district munsif, to the tahsildar, the sub-assistant surgeon,etc., for every¬ 
thing. That is the case now, £ir, and naturally, these village officers also who 
were once the magnates have now been reduced to nothing, and the village 
folk now look to the townsmen for fashions and dress and even hair-cutting. 

And we have to look to the day when village life would be restored, village 
panchayats would spring up and be visible in every village, and cottage 
industries revived, and village reconstruction effected. The inorease in 
the pay of the village officers which I propose by this amendment is by no 
means high. I propose a modest sum of Rs. 20 to the village officers, 
particularly as they have lost their|lavazainas and their customary dues. Now 
if a village officer takes any customary dues, it is considered to be a bribe. In 
those days, the people used to think it their sacred duty to supply these neoes- 
saries to the village officers. The village officials were considered to be part and 
parcel of the villagers and being one of them used to look to their wants, 
conveniences and so forth. Now, the village officers have nothing in oommon 
with the villagers. They play naturally some tricks to get on somehow by all 
sorts of means. It is really a great necessity to keep them in contentment and 
above starvation. But our present position is that we have no control over 
the purse as a whole and though we may propose something, that cannot be 
oarried into effect because the other adjustments cannot be made in the 
Budget. Therefore taking that into consideration and also expeoting that 
at least the resolution moved by my hon. Friend Mr. Adinarayana Chettiyar 
coupled with the amendments already proposed would be accepted by the 
House unanimously and also expeoting that the amalgamation seneme would 
be dissolved and every village officer would be restored to his former position 
as promised by the Government, I do not propose to press my amendment, 
but would support the proposition coupled witn the amendments that were 
under disoussion on the last non-official day. 

“ With these few words, Sir, I resume my seat.’ 1 
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* The hon. the President :—“ So the hon. Member has not moved his 
amendment.” 

* Mr. A.. Kaleswara Eao :—“ No, Sir. I have supported the proposi¬ 
tion as amended by the two amendments.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ Does Mr, C, V. Venkataramana Ayyan- 
gar propose to move his amendment ? ” 

*Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— ‘‘Yes, 8ir.” 

* The hon. the President :— “I want to say this. I know the practice 
of this House has been for Members to speak on motions and also on the 
amendments, at various times. But my interpretation of the Standing 
Orders is that they cannot make a second speech, if once they have spoken 
on the motion or on the amendment. Before I give a considered ruling on 
the matter, I wish to bring this to th9 notice of hon. Members of the House 
and especially the Advocate-General to examine the question so that a con¬ 
sidered ruling may be given ou the matter. Anyhow, for the time being, 
Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar, though he already moved amendments 
on the motion, may move the amendment now. At the next earliest oppor¬ 
tunity, I want to examine the whole question whether a Member can make 
a speech on the motion as well as on the amendments regarding any motion 
in the House.” 

*Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— 4r Can I, with your permis¬ 
sion, move all my amendments together, as they form only one amendment?” 

* The hon. the President :— c ‘ Yes.” 

* Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar:—“S ir, my amendments are 
very simple and they are these :—

c In lime 2-3, omit the icords sC be raised to Rs . 15 per mensem .” 

4 In line 3 after the word " raised ”, insert the words u from the \st of

a The resolution as amended by me would run thus: 

• This Counoil recommends to the Government that the pa/ of all village officers under 
Government as well as in the proprietary estates and that the pay of the village 
menials, vettis, talaiyaris, etc., in the ryotwari and proprietary villages be raised 
irom 1st April 1927 to what they were respectively at the time the amalgamation of 
villages took plaoe.* 

44 With your permission for the word ‘ before 9 in the amendment as 
given notice of I have substituted the words 4 at the time 9 and added the 
words 4 took place ’ at the end, because that would make my meaning 
olear. I do not propose to make any leng speeoh. We do not want it 
to be presumed, when I move this amendment, that we do not aooept 
the principle of the previous amendment. We are all for increasing 
the pay of the village officers and menials much more than they were ever 
getting. But the purport of this resolution is that pending a general 
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increase of pay, we want the redactions that had been made at the time 
of amalgamation to be made up and the strength be restored to what 
it was before. In the oa6e of village officers under Government, they 
had been receiving Rs. 15, and this was reduced to Rs. 11 and Rs. 13. 
In the case of village menials, they had been receiving Rs 8, and this 
was reduced to Rs 7-8-0. There has been a reduction in the case of 
village officers in zamindari estates also. We want all these to be reinstated. 
The reason why I am not now supporting the previous amendment is that it 
would be costing a large amount about 45 lakhs. But if my amendment is 
carried, the cost would be about ten lakhs of rupees and the Government 
should not grudge this because of the large sum of money they have now got 
as a result of the remission. One thing more I want to add, By increasing 
the number of village officers, the Government wore benefited because they 
got an additional number of men and got more work done by them. It is 
but fair that the Government should pay for the additional number of men 
and we want all of them to get the pay they had been getting at the time of 
amalgamation. We want this restoration now and this increase of pay 
whatever may bo tho result of the agitation for increase of pay to non- 
gazetted officers and village officers as a whole. ” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ Mr. President, Fir, I second this 
amendment. If this amendment is carried and the resolution as amended 
is given effect to, the additional cost to Government would be onlv about 
10£ lakhs.” 

* The hoc. the President :— ‘ The amendments of Mr. Venkataramana 
Ayyangar have been moved and seconded and are for the discussion of the 
Council. The a amendments of Nr. Muttayya Mudaliyar are covered by 
the amendment before the House and therefore they will not be moved. But 
there are two amendments, one by Mr. Narayana Raju and the other by 
Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar. I want to know if they propose moving their 
amendments. ” 

Mr. D. Narayana Raju :—“ I do not want to move it, Sir. ” 

Mr. R Srinivasa Ayyangar “ I do not propose to move my amend¬ 
ment, Sir.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ Mr. Muniswami Nayudu’s amendment is 
to add the words * without reduction of village officers as they exist. * 
I think it will be for the convenience of the House if that amendment also 
is considered by adding it to the amendment now under discussion. ” 

* Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu u I want to move my amend¬ 
ment, Sir, specially beoause we have bad experience of how the resolution 
of this Council for increase of pay of village officers was treated. The 

a Mr. 8. Muttatya Mudaliyar :—

Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar : —

We asked for restoration of these posts, and it was done, but with reduced 
pay. We now ask for increased pay for the restored officers. May I know 
if I would be given an opportunity of speaking on the amendment of 
Mr. 0. V. Venkataramaua Ayyangar, because I would like to speak on 
that also. ’* 

* The hon. the President :— u I propose to allow a general discussion on 
the amendment as amended, so that the Counoil may have an opportunity 
of expressing its opinion on the resolution as amended. Therefore 1 now 
put the question of adding the words contained in your amendment: ‘ with¬ 
out reduction in the number of officers as they existed * to the amendment 
of Mr. C. V. Venkataramaua Ayyangar. ” 

• Bao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu c< Sir, I may submit that 
I would like my amendment to be kept independent of the amendment of 
Mr. 0. V. Venkatararnana Ayyangar, because if the latter is not accepted, 
my amendment would still be there, if my amendment is incorporated in 
his amendment, my amendment will share the fate of his, and 1 will have 
no ohance, afterwards, of moving my substantive amendment to tho proposi¬

* The hon. the President :—" I have no objection. Mr. Venkataiamana 
Ayyangar J s amendment is now for the consideration of the House. ” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Kiushnan Nayar:— “I suppose I will be 
permitted to speak on the resolution now.” 

* r lhe hon. the President:— <{ I have already said that at this time 
I am not going to take up the question whether a Member shall be allowed 
to speak on the amendment as well as on the resolution. That question 
has to be examined and a ruling will be given at the next earliest oppor¬ 
tunity. ” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Kiushnan Nayar :—“ I am speaking for those 
hon. Members, who like myself, have not taken part in this discussion at 
all, Sir. ” 

*The hon. the President c< Tor the present, tho old praotiee 
continues. ”

* The bon the President: —“ I have already said—I presume the hon. 
Member was not in the House then—with reference to the amendment of 
Mr. Kaleswara Bao. that tde amendment relates to a matter not connected 
with the original resolution. Therefore, it oannot be moved.” 

# Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar : —“ With all respect to you, Sir, I must 
say that you only asked whether that amendment was in order. He did not 
press it and therefore the matter was left there. It was not ruled out of 
order. You simply called upon the hon. Member to show if he was in 
order. ” 

a Mr. R. Sbinivaba Ayyanoab

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* The hon. the President :—“ When I called upon the bon. Member, 
Mr. Kaleswara Rao, I expected the hon. Member to get up and satisfy me if 
he intended to move his amendment. I have no objection if he now satisfies 
me. 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—" With all respect to yon, Sir, the 
only reason that stands in support of mo is this. Whenever the House 
grants money to the public servants, their pay and allowance go together. ” 

* The hon the President :—“The hon. Member has to satisfy me how 
this amendment is not foreign to the subject matter of the resolution.” 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :— (t J am now making the submission to 
you, Sir. The main object of the resolution is doubtless intimately 
connected with the question of pay. Pay and allowanoe as a rule go together. 
Therefore it was that I wanted to lake it up now. ” 

* The hon. the President : —“ Standing Order 32, clause (i) says : 

1 An amendment must bo relevant to and within the soope of tho subjeot matter of the 
clause or motion to whioh it relates.* 

u I hold that the batta and other things do not come under pay and 
therefore, I rule this amendment out of order.” 

*Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar : - f< Sir, I wish to support the 
original resolution before the House.” 

*The hon. the President c< Order, Order. The amendment and not 
the resolution is now before the House. 5 ’ 

*Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar: —“I oppose the amendment 
and in opposing the amendment, 1 say that the suggestions mentioned 
in the original resolution are the only reasonable suggestions before the 
House and I shall proceed with the reasons in support thereof. Now, 
it is said in the resolution that the pay of these village officials should 
be increased. It seems to me that it is a very eminently reasonable 
suggestion. As a matter of fact, even coolies get mo^o than Rs. 15 a 
month. In my part of the Presidency at any rate, unskilled coolies get 
7 to 8 annas a day which comes to about Rs. 15 a month and it is rather 
hard that village officials who are responsible men, who hold a high 
position in the village should not get Rs. 15. They are important men and 
they are looked up to as such and they are the representatives of the Govern¬ 
ment in the villages. The village is the smallest territorial unit under the 
Government and in the villages, particularly, the village headmen represent 
the Government, as the Collector represents the Government in the distriot, 
comparing small things with great. I may also say that the village officers 
are called upon to perform all sorts of functions. There is no knowing what 
they may be called upon to do. They may be called upon to report on tigers 
and cobras and seeing that they have multifarious functions to do, it is rather 
hard to deprive them of even the Rs. 15 that they were reoeiving. There is 
also this thing, Sir. I asked the hon. the Reveuue Member a few months ago 
whether Government would be pleased to give an allowanoe to these village 
offioers when they attended taluk offioes under the orders of their superiors. 
He answered c No.* At present, they are often called to the taluk offiee and 
have to spend there several days without^getting any remuneration. They 
do not even get the out*of-pockeb expenses. In these circumstances, even a 

8 
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large portion of what they get, wbioh is less than Rs. 15, has to be spent 
while remaining at taluk headquarters. With reference to the amendment 
of my hon. Friend Mr. B. Muniswami Nayudu, . . . 

# The hon. the President :— “ It is not before the House/” 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“As a matter of faot, no 
amendment is necessary for my purpose. I may say what I want to say 
without referring to any amendment. Government should not give effect 
to this resolution by reduoing the number of offioers. This is taking away 
practically with one hand what is given by the other and reduoing the pre¬ 
sent state of affairs to a state of affairs which was condemned by this House. 
So that, it is reasonable and just and necessary that the pay of these officers 
shoul^L be raised to Bs. 15 without any reduction in their number.” 

• Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu : —“ I oppose the amendment and 
that for this reason. The original motion, as it stood, concerned only with the 
village officers in the ryotwaii areas. But the amendment already carried is 
to the effeot that the case of the village officers of tho proprietary estates 
should also be brought in for the consideration of the Government. The 
effect of this amendment will be that while you restore the pay in theryot- 
wari areas to Rs. 15, you will pay these officers in the zamindari areas only at 
Rs. 7 or Rs. 8. It will be an anomaly that a village officer who is serving two 
masters should he paid less. The village officer in the zamindari area has to 
assist, Government officers and also the zarnindar, and ho may be hauled up by 
the zamindar’s officials at any time. He has to protect himself against that. 
Ho has to do duty both under the zarnindar and the Government, only to 
get less pay. On a previous oocasion, I urged hi this House that, if it is 
consid -red that the pay paid to the zamindari officials is just and sufficient 
for the work done to Government, and if the Government duos not take into 
consideration the work done to the zarnindar, then let the Government 
modify the rules and prescribe that the village officers need not do zamindari 
work. Unless it is done, the village offioers are made to do duty to the 
proprietor who pays nothing for it. I therefore, Sir, submit that if this 
amendment is accepted it, would mean a perpetuation of the difference that 
has been established before between the village officer of the rjotwari area 
and the village officer of the zamindari area. I would like to hear from 
among members here that the village officers’ duties in the zamindari 
estate are less onerous. I do not know what the Government will say. I 
am sure that so far as the members of this House are concerned, they will 
agree that they are as onerous if not more. For these reasons, I oppose the 
amendment because, if the amendment is accepted, it will perpotuate the old 
differences.”. 

• The hon. the President “ I believe the House is ready for the 
question to be put.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao was abeut to rise from his seat. 

• The hou. the President : — <l Members are expected to be very prompt 
when they want to speak.” 

• Mr, G. Harisarvottama Rao: — “I beg your pardon. I was just 
writing. To make the position cLear, I want to move an amendment even at 
this 8ta^e. I will put it in a few words. The words * at the time of amal¬ 
gamation* occur in the amendment moved by Mr. 0. V. Venfeafcaramana 
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Ayyangar. That is a dubious phrase. The amalgamation and the raising of 
pay ooourrcd either together, before or after. It is not very clear. So I 
want to propose the words: 4 what they were highest respectively before to¬ 
day \ i.e., the highest that the village officials were getting at any time.” 

* The hon. the President 1 n I do not think I can allow any amend¬ 

ment at this stage.” 

* Mr. A. Parasurama Rao : — 1 “ I beg to oppose the amendment on the 
ground that there are certain villages in some of the districts where there is 
no amalgamation at all. 'I his clause may not apply to these officials. Un¬ 
less you take into consideration the village officer individually in fixing the 
pay I think there may be some difficulty in working out the idea contained 
in the amended resolution. Therefore, it will be making an invidious 
distinction between one officer and another when we consider that the 
responsibilities of both the officers are equally onerous and equally exacting. 

So I would suggest that each officer be paid Rs. 15 irrespective of the fact 
whether he belongs to the ryotwari village or the proprietary village ” 

* The hon. the President :—“ The resolution if amended would run 1-30 

thus: P ,m * 

* That this Council recommends to the Government that the pay of all 
village officers under Government as well as in the proprietary estates 
and that the pay of the village menials ( vettis i talaiyaris ) etc .), in the 
ryoiwari and proprietary estates be raised from April 1927 to 
what they were respectively at the time when the amalgamation of 
villages took place * 

“I now put Mr. Venkataramana Ayyangar f 8 amendment to the House.’* 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :—“ Sir, E formally move my 
amendment.” 

The amendment reads: 

4 That in line 5, after the words <c \st April 1927,” insert the words 
“ without reduction in the number oj officers as they exist.”* 

Mr, T. Adinarayana Chetiiyar I am prepared to accept the 
amendment, Sir.” 

Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu’s amendment was then put and 
adopted. 

* The hon. the President “ The resolution as further amended by 
Mr. Muniswami Nayudu is now before the Council” 

The House will now adjourn and re*assemble at 2-30 p.m.

* The hon. the President 44 The resolution of Mr. T. Adinarayana 
Ohetti/ar as further amen ded is for the disenssion of the House,” 
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* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :— u Mr. President, Sir, this resolution 
has my support, and it is long overdue I have no desire to take the House 
into the full history of the oircumstances that compelled us to table a 
resolution of this character. Hon. Members of this House may be perfectly 
aware of the fact that in deference to the unanimous opinion expressed on 
the Boor of this House on more than one occasion, the Government felt it 
necessary to restore all the village officers and ether persons who have been 
thrown out of employ, and it was least expected that the Government would 
embark on a policy of retrenchment in this direction. Till about 1922 the 
village headman was getting Rs 15 and so also his brother, the village 
karnara, and the village menials Ks. 8, and the hon. Mr. Marjoribanks was 
of opinion and told us more than once that he was inclined to restore the 
offioers entirely provided the budget allotment was in no way exceeded, and 
with a view to make both cuds meet he came forward with this proposal of 
reducing the pay of the village karnam by Rc. 1 and of tho village monigar 
by Rs. 2 and of menial's by half a rupee. That set free a sum of about 
Rs. 10 lakhs, which he distributed to the new persons. As regards that, 
my only protest is this: in 1926-27 the budget provided for 13,966 
village monigars and in consequence of the restoration we are now having 
16,376, or in other words wo have extra hands to the extent of 2,410 
village headmen ; as against 18,551 village karnams we are now having 
14,875; as against 43,000 vettis and talaiyaris, we are having 48,000. 
Thus, it will be found that tho number of village officers and menials 
have gone up considerably. I cannot understand the policy of tha 
Government iu saying that ‘ we have set apart a particular amount of money; 
hitherto we were spending in a particular way; we were distributing 
it to 65,000 persons; we have no objection to raise the number from 65,000 
to 70,000 provided the budget allotment is not exceeded, or in that way if 
yon want to raise the number of persons, instead of giving them increased 
pay, you make a 9 l?‘ce out of the pay of the people already there and distri¬ 
bute it among persons whom you want to let in consequent upon the 
Restoration Bill/ So long as the Government have increased the number 
of hands and have made such a large number of persons do the work of 
the Government, they are bound to pay for everybody a proper salary. 
Moreover, Sir, these village officers, iu my humble judgment, do not get 
even a living wage. How can you expect a man toilivc on Rs. 10 or Rs. 15 P 
If I may say so, they form the very base of the pyramid of the adminis¬ 
tration/ That being so, if so minded, they can make the Government come 
down on its knees and create a deadlock, for the Government look up to 
them for this and that, for the collection of a large amount of money which 
goes to maintain and also to preserve the integrity of the administration. 
The entire administration is being run out of the collections made by those 
people who are at the bottom of the ladder. The House will perhaps know 
that this Government has committed itself to an extra expenditure of Rs. 10 
lakhs consequent on the recommendations of the Lee Commission, and that 
money comes out of the general revenue which is being collected by these 
village offioers. There is absolutely no reason as to why these village 
officers and village menials, who are very loyal and loyal to the core, should 
be treated in this half-hearted fashion. It seems to me that the time has 
oome when their condition should be bettered and the Government should 
embark on a policy of sympathy and must make up its mind to give these 
tillage officers Rs. 15 a month and the menials Rs. 10.” 
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* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo “ Mr. President, Sir, I join 
with my hon. Friends who have spoken before mo in supporting this reso¬ 
lution to revise the pay of the village officers/ This is a subject which is as 
old as myself. T have very little to say about the village officers of the 
ryotwari areas as it has been fally^ dealt by my previous speakers. My heart 
goes to the village officers that are in the proprietary estates. In the first place, 
the difference in pay between the village officers in the ryotwari tracts and 
the village officers in the proprietary estates affects the latter unfavourably. 
The village officers in the proprietary estates have to obey two masters; one 
is the (Government and the other is the proprietor. 

“ Sir, under the Permanent Settlement Regulations as also under the 
Karnams Regulations, the proprietor is bound to provide a Karnam for every 
village, and if he is to respect tho Permanent Settlement Regulations he is 
bound to provido them and pay for them and is no more a charge on the 
public finance. Under the terras of tho Permanent Settlement Regulations 
as alao the Karnams Regulations he, the Karnam, is bound to furnish such 
returns as are necessary for the State. 1 herefore, it can be seen that the 
village officers in tho propiiotary estates is a charge on the proprietor himself. 
Conditions have now changed The Government of Madras on the initiative 
of the Government of India have undertaken the task of paying in money to 
the village officers in the proprietary estates, when the finances of both 
Governments, Provincial and fmperial were full. Now that we are in hardy 
days, conditions have changed. I take it, that a revision of the status and 
pay of the village officers in ryotwari tracts as also in proprietary estates is 
necessary. We have been passing time after time resolutions to enhance 
the pay and prospects of the villago officers, and Government sometimes 
did not pay heed to our resolutions, and if at all they paid any heed, it was 
half-hearted. In the first plaoe, they agreed to restore the village officers to 
bring them to the number which stood in 1921. We know how far they were 
carried out. To make this possible we have effected an amendment of Acts 
II and III of 1894 and 1895, and that was not carried out either in spirit or 
in letter In my district, Sir, the reduction of villago officers, I was told, 
has given the Government a benefit to the extent of Es. 60,000. When I 
interpellated theGovemment whether that sum would be set apart for restoring 
the village officers in the district, I was told that a Presidency pooling will 
be made and that no case can be made for a single district. Therefore, they 
are not at all going to pay any heed to our resolutions except in so far as 
they could make a profit. I would therefore suggest that a via media may 
be found and a committee may sit to go into the whole question, so that we 
may not come before this Council time after time with resolutions or motions 
on the budgets, but onoe for all decide the question of raising the pay of 
village officers. 

“ Secondly, Sir, the reduotion of the pay of village menials is very painful. 
In the first place, the pay of the village menials is not a living wage, and, in 
the second plaoe, they have to serve not only tho Government, and in pro¬ 
prietary estates the Government and the proprietor, but also the people iu 
rural areas. All officials, provincial or imperial, from the highest to the 
lowest, have to seek for their service. Under these circumstances, I hold 
that it is bad iu principle to out down the pay of the village menials to make 
up any deficiencies in finanoe. I therefore strongly support this resolution 
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and request the Government not to whittle it down on the ground of finance. 
Because if mv suggestion is taken regarding the proprietary estates, they 
can make up the money from the landed proprietors who constitute about 
one-fourth of this province. With these remarks, I strongly support the 
resolution.** 

* Mr. 8. Abpupaswami Udayar :—** Air. President, I have great 
pleasure in supporting this resolution, I will not repeat the arguments nsed 
by the previous speakers. There is one aigument that appeals very much to 
me, and, J hope, will appeal also to the Members of this House. The old order 
is changing. With regard to these village officers, I should say it has already 
changed. Some years ago, there were men who were ready to take up these 
offices not for the sake of the salary attached to them but lor the position 
wbioh it gave chem. At present, Sir, many of these village officers are not 
treated by the revenue officers, even by the revenue subordinates, with a 
respect and regard duo to them as men having a considerable loous standi 
and influence. Therefore, the tendency is for many village officers^ to shirk 
off their responsibility, and to refuse to take up offices and these offices are 
passing into the hands of men who are not in all oases men possessing local 
standing or influence. I know that these village officers have to go very often 
to towns. I know that when they are in towns they have to dance attendance 
on the revenue subordinates, Sometimes they are asked to explain the delay 
in the collection of kist and they are taken to task by the tahsildars. Some¬ 
times they have to remain working till eleven or twelve in the night to 
faithfully oarry out the instructions of officers So, considering all these 
changes in their standing, in their position, in the onerousness of the duties 
that now devolve on them, the amount of worry they are subjected to, I think 
raising their salary to Bs. 15 is not raising it to any enormous extent. That 
will just suffice to meet the extra expenditure to which they are put when 
they have to remain at taluk headquarters in the ordinary discharge of their 
duties. 

2-46 “ There is another point, namely, the raising of tho salaries of the vettis. 

These vettis mostly belong to the depressed classes and it is a matter of 
common knowledge and experience that most of these depressed classes 
suffer very keenly any loss entailed upon their income. As a matter of fact, 
most of these vettis have been holding their offioe hereditarily and if they are 
thrown out or if their pay is reduced, the suffering that they have to pa^a 
through is really very great. So, the raising of their pay to Es. 10 is an 
act of bare justice and nothing more. It will give them a living wage. 
For these reasons, I support the resolution. ** 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti u I propose that the question be now put. ” 

* Mr. G. Harisarvottama Kao cC I second it . 99 

Tho motion for closure was adopted. 

The resolution was then put and passed. 

CONSTITUTION OF A SEPARATE ANDHRA PROVINCE. 

*Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :— u I move— 

‘ That this Council recommends to the Government to recommend to the 
Governor-General in Council that the contiguous Telugu-speaking 
area in the Presidency be constituted into a separate <( Andhra 
Province" J or all legislative 9 administrative and judicial purposes 9 
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" Mr. President, Sir, l feel tbat perhaps the atmosphere in which I have 
the honour to move this resolution is not altogether unfavourable to it. Only 
recently, elsewhere—in the Council of Elders—a similar proposition was 
moved, but with no success. The main reasons that were adduoed by the 
Elders were very few. They said that the move had not come from their 
younger brethren, and that this House had the legitimate right to express 
an opinion on the formation of eilher a separate Andhra or a Tamil province. 
Most unfortunately, though this House tabled a motion so early as in Janu¬ 
ary, it could not be reached earlier than now. The Government Members of 
the Council of State have doubted that there was not unanimity of feeling 
among the Andhras themselves. As for that, Sir, I am glad to note that 
there are at least 3 or 4 Members in this House who have been presidents of 
Andhra conferences held at different times and at different places. The ex- 
Minister, the Eaja Sahib of Panagal, and the present Minister, the hon. 
Mr. Eanganatha Mudaliyar presiding over the Andhra conferences, and my 
hon. Friend even Sir A. r Patro were taking a leading part in the movement 
for a separate Andhra province and a separate Andhra university. Now 
after having given us an Andhra university, they should not bo half-hearted, 
but must join us in the request for a separate Andhra province The 
feeling has been over much for the last 16 years, and anyone who has the 
ears to bear and the spirit to understand would have known that the 
Andhras have been very keen in having a separate province for themselves. 
The Andhra kings ruled over vast areas in this land for over two thousand 
years, possibly even before the Christian ora. It may interest some of the 
hon. Members here that tho vory flour un which wo are standing—i.e., the 
City of Madras—was given to the East India Company by one of the 
Andhra kings. (Mr. S. Satyamurri : 4 A most unwise act*!) I think so. 
He perhaps least expected that we would be working for establishing an 
Andhra province. 

cc As long ago as 1910, the Andhra movement was started, and ever since, 
there were a number of Andhra conferences held year after year in 
which, I am glad to refer that the hon. the President also took a very active 
part. The first Andhra conference which was held at Bapatla was presided 
over by no leeB a person than Sir B N. Sarma who has never been counted 
as belonging to the ranks of the advance guards. He was a moderate of 
moderates, and even he was very keen in haviug an Andhra province. He 
gave a long story of the greatness of the Andhras and said that tho Andhra 
culture could come up to tho level and stand by other cultures of the world, 
only when an Andhra university for the Andhras and a separate Andhra 
provinoe were constituted. No doubt they were not very definite in that 
first Conference. They said it was desirahle to approach the Government 
with a request that a separate Andhra provinco might be given to them in 
timo. But tho seoond Andhra Conference which was held in Bezwada, 
thousands attended it, enunciated a proposition that it was not only desir¬ 
able, but it was necessary, that there should be a separate Andhra province 
eaually neo^ssary to have an Andhra university. In the third Conference 
which was held at Cooanada, the feeling was keener still. They said it was 
not only necessary but also essential that they should have an Andhra 
province. Meanwhile the war came, and they said they would wait till after 
the war. We have'waited for very many things in great expectation to* be 
done after the war. We were very muoh disillusioned, and along with 
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greater aspirations, this tumbler aspiration also proved futile. But later on 
as we recovered from this disillusionment, this disappointment, the Andhra 
University question came up before Sir A. P. Patro. 1 hope he will with equal 
vigour share the view I have the honour to express to-day regarding the con¬ 
stitution of an Andhra province. Though the university has not taken that 
form which some of us wished it should take, it has become an accomplished 
fact at the hands of my hon Friend, Sir A. P. Patro, and if the present 
Ministry, if I have correctly followed the speech of the hon. the Chief Minister, 
have more sums granted to the university I feel no doubt that the Andhra 
University would be what they wish it to be—not a mere replies of the 
Madras University but one fitted for the natural growth of the Andhra talent 
introducing the vernaculars there so that the medium of instruction through 
vernaculars may be an outstanding feature of the university. Now the 
Conference at Ellore recently hold, in 1926, has also restated the same view. 
That shows that the feeling among the Andhras is not only unanimous but it 
is also intense. 

r- 

“ As far as the third and perhaps the more difficult question of finance 
goes, it is a matter which requires, no doubt from all sides of the House, some 
consideration. The F'inanco Member will bear me out when I say that 
nearly half the revenues that we get from, this province is from the Andhra 
districts. The correct proportion is 43 6 per cent. As far as the expendi¬ 
ture is concerned it would be as much. Therefore a separate Andhra desa 
will not cost more, except that there may be some initial expenditure. I 
would request the House to reflect for a moment whether schemes for an 
Andhra desa could not bo taken up in much less time—such schemes as 
the Tungabhadra and Kistna projpots and many other schemes. As the 
railway line connecting the Central Provinces with the East Coast, and also 
the harbour scheme of Vizagapatam will soon be an accomplished fact, when 
all these things are likely to materialize, the resources of the country would 
so increase that the returns in the form of money would bo so muoh that the 
cost of administration will not really bo a groat factor in giving a separate 
province for the Andhras. 

“ As far as the constitution of the several provinces in this country 
is concerned, it is a matter of history, and I shall not labour the point or tire 
the hon. Members of this House by showing how provinces were formed. 
We know bow the British came over to India. It was a mere accident. 
They did not come for conquest; they came for trade and thoy found that 
they could not trade unless they had some places. So it was an historical 
accident, a divine accident, which carved out certain provinces ; it was merely 
a chronological accident, with no pre-conceivod device or plan. Hence these 
provinces are not homogeneous, they are not based on any principle, or on 
any geographical limits. They merely added on, one district to another 
district and so on, and possibly for administrative purposes they could not 
do better than what they have done. Now, no less a person than the Lord 
Bishop of Madras once remarked in the columns of a review that of all the 
people in the world, the British peoplo are the most unimaginative. They 
think they are always in the right, they think also that nobody else is in the 
right. When once they thought this province was formed properly, though 
distinguished officers like b'uller and Stratchic have enunciated that the 
provinces should be reformed on linguistic basis, they would not listen tp it. 
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“ The same principle was aeoepted by the Montford Soheme also. Even 3 pan. 
then these people do not seem to think that it is time for the move to be 
taken. As far as the figures for 1924-25 are concerned I am in a position 
to quote them through the kind courtesy of a friend of mine who has pre¬ 
pared them very oarefully. The*total demand under Major Head 1 Land 
Revenue * for the Madras Presidency for 1924-25 was Its. 8,32,28,029, 
while for the Andhra districts including Bellary and Madras it was 
Rs. 3,86,45,168. If we deduct from this, those for Bellary and Madras it 
comes to Rs. 3,61,68,481 or nearly 43‘3 per cent. This consists chiefly of 
permanent settlement revenue, ryotwari cess, miscellaneous cess, etc., the 
other chief source of income being exoise. The total including charges for 
the sameyear (1924-25) comes to Rs. 4,44,82, 326 of which those for the 
Andhra districts including Madras and Bellary would be Rs. 1,89,56,261 or 
nearly 52*5 per cent and excluding Bellary and Madras, it comes to 
Rs. 39,86,286 or 31’4 per cent. From these figures we can fairly say—the 
figures from year to year generally show very little variation—that half the 
revenue is derived from Andhradesa and]not more than balf the expenditure is 
incurred on Andhradesa. But if more correct figures are taken we may safely 
say without exaggeration that at least 15 million rupees could be saved for the 
Andhra country. If it is separated of course there will be the extra expen¬ 
diture whioh such a separation as the reconstitution of another provinoe 
would involve. Even supposing that the expenditure for an Andhra 
provinoe would be very much, these 15 million rupees would go a long way 
to meet that, and besides this, there is the possibility of furthering our 
revenues by having greater irrigation ar.d other projects. Therefore the 
question of finance would not after all be a very great one. As I have 
already submitted, Sir, it was by a mere historical acoident that this (Madras) 
Provinoe was formed. It is high time, if this Government or the Govern¬ 
ment of India or the Parliament mean what they say, that sooner or later— 
whether sooner as we require, or later as they propose—swaraj should be 
given to this country, that provinces are formed on a liuguistio basis so that 
the only form of Government that is possible for this country, viz., a federal 
form of Government, like that obtaining in the United States of America may 
be easily established. In suggesting this, I have the support of no less an 
authority than His Exoellenoy the Governor-Getieral, Lora Hardinge, who 
in his despatch, dated 15th August 1911, laid down that a settlement of 
boundaries should be to provide financial and administrative units satisfying 
the legitimate aspirations oi the people, and be clearly based upon broad 
grounds of political, and administrative expediency. When we examine 
each of these in detail I feel no doubt that the claim for an Andhra provinoe 
will be correctly understood. The Andhra provinoe should consist of twelve 
distriots, but as some of the districts may be speaking more than one language, 
this resolution does not say as to what limits the province should be con¬ 
fined. It only says that * the contiguous Telugu-speaking area in the 
Presidency be constituted into a separate Andhra provinoe \ As we come to 
the details it will be time to consider which provinoe or whioh part of the 
provinoe may be taken in or left out. Besides, when only in the last Council 
non. Members from different parts of the Pre&idenoy asked for the consti¬ 
tution of different Universities for Tamil, Eanarese and M&layalam, seeing 
the Andhra University beooming an aooompliahed faot, they no doubt baa 
this in mind, viz., that for the cultural growth of any community—commu¬ 
nity in the broadest sense of the word—people speakincr one common

language should be given a university of their own so that it may have 
the advantage of the full growth to which it can rise. Similarly, here¬ 
after if we should constitute separate provinces on a federal basis for 
the would-be Swaraj, the only way in which we can do so would 
be to put them on a language basis. After all, though there are very many 
minor languages spokon in this oountry tho major languages are not 
more than 15 or 16. Henoo if we constitute provinces on a language basis 
for the whole country it will not be more than 15 or 16. As the Andhra 
University has already been formed, and as tho Andhras have been 
agitating for this for more than fifteen years, if this province question is 
accepted by this House under section 52 -A of the Act, it will be up to the 
Government to see that they take into consideration that this province 
should as early as possible be formed. One of the objections raised in the 
Council of State when a similar resolution was moved was that this Council 
did not express its opinion on the subject and that objection can be removed 
if we pass this resolution. 

“ In this connexion, with your permission, Sir, and through you, 
I appeal to all the hon. Members of this House. I hoard in tho lobbies a 
remark that some hon. Members were not consulted on this resolution, 
that even some of the Andhra leaders were not approached, etc I hope 
that they will not take it amiss for the reason that this question has been 
before us for the last fifteen years, that this question has been fully 
considered and that parties of all shados of political opinion have unhesitat¬ 
ingly expressed themselves in favour of a separate Andhra province; it 
was thought unnecessary to have further consultation. That being the case, 
even if anything is said or done unintentionally either by the Mover of the 
resolution or by others who perhaps oueht to have approached the so-oalled 
leaders, as far as this resolution is concerned, I can assure those hon. Friends 
of mine that there was nothing of any party spirit in the mind of myself or 
my friends on this side of the House when we intended to move this 
resolution. I hope and trust that even the Government Mombers would 
realise that the only reasonable way for constituting a province would be on 
the three grounds mentioned in the despatch of the late Lord Hardinge 
which, I submit, are satisfied in the case of the Andhras. I hope and trust 
therefore that the Government Members, even the Finance Member from the 
financial point of view, would not raise any objection to this resolution. It 
may be that the initial outlay, if we go in for agricultural expansion would 
be very much, but we hope to get very good returns provided, as one hon. 
Member remarks, the field is fertile. The lands in the Andhradesa are 
really fertile. We want only certain projects to be taken on hand such as 
the Kistna and Tungabhadra projects. When we spend orores of rupees 
over the Cauvery project, it would not be difficult to find comparatively 
small sums of money for the Tungabhadra and Kistna projeots. I do not 
for a moment suggest that the scheme on hand regarding the Cauvery 
should not be proceeded with. By all means let it be proceeded with. 1 
hope and trust at the same time that the other districts also should have 
equal ohances and equal benefits and this can be had better if you lave 
separate provinces for separate language areas. I hope and trust therefore, 
Sir, that all the hon. Members of this House will support my resolution 
unanimously so that the higher powers, the Governor-General iu Council 
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and the Counoil of State may know the mind of this Council and also the 
mind of this Q-overnmont which I trust will be with us in this resolution.” 

* Mr. A. Kaleswara Rao : — “ Mr. President, I have very great 
pleasure in seconding this all important resolution. It was in the year 1913 
that the Andhras met for the first time and began what is called the Andhra 
movement. They have agitated during the last fifteen years for two things, a 
separate Andhra province and a separate Andhra University ; and it was the 
good fortune of the Andhra leaders who are at the head of the Justice Party 
to have given to the Andhras a separate Andhra University. I hope, Sir, 
the spirit which animated them to constitute the Andhra University would 
enable them to co-operate with us and help us in tho formation of the 
Andhra province also 

“ The first official despatch that talked of the United States of India was 
that of Lord Hardinge. That despatch not only talked of the United States 
of India, but also of tho redistribution of the whole country on a linguistic 
basis. Lord Hardinge gave effect to his ideas in two ways. He unsettled a 
settled fact. He unsettled the partition of Bengal and he created Delhi 
into a separate province. Ho created the capital of India into a separate 
province on the lines of Washington being a separate province in the united 
States of America. The anti-partition agitation of Bengal and the Andhra 
movement are phases of the same idea. There in Bengal, the protest was 
against a raoe speaking tho same language being divided as under. Here, 
the people speaking one language want to separate themselves from people 
speaking other languages and to form themselves into a separate province 
and live under a separate administration. Sir, the whole Andhradesa is 
practically unanimous in this demand. Whatever .hon. Members here may 
say in this House, if you go out to any village or to any town or to any 
district in Andhradesa you will find the unanimity of feeling for a separate 
Andhra province. This Andhra movement and the question of the Andhra 
province has not arisen out of jealousy for our Tamilian friends or out of 
eagerness for job-hunting. 

c< It has arisen out of a sub-racial consciousness. The Provinoe of 
Madras has no historical background. It is formed by the accident of foreign 
annexation. It only reminds us of the internal quarrels of tho native kings 
of old, of 'Nazar Jung and Muzzafar Jung, of Chanda Sahib and Hyder Ali, 
of Tippu Sultan and the Mahrattas and of the two Foreign Trading 
Companies—the English East India Company and the French East India 
Company interfering with these domestic quarrels, oreatiag them where there 
were none, and increasing where they existed. This is the result of the 
annexation of territories with the help of the Indian sepoys who wero trained 
to out one another’s throats. It is not at all an affair for jubilation. It is 
a national humiliation. On the other hand, an Andhra province or a Tamil 
provinoe will remind us of the great historic past of the Andhras or the Tamils, 
their literature, their kings and their heroes, their industries, their ship¬ 
building and their colonisation. The Andhra movement was thought out 
on these lines and worked out The Indian National Congress has recognized 
this fact and for all political purposes it has divided the oountry into many 
linguistic areas. The Andhra province has got a separate Andhra Provincial 
Congress Committee. An Andhra provinoe is fit to be formed for various 
reasons. There is a large number of contiguous districts speaking the same 
language, a sub*raoial consciousness of their great history and traditions, a well 
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developed language, a population oi one and a half crores, and a revenue of 
about seven orores. All these considerations point to the feasibility of 
constituting them into an Andhra province. There is also unanimity of 
opinion among the people of the districts. Of oourse, 1 am not speaking of 
thO'hon. Members here yet, because I do not know what the result of the 
ominous amendment tabled will be. One hon. Member wants that the Ceded 
districts and Chittoor should not be inoluded in such a province.” 

* The hon. the Pbssident :—“ The hon. Member cannot anticipate an 
amendment to be moved.” 

* Mr. A. Kales waba Rao :—“ I hope that that amendment would not 
come up. 

“ I hope that this House will unanimously accept the formation of an 
Andhra provinoe. Of course, there is the question of the bi-lingual districts. 
Of course, suoh of them as do not speak Telugu are at liberty to join any 
province formed on a suitable linguistio basis. We sympathize with the 
Kanarese-speaking taluks of Bellary district and they are at liberty to go 
and merge themselves into a Kanarese provinoe if one is formed. The 
Oriya-speaking taluks of Ganjam are also at liberty to merge themselves into 
'•an Oriya or tftkala province. To consider all these matters, an impartial 
All-India Committee will have to be appointed by the Government of India. 
If, for example in Chittoor district there is a predominantly Tamil-speaking 
taluk it will have to be taken over to the Tamil province. If in Nellore 
district there is a predominantly Telugu-speaking taluk, it ought to be 
merged in the Andhra provinoe. A part of Ohingleput will have to be 
added to the Andhra province. A portion of Madras also will have to be 
included; and probably the Cooum will be the boundary. We should not 
he afraid of these changes. A committee will sit on this question and will 
come to an impartial decision on it. Of course, as has been already pointed 
out, there will be some increase in the cost of administration. But that will 
be more than compensated by the increased revenue which will surely be 
derived by the development of the country’s resources in industries, 
agriculture, minerals and irrigation and various other directions. More 
harbours may be opened ; the Agency tracts may be developed. At present, 
the Government cannot devote undivided attention to the Andhra provinoe ; 
and this oau only be done if a separate administration is established. Even 
now, an experiment may with justification be tried in the following direction. 
Some Judges of the High Court may be asked to try Andhra oases; some 
Ministers may deal with Andhra matters in the Government and so also 
some Members of the Executive Council. Instead of dividing the subjeots 
into Excise, Registration, etc., they may be divided into Andbra subjeots 
and other subjeots. With regard to diarchy and other constitutional reforms 
whatever other provinces get, the Andhra provinoe also will get. There 
need not be any apprehension on that soore. When in the fulness of time 
we get swaraj for the whole oountry—in this matter the only difference 
between the officials and the non-offioials is that of time—Andhra province 
also will get swaraj. All the provinces will get provincial autonomy muoh 
earlier. A Tamil province is good for the Tamilians as an Andhra provinoe 
is good for the Andhras. Real swaraj or government for the people by the 
people means that your administration and education should be through the 
medium of your own language, and that your language should not, as 
now, be relogated to a minor place in your universities and in your 
administration .V 
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*The hon. the President *.—“The hon. Member has exceeded the time 
limit.” 

* Mr. A. Kaleswara Eao :—“ Unless that is done, the whole thing 
will not be real swaraj. I have great pleasure in seconding the resolution, 
and I hope the House will pass it unanimously.” 

* Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :—“ Sir, I beg to move— 

* that in line 3 after the word “ Presidency 9 the words c< except 
Ceded districts and Chittoor 99 be inserted 9 

“ At the outset, I want to make it perfectly dear that I am not against 
my Northern Circars friends forming a separate provinoo of their own. They 
say that their ideal is a federal system of Government. If that is to be so, 
and if fourteen Telngu-speaking districts should be one province, I fail to see 
why the whole province should not be divided into three provinces (a voice 
‘ Why not fourteen P ’) 

“ Why not, when those who have been objecting to the very costly 
machinery set up by the Reforms are the very persons who do not care for 
the oost which tnese proposals involve. Therefore I shall not be surprised if 
from that side of the House, a proposition to divide this one Presidency into « 
fourteen provinces is put forward some day. I submit that when certain 
districts want to out away from others and form a separate province of their 
own, not merely the question of a common language but also so many 
other matters such as the identity of interests and other things must be 
considered. Ceded districts and Chittoor might as well stand out of this 
new scheme, because I oontemplate the formation of a separate province for 
the central districts and another province for the southern districts. The 
Ceded districts and Chittoor might as well join the central province. Of 
course, the question of oost will have to be considered by the committee 
proposed. Ii I rise at this stage to move the amendment, it is not to say 
that there is unanimity of opinion about my proposal here but simply to 
point out that a common language is not the only consideration m the 
formation of a separate province, and that the alternative proposal for 
the formation of a separate province for the central districts is one which 
would be prominently put leforo any committee constituted for the 
purpose of splitting up this Presidency into more than one province. 
There is the question of Madras also. Whatever may be said of the cost of 
such a proposal, I should think that it is not proper or right to give effect to 
it when we are working diarchy and whoa there is no provincial autonomy. 
To precipitate any such division and thereby create services whose salaries 
are non-votable will not bo in the interests of the country. So far as Chittoor 
is concerned—I shall leave the Ceded districts to speak for themselves—we 
are decidedly against amalgamating ourselves with the Northern Oiroars. 
While the present capital of the province, Madras, is only 90 miles from us, 
we do not know where the future oapital of the Andhra province will be, 
and what its distance from us will be. We know the wrangling over the 
headquarters of the Andhra University, and but for its having been fixed 
Btatutorily the wrangling would have still continued. It will not be in the 
interests of Chittoor to give an unqualified consent to this proposal. At the 
same time, I may state that when a committee is appointed to consider this 
question and when proposals are submitted to remove the grievances of 
Chittoor in this respect, it will be for the people of Chittoor to consider how 
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far they would out away from the Madras Provinoe and merge themselves 
in the Andhra province It has also been stated that there is one 
university for the Andhra districts and therefore it is necessary to have them 
constituted into a separate province. Is it then seriously suggested that if 
to-morrow the two Kerala districts establish a university ior themselves they 
should be formed into a separate Kerala province of two districts P If two 
districts can form a province, five districts in the Coded districts can 
certainly form one. I have put forward this amendment only with a view 
to say that no hasty steps should be taken to constitute the fourteen Telugu- 
speaking districts alone into a separate province from the language point 
only. Before the province is divided into two or three provinces for 
administrative, legislative and judicial purposes wo ought to see whether the 
maximum amount of benefit will be secured for eaoh district without sacrifi¬ 
cing the advantages it is having under the present system. For these 
reasons I move the amendment standing in my name.” 

Mr. P. T. Eajan “ Sir, I have great pleasure in seconding the 
amendment of the hon. Member from Chifrtoor. Both the mover of the 
resolution and the seconder thereof asked our party to support the resolution. 
I may tell them that we as a party are not for the province or against it. 
The decision is left to the individual members of the party. If the Andhras 
all of them are unanimous in this matter, speaking on behalf of the Tamilian 
Members (Mr. S. Satyamurti: c Of your party, not of oura ’), I welcome them 
to have a separate provinoe and I have no objection whatsoever.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ The question is that the resolution of 
Mr. P. Anjaneyulu be amended and the amendment is before the House for 
discussion.” 

* Mr. G. Harisarvottama Eao ; —“ Mr. President, Sir, I am glad that 
my brother from Chittoor has, in his speech at any rate, if not in his amend¬ 
ment, excluded the Ceded districts from the operation of his remarks. He 
is afraid that the provinco will be divided and that he is likely to suffer. 
When there is a separation of provinces, there are hound to be disadvantages 
to some people. Some will have to suffer in forming a province and in 
carving out empires. I ask him if he is serious at all His whole speeoh is 
an argument in defence of the formation of an Andhra province and not 
against it. He wants two provinces instead of one. If he is desirous of 
forming two provinces, why does he object to one province being formed in 
the first instanoe ? Another provinoe can be carved out, if that is possible, 
when one province has been achieved. 

f; He talked of coat. He asked us whether this side of the House, which 
is crying against expenditure under the diarohical system, was prepared to 
shoulder expenditure in this case. I am prepared to shoulder expenditure 
in this oase because it is part of a democratic movement. If it were a part 
of diarchy I should have opposed it. My hon. Friend said that our argu¬ 
ments are inconsistent with onr policy of opposing diarchy. I consider that 
' Language ’ is the only redeeming feature in a democratic constitution. It 
is the only developing feature in a demooratic constitution. We aie asked 
to vote; our people are asked to vote ; our people have to get themselves 
acquainted with the administration ; they are asked to do it in the name of 
democraoy. We are asked at every turn whether the people have developed 
to rule themselves. How are they going to develop unless they are 
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permitted to know what is happening in the Government through the verna¬ 
cular. Unless they have the oapaoity to master the administration through 
their own mother tongue and to run it in their own mother tongue, and 
unless you divide the province on a linguistio basis, how is it possible to 
proceed with the onward maroh towards demooraoy. 

“ It was strange that an argument should have been put forward that we, 
on this side of the House, were attempting to do something much against the 
interests of the country. Because my hon. Friend is likely to be eaten up 
either by the northern Brahman or by the northern official, he seems to be 
afraid of the division of the province. The only way of getting over it is 
to kick the man who wants to subduo you, to conquer him, to rise above him 
and to establish your supremacy. This world is a world of struggle and if 
the Andhra districts should be formed into a province on the broad basis and 
principle of linguistio redistribution, I do not see any reason why my hon. 
Friends either below the gangway or on the Opposite side should oppose this 
harmless resolution. 

“ I have one word moro to add with regard to the Ceded districts. 
There is a feeling, I admit, in some quarters that the formation of an Andhra 
province may involve an invasion by their northern friends. If the northern 
friends have come into disrepute it is because of the system of government, 
and beoause of the want of development of democratic ideas and ideals. 
Onoe we have the basic principle of recognizing the language in forming a 
province and running the administration and imparting education on that 
basis, there is bound to be improvement in the direction of strength. I am sure 
that none, neither the southerner, nor the Circars, neither the Brahman nor 
the non-Brahman, nor even the European bureaucrat will have the strength 
to oppose us, if we are to develop democracy through rules in our own mother 
tongue and develop our own oapaoity in the direction of better strength. 
I do not desire to say anything moro. I request that the amendment of my 
hon. Friend from Chittoor should bo considered as not being moved at all for 
all practical purposes, because, though his amendment was against us, his 
speech was on our side. I want, Sir, that this House should act on his 
speech and not on the words of his amendment ” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I am sorry 
I have to oppose both the resolution and the amendment.* 1 

* The hon. the President :—“ The amendment is now for the consider¬ 
ation of the House.” 

*Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ The roasons adduced for the orea- 
tion of a separate Andhra province and the advantages which it is hoped to 
see derived from adopting the resolution are not of such a nature and 
importance as to justify the creation of a separate province. Reference was 
made to the establishment of the Andhra University on a linguistio basis. 
The institution of the Andhra University rests on altogether different 
grounds. There was ample justiBcation for the institution of a separate 
Andhra University for the Andhra districts on cultural grounds. It was 
felt that no adequate provision was made in tLe old Madras University Act 
for the promotion of the cultural traditions of the Telugu people, for the 
study of their language, its grammar, its philology and a critical study on 
approved modem methods of its literature considered to be a valuable 
quarry of information for the archaeologist, the antiquarian, the historian, 
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and the lover of arts. It was also felt that Telugu students had 
no facilities for rescaroh work and for proseouting higher studies whiob had 
in consequence to be brought nearer home. It was felt that the Telugu 
students had to travel to Madras and to travel further south to acquire 
proficiency not only in arts courses and in scientific courses but also in 
teohnioal and professional studies. It was felt that, even as regards scientific 
studies, there was no provision for their relation to the speoial needs and 
requirements of the Andhra districts, for the adequate exploitation of the 
natural resources of the Telugu districts as yet imperfeotly explored. It was 
felt that the institution of a separate university with constituent colleges 
dividing between them, instruction and researoti in all branches of learning 
will raise the general intellectual tone of the people of those distriots and 
equip them for winning greater laurels than have been won by them till 
now. So, Sir, the Andhra University, as I have made it clear, is the out¬ 
come of speoial oultural needs. 1 ask my hon. Friends whether there are 
strong, urgent, administrative and politioal needs for having a separate 
provinoe. We have the same laws, the same institutions. On the 
one hand, all problems which affect my Telugu brethren, such pro¬ 
blems as irrigation the Tungabadra and other sohemes which they 
rightly feel have been neglected] and have not been assiduously and per¬ 
sistently advocated and carried out and all other problems are as real and as 
vital to us as they are to them. On the other hand, both do stand to gain 
by concerted action. Before I came to this Council, I for one had no idea 
of the splendid men from the Telugu districts, highly gifted, candid, frank, 
straightforward, though sometimes emotional, I was to meet. I admire them. 
I was a stranger to all these facts before I came to this Council. By rub¬ 
bing shoulders together, by joint disoussion and solution of all administrative 
problems, do we not stand to gain ? Therefore, my appeal to my Andhra 
brethren is not to constitute a now provinoe. 

“ Again, Sir, I will not dilate at very great length on the finanoial 
difficulties serious as they are. In faot, I do not think that in our present 
finanoial condition it is advisable to constitute a separate province, and so 
impose a heavy drain on our* provincial revenues. Not only that. Creating 
a separate province is not only undesirable from an economic standpoint; it 
is also undesirable from a national standpoint. Suob sohemes will set back 
the clock of progress, will accentuate separatist tendencies, and will intro¬ 
duce oommunalism with vengeance. If my hon. Friends from TeJugu 
districts form a province to-day, if the Ceded and Central distriots people 
form a provinoe to-morrow, if a Karnataka province is formed the third day 
and a Kerala provinoe the fourth day, where should we be P What will 
happen is that we shall be considering looal problems and forgetting national 
interests. Therefore, Sir, I appeal to my brethren to toil with us and to 
share with us the burdeus of administration, to work for the promotion of 
national unity and solidarity which it ought to be the aim and object of 
every patriot to bring about.” 

• Mr. R, Nagan Gowda :—“ Sir, it is only for one that has to learn a 
language different from his mother tongue to realize how difficult it is to 
live in a part of a country where the official language is different. We in 
the western taluks of Bellary have to learn, to read and write Telugu which 
is not a language that we use at heme. I want to support the amendment 
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just to emphasise the point that those taluks of Bellary ought to be elimi¬ 
nated from the operation of this resolution, and also to show that the Ceded 
distriots form a unit which has probably more similar problems than those 
of the other Andhra*speaking distriots. 

i( It has been said that difficulties of administration would come in the 
way of considering the case of a small number of taluks. But I think that 
there are ways by which they can be solved. 

tc The reasons which the Andhra gentlemen have been urging for the 
formation of a separate Andhra province do hold good also in the case of 
even a few taluks with a few hundreds of thousands of people. Just for 
the convenience of administration I do not suppose that any people ought 
to be coerced into learning a language which is not their mother-tongue. 

“ It has been urged that financial difficulties would come iu. I do not 
think that they would arise, because the people who govern the pro¬ 
vince through their own vernacular need not have reoourse to costly English 
education and probably they would be willing to work for much less 
salaries. That would be a solution for the financial difficulties. With these 
words, I support tho amendment.’ 3 

* Mr. 0. Ramasomayajulcj “ Sir, my respected colleague, Mr. 
Arpudfcswami Udayar, with his usual feelings of sincerity has given expres¬ 
sion to some impressions and I felt bound, in all fairness to him, that he 
must be disillusioned of such impressions which he has managed to form. 
He seems to be undor the impression that this proposition, if carried, is 
likely to foster separatist tendencies and he seems to be also under the 
impression that probably a strong case has not been made out for the forma¬ 
tion of a separate Audhra province. And if I place before him, Sir, the 
real origin of this movement, I suppose many of his impressions would go 
away. As the mover of the proposition has put it, it is neither malice nor 
jealousy nor any other untoward sort of feeling that has brought this 
movement into eAistonce. We know, Sir, that sinco the beginning of this 
century a strong principle has been working not merely in the minds of 
individuals but also in the minds of all nations and peoples, and that prin¬ 
ciple is the principle of self-realization. That principle has been the ruling 
principle ever since the beginning of this century. It has found articulate 
expression in many activities of several peoples of the world, and this move¬ 
ment for a separate province for the historic race of the Andhras is only 
another iustance of the manifestation of this principle of self-realization. In 
all countries this principle of self-realization is said to be attained by what 
is called in politics solf-determination and self-assertion in all affairs. 
These two are merely instruments through which this self-realization is said to 
be attained. If the people of the Andhra districts have started this movement, 
it is this prinoiplo of self-realization that lies at the back of the movement 
and absolutely nothing else Sir, I thank Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar 
for his very good words and expressions in characterizing the Telugus, 
and I may add oao more expression to the list, although it smacks of 
self-gratifiestiou ; and it is this, that the Andhras are not behind any other 
race in the matter of sacrifice, so muob so that any principle of selfishness 
or any principle of separatist tendency on their part is out of the question 
m this matter of the request for a separate province of our own. So far.as 
the amendment of Mr. Muniswami Nayudu is concerned, Sir, I may point 
out that he seems to be under the impression that somehow it is only the

Northern Ciroars people that are anxious about it and he seems also to take 
it that this is an activity or a movement fostered by the Northern Ciroars 
people. I wish to disabuse him of that impression and I wish also to bring 
to his recollection the fact that himself, myself as well as my friend from the 
Gan jam distriot, all of us revel in the glory of the same past, the same history, 
the same oulture and the same civilization. It is our oommon civilization, 
it is our common past and it is oar common history ; so much so that he may 
be disillusioned of the idea that this is only an aotivity engineered and 
fostered by the Northern Circars peoplo. And to-day, as has been pointed 
out by Mr. Harisarvottama Kao, it is the bond of language that is more 
potent in these matters than any other point, and it is this bond of language 
that is responsible for a oommon history, a common genius, a oommon tradi¬ 
tion and common feelings. All these potentialities have been within us all, 
and wo belong to a race which reared kingdoms, which has run kingdoms 
for a number of centuries, whose territory oxtended to an integral part of the 
whole of India for some centuries. So much so, although all these potentia¬ 
lities are in us, we find that only when a separate province is'given to us, 
we can rise to our full level. It is a very simple request, Sir, that is made to 
this House, so that, if it is passed, hereafter at least it cannot be said in the 
Conncil of State or in the Legislative Assembly that in the Madras Legis¬ 
lative Council this problem has not been recognized. That is why, Sir, we 
have come before you for a recognition of this principle. After all, Sir, 
this has to be done at some time or other, and the policy has to be recognized 
by the Government of India. 

“ With reference to the question of finance, Sir, may I submit that a 
major portion of the revenues of this Presidency, even as it is at present 
constituted is being contributed by the Andhra districts. I may also point 
out, Sir, that even as the Presidency is at present constituted, it is very 
strongly felt that suoh a great paraphernalia as is now operating is not 
required for the governance of the province. Now, Sir, when once there is a 
division of the province into two and particularly when the major portion of 
the province is being constituted into a different province, I may point out 
that a large portion of the administrative cost of the province will be avoided 
consequent on the splitting up of the present province into two. Rut there 
remains the question of initial expenditure. I may say that in the ease of an 
aotive and industrious people like the Andhras, when once the matter is in 
their hands, they are sure to develop their own resources, they are sure to 
develop their own industries and their other faculties, and the return to be 
had in the shape of additional enterprise and schemes and activities would 
surely pay more than the initial expenditure that is now likely to be incurred. 
Sir, I do not wish to dwell upon details. I appeal to every one in this 
House only to recognize this principle. Just as in a joint family where a 
particular member gets the earning capacity, or feels the strength of his 
wings, and goes on his career on the strength of his own individual self, may 
1 point out to the Members of this House that here is a set of people who 
are known to have dona many things, who are known to have got a history 
of their own and who are now prepared to shoulder responsibility. May I 
ask that they may he set apart by allotting a separate province for them¬ 
selves. 

One point more, Sir, and I am done. My respeoted Friend Mr. Arpuda- 
swami Uaayar stated that we have all to work towards the oommon goal 
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and not divide ourselves from each other in this manner. I wish to assure 
him, Sir, that any idea of separatism, or working one against the other, or 
ignoring the one common goal has not been present in the minds of the people 
of the various constituencies in the Andhra districts. For the matter of that, 
I may point out that the Raja of Panagal was the President of the Vizaga- 
patam Conference and I know, Sir, that Sir A. P. Patro has been a very 
active supporter of this question ever since its inoeption, so that from all 
sides of this House I necessarily expect a unanimous vote with reference to 
this question without any demur.” 

* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar*. —“ Mr. President, Sir, I oppose the 
amendment brought forward by Mr. Muniswami Nayudu, not on grounds 
put forward by Mr Arpudaswami Udayar, but on grounds directly opposite 
to them. I certainly appeal to Mr. Muniswami Nayudu that it is better 
we wait for getting the loaf before we try to divide it. Pet the linguistic 
principle be rooognized ; let the provinces be divided on a linguistio basis 
and then we can think of dividing each into two, or three, or four provinces, 
or whatever number. I am certainly not alarmed by the very gloomy 
picture presented by Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar. It is not independence 
that Andhras are claiming or that the Telugus want. What they want is 
that the country should be divided on the linguistic basis and the Telugu 
districts should he constituted into one province. They do not want to run 
away from the other provinces or from the other people, but they want to 
have a province based on the linguistio principle, simply because they have 
a common tradition, a common culture, etc. It is only on that ground that 
they want a separate province. From that one need not infer that the 
province so formed on a linguistic basis will be entirely separate from the 
others, or that it will he independent of or isolated from the rest. For various 
reasons, India has to be divided upon a linguistio basis, and the difficulty 
will be felt more and more when we come to tackle with questions pertaining 
to particular linguistic areas of India. For the matter of that, Sir, though 
Mr. Munuswami Nayudu jocularly referred to Kerala or M alabar claiming 
to bo constituted into a different province because it comprises of only two 
districts and argued that tie five Ceded districts may be similarly constitut¬ 
ed into a separate province, 1 submit, Sir, that on the principle involved in 
dividing the country on a linguistio basis, Kerala has certainly the best 
justification and the strongest reason for being divided from the rest of the 
provinces and formed into a separate province. It is impossible for us, 
Malayalis, to make our customs, manners and habits understood by other 
people. Although we are only a small nation, although wo constitute only 
two districts, the North Malabar and the South Malabar, as Cochin and 
Travanoore form two separate Native States, we do not like to be tacked on 
to the Tamil Nadu or any^other province, because our problems are entirely 
different. Of course, Kanarese may go to Bombay, Oriyas may go to 
Orissa and even the Ceded districts people may form themselves into a 
Ceded provinoe ; but that cannot be claimed now. Let the Andhra province 
be recognized, and then when we claim a Kerala province, when the Kanarese 
claim a Karnataka province and every othejr linguistio area claims to be 
constituted into a separate province, it will bo time for Mr. Munuswami 
Nayudu to urge his claims for a different province. I therefore claim, Sir, 
that the amendment is out of place. We must not stretch our legs before 
we sit down.” 
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* The Zamindar of Gollapalli “ Mr. President, Sir, in opposing the 
amendment, I beg to bring a few fact3 to the notice of this House. Before 
dealing with the question of forming an Andhra province. I shall deal 
briefly with the growth of unity of Government and its structure. In times 
of yore, humanity was to lead a nomadic life like some wild animals. There 
used to be no ties of marriage. Women used to hold, and attain authority 
over their children. When marriage relations came into existence, men 
used to lead the family. Bartering system was necessitated by the growth 
of increase of human wants such as food and clothing, etc. Then they settled 
in one place, loaving their nomadic life and formed themselves into villages 
and clans. They formed themselves into a community. For the inter¬ 
change of their thoughts they formed a common language. Thus, evolved 
the .itate in its initial form. Every governing State had a common language 
for the expression of its thoughts and for unity of action. Sir, I am not 
going to detail to the House the different kinds of sovereignty from monarchy 
to ochlocracy. 

c< Forming a separate province for the Andhra districts is a burning 
question of the day as well as a long standing complaint of the people of 
Andhra districts through organized assemblages. It is astonishing to note 
the Council of State, saying that the question is net considered by the 
Andhra districts. Every one of us is aware how it is a burning topic of the 
day Sir, as I have already said, a common thought is expressed through a 
common language. If any individual wants to express his views in an alien 
language, he has first to translate his thoughts into that lauguage and then 
express himself. Sir, I shall quote a simplo example. One day I and one 
of my Andhra friends were speaking with one of our Tamil brethren of this 
House. When I expressed to him some of my views, he said : * Pattayya ’ 

instead of ‘ mark \ Sir, he is a man who is most fluent in English in our 
midst. But his native tongue predominated over his habits of England and 
English speaking Sir, I give this piece of episode to give you an idea as to 
how our native tongue would predominate over any foreign one. When our 
hon. Friends spr’ke in Tamil in this House, it was Frenoh to us 
Andhras and we expect the same in the case of onr Tamil brethren when we 
speak in our Andhra language, howover much it is translated. Translations 
can in no account equal the original in bringing out the sentiment and 
feeling. 

“ The necessities of people speaking one language cannot he realized by 
Others, however generous their motives may be. See, Sir, our Andhra 
districts have been given one agricultural school while the Tamil country 
has been bestowed with two or three, and a college to boot. Take the side 
of industrial development. Sir, the wave goes to the west and not to the 
Andhra districts. Why ? ."Because the metropolis is situated in the Tamil 
area. One cannot go against nature. Sir, again, look at the irrigation 
schemes. There are the Pykhara and Mettur schemes devouring lakhs of 
rupees. I am net one to grudge the prosperity of my Tamil brethren. But 
on that depends the prosperity of the Andhra9. The development of this 
province h hindered mainly by its heterogenous construction whioh 
is detailed above. There is a complaint that the southern Telugu distriots 
will be neglected. But, Sir, northern districts as the Northern Oircars and 
the southern districts like Nellore, Chittoor and Ceded distriots have to 
go-operate in forming an Anclhra province. 
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“ There is a complaint that by forming a new Andhra province we are 
to face a large amount of expenditure in the shape of buildings and separate 
staff for the general administration of the province. We can locate our 
metropolis of the province in such a place as is already furnished with decent 
buildings, like Oocanada or Bczwada and improve it as time goes on. .New 
Delhi sprang up in ten years. So it would not be harmful if a new capital 
is to be constructed within twenty years. As for the administration, the 
province can he managed by a Lieutenant-Governor or Commissioner assisted 
by two or three executive heads with less number of secretaries. Now, Sir, 
we are paying our share of the expenditure in the general administration 
aud other departments of this Government. If wo have to pay them sepa¬ 
rately, by Indianizing the departments as far as possible, we can carry on the 
administration with less cost and moro efficiency. Sir, we have got our 
claim in the buildings of this metropolis as we subscribed to their construc¬ 
tion. It is not unfair if we claim some contribution from the Madras 
Government for our buildings in our metropolis. I make this suggestion 
for what it is worth 

“ Sir, every one of us aims at constitutional government, democratic 
government and provincial autonomy. But the delay in achieving the above 
form need not detur us from getting a separate province for the Andhras. 

‘‘Sir, there was an objection in the Council of State that the interests 
of the border people such as the Oriyas and the Tamilians will be neglected. 
Their districts may be amalgamated in the presidencies of Madras or Bihar 
and Orissa where their languages are spoken. 

“So, Sir, I have endcavourt?d to show to the House that thero is not an 
iota of difficulty in forming a complete Andhra province comprising all the 
Telugu-speaking districts with all its organs, legislative, administrative and 
judicial. Fur these reasons I oppose the amendment.” 

Mr. K. Koti Reddi: —“ Mr. President, Sir, 1 oppose the amendment 
moved by my hon. Friend from Chittoor. I will confine my attention at 
present to the amendment moved, and I hope I will be given an opportunity 
of speaking on the main motion which is not at present under discussion. 
The amendment moved by my Friend clearly shows that there is really a 
necessity for the separation of tho Telugu districts from the rest of the 
Madras Presidency, and the question whether we are to have a separate 
Andhra province or not will be voted upon later. The present question is 
really whether, if a separate province for the Andhras is to be carved out, 
the Coded districts and Chittoor should separate themselves from that 
Andhra province. On the amendment now under discussion, technically 
speaking, I suppose there ought not to be any objection to carve out provin¬ 
ces out of any of the smallest or any of the biggest areas, and as such there 
ought not to be any objection to Chittoor and the Ceded districts being 
formed into a separate province. But, Sir, the chief objection raised against 
the forma,tion of an Andhra province, namely, finance will be in the way of 
having a separate province at present for the Ceded districts and Chittoor. 
If we have an Andhra province of our own, the time will come when the 
Ceded districts and Chittoor feel the necessity of separating from the rest 
of the Telugu districts, and then there will be time enough to think of it. 
But at present, before we separate from tho rest of the Presidency, it is too 
early to think of having a province of our own. But 1 believe, Sir, the real 
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objection that might be raised by the Members or by the people of the Ceded 
districts for the formation of an Andhra province seems to be not so much 
on the principle on which the formation of an Anuhra provinoe is based, but 
on matters which are more or less of a domestic character or relating to 
expediency* The main objection raised by some of us seems to be the ques¬ 
tion of the capital. Some of us seem to believe that if an Andhra provinoe 
is to be formed, the capital may not he in Madras, bnt may be located 
somewhere in Bezwada or Vizagapatam or somewhere in the north. I 
believe, Sir, if each one of us who is anxious to form a separate province claims 
to have its capital in its own district, the time will not come when it will 
have a separate province. After having a provinoe, let all of us sit together 
and find a plaoe which is suitable to most of us, if it is not possible to find 
a place which is suitable to all of us. Some of ns will have to suffer for the 
sake of the good of the many. But I believe a place oould be found some¬ 
where on the hanks of the Kistna which is probably equi-distant from all 
districts to be formed into the Andhra province* But, however, ]$t ns con¬ 
sider that question, not now, but at the time when we realize the Andhra 
province. But till then we are not to be prejudiced by that idea of having a 
particular place as the capital. It may be somewhere, hut that ought not to 
prejudice us in our voting for or against the Andhra province or the amend¬ 
ment to this motion. Home of us may no doubt feel that Madras would be 
more convenient. The Ceded districts might probably be inconvenienced, 
but the principle of carving out a separate province for the Andhras does 
not really concern much the convenience of a few districts. As I said 
already, on the main question of having a separate province or not, I shall 
havo my say, bnt granting that we are having a separate province of our 
own, I am not at present in favour of separating ourselves from the other 
Andhra districts. Time probably will come if necessary, but it has not 
come now at any rate. Let ns have a province of our own, and if time comes, 
and if it is considered necessary that the Ceded districts and Chittoor and 
probably Nellore should have a separate province, let us think about it 
then. But let us get an Andhra provinoe and then see, if necessary, if we 
oannot havo a separate province for the Ceded districts, if we feel the neces¬ 
sity for it. But till thqn we ought not to divide our forces, each district or 
a group of a few districts claiming a separate province. As such, 1 oppose 
the amendment. ” 

* Mr. A Parasubama Bao :—“ Mr. President, I am called upon to speak 
on this amendment because the mover of the amendment especially reforred 
to the district which I represent. It is rather ourious to find the mover of 
the amendment takiug the responsibility for saying that the Ceded districts 
should be excluded from the Andhra province which is intended to be 
formed. No doubt, according to his view, probably he thinks that that 
would dc good to the Ceded districts. But the people in the Ceded districts 
themselves are better able to take care of their position and they quite see 
that their position would be better if they are tacked on to the other 
province of the Telugus, that is the Northern Circars than it would be if 
they are separated from them. There is absolutely no anxiety on the part of 
the people of Cuddapah or the other districts which form the Ceded districts 
as to whether they will be treated on terms of equality by their brethren of 
the Northern Circars. But they are prepared to assort themselves and 
claim perfect equality with them. i^Hear, hear.) There is absolutely no 
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sort of anxiety so far as that is concerned. But the principle of carving oat 
provinces, as I understand it, is only for the sake of facilitating the adminis¬ 
tration of provinces. And if by forming a separate Andhra province it is 
found on any day that it becomes also very unwieldy, then there will be 
enough time to consider whether, as the hon. Mover thinks, there should be 
a separate province for the Ceded districts and Chittoor. Then it will be 
really considered. But now, at present, there need not be any trouble about 
it. But as some of the hon. Gentlemen said that this will engender a spirit 
of separatist action, 1 say it cannot, because history has shown us that a 
federation of states has been a very convenient method for the purpose of the 
administration of any country. We have been seeing this in the western 
countries where for purposes of convenience small states have been formed 
into federated unions and such federated unions have been working satisfac¬ 
torily well so far as the administration is concerned. I fail to understand 
why there should be any fear with regard to the separatist movement or any 
feeling of a separatist kind being engendered on the part of any of the 
hon. Members. So, Sir, 1 oppose the amendment. ” 

* Mr. Basheer Ahmed: —“ Sir, I move that the question be now put.” 4^5 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—“ I second it.” 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“Mr. President, Sir, I do not 
wish to discuss this very large and important question on the merits because 
1 do not feel that the time is yet ripe for such discussion of the matter. 

The opinions that have been expressed by hon. Members of this House in 
this debate will, of course, bo forwarded to the Government of India for their 
information with reference to the provisions of section 52-A of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act. But the Jjncal Government do not propose to deal with 
the matter I would, however, indicate one or two considerations that actuate 
them. One is that this question of dividing provinces on a linguistic 
basis is hardly one that can be considered only with reference to one pro¬ 
vince, and if it is considered with reference to the whole of India, it may 
need very careful consideration as to the political and eoonomic effects. 
There is also the consideration that if the whole of India was divided into 
provinces on the linguistio basis, it might not afford altogether as promising 
a field for the advancement of self-government as it would if they remain 
constituted as at present. 

“ The matter is one that will require very oareful examination and I have 
no doubt that it will have to be dealt with at length before the next advance 
when the reforms take place.” 

The amendment was put and declared lost. 

* The hon. the Prpsident “ I wish to know when the hon. Member 
Mr. Biswanath Das gavo notice of his amendment to-day. Under 
Standing Order 60 I have to excuse the short notice. What are the circum¬ 
stances connected with the short notice ? ” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—“ Sir, I believe the ballot took 
place on the 7th. £0 the earliest day of despatch must have been 8 th or 9t»h. 
it takes not less than four days for letters ‘from Madras to reach my post 
office.” 

* The hon. the President ;—“ When did the hon* Member get notice of 
this resolution.” 
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* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :— u Another was sent to my private 
address at Madras and L got it here.'* 

* The hon. the President :—“ The Secretary says that the resolution was 
communicated long ago,” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo.— {< It takes 4 days to reaoh my 
village as I have already stated/* 

* The hon. the President :—“ I am asking when the resolution was given 
notice of to the hon. Member.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo:— “I arrived at Madras to-day- 
I could not have seen the resolutions earlier/* 

* Tho hon. the President :— “ Further 1 want to know this This resolu¬ 
tion is that the contiguous Telugu-speaking area be constituted into a 
separate Andhra province. I wish to know whether thore is any Oriya- 
speaking area within the contiguous Telugu-speaking area.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—Yes, Sir.” 

* The hon, the President :— { I wish to know tho geographical faot 
whether there is any Oriya-spcaking area in the Telugu-speaking area.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo:—“Certainly. It is not known 
which are the contiguous areas constituting the Andhra districts. Tho only 
place where we find the definition of tho word is the Andhra University Act 
which includes the Oriya-speafeing tracts. We do not know which are tho 
contiguous Andhra districts.” 

* The hon. the President : - “ I am not satisfied as to tho reasons why the 
short notice should be excused. The fact that he opened his tapal addressed 
to the local address to-day is no exouse for giving short notice. Further 
I have to rule it out of order because this Oriya-speaking sract is not in any 
contiguous Telugu-speaking area and therefore it is foreign to tho resolution. 
Therefore I rule it out of order. 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi has given notice of another amendment, 
1 wish to know why he wants to get the excuse for short notico.” 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi :—“ This afternoon during lunch time 
while I was discussing with some others regarding this question I was 
prompted to give notice of this amendment which would servo as a compro¬ 
mise between the original resolution and the amendment which has been 
just now lost. I wanted to see a unanimous vote of this House on this 
point.” 

* The hon. the President :—I am not satisfied with the reasons given 
and therefore 1 cannot suspend the Standing Order.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—“ I how down to your ruling in 
disallowing my amendment, If the contiguous Oriya-speaking tracts and 
the contiguous Kanarese-spcaking tracts are excluded I very whole-heartedly 
support the resolution. I support it on the ground of linguistic division of 
provinces. The principle of the linguistic division of provinces may seem an 
ideal. It is an ideal that is inculcated into the minds of the hon. Members 
by a resolution of the Congress in 1917 where the Congress as a body 
accepted the principle of linguistic division of provinces. The Oriyaa 
conceived the idea of linguistic division of provinces in 1901 and began their

agitation. From that day they pressed the Congress to accept the linguistic 
division of provinces as a principle. That not being accepted and that being 
definitely given up in 1905 in Madras the Oriyas seceded from it. I am 
very glad to say to-day that not only the Congress accepted the principle of 
linguistio division of provinces but ever since 1911 when Lora Hardinge 
wrote that famous despatch he clearly and definitely stated that a time 
would come, and it did come very early, when the different provinces in 
India should be divided on a linguistic basis. Well, Sir, it is not only an 
idea that is alive in the minds ot Indians but if we look into the Parliamen¬ 
tary proceedings in the Fifties it will he found that John Bright conceived the 
idea of smaller states for better Government and insisted upon dividing 
India into separate smaller units for the convenience of administration. Sir, 
my friends on the other side have opposed it on the ground of finance. 
May I remind them that money has been wasted month after month and 
year after year in various ways, and to quote an instance in point we find 
in the Fort St. George Gazette, notifications and proposed bills, etc., are 
published in Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam, Kanarese and Oriya. May I 
appeal to them whether this is not a waste of time and money. If the Oriya 
traots are amalgamated, the Oriya translator will not be a necessity to the 
Government of Madras, ) f the Kanarese people are amalgamated there will 
not be the necessity for a Kanarese translator. The distriot gazette, Sir, in 
my distriot, is issued in three editions—English, Telugu and Oriya. In 
various other ways I have brought to the notice of this House that a lot of 
money is wasted. Appoint a committee, you will verify the truth. The 
famous declaration of 1917 lays down the conception of different political 
status for India. It conceives of a status where the administration will be 
conducted by the people and for the people. We are having the adminis¬ 
tration for the people. Now, Sir, our constituencies aek us what we are 
doing. Will every Member place his hand on his breast and say that his 
constituency knows what he is doing ? So, it is for the better Government, 
and for the real oontrol of the people’s representatives on the executive 
Government that it is essential that there should he a linguistic division of 
provinces transacting business in vernacular which alone could asmre the 
Government of the people and by the people. These two put together 
will make the Government for the people. So, Sir, the question of the 
linguistio division of provinces is neither parochial nor communal. It is a 
legitimate olaim of every people constituting the vast empire of India. 
Looking at the census figures I find we may have ten provinces in India, 
if it is to be divided on language basis, and we have to out our cloth 
according to our needs. If we cannot go in for a costly province we need 
not maintain a costly establishment. People who will be educated in the 
vernacular will conduct the proceedings in vernacular and render adminis¬ 
tration less costly. Many of us may not have so much to invest in the 
education of our children and many may not feel the necessity of sending 
their sons to Britain for getting into Government service. There are 
various other ways of improving the finance. Therefore, finance should not 
he a bar when the question of principle comes in and when the question of 
linguistio division of provinces comes to practical politics With these 
words 1 heartily support the resolution for a separate linguistic provinoe 
for the Andhras, with this reservation, that the Oriya-speasing tracts npw 
inoluded in the Andhradesa be separated as also the Kanarese-speaking 
population. 

ii 
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4-80 c< Again, Sir, I have also to sound a note of warning. While passing 
p, “* the Andhra University Aot, the then Minister for Education, Sir A, P. Patro, 
assured us that the Oriya language as also the Kanavese will be equally 
treated. Now the Vernacularisation Committee of the Andhra University 
which is sitting at Bezwada has definitely given us the verdict that * no 
more we are going to recognize your languages; if you ohoose to remain 
in the Andhradesa you must learn Telugu. * That is what we are getting 
from the Andhra University. It is therefore desirable chat the Andhras 
should be constituted into a separate province, and that the outlying Oriya 
tracts should be added to Otkal. So also the Kanarese population should 
be added to Kanara. I shall also be glad to sec the day when my 
Malayali friends will move for a separate province and foroo the Govern¬ 
ment for the formation of a separate Malayali province. I find they are 
more than seven millions in population, and it will be a glorious day for 
them and for us to have a separate Malayali province. 

“ With these words, I strongly support the resolution.”

4 Mr. V. Oh. John :—“ Mr. President, Sir, after the speech of my hon. 
Friend Mr. Vonkataratnam, I think this House is in a better position to 
understand the motive of the people for mating the speeches in favour of a 
separate province He has eloquently spoken in Telugu, and I think half of 
the members of this House could not understand what he said, and that is 
one of the most potent arguments which he advanced as to why we should 
have a separate province. Of course, there are other reasons. Sitting here, 
I could not very well follow some of the discussions regarding some topics 
like the Cauvery Project and such other things, X do not have much local 
knowledge about those things. If people, from such big distances, are 
brought together and are made to discuss things about which most of them 
do not know much and some of them do not know anything at all, you can 
see that we wjste our time here and that we do not benefit ourselves much 
by such discussions, That is one thing, 
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“ Secondly, all the speakers that have spoken so far, with the exception 
of my hon. Friend Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar, all of them have practically 
supported this resolution. Because some of those people when they proposed 
some amendments only wanted to further divide the province, and that does 
not mean that they were against the constitution of a separate province for 
the Andhras. They also wanted a slice for themselves, a separate province 
for themselves based on linguistic considerations. So, on the urgency for 
having a separate province on linguistic basis, they are all agreed. 

<fc Now, why do we want a separate province, and why do we not like to 
continue as at present ? Our argument is this : the Telugu-speaking people 
form 43 per cent ot tho total population of this Presidency, and the revenues 
derived from the Telugu districts amount to about 43 per cent of the total 
revenues. L do not think any other linguistic area in this Presidency oan 
claim the same figures, and so let the Telugus, who constitute such a big 
portion of the Presidency, have a separate province of their own. It does 
not mean that other people should not have separate provinces. There will 
be time for discussing such things Later on. 

(t Again, one point which came from my hon. Friend Mr. Arpudaswami 
Udayar, which surprised me much, hut which did not however appeal tome, 
was that they wanted to rub shoulders with the Telugus and so on. But, if 
it is for rubbing shoulders, why do you stop there ? Why did he not desire 
to rub shoulders with the Mahrattas and others, so that his shoulders maybe 
more comfortable (laughter). Now. whatever it be, it is not merely to satisfy 
that kind of desire. He also read some motives into our speeches ; for instance, 
he said that the Telugus were for a separate province and that that was due 
to separatist tendencies. We never thought of such things. We wanted 
to have a separate province so that the Telugu people might better express 
themselves in their own mother tongue, so that the Telueu people might have 
better opportunities to try their administrative skill and other talents in their 
own country, and also that they might talk about and administer things 
more intelligently. Now, the Andhra country is administered from such a 
distant capital, and you do not know what is going on there. You may talk 
here things which the people thero do not like at all, and so from the point 
of view of tho administrative necessity also, tho I elugu districts so far away 
from Madras, ought to be constituted into a separate province. Personally 
speaking, if you will excuse a digression, those things do not primarily 
bother me. On the merits of the case, I argue for a separate province. I 
wish to give a piece of my mind to the whole House. Wo have been asking 
for political rights and administrative advantages. Personally, I believe that 
the first thing that ought to be secured is social emancipation. Political 
emancipation without social emancipation is an impossibility. You want 
political justice, political freedom and all that. The chief glory of our 
country is sooial inequality and social injustice. I doubt very much whether 
we can get far so long as wo do not remedy that evil. I would have 
rejoiced more if attempts were made to introduce healthy sooial legisla¬ 
tion. . . 

Member is requested to confine 
himself to the resolution. ” 

* Mr. V. Oh. John :— 4t Anyway, on the merits of the oase, I personally 
believe that there ought to be a separate province for the Andhras, 
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“ Another thing which my hon. Friend Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar dasi 
was that they had no objection to a separate Audhra University because 
otherwise the Telngu students had to go all the way to Madras; bat what 
about our people coming- from Ganjam to Madras for litigation purposes? 
The very argument he used is also an argument in favour of a separate 
Andhra province. Though he was the one p rson who opposed the forma¬ 
tion of a separate province, yet liis arguments, 1 think, rather supportod 
the motion than opposed it. All others heartily supported this motion. 
Since it is net to injure anybody else and since it is only to set our house in 
order, other people should nob grudge our demand to separate ourselves 
linguistically and administratively, and wc hope to derive greater benefits 
from a separation of that sort. We do not have any other motive ; at least 
I do not have, and I do not think my lion. Friends have. I hope all the 
hon. Members would join together and lend their hearty support to this 
resolution. 

“ But one thing 1 notice is that some people who were hitherto for a 
separate province and who wire freely expressing themselves in favour of 
a separate political, administrative unit for the Andhras—I have a suspi* 
cion about some of them—are trying to drop out. I hope they will now 
come foiward and give their support. This is not a party question. I hope 
they will rise above party considerations and help the Telugus in constitu¬ 
ting a separate province for themselves . 91

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Sir, after a careful consi¬ 
deration of the arguments that have been advanced on the floor of this 
House, both in favour of and against this resolution, I have come to the con¬ 
clusion that I must oppose it. The resolution is that the contiguous Telugu- 
speaking area in the Presidency be constituted into a separate ‘ Andhra 
province/ No doubt the amendment moved by Mr. Muniswami Nayudu for 
exclusion of certain portion from this province was not carried by this 
House. We have heard speeches from Mr. Muniswami Nayudu and 
Mr. Nagan Gowda representing the Ohittoor district and the Bellary district 
respectively to the effect that their districts should not be included in the 
Andhra province. I have no belief in compelling portions of this Presidency 
to form part of a separate province against their will. 

“ Then, it has been said that it is desirable to form an Andhra province, 
a Tamil provinoe and a Kerala provinoo. It may be so or it may not be so. 
In any case, if it is necessary to constitute these different parts of the 
Presidency into different provinces on a linguistic basis, it seems to me that 
the best method to adopt is the taking up of the whole as one scheme and 
appointing a committee by this Government or by the orders of the Govern¬ 
ment of India for the purpose of considering the whole question and deciding 
how many provinces should be constituted, whether three or four on the basis 
of languages, Telugu, Tamil, Malayalam or Kanarose. The whole scheme 
should be considered as one. It is not desirable to consider this in a piece¬ 
meal fashion. 


“ Then it has been argued by my Friend Mr. Anjaneyulu and some 
other gentlemen who spoke on the subject, that because the Andhra Univer¬ 
sity has been established, therefore it is necessary to establish a separate 
Andhra province. It seems to me, with great respeot to those gentlemen, 
that that argument is untenable. 

“ Then as to the arguments advanced as to cost, even such of my friends 
as were in favour of this motion admitted that there must be a considerable 
amount by way ofi nitial cost. It goes without saying that as initial cost 
a large amount will have to be spent. Then we shall have to incur consider¬ 
able annual reourring expenditure. When,a separate provinoe is constitu¬ 
ted, there must be a separate head of administration whether a Governor, or 
as has been referred to by one of my hon. Colleagues, a Lieut-Governor or 
any other administrative bead. I suppose he has to be paid very decently 
also. Then it will be necessary to establish a separate High Court in the

Andhra province, and so on. The posts of the highly paid officers land 
oostly institutions will have to be separately sanctioned far this new 
province, so that the 43*6 per cent revenue referred to by Mr. Anjaneyulu 
will hardly be adequate for expenditure to be incurred on these things. So, 
additional taxes will have to be imposed Kven such of my friends as are 
in favour of this schemo now, will be against the impost of a new burdeu. 
The wisest course therefore seems to me for this Council not to accept this 
resolution.’*

Irrigation 

Proposed irrigation scheme in Ongole taluk. 

* 271 Q. —Mr. P. Anjaneyulu : Will the hon. the Law Member be 
pleased to state— 

(a) whether it is a faot that in Ongole taluk in the Gantur district the 
Government intended to start a scheme of irrigation works; 

(5) if so, at what stage it is; and 

\e) when the Government hope to have it completed ? 
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A .—Besides the Bhavanasi tank project for the irrigation of over 
800 acres, which is now in operation, the following schemes have 
been under consideration during recent years :— 

(i) The Pulikonda project for a reservoir across the Mnsi to 

irrigate an area of over 10,000 acres. This was estimated to 
cost over 19 lakhs in 1904. Gauge readings are being 
taken to ascertain the supply of water available. 

(ii) The Gnndlakamma project for a reservoir across the river 

of the same name for the irrigation of 20,000 acres of 
wet cultivation at a cost of about 55 lakhs. It was 
abandoned as it was not financially feasible, 
fiii) The Cheruvukommapalem tank project for the restoration of 
a ruined tank to irrigate an area of over 900 acres at a 
cost of 1*06 lakhs. This was originally sanctioned as 
a famine-relief work in 1906 but was subsequently 
removed from the famine programme as it did not satisfy 
certain conditions in the Famine Code. 

Mr. P. Anjaneytjlu :—“ With reference to the answer to clause (iii) 
may I know from the hon. the Leader of the House whether the Govern¬ 
ment propose to undertake the work in the usual course of things ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyau :—“ It can be taken up if at all as 
a protective work or under the rules of the Famine Insurance Fund 
which are very stringent.” 

Mr. P. Anjane^uuj :—“ May I know whether the Government would 
be willing to encourago private enterprise if capital is forthcoming from the 
local people to undertake the work P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ The Government would be 
very glad to help any suoh soheme.” 

Thoppayar Irrigation Project. 

*272 Q.—Rao Sahib S. Ellappa Cbettiyar : Will the hon. the Law 
Member be pleased to state— 

(а) whether any scheme was under the consideration of Government 
regarding Thoppayar Irrigation Project in the Omalur taluk of the Salem 
district ; 

( б ) whether the Government have received any mahazar from the 
people of Omalur taluk urging the early introduction of the scheme; and 

(c) if so, at what stage the proposal is at present? 

As—(a) Yes. 

(b) Yes in 1925. 

(e) An investigation of the scheme has been ordered and the Govern¬ 
ment are awaiting its results. 

Mr. C. V. Venkatabamana Ayyakgar :—“ As regards to the answer to 
clause (6) may I know whether in 1925, Mr. Hawkins, the then Irrigation 
Chief Engineer, reported on this scheme P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyab :— u He reported on the scheme.” 

Mr. O. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know if he reported 
that it was feasible ? ” 
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The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar 1 He only said that the scheme 
was worth a trial.” 

Mr. 0. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know in what stage 
the investigation is P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— IC So far as I know, it is 
praotically completed.” 

Irrigation of portions of Coimbatore and Salem districts with the 
Mettur dam water . 

* 273 Q.—Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : Will the hon. the 
Law Member be pleased to state whether in view of the discussion on the 
adjournment motion regarding the question of irrigating portions of Salem 
and Coimbatore districts with the Mettur dam water, he has considered the 
desirability of appointing any person to examine the question ? 

A .—No person has been appointed to examine the question. 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I ask, Sir, whether it 
is contemplated to appoint anybody ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayi ar :—“ As was stated by me on two 
occasions on the floor of the House during this session, if, as I under¬ 
stand, hon. Members of this House are anxious to have the question of 
Coimbatore investigated more thoroughly—the question relating to 
Salem being much more difficult having advertence to the cost—the 
Government are willing to consider the question over again and if 
necessary, take expert advice on the matter.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— <c As regards that point, may 
I ask whether the Government have received a number of memorials and 
resolutions that the people will pay any tax or cess ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I am aware of that faot. 
The hon. Member is also aware that in spite of the hundreds of letters 
and petitions to that effect from proprietors of lands lower down in 
Tan jore it is asserted that tho Government should not rely upon those 
petitions and assertions. It is stated further that the Government will 
be ill-advised in doing so.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know whether he 
gave the same weight to the assertions of some Members of Tanjore that they 
would pay the cess of Rs. 15, fixed by the Government ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— c< Yes; certainly. That ip the 
reason why I gave the answer I did.” 

Village Fanohayat Courts 

Execution oj the decrees of village panchayats . 

* 274 Q.—Mr. D. NaraYana Raju : With reference to the answer 
to question No. 93 answered on 27th January 1927, will the hon. the Law 
Member be pleased to stste — 

(a) whether the attention of the Government has been drawn to the 
faot that the village munsif as well as the president of panchayat is trying: 
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to evade the unpleasant duty of executing the decrees of panchayat courts 
each in his turn, saying that under rule 53 it is not his duty but the duty of 
the other; and 

( b ) whether the Government will consider the advifability of modify¬ 
ing the present rule and of making the village munsif solely responsible to 
execute all orders P 

A. — (a) & (6) Rule 53 referred to by the hon. Member applies both to 
panchayat courts constituted under section 9 and to village 
courts constituted under section 6 of the Village Courts Act. 
Under the note to this rule, the term * village munsif ’ used in 
clause (6) of the rule does not include £ president of a pancha¬ 
yat court \ A village munsif is responsible for the execution 
of decrees passed by a village court, while the president of a 
panchayat court is responsible for the execution of decrees 
passed by a panchayat court. In either case , the agency to be 
employed is the village servant under section 11 of the Village 
Courts Act. 

Mr. D. Nakayana Raju :— (i With reference to the answer given, may 
I know if the Government considered the several disadvantages in making 
the President of the Panchayat Court responsible for the execution of 
decrees P Firstly, he is an elected honorary functionary and he is in a deli¬ 
cate situation to take coercive stops such as attachment, sale of properties. 
Secondly, he has no staff and no village office to keep the attached property 
in safe custody. Thirdly, in cases of obstruction in the execution of decrees, 
prosecutions have to be launched or against orders in execution, parties may 
filo revision petitions in District Munsifs’ Courts. Under such circum¬ 
stances, it is unjust to ask the President of the Panchayat Court to attend 
courts for all the several hearings that may be found necessary.” 

The hon. the President :—“The hon. Member is giving a number of 
reasons.” 

Mr. D. Narayana Raju “ Have the Government considered all these 
disadvantages ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <{ As is apparent from the last 
sentence of the answer, the actual agency to be employed in the 
execution of the decrees is the village servant and the President of the 
Panchayat Court. I know he is an elected functionary—functions 
through the village servant. I, however, realize some of the aspects 
poir.ted out by the hon. Member and shall have the question examined 
once again.”

Mr. P. Siva Kao :— c< The answer is vague. May I have more definite 
information ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjobibanks 44 They are defined in the Famine 
Code.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :— 44 Is it not a fact that works have been started by’the 
District Board and that they have been attracting a large number of 
employees in spite of the low wages given to them P Is this not one of the 
tests P” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— 44 No, Sir.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :— 44 Then what else, Sir P ” 

The hon. Mr, N. E. Mabjobibanks :— Ci I must refer the hon. Member to 
the Famine Code.” 
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Mr. P. Siva Bao :—“ Will the bon. Member be pleased to repeat them for 
the information of the House P ” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Bao :—“ With referenoe to the last sentence of 
the answer (6), may I ask the hon. the Revenue Member to tell me if regular 
relief works oan at any time be contemplated when there is not a prospect or 
even certainty that famine conditions prevail P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanxs :—“ Certainly they can be contem¬ 
plated.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Bao: —“So, the hon. Member admits that 
famine conditions are existing.” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ No, Sir.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Bao : — <c The hon. Member declines to say that 
there are famine conditions.” 

The hon. Mr. N. 38. Marjoribanks :—“ Tes, Sir.”

Forest Panchayats 

Forest panchayats in Kurnool district . 

*284 Q.—Mr. G. Harisarvottama Bao : Will the hon. the Home 
Member be pleased to state— 

(a) when the forest panchayat staff wrs organized in the Kurnool 
district; 

(b) how many forest panchayats have been formed by tht* said staff 
since such organzation; 

(c) whether it has been brought to tho notice of the Government that 
village people are unwilling to form such panchayats because : 

(i) forests generally made over to such panchayats are worthless as 
forest property ; 

(ii) panchayats have no power to excuse grazing fees ; 

(iii) panchayats charge and have to charge a grazing fee at least 
equal to the fee charged by the Forest department for a much smaller and a 
much less provided area than what cattle would be entitled to use on a pucca 
forest permit; 

(iv) the panchayats’ permits arc inoperative beyond their area and 
the ryot has to pay twice over forest fees for his cattle which may r have no 
sufficient provision within the bounds of the panchayat forest; and 

(d) if so, what action the Government propose to take to remedy the 
situation ? 

A. —( a) A special Deputy Tahsildar took charge of the work of organiz¬ 
ing forest panchayats in the Kurnool distriot in August 1926. 

(6) Twenty panchayats have been formed. 

(c) 8f ( d) The answer to (c) is in the negative. 

Mr. G, Harisarvottama Rao: — c< May I know, Sir, from the hon. the 
Home Member how many forest panchayats were there before the special 
Deputy Tahsildar took charge of the work P ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“I am 
afraid, Sir, it is not possible for me to answer the question off-hand, 
If, however, the hon. Member will give notice of it, I shall give 
the answer.” 
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Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ May I know. Sir, with reference # to 
the answers to olauses (c) and (rf), whether forest panchayats are not being 
formed by almost coercive processes ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“ No, 
Sir, I do not think so.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao:— “May I ask the hon. the Home 
Member, Sir, whether in G.O. No. 499 the following sentence does not 
appear ?— 

4 J he villagers adjoining the said reserves will once for all be warned 
by publication in the village that unless panchayats are formed by 
the end of the current fasli year, the rates will be enhanced from the 
1st J uly 1924 \ 

“ These are grazing fees in the reserves adjoining the villages. Does it or 
does it not amount to a coercive process to tell the villagers that unless they 
formed panchayats, they would be forced to pay higher fees for grazing, etc. ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ No, 
Sir, I do not think it is a coercive process at all.” 

Mr. G Harisarvottama Rao :—“ May I know, Sir, if the hon. the 
Home Member does deny it, f cannot really understand the meaning of the 
answer to (c) and ( d ) that ‘ the answer is in the negative \ I want to ask 
whether it has been brought to the notice of Government that the village 
people are unwilling to form forest panchayats because of what I have stated. 
Is it true, Sir, that the panchayats formed for forests are generally clubbed 
together under class Y reserves ? 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“ They 
have now been reclassified. They all come now under class 111.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ May I know, Sir, as the answer is in 
the negative, whether no representation of whatever kind was made to the 
Government either through the official channel or through the non-official 
ohannels ? *’ 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur As far 
as I am aware, Sir, the Government have no information.”

Alleged solitary confinement of one Kesamn Nayar. 

* 285 Q.—Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar : Will the hon. the Homo Member 
be pleased to state— 

(a) whether there is a prisoner, by name KesaVan Nayar, convicted for 
offences in connexion with the Malabar rebellion, now oonfined in the 
Triohinopoly Central Jail ; 

(b) whether as a protest against ill-treatment at the hands of the Jail 
authorities, he had recourse to hunger-strike in the latter part of 1926; 

( c ) how long he continued to he on hunger-strike ; 

( d ) whether the said Kcsavan Nayar made a complaint of his grievances 
to the Inspector-General of Prisons, Madras, on his last official visit to the 
Triohinopoly Jail *, 

( e ) whether after the complaint, Kesavan Nayar has been confined in a 
solitary cell for the last three months ;

(y) whether such solitary confinement for more than one month is 
allowed under the Jail Code and if not, under what authority the Superin¬ 
tendent keeps him in such solitary confinement; and 

( g ) whether under the oiroumstances, the Government will be pleased 
to enquire into the matter and give the prisoner relief? 

A .— (a) Yes; 

( b ) ( 0 ) There was no ill-treatment of any kind. He went on 

hunger-strike on two occasions for one day each, first on 21st 
July 1926 when reprimanded for disobeying orders and for 
making a statement that was found to be untrue and secondly 
on 5th October 1926 when his request to have his food cooked 
and served to him by a Mappilla was refused. 

(J) Yes. The Inspector-General enquired into the complaint and 
found that there was no foundation for it. 

(•) No. 

(S ) ( 9 ) The questions do not arise. 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—“ Sir, as regards the answer to clauses ( b ) and (c) 9 
may I know on the first occasion, i.e,, on the 21st July 1926, what was the 
order that he disobeyed and what was the sort of reprimand that was adminis¬ 
tered to him ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :— f ‘ When 
the prisoner was in quarantine he was asked to stand with others during 
the usual weekly inspection oy the medical officer and the Superin¬ 
tendent, but he refused to do so. When asked why he refused he stated 
that he had no suit of clothrs ; hut on examination it was found that 
he had them. Under these circumstances, he was scolded for uttering 
a falsehood.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Cukttiyar :—'‘In answer to clause ( e ), as to 
whether after the complaint he had been confined in a solitary cell for the 
last three months, the reply is ‘ no.* Does it apply to his having been 
confined in a solitary cell or does it apply to the three months’ period ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman 8ahib Bahadur:—‘'For 
both, Sir.” 

Mr. L. K. Tulasiram :—“ Does the Government think that it is a 
civilized form of punishment to confine a man solitarily for more than one 
month ? ” 

The hon. the President ' f< That was already denied. "With reference 

to what olause does the supplemental question arise ? ” 

Mr. L. K. Tulasiram :— u With reference to olause (/), 8ir.” 

The hon. the President :—" That question does not arise. In answer 
to clause (e), the reply is 4 no,* i.e., that there was no solitary confinment and 
that it was not for a period of three months.” * 

Mr. L. K. Tulasiram :— ct Does the hon. Member deny that there was 
any solitary confinement ? ” 
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The hon. the President :—“ That has already been answered.” 

Mr P. Anjaneyulu —“ With reference to the answer to olause (d) that 
the Inspector-General enquired into the complaint and found that there was 
no foundation for it, may I know what was the complaint made by the 
prisoner ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ When 
the Inspector-General visited the jail, he enquired into the whole matter 
and found that there was nothing.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Kao: — u What exactly was the complaint of 
the prisoner, Sir ? It is not a question of his going on hunger-strike or the 
Inspector-General going to visit the jail and his giving the Government 
information. What was the exact reason for the prisoner saying that he had 
to go on a hunger-strike ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :— <4 The 
prisoner brought to the notice of the Inspector-General that he was 
badly treated. When the Inspector-General went into the whole 
question, he saw that there was nothing.” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu .— “ What I wish to understand from the hon. the 
Home Member is this, Sir thp question is whether the said Kesavan Nayar 
went on hunger-strike and what was the complaiut that he made forgoing 
on hunger-strike ? The answer is that he went on hunger-strike. Was 
that the only complaint ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ Yes, 
Sir.” # 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyanqar .—“ The answer is that the 
Inspector-General enquired into the complaint and found that there was no 
foundation for it. Mav we not know, Sir, whether at the time of the 
Inspector-General's enquiry this Kesavan Nayar did not give any other 
grievances at all P ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur“ The 
grievances are mentioned in the answer. He said that he was 
reprimanded on one occasion and that on another occasion his request 
to have his food cooked by a Mappilla was refused.” 

Mr. K Madhavan Nayar :— c< What is the complaint that the prisoner 
made ? That question has not yet been answered and we have not yet 
known that.” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ I have 
already answered that question, Sir.” 

Mr. K. V. B Swami :—“ May I know if he is allowed to cook his own 
food?” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ Pood 
is cooked for him by others.” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu “ With due respeot to the hon. the Home Member, 
may I point out that there are two answers given to one question ? 1 

The hon. the President :—“ With reference to what clause is the hon, 
Member putting his question ? ” 
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Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—“ We want to know whioh answer we have to 
accept. The question was what was the complaint, and the answer was that 
he had to go on hunger-strike, hut that there was no foundation for it. In 
answer to Mr. Madhavan Nayar the answer is given now that the prisoner 
wanted to have his food cooked hy a Mappilla and so he was reprimanded.

The 
complaint was that he was once reprimanded for uttering falsehood and 
that on the second occasion his request to have his food cooked by a 
Mappilla was refused.” 

Mr. T. A dinara yana Chettiyar ;—“ Was it because it was bad for his 
taste or on account of any religious scruple ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:— c< Govern¬ 
ment have no information on the point.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :—“ If it was a question of religious 
soruple that certain meat cooked by people other than Muhammadans should 
not be offered, or something like that, will the Government consider the 
matter P ” 

The hon. Rhan Bahadur Muhammad TJsman Sahib Bahadur :— €t Kesavan 
Nayar is a non-Brahman Hindu and according to the Jail Manual, he 
has his food cooked by a non-Brahman Hindu and he has no right to 
have his food cooked by a Mappilla ” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ Did the prisoner make a specific complaint 
to the Superintendent of the JaiJ that he was made to walk naked from the 
quarantine to the hospital or that he was ill-treated by the Superintendent 
of the Tricbinopoly Jail ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ No such 
complaint was made.” 

Mr. G. Hahisarvottama Rao :—“ It is stated that the Inspector-General 
enquired into the complaint and found that there was no foundation for it. 
If the Inspector-General enquired into the matter, wore there any notes 
taken of the enquiry, or did the Inspootor-General make any orders in writing 
or did he make any report in writing ? ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“Yes, 
Bir, the Inspector-General did send a report in writing.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao “ And he had notes of the enquiry ? ” 

Tho hou. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“I 
suppose he must have.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :— c< Then, if he made any notes, it must he 
very easy for us to find out what the prisoner exactly said. Will the hon. 
Member kindly place it on the table or publish the notes for our infor¬ 
mation P ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“I am 
sorry I am unable to publish the notes ; but I can say this much that 
the Inspector-General visited the jail and it was brought to his notice 
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that a certain prisoner went on a hunger-strike. He enquired into the 
matter and came to the conclusion that there was no foundation for the 
complaint of the prisoner.” 

Mr. G. Habisarvottama Rao :—“ May I understand whether it was a 
secret enquiry, Sir P ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ It was 
not a secret enquiry, hut it was a departmental enquiry.”

Grants for Indian boarding houses and orphanages. 

* 286 Q.—Mr. J. A. Saldanha : Will the hon. the Minister for Educa¬ 
tion and Local Self-Government he pleased to state— 

(а) what steps have been taken to provide adequate grant for Indian 
boarding houses, including orphanages ; and 

(б) the number of such houses and the approximate number of inmates 
that are provided for ? 


A. — (a) The hon. Member is referred to the answer to question 
No. 208. 

(b) Boarding grants for 1926-27 have not yet been distributed. In 
1925-26, grants were awarded to 93 orphanages and boarding 
houses for destitute children, with 4,228 orphans and non¬ 
orphan destitutes within the prescribed age-limit. 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha: —“With reference to clause (a), may I know 
whether the rate of Its. 10 mentioned i3 per mensem or per year ? ” 

The hon. the President “ Where is the rate given ? ” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“It is given in the previous answer to which I 
am referred now. I want to make sure whether the rate is for a year or a 
month. ” 


The hon. the President :—“ 

10 . ” 


The previous answer does not refer to Rupees 


Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— “ The previous supplementary answer refers to 
it. One cannot believe that Us. 10 is given for a year. 

The hon. the President: —“ A supplementary question cannot arise out 
of a supplementary answer given on a previous occasion. ” 

The Raja of Ramnad “ Sir, in answer to clause (b) it is stated that 96 
orphanages and hoarding houses received grants in 1925-26. May I know 
from the hon. Member whether these boarding houses were exclusively for 
orphans or whether others were also admitted P ” 

The hon Dr. P. Subbarayan : “ I believe there were other boarders 
also. I do not know that, but I believe so. ” 


Mr. J. A. Saldanha May I enquire, Sir, whether Rs. 10 a year is 
considered an adequate rate ? ” ' y ar 18 

The hon. the President -“I have already said that no supplemental 

question can be based on another supplemental question that was answered 
on a previous oocasion. . I U 
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Mr. 8. Satyamurti ; — iC Sir, with reference to clause (b) of this question, 
may I ask whether the orphanages are intended for non-Indians and whether 
any grant was made to non-Hindu orphanages ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbar ayan :— u These are all for Indian orphanages. I 
have nothing to do with European education. ” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti:-— “ I want to know, Sir, whether any of these 
orphanages are intended for Hindu orphans and whether the 4,228 orphans 
and non-orphan destitutes who were helped included any number of Hindu 
orphans, and If so, what is that number ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan I cannot give the exact number, but 
there were Hindu orphans among the people who were helped. ” 

The Raja op Ramn^d :—“ I want to know whether there is any policy 
adopted in these orphanages, say that the majority of the children should be 
at least orphans? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I should like to have some time for 
examining the question before 1 give an answer.” 

Mr. Abdul IIamid Khan :—“ May I know on what principle these 
grants are given to the orphanages ? ” 

The hon. Dr P. Subbarayan :—“ Originally these grants were given 
only to Anglo-Indian children. There was a complaint made at budget 
time once on this matter, and so the Government decided to give grants 
to Indian children also.” 

Mr. Abdul IIamid Khan : — c May 1 know if all the orphanages in the 
province get the grant or only a limited number of them ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I am afraid I oannot answer the 
question off-hand.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :— <c May I know what approximate pro¬ 
portion these orphans would bo, I mean the proportion between Anglo- 
Indians and others ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan: —“I have already explained that I have 
nothing to do with Anglo-Indian orphanages.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Uao:— “Have the Government made any 
enquiries as to the number of orphans in the province and the number of 
orphanages ? v 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan ;—“I do not think any such enquiry has 
been made.” 

Municipal Councils 

Government Order cancelling the old practice of marking votes of illiterate 
voters in the presence of candidates . 

* 287 Q.— Mr. M. Nabayana Rao: Will the hon. the Minister for 
Education and Local Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(a) whether the Government are aware of the discontent caused by 
G.O. Mis. No. 3770, L. & M. } published in t*he Fort St. George Gazette , dated 
7th September 1^26, which cancelled the old practice of marking the votes of 
illiterate voters in the presence of the candidates or their agents in th* 
municipal elections; 
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(6) whether this change gave rise to many complaints in the recent 
municipal elections held in Ellore and led to civil and oriminal litigation ; 
and 

(c) whether Government will consider the advisability of early cancella¬ 
tion of the above Government Order and a reversion to the old practice in 
the matter ? 

A .— (a) The Government have no reason to suppose that the change has 
caused general discontent. 

( b) Representations against the change were received from three 

candidates at the elections held recently in the Kllore munici¬ 
pality and from certain voters of the tenth ward. The 
Government are not aware of any litigation. 

(c) Yes. 

Mr. D. Nakayanakaju :—“In answer to clause (a) it is stated that 
Government wilbeonsider the advisability of early cancellation of the order. 
May I know if the Government have come to any decision ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :— <c The Government have not yet come to 
a decision.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :—“ May I know whether in issuing the Government 
Order the Government wrere issuing a new rule or were only interpreting the 
old rule ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ It is really a new interpretation of an 
old rule.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :— (i May I know whether the hon. Minister is aware of 
the practice that prevails in the case of the Legislative Council elections and 
the Legislative Assembly elections P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ Yes, Sir, I am aware of that 
practice.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :—“ Is he aware, Sir, that in the case of the Legislative 
Council elections and the Legislative Assembly elections illiterate voters have 
to give out their votes in the presence of the candidates or their agents? ” 

The hon. the President :—“ How does the question arise out of the 
answer given ? ” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :—“It arises like this. It would enable the Govern¬ 
ment to say whether they would consider the advisability of early cancellation 
of the above Government Order ? ” 

The hon. the President “ That has nothing to do with the rules 
regarding the elections to the Legislative Councils.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao ;—“ I am suggesting,—and my next question will show 
it,—that the rules are absolutely identical and what prevails in the case of 
one ought to prevail in the case of the other also. I am only suggesting to 
the Government to cancel that Government Order and to conform themselves 
to the rules applying to the Legislative Council and the Legislative Assembly 
elections.” 

The hon. the President: —“ The question does not arise.” 
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Agriculture 

Maintenance of breeding bulls in Mangalore. 

* 288 Q.—Mr. A. B. Sheti* : Will the hon. the Minister for Develop¬ 
ment be pleased to state— 

(a) what is the total amount of grant distributed by Government in 
South Kanara district for encouraging the maintenance of breeding bulls by 
private persons, and to how many persons such grants have been made during 
the past year; 

(b) whether Government have prescribed any, and, if so, what condi¬ 
tions for making such grants ; and, il not, whether it is left to the discretion 
of the Director of Agriculture to prescribe such conditions before making the 
grants; 

( c ) what are the conditions prescribed by the Director of Agriculture 
for making the grant to the District Advancement Association for breeding 
bulls for the year 1926-27 ; 

(i d ) whether it is a fact that the District Advancement Association have 
not applied for the grant as it would be impracticable to work out the condi¬ 
tions prescribed by the Director of Agriculture ; 

(e) whether it is a fact that the Deputy Director of Agriculture, Live¬ 
stock, claimed hack as belonging to Government a bull exchanged by the 
Advancement Association for one from the Hosur Government Farm, when 
the Association bull died many days after the exchange ; 

( t ) whether it is a fact that the District Advancement Association had 
applied for an increase in the grant for their breeding bulls, and that it was 
refused; 

(g) whether it is a fact that on account of these obstacles set in the path 
of the Association it has ceased to maintain any hulls ; and 

(A) whether the Government propose to maintain any breeding bulls 
in Mangalore or elsewhere in the district for improving the breed of the 
cattle there P 

A .— (a) A sum of Ks. 500 was distributed during the year 1925-26 to the 
District Advancement Association and the Idaya Govardhana 
Sangham and to a private individual. 

(6) A grant of Bs. 100 a year may be made to an individual or 
society in consideration of the purchase and maintenance at his 
or its cost of an approved breeding bull subject to the following 
conditions 

(i) that the bull should he properly housed and maintained 

in good condition ; 

(ii) that the register of services by the bull should be kept 

showing also results—40 to 60 services being aimed at 
in a year; 

(iii) that the herd of cows served by the bull should be 

segregated from the rest of the village cattle or else 
all other male stock of the locality should be castrated ; 

(iv) that the cows served should ordinarily be limited to those 

owned either by the members of a society or by a 
particular breeder or group of breeders; 
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(v) that in the ease of a society it may fix its own scale of 
fees for service whereas in the case of an individual 
the fee may be limited to As. 4 for eaoh service for 
the present. 

In 1923 the Director of Agriculture was authorized to increase at 
his discretion the annual premia payable in each oase up to 
Bs. 150. 

It is not left to the discretion of the Director of Agriculture to 
prescribe any additional conditions. 

(c) No special conditions were prescribed other than those mentioned 
above. 

(rf) The Government have no information. 

(e) The bull cc Guindy Conqueror ” sent by the District Advancement 
Association, Mangalore, arrived at Hosur on the 2nd April 
19^6 and went off his feed the very next day when he was sent 
to the Veterinary Hospital on the Farm, where he was under 
observation and treatment. It was discovered that heavy ropes 
had eaten into the flesh below the horns and a detailed report 
by the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon on the condition of the 
bull was forwarded to the Association by the Deputy Director 
of Agriculture, Livestock, on the 10th April. The bull was 
under treatment from the 4th April to the 20th April on which 
date it died of ‘tetanus’ in spite of the injection of ‘anti¬ 
tetanus scrum \ 

The death was due to the old w’ounds that had been caused by 
careless handling and indiscriminate roping prior to transport 
from Mangalore and to the new wound received on the journey. 
The association w r as responsible for the death of the bull and 
the Director of Agriculture considered that it should pay for 
the hull taken in exchange or return it to the department. 

(/) Yes. 

(g) It is a fact that the association has ceased to maintain any bulls 
but the Government are not aware of any obstacles placed in 
its way. 

(//) Breeding bulls have been and will continue to be placed at several 
centres in the South Kanara district. 

Mr. 0. V. Vinkataramana Ayyangar :—“ As regards (6) may I know 
from Government'as to how many associations and individuals have received 
grants under this particular rule ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar :—“ I am not able to 
answer it now.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venxataramana Ay yak gar :—“ As regards clause ( h) I wrant

(б) how many of these have a midwife attached to them ; 

(( c ) how they are equipped ; and 

( d ) how many more rural dispensaries will be opened next year ? 

A .—(a) Two hundred and forty-one rural dispensaries have so far been 
opened.

Diwan Bahadur B. N. Aroqyaswami Mudaliyar :— <f Provi¬ 
sion has already been made by the taluk boards.” 

Mr. B. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—“ As the question time has not been 
exceeded, may I put a supplementary question in respect of question 270. 
At the time when that question was called the hon. Member who put that 
question was not in his place, and you passed to the next question.” 

The hon. the President :—“ Tho fact was not brought to my notioe 
then.

Forming a new tank across the Thalapula vanka; and Nidi- 
mamidi reservoir project. 

(/) Tungabhadra projeot; 

Upper Penner reservoir projeot; 

Somayajulapalli tank; 

Restoration of the Paliem tank 5 and 
Ithodu project, 

The reasons for abandoning the above projects are given in the 
statement that was laid on the table in reply to question 
No 214 asked at the meeting of the Legislative Council held 
on the 18th February 1921. 

(g) The Government propose to investigate the Tungabhadra projeot 

as modified by the Ceded Diatriots Irrigation Committee and 
an appropriation of Rs. 25,000 has been entered in the Budget 
Estimate for 1927-28. 

(h) The Government have no reason to suppose that famine 

conditions prevail at present in the district. The taluks which 
are adversely affected by the season are Gooty and Tadpatri. 

(i) The Government do not propose to start at present relief works

(d) No specific reason is traceable, but it was apparently due to the 
banks not being high enough or strong enough to withstand 
either the floods down the Torrigedda stream and held up by 
the sluice or the floods of the Godavari, 

(/) Yes. 

(g) (A) The Government have no information. 

( 1 ) Because of the prohibitive coat and of the fact that the relief 
afforded would be only partial. 

( j) 8f (k) The Government understand from the hon. the Minister 
for Development who recently visited the locality and received 
a deputation of the people interested that the ryots are prepared 
to meet more than half the cost of the restoration of the out¬ 
fall sluice and are willing to tax themselves to the extent of 
* 2 annas in the rupee 1 towards the recurring charges of 
maintenance. 


Madras Irrigation Bill .

The Government do not 
propose to interfere at this distance of time. 

( o) The question of surcharge is one to be considered at the time of 

audit. 

(p) The matter is under consideration.

Treatment of cattle diseases.

A. —(a) A peon attached to the fisfo-ouring yard at Vadanapalli was 
assaulted by some Mappillas in Deoember last bat the assault 
was not a serious one. 

(&)i The Assistant Direotor *who was then oamping at Ponnani at 
once sent the Inspector of Fisheries at Ponnani to- inform tike 
Im pce to B of Police, Ponnani, of the assault and take the 
necessary action. He returned to hie headquarters ah Caterot 
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the next day. Four days later he proceeded on tour to the 
South Kanara district in accordance with the tour programme 
previously arranged. 

(c) An investigation was made by the Inspector of Fisheries under 
orders from the Assistant Director. It showed that the 
assault ooourred when the peon was off duty. The peon him¬ 
self asked for permission to compromise the case. The 
department did not therefore proceed with the case further. 


Public Health 

Drinking-water wells in Cuddapah district.

A. — (a) The Government have no specific information on the point but 
they are aware that the Cuddapah district has been adversely 
affected by the present season. 

(6) No provision has been made either by the Ouddapa’i District 
Board or by the taluk boards in the district in their revised 
estimates for 1926-27 for the improvement of the water-supply 
in the rural areas of the district. 

(c) The Government have made a grant of Rs. 14,740 during the 

current year for expenditure on the improvement of the water- 
supply in the district. In order to become eligible for this 
grant the local boards have to provide a sum of Rs. 2,334 from 
their funds. The President, District Board, has reported that 
Rs. 10,778 had been spent up to 16th January 1927. There 
remains a balance of Rs 6,290. The Government are enquir¬ 
ing whether more than this can be spent. 

A provision of lakhs has been inoluded ] in] the Civil Budget 
Estimates for 1927-28 for grants towards the improvement 
of the rural water-supply throughout the Presidency. If the 
Legislative Counoil sanctions .the grant, the claims of the 
Cuadapah district will be considered at the time of its distri¬ 
bution. 

(d) The Government do not Consider that it ia necessary to appoint 

a committee.

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44 Hon. Members will kindly remember that under rule 29 (8), it will be 
my duty at 5p.m. on the 25th Maroh (Friday) to put every question neces¬ 
sary to dispose of all outstanding matters in connexion with the Demands 
for Grants. The 28th of March 1927 is reserved for the presentation of 
further Demands for Grants. 

•‘Past experience has shown that on account of the numerous motions for 
rednotion or omission reoeived from hon. Members, several Demands for 
Grants have had to be put to vote at the end of the time allotted for the 
discussion of these Demands, without discussion or amendment, in framing 
their motions, hon. Members are no doubt actuated by a desiie to discuss 
important points connected with the administration of the departments of 
Government affected by the Grant; but they do not have sufficient oppor¬ 
tunity of discussing them. By the operation of rule 30 (3) of the Council 
Rules, c whensoverfti motions relating to the same Demand are offered, they 
shall be discussed in the order in whioh the heads to which they relate 
appear in the budget.* Tho heads of each Demand will be seen enumerated 
in the Schedule of Demands whioh has been already distributed to hon.* 
Members. Under rule 26 (2) of the Council Rules, each demand made by 
the Government has to contain first a statement of the total grant proposed 
and then a statement of the detailed estimate under each Grant divided 
into items. I take it that it is in compliance with this rule that the Govern¬ 
ment have caused copies of the Schedule of Demands to be distributed. The 
President has no discretion to arrange the various groups of motions which 
relate to different hoads of a Demand otherwise than in the order in whioh 
the heads appear in the budget; but as among the motions which relate to 
one and the same head of a Demand, I presume he has got discretion to 
arrange them for the convenience of the House in the manner most suited for 
the discussion of the Demand. Accordingly, it will be seen that in the 
Demand for Land Revenue Department, motions relating to such important 
topics as the Revenue Settlement Bill, tho introduction of a permanent 
settlement into the ryotwari tracts of this Presidency, tho status of the non- 
gazetted officers in the Revenue Department, representation of several 
communities in the department, which all relate to the first hoid of the 
Demand, viz., ‘ 5. Land Revenue—India and England * come very early in 
the list, while motions relating to the abolition of the Board of Revenue in 
regard to which Members from various parts of the House have given notices 
oome after other motions whioh relate to the first head of the Demand. For 
similar reasons motions relating to the separation of tho Executive and 
Judicial functions whioh fall only under the third head of this Demand have 
been placed after all the motions relating to the second head. Again taking 
Demand No. VII—Irrigation, it will oe seen that motions‘relating to the 
Mettur project and the Dykhara scheme relate to heads (3), and (4) and (5) 
of that Demand, and so, have to come after the motions relating to heads 
Nos* (1) and (2) whioh relate to what, from the amounts allotted for the 
heads, may bo regarded as less important than the above mentioned projoofcs. 
In regard to other Demands also, the same procedure has been followed in 
respect of the arrangement of the tions ; that is to say the motions have 
, been arranged, so far as rules permit in a maimer calculated to give facilities 
for the discussion of important topics. 

w Under Standing Order 30, a motion must not raise a question substan¬ 
tially identical with one on which the Council has given a decision in the 
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same session. As far as possible, motions substantially raising the same 

S uestion have been printed together, but it is for hon. Members to press, at 
he time of the discussion, of any particular motion, any other motion raising 
the same question, and appearing elsewhere in the list, of which they, may 
have given notice. Otherwise, they may be precluded by the operation of 
Standing Order 30 from making their motions again. For instance, in 
the Land fiovenue Demand, at the time of the discussion of Mr. Krbhnan 
Nayar’s first motion relating to the Revenue Settlement Bill, other motions 
on the same subject, viz., Nos. 2 to 8, on the list of motions oan conveniently 
be disoussed and the decision of the house can be taken on all these motions 
together by patting any one of them to which the House may show 
preference. By these methods and by treating a day allotted by His 
Excellency the (Governor for the discussion of these demands as consisting 
of four hours and not five, as in previous years, I have attempted to give 
full opportunities to the Council to vote on every one of the demands and 
to give facilities to the Council to ensure the discussion of all important 
topics. For the rest, it is for the h>n Members themselves to make such 
arrangements as the* consider proper to bring about the same results.*'

MOTIONS ON THE^BUDJBT FOR 1927-28. 

DEMAND I—LAND REVENUE. 

* The Lon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—* Mr. President, Sir, on the 
recommendation of His Excellenoy the Governor, I move 

‘ that Government be granted a mm not exceeding Rs. 253’94 lakhs 
under Demand No. I—Land Revenue Department 

* The hon. the President :— u The question is that the Government be 
granted a sura not exceeding Rs. 253*94 lakhs under demand No. I—Land 
Revenue Department,” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Sir, I move the motion 
whioh stands in my name and which runs thus : 

* lo reduce the aVotment oj Rs. 24,78,400 /or Survey and Settlement by 
Rs. 100.’ 

<f As has been shown in the agenda paper, the object of my motion is to 
disouss the need for bringing in a Revenue Settlement Bill giving the power 
of fixing the rates to the Legislative Council. It was stated so long ago as 
1909 by the Royal Commission on Decentralisation that it was necessary to 
fix in the statute the principles under which the assessment is levied. Subse¬ 
quently, the Joint Committee of the House of Commons and the House ot 
Lords in paragraph 11 of their report stated that the people oonoemed had at 
present no voice whatever in fixing the rates of assessment and that it was 
necessary that a statute should be framed embodying therein the principles 
of assessment! the pitoh of assessment, the methods of valuation, the periods 
of revision and other matters connected with Land Revenue Settlement. In 

e 
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accordance, I suppose, with that recommendation of the Joint Committee, 
this Government asked the Board of Revenue to frame a Land Revenue 
Settlement Bill some years ago. The Revenue Board accordingly framed 
such a Bill and sent it up to the Government The Government thereupon 
constituted a committee and sent that Bill to that committee. They asked the 
committee to consider the Bill and made recommendations thereon. That 
committee sat for several days and sent up a new Bill embodying the above 
principles in it. They stated speoifioally that the power of fixing the 
assessment should he left entirely to the Legislative Council and that 
the Government should carry out tho wishes of tho Legislative Council, 
bearing on this question. They further stated that it was also desir¬ 
able and necessary that the Legislative Council should have the power of 
ultimately making the rules to be passed under that statute. They stated 
that the rules framed tentatively by the Government should be laid ou the 
table of this House, when the House was in session, for a period of two 
months, and this House should be at perfect liberty to alter or modify those 
rules in any way it pleases, and the rules as ultimately passed by this 
Council should he published by the Government in tho Fort St. George 
Gazette . This provision in the Bill was speoifioally put in by the Committee, 
along with the provision which speoifioally says that the Local Government 
after considering the recommendations of tho Collector and the Board of 
Revenue and such public criticisms as may be invited or made on the scheme 
framed by the sottlo.ncnt officer should place its proposals before tho Legis¬ 
lative Council, and that it should bo competent to the Legislative Council, 
by its resolution, to reject, accept or modify the proposals of the Local 
Government in such manner as it may think fit, and finally that the Local 
Government shall pass final orders on that scheme in accordance with such 
resolution ol the Legislative Counoil. Again, with reference to the rules, 
paragraph 8 of section 20 of that Bill, provided that such rules should bo laid 
before the Legislative Council for a period ol not less than two months 
when the Council was in session: and that it should be competent to the 
Council in respect of any ol the rules, to make such modifications in them as 
they might think fit, and that the rules so modified should then bo published 
in the Fort St George Gazette and on such publication shouldjiave the same 
effect as if they formed part of the Act, 

“ Those, I submit, Sir, wore the recommendations of the Committee. And 
the constitution of that Committee lent peculiar weight to its recommendations 
and also to the sections framed on their basis. I shall mention a few 
Members who constituted that Committee. Tho President of that Committee 
was Sir Muhammad Hubib-ulJah who was tin n the Revenue Member of this 
Government. Another Member of this Committee was Mr. MaoMiohael, a 
veteran officer who has spent many years in the vSettlement Department and 
who was then also a Member of the Board of Revenue. Another Member of 
this Committee was my friend Mr. Boag who was then a settlement officer. 
Another Member again was Mr. Todd who was also a settlement officer and 
there was Diwan Bahadur Yenkatanarayana Nayudu who was a settlement 
officer at that time. Another Member was Sir 0. P, Ramaswami Ayyar who 
was then Advocate-General. Then again, another Member was Six Vasudeva 
Raja who was for some time acting Revenue Member of this Government 
Another Member was my hon. Friend, Mr. Siva Rao, who is ono of the most 
experienced Members of this House. Another Member was the late Mr. 
Somasundara Mudaliyar who, as hon. Members who were also Members of 
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the previous Council would know, was an honoured Member of this Counoil, 
a very rich mirasidar of Taujore who knew the land revenue question 
intimately. Another Member was Mr. Shanmugam Pillai who had really 
grown grey in the service of the Government in the Revenue Department, 
There was again : Mr. Ramanuja Achariyar who had considerable experience 
in the Board of Revenue of which he was Secretary and was specially 
acquainted with revenue matters. There were also Mr. Sivognanam 
Pillai and my hon. Friend, the Second Minister. I have made this 
enumeration, Sir, just to show that all these gentlemen are of oatstanding 
ability and their recommendations carry peculiar weight attached to the re¬ 
commendations of that Committoe Now, those recommendations were unani¬ 
mously made by that Committee presided over by the then Revenue Member of 
the Government. Those recommendations, curiously enough, were not given 
effect toby the Government. But the Member of Government, Sir Arthur 
Knapp, afterwards brought in a Bill in whioh this provision of giving power 
of fixing the rates to the Legislative Council did not find a place. After a 
strenuous discussion, that Bill introduced by Sir Arthur Knapp was thrown 
out by 60 against 18. Now we find that a draft Bill has been published whioh 
is almost on the same lines as those of the Bill brought forward by oir Arthur 
Knapp. It is a reproduction of the old Bill and the present Bill also contains 
no provision for giring power to the Council to fix the rate. No doubt in this 
Bill as well as in the one brought in by Sir Arthur ’Knapp, there is provi¬ 
sion made that no enhancement at any time should bo more .than lef per 
cent over the existing rate. That is no doubt an improvement so far as it 
goes, and it is a welcome provision, but it does not go far I also understand 
that probably the objection to the adoption of the Bill framed by the Com¬ 
mittee came from the Government of India. I do not know. I am not in the 
know of the secrets of the Government but it may be that the objection is 
raised by this Government itself or by the Government of India. If the 
objection is raised by the Government of India, I hope a vote in favour of 
this motion will strengthen the hands of my hon. Friend the Revenue 
Member. But if the objection is from this Government itself, the vote of 
this House will be a lesson for my friend to act upon. 

“ There is also another matter, Sir, and that is that this provinoo is the 
most heavily taxed in respect of laud revenue. For instance, the incidence 
of land revenue for cultivated area in the ryotwari tracts in tins Presidency 
is Ra. 2-8-11. No other province in India pays this amount. For inatanoe 
in Bombay it is oue rupee and odd, in Agra it is one rupeu and odd, in 
Oudh it is the Bame, in the Central Provinces it is less than a rupee, in 
Bihar and Orissa it is muoh less. 

<r If we take the head of population into acoouut and the inoidenoc of 
land revenue, it is the heaviest in this province, in Madras, it comes to 17 % 
n Bombay it is in Bengal 16, in the United Provinces it is *11, in the 
Punjab it is *23, in Bihar and Orissa it is 12, in tne Central Provinces it 
a *Ub, and in Assam it is # Ul. 

“ So that this provinoe is the heaviest land revenue paying provinoe, and it 
is very neoessary that this Council should have the power ot passing this 
Bill and fixing the rate. I submit, Sir, that it is desirable that the GoveVn* 
nkent should bring in a Bill haviug regard to all that has taken place, on the 
lines mentioned by me.’ 1 
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•Mr. Sami Venkataohalam Chetti “ I move, Sir, 

4 that the allotment of Rs. 24,78,400 Jor Survey and Settlement be 
reduced by Rs. 24,78,300 \ 

“ One of the objects which prompted me to give notico'of this larger out was 
to indicate the enormity and the importance of the question that we have been 
constantly pressing on the attention of the Government. I see, Sir, from 
the speeoh of my bon. Friend Mr. Krishnan Nayar that so far as the sub¬ 
ject matter of the motion is concerned, there is not any difference of opinion. 
Therefore it is all the more necessary that my friend must agree to this 
largor cut instead of merely making flea-bites upon the Government. This 
Government, Sir, is notorious for its imperviousness find unless we are able 
to show much more effectively the pressure of public opinion, I do not think 
there in<any chance of this Government paying regard to the wishes of the 
public. Sir, ever since the Joint Committee has opined that the principles 
of land revenue assessment and other things oonneoted therewith should be 
embodied in a statute, there has been an impetus given to the originally 
existing demand for a Land Revenue Settlement Act. 

“But the Government is not treating the Legislative Council or the 
public in a courteous manner in putting forward Bills whioh are far remote 
from, the principles laid down by the Joint Committee. Time after time 
we are treated with copies of Bills called the Land Revenue Settlement 
Bill. What do we find therein except the codification of the existing 
executive rules ? The principle whioh ought to bo comprised in a land 
revenue law, viz, that the Legislative Council should have control, should 
have the final voice over the assessment, is not at all conoedci. Instead 
of that merely to ask the Legislative Council time after time to consider 
a mere codification of the existing rules seems to me paying scant courtesy 
to the Legislative Council. Sir, I find from the speeches made in this 
oonnexion during the several occasions on whioh this subject was considered 
that there has been a perfect unanimity of feeling. Last time the hon. the 
Revenue Member attempted to introduce the Land Revenue Settlement 
Bill but it was rejected by an overwhelming majority consisting of 
members of all parties. Still he attempts to snatch a vote from the present 
Legislative Council with almost the same Bill. I have not the least doubt 
that the proposed Bill will also receive the same fate whioh its elder brother 
received a year ago. But I find from the reply given by the hon the 
Revenue Member in answer to my friend Mr Siva Rao that there was 
nothing to show that what was asked for by Mr. Siva Rao would not be 
found in the Bill that he proposed to introduce. But on reading the publi¬ 
cation of the Bill in the Fort St. George Gazette 1 find there is absolutely 
no response to the various demands made on the hon, the Revenue Member, 
Under these circumstances, there seems to be no other go to the Legislative 
Oounoil than to refuse sanction to any amount for the settlement opera¬ 
tions. And the only way of showing our strong protest is to reject the 
total grant when it is put before the Houso after the several amendments are 
carried. The Bill provides for an appeal by the assessees; to whom P To 
the Board of Revenue. Sir, what is this Board of Revenue P What is the 
function of the Board of Revenue even with regard to settlement itself P 
It is the Board of Revenue, i suppose, that finally sanotions the proposals of 
the Settlement Offioer. And yet, the tax-payer is again asked to appeal to 
the very same authority which originally sanctioned the settlement proposals* 

4r Again, Sir, the inoidenoe of land revenue in this Presidency is admittedly;' 
very severe aqd even from the point of view of the Government! I mean 
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from the revenue point of view, it is necessary that the strain that is put 
upon the ryot must bo relaxed so that he might pick up some vigour and 
thus prepare himself to he further hied by the hon the Revenue Member. 
I would therefore implore all parties of the House to support this amendment 
and thus express its strong protest against the revenue policy of tbe Govern¬ 
ment,” 

•The hon. Mr. N. K. Marjoribanks --“Mr. President, Sir, the pro¬ 
position that appears to underlie the position taken up by tbe hon. Members 
who have spoken appears to be that this Council should have full control 
over the fixing of rates of assessment of land revenue. Whether that should 
be so or not may be a question for discussion : but I only wish to refer to 
it in connection with our present constitution. No doubt if we had full 

J rovincial autonomy the Legislative Council would havo full powers of 
xing the rates of assessment. But I have my doubts even then whether 
they would exercise the power by the Council sanctioning the rates them¬ 
selves. The usual form of procedure in such matters would be for 
responsible Ministers to carry out measures of this kind. If they do not 
receive the support of the Houso they would resign. I doubt very muoh if 
any miuistry would formulate a Bill in which the Council will be specifically 
asked to sanction the rates of assessment. However, that is by the way. 
Under the present constitution, it would seem to be inconsistent with the 
system which places responsibility for the administration of the Reserved 
subjects on what is called the Reserved Half that the Council should have a 
mandatory voice in regard to the fixing of the rates of assessment. I submit 
that as the actual position, whether desirable or undesirable. 

“ As regards the argument that a provision that these rates should be 
voted by the Council has the authority of the report of the Joint Committee 
I suggest that it cannot be supported by an actual reference to what the 
Joint Committee have said. What they proposed was that the main 
principles governing the assessment of land revenue should be embodied in 
law so that the people most affected might have some voice in shaping the 
system. That is not quite the same thing. It is true the Committee 
inoluded, among the main principles of land revenue assessment, c the pitch 
of the assessment.’ But tbe oontexb, I think, shows that in using this expres¬ 
sion they were referring merely to the standard to be applied in fixing the 
rates and not to the rates themselves. Furthermore, many remarks of the 
Joint Seleot Committee, I think, show very clearly that they were not 
referring to the ryotweri system at all. Of course, it may be urged that in 
this matter we must advance by conventions and that although it is a fact 
that the Reserved Half is tbe one that is considered irresponsible, we should 
invite the oo-operation and the confidence of the Legislative Counoil by giving 
them the power to vote these rates of assessment. Whethor experience has so 
far justified such an argument is largely a matter of opinion. There may be 
some who doubt whether our experience so far has led us to think that 
Members would be willing and able to consider such a question on its merits. 
Under the present conditions of tbe electorate it is very doubtful whether 
they will be free to do anything whatever the real opinions of Members 
may be but vote against any proposal to raise an assessment. The time 
hardly seems to have come yet when public opinion is so developed as, to 
enable assessment proposals to be viewed entirely on their merits. (A voioe i 
* Question.’) 
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t( I would like just briefly to refer to some observations made whioh tend 
to suggest that in some way this Government have not been consistent or kept 
their promises in this matter. Both the hon, Members who spoke seem to 
have overlooked or to have ignored tho communication which was published 
in the press about this time last year in which the reasons for the aotion 
taken by the Government were explained. It is a very short communique 
and if I may read it I will do so. It said : 

4 The Madras Government forwarded to the Government of India a draft of the Land 
Revenue Settlement Bill for the Madras Presidency which contained provisions giving the 
local Legislative Counoi) the power to fix hy means of a Taxation Bill the money rates of 
assessment both at initial settlements and at resettlements. The Government of India have 
expressed their inability to Boecpt the proposal on tho grounds that it involves a fundamental 
departure from the practice which has been hitherto obaorved in land Revenue settle nents 
throughout India, that no similar proposal is containel iu the legislation which either has been 
introduced or is about to he introduced on the subjeot in other parts of India and that a careful 
examination of the language us^d by the Joint Seleot Committee ebows that their support 
oannot he claimed for the proposal.’ 

,c For that reason, wo did not proceed with tho legislation in -the last 
Oounoil. In view of what wo had stated in the past, however, it was only 
due to the Council that we should publish tho legislation, we would be 
prepared to proceed with in order to ascertain if there would be any will¬ 
ingness to aocept it. After all, you must not forget that even this Bill gives 
a statutory form to what my hon. Friend called executive rules. That is 
certainly an advance. Further, it gives statutory validity to the limitation 
of increases to 18J per cent which again is something gained. It would be 
open when the subject becomes a transferred one to any Minister to propose 
and add sections to the Bill which would give this House the power of voting 
on any particular scheme. As I have said however. 1 think, it would be 
unnecessary to have such a section nor can T imagine that any Ministry 
with any majority behind it would ever bring in a Bill to any such effect.” 

12-16 * Mr. 8. Sattamurti :—“ Mr. President, Sir, the othor day in answer to 

p.m. my speech on the budget, when I stated that we of our party wiil go before 
the Statutory Commission with a clear conscience, that while we were willing 
to eo-operate with the bureaucracy in this province, what they wanted from 
us was not co-operation but slavish submission, the hon. the Finance Member 
in a fit of righteous indignation turned round and asked me { what will be 

J our answer to the Statutory Commission ; you will have to invent some 
etter answer between now and the time of the Royal Commission/ I am 
glad this morning’s debate has given me a better answer. Here is a measure, 
on tho introduction of which all parties and all Members of this hon. 
House are agreed, excepting: the officials, and even among the officials there 
are at least three occupants of the Treasury Bench, viz., the hon. the Law 
Member, the hon. the Chief Minister and the hon. the Minister for Develop¬ 
ment who all set down in black and white that a Bill of the kind we require, 
namely, vesting in this Council the right to fix tho rates of assessment, 
should be part of the statute law of the land. And what is the buroauoraoy’s 
answer to that ? They say that their hands are tied, they have addressed 
the Government of India, and tho Government of India are adamant in the 
matter, and therefore there is no help. If that is so, my answer to the 
Royal Commission will be this: 4 Abolish diarohy, introduce provincial 
autonomy, and make it possible at least in matters on whioh the legislature 
is ; practically unanimous to have its wishes translated into statute form.’ 
My hon. Friend, the Revenue Member, with his usual blandness and suavity 
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conceded that in principle it might he right for the Legislative Council to have 
the right to fix the rates of assessment, although he said, that even under full 
responsible Government in the province he could not conceive of this Bill, if 
the requirements of legislative sanction have been complied with, working by 
means of responsible Ministers introducing a particular Bill fixing the rates 
of assessment and, if it is not accepted, by the Minister resigning. 1 have no 
desire to quarrel with him a9 to the form which it ought to take. Our 
quarrel is with regard to the substance. Is this Council to have or not to 
have the right to legitimately control the rates of assessment? Much play 
has been made of the words used by iho Joint Parlimentary Committee 
whioh prescribes that this matter should come within the purview of the 
legislature. My hon. Friend the Revenue Member read two sentences to 
state that what they woro thinking of was more the reduction into statute 
form of the present executive rules governing settlements and resettlements 
and not what we demand and require, namely vesting in this Council the 
power to vote veto. But, Sir, may 1 read two other sentences ? The first 
sentence is this: 

* The Committee are impressed by the objections raised by many witnesses to the manner 
in whioh any oJass of taxation can be laid upon the peoplo of India by executive action without 
in Borne cases any statutory limitation of the rates and in othor oases any adequate prescription 
by statute of the methods of assessment.’ 

“ The next sentence is this : 

4 They consider that the imposition of new burdens should he gradually brought more 
within the purview of the legislature.’ 

Taking that sentence, Sir p may I not ask the hon. the Revenue Member 
to consider it to mean that at least so far as the resettlement rates are 
concerned, that is to say where yon seok to impose new burdens on the land¬ 
holders, that ought to be brought more within the purview of tho legis¬ 
lature. I am putting it roost mildly. Is it inconsistent with the require¬ 
ments of this province that this Council should have the power to fix the 
rates of assessment at each resettlement ? And the last sentence is 

4 Ihe subject is one which probably wculd not be transfer™ i to Ministers until the electo¬ 
rate inoluded a satisfactory representation of rural interests, those of the tenantry as wall as 
of the landlords and the system should ho established on a olear statutory basis before the 
ohange takes plaos.’ 

“I submit, Mr. Presideut, that the Government of Madras as well as the 
Government of India are taking refuge in petti-fogging interpretation of 
the language used by the Joint Parlimentary Committee and are not trying 
to carry out the spirit of the recommendations of the Joint Committee. My 
hon. Friend the Revenue Member also said that under the prosont constitu¬ 
tion, since land revenue is a reserved subject, it is impossible to have a 
measure of this kind. I join issue with him on that matter. I grant that 
it is a reserved subject, but there is no provision in the statute whioh 
prohibits a reserved subject being brought under legislative oontrol by 
means of a statute in this House. Taking that argument to its logical 
conclusion, it comes to this. that so far as reserved subjects are concerned 
there can be no statutory law in this province whioh vests the ultimate voice 
in this House. I do no; think anybody on the Treasury Beuoh would argue 
that that position is sound. I was glad to hear, Mr. President, that he 
conceded that a matter like this should be based on convention. Even 
assuming for one moment that these are reserved subjects, what is there 
preventing conventions growing here, under which, with regard to resettle¬ 
ments, this House will have a large voice. My hon. Friend the Revenue 
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Member read an extract from the Government of India despatch in. which 
they said that this is a fundamental departure. I agree. But beoause it is 
a fundamental departure, or beoause it is felt that such a statute has not 
been introduced into any other Oounoil, it does not follow that we in Madras 
have no right, and Government are unable to give any argument against it. 
1 ask, what is the reason ? Why should not the Government press forward 
this UillP My bon. Friend Mr. Krishnan Nayar who moved the token 
motion gave a brilliant galaxy of names. 1 have no desire to repeat them. 
But I think, to say as Sir Arthur Knapp said, that this desire on the part of 
the House to have control over these land revenue resettlements is of a 
revolutionary character, is essentially something which cannot be justified. 

<{ One last word, Mr. President. It is a case really of the Government’s, 
at any rete with regard to the pattadars who pay Rs 10 and less, slow, I do 
not say of their deliberate or conscious, attempt to kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg. The ohronio poverty of the agriculturists is a problem 
which must tax the attention of the administrators of this province whether 
under foreign rule or under Swaraj . I agree that an all-round permanent 
settlement may not be a desirable solution. It may be that all agricultural 
incomes over Rs. 2,000 a year may have to be brought under income-tax. 
But with that provision, 1 think, Mr. President, a permanent settlement of 
the land revenue will go a long way towards mating the eoonomio condi¬ 
tions of a large, if not a predominantly large, part of our people what they 
ought to be. This Bill, Sir, is in one respect even worse than Sir Arthur 
Knapp’s Bill. In Sir Arthur Knapp’s Bill at least, Sir, the rules were to be 
placed on the table of the Council for a period of not less than two months 
when the Council was in session. My non. Friend the Revenue Member 
has introduced an * improvement’. It is to lay it on the table of the House 
for a period of two months, probably in June and J uly or in May and June, 
when there is do ohanoe of our mooting at all. There is a real danger, as 
my hon. Friend the Second Minister when on this side of the House pointed 
out, when without getting full statutory control over the assessment we 
agree to this Bill. The danger is that we are giving legislative sanction to 
executive action, and therefore, in regard to each resettlement or settlement, 
the officials will go forward in their own way saying that they are aoting 
under the wishes of the Council, whereas now at least there is a fear that in 
the case of executive orders this Council may sit in judgment over them. I 
do hope that this (buncil will vote for this block motion, whioh my hon. 
Friend Mr. Sami Venkataohalam Chetti has moved to out Rs. 21,78,300 
and compel the hon. the Revenue Member to go to the Governor and say 
* unless i our Excellency is going to certify, I shall have to close my shop . 
I think it is the only way in which the strong resentment of this House oould 
be expressed against the Bill.'’ 

•Mr S Muttayya Mudaliyak :—“Mr. President, Sir, I have given 
notice of similar motions, No>. 10 and 12 a on the agenda paper, and they 
raise the same question. I wish to discuss the matter thoroughly, and I crave 
for some more time than is prescribei.”

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ Then, may I ask your permission 
whether I can move my motions ? ” 

* The hon. the President If the hon. Member wants to move his 
motion^, he will have to wait. Now, it is only if he wants to speak on the 
motion that has been made by Mr. Krishnan Nayar or by Mr. Sami Venkata- 
ohalam Ohetti that I can allow him to do so.” 

* Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyar •“ May I ask whether I oannot move 
my motions now ? ” 

* The hon. the President “ I cannot give my ruling in anticipation.” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ Then, Sir, I request your permission 
to move my motions later on,” 

* The hon. the President 1<f Is the hon. Member going to speak on this 

motion P ” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar: —“When I mako ray motions later, 
you will bo pleased to grant mo sufficient time (laughter). Sir, I have 
given notice of a motion which is identical with this, and I am now 
speaking on the motions of Me. Sami Venkataohaiam Chetfci and 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar, and my idea is this, that the Survey and Settle¬ 
ment department can and ought to be abolished. The Survey aud 
Settlement department have been in existence for a century in this province 
and almost all the areas in the province have been surveyed. There may 
be one or two plaoes where fresh lands have to be brought under cultivation 
which may have to be surveyed. Making due allowances for that, certainly 
I do not believe that the Survey department is doing very useful work by 
resurveying lands already surveyed. The oost of tho establishment as found 
from the budget is about Its, 25 lakhs'a year. Even assuming that the 
Board of Revenue is necessary, and the revenue inspectors who are inoloded 
are necessary, and some small remnant of the Survey department is necessary, 
the cost may come to Its. 7 or 6 lakhs, so that the balanoe expenditure which 
I consider unnecessary for the Survey and Settlement department is about 
Rs. 16 or 17 lakhs a year. Taking the figures from 1910 to 1925, tho net 
rise in the revenue of the province has been from Rs. 5 orores to Rs. 5 orores 
and 65 lakhs, so that with tho operation for fifteen years of the Survey and 
Settlement department the revenues have increased only by Rs. 60 lakhs, 
half of which is due to fresh lands brought under cultivation. Taking the 
inoreaso due to revision of assessment at about 2 lakhs a year, and capitalizing 
these two lakhs at 6 per cent compound interest it comes to Rs. 33 lakhs. 
Probably I shall be able to show later on how rauoh of the expenditure on 
this department is unnecessary. The net profit deducting the expenditure 
oomes to about Rs. 16 or 17 lakhs a year and capitalizing this for 30 years 
and taking the present value, it wilL oome to about Rs. I orore and 75 lakhs, 
so that if the Survey and Settlement department should go on spending, the 
net profit in a cycle of 30 years can be represented by the oapitalized value. So 
that for the purpose of an earning of 1 orore and 75 lakhs, the Government 
propose to go on spending Rs. 25 lakhs a year and oontinue this establishment 
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for 80 years. The expenditure is more than half o! what is earned. 
I propose as an alternative to this, if the Government is anxious that 
there should be no permanent settlement and that the revenue of the 
province should go on increasing, and fora moment I shall leave aside the 
12-80 oontingenoy of the revenue going down owing to fall in prices, it will 
p.m. he perfectly enough if you raise a small premium of 12 annas or one 
rupee in each aore of cultivated land, and this amount may be lent out at 
interest. This is the proposal which I wish to place for the consideration of 
Government, and it will obviate the necessity of our wrangling on this side 
of the House that the enhancement of land revenue must be plaoed before 
the Legislative Council and the Government of India and the Government 
of Madras attempting to go against the wishes of the vast majority of this 
House. In this way we shall get over our difficulty, and we shall be rid of 
this botAer and bugbear of enhancement of revenue. With these words, I 
support the motion. v 

Mr. K. R. Venkatarama Ayyar :—“ Mr. President, Sir. I rise to support 
the motion of my hon. Friend, Mr. Krishnan Nayar. Ours is an agricultural 
country and a tax on agriculture is indeed a tax upon the primary occupation 
of the large masses of population in this country. If the Legislative Council 
of the province will not bo allowed to have the ultimate control over the 
principles of settling the rent and rates of assessment in respect of this 
primary occupation of the country, I think all talk of self-government or 
any government in the direction of self-government is a farce. On this 
point, I think there is no difference of opinion between ono side of tho 
House and another. It was well that Mr. Krishnan Nayar started 
this topic with a token out. It is why in the fitness of things that the 
Leader of the Opposition with the spirit characteristic of that party 
made it a substantial out, not that there is any difference of opinion 
between one side of the House and the other on this all important topic. 
All of us are of one mind on this. Whereas Mr. Krishnan Nayar thinks 
that the sense of this House is sufficiently conveyed by voting in 
favour of this token cut, perhaps the Leader of the Opposition thinks 
that with due regard to our oxperienoe of the attitude of the Government in 
the past nothing short of a substantial cut will bring home to the Govern¬ 
ment au adequate realization of what the country feels on this subject. 

“ There is a good deal to be said in favour of the view of the Leader of 
the Opposition. (Hear, hear,) But as there are temperamental differences 
even in this House, let it not be understood that beoause some of us support 
the motion of Mr. Krishnan Nayar, we feol anyjffio less on the motion oi the 
Leader of tho Opposition. If we on this side give our vote en bloc iu favour 
of the motion of Mr. Krishnan Nayar, let it not be assumed for that reason 
that we feel any the less than the Leader of the Opposition on this important 
topic. If our method, even after this chanoe, fails to bring Government to 
a perception of what they owe to the people of this country, then I do not 
think it will be long before we rally together and make our temperament 
more exactly approximating to that of the Leader of the Opposition.*' 

• Mr. K. V. R. Swami “ Mr. President, Sir, what I cannot understand 
is the expenditure on the Survey department. The land in this oountry 
has been surveyed four times within a period of 120 years. Now they want 
to surrey it again. I do not know the purpose for which this survey is 
intended. It is said that iiwill settle the boundary disputes. But these

settlements of Surrey Officers are binding on nobody because the party con¬ 
cerned may rush to a civil oourt which may settle the dispute as it likes. 
The decision of the Survey department is not binding on the court. It is 
absurd to think that so muoh money should be wasted on such surveys which 
profit nobody, and I do not beleive that the Government think that by adopt¬ 
ing a new survey the land is going to be increased in extent or that they 
would derive more revenue from the land. 

“ Now, with regard to the question of settlement, the view point 
is quite different. The bureaucracy thinks that they have the right to 
increase the tax just as they like ; but we who represent tho people 
think that they have not got such right and that such right should not 
be exeroised by the bureaucracy. The hon. tho Revenue Member had 
made it quite clear to this House to-day and on very many occasions 
before that he is not responsible to this House. I do not agree with him in 
his theory of responsibility or irresponsibility. He is not responsible to any 
one. Is that the position P To whom is he responsible ? Perhaps my Friend 
the Revenue Member may say that he is responsible to tho Government of 
India. To whom are the Government of India responsible P You may say, 
to the Secretary of State. And the Secretary of State is responsible to himself 
only. I know as a matter of fact he is not in any way responsible to any¬ 
body. If the Government of India or the Secretary of State were responsible 
to Parliament, they would have paid more respect to the Joint Committee’s 
report. They set at naught even the findings of the Joint Committee of 
Parliament. Now, with regard to this matter, as rightly pointed out by 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar, land taxation is the heaviest in this presidency and is 
growing by leaps and bounds. It will be seen that in the year 1891-92, 
the land tax was only 392 lakhs. In 1921-22, it was 629 lakhs. Now in 
the budget year, it is 755 lakhs. That means that so much money is taken 
from the poor man, for; 70 per cent of the ryots are only pattadars paying 
Rs. 10 and less—and he is deprived of the means of livelihood. The hon. the 
Revenue Member thinks that if tho increments are made to depend upon the 
vote of this House, even if autonomy is granted, tho representatives ot the 
House may not feel their responsibility. 1 do not at all agree with him there. 
We sec with regard to local bodies, the power of assessment is now given to 
them and they inorease the tax whenever necessary. Whenever the Minister 
in charge finds that taxation is heavy in this case—whoever may be in charge 
of the department, whether it is a Minister of one party or of another he 
would certainly feel the responsibility and see how the income may be supple¬ 
mented without burdening the poor, and he would even oonsent as my 
Friend Mr. Satyamurti suggested, to the levy of an income-tax on incomes 
from land of over Rs. 2,000 or so. I quite believe that if this power is given 
to this House, they are not going to shirk their responsibility in assessing 
taxes and managing affairs in a proper manner. So, with these few words, 
I recommend tho total out to the Members of this House. My hon. Friend, 
Mr. Venkatarama Ay jar said that he quite sympathized with the proposition 
but he was not going to vote for it. If he really sympathizes with the pro¬ 
position moved by the Leader of the Opposition why should he not vote for 
it ? Where is the delicaoy P We have already tried the bureauoraoy more 
than onoe and found them wanting. Then, wliy should he trust them again? 
(Hear, hear.) If he really means business, if he really represents the 
constituency which sent him here, ho should vote for the total out. We hate 
again and again put forward resolutions for permanent settlement, but the 
Reserved Half never felt any delioaoy in refusing to accede to our 
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demands. So I request all the Members of all the parties, without any deli¬ 
cacy whatsoever, without giving any more chance to the bureauoraoy for 
further rectification—because we have heard what has fallen from the lips of 
the hon. the Revenue Member who has dearly shown that he could not do 
anything in the matter—to join in this motion and thus carry the total out.” 

• Mr. 0, R. Parthasakathi Avyakgar :—“ Sir, there are two principles 
whioh are affeoted by the continuance of this department. First the 
assumption is that the executive department of the State is the owner of the 
land, and is entirely at liberty to vary the rates as it pleased. The second 
principle they are following is to encourage the system of peasant proprie¬ 
tors in the country. We want that we should have the right of regulating 
the increase or decrease of taxation. Generally, it was understood until the 
British advent—before Sir Thomas Munro introduced the ryotwari system 
—that the owner of the land was the rjot and not the Ring. The King 
was only paid a certain share for the protection he gave to his subjeots. But 
the theory of modern Government is, ‘ Oh, you wero ruled by despots and 
they were the owners of the land, and therefore wo as their successors have a 
right to increase the tax. 5 This theory was knocked on the head by the late 
Sir Subrahmanya Ayyar. l*ut still, notwithstanding that, the idea is carried 
on as if the executive Government is the owner of the soil. It is entirely 
opposed to the theory of the Indian State. 

“ It offends the principle that the State is here to benefit the ruled and not 
pm, the rulers. It seems to thiuk tbat the agricultural income is the only source 
of income in the country and that it can be made to expand at will. The 
theory that the State is tho owner of the land is absolutely wrong. My 
definite answer to it is in the negative. Therefore settlement and survey 
are not necessary in the land and they ought to cease to exist. 

“ My second complaint is this: Why ehould not aJl tho revenue officials 
from the Collector downwards, be employed to improve the output from the 
land? The best way of doing it will be to see that there is only ono 
cultivation in every village. 1 mean to say that the system of peasant 
proprietorship is causing ruin to the agriculturists and therefore the 
Minister should put an end to it and see that there is only one joint culti¬ 
vation and one tnreshing floor in a village. This would make availablo a 
large area for cultivation. On these two principles I strongly support the 
motion. I feci that the whole department of survey and settlement is ante* 
diluvian and does not deserve to exist any longer. ” 

* Mr-K. R. Karant :—“ Sir, any satisfactory Revenue Settlement Bill 
should provide for two things Tho first is that tho rates should bo settled 
finally by this Council and the second is that in the application of the rates 
to any particular area there must be an impartial tribunal to see that they 
are properly applied. Judging by these two points, I think tho present Bill 
that has been brought forward is absolutely unsatisfactory. I find that in 
some quarters it has been said and repeated now by the non. the Revenue 
Member that the Bill provides that at a resettlement there will not be any 
more rise than 18J per cent. But even this I will point out to hon. Mem¬ 
bers is a ruse. If you read the Bill you will find in clause 33, Hub-clause 
(2), this provision, viz.: 

• In the oase of agricultural lands where the proposals for the revision of assessment 
inolode a percentage enhancement of or a decrease in the immediately previous rates on the 
ground of a rise or fall in prices, the enhancement or deoreass on this acoount shall not exceed 
18} per cent.' 
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u So it means only where the basis is rise or fall in prices that it shall 
not exceed 18J per cent. But there are in the Bill other clauses under whioh 
the executive can ride a coach and four. Clauses 28 and 29 provide that 
where the convenience of transport or conditions of irrigation or of any 
other facilities, etc., have varied in any particular area they may also be 
grounds for increasing the rates. The clause providing for a maximum of 
18J per cent wil^not apply to such cases at all. 

c< As regards my second point, my submission is that the power should 
be given to the Civil Courts and not as stated in tho clause to a prescribed 
offioer, who, L have no doubt, will be some man from tho Revenue depart¬ 
ment. Even here we find that the Board of Revenue has always got tho 
right to set aside the deoision come to by this appellate officer whereas a 
private party has no right of appeal. 

“ I wish aho to submit one or two points rosrarding the district of South 
Kanara whioh I represent. I submit that the resurvoy and settlement 
operations in that district should not go on until a proper Settlement Bill is 
passed in the Legislative Council. So far as the settlement is concerned hon. 
Members have made numerous criticisms. So far as tho resurvey is 
conoerned I see from the proceedings of this Council that last year an assur¬ 
ance was given that there would not probably be any more resurvey in parts 
of the district other than one taluk. A great 03mplainfc with regard to tho 
resurvey in our district is this. I do concede that to some extent the last 
survey was not satisfactory, but at the same time I wish to submit that tho 
present survey is done in a most unsatisfactory manner. What I mean is this, 
that the officers employed have usually to live on Its. *2-8-0 or Us. 30 and 
very naturally they have to augment their income. What we find is—as a 
matter of fact I am prepared to make a challenge to tho hon. tho Revenue 
Member—that iu every village in which there has been rosurvey there are any 
number of mistakes, not because of the survey but because of its application. 
Survey stones are fixed far beyond where they ought to be. Iu most oases 
private lands are included in porambokes. I have no doubt that this 
resurvey will bring in any amount of litigation. I admit there were many 
mistakes committed at the time of the last survey, but most of them have 
been rectified. Now what is happening is that these people go and transplant 
stones from place to plaoo. This will give rise to a lot of litigation in future. 
My submission is that the village shambogs with the help of the land record 
tahsildaia are quite ample to roctify any existing mistakes and that this 
resurvey should be stopped in our district. A number of associations in our 
distriot have already said that they do not want this costly thing. Nine 
lakhs of rupees were spont about tho year 1901 for the survey of the whole 
district and now the people have to pay again, because it seems that at that 
time, survey was not oonduoted properly. My submission is that even though 
there may be some.mistakes here and there, the present staff, if it is given 
some extra help, will be quite ablo to cope with the situation. It is not 
at all necessary to havo this resurvey department which plays havoc and 
gives a lot of trouble to the people and is sure to inorease litigation in the 
distriot.' 1 

• Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar:—“ Mr. President, Sir, I support Mr. 
Krishnan Nayar’s motion for this reason, viz,, that any delay in bringing in 
a Revenue Settlement Bill vesting the power of fixing the rates in this (Jounpil 
will have a very ^ prejudicial effect on the prospeots of agriculture in my 
districts. It is responsible for the oreation of a feeling of insecurity in my 
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districts. I know of very many mirasidars who are on the look oat for 
purchasers for their lands seeing that the lands yield only an income 
of 4 per oent on an average and then there is this Damocles' sword banging 
over their heads, viz, the increase of the rates after the settlement Under 
these circumstances, men who are already tired of the hard labour and the 
worry entailed by agricultural operations feel that it is safer to invest their 
money in the banks. Sir, if this Council was given the power of fixing the 
rates or having their say in their ultimate determination, then, people will 
have the feelmg that the Council being responsible to the electorate their 
representatives will safeguard their interests. Thus, we may have a greater 
feeling of security in the country. Now, because of this element of 
uncertainty all that we may do m order to afford increased irrigation facilities 
or all that the Agricultural department may do in order to promote intensive 
cultivation will ho practically ot no avail. So, for this one reason, viz , that 
it is highly and extremely necessary to create this feeling of security in the 
oonntry instead of perpetuating the present unsatisfactory condition and 
gloomy prospects of agriculture I have very great pleasure in supporting 
this motion.” 

* Mr. C. Ramasomayajulu :—“Sir, in accordance with the suggestion 
made by you that my motion a too can be discussed along with the one now 
before the House, 1 rise to speak a tew words on this motion. I wish to deal 
at the same time with tne specific motion which I have given notice of. Of 
the throe reasons which J have mentioned in the out I have proposed, the 
first deals with the question of suspending the re-settlement operatious now 
going on in East Godavari and West Godavari districts until the Land 
Revenue Settlement Bill becomes law. The second and the third reason 
deal with the state of pattadars paying Rs. 10 and below. With reference 
to these people, I wish to make two alternative suggestions to the House. 
My first suggestion is that they may be exempted from the payment of land 
revenue altogether. My second suggestion* is that they may at least be 
granted exomption from the operation of tbo re-settlement. 

“ Now, with reference to the first suggestion, Sir, the Land Revenue Bill 
which has been recently published contains a section which says that no 
objection can at any time be taken with reference to the settlement made or 
now being made or to any act which has been done on the ground that the 
same is not done in pursuance of the Land Revenue Act. That means to say, 
it exempts the present settlement altogether from the operation of the Land 
Revenue Bill. It is this provision which has compelled me to put in this 
motionbefoiotho House. The Members of the Council might be aware, 
Sir, that some time back, in the year 1921, my honi Friend Mr. Siva Rao 
brought a similar motion when the previous Land Revenue Bill was uuder 
contemplation. Of course his motion was that the operations of the settle¬ 
ment rates might be suspended until a Land Revenue Bill was placed before 
the Counoil and became law. f lhe wording of my present motion is more

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comprehensive than that. My motion is that tho settlement operations 
may be suspended not with reference to fixing the rates merely. Why 
it is that L have worded this motion in this manner, I am bound to 
explain to the Council. There are two reasons for it. The first is that 
when Mr. Siva Bao made a similar motion in 1921 the Bill was still in 
embryo, had not been drafted and nobody could say with oertainty when 
it was likely to take the shape of a Bill and when it was to be passed 
into law. Another reason whioh impelled me to word my motion in this 
way is this. Daring the discussion of Mr. Siva Rao’s motion it was pointed 
out by two Members of Government (Sir Muhammad Habib-ul-lah and Sir 
Charles Todhuntcr) that if the settlement was to go on systematised lines 
and if ultimately a Bill was to oome up before the Counoil, it would be waste 
of time and money if we were to be compelled to take a new method of 
calculation to arrive at figures or rates in pursuance of tho Aot to be ulti¬ 
mately passed. This ground was set forth against the motion of Mr. Siva 
Rao. That is why I have forestalled this objection. Therefore, I wish that 
the settlement operations may be suspended until the Bill becomes law. 
Further, we are in almost actual contact with the Bill sinoe it will be coming 
up for discussion in the August session. Therefore the reasons then put 
forth for limiting the motion to the operative character do not exist any 
longer. Now, we can ask for tho suspension of the settlement operations 
instead of merely the operativo portions of thorn. I may point out that 
although tho motion was opposed by tho Government Members on that 
occasion it was passed by a huge majority in this House and, as a matter of 
faot, tho Government, in spite of their opposition to it, did yield to it ulti¬ 
mately and postponed giving effect to the rates proposed until the year 1924. 
So much so, seeing that a precedent has already been established in the 
matter and seeing that we are iu actual contact with the Bill, I suppose there 
will bo no serious objection to accept the principle contained in the first of 
the three reasons given for my motion. 

“Then, Sir, with reference to the remaining two questions, I think I will 
have to tread a thorny path. It ssems to me that views have been taken— 
I do not know on what basis—by the Taxation Enquiry Committee and by the 
Government that land revenue must bo taken as a tax in rem, The Taxation 
Enquiry Committee after its laborious enquiry came to tho conclusion that the 
case of pattadars paying Us. 10 and below wa9 the hardest among the culti¬ 
vators. They havo a good deal of sympathy for them but they provide abso¬ 
lutely no remedy for them. They say that, because land revenue is a tax in rem . 
they cannot go behind it and exempt tho poor tax-payers. I cannot under¬ 
stand that kind of reason. Thoy reoommended that there should be methods 
of better rural economy and not total exemption from land revenue. I ueei 
not talk of the sad plight of the small pattadars, their large families, and 
larger indebtedness and the fickleness of the seasons. Theie are pointed out 
by the Taxation Committee themselves. They have the greatest sympathy 
for the ryots. But they prefer the plea that land revenue is a tax in rem. 
With the courtesy of a particular association whioh sent memorials on these 
matters in the year 1&97 at the time of tho previous settlement, I have 
got the figures for a particular fasli for ray distriot/’ 

* The hon. the President 1 {i The hon. Member will kiudly resume his 

seat, as his time-limit is roaohed/'

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• Mr. P. SrvA Eao .—“ Sir, I wish to say a few words oil this very 
important question. We are acquainted with the history of this question, 
how a committee was appointed as early as 1920 and it was decided to 
proceed with legislation. It was in 1921 that I had the privilege of moving 
a resolution in this House that the principles of land revenue legislation 
should be codified and placed on a statutory basis, and that the resettlement 
operations then pending should be suspended. No doubt, Sir, the Grovern- 
ment were kind enough to comply with that request and out of deference to 
the unanimous wish of the Legislative Counoil they postponed the adoption 
of the resettlement proposals till the contemplated Bill wa3 passed. Then, 
as my hon. Colleague, Mr. Krishnan Nayar, alluded to a very strong, 
inBuential and reprosoutativo committee was appointed. A via media was 
arrived at betwoen two different opinions, and we came to the unanimous 
oonelusion that at any rate, the resettlement operations should receive the 
positive approval of the Legislative Council. It is needless for mo to men¬ 
tion that this proposal was recommended an! agreed to by no less a gentle¬ 
man than Sir Muhammad Habib-ul-lah who is now in the Viceroy's 
Council in charge of the Revenue Department. We thought that we oonld 
have no difficulty whatever in carrying through this pieoe of legislation. 
Bat the Governmcut of India seems to have boon an obstacle in the way of 
the Local Government. A third remedy or alternative was also proposed 
that resettlement proposals should be introduced by way of a financial Bill 
in the Legislative Council and passed. In such a case, it should be open to 
the Executive Government to Bring* it in the form of a Financial proposal 
and have it passed in the Legislative Council. That proposal also was not 
brought up. 

“Wo had thon the Bill which was introduced by the hon. Sir Arthur Knapp 
and it rightly met with the fate which it really deserved. What is the skeleton 
of the present Bill which is published in the gazette ? The Bi!l provides 
only for the laying on the table of the House, the resettlement proposals for 
about two monlhs. Ihis is, in my opinion, a very inadequate and illusory 
safeguard against the excess assessments which the executive authorities may 
propose in this matter. As it is, the resettlement proposals are published in 
the gazette and the public who arc affected thereby are invited to formulate 
any objections to them. I do not think, by passing this Bill we are making 
any improvement or taking any step forward. 

c; Now, Sir, I welcome one feature of the Bill as was done by my hon. 
Friend Mr. Krishnan Nayar. That is, they have fixed the pitoh of the assess¬ 
ment to a maximum of por cent. There is absolutely no other merit in 
the Bill. I do not think it will have any chauee of passing its first reading 
in this Council, 

“ One other matter with whioh 1 shall olose. What is the use of legislation 
on the subject, if resettlement proposals are allowed to go on without taking 
note of the impending legislation. Whom is this piece of legislation going 
to benefit? Resettlements are already over j the Ceded districts have come 
under them ; South Kanara is under this process now. It is absolutely 
necessary that so far as resettlement proposals an concerned, the Government 
should stay their hands pending this pieoe of legislation Otherwise, there 
is absolutely no need for formulating the proposals.” 
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Mr. P. 0. Venratapati Raju <c Mr..President, Sir, I rise to support 
the motion moved by the hon. the Leader of the Opposition, though on 
different grounds, 1 have given notice of a motion asking for a permanent 
settlement. This substantial cut of the Leader of the Opposition will very 
well suit my purpose, When I want permanent settlement, I do not want 
the Survey and Settlement departments to go on uaduly inoreasing t&o oess 
year after year.” 

* The hon. the President :—* If the hon, Member wants to speak on 
permanent settlement, he may do so on another oooasion. The question now 
before the House is the Land Revenue Bill.” 

Mr. P. 0. Venkatapati Raju 1 “I shall then wait for my turn.” 

* The hon. Mr. N, E. Marjoribanks “ Sir, I do not wish to go again 
over the ground traversed by hon. Memtnra. As regards the appliintion of 
the recommendations of tho Joint Select Committee I wish merely to reiterate 
that the Bill that has been published does brin' the operations of settle¬ 
ments within the purview of the Legislative Council. Certain details of the 
Bill published in the Gazette have been oritioised ; but, that Bill is not 
before the House now. I do not think this is the time to go into its details. 

44 1 should like to notice two main suggestions that have been made. Oao 
is that the Survey and Settlement Departments should be entirely abolished ; 
the second is that settlement operations should be suspended pending tho 
passing of a Land Revenue Settlement riill What l would like hon 
Members should be quite olear about, is that these operations have no neoes- 
sary oonnexiou at alL with raising the rates of assessment. Even if we do 
not raise the rates, even by one pie, it would still he necessary in tho interests 
of tee ryots themselves ihat these operations should be carried out in order 
that their properties might be correctly registered and in order that each man 
might know what amount is properly due to him without any question of 
increase or decrease in the rate. Hon. Members are aware that [ have some 
special experience in tho matter. For a period ot seven years it was my duty 
to tour amongst the villages all over the Presidency. I have never found 
any place where the ryots were not most anxious that their lands should be 
correctly surveyed and registered. I quite admit that it is possible to have 
a too metionlous standard in this matter and I sympathise and personally 
agree with much of what fell from the hon. Member from South Kanara. 

We do not wish to go on making any farther survey in any place whero there 
is a sufficiently correct and proper record of the holdings of the ryots. It is 
only in those places where it has been proved to us beyond doubt that defec¬ 
tive methods have been adopted unfortunately for reasons of economy and 
whero the existing reoords are inoorrect and inadequate for the purpose of 
recording further changes that wo have reluotantly agreed to a further 
survey. As has been pointed out by several hon. Members, resurvey is very 
oostly and the whole oost does not fall on the ryots alone; most of it falls on 
the general tax-payer. As a financial proposition it is not worth our while ; 
it oan only be justified on account of the advantages which tho ryots get 
from it. We will, no doubt, have another opportunity of discussing more 
particularly the case%f South Kanara and other places. 

♦ u As regards the dutiei of tho staff engaged/they oonsist in oorrccting the 
registers, in oarrying out tho transfers which the ryots have asked for and ^ 
in seeing that the registration of all waste lands, and porambokes are oorreotly* 
made. In all these things the ryots are most interested and are very 
Anxious that they should be properly done* It has nothing to do with 

9 
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inereaeiug the assessment or altering it in any wav. Hon. Members, or 
most of them, have some experience or knowledge of the land revenue system 
and will probably realise that it is qnite possible to increase the rates at 
present assessed by one anna or two annas or three annas in the rupee with* 
out employing any additional staff whatsoever. That is why, I think, they 
are speaking under some misapprehension when they oontend that no money 
should be spent on the department and ask what is being done by the 
staff” 

* The hon. the President :—'* I believe the house is now ready for the 
question.” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Ohetti :—“ May I make a submission, 
Sir P I suppose the motion of whioh T have given notice will be pat first.” 

* The hon. the President : —‘ May I know the authority on whioh the 
hon. Member relies P ” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :—“ My motion is for a larger cut in 
the grant and, if it is carried, the other amount would be comprised in it-” 

The bon the President :—“ No. The first is a motion for the redaction 
of a token amount while the second is for a substantial cut. Token motions, 
according to the practice in this House, arc put first and then the substantial 
motions are put, and I do not see any reason why I should deviate from the 
established practice of this House. If the hon. the Leader of the Opposition 
has got any authority to quote, I have no objection to examine the question. 
Has he got any precedents of this House in his view when he makes suoh a 
statement ? ” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :—“ Sir, the practice has been, if I 
remember correotly . . 

* The hon. the President :—I should like to have the precedents. I 
have already mentioned that, according to my recollection of the pructioe of 
this House, the token motions are put first and then the substantial motions. 
If the hon. the Leader of the Opposition has got any precedents in his view, 
I request him to refer me to those precedents It is not a question of one 
memory against another memory.” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti: —“I think, Sir, it has been the 
practice even with regard to token motions that motions for larger amounts 
should be put first. I take it from the rulir g whioh yon have given on the 
last occasion that you will only allow token motions of Us. 100 to he put 
first My motion is oertainly not a token motion but is for a substantial out.” 

* 1 he hon. the President :—“ Yes, I agree that your motion is for a 
substantial cut. That is why I put the token motion first. Then I shall 
come to the substantial cut. 

“ I shall now put first Mr. Krishnan Nayar’s motion. In ease it is carried, 
I have simply to put the question again that the grant already reduced by 
Bs. 100 he further reduced by the amount indicated in the seoond motion.” 

The token motion of Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar was put to the 
House and adopted. 

* The horn the President I now put the second motion to the House. 

Since it is an item of a grant, I think the House has got the right, according 
to the Act as well as the Buies, to vote down the item.

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Sriman Eiswanath Das Mahasayo:—“ Sir, I beg to move— 

‘ that the allotment of Rt. 24,78,400 for Survey and Settlement be 
reduced by Rs. 100,’ 

“ Sir, my idea in tabling this motion is to discuss the neoessity of taking 
up survey and settlement operations [in the Bodakhimidi estate, Ganjam 
distriet, now under the Court of Wards. 

“ This estate has come under the Court of Wards administration sinoe 
1922. More than four years have elapsed and Government have not yet 
taken up the work of surveying the’estate. Under section 104 of the Kstates 
Land Act, it is a duty vested in the Government that when a certain estate 
comes under the Court of Wards, they have to undeitake the survey and 
settlement operations of that estate. Sir, the estate is in affluent ciroum* 
stances as may be seen from the report of the Court of Wards.” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Mabjokibanks :—“ Sir, to save time, may I- explain 
to the hon. Member that the survey has been taken up.” 

Sriman Birwanath Das Mahasayo:—'It has not been taken up and 
I shall be glad to withdraw the motion if it is to bo taken up.” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Maiijouibanks :—“ It has been provided for in the 
Budget.” 

Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo:—“ May I know whether it is for 
survey alone or both for survey and settlement P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Mabjobibanks : —“ Survey alone has so far been 
provided. Applications have not yet been received for settlement.” 

Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo“ In that case, Sir, I beg to 
withdraw the motion.” 

The motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

* Mr. Mahmud Schamnad Sahib “ I move— 

‘ To reduce the allotment of Rs. 24,78,400 for Survey and Settlement 
by 100.’ (To discuss the undesirability of the resurvey of South 
Kanara district) 

“ The survey of South Kanara was completed about 30 years ago and 
the expenses of survey were collected from the ryots. The survey was mad e 
not at tho instance of the people nor for their good, but for. the benefit of 
Government to get increased revenue. Accordingly, the Gov ernme nt got a 
large amount tf reveuue. " 

“ Now, what justification is there then for the Government to levy from 
the people the charges of resurvey again P Although the Government had 
village officers, talaiyaris, etc,, the burden of maintaining the survey marks 
was thrown on the poor ryots. If survey stones were destroyed even by 
causes beyond the ryots’ control, such as floods, etc., the ryots were made to 
pay the cost of replacing the survey stones. If there were mistakes in the 
survey of some parts of South Kanara, it was the duty of the Government 
to get those mistakes rectified at the expense of the Government, through 
their karnams or some other agenoy. B 
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“ Now, after collecting assessment according to that wrong survey, as 
they say, for so many years, they come forward and say that there are 
mistakes in the old survey and that they want to oorrect them at the 
expense of the ryots. Is there any justification for not correcting the 
mistakes then and there as soon as they were found out, and for allowing 
them to accumulate ? Is there any justification for the Government charging 
the oost of the resurvey upon the ryots for which they are not responsible P 
The mistakes, if any, were made by the survey party engaged by Govern¬ 
ment for surveying ; e/en for that the ryots have paid once. With what 
grace can they charge the people again with the oost of the resurvey P 

“ Now, what are the mistakes they want to rectify ? There may be some 
bends or straight lines hero and there where there ought to have been 
straight lines or bends. These do not make muoh difference and hence don’t 
matter much. Almost all the serious mistakes have already been corrected 
by having recourse to law courts, etc. Now, some portions of the Kasaragod 
taluk have already been measured and surveyed and they have now begun 
with some other taluks of the South Kanara district. Let us bee what is the 
effect of this resurvey. Has it improved matters P No. It has unsettled 
everything. Innumerable causes of litigation have been brought into exist¬ 
ence. Separate holdings have been clubbed together and pattas have been 
issued jointly. If there were no visible marks on the land they had the 
former plans and measurements. They oould have acted upon these and 
issued separate pattas. They have acted most recklessly ; they have not 
consulted the revenue officers; thoy have not oonsulted the village offioers, 
neither the owners nor the former pattfidars. Thoy have issued pattas to 
whomsoever they pleased, the only consideration being their private gratifica¬ 
tion. I personally know several such instances la several cases tenants 
have been given pattas ; and some whom even law courts have declined to 
give pattas have been given pattas Any man who oould approach the 
surveyors has been given a patta. 

“ I therefore say that further survey operations should be stopped and no 
survey charges should bo oollected from the ryots and even those that have 
been collected already should be refunded to them.*' 

* Mr. A. B. Shetiy ‘" Mr. President, I find from the hon. the Eevenue 
Member’s reply to the interpellation of Mr, Saldanha that resuivey would 
not be done unless it was found absolutely necessary in the interests of the 
ryots. Further, in his reply to the budget demand on the same matter he 
said last year that, so far as he could foresee, it would not be necessary 
in the rest of the district, that is, in taluks other than Kasaragod. The Land¬ 
holders’ Association at Puttur held a meeting for this purpose and they have 
expressed strong disapproval of the resurvey of the district. Three meetings 
of the ryots of the Mangalore taluk were called by the Divisional Offioer at 
Mangalore, Moolky and Bantwal, and tfyese also expressed strong disapproval 
of the resurvey proposal. People fear that resurvey would upset their long 
established possessions and that it would give rise to unneoessary litigation. 
In view of these faots, I trust that the hon. the Eevenue Member will see 
that no resurvey of the rest of the district is carried out.”

* The hon. Mr. N. K Marjoribanks :—“ Sir, the hon. Member who 
spoke first diaoussed this question from two points of view. One was that he 
said that there was no need for resurvey, and the other was—I did not quite 
oatoh what he said—l think, that the work was being done badly. As 
regards the latter contention that the work is badly done, it is a matter that 
ought to be enquired into and corrected. Whatever doubt there may be as 
to whether resurvoy is necessary or not, there cannot possibly be any doubt 
that the work should not be badly done, end if he were to give me some 
information which he said he had, I shall only be too glad to enquire into 
it. As regards the second question whether resurvey should be made or not, 
as I indicated before, we are priraa facie not at all anxious to spend money in 
this way, and the matter is under consideration only on account of the 
reports that the existing plans are snoh that you caunot looate changes and 
transfers from one ryot to another or land acquisitions and such other 
ohanges that the Revenue Rules require to be recorded. That is a matter 
which all will agree has to be investigated oareiully. We have so far only 
the opinions of the Collectors and resurvey officers on the point, and I am 
very anxious to get the opinions of some of the Membere of this Counoil 
who come from the distriot, if they will look into the matter themselves. I 
hope to satisfy myself on the subjeot before the G-overnment come to any 
decision on the matter. At present there is no order that there should be 
any resurvey exoept in the Kasaragod taluk.” 
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* The hon. the President : —I believe the House is ready for the 
question.”

c< Thepbjeot of my tabling this motion is to express in strong language our 
disapproval of the attitude of the G-overnraent in turning down a resolution 
passed by this Council somewhere about April 1925 and to compel the 
Government, if I may, to reconsider their decision, to show a gesture and 
eventually to appoint a committee to meet the grievances of the non-gazetted 
offioers. It fell to my lot, Sir, on the 31st March 1925, to move a resolution 
in the following terms so far as these non-gazetted officers are concerned. 
That resolution runs as follows‘ That this Council recommends to the 
G-overnment that a committee of two elected members of this Counoil, two 
officers of Government and two representatives of the Non-gazetted Officers’ 
Association be appointed to report on the organization, conditions of service 
and other matters relating to various branches of the non-gazetted Govern¬ 
ment services \ That resol ution, for the information of the House I may say, 
was oarriod by an absolutely large and, if I may say so, overwhelming 
majority. In the course of the dobate on the resolution I also stressed among 
other tilings the poor condition of the non-gazetted officers, the poor pay 
they were getting, the poor increment scale that has -been set up for them 
and also the invidious distinction that has been existing between department 
and department and service and service, and also the highly unsatisfactory 
manner in whioh the’r pay has been fixed without taking into consideration 
their past service. I also laid stress upon the creation of a system of 
Providont Fund in view of bettering their prospects. That was also supportd 
by very many members of this House. The then Finance Member in a 
temperate and sympathetic speech adverted to two circumstances as standing 
in the way of effect being given to my resolution. He stated that he would 
be anxious to know the feeling of the House on this matter. At page 1057, 
Volume XV of the Proceedings of the Legislative Counoil this is what he 
stated; 

* Similar improvements in pay and prospects were given to all gradeB of non-gazetted 
servants; but the oost was so great that the Government oould not faoe it without making sure 
of the support of the Counoil. It haa been the main cause cf flnanoial stringency from whioh 
we have been suffering over since and of the great rise in expenditure whiph has been the 
substance of most of the charges against the Government in the last three or foar years.' 

“ Lower down at page 1061 this is what he stated : 

4 They are willing to accept any reasonable suggestion and will of oourse he more ready 
to improve the position of the non-gazetted sarvioes if they feel that it is the unanimous opinion 
of the Counoil that that is a proper objeot on whioh to spend money if money is available.' 

“ Now, Sir, the objeot of ray bringing this motion is to reoonvey to the 
Government our strong feeling in this matter and also to impress upon the 
Government the necessity of Government devising ways and means to better. 
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their condition. After all, the resolution which the Government refused to 
accept was of a very modest charaot8r. It did not oommit the Government 
to any policy ; what it recommended was the constitution of a oommittee. 
In answer to a question put on more than one occasion two important 
reasons were given. One was the financial condition of the Government 
which stood in the way of the Government accepting the motion. To-day 
it was stated by the hon. the Revenue Member that the Government were 
not prepared togive more pay to tlieir servants, Oan it be seriously contended 
that these non-gazetted offioors are a contented lot P Are not the Govern¬ 
ment aware of the large number of meetings that have been held by these 
non-gazetted officers and the various resolutions passed in so many confer¬ 
ences which they have flooded the Government with. I accuse the 
Government of indifference. They are lacking in their duty to their subor¬ 
dinates who if I may say so form the regular infantry in this huge army of 
the Madras Governmental administration. These people are very poorly 

f aid. The poor pay carries with it. the inevitable incidents of demoralization. 

t not only demoralises the person who receives the pay, but also the person 
who comes in contact with person who receives the pay. And after all the 
attitude of the Government on this resolution is unreasonable. It has been 
said on the floor of this House that the oxeoutivo half is an irresponsible 
body. Let me add that the present instance shows once again that it is 
not only irresponsible but is also irresponsive to any stress of public opinion. 
Moreover, what did the resolution want ? It only wanted a committee 
and Government hive absolutely no business to anticipate the recommenda¬ 
tions of the committee and to treat with contempt the very conception 
of the committee. What right have they to forestall thoir judgment? 
All I would submit is that a committee of this House or a mixed oommittee 
of officials and non-officials with power to investigate the question 
ho appointed to suggest ways and means which may have the effect of 
saving the face of the Government from the charge that the Government 
have been very niggardly in the treatment of their own subordinates with 
the result that we find everywhere traces and even evidenoe of corruption 
which does not redound to the credit of this Government. In this Pre¬ 
sidency there is an association known as 4 Non-gazetted Officers* Association/ 
which is nearly t';8,000 strong. Can the Government afford to look at 
it, I mean the lot of these people, with supremo unoouoern ? They are 
the mainstay of the Government and on them the brunt of the work 
falls and without them it would be impossible for the higher offioers 
to carry on the administration. They form the brain of the ser¬ 
vices. The superior offioers will bear testimony to the faob that in 
the general administration its ;lf the non-gazetted officers play by 
no means an insignificant part. He puts up notes, takes references, 
discusses the matter and if I am not very much mistaken he puts the higher 
officeis in the right track whenever the new officer happened to be ignorant 
of the situation. It will be open to the Government on receipt of the re¬ 
commendations of the committee to accept it or reject it in whole or in part 
. . . It will ho up to the Government to go to the roscue of the non- 

gazetted services. But if the recommendations are of a reactionary oharaoter, 
nobody will blame the Government for turning it down. One reason 
advanced is that the province is not in a prosperous state. Government .has 
since recovered from the shock and the financial pendulum has begun to

swing forward. There was a remission of 126 lakhs last year and in 
Maroh 1926 there was a farther remission of 57 lakhs. This time the pro¬ 
mised remission oomesto 165 lakhs and I have not the slightest doubt 
judging from the vote of the Assembly on the ratio question, what has been 
promised will be a fait accompli. In that state of things, it will not be open 
to the Government to come forward with the plea of financial stringency. 
There is money available, and there is no reason why the ease of these men 
should not reoeive a sympathetic consideration. It may be stated * it ij 
none of your conoern to devise ways and means to better the oonditiou of our 
servants.’ My answer is they are not only your servants ; they are as muoh 
our servants. So long as you do not improve their prospeots in the various 
directions indicated in my speeoh of the 31st Maroh 1925,1 do not think it 
will be open to the Government to say that they are treating their servants 
fairly. Therefore, without more words, I would submit that the time has 
come for the Government to give up their obstinaoy, to make a real gesture, 
to extend the right hand of fellowship, and by their oonduot and action also 
to remove the strong under-current of irritation not easily translatable into 
language whioh we eome across in the large number of unfortunate, poorly 
paid, poorly olothed, and poorly half-fed non-gazetted officers. With these 
words, 1 commend the resolution for the acceptance of the House.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Kkishnan Nayar :— u I have great pleasure in 

associating myself with all the observations that fell from my friend Mr. 
B. Srinivasa Ayyangar. These non-gazetted offioers form the real haokbone 
of the administration. We have heard a great deal in this Counoil on many 
occasions about their grievances. The utterances on behalf of Government 
have always been more or less sympathetic. But these utterances, we do not 
find, have been translated into action. The answer given by the Gov¬ 
ernment for not accepting the recommendations of this Council relating to 
these non-gazetted officers is want of funds. They denot find any difficulty 
in finding enough funds to apply the recommendations of the Lee Com¬ 
mission. (Hear, hear.) It is only when the question of these comparatively 
low-paid clerks who, as I said, really form the backbone of administration, 
comes up for consideration, the question of finance comes in. I submit it is 
altogether an unjustifiable position The Government have now funds 
which they do not know how to spond. There is the windfall of 165 lakhs 
and a portion at least of this amount may be utilized in meeting the legi¬ 
timate request and aspirations of these hard-worked officers. I have very 
great pleasure in supporting this motion.” J 

* Mr. K. KotiReddi :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I do not think it is neoessary 
for mo to add any more to what has already fallen from the lips of my hon. 
Friends. The case of the non-gazetted offioers has fcoen well considered 
deserving. Their claims have been recognized and the Government have 
bien only eaying lhat they have no funds. I believe, Sir, the windfall that 

■ has been referred to my non. Friend is being olaimed by various claimants. 
There were the village officers and now there aTe the non-gazetted offioers. 
My feeling in this matter is that if the Government in its Transferred Half 
is really serious about making an experiment towards total prohibition, that 
amount ought to be ear-marked for the reduction of revenue from abkari. 
At the same time, they ought to try to relieve the distress of the non-gazetted 
offioers. The oase of the clerks who get a small sum of Bo. 20 or Be. 30 in 
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ordinary towns is really very diffioult. An increase of Rs. 10 will relievo to 
a considerable extent tneir distress. The lot o! the process-servers in the 
munaifs’ oourts and the district courts is very hard. They seem to get only 
Ks. 20. I do not think it is right to give them only that pay. One thing has 
to be remembered* Some of these people ought to have been depending upon 
mamuls. That income has been considerably reduoed now and is bound to 
be so as people become more advanced and enlightened. Unless we increase 
their pay, there will be other forms of corruption which I believe this House 
is practioally against. Some thing must be done to increase the pay of the 
non-gazetted services. With these words, I oommend this motion.” 

* Mr. 0. R. Parthasabathi Ayyanoar :—“ Sir, when the pay of the 3 p. 
gazetted officers was raised, was it because that they had not enough of means 

to live upon, or was it because that thoy were so well organized that they 
were able to put up a formidable opposition, or was it because their influence 
oould not bo ignored P Is it that in the oase of the clerks they were neg¬ 
lected, because they had already plenty of money, or because their voices 
oould not be heard, and their claims were thus ignored with impunity ? 
These are the people who are drudging in taluk offices from morning to 
evening and on whom the brunt of the work falls. Even when they orga¬ 
nized themselves, it was some times put down. I cannot see any reason why 
the reasonable claims of these ill-paid people should be overlooked by the 
G-overnment. Beoause they have not got a sufficient income to live on, they 
expose themselves to several diseases, suffering and even death. Those who 
have plenty already are given more by the Government. It is a thing 
which is unknown in any civilized country. 

“ Again, instead of giving them pensions, they may be given a provident 
fund. It will give them a substantial income on which they may roly in 
their later days, instead of on the miserable pension that they might get. 

This may be done without incurring any additional expenditure. Probably 
a recommendation has gone to the Government of India on this matter. If 
this matter is given immediate attention to, it will relieve to some extent the 
suffering of the non-gazetted officers. 

" Those who were getting already high salaries got the advantages out 
of the ljee Commission recommendations. Then, why should not the 
pay of these poor non-gazetted officers be raised a little, so that they may 
free themselves from suffering and disease ? I think it is quite neoessary to 
pay due attention to the condition of these people who are in the lower 
ranks and some consideration shown to them to raise their status. There¬ 
fore, I suggest that as one of the steps for doing it, the provident fund 
system be instituted for them. ,, 

* Rao Sahib S. Ellappa Cheitiyar “ Mr. President, Sir, I beg to 
Bupport this motion. In doing so, I want to say a few words. The present 
salary of these non-gazetted officers is quite inadequate to make both ends 
meet. I know many memorials and resolutions of their associations have 
been received by the Government, and I think no action has yet been taken to 

mprove the condition of the non-gazetted officers. I remember this House 
ilso has passed a resolution to the effeot that their pay should be inoreased. In 
this connection, I may not be out of plaoe if I mention that with the scanty 
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pay they are now getting* Ibey will not be able to accommodate themselves 
in decent houses and take out a decent livelihood. It is not fair for the 
Government to leave these unfortunate people in the same condition in which 
they are now. Especially in places like Salem, wliero there is famine almost 
all the years, it is very difficult for them to get on with their present pay. 

“ With these few words, I support the motion.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Mr. President, Sir, a fresh starting point is 
given to us for discussing this question from a reply given by Government 
last September to a question put by me. The hon. the Revenue Member 
referred in his reply to a resolution passed in August last and to another 
resolution which is printed as an appendix in volume XXXII, page 81, of the 
Proceedings of the Legislative Council. The best thing, Sir, I can do is to 
reply seriatim, if I can find time enough, to oaoh of the contentions raised in 
G.O. No. 805, Public, dated 26th August 1926. 

i( First of all, Sir, as to the starting pay they toll us that a Salaries Com¬ 
mittee was appointed in 1919 and they fixed the initial pay of the clerical 
appointments to start with to be Rs, 35, and it was considered vory generous. 
Not only that, they go further in their generosity by saying that the Govern¬ 
ment see no reason to differ from the conclusions arrived at by the Salaries 
Committee, that on the other hand prices have fallen considerably since the 
starting pay was fixed, and that they contemplate even a reduction from 
Rs. 35, not to speak of the increase that we are fighting for. Government, 
however, in their grand generosity have decided to maintain the scales both 
in the Madras City and in the mufassal. Now, gentlemen, ...” 

* The hon. the President iC Order, order. The hon. Member should 
address the Chair.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ I am sorry, Sir, it is a slip. What I urge is, 
Sir, that we must bear in mind that though the prices might have fallen the 
standard of living among the non-gazetted officers has considerably increased 
and is increasing, because the qualifications expected from these officials are 
now muoh higher Formerly, a school-final young man can easily get an 
appointment. Now, even graduates find it difficult to get employment, and 
a man who has spent a large fortune in graduating himself is expected to 
maintain a higher standard of living. So, as against the slight decrease of 
prices (which I do not believe, because, there is a decrease of prices in some 
respects, and there is real increase of prices in other respects, so that the prices 
have maintained themselves on a high tcale since 1919 without any con¬ 
siderable reduction on the whole, and the state of things is as before) the 
standard of living has very much increased. Having regard to this fact, 
Sir, we must urge that the pay of these officials should be settled by a 
oommittee. How far it should be increased is a point which should be 
settled by the committee. Iherc are other points, to which I will not refer 
now, whioh can be discussed by the committee to be appointed, as, for 
instance, the provident fund. It is slated in the Government Order that the 
question of substituting a provident fund for the pension system is under 
correspondence with the Secretary of State. I should like to know what 
Oiders the Secretary of State has passed on this question. I suppose 
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Government have recommended this prayer of the non-gazetted officers, and 
early orders will be passed on this point. 

tc Now, to the resolution that was passed on the proposal of Mr. R. Srini¬ 
vasa Ayyangar, I proposed an amendment, and that amendment was also 
passed. I refer here to the case of the unpassed non-gazetted officers. 

Their oase has been treated by the Government in a very unfair manner. 

As I have argued last year also on that very occasion, tho Government once 
upon a time was really very fair to them. They once thought that an 
unpassed man who was considered fit for appointment or confirmation must 
be treated on a par with the passed man. Accordingly, in the year 1921 
and again in 19*2, they passed orders placing unpassed men, who had been 
exempted from the Examination rules and other tests, on an equal footing 
with the passed men. All the high officers, the Collectors and District Judges 
supported by the Accountant-General, said that the Government Order meant 
that the increments under the time-scale of pay should he allowed to them, 
and they got automatically promotions or increments, provided of course 
they were fit and competent, for a couple of years. Suddenly, ono Revenue 
Member awoke to the fact that a mistake has been committed in the Secre¬ 
tariat and that Government had been over-generous. The Revenue Board 
then expressed the opinion that that was all wrong, and Collectors were 
ordered to make the clerks refund the inc reased pay which had beon granted 
to them by the Collectors, and which was not objected to by the Accountant- 
General. Two years after they have enjoyed their salaries they wore told 
to refund them. At last the hon. the Revenue Member has applied his head 
to it, and some orders have been issued.” (The hon Member then resumed 
his seat as his time was up.) 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Mabjokibanks :— u I suppose you must regard this 3-15 
as anothor nation-building demand (laughter), but in this case I am sorry P* m * 
that the hon. Member who just preceded me had not a longer time to speak, 
as he would doubtless have repeated the several paragraphs of the Govern¬ 
ment Order with which he began, and thus saved me the trouble of speaking 
at all. That order—I will not inflict the whole of it on tho House—points out 
that the cost of tho non-gazetted staff, before the revision of 1921 amounted 
to Rs. 145 lakhs a year, and the salaries were then raised to the total of 231 
lakhs a year, and being on an incremental scale, they are still increasing. 

(Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: In the same way as those of the 
higher officers ?’) The salaries of higher officers did not and do not increase 
to anything so much. (Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: Tioportionate 
to the number. *) Proportionate to the number they do not. In fact, many 
get nothing at all« (Laughter.) I am one of them. (Renewed laughter.) 

The cost of the extra recurring expenditure incurred on the non-gazetted staff 
is about a crore per annum. In the beginning the increase was 60 per cent. 

We have examined the increase in the ease of each branch of service and 
it varies from an inorease of 29 per cent in the case of inspector* of police 
to 99 per cent in the oaso of sub-registrars. Now, I do not think anybody 
can deny that that is a considerable increase. Tho revised scales based on 
the investigation of a committee that was almost entirely non-offioial, and 
the starting rate recommended by that committee was raised by Govern¬ 
ment. We are always prepared to consider any specific grievances. We 
have received numerous memorials from various associations and individuals, 
and I have examined them very carefully to see if any speoifio grievanoe 
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was stated which could form the basis of enquiry or investigation, but I 
have not been able to find anything except that they want more pay. That 
is a oomplaiat which most of us share. (Laughter.) However much we 
get wo like to have more. (Renewed laughter.) I do not quite know 
what good could be done by a committee. Every year the budget is larger 
on account of the annual increments. I do not mean to say that anybody 
gets enough pay ; I do not venture on such a proposition. (Laughter.) But 
what I do contend is that the present scale is very considerably more than 
what was paid a few years back; not only that, but much more than the 
general inorease of prices. I am sorry I have not studied the speech which 
the hon. the Mover of the Resolution made on a previous occasion, or per¬ 
haps I might have discovered some grievances there for the basis of an 
enquiry. But I have confined myself to the memorials from the associa¬ 
tions and officials ooncerned. With the exception of one or two minor 
matters which were at once attended to, I can find nothing which calls for an 
enquiry by a committee. The special provident fund, as the previous speaker 
has said, is being investigated and will possibly be given effect to ” 

The motion was put and declared lost, 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar demanded a poll and the House

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar:— 

• 4 To reduce the allotment of Rs. 9,25,300 for taluk establishments , 
'permanent , by Rs. 100/ 

iC Mr. President, Sir, L have given this motion with a view to discuss 
the necessity for maintaining a register of all papers received and disposed 
of or devising some other means of preventing all tampering with taluk 
records. I am raising a question of administrative detail which compared 
with the questions of policy and incidence of taxation which the Oouncii 
was disoussiog this morning may appear insignificant, but which, practical 
experience shows, is even more important than large questions of policy, 
for this reason. It is certainly a disfcinot advantage for a ryot to know at 
what rates and on what principle he has to pay his Inst instalments and 
cesses. This sure knowledge of means and results are lacking to him in 
regard to cases concerned by this motion. Then there is always an element 
of risk, caprice and uncertainty with regard to an unwritten code of rates, 
demands or exactions against which the ryot is not able to protect himself. 
He applies for many things which he is in need of ; he applies for assignment 
of lands under darkhast rules, he applies for house-sites under house-site 
rules, he applies for conditional assignment of lands for effecting improve¬ 
ments and thus supplementing his income, or for reaping tho full benefit 
of the improvements already effected. Now each of these attempts starts 
a series of processes which entail certain expenditure without ensuring a 
proportionate gain. Tho ryot finds that non-compliance with the temper 
and practice of the human instrument results in failure, that the chain of 

E rocesses snaps somewhere. Government are aware of such happenings, for 
read in the evidence given before the Agricultural Commission by 
Mr. Hood who was sometime Collector of Tan] ore, and then lie venue 
Secretary, and is now Registrar of Co-operation that he admitted that the 
ryot did not reap the full benefit of the loans he applied for, that only a 
portion of what he applied for was ultimately xealized. Therefore, Sir, I 
want to press upon the attention of the hon. the Member for Revenue that 
there should be greater vigilance and closure inspection of these taluk 
establishments. I speak of course but of one little detail, viz., of register*. 
It may be that the registers are kept, but wbat I want the hou. the Member 
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for Revenue to lay down is that there should be some means for fixing the 
responsibility for the disappearance of some records. Therefore all I pray 
for is that some kind of device or means be adopted with a view to remove 
the element of risk and uncertainty to whioh tho poor illiterate ryot is 
exposed.” 

3.30 * Tho hon. Mr. N. K. Maujoribanks :— <( Sir, I did not quite oatoh what 

p.m. the hou. Member wished the Government to do. The rules as regards 
registering of papors and tho maintenance of personal registers by the subor¬ 
dinates concerned make them individually responsible for their custody. As 
regards the disappearance of papers, there are officials appointed to inspect 
and generally supervise. Tho other aspect of the matter on whioh the hon. 
Member touched w'as, to put it plainly, dishonesty on the part of the officers 
responsible for disbursing loans. The only way to stop that is to encourage 
those who suffer that way to refrain from that praotice, and insist, as we do, 
upon these loans being as far as possible disbursed by officers who, wo hope, 
will be above suoh practices- The hon. Member will please examine the 
rules on the matter and see if there i* any flaw there. As regards their 
irregular working, it is of course possible to make an examplo of any man 
whose misconduct is proved. I do not think he has any reason to com¬ 
plain that whenever any suoh case is brought to tho notice of Government 
it does not punish and punish severely. What ho says will no doubt bo 
published abroid and wo will remind all offioers of the rules which they are 
expected to observe.” 

Tho motion was by loave withdrawn. 

* Rao Sahib R. ^rinivas^n :— £ ' I beg to move the motion standing in 
my name : 

* To reduce the allotment of Rs D,25,300 for permanent establishment by 
Rs . 100.’ 

Sir, out of tho 1,000 depressed classes who applied for Revenue Inspec¬ 
tors’ places I do not think that more than two were appoiuteJ. Tho pest of 
Revenue Inspector is an important one in tho villages. In making these 
appointments, in spite of tho recommendation of the head of the department, 
somehow or other the lower subordinates of the Government oust out tho 
depressed classes men. 1 hope, Sir, some arrangement may be made to 
eroourage these men getting such posts. There will bo on'y a fow people 
among tho depressed classes fit for suoh appointments ; I request the 
Government to enoourago them. It is only with the objeot of bringing this 
to the notice of the Government that 1 move this motion.” 

* The hon. the I’rfudikt:—' !< Does the hon. Member, Mr. Saldanha 
propose to move bis motion along with this motion? If he does not want 
to have the vote of the House recorded separately on his motion he may 
speak on it now.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanhi “ Although mine is a separate motion, as I an 
pot going to press it I will speak on this motion only. 

" Sir, my object in giving notice of a token motion under this head is to 
discuss tho question of representation of Indian Christians in tl\e services on 
the footing of educational qualifications and merits as well as on account of 
their backward and economic conditions. Among the communities who are 
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sacrificing much on the altar of education with men, money and women, 
our community, the Christian community, stands foremost. We are sacri¬ 
ficing the best of our womanhood on the altar of education, and this can he 
nidged from the fact that some of the best of our girls* schools in this 
Presidency are in the hands of oar women, especially on the west*coast. 
That will not be a matter for surprise if one knows what is taking piaoe around 
us even in the* city of Madras. Although the condition of oar (Christian) 
community is economically very backward, still we are sacrificing very much 
for the education of our ohildren. Not only that. We are providing also 
the men and women necessary for imparting education. Considering this 
self-sacrifice on our part, what is the roward ? I can mention only a very 
recent notification that has been published as to the result of a selection made 
by the Staff Selection Board for clerical establishment in this city. I will 
read out the number of persons belonging to different communities who wero 
selected— 

Brahmans 163. Depressed classes 4. 

Non-Brahmans 60. Muhammadans 3. 

Indian Christians 4. 

“ I wonder, Sir, by what extraordinary process this result was attained. If 
you bear in mind the educational attainments of certain communities, I am 
sure a different number would have been selected. I will give you the figures 
from the Administration Report for 1925-26—the latest available—as to 
the educational condition of the various communities. The percentage of 
soholars, both male and female, iu this Presidency iB this: 

Brahmans 14. Non-Asiatics and Anglo-Indians 11. 

Non-Brahmans 4. Indian Christians. 14. 

Muhammadans 3. 

“ Now, having regard to these figures, I want to know, Sir, by what 
process and on what grounds this result has been arrived at by the Staff 
Selection Board, viz., 4 Indian Christians only, 60 non-Brahmans and 163 
Brahmans in this city. Nobody, I think, can charge me with being oommu- 
nalistio in my tendency. (Laughter.) I have been always contending 
that all communities, whether they bo Muhammadans or depressed classes 
or others, should have equal chances. I have never advocated a case on a 
communal ground. I stand here, Sir, only on the ground of merit and quali¬ 
fication. (Cries of hear, hear.) Why should a poor and self-saorifioing 
community like the Indian Christian community be neglectod and thrown 
aside, not only as far as appointments arc concerned, but in everything P 
As I shall show in the debate if I am given an opportunity, everywhere, 
whether in the local boards, or district boards, or municipalities, irrespective 
of its olaim to appointments, in spite of its sacrifices, it is thrown aside and 
a great injustice is done to us. No consideration is given to our merit and 
our high qualifications as well as our sacrifices.” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar:— “ Sir, I support the motion of my 
hon. Friend, Mr. Saldanha. As he bimself told the House, he docs not take 
his stand on communalism. It is a matter for r.egret indeed if a community, 
the vast majority of which consists of literate and highly qualified members, 
is not allowed to have its just sh*re iu the appointments. It is oertainly 
doing injustice to it if it is not given fair treatment. As my friend has*put 
it, he stands for justice. 1 too stand for justice. (Cries of hear, hear.) 
We want fair,treatment and no favour.

41 Sir, I too have long felt that there has been some mysterious force 
.at work to deprive the Indian Christians of their just share in all these 
appointments. On the contrary it seemed to me that the very fact of the 
Indian Christians being highly qualified, for, in fact, they come next only 
to the Brahman community, stood in the way of their not being reoruited in 
sufficient number to all these appointments. That is the reason why in 
all selection grade appointments I find hardly one or two Indian Christians 
selected. Therefore, &ir, I am glad that this question has been raised. 
I know that the Members from all sides of the House will lend this motion 
their support and see that this wrong is righted.’* 

8-46 * Mr. Mahmud Schamnad Sahib :—“ Sir, I rise to support the motion, 

p.m. anc j again, the Muhammadans have been assured by the Government 
that their interests will be safeguarded and that they would be properly 
represented in all the services. There was timo when Muhammadans were 
supposed to be backward and not sufficiently educated. I think such exouse 
can no longer hold good. Now there are sufficient number of men who have 
qualified themselves for any post under the Government. The policy of the 
Government and of all the parties, the Swarajya Party as well as other 
parties, is said to be equal opportunities and ohances for all communities. But 
in practice, I find that Muhammadans do not find a place anywhere. Speaking 
about my own district, out of hundreds of hands working in the Revenue 
Department, there are only eight Muhammadans and that too in the subordi¬ 
nate ranks of service. One Mappilla, who is a qualified candidate, has been 
working in the Revenue Department for the last four years and yet he has not 
been confirmed. When he appeals to the Collector, the order is ‘we are 
waiting for military hands \ For military hands who might come hereafter 
and apply, they have reserved all the permanent vacancies. The same is the 
case with the other departments also. In the Judicial Department and other 
departments also they do not get their proper share. Therefore I support the 
motion.” 

* Mr. Swami Sahajanandam then addressed the House in Tamil:—

* Mr. S. N. Dorai Raja :—“ Mr. President, Sir, on behalf of the Kallar 
community I have great pleasure in supporting this motion. It is not 
sufficiently represented in the services. We asked for bread and we were 
given stones. We asked for help because our trouble is purely economic, we 
were given the Criminal Tribes Act. Sir, we are suffering because we are 
loyal, for loyalty is at a discount just now. I am not going to take this 
opportunity to dwell on the disabilities we are suffering under. As our 
claims have to be considered I support the proposition/’ 

* Diwan Bahadur P. 0. Ethirajulu Nayudu :—“ Sir, I rise to support the 
motion put forward by the hon. Member. Our party stands for communal 
justice and equal opportunities for all communities. 1 whole-heartedly 
support the motion.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswara Rao .— <<r Mr. President, Sir, I also want to express 
my sympathy with the resolution, as a Brahman. We must give opportunities 
for the depressed classes and for the backwaid communities to rise high and 
come to the level of Brahmans and lo become better than Brahmans. There¬ 
fore even though we may sometimes have to reduce the educational qualifications 
required, a little bit when necessity arises, we have to encourage the 1 backward 
communities to have their share in the' administration as officials and also as 
honorary workers. I therefore heartily support the resolution and I hope the 
House will unanimously pass it.” 

* Mr. V. Ch. John :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I also rise to support the motion* 
I associate myself with all that has been said by the hon. Members Messrs. 
Saldanha and Arpudaswami Udayar. Instead of appreciating the fact that 
Indian Christians, poor as they are, have equipped themselves so successfully 
as the most advanced class in India, viz., the Brahman class, they are being 
penalized for their advancement. It is a great pity that the Government have 
taken up this attitude. About 20 years ago when I was a student and when the 
Indian Christians used to put forward their olaims for Government service 
the Government used to say that there were no Indian Christiaus sufficiently 
educated for Government service and that they should be educated higher. 
Now, we have any number of highly eduoated persons but the Government do 
not want to offer them appointments. I do not know what their argument now 
is. The Government did not give them appointments then because educated 
persons were not available. Now they are available but they do not appoint 
them. Both ways, the Indian Christians have suffered. Most of the Indian 
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Christians come from the depressed and backward classes. They are economi¬ 
cally very poor. They educate their sons and daughters at great expense and 
sacrifice, and after they are educated, no opportunities are given to them with 
the result that the educated Indian Christians are disappointed at being thus 
neglected. I only wish and hope that the Government would appreciate the 
situation and employ as many Indian Christians as possible in public service 
to positions to which they are entitled by their educational qualifications. 

“ One point I wish to impress upon the attention of the Government is 
that many of the Indian Christians sell their houses and lands and run 
into debts in order to get themselves educated. As they get education after 
much sacrifice, they are worse off economically. I hope that the Government 
would take note of it and see that justice is done to this community also and 
that it is, not penalized for advancement in this direction. It so happens that 
the Justice Party which stands for communalism, stand up and say that they 
are for communalism and that they support the motion. The Swarajists also 
say that the Christians and depressed classes should be represented in the 
public services. 1 wonder who is not supporting this motion. I hope that 
this will result in the Indian Christians being employed in the Government 
service more than has been the case till now. 55 

Mr. M. V. Gangadhara Siva :— <c Mr. President, Sir, every other com¬ 
munity is duly represented in the Government service, from the lowest to the 
highest position, but the members of the depressed classes have shown neither 
their head nor tail * in the Government service. The depressed classes 
community is still in its infancy and they expect all possible help from all 
directions. I thank the hon. Members of this House, from every party, for 
their hearty support for the depressed classes in supporting the motion.” 

* Hao Bahadur B. Muntswami Nayudu :—“ I have great pleasure, Sir, to 
support this proposition. In heralding the new ministry it was proclaimed 
that communalism was dead. On the other hand, Sir, the discussion shows 
that communalism is not dead but is very much alive. According to Mr. Sal- 
danha the representation has now to be judged not according to the population 
but according to the number of educated men in each community. Sir, 
does the party which calls itself the most advanced party agree with this ? It 
was proclaimed that the Staff Selection Board was appointed with a view to 
see that men of good educational qualifications and merit were selected. We 
opposed the formation of that Board on the ground that the constitution of 
the Board was not satisfactory at all. There w r as no non-Brahman Hindu 
member on the Board to represent its claims. On the other hand, we have a 
Muhammadan representative, we have a Christian representative and we 
have got Europeans. Our complaint was that there was no pon-Brahman 
Hindu on the Board. With a Christian representing his community, the 
hon. Member Mr. Saldanha says that his community has not got a proper 
share. With a Muhammadan representative on the Board, the hon. Member, 
Mr. Schamnad, says that so far as his community is concerned he is not 
satisfied. 

“ We claim communal representation, equal opportunities for all in the 
)ublio service. I do not know if my hon. Friend Mr. Saldanha is going to say 
ihat the Staff Selection Board was acting otherwise than in the best interests 
md selecting suitable candidates. I really cannot see how it happens that 
only 4 Indian Christians have been selected as against 163 Brahmans, 
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It is stated that the Board has rejected a number of qualified candidates ? If 
so, there is condemnation of the Staff Selection Board. I hope my hon. Friend 
does mean what he says, i.e., that only four Indian Christians were selected 
while very many more were available. 

“ Then, Sir, we were told that there should be equal opportunities for all. 

Mr. Saldanha says that it should be according to the number of educated men 
in the community. He says ‘ Our community is as advanced as the Brahman 
community/ Therefore if 163 Brahmans were selected for clerkships, why 
not we have 163 Christians ? That is nationalism. It is not seeking for jobs. 
Because the poor Indian Christians want them, it is consistent with nationalism. 

“ I submit that certain things which are advocated by one section may be 
good. I am glad that though we are out, our principles stand. There should 
be equal opportunities for all. Call it by any name you like. Equal oppor¬ 
tunities for all should be recognized. I am glad that, though we are out of 
office, the Council is upholding our principles. The Deputy Leader of the 
Swarajya Party said that he has no objection to communal justice. I want to 
know whether the plea put forward by my hon. Member Mr. Saldanha on his 
side and by the hon. Member Mr. Schamnad on the other side is not a plea for 
communal justice. Equal opportunities for all is just what is meant by 
communal justice. There is no difference between the two theories. Call it 
by any name you like; there should be equal opportunities for all commu¬ 
nities. Therefore we arc very glad to support this motion” 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Mahjoribanks “ Sir, I fed rather bewildered as 
to the kind of action I am expected to take, 

“ Mr. President, Sir, we are told that we ought to enlist in the Govern- 4p.m, 
ment service communities on the footing of educational qualifications and 
merit. We are also told that we should enlist all the communities and I do 
not quite know how these two different standards are to be reconciled. I do 
not see that Mr. Saldanha has any reason for complaint. He says that only 
four people of his community appear in the list of the Staff Selection Board. 

Well, Sir, what the Staff Selection Board does in the city of Madras is to call 
for applicants, to hold a qualifying examination and to place on a list all those 
applicants who satisfy the examination. It seems to me that the right 
construction to place on the figures is that the Indian Christian community 
has advanced so far that only four are applicants for Government service, and 
that is a matter more for congratulation than for complaint. I do not think 
that Mr. Saldanha has any reason at all for suggesting that anybody who 
satisfied the qualifying examination has been rejected. All those w*ho satisfy 
the examination are put on the list. 

“The general policy of Government is to prevent, as far as possible, the 
monopoly by any one community of Government offices and to give equal 
opportunities to all. The House has in previous years not been particularly 
satisfied ■with the methods which the Government were pursuing, and a 
committee vras appointed to examine and report on the subject. That 
committee did not submit any report, and I do not know whether a repetition 
of the process of enquiry would elicit any better result. Nor I do know 
whether it is the wish of the House that any further attempt in that direction 
should be made. But so far as the Government are concerned, I can say they 
are most anxious to give equal opportunities to all communities, provided 
always there is a minimum standard of efficiency. 
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“ As regards the first resolution in which the specifio post of revenue 
inspector is asked for, 1 think the hon. Member is probably unaware that 
there is no special class of revenue inspectors now, and that that post is held 
by any clerk of the district establishment who when appointed inspector gets 
a fixed travelling allowance. A certain number of posts has been added to the 
district cadre and men are sent out in turn to fill the post of revenue inspector. 0 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— u They arc paid an allowance of 
Rs. 10.” 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : —“I am not sure of that, but 
I think it is more than Rs. 10. It is Rs. 22-8-0 or so, and whatever it is, 
that is system now in force and there is no rule that I know of prohibiting 
any member of any community from occupying this post, whether he is junior 
or senior. Of course, in the case of the depressed classes, it will naturally 
take some time before there are a sufficient number of them in Government 
service or for any considerable amount of employment to come in their direc¬ 
tion. But they are not so badly off. According to the last return there were 
55 in appointments between Rs. 85 and Rs. 100. I think most of us can 
remember the time, not so long ago, when there was not even one, and we all 
know the difficulties they have to contend against. They may be assured that 
they have the sympathy of the Government in their efforts to improve their 
condition. I do not know, Sir, that I can say anything more on this topic. 0 

The motion was put to the House and declared carried. 

* Mr. S. Abpudaswami Udayar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I beg to move 

‘ that the allotment of Rs. 9,42,800 for pay of establishments be reduced 
by Rs . 100.’ 

“ Sir, the administration report for the year 1925-26 shows that the 
Government have made enquiries. 

“ ‘ Enquiries were made/ they say, c in some of the districts where large 
extents were assigned, to ascertain whether the assignees were really making 
use of the lands and whether the figures of assignment really represented 
any advance in their economic status. The result is not disappointing/ 
I do not know, Sir, what was the result. I would make a special appeal to the 
hon. the Revenue Member. He is aware of the peculiar relations that exist 
in my districts, Tanjore and Trichinopoly, brtween_the depressed classes and 
their masters, the landlords. The depressed classes are generally considered 
to be assigned to certain landlords 'whom they serve hereditarily. Now, it 
happens that landholders who are well aware of the fact that certain lands 
have been set apart for being assigned to the depressed classes, try in some 
cases to bring some under their actual enjoyment by urging tneir farm 
hands to apply for them. Thus, nominally lands may belong to the depressed 
classes while the real enjoyment is with their landlords. I am satisfied 
with the fact that the Government have made enquiries; but I would request 
the hon. Revenue Member to devise some method, say, calling for a special 
report from the village officers or the revenue inspectors, with a view to ascer¬ 
tain whether the lands assigned to the depressed classes are really in their 
enjoyment or not and whether they derive real benefit out of those assign¬ 
ments. With that object, Sir, I move this motion, 0 
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* The bon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ Mr. President, Sir, in regard to 
the reference by the hon. Member both to the case of grants to the depressed 
classes as well as to the case of special grants, I may say that there is a 
special register prescribed which is maintained in the taluk office, and there is 
also a special entry in the village permanent register ; and there are rules to 
the effect that these entries should be verified and the observance or non- 
observance of the conditions of the grant should be certified to by the officers 
at the time of jamabandi. That is the ordinary check which the Revenue 
department has over the observance of the terms of all special grants. In 
addition, in the case of grants to depressed classes, there are local Labour 
officers who are supposed to look after these people particularly, and to bring 
to notice cases where they alienate land which has been given to them. I do 
not know whether Government can do more. Perhaps in these matters, i 
one or two cases were to bo established and the grants withdrawn, possibly 
that might serve as a useful warning. And if the hon. Member would only 
let the Government have any information he may himself have, I may assure 
him that I should only be too glad to take action on it.” 

* Mr. S. Arfudaswami Udayar: —“Sir, I do not want to press my 
motion.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. D. Narayana Raju :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I beg to move 

( that the allotment of Rs. 12,63,000 Jor charges of administration be 
reduced by Rs. 100/ 

“ I wish to raise the question of the desirability of fixing Nidadavole as 
the headquarters of the West Godavari district. Sir, Government have no 
doubt issued a Government Order fixing Ellore as the headquarters of the 
district. At first, I am not one of those who are for the reopening of the 
question, for I admit that in a decision of this kind, there must be some 
finality. But, Sir, on a closer examination of the question, I find that 
nothing would be lost by reopening the question and coming to a right conclu¬ 
sion. In pursuance of that Government Order a site for constructing the 
headquarters buildings at Ellore was selected and the necessary notices under 
the Land Acquisition Act were issued ; but some time before that, a similar 
site was selected at Nidadavole and similar notices were issued under the 
Land Acquisition Act there also. Still those notices are in force and have not 
been withdrawn. So, Sir, with regard to the land acquisition proceedings, 
both Ellore arid Nidadavole stand on the same footing. Now, even from a 
financial point of view, there would be no loss if this question is reopened 
because when this question went up before the Finance Committee in January 
last, they recommended in effect that this question of selecting the head¬ 
quarters might usefully be reconsidered, and in answer to a question put in 
this House, the hon. the Revenue Member was also pleased to state that no 
large amount of money had so far been spent at Ellore. Only some small 
amount had been spent. So, Sir, from this statement of the Government, it 
is clear that financially there would be no loss to Government in reopening 
the question of the selection of the headquarters. On the other hand, there 
may be some positive gain, because the officer who was entrusted with the 
investigation of this question and was asked to report on the relative advant¬ 
ages of Nidadavole and Ellore reported that the building land at Nidadavole 
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was cheap. Nidadavole can he preferred to Ellore even now. There woufd 
be some gain because building land at Nidadavole is cheaper comparatively. 
So, Sir, there will be no harm if this question is reopened even now. 

“ Coming to the relative advantages of Nidadavole to be the headquarters 
of the district, if you look at the map of the district, you will find that Nida¬ 
davole is at the head of a system of navigable canals which run through all 
the important parts of the distriot. Nidadavole is connected by the Bank 
canal with Narasapur taluk j by the Narasapur canal with Narasapur and 
Tanuku taluks ; by the Gostanadi oanal with Tanuku and Bhimavaram taluks $ 
by the Vundi canal with Bhimavaram and Tadepalligudem taluks ; and by the 
Ellore canal with Tadepalligudem and Ellore^altiks. These are all navigable 
canals and the rahadhari boats plying on them make access to Nidadavole 
easy, quick and economical. The boat charges for passenger traffic on these 
canals are generally one anna for every 10 miles which work out to a little 
more than one pie per mile. 

4-16 “ Further, Sir, in most of these important canals, boats will be available 

p,m ‘ at all times of the day. That is a great advantage. There will be no delay 

of waiting and no risks of missing these conveyances. Now, Sir, Nidadavole 
is also connected with almost all the important parts of the district by 
railways. It is a railway junction. It is connected by the main line with 

the Tadepalli and Ellore taluks on the left and with the Nidadavole taluk on 

the right. A branch line which is rapidly nearing completion connects 
Nidadavole with Tanuku, Bhimavaram and Narasapur taluks. So, Nidadavole 
is at the centre of all-important communications in the district. This is true 
even with regard to roadways in the district. There is a road running right 
through the delta from Nidadavole to Narasapur and from it branch several 
roads running across the delta on both sides. In this way, Nidadavole 
ocoupies a very central and an important place in the district. Another 
thing is this. To develop such excellent communications from Ellore to all 
the populous and important parts in the district is impossible even in future. 
Ellore is cut away, as it were, from the delta by the extensive and marshy 
Kollair lake. Under these circumstances, it is no wonder that disinterested 
persons who bestowed any thought on this, unhesitatingly recommended 
Nidadavole. I can do no better than read a few extracts from the report of 
the officer who was specially entrusted with the work of investigating the case 
of Ellore and Nidadavole and to report on the matter. I refer to the report 
of Mr. Todd, dated 24th August 1925. Four Collectors including this 
special officer have reported their opinions in the matter. 

“ The first in point of time is that of Mr. Turing. He stated that the 
headquarters must necessarily be at Ellore apparently on the ground of its 
size and importance. He did not discuss the matter in any detail at all. 
The next is that of Mr. Campbell who in 1917 urged that the headquarters 
should be located at Nidadavole and considered that She arguments in 
favour of Nidadavole in preference to Ellore are particularly overwhelming, 
especially having regard to the future. In 1920, Mr. Moore also reported 
and in his report to the Government he preferred Nidadavole. 

“ Now, Sir, with regard to the opinions of heads of departments, they are 
also in favour of Nidadavole. The Distriot Judge is strongly in favour 
of Nidadavole. The District Superintendent of Police, Khan Bahadur 
S. Muhammad Ali Sahib, favours Nidadavole, The Sub-Collector, Narasapur^ 
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and the Deputy Collectors of Nidadavole and Bhimavaram favour Nidadavole. 
The District Educational Officer Mr. K. Tatacharya prefers Nidadavole and 
so does Mr. K. Chiranjeevi, the District Begistrar. 

“The only advocates of Ellorc are the Deputy Collector, Ellore, Mr. 
Mahanty, the District Health Officer, Mr. T. Labshminarayana and the Dis¬ 
trict Medical Officer Mr. V. Ganapathi Bao. Neither of these Medical Officers 
condemns Nidadavole as unhealthy. Mr. Lakshminarayana bases his opinion 
on the extra expenditure which he thinks will be needed at Nidadavole. Mr. 
Ganapathi Bao is chiefly concerned in having his headquarters hospital in a 
big town and also in the District Headquarters. This can only be achieved 
by putting the headquarters where the hospital now is. So, be favours 
Ellore. 

“ The Public Works Department naturally favours Nidadavole, as it is the 
only possible headquarters for the Executive Engineer. The Superintending 
Engineer Mr. Bhaskara Ayyar is also of this opinion. 

“ Therefore from these reports, it is clear that the official opinion is 
decidedly in favour of Nidadavole. Now, to refer to the non-official opinion 
in the district, the taluk boards in the district, excepting the two interested 
ones, passed resolutions favouring Nidadavole. The Ellore Taluk Board is 
naturally interested in Ellore and the Kovvur Taluk Board is equally 
interested in Nidadavole. Leaving aside these two interested boards, if we 
turn to the unprejudiced ones in the district, we find that the taluk boards of 
Tanubu, Bhimavaram and Narasapur placed on record their opinion favour¬ 
ing Nidadavole. Now, as against this we have got the resolution of this 
House passed in December 1D25. 1 shall just say a word or two about it. 

That resolution was moved by Mr. M. Ganga Baju and seconded by Mr. N. 
Devendrudu. Both of them are residents of EUorc. Mr. P. Sagaram who 
comes from a different part of the district opposed the resolution. There 
was no discussion, and the resolution was by agreement of the members pre¬ 
sent in that sitting postponed to some other date for a full discussion. But 
when the question came up before this House for the second time, no such 
discussion took place. In the result, hon. Members of this House, some 22 
in number voted for Ellore without knowing anything of the conditions in 
the district. Hon. Members who came from the district concerned or from the 
neighbouring districts who might be expected to know something of the dis¬ 
trict, did not vote for Ellore excepting Mr. N. Devendrudu, a resident of 
Ellore.” 

Mr. M. Narayana Bao :—“ A resolution was brought before this House 
to make Ellore the headquarters of the district. Now, Sir, to say again that 
Nidadavole should be the headquaiters, is a bad policy. Perhaps next year 
another resolution will be brought to fix Ellore after half the buildings are 
constructed, and you will again say, go back to Ellore. This is certainly a 
bad policy. Again my hon. Friend has stated that building lands are cheap 
in Nidadavole. I say, Sir, that in Ellore land is much cheaper than at 
Nidadavole. Land is not the only question that has to be taken into consi¬ 
deration. Other materials and labour are also required and they should be 
also taken up for consideration. Stone, sand, chunam and other things are 
much dearer in Nidadavole than in Ellore. xou cannot have enough labour 
in Nidadavole. Labour has to be imported from other parte of the district 
for Ike construction of buildings, in pursuance of the resolution already

passed, some of the headquarters have been shifted to Ellore, viz., Distriot 
Court, Sessions Court and the Imperial Bank. There is also plenty of filtered 
water supplied by the water works at Ellore. The District -Registrar's office 
which is temporarily shifted to Nidadavole for want of accommodation has to 
be brought back to Ellore. At Ellore, there is hardly any accommodation for 
the poor clerical staff and other menial staff. I think it is impossible to find 
enough accommodation for these poor people. Now, as regards the com¬ 
munications, Nidadavole has got its canal communication and also railway 
communication. Seme parts of the Nidadavole taluk are far away from 
Nidadavole. We must see that the poorer people of the district reach the 
headquarters when necessary with smaller expeuse than the richer people of 
the distript. 

“ Long before Government conceived the idea of bifurcating the distriot, 
Congressmen have thought that the district should be bifurcated on account 
of the very large extent of the district, and there is a Congress Committee 
organization in the West Godavari district. Even the Congress people have 
pitohed upon Ellore, and the District Congress Committee is now being 
operated from Ellore. My hon. Friend who is the Secretary of the District 
Congress Committee has got his office headquarters at Ellore and he is residing 
at Ellore. Even the Congress people have preferred Ellore to be the head¬ 
quarters of the district. I think we have got all the various departmental 
officials at Ellore excepting the District Collector, and I think with some 
difficulty we can find accommodation for even the District Collector’s office at 
Ellore, and we have also accommodated all the district headquarters. It would 
be very difficult and very costly to shift to Nidadavole from Ellore.” 

Mr. K. V. B. Swami :— cC Sir, it pains me very much to differ from my 
hon. Friend Mr. Narayana Rao. In the selection of headquarters, the only 
thing we have to consider is as to which place would be preferable to the 
mufassal people. There is no doubt that what my friend Mr. Narayana Rao 
said is true so far as Ellore is concerned. It is a big town and it has got a 
number of buildings; it has better population, better sanitation, better water- 
supply and all that. But we have to see whether this town of Ellore is 
connected with mufassal places. I submit, Sir, that the communications are 
very bad with regard to Ellore. There are seven taluks in West Godavari, 
five of which are connected with Nidadavole by canal communication. If 
anybody wants to go to the headquarters, if fixed at Nidadavole, he can go 
there if he pays one or two annas and after having his work done, he can 
return home by the next morning. If Ellore is to be selected, all these people 
of the five taluks out of seven, will have first to go to Nidadavole and then 
take train and go to Ellore, the third class railway fare for which is about 
thirteen annas from Nidadavole. So a stream of people will have to con¬ 
stantly pass Nidadavole, and go to Ellore which is a distant place. No doubt 
Nidadavole is too much to the east and Ellore is too much to the w r est, and 
there is nothing to choose between them ; but so far as communications are 
concerned, Nidadavole is very well situated. Another thing is this. My 
friend Mr. Narayana Eao said: Ellore has been already selected, and why do 
you now go back upon that resolution and propose another place as head¬ 
quarters f I would have hesitated to support this motion if money had been 
spent at Ellore for buildings, etc. I ascertained from the hon. the Revenue 
Member beforehand that no money has yet been spent on buildings. But 
Mr. Narayana Rao said that in Ellore all the departments have been already 
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f rovided with buildings. But I submit that those are private buildings, and 
am sure even if Nidadavole is to be selected, for some time the headquarters 
will continue at Ellore until offices are built at Nidadavole. Mr. Narayana 
Rao spoke about the poor clerks, ‘What about buildings for them?’. The 
first thing we have to consider is whether interests of the persons that go to 
the headquarters are to be looked after or those of the clerks. Anyhow the 
number of clerks would be few and they have to be provided with buildings. 

I may say one thing, Sir, that, though Nidadavole is a small village now, 
there are villages within an area of one mile of it which have got good build¬ 
ings. The Government wanted to acquire an area of about 500 acres for 
giving as sites for building purposes ; and in that way it can very soon be 
provided with good buildings. Another thing I may say is that Mr. Narayana 
Rao belongs to Ellore and he is interested in Ellore. He also says that 
Mr. Narayana Raju who is the Secretary of the Congress Committee selected 
Ellore for the headquarters for the Congress Committee. That also shows 
that Mr. Narayana Raju is more impartial in selecting the oentre. He would 
have been very well advised if he had said that Ellore should remain as head¬ 
quarters, because, he has his office there and he is a member of the municipal 
council of Ellore. Though all points are in favour of Mr. Narayana Raju, 
personally he did not support Ellore. In this matter hon. Members, if 
they have seen the plan which had been supplied to most of us, they will 
see that all communications lead to Nidadavole, and it is easier for people 
to go to Nidadavole than to Ellore. I would make one appeal to such 
of the Members as have not studied this matter. I would request them, 
if they cannot accept the suggestion made by me, and if they feel doubtful, 
to be neutral in this matter. If they have not studied the matter, it is 
better that they should be neutral because they should not risk this place or 
that place being voted for. I also make one appeal to the hon. the Revenue 
Member and other hon. Members on the Treasury bench. They have selected 
Ellore on the word of this Counoil. Ellore is not the choice of the Govern¬ 
ment. All the reports of the officials would show that Nidadavole was 
preferred by them. Two Government Orders were issued, one in 1923 and 
one in 1925 showing that Nidadavole was selected as headquarters. They 
impartially considered the matter and came to the conclusion that Nidadavole 
was the best place. But this Council having voted in favour of Ellore, they did 
not like in matters like this to go against the wishes of this Council, and selected 
Ellore and issued a communique. With regard to that resolution too, I may be 
permitted to say that only 22 Members voted for Ellore, 9 were against, and 
30 remained neutral. And the gentleman who moved that proposition was 
Mr. Ganga Raju who was an hon. Member of this House at that time, and the 
other Member from the district at that time, Mr. Seetayya, remained neutral. 
And the third Member from that district was a nominated gentleman and 
he voted against Ellore. That was the situation when Ellore was selected. 
I belong to the other district, and I have nothing to do with West Godavari. 
So far as I have ascertained, the opinions of people of West Godavari not 
only by personal conversation, but through resolutions passed by the taluk 
boards of Bhimavaram, Narasapur and Tanuku, are in favour of Nidadavole. 
There was also the District Conference of West Godavari where a resolution 
for Nidadavole was proposed and opposed; the matter was however fully 
discussed, and a resolution was passed to the effect that Nidadavole should be 
selected as the headquarters. For all these reasons I would urge ’that 
Nidadavole should be selected, 
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4-45 Mr. J. Bheemayya, in opposing Nidadavole and supporting Ellore as 

P m * oapital, made a speech in Telugu in the course of which he said that Nidada¬ 
vole is in a corner of West Godavari, and is a centre only for oanal traffic. 
Now-a-days people always prefer travelling by railways or motors, and motor 
traffio is extensive between Narasapur, Bhimavaram and Ellore, cto. A railway 
is also under construction from Narasapur to Bhimavaram. Nidadavole would 
be very inconvenient for people of, say, Kamavarapukota taluk who are very 
poor, as they cannot be expected to go to Ellore and then to Nidadavole. Ellore 
has all the advantages of a modern town; it has Gandi Visvavidyalaya, the 
Collector’s office, good sanitation, water-supply, .etc. Considering all these 
things, this Council passed a resolution in favour of Ellore, and the Govern¬ 
ment accepted it. He appealed to Members not to go back upon it.” 

* Kao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu —“ Sir, if I rise to speak on this 
motion, my justification is that the members of the district concerned are not 
agreed among themselves. (A voice * Compromise.) I wish, Sir, the beat 
disciplined party as they claim to be would see that a compromise is arrived at. 
Sir, the first thing that we find is, I may say I am also surprised to see it, 
that at a time when there was no question of headquarters, not only for 
purposes of district administration but for other purposes also such as those of 
the Congress organization, Ellore had a sufficient impoitanoe of its own in 
the old district. Its importance for Congress organization has been referred 
to. 1 am glad now to see that probably they wanl to change their mind. 
And what exactly could have been the reason why Ellore was selected, by 
the Congress as the headquarters, and not Nidadavole, if really the latter is 
more convenient ? Secondly we find tha f < xeept for the Public Works head 
office which must necessarily bo at Nidadavole, quarters have to bo provided 
for, if all other offices are to be located there. The question will be how to 
find the enormous hinds. The report of the Collector shows that Nidadavole 
is not a big place, and of course new buildings will have to be provided, and 
a large amount of expendituie will have to be incurred thereon. Wo can have 
a modern Delhi repeated in Nidadavole if necessary, but 1 do not know if our 
finances would permit such a large expenditure on one district at this time. 
Then, Sir, Mr. Todd the Collector wuis not for Nidadavole or EJlore but he 
was for Narasapur. After all, T submit that this question having been decided 
by this Council and acted upon by the Government, it is not right or desirable 
that we should reopen the question merely because new Members want it. 
If so, there can be no finality about it because, I am sure, another set of 
"Members may be coming in after the next election and they may again go 
^ck upon the decision which we may arrive at now.” 

oi ( * The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks “ Mr. President, Sir, when Govern- 

talr /(lent first published proposals for the division of this district into two, the 
proposed headquarters was at Nidadavole as hon. Members have stated. 
Subsequently when they had to come to a final decision they had the vote of 
this House in favour of Ellore, and there was also the consideration—which, of 
course, it was not possible to ignore—that for so many years notwithstanding 
the construction of the anicut and the opening of the canals, Ellore has 
remained a large town and has grown, whereas Nidadavole remains a canal 
junotion. But on the other hand, as hon. Members have pointed out, the 
local officials are mostly in favour of Nidadavole as being a more convenient 
plaoe. And certainly in my inspection of the two places, I thought that 
Nidadavole would probably be a much pleasanter place to live in. But there 
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were other considerations, particularly the existence o£ Ellore as a big town 
whioh we oould not over-ride. It is a matter on which the House has heard I 
think, every argument on both sides, and we shall bear what hon. Members 
have said in mind, and any verdict of the House will be duly considered by 
the Government.

“ The objeot of this motion is to discuss the Excise policy of the Government. 
I do not think, Sir, that it is now neoessary to impress upon this House 
the urgency of Government declaring in unambiguous terms their policy 
in regard to the drink problem in this country. I have indications that 
the Members of all the parties in this House are unanimous in support of 
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this motion. Though the Justioe party had been in power for six years, 
and though nothing has been done in this direction it is certainly a great 
relief for me to see that some hon. Members of that party also, have given 
notices of the same motion (Mr. S. Satyamurti—Hear, hear). We demand. 
Sir, from this Government the declaration that prohibition is its ultimate goal 
to be reached by definite and progressive stages, and as an earnest of their 
intentions it is necessary that they should indicate to this House what the 
immediate steps are that they would practically adopt. It is necessary, 
also, Sir, that the present Government must express its dissent with the views 
contained in G.O. No. 576, Revenue, dated 12th September 1926, which perhaps 
is the logaoy of the previous Ministry. In point of inconsistency and in point 
of irrelevant statements and in point of evasion of main issues the Government 
Order is oertainly unsurpassed. Sir, the Government Order has dealt with 
the proposals made time after time in the most cavalier fashion. They 
dismiss one proposal after another with a sentence explaining the reason why 
it should be dismissed. The reasons advanced in support of the dismissal of 
one proposal are in contravention to those stated in support of the dismissal of 
another proposal. Taking first the question of total prohibition . . .”

The hon. Dr. P. Subbabayan :— c< I think Government did consider their 
proposal.” 

The Raja op Ramnad :—“ Will the Government kindly consider the 
question of paying a little more to the district boards for the maintenance of 
these trunk roads, instead of continuing the present unsatisfactory system of 
paying a flat rate of Rs. 500 a mile? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I cannot give an answer to that 
question at present.” 

The Raja of Ramnad ;—“ I am merely asking, Sir, whether the Guvern- 
ment will kindly consider the question. If an assurance is given, I shall be 
perfectly satisfied.” 

The hon. the Phesident :—“ The hon. the Minister has said that he oannot 
give an answer to the question at present, tt tantamounts to saying that 
he wants notice of the question. The hon. Member has to give notice of 
a question on the subject.”

Famine 

Action taken on the resolution regarding famine conditions m the Presidency . 

*331 Q.—Mr. B. Ramaciiandra Reddi : Will the hon. the Member for 
Revenue be pleased to state— 

{a) the action taken by the Government on the first non-oflicial reso¬ 
lution of this Council regarding the famine conditions in the several districts 
of the Presidency ; and 

(6) if the Government have received any report on the famine condi¬ 
tions, whether it will be placed on the table of the House P 

A .—(«) The Government have issued orders for the expansion of local 
funds works programmes with the aid of grants from Provincial 
Funds and for the starting of as many minor irrigation works 
as possible and the liberal grant of loans to ryots in the areas 
which have been more seriously affected by the conditions of 
the season. They have also sanctioned the grant of concession 
rates for the transport by rail of fodder to the area in which 
there is a serious scarcity of fodder. They have taken steps 
for the immediate starting of the work connected with the 
construction of the Guntur-Guruzala-Macherla Railway. All 
Collectors have been told that they should not be overstriot in 
the exercise of their discretion in determining what is 
constructive total loss under the remission rules and that they 
should not collect amounts which are likely to be remitted. 
The Government have already passed orders postponing to the 
next fasli the collection of kists in a number of villages and 
have instructed the Board of Revenue to submit all proposals 
for the postponement to the next fasli of the collection of kists 
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wherever such postponement is necessary. Meanwhile the 
Collectors have, pending the orders of the Government on the 
question of postponement to the next fasli, postponed the 
collection within the fasli of kists wherever this measure has 
been found to be necessary. The advisability of throwing, 
open forest reserves for the free removal of grass and the free 
grazing of cattle has also been impressed upon Collectors. 

( b) The Government have not received any report that famine condi¬ 
tions prevail in any part of the Presidency. 


Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi :—“ May I know whether Government 
have received any report that famine conditions do not prevail in any part 
of the Presidency P * f 


The hon Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“This term k famine conditions * 
seems to be capable of many different meanings. The rules provide that 
in certain circumstances test works may be opened and after that, if 
necessary, relief works. The whole question is one of the appreciation of 
local conditions by the responsible officers on the spot. When they think 
the local conditions justify such a course they may open test works and 
make a report. We have received no report as yet suggesting that test 
works should be opened. That is all that was meant by the answer. **

Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ It is a very general question, 
Sir. If the hon. Member will give a little more particulars perhaps 
I may be able to find out.”

(A) whether it is a fact that no such standard was fixed before and that 
several persons joined the service in the hope that there will be no such 
restriction on them; 

(c) whether the new Government Order is applicable to those who are 
now in service holding either acting or permanent appointment: and 

(tf) whether memorials or representations have been received that the 
new Government Order should be made applicable only to those that may be 
entertained in service hereafter and not to those who are already in service, 
and if so, whether the Government have passed final orders, and to what 
effect P 

A.—(a) Yes ; G.O. No. 965, Public, dated 16th November 1926, has been 
issued and published ou page 2312 of the Fort St % George 
Gazette , Part I, dated 23rd November 1926. 

(A) No standard of marks was fixed before by the Government but 
such a standard could.be fixed by heads of departments or 
others making appointments and had been fixed by the 
Board of Eevenue for the Eevenue Department; the Govern¬ 
ment Order does not affect persons holding posts in 
Government service substantively when it was issued. 

(c) The Government have issued orders in G.O. No. 137, Public, 
dated 14th February 1927, that men not in permanent servioe 
of Government on 16th November 1926 (the date of G.O. 
No. 965) who were accounted as “ passed ” under the rules as 
they stood before that date and had to their oredit on’that, 
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date not less than one year’s continuous and satisfactory 
service will not be affected by G.O. No. 965, Publio, dated 
# 16th November 1926. 

(rf) Bepresentations have been received. Orders have been passed 
as stated in the answer to clause (c) of the question. 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar <c As regards (6), may I 
know if any head of the department or others making appointments except 
the Board of Kevenue fixed the standard of marks P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks ;— I must ask for notice of that, 
Sir.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ As regards ( c ) will not the 
Government take into consideration the desirability of exempting people who 
have been for four or five years with some intervals in the Government 
service although they may not have put in one year’s continuous service before 
that date ? There may be small breaks.” 

The hon Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ I do not understand how a man 
who has putin 4 or 5 years’ servioe cannot have put in one year’s 
service.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“I am sorry. The hon. 
Member will notice the word 4 continuous ’ there. A man might have put in 
4 or 5 years’ service with small breaks and might not have put in one year's 
continuous and satisfactory service before that date. I will leave out‘ satis¬ 
factory *. Will the Government make some concession in the case of people 
whose period of service has been very long, but unfortunately has not been a 
continuous one for one year before that date ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Ma rjoribanks :—“ I find it difficult to imagine such 
a case. But if there is such a case and if representations are made, the 
case will he considered.” 

Mr. 0, V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— 44 There are a large number of 
cases of that kind.” 

Secretariat 

Water-closets and privies /or Secretariat staff. 

* 335 Q.—Mr. J. A. Saldanha : Will the hon. the Member for lievenue 
be pleased to state— 

(а) what arrangements exist at present for water-closets and privies 
for the Secretariat staff—the gazetted and non-gazetted officers and the 
menial staff; 

(б) if there is no provision for the non-gazetted officers and the menial 
staff within the premises of the Secretariat or within the Fort, why no steps 
have been taken for the purpose ; and

As —(#) There are no water-closets in the Secretariat. Lavatories with 
earth-closets and urinals are provided for gazetted officers.

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— (i As regards clause ( c) may we know when we 
may expect the scheme to be carried out ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ I am afraid I am no prophet/ 1 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ May I enquire approximately when P ” 

The hon. the President ;— u The hon. Member says he cannot say 
that. ” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha : — c< Can he not give the approximate date ? n 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks: —The hon. Member knows that 
plans and estimates have to be prepared and sanctiohed and provision 
has to be made in the budget and the work then only begun. The 
Government have no desire to delay the matter and there need be no 
fear in the mind of the hon. Member.”

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Resurvey in South Kanara. 

* 337 Q. —Mr. A. B. Shetty : Will the hon. the Member for Revenue 
be pleased to state whether resurvey will stop with Kasavagod taluk, or 
whether it will be oarried on in other taluks also ? 

A .—The Government have not yet deoided whether or no, any other taluk 
in South Kanara district should be resurveyed. 

Mr. A. B. Shetty : —“ May I know when the Government will decide 
this matter P ” 

The hon. Mr. N. B. Marjoribanks :—“ As I said yesterday, Sir, when 
this matter was being discussed, I should like to look into the matter in 
person, so that it will not probably be deoided for some months to come, 
i.e., till I get an opportunity of going to South Kanara.”

(а) whether several memorials have been received from ex-revenuo 
monigars in the Coimbatore district that their posts which were abolished 
recently should be restored, and that they should be re-appointed to their 
original posts;

(c) No complaint of any such trouble or inconvenience has been

(d) There were 86 revenue monigars in Coimbatore district. In 

consequence of the Salaries Committee's report of 1920, all of 
these officials in dry villages were abolished and 21 were 
retained in wet villages under the designation of water 
headmen. These still remain. 

(e) It is not proposed to restore the posts abolished as unnecessary in 

consoquence of the report of the Salaries Committee of 1920.

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— 4 ‘ Partly, Sir.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami :—“ What were the recommendations, Sir? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — c; I may say that one of the 
recommendations, viz., increase of the minimum pay to Rs. 20 is in the 
budget. The other recommendations, viz., as to pensionable character 
of the appointments, and all that, are under consideration.” 

Mr. K. Y. R. Swami Were they aoeepted by the Government ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ As I said in answer to clause 
(6), the question is under consideration.” 

The Raja op Ramnad “ May I ask the hon. the Law Member whether 
he will consider the claims of oopyists employed in other courts, such as

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ The answer to clause ?c) (2) 
is that £42,000 worth of orders were placed in England. May 1 have an 
idea as to when these orders were given ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I want notice, Sir. But 
I may add that it was probably in 1925-26.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar:— “ May I know for what 
materials these orders were given and by whom ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ They were for one excavator 
for the canal. I remember that and about the other particulars I want 
notice.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar:—“ May ! know whether the 
usual tenders were called for in this case ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ The procedure in cases of this 
sort is this, to send up requisitions to the High Commissioner who 
issues advertisements and calls for tefiders.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know whether the 
orders included in that amount, viz., £42,000 were made through the High 
Commissioner P ”

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The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—One or two orders inoluded 
in that sum were made through the Indian Stores Department at 
Delhi which also invites tenders and calls for quotations from various 
firms and the rest were made through the High Commissioner, Sir 
Atul Chatterjee.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar ;—“Have not this Government 
power to give the orders in this country after oalling for tenders without 
reference either to the Agent in Delhi or to the High Commissioner in 
England P ** 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar *.—“ They have ; but the advantage 
in the case of purchase of machinery of this kind is this : the Indian 
Stores Department have got a set of experts who advise the Govern¬ 
ment and point out any necessary modifications . A set of experts is 
also employed by the High Commissioner in England. It is for that 
reason that the Government thought it desirable and useful to employ 
the agency either of the Indian Stores Department which is especially 
constituted for this purpose, one of the principles of its constitution 
being to purchase materials as far as possible in India, or of the High 
Commissioner who has also got a set of experts qualified to advise in the 
matter. ” 

Mr. C.V. Venkataramana A yyangar: — “ As regards (d) may I know 
whether a Chief Engineer was appointed for the project recently ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Ves, Sir. ” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know when ? It is 
not found in the printed answer. 39 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I think the order came out 
after the answer was sent to the Council Office. I believe it came out 
only just now . 99 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know whether an 
Indian Superintending Engineer was sent away and if so, why ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ It is a fact. I realize that 
the number of Indian officers employed on the Project may perhaps be 
increased with advantage. As a matter of fact, however, the list given in 
the answer is misleading. With regard to the Oauvery system Mr. Hart, 
Superintending Engineer, is only temporarily there. Mr. Swaminatha 
Ayyar will take his piac9 almost immediately. In course of time the 
Indian personnel on the Mettur works will largely increase. 19 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“ May I know, unless it is 
confidential, whether one of the Superintending Engineers, an Indian, was 
sent away because be’did something against the wishes or opinions of the 
Chief Engineer ? 99 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—‘‘ That would not be a correct 
statement of facts, Sir. I do not wish to discuss it further. If notice of 
the question is given I shall bo in a position to answer it in greater detail. 

The Raja of Ramnad :—“ In answer to clause (d) which asks for the 
Baines of officers appointed to the work under the scheme, a list of engineers 
alone employed under the scheme is giveu. May I know why the names of 
other officers employed under the scheme are not given 
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The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I do not follow the question. 
These are men who are supervising the works. If the names of the 
men who are at the bottom of the scale are required, a very long list 
will have to be prepared. Because there are a large number of 
overseers and assistants employed there and, if the hon. Members want 
a complete list of all the men employed on the Project, it will be 
furnished.* * 

Mr. 0. V. Venkatakamana Ayyangar :— c< May I know what the work 
of the electrical engineer there is ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyah “ As a matter of faot the 
electrical engineer is endeavouring to instal the electrical machinery 
for the purpose of working some of the apparatus. We is going to 
start a power-house there. The question was discussed as my hon. 
Friend from Coimbatore knows whether the source of water-power near 
Hogenkal can he utilized or not. That question has not been decided. 
But at the present moment, a small powder-house will be set up with 
which some of the crushes will be worked. ” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ In view of the fact that this 
electrical engineer was appointed on a high pay in connexion with the Mega- 
dhati water-power scheme which has now been abandoned and machinery 
substituted at the dam itself, may I know whether the Government propose 
to continue his services ? ” 

The bon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ One of the objects for which 
Mr. Henshaw was appointed was in connexion with that water-power 
scheme. If, as a matter of fact, that idea is given up, he will he 
replaced by another officer on a smaller salary.” 

Mr. L. K. Tulasiram : —“ Will the hon. the Law Member be pleased 
to state the names of the manufacturers with whom tho orders for this 
£ 42,000 worth of goods were placed ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ There are several manufac¬ 
turers, Sir ; and* if the hon. Members want a list of them, I shall give 
them full details.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ May I ask the hon. the Law Member 
wheie the excavator is to he used ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ On the canal division, from 
the head works iu the Tanjore district.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ When is the excavator to begin its 
operations ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ As soon as it arrives and starts 
the wort. ” 

Mr. S. Muitayya Mudaliyar “ When is tbe water expected to com 
to the upland tracts in the Fattukottai taluk ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P, Ramaswami Ayyar That depends largely on this 
House. ” 
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Mr. S. Muttayya Mudauyar :— cc Will the hon. the Law Member 
consider the desirability of using manual labour alone in the place of these 
excavators for the coming seven years before which time water is not 
expected to flow in the canal ?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyab In some places excavators 
would be tried. In the projeots in .Bombay and the Punjab excavators 
have been extensively used and they have greatly expedited the process 
of construction. Here wc have not yet made up our minds as to 
whether we should use excavators only or use manual labour also in 
addition. An attempt will however be made to see how the excavator 
works. It is only after that a decision will be arrived at as to whether 
machinery alone or machinery plus manual labour (Mr. (J. V. 
Venkataramana Ayyangar: 1 Or manual labour alone ’) will be used for 
the purpose.” 

Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyak :—“ May I ask the hon. the Law Member 
whether the conditions in the Punjab and Bombay are the same as those in 
Tanjore as regards the nature of the soil and the availability of labour ? 11 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Avyak -— 4t In Punjab they are not the 
same; but in Bombay they are.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : —“ Backbay scheme ?” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ Backbay soheme is not an 
irrigation scheme.’* 

Bao Bahadur C. S. Bathnasabapati Mudaliyar :—“ Will the hon. the 
Law Member be pleased to advertise in all the dailies and call for tenders for 
all the stores necessary and for the work to be done ?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“That question will be borne 
in mind; but if the stores are to he purchased through the High 
Commissioner he will be given the discretion to advertise where he 
likes.** 

Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ Will an assurance be given 
that the case of purchase of pipes for the Coimbatore water-supply scheme 
will not be repeated here ?*’ 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ I do not quite follow the hon. 
Member; I do not know what it was.** 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar “ Without calling for tenders.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar: —“I'may assure the hon. 
Members that we are not contemplating the purchase of machinery 
without calling for tenders. The usual practice is for the Madras 
Government to place thoir orders with the Indian Stores Department 
at Delhi or with the High Commissioner at London. They have got 
their own methods of advertisement and publicity and they not only 
advertise in England but also in the continent and in America. As a 
matter of fact, in a recent case it was pointed out that in the procedure 
adopted by the Indian Stores Department, the Madras firms were at a 
disadvantage compared with the firms in Northern India. The Indian 
Stores Department said that they would give wide publicity not only in 
upjaer India but also in the south when they were proceeding with 
their business.’ 1 
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Mr. 0. V. VenkataraMana Ayyangar :— u Sir, since the Indian Stores 
Department have given orders for various companies for railway wagons for 
a period of five years, wi^l the Government see that unnecessary machinery 
is not imported here very early ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ That will bo noted, Sir.” 

Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :— <c Which is cheaper, use of manual 
labour or use of machinery ? ” 

The hon. the President :—“ It is asking for an opinion.” 

Mr S. Muttayya Mudaliyar cc May I ask tho hon. the Law Member 
whether ho has compared tbe cost of excavator with the cost of manual 
labour ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ay^ar: —We have been advised that 
tho cost of excavator would be much less.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ Apart from the advice given to him, 
has he limself studied the qaestion and satisfied himself to that effect ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <c I may say that I have 
glanced over the figures furnished by the department. But I shall go 
into the matter again if the hon. Members so desire-” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :— ft May I ask tho hon. the Law Member 
whether he would place those papers giving tho comparative costs on the 
table of the House? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“ That will be considered, 
Sir.” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :— lc With reference to the answer to clause ( 0 ), 
may I know whether the goods purchased for those 12 lakhs were 
available in India or whether they were imported from abroad ? ” 

'ihe hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <4 1 should like to have notice, 
Sir. But I believe they were mainly for wagons and trucks which 
were all available in India.” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :—“ With reference to the £42,000 worth of 
goods ordered for from llngland, may I ask the hon. the Law Member 
whether the Government satisfied themselves that they could not get them in 
India itself?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ That was so. The rules 
of the Indian Stores Depaitment, as the hoc. Member himself knows, 
are to the effect that no goods should bo purchased outside India if 
they are available in India.” 

Mr. L. K. Tulasiram :—“ Sir, will the hon. the Law Member cancel 
the orders fer excavators if I place sufficient data before him to show that 
excavators are dearer than manual labour ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar ••—“ While I cannot give an 
undertaking of that sort, I may say thit any information that a 
prominent industrialist like the hou. Member who spoke last places 
before the Government will receive all the consideration that it 
deserved.” 
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* The Raja of Ramnad :—“ If the difference between the cost of manual 
labour and machinery is not great, will the hon. the Law Member consider 
the advisability of going in for manual labour alone seeing that there is 
widespread famine in the Presidency ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ The matter will be 

considered, Sir.” 

The hon. the President :—“ The time allotted for questions and answers 
having now expired, the Council shall proceed to the business of the day.”

Public Health 

Leper problem in Madras . 

341 Q.—Mr. J. A. Saldanha : Will the bon. the Minister for Public 
Health be pleased to state— 

(а) the number of lepers admitted in the Tirumani Leper Settlement 
dicing the year 1926 ; 

(б) the number of lepers discharged from the settlement during the 
last three months ; 

(c) the number of lepers awaiting admission approximately every day 
during the last three months; 

(d) the difficulties that are experienced in admitting them ; 

(e) the number of lepers roaming about and beggiug at Madras; 

f/J the means of transport adopted and proposed to be adopted for 
oonveying lepers from Madras and other places to the settlement and vice 
versa; 

(g) what measures have been and are being taken for the relief of 
lepers in Madras City and other parts of the Presidency ; and 

( h) when Government are going to apply the Indian Lepers Act of 
1898 to the Madras City and other parts of the Presidency ? 

A. — (a) Nine hundred and seven lepers were admitted to the Tirumani 
Leper Settlement during the year 1926. 

(b) One hundred and four lepers were discharged during the three 

months ending 31st January 1927, 

(c) & (rf) No lepers are awaiting admission. All known or certified 

to he suffering from leprosy, who may apply, are admitted, in 
so far as the accommodation of the settlement will permit. 

(e) No information is available. 

{/) The ordinary means of transport are employed in conveying 
lepers to and from the settlement. The Surgeon-General has 
been considering the question in consultation with the Railway 
authorities. The disoussion has however led to no practical 
solution. 

(g) The hon. Member is referred to the reply given to question 
No. 2106 asked in the Legislative Council on loth July 1926. 
As a resalt of recent research work it is now held that the disease 
is infectious only in its early stages and that the burnt out and 
deformed cases are non-infectious. The diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment of the disease in its early stages is, therefore, regarded «* 
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the most important part of the campaign against leprosy. With 
this object in view the Government have included in the Civil 
Budget Estimates for 1927-28 a sum of Rs. 74,800 to enable 
them to open Dermatological clinics in the five Headquarter 
hospitals at (1) Tanjore, (2) Madura, (3) Vizagapatam, (4) 
Coimbatore and (5) Guntur. At these clinics out-patients will 
receive treatment and medical students will receive instruction 
in the diagnosis and treatment of the disease. 

(7*) According to present knowledge of the disease the application of 
the Act would be of doubtful benefit to the public.

(а) the amount of money spent out of the Famine Insurance Fund 
either towards famine relief or towards the construction of protective irriga¬

(б) the works (protective irrigation)' on which money out of the 
Famine Insurance Fund was spent, with the name of the distriot in each of 
the years ? 
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A. —(tf) Under rule 29 of the Devolution Buies the Madras Government 
are required to maintain a Famine Insurance Fund by contri¬ 
buting from their resources a fixed sum of Rs. 6*61 lakhs every 
year. The annual contribution is to be devoted to relief 
measures and to the construction of protective irrigation works, 
the balance not utilized for these purposes being credited to the 
fund. The balance at the credit of the fund is regarded as 
invested with the Central Government which pays interest 
thereon and is available for application when neoessary for the 
objects mentioned above and also for the grant of advanoes to 
cultivators. The credits ahd debits to the fund are exhibited 
in the statement below :—

DEMAND II—EXCISE— COnt. 

* Mr. Sami Venkataohalam CJhrtti “ Mr. President, Sir, in view of 
the importance of the discussion on this demand I request you to allow me 
a little more time than you have prescribed for speeohes on the motions.” 

The hon. the President :—‘‘Will the hon. Member finish his speech in 
ten minutes to-day ? ” 

* Mr. Sami Venkataohalam Chetti Ci Bifteen minutes, Sir ? ” 

The hon. the President “ Yes.” 

* Mr. Sami Venkataohalam Chetti 1 “ Sir, I move— 

* that the allotment of Re. 58,400 for Excise Commissioner be reduced by 
Rs 100.’ 

“ Sir, from the year 1921 the Government have been playing with this 
very serious problem, appointing committees, examining witnesses, drafting 
reports, and revising them and at last it reached the culminating point in the 
shape of a Government Order which was issued in September last. While 
dealing with the resolution passed by the Legislative Council, the Government 
have scanned the division list iu a manner that would be most suitable to 
support their most oriminal unwillingness to foster the cause of prohibition. 
They very conveniently ignore the fact that among those who remained 
neutral in that division, most of them were for total prohibition. The 
Government were fully aware of this fact. Still, to sav that the Legislative 
Oounoil did not give a proper lead in this matter seems to me to treat this 
question in a very light-hearted manner. I am very glad that the country 
has given the Legislative Oounoil a very proper lead by overthrowing the 
last Ministry from the Treasury benohes. I hope, Sir, that the present 
Ministry will see the significance of that vote in formulating their pcdioy 
with regard to this question. No Government—it may be taken from me—

will he tolerated which declines to taokle this question seriously. Madras 
has the disgraceful notoriety as a provinoe which returns the largest oxoise 
revenue, of pos9ess : nar the largest number of shops and consuming the 
largest quantity of arrack, country liquors and toddy. Within a period of 
25 years the revenue has increased from 186 lakhs of rupees to nearly Rs. 5 
orores. Madras has nearly one-fifth of the total number of shops in all the 
provinces put together. A place on tho Treasury Bonoh will be absolutely 
worthless if it means oo-ooeration with a Grovernment which aims at 
the impoverishment and emasculation of the ppople by propagating drinking* 
The inoraase in exoise revenuo is an awful feature of tho present adminis¬ 
tration. Craving for drink is very often the result of depressing mentality 
caused by ill-housing, ill-feeding and of the depressing sight of starving 
wives and ohildren. 8o, the increase in excise revenue has a most miserable 
story to tell of the chronic poverty of this Presidency. The Government 
Order dismisses the prohibition proposal as impracticable because they say 
that ‘the question is not only provincial and imperial but also inter¬ 
national,* to quote tho very words of the Government Order. It amounts 
to this: we have to wait until the whole world wants, on one fine morning, 
total prohibition. Until that time, the Madras Government cannot think of 
introdnoing total prohibition Even then there is this contingency: Sir 
Patro who is responsifle for this Government Order may dissent and that 
will be enough justification to say that total prohibition cannot be introduced 
because it is not universally adopted. 

“ After dismissing the prohibition theory with those laconic expressions 
and with one jump, the Government Order attempts to meet tho practioal 
difficulties in introducing total prohibition. We can hardly orelit 
a Government with views such as those referred to with any sincerity to deal 
with the problem of meeting the practical difficulties. Tho Government 
Order says that the main difficulty is in respect of finance. Now is the 
opportunity afforded to the present Ministry, by the remission of provincial 
contributions. It will never recur again. If you luse this opportunity I do 
not know whether Madras will evor launch upon total prohibition, or oven 
partial prohibition. 

“ Next, the Government Order attacks IoctI option. It argues that in 
oountries where local option ha9 been introduced, it has not resulted in the 
reduction of consumption. It seems to me that to say in this fashion that 
there is no decrease in the consumption of drink in other countries where 
looal option has boon introduced and that illicit traffic will increase, is to 
argue in a very vicious circle It is vory difficult to speak with moderation 
on the observations of the Government Order in regard to the reduction in 
4be number of shops. The Government Order says the Excise Commissioner 
points out that there has already been a drastic reduction in tho number of 
shops in this Presidency and the increased excise orimo shows that the stage 
has been reaohed beyond which further reduction is inadvisable. Examin¬ 
ing the statement, we fiud that between 1919-20 and 1923-24 there has 
b8en a reduction of 05 shop* in couutry spirits. The reducod number is still 
more than Bombay by 4,100 shops, more than Bengal by 5,000 shops and 
more than United Provinces by about 2,400 shops. For every 7,000 of the 
population of the Madras Presidency there is a shop here, while in Bengal 
there is a shop for every 47,696 of the population, and in Bombay there is 
one hop for every 9,816.” 
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Mr. P. L. Moore :— ci May I kuow tbe period during which tho hon. 
Member says that there has been reduction in the number of shops V ” 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Cheiti 1 “ Thero was a rednotion of 65 
shops between I92t) to 1925 Madras had, in 1923-24, 10,V»1 toddy shops 
as against 1,076 in Bombay. Do the Government say that it is inadvisable 
to reduce further the number of shops? It is useless to argue with such a 
Government. 

t{ Dealing with the question of the restriction of the hours of sale, I fear 
the Government are contemplating to extend th^ hours instead of restricting 
them. They say that restriction has not improved matters. 

u Then the Government go to Licensing Boards. The Government find 
some solaoe in them because they are continuing the existing policy. They 
feel that because there are high licensing fees, there will be decrease in con¬ 
sumption. On the other hand, along with increased lieensing iee, there has 
been also increase m consumption As a matter of fact, the inoroase in con¬ 
sumption has been by nearly 20 per cent since the high licensing fee 
system has been introduced in this Presidency. I would rather advise the 
Government to declare ‘ hands up ’ at once and leave the matter to be dealt 
with by others. The culminating point was reached when the Government 
refused to withdraw the circular to Pubbo Health Officers issued in regard 
to the propaganda agaiust drink. In this connexion, it may be useful to 
know what is beinur done in England. Mr. Kelynaok observes in his book 
‘The Drink Problem of To-day \ 

‘Nothing short of a steady, oo ordinated endeavour by the various agencies promoting 
public health, sooIhI welfare and temperance will produce the desiderated dynamic to awaken 
an interest in tbemselvts on the part of the new democracy which is slowly evolving from 
a servile state, dne in great measure to ignorance and apat' y dependent on alcoholic naroosis. 
There must be oloser assoo.aaion between educational temperance, organization and those 
operating in matters of sanitation and public health. * 

“ Now, coming to tho constitution of tho Excise Licensing Boards, I must 
say that a most vicious innovation has been made. Nowhere oould we see 
Excise Licensing Boards having amoug their members, those representing 
licensees. Now we have got in Madras the example of Excise Licensing 
Boards with licensees on them when we are fighting against drink. I know 
of practical instances of the licensee members taking the application that has 
been preferred to the Collector and getting the signature of every other 
member of the Board. To have representatives of licensees sitting along 
with others who have got to fight against drinking is a most mischievous 
innovation that could ever have been thought of, in connexion with the 
constitution of the Licensing Boards. 

The Government seem to regard that the restriotious that have beon 
placed upon the boars of sale have not been very effective. I would rather 
charge the Government with having been very tax. I know of instanoes where 
respectable people have pointed out cases where the restrictions were over* 
ruled by the renters and no aotiou has been taken against thsm. There is one 
redeeming sentence in tbe Government Order which is, that they will accept 
the principle of removing these shops from the vioinity of cheris. They only 
accept the principle, hut they fail to put it into praotioe. Any number of 
instances have been brought to the notioe of the Government, tio far as the

City of Madras is concerned, there is not a single shop the location of whioh is 
iii conformity with the rules and restrictions laid down in the Exoise Manual. 
The location of every shop is against the rules of the Exoise Manual. It is 
laid down that a shop should not bo within the vioinity of a ohuroh or a 
temple. You will see in Madras that there is a Bhop to the right side of a 
church or to the lett side of a temple or just before a Model bohool It is 
simply ehuttiog ono’s own eves when it is stated that these instances have not 
been brought to the notico of the Government. Any one can see that year after 
year, in instances after instanoes, it has been the practice of the department to 
override the representations both of the Licensing JBoards and also of the 
publio. We therefore ask the Government now to disown the Government 
Order they issued n September last, to disapprove of the sentiments con¬ 
tained therein and to declare their future policy with regard to this very 
serious question, whether thoy are going to take it up in right earnest 
and introduce prohibition by definite and successive stages or not. Much 
would depend upon the manner in which this question, is viewed by the 
Government.” 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar : —'“ Sir, the Justice party is no 
longer in power and Sir Patro is no longer the Minister for Excise. Neverthe¬ 
less, they act on the brains of the Leader of the Swarajya Opposition They 
act like a nightmare upon him during day-time and during nights also. 
Though tho party has been out of power for the last four months and 
Sir PAtro has ceased to be Exoise Minister for that time, the hon. the 
Leader of the Swaraj) a Opposition is apparently thinking only of Sir Patro. 
I am very sorry for the Justice pirty and Sir ratro putting the Swarajists 
in that unoomfortable position.” 

Mr. Sami Venkataohalam Chetti '“ It is not unoomfortable ; it is 

quite comfortable,” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—Hejsays that he is comfort¬ 
able ; but his utterance and bshaviour say otherwise. 

u I shall go to the question under consideration at once. I do not want 
to go into irrelevant matters. In fact, those portions of my hon. Friend’s 
speech whioh related to the Justioe party and Sir Patro are really irrelevant. 
However, I do not wish to proceed Jurther, I shall proceed to oonsider the 
question before the House, viz., the excise polio} of the Government. 

12 15 “ My Friend Mr. fr ami Venkataohalam Chetti stated that the oountry 

p m will not tolerate any Government whioh does not deal seriously with this 
question. I thought he held out a threat to the present Exoise Minister that 
it he did not tackle this question of total prohibition very soon 9 though 
gradually, he would meet with some serious fate. Let us hope, and I, on 
behalf of my party, do hope that he will actually carry out his threat to the 
present Ministry whioh is really fed out of the hands of the Swarajya 
Opposition, that they will be turned out of their offioe, if they are not able to 
oarry out this impracticable policy of total prohibition within a vory short 
time” 

Mr. Sami Venkataohalam Chetti “ You say it is impracticable ” 

•Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar “ And 1 hope also that the 
JExeise Minister who, as I said, is really depending for his life as Minister 
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and for the lives of his two colleagues as Ministers upon the sweet will and 
pleasure of the Swarajist Opposition, will carry out the policy of tho 
Swarajya party.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :— “ So that you may oomo back hero !” 

* Diwan Bahadur M, Krishnan Nayar “ As for the matter of that, 
Sir, I may say —if my friend interrupts mo like that—that we, the Members of 
the Justice party, hnvo decided that tereafter we shall not accept office. 
(Laughter.) (A voice: In the next Council?). It may bo in the next 
Council but we have come to the decision that we shall not accept office, just 
like the Swarajya party ; so that again need not act as a nightmare on my 
friend. 

* 

“ Now, Sir, the policy of th3 Swarajist Opposition is this: they won’t 
accept office themselves ; they have not accepted. . .” 

*The hon. the President: —“ The hon. Members have to discuss the 
excise policy.” (Laughter.) 

* Diwan Bahadur M Krishnan Nayar : As I said, Sir, I myself saw 

the irrelevancy of all these things, and I think I shall have an opportunity 
of going into these things in greater detail when tho proper head under the 
budget oomes up for discussion. 

“ Now, Sir, to come to the excise policy of this Government. Tho Second 
Minister, my Friend Mr. Rauganatha .viudaliyar, declared in one of his 
speeches at Kajahmundry recently the programme of his party. As one of 
the items of that programme he declared the attainment of total prohibition 
by definite and gradual stages; and what that stage is and what that 
definiteness is he has already explained by the vote whioh he gave in this 
Council in February 1926, when this question .was die>cu9sed. What he 
voted for on that oocaaion was that total prohibition should be reached or 
brought about within a period of ten years from then. Let us take it, Sir, 
that he will stick to that programme and to his opinion expressed on that 
ocoasion, and that by definite and gradual process he will bring about total 
prohibition in a period of ten years. Lotus see, Sir, now what the pro¬ 
gramme of my Friend M r. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar is, who is directly respon¬ 
sible for the administration of this portfolio. In the speeches which he was 
making in different parts of the country immediately after he accepted office, 
he said that he was studying the question. It is remarkable, Sir, it is 
curions, that a Minister should have aeoepted office without knowiug his own 
programme relating to the portfolio which he was taking charge of. But, 
Sir, let that go. For the first two months he was studying the question ; 
but bis later utteranois show that he has completed his study. 
What is the result of that completion of that study ? Ho said 
that the educated portion of the people of this Presidenoy consisted 
of only 5 to 10 per cent, the rest were uneducated and that there was 
no demand from about 90 per cent of the population. 1 hat is the way 
in whioh he is reported to have said, i.e, that there was no demand from the 
people, or a majority of them, for total prohibition. Then, Sir, he said in 
another speeoh whioh he made at Tanjore that in a general way ho accepted 
the programme laid down by his party. He refers to the programme pre¬ 
viously laid down by Mr. Ranganatha Mudaliyar* I do not know what he 
means by * in a general way * In a general way I accept the programme 
ilaid down by .my party ’ and he adds—these are his very words, Sir 
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aooording to the report of his speeoh whioh appeared in the newspapers — 
* I am myself for total prohibition, but it is not in sight. It is not a 
practicable proposition \ That is what he said ; and e;en the other day on 
the floor of this House he said that he would introduce total prohibition 
very cautiously, very gradually and in suoh a manner that ho might not be 
compelled to retrace any step that he might take. To sum up then, his idea 
of total prohibition is that it must bo introduced at some distant imaginary 
date which caunot be now fixed and which is not now in sight. So that, Sir, 
one Minister says that total prohibition should be introduced in ten years 
and another Minister says that it should be at a distant date, l he House 
of Ministers is divided against itself and the natural result is that it is bound 
to fall. 

<c Sir, with reference to our policy, i.e., the policy of the party on behalf 
of which I have the honour to spenk, is this That policy has been laid 
down in February 1926. We are not visionaries, we are not dreamers, we 
are practical men and we know that this is a serious problem. We know 
that it may not bo possible to get rid of Ks. 5 crores in the twinkling of an 
eye. It is impracticable, it is absolutely impossible. Administration 
cannot be carried on; but we know also that our goal should bo total prohi¬ 
bition. Wo have also passed a resolution to this effect, viz., that total 
prohibition should be brought about gradually and we have fixed the 
period at twenty years. What does that mean ? It means this, that within 
twenty years, the whole of this five crores should be wiped out and that 
other souices of revenue should be found out, to fill the gap. That 
means on an average that it is possible to decrease the excise revenue 
gradually during a period of twenty years when other sources of revenue 
will take its place. That is the policy which we have laid down, and 
that is the policy which we think is practicable. But my friends, and 
particularly Mr. Kanganatha Mudaliyar, who was of the same opinion 
and who is of the same opinion as my Swarajya friends iu the Oppo¬ 
sition who have laid down their policy, namely, that total prohibition 
should be brought about in ten years has an opportunity now. Let him 
carry it out. My Friend Mr. Sami Venkataohalam (Jhotfci has threatened 
that they could not exist there, that their destruction as Ministers was 
inevitable if they did not carry out that policy. 'That means, Sir, that 
immediately this year, one-tenth of the total excise revenue should 
go. . . ” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chotti rose to speak. 

* The hon, the President " Is it on a point of order ? 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Cheth: —“ It is on a point of correction. 
Sir.” 

* The hon. tho President : — “ Is it on any statement made by the hon. 
Member being mistaken by the hon. Member speaking ? ” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti:— “My hon. Friend is making a 
statement which is not accurate.” 

* The hon. the President s—'" I shall give an opportunity to the hon. the 
Leader of the Opposition at the end, if he so desires to make any statement 
that he likes.”

• Diwan Bahadur M, Krishnan Nayar :— €< What I was saying was this : 
AoooTding to the polioy of the Swarajya party, if total prohibition is to be 
brought about in a period of ten years* half a orore or Rs 50 lakhs should 
be immediately wiped out. T believe that my hon. Friend the Finance 
Member, though not in public at least in private, will have something to say 
about this to his colleagues Sir, they are a happy farail v. That is what was 
said in one of the public functions of the European Mercantile Association 
the other day. Tt was stated so by some one responsible, and l believe they 
are a happy family, and I am also very glad that they are a happy family. 
I hope their happiness will not be disturbed on a discussion of this excise 
polioy of the Ministers. We shall be happy, Sir, to see if it is practicable— 
I do not myself think it is practicable—that total prohibition is brought about 
within ten years. These are the dreams of visionaries who in season and out 
of season speak of diarchy and condemn diarchy in general terms, but who 
support the Ministry in all possible ways. So far as the Ministers are con¬ 
cerned, their hearts are very good. Let us see whether it is possible for the 
Ministers to carry out the policy which they have outlined. Toat is all 
I have to say, Sir, and I am afraid I have already exoeeded my time.” 

* The hon. the President :— <f As the debate promises to te very interest¬ 
ing, I want to allow ten minutes to e^oh of the Members who wish to speak 
hereafter.” 

*Mr S. Arpupaswami Udayar:— u Mr. President, Sir, my Friend the 
Leader of the Opposition has been reading a homily on the acts of commission 
and omission of + he party which was once i i power. I would ask the House, 
Sir, to weigh well and consider d's passion a tely the following facts. The old 
Ministry 7 began their career under circumstances which were very trying. 
They began with deficit budgets which n. cessitated retrenchment, the setting 
up of the Geddcs axe to relentlessly hack and hew, mangle and mutilate 
in the various department*, which necessitated the exploitation of all the avail¬ 
able sources of revenue, with the result that wo had the raising of the stamp 
fees, the court fees, the registration fees and so on and so torch. Sir, these 
were followed by a balanoed budget and by ono with a surplus in oonse- 
quence of the .remission of a small portion of I he Provincial contiibution. 
Therefore, there was then every temptation, every inducement to raise the 
revenue and to refrain from excise reform. Nevertheless, there was a steady 
declino in the number of shops, in the consumption of arrack and toddy which 
the hon. the Third Minister admitted the orher day. There was the 
weakening of the strength of the liquor sold, the regulation of the hours of sale 
and the raiding of the price ot liquor and, what was more, the introduction of 
an experiment, namely, prohibition in the Nilgiris and also in certain taluks 
of the Presidency.. Now, Sir, does not the Excise Minister deserve credit 
amidst such trying circumstances for having carried out tho pledge and 
ventured on $n experiment or experiments ? Sir, my Friend the Leader of 
the Opposition knows that I am not a believer in total prohibition, i must 
frankly state that I am not in favour of heedlessly and needles?ly interfering 
with individual liberty, of invoking the aid of law, of the myrmidons of police 
and excise for hauling up men befoio the law bourts for the application or 
enforcement of a new set of sections, added to our already swollen criminal 
jurisprudence and branding as criminals respectable men who know very* 
well how to impose upon their lives neoessary rettraints and obligations 
in regard to articles of food and drink. But, Sir, I am a believer in a polioy 
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of abstention, even in total abstention from intoxicants, for all practical 
purposes, and* in regard to large sootions of the people, abstention bronght 
about gradually and by milder methods of persuasion, by redoubled 
temperance work, abstention brought about by the removal of temptations 
by the provision of innocent counter-attractions and inducements. I am in 
favour of that kind of abstention. If, therefore, I join hands with my 
Ffiend the Leader of the Opposition and insist upon a clear and definite 
statoroent of excise policy, it is precisely for reasons whioh differ toto calo 
and are poles asunder from those urged by some bon. Members who have 
imported into this question their religions beliefs and prejudices^ who speak 
with a holy horror and indignation of a thing whioh is harmless in itself, as 
if it were essentially and inherently evil when in reality the ovil lies in tho 
individual or the man who makes a bad or unjustifiable use of a gift of 
Almighty God. 

12-80 { , Therefore, Sir, I support this resolution because T think that reform is 

P Ba ' possible on sound lines on the ouly right lines T have indicated and there is 
a general feeling that a further step should be taken, tho times favouring 
the adoption of suoh a course, and for the first time a great surplus budget 
raising hopes whioh admit of progressive fulfilment. I advisedly use the 
word ‘ progressively ’ because in dealing with snoh matters we must never lose 
sight of the simple psychological fact, a simple fact of human experience, 
viz., that we are dealing not with inanimate objects, not with irrational 
oreatures, but with rational beings, with men who have free will and judg¬ 
ment and are passionately fond of liberty.” 

♦Mr G Hakisarvottama RaoM r. President,Sir, I should not have 
risen in my seat to-day, and I should have reserved myself for another 
occasion, but for the fact that I felt I was bouud to sound a note of warning 
with regard to the policy that the Government has taken to pursue in this 
matter. That arises out of the fact that the Government in its last 
Administration Report made fantastic endeavours to prove that their exoise 
policy had helped in this direction; ‘ a decrease of drink * a fall of drink’. 
They not only made that endeavour but also made the further fantastio 
endeavour of throwing tho blame upon non-co-operators for inorease of 
crime, as they call it, with regard to illicit manufacture of drink. In the 
last Administration Report for 19 ;5-2t>, Ohaptor 10, you will find that the 
Government make a claim that from 1912-13 onwards up to date, drink 
has gone down, because they say that in proof gallons the consumption has 
fallen to a certain figure, i want to examine, Sir, the exact implication of 
that statement. Truo, the consumption has fallen, bu f is it due to the policy 
of the Government? I would ask how? If you look at the figures, you 
will find that the fall was not gradual; from 1912-13 to 1920-21. It 
varied from year to year, incieased and decreased. Prom 1920-21 up to 
date the fall has been definite and has been gradual. Does that prove that 
the policy of Government has been at the bottom of the improvement or does 
it prove that the non-co-operation movement has had its good effect? I ask, 
Sir, whether the framer of this report meant it seriously when he said that 
the consumption fell from 1920-21 and at the eud of that year the non- 
co-operation movement started, which had as one of its nominal objeots the 
redaction of drink, * Nominal objeot’l Was it tho nominal objeot of 
non-co-operation that reduced drink? Even a man like Mr. Rushbrook 
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Williams who writes the Report on the Administration of India for the 
Government of India admitted that after all the non-oo-operation movement 
had some aspects which were timely for the country and one of the objeots of 
the non-co-operation movement which had his approval was this, the stoppage 
of drink, if I remember right. 

“ Now, Sir, again, the charge that has been made against non-oo-opera- 
tion, that it led to increase of offences of illicit manufacture is shabby. From 
1912-13 to 1919-20, the number of cases had developed from 979 to 1,716, 
and in 1920-21.. the cases dropped to 1,408 ; that was the year of non-co* 
operation. Then again, the next year, they rose to 1,430. For the moment 
granting that they rose from 1,408 to 1,430 and granting also that the rise 
was due to the non-eo-oporation movement, was it due to the movement 
itself or was it duo to the vigilance of the officials who wanted to sling mad 
at the non-co-operation movement ? Asa matter of tact, it is an open 
secret that in the whole of this country, at any rate in the whole of this 
Presidency, the Abkari and Excise department as it was then and as it is 
now, encourages actually some of these offences and sometimes foists these 
offences and sometimes manufactures them. And now how do the Govern¬ 
ment oxpect illicit manufacture to stop ? As long as the Government make 
illegal gain, and as long as they get a share from this pernicious sale of drink, 
as long as it stands as an examplo for making an estate out of this trade, 
how can they provont the criminally inclined amongst the people from 
illicitly engaging iu the same trade and making an estate out of it for them¬ 
selves? The only remedy to my mind is total prohibition, though my hon. 
Friend from Malabar and his party may think that prohibition is merely an 
ideal and that it cannot bo achieved.” 

Diwau Bahadur M. Kuiskxan Nayar :— (i On a point.of personal expla¬ 
nation, Sir, I never said that total prohibition was an ideal'that could not be 
achieved.” 

* Mr. G. Harisarvottama IUo :—“ Very well. Sir. If my hon. Friends 
under the gangway feel with me that prohibition is the ultimate goal, or the 
ultimate weapon by which our aim can be achieved, they would vote with 
us and not differ from us, 

“ Now, I was speaking of tho steady increase of crime according to the 
3overnment report. From 1920-21 onwards up to date there was an 
ncrease of crime, as they say, from 1,716 to 2,208. Shall I in the same way 
jell them that from 1912-13 to W20-2L the increase had been from 979 
/O t,716 ? Shall I in the samo way assert that the system of Government 
which worked in that direction of encouraging this kind of criminality was 
squally responsible, more responsible, totally responsible, for the increase 
)f crime and for the increase of drink in this country amongst the masses P 
rt is time that those responsible for the administration of excise took note of 
;ho way in which those Government reports are manufactured. There are 
;ome gems in this peouliar report. For instanoe, it says : 1 The abolition 
)f the post of Deputy Commissioners and tho reduction in the number of 
Assistant Commissioners also have operated to reduce the efficiency of the 
lupervision.* There is the hankering for higher office*, for higher posts, 
or the creation of jobs, for the oreation of berths for relatives and friends 
sventually. Now, I wish that that kind of hankering does not roour 
lereafter in the administration of oxciso, at any rate.

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“ Now, Sir, we have been told that the abolition of cirolcs increased 
unlicensed sales in some plaoes. Shall I ask the Government Benches to tell 
me if unlicensed sales are not going on every day in the mufassal P What 
effective measures, may I ask, are being taken to oheok such unlicensed sales P 

“ Co-operation of all of us is oallod for in this roport, for the attompts of 
Government to prove fruitful. Certainly, we on this side have always been 
prepared to oxtend that co-operation. We havo piokotted, we have gone to 
jails, we have suffered imprisonment that the bureaucracy was pleased to 
inflict on us for the cause that wo have at heart, for the ideals that we and 
the Justice party and everybody concerned have had at heart, and yet 
we are accused of not having co-operated. Then, Sir, may 1 poiut out also 
another aspect of it P The decrease in the number of shops, tho rise in 
prices and all that sort of thing has had absolutely no value in putting a 
stop to this drink habit or of decreasing it in any material manner. Wit¬ 
nesses before the Committee, man after man, gentleman after gentleman, 
said that this had no value, and the authorities who were entrusted with the 
administration of the department ooncerued, some of them did opine that 
mere reduction of shops or mere enhancement of rates would not lead either 
to prohibition or to mitigation of the drink habit. Sir, it is for those who are 
in charge of the administration to find out what they will do with regard to 
reducing the drink habit, if they are not prepared to take the advice of the 
opposition here—the advice that there shall be total prohibition within a 
measurable distance of time, say five or ten years. If they are not prepared, 
it is their duty to tell us, in view of the face that all measures so far taken 
have proved futile, and absolutely inadequate, what they really propose to do 
in this matter. ” 

• Diwan Bahadur S. Kumaraswami Reddiyar :—“ Mr. President, Sir 
I rise to support this motion for a cut of Rs. 100 in the salary of the Excise 
Commissioner. Tho motion has been raised to express our disapprobation, 
the disapprobation of those who disapprove of the policy of the present 
Ministor. We are not very much concerned with the policy of the ministry 
that is not existing at present; but only with the policy of the Ministers 
who are now in office.” 

Mr. S. Satyamubti:—“ That is the trouble.” 

Diwan Bahadur 8, Kumaraswami Reddiyar: —“Tha,t maybe trouble 
to you, not to me. Here I am to discuse the policy of the Minister who is 
now in charge of the particular subjeot. He has been, Sir, touring round 
the country a good deal of late. In some of tho speeches made by him he 
has attempted to make declarations of what his policy was going to’be. 
Such of these declarations, as still remain without being contradicted or 
explained away by him, have been, I should say, of a most retrograde 
oharaeter and the pronouncement of his polioy which he made on the floor of 
this House has been no better. He accepts, Sir, a thing which was accepted 
by the Government even before his advent into it, viz., that total prohibition 
is' the ultimate goal of Government. But, Sir, he says—I am quoting from 
his own speech—that he deprecates the placing of any time-limit for the attain¬ 
ment of this goal. I ask the hon. Members of the Swarajist party whether 
this statement meets with their approval, ‘ ’ 
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“ Well, Sir, I am a now comer but I see amongst the Swarajists several 
people who have been here before, and they would remember, Sir, what 
took place in the month of February 1926. That section of the House 
from which the hon. the Second Minister comes put it forward as a 
practical suggestion—the words c practical suggestion * I believe wero then 
used by the hon. Member for the University—that within a period of ton 
years the whole of this provinoe should be made dry. Another section 
of the House, perhaps less advanced than this seotion and muoh less 
hopeful of forcing the p^ce than these hon. Gentlemen, wanted a period 
of 20 years. But what do we find now, Sir, in this statement of the 
hon. the Excise Minister? Ho refuses to place any time-limit for the attain¬ 
ment or this goal. It may bo, Sir, that we have to march through all eternity 
before wo roach that goal. Let those who live those eternal lives be profited 
by the policy which has been placed before us on the 5th March 1927. To 
us, Sir, not to the hon. Members of the Swarajist party alono but to all 
those who are interested in the welfare of the country that polioy ia not 
acceptable. We cannot accept a policy of such a retrograde character as 
this. Then, Sir, he having before him this determination to reach ultimately 
the goal of total prohibition but not within any known measure of time, we 
shall see what next ho has to say. He has treated this House to some plati¬ 
tudes about the dangers of haste and rashness and about the merits of the 
qualities of oare and caution. Even without a lecture to us, Sir, on these 
subjects, we can understand the dangers of haste and what excellent 
qualities oare and caution are. He told us, Sir, that he would work 
up to that goal as Jar as possible and press forward as cautiously as 

{ ossible. Mark the words ‘ as far as possible 1 ; those are the words which 
would ask the hon. Members of tbe Swarajist party to lay special 
emphasis on. It may be, Sir, that within a few yards of its start, the 
hon. Minister may stop his cautious march towards this goal, or he may stop 
anywhere on the way towards it. That is the polioy, Sir, which 1 find 
placed before' this House. Thoro is one question which has been exercising 
the minds of all Members of this House and of all people who are really 
interested in this question of excise. About that there is not a word men¬ 
tioned in the speeoh of the hon. the lixoise Minister. 1 refer to the question 
of looal option. It was left to his chief, Sir, to fill up the gap. If we 
analyse what the hon. the Chief Minister said, we will see, Sir, that he has 
not said anything whioh is very illuminating or very instructive. He says, 
Sir, that he is still experimenting, that we shall have to go forward carefully 
though slowly, and in regard to looal option also we shall have to see that this 
experiment is going to be a sucooss, With the hon. the Chief Minister 
and on his own showing, Sir, I say that several things, which to the rest of 
the world had long ago passed the stage of being mere experiments, are yet 
experiments to him. We shall hear more of these experiments, Sir, as we 
advance in the course of the disoussions on the several outs that have boen 
given notice of. So, Sir, that is what we have got from the hon. the Chief 
Minister himself with regard to this question of looal option. I wonder, 
again, Sir, why the hon. the Chief Minister made a reference to the great Non- 
Brahman Confederation at Madura and a resolution passed by it. I am using 
the word ‘great* only from what he has himself said. I am not advertizing on 
the floor of this House the greatness of that Confederation, because it needs no 
advertisement at my hands. Well, Sir, his referenoe to the resolution passed 
pat that great Confederation seems to my mind a matter of absolute irrelevance 
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for the purpose for which ho quoted it. Ho asks, Sir, in all seriousness, 
when in December 1926 at this great Non-Brahman. Confederation a resolution 
was passed advocating total prohibition, why should Sir Patro in tho years 
that preceded the year 1926 have failed to carry out this resolution Well, 
it is in the nature of things impossible to carry out a resolution which was yet 
to be passed, and which was passed after his term of office oeased. Now, 
Sir, the hon. the Chief Minister is in office after tho resolution was 
passed ; have we in the statement made before us any evidence that they are 
going to oarry out the resolution passed by the great Non-Brahman 
Confederation. We did not want the great Non-Brahman Confederation to 
pass the resolution ; the country had already unequivocally expressed itself 
and this Houee had declared more than once, if not unanimously, by a 
majority that total prohibition was their goal. And yet, wo are told, Sir, 
that we shall move towards that goal as far as possible. It may be that he 
may move, but whether that move would stop somewhero or would proceed 
to the goal it is not stated. But that is tho pronouncement we have got 
from the hon. Minister for Excise. Well, Sir, if we raise this motion, if 
we want this cut to he made, it is to tell him that we cannot accept a policy 
so lame as this. We expected from thorn, as the Ministers of the people, an 
enunciation of a policy less cowarily than this, a bolder expression of what 
they are determined to do, if really they are determined to do anything at 
all. . It was a statement of that kind that we were expecting to got from 
the hon. Ministers and wo have got this kind of statemont made on the 
floor of this House. It is perhaps not unnatural, it is perhaps just the 
thing to be expected from a body of Ministers that walk on borrowed legs.” 

* Mr. T. 0. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—“ Sir, it is somewhat refreshing to 
hear from tho members of a part}" who have lost power, that they see at least 
now that total prohibition must, be their goal. For six long years they had 
had the power, and for six long years they bad the opportunity. But their 
present professions and their former practice have been at great variance. 
.My hon. Friend the Member for Malabar said the members of his party were 
resolved not to accept office. But who offered them office ? On what terms can 
they come into power now ? Ls it because that their profesuons are entirely 
different from their practice while in office or because the diarchy in which 
they played a part could not he worked up to the ideals of tho people ? It is 
only a case of the old story of the grapes being sour, and therefore, Sir, 
with your permission, I propose to take leave of him from that branch of 
his speech. 

“ The hon. Member from Tinnevelly has come forward with a sweeter if 
not a more convincing speech. He referred to the great Confederation of 
the Justice party held at Madura. I was at Madura and saw their frantic 
eagerness to go in for Khaddar and clothe themselves with it. It was a sight 
worth seeing. Some fivo years befoie that when I was in the Council I heard 
one of the leading members of that party who appearod to be frightened at 
the mere mention of the words f Khaddar and charka 9 whioh bethought was 
chakra. Now, Sir, as they have ample leisure, and probably the glamour or tho 
sweetnessof ottioe having left them they are now able to understand the logic of 
things and the importance of the moral advancement of tho people and the 
advancement of national happiness. It is much better that the work is 
oarried on on the lines in whioh practical steps could bo taken rather than 
merely on those whioh open a controversy. Instead it would be useful if the 
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members of the Justice party would frankly sav what they failed to do in the 
days of their power and bed the same could be set right. Now, Sir, this 
party, tbc independent Nationalist party, is as kedh in this matter. . . ” 

Rao Bahadur Sir A, P. Patiio ■“ How many ?” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ More than you.” 

* Mr. T. C. Srinivasa Ayyangar : —Certainly the bon. Member for 
Ganjam will see by this time next year the efforts made by this party in 
this matter aebiove at least some of the results anticipated and he will also 
seo in the meantime that gradual steps of an effective character are taken in 
the matter. My loomed Friend from Tin novel ly said that he was not deal¬ 
ing with the party that was not now in power hut with the farty that was 
now in power. The party now in power is not in a position to start with a 
clean slato. They have their budgets, etc., made by fciio other party that 
was previously in power. All tho administrative details arc as they left, and 
the new Ministers are to put thoir House in order. They have to clean the 
Aegean stables. The hon. tho Minister for Kxciso is earnestly studying the 
question with much anxiety, lie has to study the question as to the state 
the matter is in, and see how to improve it. Js it wrong to do so ? lie 
cannot merely say that he would work wonders. Ho hopes to evo’ve a 
scheme aud steadily work it. Whether it is 10 years or 20 years or 
slightly more or slightly less, prohibition is our goal and effective steps will 
be taken and the details will bn announced by the hon. the Minister.” 

* Mr. C. Y. Venkatakamana Ayyano at:—“ Certainly it is very diiHeult 
to deal with this matter, but tho hon. the Minister in charge told us that they 
were for the present following the policy of tho past Ministry. I agree with 
somo of the hon. Members who seem to be of opinion that a round Minister 
has been put in a square li >Je. Certainly, Sir, the hon. the Minister 
Mr. Ranganatha Mudaliyar has declared both inside this House and outside 
it, what the policy of any Ministry should be. Aud it is curious that in 
this Ministry he should have nothing to do with Exeiso, and it is given to 
another Minister who says he has never studied the question and who prob¬ 
ably as a non-tee-totaller would not believe in tee-totalism. But anyhow, 
time will come for these Ministers to change their ideals with a view to give 
satisfaction to this House aud the country at large. We want to make it 
clear that all that was done in the past was a series of mistakes. Aly hon. 
Friend Mr. Krishnan Nayar for whom 1 have great respect said that after 
all much had been dono by tho past Ministry, I know only one instance 
and I shall stop with that. The philosophy of India is known for its defi¬ 
nition of God by a process of ‘ Nethi * 1 Nethi ) c not this, not this * And 
the order of the Government on this question similarly says ‘ Not this, not 
this.’ Take local option. The Government cannot do this. Reduce the 
number of shops, the Government cannot do that. Rationing, tho Govern¬ 
ment cannot take it up. They cannot do anything except accept that one 
blessed thing, the Exoise Advisory Committee. To show the absurdity of 
the order regarding advisory committees and the liconsing boards, I will 
deal with one instance only. It is given at the end of the report. It says 
that during the hoard's term of office of three years, the number of shops 
existing should not be roduced by more than oue-fiith. Supposing the 
board finds, when it comes into being that there are four shops, this rule 
absolutely prohibits it from olosing any shop, even one, because, iu that 
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case* it will be more than one-fifth. And this licensing board during a 
period of three years cannot take away even one shop. I need not deal with 
this absurd position furthefr. The hon. Minister in charge says that he has 
been considering this matter. He has been in office for 4 months, 120 days, 
and ho must have come to a conclusion by now as this is a matter suffici¬ 
ently well known and he should have realized the feeling in the country 
in this matter. He has sufficient experience of the world and therefore 
though he is new to the House he cannot be new to this question. Ho must 
now dearly tell the House, the po3.tion of the Government of which he is a 
part, in this matter. There is no use of saying that there is no money or 
that revenue would go. My opinion is that though we may give the 
Government 25 crores more, they will hog be satisfied and will increase their 
expenditure. In 1890-91 the expenditure of the Government was 371 lakhs. 
In 30 years it has jumped to 1,130 lakhs. That was in the first year of 
the Reforms. This vear it has grown up to 16^ orores. Therefore are th 9 y 
going to say that 25 or 30 lakhs will be going to affeot them ir\ any way P 
There will be perhaps a number of answers given. The hon. the Finanoe 
Secretary, in his memorandum, has given us the figures that out of a total 
of 16 crores, we arc spending 10 crores on the pay and allowances of higher 
officers and their establishments. Thus, on the personnel of the establish* 
ment alone, 10 erores are spent out of a total of 16 crores. 

lpm. “ And I ask is this sum of 25 lakhs or 50 lakhs going to make any 
difference one way or the other? Therefore, it is absolutely necessary that 
something should be definitely said as to how we are going to achieve this goal. 
Wo want this goal to bo achieved. Let the Government and the Ministry 
say that at least within 20 years they would reach the destined goal. That 
seems to be a period now agreed upon by tho Justice party. But in the 
Go\ernment, Order they say no time can be fixed. Sir, we shall take it that 
they have now fixed it. I will be glad even against the period of 10 years 
that tho Congress party wants if the Government agree to reach the goal in 
20 years and show how that, would be done. ’The hon. Minister gave a hint 
that he was going to do something. What that something is going to bo, we 
do not know. That definite something ought to be in the definite direction of 

K ing the number of stages to be passed month by month or year by year. 

ere should be a greater restriction imposed in the case ot the foreign 
liquor and until and unless some such thing is done, there is no use at all in 
the reduction of shops, in the reduction of hours of sale and things like that. 
If one shop is taken, there is another shop with more sales* with more trees 
tapped, with more gallons consumed. If the hon, Minister says that the 
total prohibition is to be realised in any particular period, let him lay down 
the policy of the Ministry and of the whole Government to-day, that ulti¬ 
mately within that certain period it will be done. Of course, he was not 
clear on the point but I thought he would say that he would removo arrack 
and toddy within a certain period. Toddy is more harmful than arrack so 
far as the rural parts are concerned, as it is consumed by the labouring 
population on a large sc ile. Therofoio, the question of temperance does not 
go even one step by mere words and if any useful experiment is to be 
% made, the Government should see that no drink of any kind is available 
at a particular place. Who is to fix this plaoo? One taluk was 
the old Minister’s policy. I am afraid the new Minister may oopy it 
because it is an old one. If it is prohibited in a taluk, the people may go 
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to the neighbourhood. If it is to bo anything useful it ought to be done in 
one district. Let there bo total prohibition tried in the whole distriot. Total 
prohibition will cost us only 25 lakhs and therefore it does not matter. I 
know the Coimbatore district Tory well and I have studied the statistics very 
well. I studied the figures in tho central jail a few days ago with the 
statistics of tho murder cases iu tho district. It was 128 in one year, 
126 last year and a corresponding figare for this year also. I, as a member 
of the advisory board, had to deal with the conditional release of a 
number of long term prisoners in the jail. Practically, 50 per cent of the 
offences were found to be offences committed at the spur of the moment due 
to provocation at the time of drunkenness. If the experiment were given a 
trial in my district, one Sessions Court at least will be closed and a number 
of polioe men can also be dispensed with. The largo expenditure incurred 
in the central jail could be saved. Let us therefore begin in all earnest to 
try the experiment. There is no use of saying c You are wrong and I am 
right. 1 We therefore wish that in the interests of economy and in the 
interest of the social well-being the Government should at once order total 
prohibition in one whole district. I think if that is done it will be a step 
taken in the right direction. 

u We do not care what ministry is in power. We want to do all that is 
poesible to kill diarchy. Wo do not care what party comes to power and 
what party goes. We are here to fight diarchy whoever may work it. If 
the present Ministers simply say ( it is only a few days since we assumed 
office,* we do not want to be deceived and cajoled. We are here on a 
question of prinoiple, we want total prohibition. If in this House there 
is any party to work it in a shorter period they will have our support. 
We are not going to shut them out by our votes. * 9 

* Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethirajulu Nayudu :—“ I Lave also given 
notice of a token motion to give expression to my grave dissatisfaction at 
the policy pursued by tho hon. Minister with reference to Excise problem 
which is causing such hallo ballo in the country. You are aware, Sir, of the 
tremendous agitation against what was termed the lethargio policy of the 
late Ministry and against the attitude of the then Ministerialist party. For 
over two months before tho elections the country was deluged with 
pamphlets, pointing out the iniquity of a party whioh did not take more 
rigorous stops to put down the drink evil. The protagonists of prohibition 
made their appeals in poetic pr< se and enchantio lyrics asking the country 
to reject such a party. And a new era dawned with the result of elections. 
The real party of the people was stated to have come into power Away 
with squalor and misery, with drunkenness and vice, with crime and intem¬ 
perance. But Sir, one regrets to find that there is no othor temperanco or 
rather prohibition than a prohibition of all criticism of the policy of the 
Ministry and no more sobriety than the sobriety of avoiding all controversy. 
It is mystifying to me, this change in the atmosphere, this transformation 
of roaring lions into sucking doves ! What is the policy of the Ministry ? 
How are they going to carry out their Excise reform ? Are they going to 
carry out any reform at all ? Do they believe in total prohibition ? If so, in 
how many years do they wish to bring it about p My own views, 
Mr. President, were expressed in my dissenting minute on the Excise report 
when I was a Ministerialist. I trust that in this disoussion cheap sneers 
find irrelevant comparisons will not be indulged in by either the Ministers 
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or the Ministerialists behind the Treasury bonoh or in the so-oalled 
Opposition block. The work of the last Ministry may be good, bad or 
indifferent. You cime into office beoauso you would do some thing better. 
That is the solo justification, if there is any justification at all, for your 
accapting the office. And wo ask you to delivor the goods as we are 
anxious to test the quality of the goods outturned. But looking at the 
Budget for 1927-28, I find no ohange at all. It is the old old pulioy and 
the old old principle that is pursued. It is somewhat curious thAti Ministers 
are in charge of subjects with which they wero least connected as private 
members. I am aware that the distribution of subjeots are in the hands of 
His Excellency. But I ask whether the Ministers did not give expression 
to their wishes but simply accepted the portfolios given to them ? Why 
did not the hon Gentlemen from Bellary take up Excise? I wish ho bad, 
for, we all know his large heart for the suffering humanity. Seated on the 
opposition benches he has thrilled us with his eloquence and dragged from 
our unwilling eyes the tribute of unshed tears at the pathetio picture of poor 
drunken humanity. Who does not remember his plaintive appeals, his 
searching questions, his moving speeches ? What is his position to-day P 
Does he endorse the very curious exposition of the case which is hon. 
Colleague made the other day at Vellore ? 

“ Has ho read the innumerable * ifs 9 of that memorable utterance :— 
‘If lam convincod that there is public opinion ‘If I feel satisfied that 
drink is an evil'—I do not say it is—but ‘ if and when 9 I am convinced of 
the gravity of the problem —I am sure I feel uuequal to placing these 
magnificently s'atcsinanlike utterances before the House. Do the hon Col¬ 
leagues of the Excise Minister share those views, or do they differ ? Arc we 
having diarchy or 4 tetrarchv ’ in the province ? And what is the opinion 
of the Excise Minister? Is his mind the same to-day as what it was at 
Vellore ? Goes it take colour as some vegetation does from the rock it lives 
on from tho place he visits ? Which is the inspired message, Vellore or 
Tanjoro or Trichinopolj or Madura ? 

44 The hon. Minister may perhaps say that ho is just now in offioe and does 
not know the bearings of tho problem and must at least take six months when 
the last Minister took six years. But he forgets that he has oolleagues, men 
who were quite definite as regards this question. The Development Minister 
speaking on the Excise report in February last said that total prohibition 
was the goal which ought to be Worked out in 10 years by yearly advance. 
What, I ask, is the advance which you have sought to make in the next 
official year? I can sec no change, no prospect of ohange. It is in these 
circumstances, Mr. President, that I make ray motion that we are dissatis¬ 
fied with the policy and programme of tho viinistry on this question. I do 
hope that I shall get a reply more satisfactory, than the insane one that 4 you 
did not better in the past.’ ” 

*Mrs. S. Muthulaeshmi Beddi “ Mr. President, I rise to give 
expression to the opinion of the enlightened women of this country regarding 
t-hw question of prohibition. It. is admitted by everybody .that this drink 
habit is harmful to the individual and to the nation from the medical, moral, 
eoonomic and humane point of view. From the medical aspeofc, all intoxi¬ 
cants are considered to act as a poison upon every organ of the body and in 
fact, on every cell in the system. It is discovered also that it is a racial 
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poison. 8o the enlightened European and Indian opinion is for the intro¬ 
duction of prohibition as early as possible. We are aware that Government 
is in sympathy with such a movement but they oannot solve the problem on 
account of the huge revenue that is accruing from the Excise department. 
But I submit a wise Government should take into consideration not only the 
income but also, the other items of expenditure that they have to incur owing 
to the prevalence of the drink habit in the community the enormous amount 
of money they have to spend on items, such as hospitals, asylums, oriminal 
administration, upon looking alter the backward and imbeoile children, eto. 
They should also take into consideration the eoonomio loss from the dimi¬ 
nished output of labour on account of the drink habit, aud above all the 
misery, the disturbance of family peace and the deterioration of the race. 

Of the misery and the disturbance of family peaoe, women have a good share 
because of their eoonomio dependence in this land as daughters, wives and 
as mothers. They have to pay a heavy penalty, as you all know, and their 
hardships and sufferings oannot be described adequately when they have to 
depend upon the income of their husbands who are addicted to intemperate 
habits. Whatever misfortune might afflict the oountry whether famine, flood 
or this drink evil the women and ohildren suffer most, especially the Hindu 
women who do not inherit any property, and according to the Laws of Manu 
are not entitled to any share in the property, and who as daughters, as wives 
and mothers have to depend upou the earnings of the male members of the 
family. The Government can have an idea of the sad condition of women 
in this oountry from what I have described above. I therefore appeal on 
behalf of the suffering women of this Presidency that Government should 
introduce prohibition at the earliest opportunity.” 

* Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan: — ct Mr. President, Sir, this important 1-16 
question of prohibition has, I feel sure, been dealt with from the standpoint 
of various parties that constitute this Council, The Justice Party whioh for 
six years sat on the Treasury Beaches did not satisfy the people of this 
province, with regard to the excise question, and their policy has always 
been one of promise and they could not deal with it satisfactorily. At their 
great Confederation, the Justice Party is reported to have resolved that pro¬ 
hibition was thoir goal and said that if they had continued in office for 
twenty years they would have carried it out JBut fortunately they have not 
been given that lease of life. I am sure I am echoing the feelings of this 
provinoe when I say that, if they had they would not h ive given the oppor¬ 
tunity to any other party that succeeded them to make prohibition a matter 
of praotioal politios. 

JSir, ever siuco the Reforms have been introduced in this country, ever 
sinoe diarchy came into existence, we know that the expenditure in our 
provinoe has inoreased by leaps and bounds. It is by about six orores over 
what it was, and we know also that the excise revenue is not more than five 
orores. If the Justioe Party really believed io prohibition, they could have, 
instead of allowing this increase of expenditure of six orores, reduced the 
exoise revenue and adjusted the expenditure. But they did nothing to do 
that and they ultimately failed to do that. 

Sir, it was said that the Congress ^arty supported the present Ministry” 
in offioe. I must disillusion the minds of gentlemen of any such idea, 
beoause, we stand here and will continue to stand here to destroy diarchy at 
*ny oost. Mr. Pxesident, we shall not be used by any party in this Council 
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lor tbeir particular purpose. I know we will certainly destroy diarchy and 
we nr eau to do that. But we will not be cajoled or coeroed for the purpose 
of any party to defeat the present M initry or to destroy diaichy to suit 
their sweet will and pleasure. 

k Mr I resident, Sir, the hon Member, Mr. Krishnan Nayar, the 
spok sroan of the Justice Party, stated things whioh appeared to me to be 
contradictory In hi> sp ech he said that piohibition was an impractical 
problem and thou in the next br<»ath hn s iid that their goal w is prohibition. 
Well, I wish to know” from the Justice Party whether they really believe iu 
prohibition or whether it was only in ordjr to hoodwink the people outs de 
that they also agreed with the congressmen that prohibition was a very good 
thing 

“ Mr. President, prohibition is sometimes confused with temperance. 
People who advooate temperance make a groat mistake because temperanoe 
does not help to bring ubout prohibition at any future date. 

“ Wo know that in the last Council it was the misfortuno of certain of 
my co-religionists who, without any regard for the dictates of their religion, 
sided with a party which stood for drink evil in this province Most of them 
have been told by my co-religionists outside that they erred against their 
religion and that they erred against God, and henoe they were out of this 
Council. I hope that my co-religionh-ts who belong to this Council will 
take lesson from the fate that has been meted out to their predecessors in 
this Council, and to whichever party they might belong, they would 
certainly stand for, and be the protaganists of prohibition.” 

* Rao Sahib S. Ellappa Chettiyak :— 4f Hr, my idea in supporting this 
token out is to disonss the excise policy of the Government Enough has 
been said by the previous speakers condemning the policy of the Ministry 
in regard to temperance. 1 wi*h to add one more instance to show that the 
polioy adopted by the hon the Minister for Excise is not to be mnoh 
appreciated. During the regime of his predecessor, a good trial towards 
prohibition was begun by closing all the arrack shops in one taluk of the 
Salem district and many more were closed in other places. In order to get 
an expansion of this trial t:> Borne more taluks, I put a question to the hon. 
the k xcise Minister at the last session of the Council to know whether he was 
satisfied that this trial had been a success, and whether he had any idea of 
extending the experiment to more taluks. But to my great disappointment, 
in his reply, he said that he had found the trial not a success, because some 
reports weie received from the loo dity that crimes had been on the increase 
and complaints had been received from people against the closure of shops, 
and further he added that he had no idea of extending the trial. This 
clearly shows that the policy adopted by the present I xcise Minister is one 
of a retregrade kind. It might be that crimes, due to various other reasons 
had increased and that complaints from interested persons like drunkards 
and vendors hud been received. But is he right in forming such an opinion 
irom these trivial reasons ? Even supposing there is some truth in them, is 
it not the duty of the Government to overcome these difficulties and carry on 
a policy which is good for the country and which has been strongly urged 
in this Council for the last six years f L do not sa* that total prohibition 
njH on a sudden is an easy matter. But still, it has to be attained 
^tadually within ten or fifteen years at any cost. So, the hon. the Excise* 
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Minister should lose no time and should not hesitate to pass orders closing 
arraok shops in taluk after taluk and reducing the number of toddy shops by 
an appreciable percentage every rear until we reaoh the goal of total prohi* 
bition. Instead of doiug this, if he forms a bad opinion about the good trial 
made in his predecessor’s time, 1 think we have to take that his policy is not 
a progressive one but a retrograde one. 

“ With these few words, I support the motion.” 

The Council then adjourned for lunch. 

After Lunch (2-30 pan.)* 

*The hon. Diwan Bahadur ft. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar 
<c Mr. President, Sir, in my budget sp3ech, I made a statement explaiui »g 
my intentions in the matter of excise. It is not my mteotion now to detain 
the House for more than a few minutes. Prohibition will be the goal of our 
excise policy. The idea of a dry Presidency will be accepted and worked up 
to. For the future, our policy will be the further reduction of shops and 
consumption by extonsiou of the prohibition areas, by such iucreaae of duty 
on spiiits and of tree tax as is found suibab’e, by the reduction of the limits 
of private possession wherever necessary, aud by such other methods as may 
be found suitable. 

“ Let me state at once that an extension of prohibition measures will 
entail a certain amount of loss of revenue. The financial site of the 
question is under examination by the Finance department and by the 
Finanoe Committee of this House, anti I have not yet reeeiv d their report. 
Extension of prohibition will also mean some increase in establishment, so 
that crime may be prevented and that illicit manufacture and consumption 
may not take the place of licit manufacture and consumption. A strong and 
incorruptible staff is indispensable for carrying out any poliev of prohibition. 
In some districts wo havo to secure the co-opera r d<m of the Native States 
without which no measure of prohibitiou will oe successful. As a Minister 
under the present constitution, Sir, l am bound to be gniled by the opinion 
of this House, subject to the limitatio is thit diarchy places on the powers of 
action and initiative of a Minister. With these limitations, it is my inten* 
tion to aooept and oarry out the policy of prohibition in snoh d finite and 
progressive stages as enquiry and the circumstances of the case prove 
to be suitable. 

“ I did not intend, Sir, when I came here this morning to make any* 
thing more than a plain statement of policy But I think I may just 
make a few remarks on what has fallen from Members on several sides of 
the House. Concerning the remark tbit reduction iu shops and consump¬ 
tion has not been material, may I state. Sir. that duriug the period referred 
to by some of the boo. Members we have reduoed tha nu nber of arraok 
shops by 3,00 and the number oi todd\ shops by 5.00 ? Concerning 
other remarks that have been made, one hon. Member r< ferred fo. the fact 
that the previous Q-ovemmeut prohibited ofiioers of the Health department 
from carrying on propaganda work about the evils of drink. J he matter 
will be considered, Sir, aud I hope that it will be possible, provided that the 
health officers deal with the beultn side of the drink question, after due con¬ 
sideration, to allow them to oarry on purely health propaganda. I may afso 
be permitted to state, Sir, that it is not my intention to follow along th& 
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lines that have been indicated by some hon. Members that # preceded me; in 
particular, with regard to the rather intemperate and illogical remarks that 
fell from the hon Member for Malabar, 

u In conclusion, Sir, I may make a personal statement on my own behalf 
and on behalf of my colleagues in the Ministry. Our polioy as a party has 
been set forth already and speaking for myself I may say that it is my honest 
determination to carry ont that polioy. The future alone will show how far 
we may succeed. As to the oriticisms levelled against our honesty of purpose 
i must repudiate them as vehemently as I can. 

<c Let me hope that the House will approve of the statement of polioy 
I have made and pass the grant recommended by His Excellenoy.” 

• Eao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu: —“Sir, i must congratulate 
the hon. Minister in securing the support of the Swarajya p& r ty for the 
policy that he enunciated in no unmistakable terms. Sir, one thing that the 
Justice 1 arty so long as it was in rower was attacked for was that ic did not 
prescribe a time-limit within which total prohibition should be reached as the 
goal. This House, Sir, passed a resolution in February 1926, that within 
twenty years, that goal should be worked to. My hon. Friend the Leader of 
the Opposition—may I call him the chief of tho Ministry—found fault with 
the previous Ministry. I wanted to know what exactly it was that he was 
going to lay down for his Ministry. He closed by expressing dissatisfaction 
at the polioy of the prest-nt Ministry as well and asked the Minister to reverse 
that Government Order of September. He asked tho Minister to declare a 
more definite policy and wound up by saying 4 If you do so, we shall consider 
how long you shall be in your place on probation \ We heard on the 6th 
March tbe bon. the Minister solemnly saying to this House that he depre¬ 
cated any idea of fixing a time-limit within which total prohibition shall be 
worked up to. To-day, 1 expected, Sir, after what was passing on here, that 
he would come forward with a clear statement that if not in twenty years at 
least in thirty years he would work up to that ideal Sir, we are disap¬ 
pointed to see that the hon. the Minister would not commit himself to any¬ 
thing like that The Leader of the Opposition—I would rather call him the 
leader of the Swarajya party, for I do not recognize his party as forming the 
real opposition in tnis House—said that the Government Order was evasive, 
irrelevant and did not deal with tbe crux of tbe question. Has the present 
Ministry in their declaration of polioy which was carefully prepared and 
carefully read also set forth anything different from that ? Have they laid 
down a time-limit ? I am glad, Sir, that so far as the third Minister is con¬ 
cerned—if I vote for this motion it is not on any personal ground—the Excise 
Minister, he is the most outspoken of the three gentlemen. I would only 
ask, Sir, whether his colleagues here, who were for the last six years the 
loudest olaraourers for ten years' or twenty years’ limit, approved of his 
polioy and did not want to enforce on him that a time-limit should be accept¬ 
ed. Well, Sir, I must congratulate the Swarajya Ministry or the psuedo- 
Swarsjya Ministry on the polioy they have declare!. Here is the oase of a 
Ministry without auy following whatever—backed by wh.m P Not by their 
followers but by the Swarajists. I must take credit for my party, whether 
we are in office or in opposition, that in this Presidency we have succeeded in 
forcing the Swarajists to work diarchy. I am glad, Sir, that the Swarajists 
have taken a vow so solemnly prononnoed on the floor 'of this House 
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by one of the deputy'leaders that they would not send out thin Ministry, 
and that therefore they would tolerate this diarchy. We are in a position 
to say that we have worked diarchy and the Swarajists have blessed the 
present Ministry. We shall see how the Swarajists with the Ministry in 
their hands will work out their policy through th9 Ministry for the next 
three years, the. policy which they have proclaimed in their beach meetings. 

I do not want to digress. My friend Mr. Hamid Khan referred to his 
co-religionists and said that their religion prohibited drink. To-day, we shall 
see whether he as a Muhammadan is going to vote for the continuance of 
the drink polioy in some modified form or vote for total prohibition. So 
far as our party’s position is concerned, we have no confidence in the Minis¬ 
try : they have no following at all. If it is a Ministry, it is a Ministry at 
the Buff'ranee of the Swarajists. And we think. Sir, that in politios as in 
private affairs, this institution of a ( benami Ministry ’ should not be allowed 
to continue.” 

* Mr. S Satyamurti “ Mr. President, Sir, the main fact to be men¬ 
tioned is that we all vote for this motion of reduction in the excise grant. 

We propose to express our dissatisfaction with the excise policy of this 
Government, because we waufc them to quicken their pace We want them 
to do something better than th^t gentleman (refining to Sir A P. Patro) 
who has taken a seat below the gangway and who is determined to vote on a 
matter of which ho was in charge for six years but gets others to speak for 
him. He sits there in lonely glory and bleats out ‘ Oh, Oh, 7 every time a 
statement is made. It seems to me, Mr President, that so far as we of the 
Congress party in this House are concerned, we have a clear and clean 
conscience in this matter. We stnod for prohibition. We stand for prohibi¬ 
tion. We will always s'and for prohibition. What did they do when they 
were in power for six yearB ? They fought prohibition toDth and nail and p,m ’ 
to-day, like angry schoolboys deprived of their toys, because they believed 
they alone had the right to have them, they are weeping. That is the 
children’s quarrel to whioh we wero treated all these six years. .Do they at 
least now say that prohibition is practicable and that it ought to come within 
ten years P Will they give a Bolemn undeitaking that if they are in that 
place again—God forbid—they will force the Finance Member and the 
Reserved half to make provision within ten years for total prohibition p Let 
them say so* We will vote with them even though they had rubbed shoul lers 
with the hon. Members on the Treasury Benohes for six years. I ask them 
especially the European and Executive Councillors as man to man, what 
they think of their erstwhile colleagues who while they were with them 
fooght againrt prohibition and to-day talk of prohibition. They now want 
to play the dirty game of defeating the Ministry, only because its personnel 
does not suit them. On the question of prohibition they are not with us 
they were not with us, and they never will be with us. 1 

“Sir, I like 8waraj. I like prohibition. But, I like one thing more 
than 8waraj and prohibition and that is honesty in publio life, ror an 
Excise Minister of six years’ standing who did nothing for prohibition, to 
talk of prohibition now, seems to me a condemnation of that very diarchy 
whioh he worked. He had no polioy or programme when he was in power, 
and wants merely to say now that because we waut prohibition, we should 
play the game of sending him and his party back again to His Exoellenoy 
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to be called upon to form a new Ministry so that he may onne again turn 
round and say that the Reserved half*s against prohibition fSir A.P. Patro: 
1 What have you done?)’. Wo have declined offioe, that office for whioh you 
were willing to sacrifice almost anything, willing to crawl on your knees and 
do all sorts of things. I know that. (Sir A. P. Patro: r You know it P*) 
Yes. I know it. 

“ Then, Sir, so far as the statement of polioy of the hon. the Minister for 
Exoiseis concerned, I recognise that it marks some advance on the barrenness of 
the poliov of Sir Patro. Prohibition is not kept out, as it was, in this Govern¬ 
ment Order, the parting gift of Sir Patro of the Madras Government. The 
present Ministry accepts prohibition. They accept progressive aud definite 
stages should be taken in that direction. But I want to tell my hon. Friend, 
the Excise Minister, that on this side ot the House *here is a very keen, very 
earnest and very sincere feeling that we must get total prohibition as early as 
possible. I recognise the practical difficulties in the way, viz., the difficulty 
of finding alternative sources of revenue, the difficulty of having adequate 
detective staff f o prevent illicit manufacture and sale, and also time for the 
interests oonoerned, to adjust themselves. I said this when Sir Patro was 
the Minister for Kxei-e. I am not saying it only to-day. Therefore I am 
willing to recognise thpie difficulties. But I think tnat an earnest beginning 
must be made towards piohibit on, not by way of experiments, but as definite 
stages towards that goal. If this is done, Sir, so far as we, Congressmen, 
are concerned, we are willing to offer them assistance in sreiug that prohibi¬ 
tion is enforced, but wo do think that the unit should be at least a district. 
You cannot try prohibition otherwise. It must be at least one district area, 
otherwise it will not work well. There are districts like Mr. Koti Reddi’s, 
where prohibition can be enforced. He made an offer the other day in the 
general budget discussion that if the Ministry would introduce total prohibi¬ 
tion in his district, he and his friends would co-operate. Therefore, we ask 
the Ministers to be true to their word and to go forward But we are not 
satisfied with that. We agree that there ought to be a time-limit, because, 
only then will the marches be regular. 

u Sir, one last word and I am done. My hon. Friend, Mr. Muniswami 
Nayudu, th9 last of the Komans who takes every chatioe to deliver us lectures 
on irrelevant topics, I am sorry ho is left alone in this House, has lectured to 
us on our not killing diarchy. Yes. We are here to kill diarchy. Mr. 
President, if my hou. Friend the Leader of the Justioa Party will get up 
from that place aud say to-day : 1 1 have now discovered—bocause I am no 

longer in offioe—that diarohy is unworkable and that it should be scrapp'd *, 
we will walk into the lobby with him and destroy this Ministry and fifty 
other Ministries under diarchy But so long as ho will not say that, so long 
as he will only play with us aud merely say : 4 These Ministers are 
unsuitable to me. Chuck t\ em out. I will come back I should say politely, 
1 No need ot your help to kill iiarohj. We will choose the time and method \ 
The one thing I have learnt from my chief, the late Mr C R. Das is this, 
never to take advice from the other side 

* The hon. the President “ I take it that the House is ready for the

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti ' !< Sir, I move— 

* that the allotment of Es. 5,000 for pay vf establishments be reduced 
by Rs. It 0.’ 

" Mv object is to ask the Government to reduce the stamp duties which 
were raised in 1923. The duties were raised in that year in order to balance 
a deficit budget. Now that a favourable opportunity has come, any 
surplus that we have must first be utilized to reduce this burdensome taxation. 
I move this motion, therefore, in order to ask the Government to reduce the 
stamp duties.’* 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur“ Sir, 
as has been observod bv my hon. Friend the Mover of this motion, the 
stamp duties were raised in 1922 in order to meet the then deficit budget. It is 
not the intention of Government to continue per} etnally the increased duties 
on stamps We are only waiting for an opportunity to reduce them. We 
have not yet got from the Government of India orders to the effect that the 
Provincial contribution has been remitted. When that amount is released 
for our U6e, Government will oousiier the question of reducing the stamp 
duties. Last year also, on a similar motion in this Oounoil Government 
said that they would consider this question. The government of India have 
forwarded the Report of the Indian Taxation Enquiry Committee to us for 
our opinion. We have asked the Board of Eevenue to report upon it and 
as soon as we receive their remarks, we will bestow our best attention 
to thia question . 9f 
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* Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :--‘ c Sir, I do not propose to mate a 
long speech in supporting this motion. This budget has been described as 
a surplus budget by some and as a deficit budget by others. But from the 

J oint of view of the poor ryots, every budget seems to be a deficit budget. 

'or, next to land revenue, stamp duties affect the poor ryots most. Of 
course, there is the excise revenue ; but we have now done with it. As the 
Leader of the Opposition has pointed ont, this enhanced duty was introduced 
as a war measure. This oxtra impost on their daily transactions is very 
unpopular among the people and they submitted to it only because there 
was no othor way at that critical situation. But now that a favourable 
opportunity has come, 1 thought that the hon. the Home Member would 
come forward with a promise to reduce the duty to its old level. But his 
pronouncement has sadly disappointed us. Though he has been on the 
Treasury Bench for only a short while, he seems to have caught the spirit of 
the Treasury Benoh very well and he is now oufc-heroding Herod. He 
says, when a favourable opportunity occurs, when everything is alright, 
when this happens and when that happens, the question will be considered, 
liven then, only ‘ considered \ We would have been glad if he had said 
that he would recommend the reduction of this duty as soon as the Provincial 
contributions are remitted by Central Government. As a bureaucrat to the 
manner born, the Homo Member now says that the question will be 
considered. If all the things which were considered, which are considered, 
and which will be considered by the Grovernment, were to take material 
shape and were to be heaped before us to-day, they will outweigh the whole 
world. We are satisfied with promises. If wo ask for the appointment of 
an Indian to a post or raise any important issue, the reply promptly comes 
that if a suitable Indian is available, and if everything is favourable, the 
question will be considered 

“ There is another aspect of the question. The stamp duty affeots the 
ryot in two ways. It affeots him in his ordinary commercial transactions 
and in his litigation. No ono goes in for litigation as if to a tamasha ; and 
to make capital out of the sheer necessity of the ryot and to tax him 50 per 
cent though, as a war measure, continuously for six long years is bad 
enough. But to porsiat in taxing him heavily on the plea that they are 
waiting for a favourable opportunity even when the favourable opportunity 
has occurred, is flouting the wishes of the poople. In any oivilized Govern¬ 
ment, it would be reoognizod that commercial transactions ought to bo made 
easy enough and wo all know how the duty of one anna on bank cheques 
affected the ut>e of that very useful commercial instrument. Both from the 
ryots’ and the litigants’ point of view, it is highly necessary that stamp duties 
should be reduced as early as possible. For these reasons, I support the 
motion.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar “ Sir, I wish to support this 
motion. The duty was raised in the year 1922 when the present Home 
Member was also a Member of this Council though not on that side of 
the .House. (A voice: Ministerialist.) I Jam glad that he was then a 
Miuisterialist. That was a time of deficit budgets in all the provinces and 
our province was threatened with a deficit of one orore and six lakhs of 
rupees. The Finance Committee and this Council explored all the avenues,of 
fresh taxation to cover the deficit. Tobaooo was thought of being taxed at 
Brst, but in the end, inoreaso in the stamp duty was thought to be 
the least objeotionable. A Bill increasing the stamp duty was accordingly 
8 
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introduced and it was anticipated that it would bring an increased inoome 
of Bs. 70 lakhs. But till now, the inoome from the increased duty has 

amounted only to Bs. 59 lakhs. The hon, tbo Home Member may re¬ 

member that, at that time, a distinct promise was made both by Sir 
Muhammad Habib-ul-lah and Sir K. Srinivasa Ayyangar on behalf of the 
Government that, as soon as the finanoes of the provinoe improved, the 
enhanoed duty would be given up. My hon. Friend himself admitted 

that that promise was repeated on another oooasion as well. My hon. 

Friend, the Home Member, says, ‘ This is not the proper time for giving 
up the stamp duties altogether. Let us wait for a more favourable oppor¬ 
tunity \ I submit that a more favourable opportunity will never come. 
This is the most favourable opportunity. When the duty was imposed, we 
were paying to the Central Government a sum of Bs. 348 lakhs. But to-day 
so far as that is concerned, we have not to pay a single pie. There is, of 
course, the possibility of our being called upon to pay 49 lakhs next year 
but that is only a remote contingency which is not likely to oocur. In any 
case, about 300 lakhs have been permanently remitted in our favour. This 
year we get 165 lakhs. I ask my friend whether he expects a more favourable 
opportunity to come next year. I submit that the promise made by the 
Government on that occasion and repeated on another occasion must be 
fulfilled. It is a duty whioh they are bound to do. For these reasons, 
I support this motion. 

* Mr. T. C. Srinivasa Ayyangar :— |c Sir, no lengthy speech is necessary 
to commend this motion for the acceptance of the House. My hon. Friend 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar, was a party to two money Bills by which court fees and 
stamps were inoreased and also to an executive order by which the registra¬ 
tion fees were also increased. I do not like to go into the history of the 
measure or the circumstances under whioh the duties were increased as 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar has stated them in detail. But I should like to give 
an idea to the House of the subterfuges adopted by some people resorting to 
registration offices by undervaluing and other means, to avoid tho heavy 
fees. It is improper to levy high stamp duties and high registration fees for, 
the people are forced to adopt such objectionable methods to evade them. 
The enhanced duties act as a deterrent to honest transactions. I am sure 
the House will view this motion with favour and the hon. the Homo Member 
will appoint a committee, or will himself look into the matter and see that 
the duties are reduced soon.” 

3-1$ * Mr. K. Koti Reddi c< Mr. President, Sir, I am one of those who think 

that a oase may probably be made for reducing stamp fees both for judicial 
and non-judicial purposes. But at the same time, tho demands on the 
‘windfall* are likely to increase as we proceed, and the time will probably 
come when this amount will have to be apportioned between various schemes. 
This is my feeling, as I have already expressed in the House, that so far as 
the windfall is concerned, if this Counoii including the Swarajists and other 
parties are really serious in the matter of total prohibition, we should earmark 
that amount to make up for tho reduction of revenue on account of total 
prohibition. Nevertheless, I wish to express the faob that people really feel 
that they are paying very largo sums as judioial and non-judicial stamp fees, 
and it is my desire that the Government should seriously investigate whether 
they are really making any profit out of the judioial and non-judicial 
stamps. If, after making an investigation, the Government find that they, 
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are not making a profit, I do not see why the general tax-payer should not 
pay for them. If the Government are making a profit, a very favourable 
opportunity is come to reduoo the fees. I hope the Finance Department and 
the Government will work out the figures for both the judicial and non¬ 
judicial stamps and find out whether they are making a profit in which case, 
the fee ought to be reduced.” 

* Rao Bahadur K. Sitauama Reddiyar :—“ Sir, I am one of those who 
have tabled a similar motion and I heartily support this. At the time when 
the Stamp Fees Amendment Bill was introduced into the Counoil by the 
then Member, the hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Habib-ul-lah Sahib— 
I was then a Member—he gave us distinctly to understand that the fees 
that would be enhanced by that amending Bill would be reduced at the 
earliest opportunity. We all submit now that this is the best opportunity 
which is given to us for the reduction of the stamp duty. My hon. 
Friend from Malabar has dealt with all the aspects of the case and I do 
not wish to add anything f rther. I heartily support the motion.” 

* Mr. K. V. R. Swami :—” Mr. President, Sir, the answer given by the 
hon. Member is the usual stereotyped answer which the Treasury Benoh 
tako pride iu giving. They have not recognized yet that this Council has 
lost all taste for such answers. It is more bureaucratic than it was some¬ 
time back. When a question is placed before the House, it is for the Govern¬ 
ment to consider and give their opinion. If iu a small matter like this, they 
cannot make up their mind, if they want to wait for this report and that 
report and for a favourable opportunity, I do not think they are aoting 
rightly. They must always note what the feeling of the country will be 
with regard to their answers. They are quite safe here, not having to face 
the electorate. They can be very comfortably seated here. But are they 
really advancing the cause of the Government day after day ? Or are they 
making the position of the Government in the country ridioulous ? That is 
the question they have to consider. Then Government have taken from 
the people an extra amount when they fount that it was impossible to oarry 
on the Government with their existing resources. At that time they said 
impliedly, if not explicitly, that as soon as it was possible, the extra taxation 
would be removed. Now when they have plenty of money in their hands, 
they say they will consider the question when a more favourable opportunity 
presents itself, God knows when. This ought not to bo the attitude of even 
the Reserved half. If you can make the people rely upon your word, it will 
bo possible for any Government to impose extra taxation in times of 
emergency. It may not be possible, I admit, for any Government to carry 
on the administration with the old taxes. Fresh taxes have to be imposed 
in times of necessity. But, if the Government are ready to impose fresh 
taxation, they must be more ready to cancel them as soon as possible. The 
other day the hon. the Finaucc Member was saying that even if the Central 
Government were to release a certain sum of money, it would be better to 
keep the money in store against an evil day. He does not want to utilize 
that money for lessening any taxes After .all, we may have to utilise Rs. 50 
lakhs, or so. The amount is not too muoh for the Government to be kept in 
store against any future necessity. That ought not to bo the attitude 
of any Government. As my hon. Friend suggests, perhaps the hour, the 
Finanoe Member wants to aooumulate the amount and utilize it when 
money would be required for enhancing the salaries of the superior 
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services, That is exactly wlint the country thinks about the attitude 
of this Government. After all, what is the amount that is going 
to be remitted by way of lessening the existing duties ? It is only a few 
lakhs. It is not much. Why are the Government so very reluctant? 
During the general discussion on the“budget, Member after Member rose in 
this House and said that this increased tax must go. Should not the 
Government take that attitude of this House into consideration? Should 
they give the same stereotyped answer to the Council that the matter would 
he considered when a favourable oppoitunity occurred? If they wish to 
increase the tax when their resources are found inadequate, people will be 
willing for extra taxation, provided they had the confidence that the burden 
would be lightened at the next earliest opportunity. Without that confidence 
even if you assure the country that it is on account of some adverse 
circumstances that the Government are temporarily imposing additional 
taxos, it would not be believed by the people, and they will think that this 
Government would never abolish any tax once allowed to bo imposed. 

“ There is another point After all, you are not getting as much money 
as you expected. The amount anticipated on account of extra taxes on 
judicial and non-judicial stamps was Ils. 70 lakhs. Now we are realizing 
only Us. 35 lakhs. Mon in every country will always try to avoid extra 
taxes by a back door. If a man purchases a thing for lvs. 2,000, he would 
not mention that amount because he may have to pay more tax. He will 
say he purchased it for Us. 1,500 and will pay less tax. So, we will not get 
more money as taxes. The Government will have to tako all these facts into 
consideration, and should not feel perplexed when the House asks for a 
reduction of taxes. When we ask for the pay of the villago munsifs to be 
increased, they say they cannot afford to do so. When we ask that extra tax¬ 
ation be reduced, they ask 4 how that can be done when several claims are 
made on their rosources \ At all times, they say that' they have to attend to 
so many things and that their resources should not be affected in any way.*’ 

* Mr. P. Anjaneyulc :— <£ Sir, this question has been discussed on the 
floor of this House several times. Even last year, a token cut for this purpose 
was carried by a large majority. This year when we have a windfall and 
when we have large sums of money forthcoming, we are putting the question 
to the Government—we are not asking.for too much— 4 were you serious 
when you promised and are you serious to fulfil the promise when you can ? * 
At one time you wanted more money. The measure that was introduced 
was only a temporary one. We agreed to it though we knew that we were 
taxing the poor people. Now it is time for you to redeem your promise end 
it would he worth while to do so. When wo put the question, tho Govern¬ 
ment say 4 we shall consider the question ’ which, in this country, has come 
to moan ‘ it shall never he considered \ It was only as a temporary measure 
that the duties were raised. An honest question has been put; it must be 
honestly answered. I hope and trust that tho bon. the Home Member was 
serious when he said that the question would be considered, and that he 
would not postpone its real consideration when tho money is in the hands of 
Government. I do not wish to add anything more.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanba: —“ Sir, I do not wish to detain the House by 
repeating tho arguments that are used year after year. I only ask the 
hon. the- Home Member and the hon. the Law Member what they 
have done with the recommendation of the Taxation Committee on this very 
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subject. One of the leading officials of this Council was employed to draw 
up a scheme of court fees and stamp duties and he has been congratulated in 
having devised a very equitable scheme for laying the incidence of taxation on 
various classes of people according to poverty and according to the nature of 
transactions. I am sure that this Government must have been consulted by 
the Government of India who arc primarily concerned in carrying out the 
scheme. What 1 want to know ih what steps this Government have taken in 
expediting the action to be taken on the recommendations of the Taxation 
Committee. Before they submitted their proposals, I also think that this 
House should have been taken into their confidence with regard to the 
recommendation^ of the Taxation Committee. 

c< One point more, Sir. We cannot get at present copies of the Taxation 
Committee's Report. They are out of slock. I would suggest that the Gov¬ 
ernment should place copies of the report for sale. We are ready to pay the 
price ; it is a small sum. The recommendations of the Taxation Committee 
seem to be very fair for all classes of people. 

“ Another point to be borne in mind is that the incidence of the present 
taxation falls mostly on the poor classes Many poor people have to put off 
their transactions out of force of ciivumstances because they are too po r to 
have them recorded in documents. In this way there is likely to be loss of 
revenue. 

<s If the taxes are reduced, as has been pointed out by my Friend Mr, 3-30 
K. V. It. Swami, say by at least 50 per cent, I expect that many more p,m * 
transactions will be enteied into, so that the income from taxes will not Le 
reduced considerably by the decreisein the rate of taxes. Po, this point has 
to be borne in mind. Considering the poverty of the large masses of people 
who have to enter info minor transactions, 1 hope Government will reduce 
the taxes, at least in the case of transactions of lower values, so that the poor 
man may not feel the burden of tko taxes to the extent they now do. ” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—“ Mr President, Sir, I very 
heartily support the motion, and in supporting it I have to phee certain 
facts before the House for its consideration. Before the inauguration of the 
Reforms in 1919, the Government of India, in their first Despatch, laii down 
in paragraph 57 that during the transitional stage the people must be safe¬ 
guarded from unjustifiable taxation. Sir, after the inauguration of tho 
Reforms, taxation to tho exteut of a ciore, or even moie, has been either 
sanctioned by the Government or allowed by the legislature to be levied on 
the people of this Presidency. The principle of taxation is that it should bo 
graduated to the needs of the administration. There were bad times and we 
wore then told that the Government were in distress, and this House without 
any hesitation had to give its seal of sanction to a taxation measure by 
enhancing court-fees and stamp duties which fetched about Rs. 60 or 
Its. 70 lakhs more thau previously. Excluding Bombay and Bengal, 

I believe Madras is the highest taxed so far as judicial and non-judicial 
stamps are conoerned. It is therefore not surprising that the people should 
have practically a confirmed impression th^fc once a tax is imposed on the 
, people, it is never removed. I think that bo long as the Executive adheres 
to the rigid principle of continuing the taxation once imposed, though the 
conditions have inmroved, the legislature will learn to oppose all taxation 
proposals of the Government. I do not think that the Government of 
Madras can ever say that this Council opposed taxation when there was a 
real need for it. During the passage of the Bill enhancing tho taxes, my hon. 
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Friend, the Minister for Development, who now sits on the Treasury iBenoh 
was one of the strongest fighters, but now he is there. I believe he will 
realize all the difficulties this enhanced taxation has brought on the people. 
We have been, on our part, moving the Government to bring about a reduc¬ 
tion in the stamp and court-fees year after year. Speaking on the 18th 
March 1925, the hon. Mr. Graham said that the Government would accede 
to the demands of the legislature provided they got a reduction of the 
Provincial contribution. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar who now adorns the 
first seat in the Treasury Bench speaking on the sanfe demand and on the 
same occasion said: 

* Apart from this oonHid«ration, I think that the restoration of the fees to the old level in 
certiin cases, as 1 have said, is necessary from the utilitarian and financial points of view and 
I oonsidcrei that the restoiation of the old court-fees might even lead to an inorease or aug¬ 
mentation in the revenues.' 

c< Sir, I do not want anything more to be done than redeeming the pledges 
that have beeu given to us ia 1925. If the Executive fail to do it, I assure 
them that any proposal for taxation at any future time will be stoutly opposed 
by the Members of this House. Sir, we have been moving, time after time 
and budget after budget, many motions and then withdrawing them with a 
promise from the Exeoutivo ; but promises, as the poet has said, are like cakes 
made to be broken, and never to be fulfilled. I therefore appeal to the 
various sections of the House to vote down the grant and make this cut, just 
to express our sense of disapprobation of the acts of the Executive Govern¬ 
ment.” 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :— fi Mr. President. Sir, I support tho 
motion before the House. I do not think it is necessary for me to give my 
reasons at any length in view of the obvious faot that on two previous occa¬ 
sions, in 1925 and 1926, this question camo up before the House and was 
discussed threadbare. The increased stamp duty on instruments presses 
very heavily upon the ryots and upon those who are anxious to have th*ir 
transactions reduced to writing. Their number is by no means small. To 
meet the financial stringency, the Members of this House in 1922 gave their 
assent to this measure with a veiw to increase the stamp duty and court- 
fees as a temporary expedient, in the hope that the moment things came to 
a normal condition, the Government would seriously set about the business 
and voluntarily come forward with the proposal for reduciug the stamp 
duty to the old level; but unfortunately that was not to be. On turning to 
the Taxation Enquiry (Jo^mittee’s Report, 1 find, Sir, that they have also 
recommended the reduction of stamp duty on certain classes of doouments. 
That recommendation was made by the Committee more than fifteen or six¬ 
teen months ago ; but 1 am sorry to note that np till now no attempt has been 
mado by this Government to reduce the stamp duty. This Government do 
not appear to have budged an inch or moved a musole in the direotion of 
ameliorating the condition of thepoople. The answer made to-day by tho 
hon. the Home Member is somewhat disappointing, lie never stated that 
the moment the remission was guaranteed he would himself voluntarily 
come up here with a Bill for cutting down the stamp duty proportionately. 
All that he says is—he hedges himself with a great deal of limitations, 
considerable equivocation and mental reservations—that the matter will 
receive his consideration. What the nature of that consideration will be we 
do not know, and what turn it will take, whether it will be agreeable to 
us or disappointing to us, I am not in & position to know. This makes me 
think that the Government are not in a mood to come to the resoue of the 
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people nnles3 and until there is some pressure of opinion not only on the 
floor of this House but also outside this House. It is only to disabuse the 
Government of that impression and to make the Government feel and believe 
that we are very serious in our demand for reduction of these taxes, that I 
thought it necessary for me to give my support to the motion.” 

* Mr. C. V. Venkatabamana Ayyanoar :— 11 Sir, I do not want to speak 
at length but will be satisfied with one or two words. One point of consti¬ 
tutional reform we want is tbis. Whenever there is any proposal for reform, 
we want to introduce a very weloome change that, if a resolution is pass¬ 
ed repeatedly more than twice or thrico in this Council, that resolution shall 
be given effect to. If this Government has any idea of giving effect at any 
time to any reform, here is an opportunity for them to do so. This is, I 
believe, the third time we are passing a resolution in favour of this reduction. 

44 The seoond thing that I want to say is this. Even at the time these 
amending Acts were passed, we made an attempt, and if I may say so, the 
hon. the Horae Member also was a party to it, to insert a word that the 
Aot would be only temporary and should not have a life of more than two or 
three years. No doubt that motion was thrown out, but it was by a very 
small majority. 

“ The only other point I wish to say is that this is a poor mail’s taxation 
and therefore, when w*e have lots of monoy, the poor man should be relieved 
of his burden. Also, one difficulty which the poor man feels in the villages 
is that the stamp vendors vend stamps only up to Rs. 50. The price of lands 
has gone up and therefore the value of transactions regarding lands has also 
gone up, with the result that although they want to buy stamps for small 
transactions they have to pay larger stamp fees made much larger by the 
enhancement. The limit of stamps to be sold in the villages or the value 
thereof remains at Es. 50 for several years ; and I think it is very hard to 
ask the poor people to go to the taluk headquarters, wait thero for a long 
time and get the stamps if they want stamps for more than Rs. 50. I 
think it is high time that this question should be taken up. I thereforo 
strongly appeal both to the hon. the Ildne Member aud to the Finance 
Member to give their best consideration to this question.” 

* The hon. the President :— 4( Mr. Bashecr Ahmed wants to speak, on 
this motion, regar Jing the insufficiency of stamp vendors in the High Court. 
Iam not able to understand whether he can do so. I should like to know 
whether he oan.” 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar ;— u There are certain licensed 
stamp vendors. Apparently the idea is to increase their number and give 
them greater facilities. But that, I. think, will’ come under 4 Administration 
of Justice 

* 'The hon. the President: —Is it a matter with which any of the 
Members of the Cabinet are officially connected ? ” 

* The hori. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— 44 The High Court is con¬ 
nected with the subjeot.” 

* The hon. the President :— 41 1 do not think the hon. Member can speak 
on that aspeot of the question on this motion.” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :— 44 Mr. President, in speaking on this 
motion, I propose to ooufine myself entirely to the financial issue whioh has 
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been raised in connexion with it. Perhaps, I may first deal with the point 
raised by my hon. Friend from Malabar. I think I am right in saying that 
he stated that the Government had promised to reduce the duties when an 
opportunity came. Now, whon I look into the budgot prooeeiiugs of last 
year, I can find no motion regarding . . . ” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nay\r: —“ As a matter of personal 
explanation, kir. I referred to the distinct promise made at the time of the 
introduction n[ these duties. ” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—“ I am working baok,I was saying that I 
had referred to last year’s proceedings but that I could find no guarantee or 
promise on the part of the Government at the time of the budget presented 
last year. I turn now to the year before last, 1 am able to quote what my 
predecessor said on the matter. The question was put by tbe hon. 
Diwan Bahadur as to whether the Finance Member would give an under¬ 
taking or promise to the effect that if the contributions were roduoed, he 
would reduce the stamp and court fees in which case ho said that he was 
prepared to vote against the motion then under discussion. My prede¬ 
cessor, the hon. Mr. Graham stated : 

4 1 think it is obvious tbnt I oan make no snoh promise at this moment. The position 
might bo made obarer if the hon. Member would promise on behalf of the Housothat Members 
will not press the other motions tabled here which involve increased expenditure. (Voioes : 
* No suoh promiso.*) Very well. I leave it to the House to ohoose. * 

3-46 “ 1 think the hon. Member from Coimbatore has already pointed out that 

IP* 110, when the question of the permanent or temporary character of the Bill was 
raised, the House decided that the word * temporary ’ should not be inserted 
and that the Bill was so passed. On other occasions, when a reference was 
made to the possibility of the duty being reduced, the position that was then 
taken up by Government was exactly that put forward by my hon. Colleague 
to-day, that is to say, the taxation once imposed must not necessarily always 
be continued, but, that is a question which is open to consideration both by this 
House and by the Government. That is however a very different matter 
from a guarantee by the Government, that when any particular opportunity 
may come, they will definitely make a reduction in a specific item of existing 
taxation, lion. Members aro again pressing us that wo should give a 
guarantee now that wo will reduce theso duties. Might I point out to the 
House that what they are discussing at present is not the budget aotually 
before the House, but the utilization of certain contingent revenues, whioh 
we hope that we shall be assured of getting. We shall not know however until 
the Financo Bill of the Government cf India is passed and the Currency 
Bill, whether our expect itions will be realized. I quite admit, however, that 
it is legitimate to anticipate and for the House to throw out suggestions as 
to tbe way in which, assuming we got the additional revenue, we should 
spend it, but may I point out that we are now disoussing only the third 
grant which has come before the House. I will omit all reference to minor 
matters but we have already had a plea equally strongly urged that the pay 
of the village officers should be increased; we have already had a plea 
equally urged that the pay of the non-gazetted establishments should be in¬ 
creased ; .we have already had a plea that we should set aside half a ororo of 
revenue in the first year in respect of loss of excise revenue; and my hon. 
Friend, Mr. Koti lieddi, lias very properly pointed out that the cumulative 
effect of these uemauds must be that either one demand must go or another. 
Even the one crore and 12 lakhs—our anticipated additional revenue, will 
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not nearly suffice to meet the demands that have been already placed before 
the House ; and that is why, from the fiaanoial point of view, we can make 
no answer. But, if we are assured of receiving this additional revenue, this 
question of the reduction of the stamp duties is one which, along with the 
other demands which have been placed before the House, shall receive full 
and due consideration. * 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :— ct Have I a right of reply ? ,f 

* The hon. the President :—“ No. ” 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Mohammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :— (t Sir, 

I am very thankful to my hon. Colleague the Finance Member for the very 
able manner in whioh he put the case before the House. Of course, I am 
glad that the hon. the Finance Member was very sympathetic in his speech. 
The point that be made dear to tho House was that he bad got various 
demands made by the hon. Members of this House and various resolutions 
had been passed, eaoh involving increased cost to Government. How are 
Government going to oarry out all these resolutions if you are going 
to diminish the sources of revenue ? That is the question to be solved. 
What I wish to tell the hon. Members of this House is that when we actually 
get the amount of money released by the wiping out of the Provincial 
contributions, Government will consider the question of reducing the stamp 
duties. My hon. Friend Mr. Saldanha asked the question, what has become 
of the Taxation Enquiry Committee's proposals and whether the Govern¬ 
ment of India have called for the remarks of this Government. I said at 
the beginning of my speech that we have referred tho question, to the Board 
of Rovenae and we are awaiting tho report from the Board of Revenue. 
When we get the report we shall also thon consider the question of reducing 
the stamp duties. As a matter of fact, I agree that this is a very important 
matter and requires very serious consideration.” 

The motion was put to tho IIouso and adopted. 

* Mr. 8ami Venkatachalam Chetti :— u Sir, I rise to move 

4 that the allotment of Rs. 46,0uO for charges for the sale of judicial • 
stamps he reduced by Rs. 100, to discuss the question of reduction of 
court-feesf 

“ I should like in this connexion to refer to some of the points raised 
by the hon. the Finance Member, whose assistance the hon. the Home 
Member greatly appreciated. Sir, the hon. the Finance Member has very 
adroitly evaded answering the question direct. It is no doubt true that 
several demands have been made on the anticipated additional income and 
I should like to have a direct answer from Government which of these 
demands they are going to admit. When we ask for increased revenue, you 
set off one demand against another, you do nothing and twit with arguments 
of this nature. No promises have been made. Iu this connexion, I would 
like to draw the attention of the hou. tho Finanoe Member to the speech 
made by Sir Charles Todhunter on 17th February 1922. He said : 

6 Lastly, Sir, I Believe it has Been arged that these taxes are not necessary. As to that, I 
need only say that, if it oan be shown in the oonrse of the Budget deBate that there any 
other proper way of meeting the deficit, there will Be no need to pass the Bills into law,* 

9 
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“Even at that time, even during the year in whioh thin Bill was passed, 
it was stated that if there was no defioit in that budget there was no neces¬ 
sity for the increase of the stamp duties. When the question was again 
raised, Sir Charles Todhunter again answered : 

‘With rpferenoe to the statement that has been made that we are asking for this eitra 
taxation in order to mee» enhanced expenditure, I should like to say at onoe that the defioit is 
not due to enhancement of expenditure, but to a reduction of our norma) revenue. The 
reduction has been oausid by the activities of the levolutionary party. Whether this is going 
to be a oortinuing loss or not hus yet to be seen. 1 certainly hope that, in so far as concerns 
the activities of the revolutionary party, it will not. I here remains, however, the question, 
whether the s rong fueling in this House in favour of temperanoe, a feeling, I may gay, whioh 
is entitled to every respect, is going to result in suoh a reduotionin. our exoiae revenue as to 
make it ncoessary for us to find some other increasing souree of income. * 

“ In this part of his sp 9 eob at least, Sir Charles Todhunter has contem¬ 
plated that in oase of remission, the temperance propaganda should have 
precedence for the consideration of Government and that he would set 
off this income against, the loss entailed by partial prohibition. I should 
like to have a similar assurance from the hon. Mr. Moir and- the hon. 
the Home Member whethor they are prepared to use the anticipated addi¬ 
tional income towards any reduction that may he caused to the eseise 
revenue by introducing prohibition. At any rate, on behalf of this side of 
the House, I shall assure them, then that we shall not press for the deoroase 
of allotments, and satisfy ourselves at least in ono respect. Merely to set off 
one against another is simply not fair. With thes9 remarks, Sir, I move 
that the allotment be curtailed by Bs. 100.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Kamasvvami Ayyar :—“ Sir, wo have two questions — 
one Judicial stamps and the other of Court-fee stamps. The position’ is 
shortly this : that some time ago three arguments were advanced for the 
purpose of pleading for a decrease in these charges. The first was the 
financial position of the province. That aspect of the matter has been 
dealt with by my two hon. Colleagues and I do net propose to travel over the 
same ground. But there was another argument which was often advanced 
during the various debatos on this question, aud that was based upon the 
assumption that the administration of justice was an indubitable source of 
profit to Government and that, therefore, it was inequitable that Government 
Bhould derive a further increase in profit arising, in the picturesque language 
of one Member, out of what was termed a ‘ sale of justioe ’. As to that, I think 
I was able, or rather 1 flatter myself I was able, on the last occasion when 
this question was raised, to demonstrate, as probably I shall have oocasion 
to demonstrate once agaiD, that aftor all the factors in relation to theadmini- 
stration of justice were taken into account and the balance in iuoome and 
expenditure struok, then it would not be oorreot to say that the administra¬ 
tion of justioe was a source of profit. I leave it at that for the moment. 

“ The third and more important argument, and an argument to which I 
I propose to address myself particularly, was advanced, I think, by 
Mr. Venkataranmna Ayyangar on one oocasion and has been repeated after¬ 
wards by other hon. and learned Members and that was that the present 
incidence that the present ra«es of court fees and stamps are inequitable 
and are lopsided, and it was pointed out that by reason of suoh increase, not 
equitably distributed among all the proper subjects for taxation, the institru 
tiou of suits in various plaoes had fallen down considerably. That question 
was raised in 1924 and again in I9u'5. In 1926, Government invited the 
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opinions of the hon. the Judges and various District Judges and Bar Associa¬ 
tions, Subordinate Judges and District Munsifs, and the balance of opinion, 
the preponderance of opinion, was that in one oDss of suits, viz., land suits, 
the incidence of court-foes at the present moment was calculated to deter 
what may be called the smaller or the petty litigant. The opinion, on the 
other hand, was that in regard to the other categories of litigation there was 
pot the same difficulty At this juncture, there oame upon the scene the 
Taxation Enquiry Committeo. As I have adverted to the topic on another 
occasion, I shall do no more than repeat that, according to the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Taxation Enquiry Committee's report, it is necessary to survey 
the whole question of judicial stamps and court-fee stamps, in order to 
make one distinction perfectly obvious and clear, viz., not to discourage 
what may he called luxury litigation or luxury suits and not to penalise 
the ordinary transactions by way of mortgage or sale. In view of this 
consideration, during the budget debates of last year, I pointed out that 
this matter was engaging the consideration of Government. 

“ At the present moment, I may say that the Government of India have 4 p . m , 
announced that they propose, if the Local Governments also agree, to have 
all-India legislation for the purpose of equalizing and levelling the court 
fees. The reason why they suggested all-India legislation was that in 
oertain cases it happened that by way of evasion, alternative jurisdictions 
were resoited to in order that litigants may avail themselves of tno possibi¬ 
lities of going to the cheapest locality. From that point of \iew, the 
Government of India have told us that they are considering the possibility 
of all-India legislation. And all that I uan at the present moment say on 
the matter is, as I said in my speech on the last occasion dealing with this 
matter, that I realize that the presont rates of court fees have worked hard¬ 
ships with regard to oertain glasses of land suits and certain classes of 
money transactions.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayvangar •“ Lip sympathy” 

*Tbe hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —'‘With reference to the 
interruption of my hon. Friend from Coimbatore who is always airoit in 
interrupting, I may say that he must remember that I am a lawyer and 
my natural tendency will be in favour of oheap litigation. But quite 
apart from that, the Government nf India are considering the subject of all- 
India legislation in order to get rid of some of the inequalities of the 
present system; and all that I can say is that when the Government of India 
asks for our opinion, in all probability very soon, we shall give our opinion 
on tho matter. 8 peaking for myself, my opinion is on record and the 
position that I desire to take is that if within say three months or six 
months no snoh step is taken, I have no ohjeotion to appoint a committee for 
the purpose of considering this matter in order that the inequalities referred 
to may he reduoed by a suitable amendment of the Court Fees Act.” 

* Mr T. C. Srinivasa <Ayyangar:~ “ Sir, I carefully listened to the 
speech of the hon. the Law Member, and I must say that it is exceedingly 
unsatisfactory. After the Reforms, the revenue from court fees was assigned 
as a provincial revenue. Our legislature in 1922 raised by about 5 » per 
sent the art valorem fees. In many matters where the fixed fee system was 
prevailing, such fixed fees were also enhanced. The valuation system was 
m some oases altered. The amendment of the Court Fees Act as passed 
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by this House works oppressively iu several ways. It affeots not merely 
by a direot increase in the rato of court fees but also by the method of 
valuation. By these, the rate has been, in effect, increased several times. 
I will illustrate it. Tho valuation of certain classes of suits has been 
increased. Even if tbo rate of the fee is not increased, by the valuation 
being increased it would come to more than twice and in certain classes of 
cases, thrice as much as the original court fee. In addition, the rate having 
been increased, the court fee demanded works several times more. The 
increase is not merely in iustitution fees but also in fees on applications, in 
fees on tho copy stamps, etc. Moreover, in the matter of irregularly 
stamped documents whicli came in as evidence, the courts impose the 
fullest penalty in addition to the stamp duty without reference to the 
difficulties in which the parties to the original documents were placed. 
The courts have no option but to impose the fullest penalty and the stamp 
duty. All these relate to the original courts. Then, in the first appeal and 
second appeal, the higher rate works out to a big figure. Now the poor 
unfortunate litigant is obliged to pay several times the amount of 
court fee ho used to pay previously, merely in order to have justice. 
The present court fee system is exceedingly unjust. Coming as 1 do from a 
district which has contributed a large and a decent portion to the court fees 
of this Presidency, 1 think I am entitled to speak with some amount of 
experience, and I may say that even on the richer classes of litigants, tho court 
fee is really pressing hard. Now there are one or two small points in which 
the court fee is unconsciously raised. In the amendment to the Court Fees 
Act, exception was provided in tho case of small causes. Originally tho 
Select Committee provided that in small causes up to Rs. 500 which may bo 
beard by tho Small Cause Courts the original rate of court fee was retained. 
You, Sir, then a Alember of this House, brought forward an amendment by 
which suits which are filed as small causes in their nature but tried on the 
original side, should have the same couit fee, and the House passed that 
amendment-, and the result was the schedule was amended to that extent. 
Now the small cause jurisdiction has been extended from Rs. 500 to Rs. 1,000 
by a notification issued by the High Court in July last year. The moment 
this notification was made, provision should also have been made, that small 
causes up to Rs. 1,000 may be filed on the lower rate of court fee. But thero 
was no corresponding notification by the Government under section 35 of 
the Court Fees Act which gives power to the Government to reduoe or 
modify the court fees. As a consequence, this peculiarly tragical or oomioal 
result ensued, namely, suits up to the value of Rs. 500 oau pay the lower 
rate, but if the suit is ol the value of Rs. 600, he cannot pay the lower rate 
even for Rs. 500 out of the Rs. 600. He has to pay the higher rato for all 
the lls. 600. Some litigants, perhaps wiser than others, thought that it was 
better that their suits should still be tried as small causes and therefore 
limited their claims to Rs. 500 giving up small portions over and above 
Rs. 500. So, the point which I wish to urge is that this is a pressing evil 
and our request must he sympathetically considered by the Government. 
The hon. the Law Member who is a lawyer and who may be expected to 
realize the difficulties, should see that justice is justly rendered. The 
present rate of court fees does not facilitate the means of getting justice. 
The hon. the Law Member said that the real criterion in the matter of 
court fee was the time that a particular suit takes in trial. The time taken 
up in the trial of a small cause is much less than that taken in the trial of 
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an original suit, because the small cause suit is tried in a summary manner, 
and the Judge need not record evidence in exiemo and can write a far 
briefer judgment. Several oases on the small cause side axe disposed of in 
a day. Because the suits are tried in a summary way, many cases are 
filed and the number of small causes has increased. If we have to wait for 
action to be taken till information is obtained by the Government of India 
from all the provinces, we may have to wait for several years. Are we to 
deprive litigants of the benefit of the old rates in Small causes exceeding the 
value of Bs. 500 till the Government of India mo\ea in the matters? As 
regards the higher rate of the court-fee, it is exceedingly pressing particularly 
in money suits. In the Presidency Small Cause Courts Act there is a 
provision that in the ease of suits withdrawn or compromised out of court 
before trial, the parties can have half the court-fee refunded. Such a provi¬ 
sion may be advantageously introduced in the Court-fees Act also, so that it 
may be an inducement to the people to settle their eases themselves agree¬ 
ably to both the parties without the time of the court being taken in trial. 
We may try that, and it wid be an appreciable relief to the people There 
are several other matters in which the court-fees may bo readjusted and 
reduced, and I am not going to weary the House with auy detai.ed descrip¬ 
tion, although every one of them, I am sure, will appeal to the House. I 
think it is time that we have a committee of the House or a departmental 
committee to o insider the matter so that we may have the necessary amend¬ 
ments in a most urgent matter like this. The hon. the Law Member said 
that there was a difference between luxury litigation and necessary litigation. 
It no doubt sounds very well hut what is luxury litigation ? Speaking from 
my experience of 27 y^ara, I may say that many of the so-called oases are 
very trivial. But in the Bamnad district from whi ?h I come aud which I 
represent, whenever there is any increase in the number of suit* in the 
oourts one may feel sure that there is some trouble in trade either in Burma, 
the Straits Settlements or in other places, for, mod; of the people have got 
trade relations with those places. Whenever there is trouble in Burma or 
elsewhere there is a large influx of litigation. People who have lent or 
given money aud are unable to recover it oome to court in order to get 
their claims converted to decrees, and they are obliged to pay more. Is it 
to be called a luxury suit or a necessary suit ? I raako a present of this 
instance to the hon. the Law Member and would a9k him to consider whether 
this is a luxury or a necessity, bo that the Government may pay some 
fraction of it at least. Therefore what I say is that the largest bulk of 
litigation in this Presidency is really litigation in which the people cannot 
recover their dues from othora in time owing to trade and other troubles 
which ensue. After all, the so called luxury litigation is very small. 
Anyway the Act requires revision and that, very soon, and I submit that 
the Government should really take early steps without waiting for action to 
be taken in other provinoes or by the Government of India.” 

* Mr, J. A. Sald*nha :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I always objeoted to the 
taxation in India and especially in this Presidency under tne oourt-fees 
system as a fraud on justice and profiteering at the oost of justice to the 
# detriment of a large number of poor classes ofpeople. I think my contention 
is supported by the very Budget estimates that are put in our hands. For, 
I find, Sir, that the income from judicial stamps comes to 1£ orores for 
the year 1927-28. In the current year it is 1 orore and 19 lakhs. So we 
hare got only a lakh of rupees more for our next year. But the expenditure 
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under the head of Administration of Justice comes to 98 lakhs, that is 
a little less than a croreof rupees. So, Sir, we make a profit of about half a 
crore of rupees every year. I mean Government makes this profit, and this 
Council has not been a party to this fraud on justice. The British people 
are very proud and we in India are very proud of the great principle laid 
down in the Magna Carta, that the King shall not sell justice. But 
here in India, justice is sold and Government is profiteering in the 
administration of justice by means of court-fees. I am sure it would be 
the experience of almost every Member here how often people have to 
forego their legitimate right of litigation on account of the High Court fees 
which are now increased enormously by 50 per cent. It is a great 
injustice on the poor class of litigants especially and, also I am sure, 
on the richer classes. After all, what are oalled luxury suits must be very 
.15 small. \ 6ry few people, one in a thousand, might enjoy the luxury of litiga- 
.m. tion. But what is difficult to find out is the real distinction between real 
and luxury litigation, i believe the hon. the Law Member has referred to 
the libel suits. A suit for damages on account of libel or defamation might 
be a luxury suit. But even then, if 1 am really defamed before the publio, 
surely it is my right to establish my reputation by a suit or lose my reputa¬ 
tion m the world. 1 think it might be far worse for mo to lose my reputation 
than to lose thousands of rupeos in a monetary transaction. If I then go to 
court to establish my reputation will that be a luxuiy litigation? I fear 
therefore that it will be dangerous to draw a lino between luxury litigation 
and non-luxury litigation. 1 think further that the recommendations of the 
Taxation Enquiry Committee in this respect are, ou the whole, very fair. 
What I would urge is that a oommitteo of t-nis IIouso be appointed to go 
into the whole question and to express an opinion on this matter. These 
recommendations of the Committee may be placed before the House before 
the hon. the Law Member finally conveys his opinion or the opinion of 
the Cabinet to the Government of India. Surely we are entitled, after 
having passed the Act in favour of inoreased taxation, to express our opinion 
in the momentous change that should take place in the system of Court-fees 
and other similar Acts/’ 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyab :— ,c You will permit me to speak 
again ou this matter in view to some important considerations that nave 
been adduced by certaiu hon Members who have spoken. I may at once say 
that I am in a position to agree with two contentions which have been put 
forward. I think the point made by the bon. and loarned Member from 
Madura with reference to the small cause jurisdiction, which has been 
inoreased to Us. 1,000, that point is a legitimate one inasmuch as he has 
succeeded in pointing out that, whereas under the old rules fees had to 
he paid up to 500 at a particular scale, und^r the new rules, if 
the value be six hundred, the whole scale is different. As he has very 
rightly pointed out, action may be taken in exeroise of the rule-making 
power under the Act and I propose to do it quite irrespective of the amend¬ 
ment of the Act If I find no objection to that course—and i do not expect 
to find any—a notification will be issued under section 35 of the Act. £ 
may say, therefore, that I can act at once herein, The other question with 
referenoe to the withdrawal of suits has been dealt with, as my hon. Friend 
will realize, by the Civil Justice Committee. With referenoe to that, it is 
not only a Question of ex parte suits but the question is with referenoe to 
Units decided by confession or otherwise, without aotual trial before, what

may he called, a contested decree takes offeot. Similar rules are found in 
the Small Cause Courts Act. My hon. Friend, no doubt, knows that I pleaded 
before the Civil Justice Committee that this rule should be extended to all 
Courts. The Civil Justice Committee aooepted that recommendation and 
have stated that that should be done. In that matter also, I think. I may 
say, that th ; s question will be investigated into, irrespectively of the general 
revision of the Act as part of the Civil Justice Committee’s recommendations 
which are now being dealt with by the Government, one by one. Now, 
Sir, mv hon. and learned Friend raised another point in a manner which 
was not in consonance with tne very forcible way which generally characterises 
him He raised a doubt whether there were any oases of suits that could be 
classed as luxury suits. Sixty-five or seventy-five per cent of the suits by 
reversioners, many declaratory suits, many others for receivers, many others 
whioh are oalled suits quia timet for preventive relief—these may be termed 
luxury suits and litigants may be exp^oted to pay more than for suits for 
reoovery of money or for vindication of mere right. ” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Honour. ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ My hon. Friend refers to 
libel and defamation. That class of suits is not as usual in this country as in 
other countries and we need not take notice of that. Hardly 2 per cent 
of the litigation in the Indian Courts generally, except perhaps on the 
Original Side, are for libel or defamation. The bon. Member for Cuddalore 
speaks of temple honours. Tbat is an addition to the class of suits that I 
referred to. The question of tulasi rights often contested with very great 
vehemence or holy water, that class of suits may pay more. In this case, 
the best solution is what has been indioated in the closing remarks of the 
Member for Madura, viz., that Government should have the opinion of a 
committee and lay down definitely the rules by which the levelling up and 
levelling down the court-fees shall tako place. I shall bear that in my 
mind and with the concurrence of my colleagues, inaugurate a committee 
for the purpose. ” 

*Mr, 8. Mtjttayya Mudaliyar: —“Mr. President, Sir, I thought 
there would be no necessity to talk on this resolution hut for some remarks 
of the hon. the Law Member. It is true that he admitted the contention, 
and.be also did so in the year 1925, that justice ought not to be a source of 
revenue. I am glad the hon. the Law Member has made that statement. 
In the year 1925, whether he or bis Secretary Mr Krishnaraa Aohariyar, I 
do not remember, attempted to show that in justice Government were not 
making a profit. Even at that time it was stated in the House that they 
were not working at a profit though the arguments were not convincing. I 
very muoh doubt il the hon. the Law Member himself was convinced of the 
correctness of the statement of the Secretary. J do not think any further 
answer to the stateraeut is necessary except to refer to the administration of 
oivil justioe for the year 1925-26, where the Judges of the High Court have 
said that in the administration ol justice Government are making a protit 
of Us 60 lakhs a year. 1 think that budget discussion was iu 1925; on 
the 11st October 1926, this is what the Judges of the High Court say that 
'the total reoeipfcs for Civil, Criminal and Revenue Courts iu the Presidency 
in 1925 amounted to Rs. 1,56,34,425 and the charges to Rs. 96,96,641, leaving 
a surplus of Rs. 59,37,781. That is nearly 60 lakhs of rupees. I do not 
think the hon. the Law Member would wish to refer to the arguments 
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whioh he advanced in 1925 against this statement of tho learned Judges of 
the High Court.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <c On a question of fact, I am 
sorry I must say that the hon. Judges of the High Court have lost consider¬ 
ation of certain figures and I propose while dealing with the demand to 
point out that it is not really a source of profit.” 

* Mr. S. Mtjttayya Mudaliyar “ Mr. President, it is eutirely open to 
the hon. the Law Member to show that the judges have been wrong in 
ooming to that conclusion. This report has been placed before the Govera- 
ment and the Government have not objected to tho statement made by the 
hon. Judges. Government accepted the report of the hon. the High Court 
and made certain remarks on it. And Mr. Krishnama Achariyar, the Law 
Secretaiy, who made that statement to the Council that judicial administra¬ 
tion was not making a profit must and ought to have been aware of this 
statement in the report, for, he comments on various matters contained in it. 
So, I take it, that the Government, by this report, have accepted tho statement 
that th* y are making a profit. I do rernomber certain oiroumstanoes which 
the hon. the Law Member roferrod to on tho previous ocoision to show that 
this department ivS not a source of profit of only the cost of buildings, pension 
charges and some other things had beon taken into aeoonnt. I think I showed 
on that occasion that the costs of the buildings are met from ordinary revenues 
and ought not to be taken into consideration, and interest ought not to be 
charged. Because, if it is mot from capital expenditure and the capital had 
been borrowed and spent for the maintenance of these buildings, the Govern¬ 
ment are entitled to charge interest. But surely the practice is whon money 
is spent from revenues of the year it is not liable to the levy of interest and 
the amount spent on these buildings ought not to be taken into considera¬ 
tion. Another thing which the hon. Member referred to, 1 remember, is 
the pensions of the retired officials. Probably tho hon. the Law Secretary 
said, I do not romember who it was, that the pension would not go beyond 
10 or 12 lakhs. Assuming that it is 10 or 12 lakhs, them is still 38 lakhs 
and wbat wo want is a reduction of a lesser amount. With these few words, 
I support the proposition.*’ 

The motion was put and adopted. 

* The hon the President :—“ As the question of stamps is disposed of I 
do not think a particular item about the reduction of copy stamps from 
3 annas to 2 annas need be discussed separately. I wish to know whether any 
of the gentlemen who have given notice of it wish to move it now. ” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachaum Chetti :—“ No, Sir. ” 

* Rao Bahadur B. Moniswami Nayudu :—“ I move— 

* To reduce the allotment of Rs . 1,80,100 for Stamps—General by Rs. 100/ 
My objeot is to discuss tho polioy of the Goverunent in regard to the 
amendment of the Stamp Act so as to admit of unstamped pro-notes on pay¬ 
ment of penalty Sir, before the recent amendment ot the Stamp Aofc, all 
pronutes whether payable to bearer or on demand wore liable to pay a stamp 
duty of one anna. After the amendment of the Act, those which are above 
the value of Rs. 2 »d 0 are liable to pay a higher stamp duty than one anna# 
In the Stamp Act, there is a provision enabling insufficiently stamped docu¬ 
ments or unstamped documents to be admitted on payment of a penalty, and 
the documents which are not duly stamped may then be admitted in evidence. 
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I want to request that the Act might be suitably amended so that, exoept in 
the ease of a pro-note which is liaole to be stamped with one anna stamp, 
other pro-notes which are liable to pay a stamp duty of more than one 
anna may be admitted on payment of penalty. The reason is, Sir, that there 
is much hardship and difficulty felt by ignorant people who do not know the 
recent changes made in the Act that a higher duty is to be paid. Such 
people may be relieved of considerable anxiety. For that reason, I move 
my motion.” 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib .Bahadur :—“ Sir, 
this question was once considered by the Government, and the Government of 
India thought that it was desirable, iu the interests of uniformity, to retain 
the power to legislate on this matter by the Indian Legislature. The amend¬ 
ment now proposed is a matter for the Indian Legislature to deal with, and 
not for this Council.” 

Bao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :— cc I may state, Sir, that when a 
similar amendment was tabled by a Member of the Legislative Assembly they 
said it was a matter for the provincial Governments to deal with, if they were 
in favour of such an amendment. And my hon. Friend the Home Member 
has told me that the question should be raised in the Indian Legislature. But 
apart from that, I bring to the notice of this Government this fact, so that 
this Council and this Government may resolve that they are in favour of it, 
and then it will be easy for any Members of the Legislative Assembly to 
introduce an amending Bill. 1 therefore hope that the Government will 
kindly consider the matter and recommend that the Act may be suitably 
amended in the manner indicated above.” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur “ Sir, 
I am prepared to examine the question again and address the Government of 
India, if necessary.” 

Kao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :—“ Then I have no objection to 
withdraw the motion, Sir.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. M. A. Manikkavelu Nayarar : —“ Sir, in view of the fact that the 
hon. the Home Member has given an assurance that he will reoommend to the 
Government of India that the Act should be amended, I beg to withdraw my 
motion.” 

The hon. the President :—“ Is the hon. Member not moving his motion P” 

* Mr. M. A. Manikkavelu Nayakar :—“ No, Sir.” 

The hon. the President :— “ Motion not made. Then I shall put Demand 
III to the House.” 

Demand IH—Stamps—for Bs. 4*85 lakhs minus Bs. 200. was then put 
and adopted, and the Grant was made.

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Us^^N Sahib Bahadur :—" Sir, 
I move, 

‘ that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding Rs. 44*21 lakhs 
under Forests / ”

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Mr. S. Satyamukti “ Sir, I rise to move 

that the allotment of Re. 1,00,400 far General Direction be reduced by 
Rs. 100.’ 

And my object is to disouss the uneoonomio administration of the depart¬ 
ment. I do not want to address any very long speeoh, Mr. President, but to 
merely draw the attention of the hon. the Home Member and of this hon. House 
to the faot that in the Budget Estimates for the year 1927-28, the Government 
have budgeted for a revenue of its. 56*83 lakhs, whereas the expenditure comes 
to something over its. 49 lakhs. Now, Sir, I should like to know from the hon. 
the Home Member why the administration of forests by this Government 
should be so uneconomic. I know, Mr. President, that recently the experi¬ 
ments of the Government of Madras in commercial undertakings with 'regard 
to forests have not been very muoh of a success, and the fault, I think, lies to 
a certain extent at least with the Government. Sir, I have some figures with 
regard to forest administration in other provinces, which, I hope, the hon. 
Member will take down and ponder over. These figures are for 1926—27. 
In Bengal the income is Us. 27 lakhs and the expenditure Us. 17*16 lakhs. In 
Bombay the income is Bs. 73*89 lakhs and the expenditure comes to Its. 37*72 
lakhs. Perhaps one reason for this successful administration is, I think, that 
the forests are a transferred subject in Bombay. In the United Provinces the 
income is Its. 58*73 lakhs and the expenditure Ks. 34*28 lakhs; in the Central 
Provinces, the income is Bs. 56*51 lakhs and the expenditure is Bs. 39*15 
lakhs ; in the Punjab the income is Bs. 43*57 lakhs and the expenditure 34*28 
lakhs. Burma, I recognize it, stands on a different footing, and the figures are 
income Bs. 190 lakhs, expenditure Bs. 94*62 lakhs. It seems to me, Sir, 
compared to these figures, our figures are so sad that some explana¬ 
tion ought to be forthcoming from the Government as to why we are not 
able to make our forests pay more. I recognize, Mr. President, that our 
forests form the natural wealth of this nation and. that any Government 
worth its name must spend a certain amount of money to keep those 
forests to see that they are not destroyed. I recognize they help the rain¬ 
fall m the country and they add to the natural beauty and scenery of the 
land. Byen then, it seems to me that with an economic administration, the 
forests will pay. In our own province, that the margin of profit should be so 
miall must be due to uneconomic administration. I do hope that the hon. the 
Home Member with the help of the experts will have the question examined 
oarelully so that economies may be effected in expenditure^ and we may be 
able to launch on paying schemes by which while the State spends some 
money upon keeping these forests intact, the State may also be adequately 
reimbursed. J 

, < ®* r > this matter is not brought for the first time in this House. Ever 

since I have been here, such motions have been moved and the Government 
have promised consideration. They have done nothing so far. I therefore 
beg to move this motion and I oommend it to the House in the hope that it 
will be carried as a censure against the uneconomic administration of the 
forests by the Government of Madras, and to ask the Government of Madras to 
take steps to make this department a paying oonoern, as it is in other sister 
provinces. 

•The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“Sir. 
t$£ question of the ^uneconomic administration of this department has been 
f&isad by my hon. Friend for the University. In the oourse of his speeoh he 
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said that it ought to produce more revenue as is the case in other provinces. 

Before dealing with that question, I should like to read to the hon. Members 
of this House an extraot from the report of the Chief Conservator on the 
subjeot. It is from the Forest Administration Report for 1924-25, and it has 
been published. It is this: 

* They (the oommeroially raluable forests) are situated chiefly in remote and rough 
mountainous oountrv, and in order to obtain from them the return whioh they are oapable of 
yielding, considerable oapital expenditure was necessary on buildings, roads and plant. On the 
other hand, the far less intrinsically valuable forests of the plains yielded a considerable net 
revenue. They lie for the most part in populous tracts and the produoe is removed by the 
purchasers themselves ; little or no expenditure was therefore needed on roads and buildings, 
and the cost of management was to a great extent limited to the pay of the establishment required 
to oollect the revenue from forest produoe and grazing, and to prevent or detect offenoes. La 
pre-war days when a forest guard was paid Its. 8 per mensem, the oost of this establishment was 
far less than the revenue whioh was bo easily obtained, and there was no great inducement to 
embark on a polioy of exploiting traots where to obtain revenue considerable expenditure was 
first neoessary. The minor forests from which the bulk of the revenue came were incapable of 
much development. The revenue oould not therefore be increased, and when the post-war rise in 
salaries took place the forests no longer paid their way. The result was that the Forest depart¬ 
ment which had previously returned a fairly handsome income to the State began to yield very 
little, and in faot in one year was worked at a loss ’. 

<f In the passage that I have just now read, you find an explanation as to why 
we are only getting Its. 2 Jakhs now while about ten years ago we got abont 
Rs. 10 lakhs. The Government know that that is the ease and are at one with 
the hon. Member for the University in thinking that something should he 
done to make the Forest Department a revenue producing department. My 
hon. Friend for the University said: ‘the hon. the Home Member will 
examine this question with the help of experts/ 1 may tell for the informa¬ 
tion of this House that in April 1926 the Government came to the conclusion 
that something should he done in regard to this matter, and requested the 
Chief Conservator to have a report drawn up pointing out clearly to Govern¬ 
ment what steps should be taken in order to make forests a revenue- 
producing department. I am glad to say that that report has been drawn up 
by Mr. Pearce in consultation with Mr. Martin, onr Chief Forest Engineer, as 
my hon. Friend for the University desired, and that report is now before the 
Government. That report clearly lays down what we should do for the next 
five years in order to make the Forest department a revenue-producing 
department. So the object of my hon. Friend has already been carried out. 

What the hon. Member for the University said was that they should pass this 
motion as a censure so that the Government may do something in order to 
make the forests pay. I am extremely glad to say that Government have 
already taken steps in that direction, and the voluminous report of Mr. Pearoe 
as to what we should de to increase the forest revenue is now before my 
hon. Colleague the Finance Member. I therefore hope that this motion will 
not be pressed.” 

* Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu “ Sir, I have heard the hon. 

the Home Member speaking of the report—the contents of which are not known p,m ‘ 
to ns—whioh has been submitted by the special officer in consultation with the 
Chief Conservator. What exaotly the purport of the report is, the hon. the Home 
Member has discreetly not divulged or even outlined to this House. We in 
this House have to consider two aspects of the case, first, the administration of 
the forests in relation to the people in the villages and secondly, the exploita¬ 
tion of valuable forests with a view to revenue. I do not know whether any 
referenoe has been made by the special officer to these aspeots of the matter. 
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The reason for which a large establishment is maintained—they do not intend 
it—is merely to harass the ryots. Sir, a large number of forests classed as 
I or II are really forests which grow small timber, small firewood trees and 
nothing more. For them a large establishment is maintained, and the villager 
has to pay high rates, and what more, a decent sum of 2 or 3 lakhs is collected 
by way of fines and forfeitures. That is the income that my Friend the Home 
Member shows as a small budget surplus, and takes credit for. In the report 
that he read, of the Chief Conservator in 1925, he says there are a large 
number of really valuable forests which are not accessible and on which a 
large expenditure is necessary. Therefore he abandons them. Then the 
department turns to other forests where they want to make money. These 
are oalled reserve forests. They cut up the growths once in 10 or 20 years 
and they fine everybody whose cattle happen to stray there. We have urged 
in this House for the last six years that the policy of the Forest department is 
not on sound lines. They may leave small forests to the control of the village 
panchayats and the activities of the department may be confined to really 
valuable forests. There are a large number of forests in the Chittoor district, 
and except small portions which are valuable, all the others oonsist of 
small hills or big hills, and there are tens and hundreds of villages de¬ 
pending on these forests. When once the ryot’s cattle stray into them, 
which cannot be helped, they are fined. 1 know of forest lines running right 
into the middle of villages. Of course, some relief is afforded by means of 
panchayats. I was a member of the committee to classify forests which 
can be handed over to ryots along with two other non-officials and three 
officials. We, non-officials, protested against certain forests being retained as 
Government forests and not classed as ‘ ryots ’ forests. I do not know what 
exactly happened. The hon. the Home Member must have supported his 
representatives in the district—the District Collector and the District Forest 
Officer. I want to point out to the hon. the Home Member that the Chandra- 
giri and Panapakam forests contain nothing but ordinary fuel growth and 
deserved to be handed to panchayats. When I asked the district officers as to 
why instead of going to bigger forests they conserved these forests and why 
they have coupe lines constructed and fine the cattle which stray there they 
said ‘ these are the only one which are easily accessible and here is the demand 
and so we conserve them.’ That is the way in which they make money and 
show to the country by their budgets how largo sums are realized by Forests. 
I would request the hon. the Home Member to see that the non-official opinion 
of the oommittee would be respected. Therefore if I support this motion, it is 
with a view to express the opinion of the House, repeated not once but year 
after year, at the way in which State forests are managed • they are managed 
more with a view to revenue than to affording relief to the people who are 
living by, and therefore to the extent to which they would relieve these sources 
of friction between the Forest department and the ryots, to that extent, they 
would have justified themselves in continuing this department.” 

* Mr. K. R. Venkatarama Ayyar Mr. President, Sir, the object of my 
motion was simply to bring home to the Government the necessity for a clear 
enunciation of the policy in respect of the administration of forests in the 
Country. The revenue that the Forest department brings to the provincial 
exchequer is very negligible indeed. In that state of circumstances, the 
country should at least have the satisfaction that in the matter of growing 
new forests in place of the denudation which is going on, and in the matter 
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of managing the commercial side of the business, the operations of the 
Government are carried on on right lines. No doubt, so far as the growing 
of trees is concerned it will have to be undertaken and carried on on a 
scientific basis, and while forests are disappearing on one side, it must be our 
concern to see that they are growing forests on the other side to take their 
plaoe, so that we would never have to contemplate the possibility of the 
country being denuded altogether of the necessary forests. But so far as the 
removal is concerned, it is essentially in the nature of a commercial under¬ 
taking. It is a question whether Government need a costly staff merely to 
be in oharge of operations for felling and removing. That perhaps is a 
portion of the business of the Forest department which can well be left to be 
carried out by private agencies. Contractors may be found to take up this 
work on terms profitable to Government. The time must soon be reached 
when the operation of felling and removing can be transferred altogether from 
the department to private agencies. That would be a step which would help 
to reduce the expenditure on the Forest department. 

“ My object, as I said, is the friendly object of drawing from the depart¬ 
ment a clear enunciation of their policy in the matter. I will therefore 
not stand between the House and the authority on behalf of the Government 
who may throw some light on this point. It does not appear that enough 
light has been thrown on this subject by the hon. the Home Member.” 

* Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyak :—“ The administration of the Forest 
department in our Province presents a unique spectacle. With the wealth of 
material at their disposal, the Government are literally leading a hand-to- 
mouth existence. I would not object to that if the people at least are getting 
some small benefit. As my hon. Friend from Chittoor has said, the people 
are not at all benefited. The difficulties which are felt by the people in 
Chittoor, North Arcot and Salem owing to the illiberal forest policy of 
Government are really very great. As rogards the grazing fees, we had, only 
the other day, the spectacle of the Government raising the grazing fees in 
Cuddapah at the present famine season. Government after a strong agitation 
consented to postpone it at the last moment. The division of cattle into 
necessary and unnecessary is causing a real hardship and making agriculture 
more difficult. The forest reserve line is often, though not in the middle of a 
village, in several oases is just bordering on the cultivated field, so that the 
ryots’ cattle very naturally have to stray there, and once they stray there, we 
know how the ryot fares at the hands of the forest menials. As regards green 
manure—for North Arcot, it is very necessary—the Government has acted in a 
very undignified manner. They said that several districts did not require any 
green manure and even though they had to admit that in North Arcot green 
manure was necessary, they have so far done nothing. They issued a Govern¬ 
ment Order in May 1925 to the effect that the question of allowing green 
manure to the North Arcot people at a reasonable rate would be considered. 
They are still considering and considering and, as usual, are bringing forth 
nothing. We all joined together and several protests were made but all to no 
purpose. If we spend so much and get nothing where does all this money go ? 
The simple answer is that the top heavy administration accounts almost entirely 
for the whole of the money now spent on the department. Take the number of 
Conservators and Extra Assistant Conservators. If in any other department 
there are, say, 500 subordinates probably you may find some five or six officers’ 
to oontrol them. But in the case of the Forest department, for a certain number 
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of rangers you have a disproportionate number of Conservators and Extra 
Assistant Conservators, super-numeraries and so on with the result that you 
have got to-day in Government employ a number of people who are known 
by the unenviable name of 'supernumerary 5 officers. This, in itself, is a 
sufficient condemnation of the way in which the department is being managed. 
While supernumerary officers are fed like white elephants, lower officers like 
rangers suffer and their lot is not at all ameliorated in spite of representations. 
Again, there itf the luxury of a Forest College. It is only a machinery for 
manufacturing more rangers, while even the existing rangers are not fully 
employed and their prospects are not bettered. Then we have a research 
establishment. I think it is time that it is abolished. Research is of an all- 
India importance. Therefore it is not right that the finances of the province 
should be charged with the maintenance of that establishment. Most of the 
money that we make in the forests goes to the specialists under fanoy names, 
such as research officers, exploitation officers, regeneration officers and 
what not. They are all imported. If Madras were a progressive place like 
Japan, they would bring the experts and get out of them all that it is neces¬ 
sary for them to know and send them away. But in this country, if a foreign 
officer comes, he comes to stay for ever. There is no exit for him. It is that 
which takes away the money for which the ryot sweats. 

“ Next to that, is the uneconomical, uncommercial management of commercial 
undertakings. The Russellkonda muddle is still stinking in our nostrils. 
Then there is the Chenat Nayar. What is the origin of it. The saw mill was 
started for the European planters of Malabar and Travancore to got their tea 
ohests cheap. It benefits only the European planters. It was given out in the 
House that a prominent member of Government was a large shareholder in 
the concern. That fact cannot be concealed by anyone. As for a panchayat 
officer, there is no necessity for maintaining one. If the forest department is a 
scientific department, there is no necessity for employing Deputy Collectors 
from the Revenue department who have had no scientific training. 

“ One other thing, Sir, and I am done. Unfortunately there is a political 
aspect to the forest administration. My Friend Mr. C. V. Venkataramana 
Ayyangar this morning brought to our knowledge the w\ay in which in Kollegal 
a European family of planters 5 husband, ohildren, wife, cousins and all, wanted 
to get assigned to themselves a large area. In the Shevaroys there is an 
area of 4,000 acres originally leased to the planters there. There was 
no survey nor any check to encroachment. Now this 4,000 acres has 
almost doubled itself in a short time. There is a proposal to assign all these 
to the planters at a nominal rent. The very Forest department and 
experienced officers on the spot, I am told protested against it. But my hon. 
Friend Mr. Tireman, and, I am glad to see him here, has, it seems, asked the 
Collector to revise this opinion and to see that favourable orders are passed. 
This one may safely say is a political jobbery of the first magnitude. This 
is our country, our ancestors 5 bones are laid here ; and for exploiters to come 
and take this 4,000 acres and then extend it to 8,000 acres and get all this 
rich land almost as a gift is clearly enough to take one’s breath away. I am 
sorry I have no time to finish this aspect of the matter.” 

The House adjourned to meet again at 11 a.m. the next day.

Holidays by the High Court for the Cricket Match. 

* 345 Q.—Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar : Will the hon. the Law 
Member, the hon. the Member for Revenue and the hon. the Member for 
Finance be pleased to state— 

(a) whether in connexion with the grant of three holidays by the High 
Court for the recent oricket match in Madras, the Government were consulted 
beforehand or not; and 

(b) what is the approximate daily cost of running the High Court, 
including the pay of the Judges and the establishment P 

A .—(«) No. The High Court is empowered to grant the holidays. 

(b) The attention of the hon. Member is drawn to pages 139- 
141 of the Civil Budget Estimates for the year 1926-27. The 
figures given there represent the expenditure for one year. 

Mr. C. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar :—•“ In answer to olause (a) of +,hj H 
question, the Government say that the High Court is empowered to grant 
holidays. I do not question the power of the High Court. But may I ask 
whether it does not inoonvenienoe the olient population that are staying in 
the city if holidays are granted offhand and at the will and pleasure of 
the Jadges of the High Court P ” 
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The bon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ As has been pointed out in 
the answer, the granting of holidays is in the discretion of the High 
Court. I however understand that the members of the bar who, to a 
large extent, represent the interests of and are not oblivious to the in¬ 
convenience of their clients, were practically unanimous in this matter.” 

Mr. C. N. Muthuhanga Mudaliyak :—•“ Yes, Sir. I know the members 
of the bar frequent the Guindy races. Is the High Court going to grant 
holidays on account of the Guindy races ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ Sir, I do not think it is an 
aoourate statement. Some members of the bar do go to the raoes. But 
I do not think the attendance of the members of tne bar at the Guindy 
raoes can be comparable to their attendance on this occasion.” 

Mr. 0. N. Muthuhanga Mudaliyar :—“ In this matter also, I am sure 
the members of the bar were not unanimous in requesting . . .” 

The hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member is not allowed to make a 
statement.” 

Mr. S. Satyamueti :—“ May I ask tho hon. the Law Member whether he 
is aware that the High Court have agreed to work on some holidays as 
compensation for these days ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyah : —“ I am indebted to my hon. 
Friend. I have heard of that, but 1 was not quite sure.” 

Mr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ Is the hon. the Law Member satisfied, Sir, that 
the members of the legal profession who witnessed the orioket matches have 
learnt to play the game ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ Sir, I repudiate the sugges¬ 
tion that the members of my profession do nothing else than play 
the game.” 

Bao Bahadur 0. S. Batnasabapati Mudaliyar :—“ May I know, 
Sir, whether even if the High Court are empowered to grant holidays there 
are no rules guiding the same ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar : —“ There are no rules fettering 
discretion of the hon. Judges of the High Court.” 


Alleged delay in disposal of pending appeals in High Court. 

* 346 Q. —Mr. C. N. Muthuhanga Mudaliyar : Will tho hon. the 
Law Member be pleased to state— 

(a) whether it is a fact that there is considerable delay in the disposal 
of oases pending before the High Court and, if so, the reasons therefor; 

(l>) whether it is a fact that for some time past three Judges of the 
High Court have been habitually sitting on the Original Side, and are not 
available for work on the Appellate Side ; 

(c) whether the Government have considered the question of introduc¬ 
ing legislation to relieve the work of the High Court by raising the 
jurisdiction of the City Civil Court to try suits of the value of Bs. 10,0DQ 
or less, and by giving it also some insolvency jurisdiction; and 
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(d) whether the Government will address the High Court to increase 
the number of working days by the Judges sitting on Saturdays of those 
weeks during whioh there is an additional public holiday ? 

A. — ( a ) The attention of the hon. Member is invited to paragraphs 16, 
20, 22 and 23 of the report on the statistics of Civil Courts for 
1925 [G.O. No. 3615, Law (General), dated 24th November 
1926J which has been placed on the Editors’ Table. Past 
arrears and the increase in institutions have made a certain 
amount of delay inevitable. 

(b) Three Judges bavo been sitting off and on on the Original Side. 

- ( c ) The question of increasing the jurisdiction of the City Civil 

Court to Bs 10,000 was considered in the year 1918 The 
decision arrived at was that no change was necessary. Last 
year the Government considered a proposal for increasing the 
jurisdiction of the Court to Es. 5,000 but it was deoided that 
the jurisdiction should remain unaltered for the time being. 
The question of giving insolvency jurisdiction to the City 
Civil Court has not been considered so far. 

(d) Under the Letters Patent it is for the High Court to determine 
its holidays. 

Appointment of a Provincial Service Officer as Registrar of the High Court . 

* 347 Q. —Mr. C. S. Govindaraja Mudaliyar Will the hon. the 
Law Member and the hon the Member for Bevenue be pleased to stato, with 
reference to the statement made by him on 22nd March 1924 (page 988 of 
Proceedings of the Legislative Co moil) that the place of the Begistrar of the 
High Court would be thrown open to a member of the Bar or a Provincial 
Servioe Officer, why effect was not given to it although two opportunities 
arose sinoe that statement was made ? 

A .—As already stated in this Council at the meeting held on 24th Maroh 
1925, the power of appointment of the Registrar vests, under the 
amended Letters Patent, in the hon. the Chief Justice. 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ May I ask the hon. the Law Member whether, 
in view of his statement on a motion made, I think, by the hon. the Second 
Minister when he was then on this side of the House, whether he did not give 
an undertaking that when the next vacanoy happened in the appointment of 
the Begistrar of the High Court he would consider and urge upon the hon. the 
Chief Justice, the claims of an Indian member of the Bar or of the Provin¬ 
cial Civil Service men and whether he has done anything in the matter ; and 
when the next vacancy occurs whether he proposes to do so, and if not, why 
not? ” 

The hon. Sir C P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ My hon. Friend the Member 
for the University is not quite correot in the first portion of his ques¬ 
tion. What 1 said was that in answer to a budget motion, in my 
opinion, a Provincial Service officer or a member of the Bar would be 
as competent as anybody else and gave an undertaking in the debate 
that the proceedings would be forwarded to the High Court That has 
been done, and if and when the next vacancy occurs, the opinion of the 
House,—a question has also been tabled in the course of the budget 
flebate^on that matter will also be forwarded to the High Court.*’ 
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Mr. R. Satyamurti :—“ In view of the fact that the resolution of this 
House and the opinion of the hon. the Law Member have so far had no effect 
with the Chief Justice, maj I ask the hon. the Law Member whether he 
proposes to take any steps in order to impress on the Chief Justice, in whose 
hands the patronage rests, that ho must do something to satisfy the strong 
public feeling in the Council on this matter P 99 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ The hon. Member is quite 
aware that the appointment of the Kegistrar is wholly vested in the 
hon. the Chief Justice under the amended Letters Patent. It is, how¬ 
ever, within the knowledge of the hon. Member that with regard to the 
appointment of the Deputy Itegistrar and the Assistant Registrar, the 
claims of the Bar and of the Provincial Civil Service have received 
recognition. ,> 


Irrigation 

Protective irrigation works in Guntur district . 

* 348 Q. —Mr. P. Anjaneyulct : Will the hon. the Law Member and the 
hon. the Member for Revenue be pleased to state whether the Government 
propose to start any protective irrigation works in Guntur district in view of 
the famine conditions prevailing in that district P 

A % —The project of a reservoir at Pulikonda on the Musi river has for 
some time been, under consideration, and gaugings have been 
taken for a number of years. The Chief Engineer reports that 
the work will he taken up for consideration in 1928. 

The Government regret that the immediate execution of this work 
is not feasible. 

Mr. P. Anjaneyultj :—“ My question was whether the Government 
proposed to start any protective irrigation works in Guntur district in view of 
the famine conditions prevailing in that district, and the answer to it is : c the 
project of a reservoir at Pulikonda on the Musi river has for some time been 
under consideration, and gaugings have been taken for a number of years. 
1 he Chief Engineer reports that the work will be taken up for consideration 
in 1928.* This question, I may say, has been hanging fire for some time 
past and yet, the Government say that the immediate execution of this work 
is not feasible. I should like to know whether, on account of the famine 
conditions prevailing, any protective iriigation work is undertaken or con¬ 
templated to be undertaken by the Government this year ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—* c Sir, this was the work whioh 
on account of the conditions described by my hon. Friend as famine, 
was suggested as expedient for being taken up. The matter was 
investigated. The materials could not be gathered in time for the 
budget allotments being made this year. Budget allotments will 
undoubtedly be made next year in the oase of this work.’* 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami :—“ Are there no other works which can he under¬ 
taken this year in that district P” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar “ L Si r, the department has been 

requested to consider the feasibility in areas where there are conditions 
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of soarcity of investigating the possibility of small works and, if any 
small works oan be taken up, they will be taken up and a statement 
will be made when the materials are got ready.” 

Supply oj water for irrigation from Bed Hills tank. 

* 349 Q.—Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar : Will the hon. the Law 
Member and the hon. the Member for .Revenue be pleased to state— 

(a) whether the Government are aware of the widespread grievance of 
the rjots of Red Hills and other villages under the Red Hills Lake in the 
Chingleput district that they are not allowed to get sufficient water from the 
lake for irrigation purposes ; 

(if) whether it is a fact that the Red Hills Lake is primarily intended 
for the agricultural ryots of the villages irrigated by the Red Hills Lake ; and 
(c ) whether the Government will consider the advisability of increasing 
the oapaoity of the lake ? 

A. —( a ) & (6) The Government have not received any recent representa¬ 
tions in the matter but they observe that the Red Hills tank 
project was primarily undertaken for the supply of drinking water 
to the City of Madras and consequently the interests of irrigation 
have, of necessity, to be subordinated to the interests of the City, 
with a population of over 500,000 depending entirety on this 
supply for drinking water. 

(c) The question of raising the P.T.L. of the tank was considered and 
it was dropped in 1926, as there were engineering objections 
to the proposal. 

Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar: —“Does, not the Government 
know that the ryots of the villages concerned have made representations to 
the Collector of the district several times ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar Yes, Sir. I have before me 
certain representations made by the ryots in which it was asserted that 
the primary duty of the Government was to safeguard the irrigation 
needs of these particular ryots and then and thereafter to look to the 
water-supply of the city ; in other words, that that was the first charge, 
so to say, on the water. The Government could not accept the position 
because, when the works were started fifty or sixty years ago, they were 
started with the definite understanding that the improvement of the 
Red Hills reservoir was primarily with a view to supply water neoes- 
sary for the consumption of a growing city which has now praotically 
nearly a population of 600,000. The only question that oould be con¬ 
sidered feasible was the raising of the F.T.L., and on that matter there 
has been some correspondence and very strong difference of engineering 
opinion. As a matter of fact, this is not considered feasible at the 
present moment. Efforts, however, have been made to see how far we 
oould not reconcile the need of the city for water with the irrigation 
facilities of those ryots ” 

Mr. C. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar :—“ Considering the fact that fifty 
years ago, as the hon. the Law Member said, the tank was primarily intended 
lor irrigation. . . 
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The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ I suggested justtho opposite. 
The reservoir was primarily intended for the supply of water for the 
City of Madras and only seoondarily for irrigation. 

Mr. C. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar ;—“ Since when, Sir, was water 
brought to Madras from the lake P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar ''* I have got all the papers, but 

I cannot lay my hand on the particular reference ” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ In 1872." ^ 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ I am very much obliged to 
the hon. Member." 

Mr. C. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar :—“ Till then what was being done 
with the water, may I know F " 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ It was initially a very small 
reservoir used for irrigation purposes to a largo extent. ’ The enlarge¬ 
ment of the reservoir and the widening of the catchment area, the 
improvement of the bund and the construction of the aniout and all 
that which went to make it a good reservoir for the supply of water to 
the City of Madras was done fifty years ago. Even then the question 
was raised by the ryots as to where they stood and, from that time it 
was understood that the first oharge upon this reservoir was the supply 
of potable water to the city.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ Sir, in view of the answer to clause (a) of this 
question, and in view of the statement of the hon. the Law Member, may 
I ask for some further elucidation on the matter? May I ask whether the 
Government have any proposals to acquire such rights as the agriculturists 
have in the lands which are irrigated by water from this lake, so that a 
continual supply of water may be guaranteed to the City of Madras 
especially in view of the fact that thero is constant conflict of interests 
between the agriculturists of Chinglcput and the citizens of Madras P May 
I ask whether Government have any proposal for a permanent and 
satisfactory solution of this perpetually difficult problem ? " 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar : —“ This question was raised some 
time ago and it was then pointed out that it was largely a question of 
finance, and that it would mean an outlay of a large sum of money to 
pay compensation to all these people to acquire their lands. But when 
that matter was on the tapis, a large deputation of ryots waited on 
Government and said that they had been for generations in possession 
of those lands and that they would take the risk of such water as may 
be available. This is a very difficult question. If I may make a 
suggestion to my hon. Friends the Member for the University and the 
Leader of the Opposition who are influential members of the Corporation 
this is a matter to be decided in consultation with my hon. Colleague 
the Minister for Local Self-Government, the Corporation and the 
Government. And if any satisfactory solution oan be arrived at by a 
conference, I do npt think the Government would do otherwise than 
help it.” 
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Mr. Bami V enkataoh alam Chetti “ Is the hon. the Law Member 
aware that though the Government have at present stopped the supply of 
water for irrigation purposes, it is praoticaily being used by the irrigators ? ” 

The hon. Sir G. P. Ramaswami Ayyar .—“ So it has been apprehended, 
Sir.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti — “ May I ask whether even to-day there is a great 
fear in Madras of scarcity of water and that if rains hold off for five or six 
months more, there may be aotual scarcity? May I know whether the 
Government have taken or propose to take any steps to conserve even the 
little water available primarily for the citizens of Madras and whether as a 
matter of fact even the small quantity of water that is now available is now 
going practioally to waste, used neither for the purpose of consumption nor 
for agriculture P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar —“ T am aware that instructions 
have been issued in view of the apprehensions that have been expressed 
both in the Corporation Chamber and elsewhere to see that water is 
conserved and put to its primary use.” 

The Raja of Ramnad :—“ Under what authority vested in them can the 
Government stop the normal supply of water to the agriculturists without 
compensating them ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar .—“ I never said that they would 
stop. What was said in answer to a certain statement was that the 
primary object was the supply of drinking water to the city.” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ May I remind the hon. the Law Member, Sir, 
that there is a G.O. (No. 310, dated March 1904) laying down that the 
supply of water to Madras is of paramount importance totally outweighing 
the claims of irrigation and that if the level of the water in the lake was 40 
feet and below even on the 1st January, the Collector of Chingleput has to 
think of ourtailing the area for irrigation and if the level is 38 feet on any 
date the supply ior irrigation has to be stopped.” 

The hon Sir C P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“Yes, Sir. I bow to the 
knowledge of details which my hon. Friend displays. The Govern¬ 
ment Order is before me and I agree he gave the gist of it.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ May I ask the hon the Law Member whether 
he will take the initiative in the matter of summoning this conference, 
because he realizes, none better, that we the non-officials can hardly take the 
initiative in a matter of this kind ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar —“ I shall consider that matter 
in consultation with my hon. Colleague, the Minister for Local Self- 
Government.” 


The hon. the President —“ As it appears to me that there are conflict¬ 
ing interests, the best thing is to table a out under Irrigation or any other 
appropriate Demand. I shall waive want of notioe and give an opportunity 
for the House to express its opinion upon this important question.” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :— {< Thank you, Sir.” 


Dr. B. B. Mallayya :—“ In the meantime will the hon. the Law Member 
be pleased to put a stop to this waste of water f ” 
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The hon the President *.—“It is for this reason, viz., tint the supple¬ 
mentary questions were taking the shape of a debate that I suggested a very 
convenient course for the House to adopt.” 

Possibilities oj the Upper Bhavani Project . 

*350 Q.—Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : Will the hon. the 
Law Member and the hon. the Member for Revenue be pleased to state— 

(i a ) whether a special officer has been appointed to report on the 
possibilities of the Upper Bhavani Project, and if so, whether the Government 
Order will be placed on the Council table ; 

(6) whether the special officer has sent his report and in any case 
whether the Government arc prepared to publish it with a view- to obtain the 
opinion of the people of the Coimbatore district on the report; and 

(<?) whether the special officer wa8 asked to consult the leading associa¬ 
tions or the leading persons in the Coimbatore district and whether he did so 
in the course of his investigation ? 

A. — (a) Yes. G.O. No. 1341 I., dated the 25th September 1926, is 
placed on the table a .

(c) No such instructions were issued to the special officer, but he 
will no doubt, if be thinks necessary, consult the leading 
associations or persons in the district interested in the project. 

Mr. C V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ With reference to the second 
line in the Government Order, dated 25th September 1926, may I know 
what is meant by the Government, by the words 4 Revenue and cognate 
aspects of the project ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ram as wa mi Ayyar :—“ Notioe, Sir, I shall look into 
the question.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know whether the 
hon. Member is aware that the special officer appointed for this purpose takes 
the words ‘ cognate aspects * to include an enquiry and to lead to the conclu¬ 
sion that all the reports made by the Engineering officers including the hon. 
Member Mr. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar and by the Uevenue Officers including 
Sir Charles Innes are based on wrong calculations P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar “ I will take what my hon. 
Friend says is correct. But it appeirs to mo what it is hardly likely 
that the special officer who has been appointed to report on the possi¬ 
bilities of the Upper Bhavani Project on the basis of certain materials 
placed before him, would consider himself authorized to say that all the 
materials are wrong. I oannot say whether that is so; it looks unlikely. 
I shall take what my hon. Friend says but I do not believe it can be so.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know if this officer 
has found three months * time to be insufficient and has applied for extension 
of time ? ** 
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The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Yea; he applied for extension 
of time ; extension was granted and the report is, I think, ready.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— lt Has the report been received 
since the answer was sent ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Not yet, I am told.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I ask whether this 
officer did not say when applying for extension of time that all the basis given 
by the Revenue and Public Works Department officers was wrong and that he 
was investigating further into the matter ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— a I do not desire to contradict 
what my hon. Friend said. But I should like to saj that he was asked 
to report about the possibilities of the projcot on the basis of those 
materials.” 

' [Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar. —“ May I know whether the 
Government will drop out of consideration all those subjects if the officer has 
referred to them? I have not seen the report and the hon. Member says 
that he has not received it.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ My hon. Friend will excuse 
me when I say that his question is based on two hypotheses. I have 
not seen the report. With regard to ray hon. Friend's apprehensions 
that the report might contain certain conclusions based on wrong 
materials, the Government will look into the matter. My hon. Friend 
needs no assurance from me that if the report is based on wrong 
materials and wrong foundations, it will not be entitled to the weight 
it would otherwise have.” 

Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know if the hon. 
Member will he pleased to issue instructions to the special officer that he may 
take the help of leading associations and persons in the district with regard 
to this matter P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I have no doubt as the answer 
to clause (c) puts it, that the special offioi r would, if he thinks it neces¬ 
sary. take the opinion of leading associations. lie will be made aware 
of the debate this morning. He will, I am sure, take note that it is 
the desire of a section of this House that he should consult leading 
associations and persons of the district interested in the matter.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkatabamana Ayyangar :—“ He may or may not do it. 
iI am asking whethor tLe hon. Member cannot . . .” 

The hon. the President :—“ The bon. Member gave a modified answer. 
He said he would forward this debate, if 1 may so call it to the special 
officer.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— i( May I ask whether he 
cannot give instructions to the officer to take the advice and help of the 
leading men and associations in tho district P ” 

J. The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ That will be noted.” 
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Constitution of Districts, Divisions and Taluks 

Headquarters of the Sub-Collector of Coondapoor division. 

* 351 Q. —Mr. A. B. Shetty : Will the hon. the Member for Revenue be 
pleased to state— 

(a) the. reasons, if any, why the Sub-Collector of Coondapoor division 
has hia headquarters station at Coondapoor ; and 

(b) whether Udipi is a more central place for it? 

A >— (a) The reasons why Coondapoor was originally selected as the 
headquarters are not on record. The headquarters have now 
been at Coondapoor for very many yeais and offices and 
dwelling accommodation for the Sub-Collector exist there. 

(6) This is a matter of opinion. 

Mr. A. B. Shetty :—“ With regard to the reply (6), may I know how 
this can te a matter of opinion and whether Udipi is not midway between 
Coondapoor and Karkal which are at either end of this revenue division P” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Maejokibaeks :— Cl If you look at the map, it will 
be seen that both these places, Coondapoor and Udipi are on the coast 
and almost evenly tiiseet the coast boundary of the division. It may 
therefore be argued that every one of the places is central. That is all 
what is meant by the answer.”

Mr. P. Akjakeiuiu “ Have any applications teen received from any 
of these taluks for the postponement of the collection of kist and 
remission P ” 
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The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— <c II the hon. Member means the 
local authorities, I must ask for notice. The Government have not 
received any.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami :—“ Will the hon. Membor adopt the same procedure 
with regard to the postponement of the collection of kist in other districts 
also affected by famine ? ” 

The hon. the President :— cc The original question is only with regard 
to Guntur. The supplementary question is not admissible.” 


Failure of crops in Tinnevelly district .

(/) On 30th July 1926 the Government issued instructions to the 

Board of Revenue to proceed with the restoration of village 
officers in both ryotwari and proprietary areas. 

Mr. D. Narayana Raju :—“With reference to clause (a), may I know 
whether the hon. the Revenue Member is aware that with the creation of 
fresh departments, additional work is thrown on the karnams and, if so, how 
is it that assistant karnams are now not found necessary ? Evidently they 
were found necessary before/* 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ The answer, Sir, is one to a 
question as to whether assistant karnams are being reinstated under 
the Restoration Act and it was only meant as a general one. If there 
are any particular cases in which the work of the village karnam is 
found to bo too heavy, of course the question of appointing an assist¬ 
ant karnam will receive consideration.” 

Mr. D. Narayana Raju :—I am also asking generally, Sir. If the 
assistant karnams are not now found necessary am I to understand that the 
business of the karnams has been on the decrease in any way ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks “ There would be a decrease in the 
cases, where villages which were grouped have been again divided. In 
such cases two officers are now placed where there was only one 
before.” 

Mr. B. Eamachandra Ueddi :—“ May I [know whether the question of 

E )viding assistant karnams has been considered when the Village Cfficers 
storation Act was under consideration in this House ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjouibanks :—“ Yes, Sir, it was.” 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi c< What was the conclusion that was 
come to,” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks: —“ The conclusion was that they 
should not be restored.” 

Mr. P. Siva Rao :— te May I know whether the assistant karnams are 
proposed to be reinstated.” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Maijoribanks :—“Ihave already replied,generally, 
in the negative.” 


Factories 

Opening of sandalwood factory . 

*356 Q.—Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyab: Will the hon. the 
Home Member and the hon. the Minister for Development be pleased to 
state— 

(a) whether the Government are aware of the profits the manufacturers 
of sandalwood oil itself are making ; and 
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(b) whether the Government are contemplating the opening of a 
sandalwood oil faotory to make oil from the sandalwood produced in the 
British territory in the Madras Presidency P

Mr. C. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar :—“ Will the Government make an 
investigation into the matter P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :— “I do not know what my 
hon. Friend exactly wants and the lines on which he wants the Govern¬ 
ment to enquire and ascertain the facts.” 

Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar :—“ Does not the Minister consider 
that industries must be started and encouraged by the Government? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatba Mudaliyar: —“I suppose my hon. 
Friend is aware that there is a sandalwood factory at Koppam and if 
the Government were to start any factory in competition with the 
private faotory, it will ruin the private concern.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami :— “ Does the faotory referred to, consume and use 
^11 the sandalwood available in the Presidency ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :—“ I presume it depends 
upon the capacity of the conoorn to make purchases and upon the extent 
to which the factory can use the available sandalwood.” 

Mr. K. Y. R. Swami :—•“ In the answer given the other day it was stated 
that sandalwood is being taken away. . .” 

The hon. the President :— “ The hon. Member is not entitled to base a 
question on the answer given the other day.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami “ Is the hon. the Minister aware that a large 
quantity of the sandalwood produced in this Presidency is exported to other 
countries P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. RanganaTha Mudaliyar :—“ I hope there is much 
scope for a larger quantity to be used in this province.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami : —“ So far as the remaining sandalwood is 
concerned, will the hon. th.i Minister see that another factory is started to 
make use of it P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar “ I think we will be 
injuring private enterprise if we are to run another factory.” 

Mr. T. Adinabayana Chettiyar :—“ Is it not a fact that a quantity of 
Madras sandalwood annually goes to Mysore ? ”

some persons come and purchase it.” 

Mr. T. Adinabayana Chettiyar “ Does it not follow therefore that 
the Mysore Government find it profitable to import Madras sandalwood in 
addition to their own, and make oil from it P ” 

The hon. Mr, A. Ranganatba Mupaliyab ;—“ I do not know.” 
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Mr. P. Siva Rao : — c< Is the hon. Minister aware that the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment are making huge profits over this business and will he be pleased to 
consider the desirability of following the example of the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudauyar :—“ I would rather like to 
see that private people start concerns and run them instead of the 
Government running them, perhaps at a larger expenditure.*’ 

Mr. P. Siva Rao: —“Aronot the Government aware that the Mysore 
Government are deriving much profit ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :—“ I take it, Sir, that^ the 
point is whether this particular industry is or is not a commercially 
feasible concern The point has been established beyond doubt and 
there is already a private concern which is carrying on the trade and 
it is possible that it may develop its business ; 1 depreoate any effort 
of the Government to run down existing institutions.” 

Mr. Abdul IIamid Khan :— c< May I know what steps the Government 
are taking to encourage this industry and make it popular among the 
people P ”

Supply of timber from the Nallamalaie in Kumool. 

* 357 Q.—Mr. G. Habisarvottama Rao : Will the hon. the Home 
Member bg pleased to state what the resalts of operation referred to in the 
Administration Report, 1924-25, page 121 (at line 26), in the Nallamalaie 
of Kumool to supply the requirements of the surrounding country in the 
matter of timber have been P 

A .—In July 1925 the Government approved of certain schemes drawn 
up by the Conservator of Forests, IL Oirole, for the supply of 
timber and agricultural implements in the Kumool district. The 
majority of coupes referred to in the Conservator’s proposals are 
at present being worked. In some oases, however, it has been 
necessary to curtail the operations for want of demand. The 
Government understand that the timber out in these operations 
appears to satisfy the demands of the rural population and that 
there have been no complaints. 

To meet the demand for timber of larger size, regular fellings are in 
progress in the South Kumool Forest division'and the timber is 
sold at periodical auctions at Diguvametta. 

Mr. G. Habisarvottama Rao :—“ May I ask the hon. Home Member 
whether it is a fact that the trees felled were dead, dying and deformed and 
do not give the kind of timber required and therefore it is that there is 
want of demand as is stated in the answer P ” 

The hon. K ban Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur.— “We 
have no information, Sir.” 

Mr. G. Habisarvottama Rao :—“ May I ask the hon. Member whether 
he is aware that that statement is made in the Administration Report for 
the year 1925-26 P ”

A .— (a) Yes. The Government have since decided to allow grazing in 
the whole range on a single permit and that it is essential to 
continue the restrictions based on the possibility of forests.

(c) The entire foresc area in the district, except felled coupes under 

regeneration, have been thrown open to grazing. 

(tf) No Looal cattle have been taken to mean the cattle of the 
village or villages within the limits of which the reserve is 
situated or which it adjoins. 

(e) The hon. Member’s attention is invited to paragraph 5 of 
G.O. No. 244, Development, dated 13th February 1925. 

(/) The scheme has been received and it has been approved. 

(g) The report has been received. The policy of Government is that 
reserves which r eed not bo retained by the Forest Department 
should be managed by panchayats. Jn cases in which there 
is an urgent demand for extension of cultivation, Government 
are prepared to oonsider the question of disafforestation if the 
needs of the community for pasture, firewood and agricultural 
implements have been satisfied.

exactly it means. Are there any executive restrictions being placed on the 
single permit system that is conceded in this answer P ” 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman 8ahib Bahadur:—“ No.

Diwan Bahadur B. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar: —“ I said 
yesterday and on a previous occasion that a considerable amount of 
embarrassment will be caused if I give details at the present moment.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswara Rao :— u May I know whether the hon. the Minister 
ha 9 made up his mind as to the first step to be taken this year towards 
prohibition ? ” 

The hon Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar “ That will 
require consideration. Sir.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswara Rao :—“ May I know also whether he has any idea 
of the probable number of years during which prohibition will be a matter of 
reality in this Presidency ? ” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar ;—“ May I know the result of the considera¬ 
tion of the hon. the Excise Minister during the last four months? ” 

Mr. P. Bhaktavatsulu Nayudu :—“ Does it follow from the answer that 
no further experiments are going to be unde although it is so stated in the 
answer ? ”

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Medical Administration 

Supply of free quarters and surgical instruments to officers in charge o} 

rural dispensaries. 

* 363 Q —Dr. B. S. Mallayya : Will the hon. the Minister for Public 
Health be pleased to state whether the Government will be pleased to' 
recommend to the looal bodies to supply free quarters and surgical instru¬ 
ments to the officers in charge of the rural dispensaries and raise the 
remuneration of these officers in order to induce more of them to settle in 
the mufassal ? 

A .—The Government do not consider it necessary to recommend to local 
boards that free quarters should be given to all medical practi¬ 
tioners in charge of rural dispensaries. They have already 
instructed the boards to equip the dispensaries with the necessary 
surgical instruments 

The Government are unable to raise the ratio of subsidy payable to 
the medical practitioners from Provincial Funds. They have, 
however, no objection to the local boards themselves sanctioning 
an additional subsidy from their own funds if in any caBO they 
consider that a qualified man cannot be secured for tho subsidy 
promised by the Government 

Dr. B. 8. Mallavya :—“ Has the hon. the Minister satisfied himself that 
these rural dispensaries are doing useful and satisfactory work ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyak: —*• 1 have 
seen many of them and several of them are doing satisfactory work.” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya: —“la the hon. the Minister aware that the cost of 
these dispensaries is one-sixth of the permanent dispensaries ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar .—" They 
certainly cost less than permanent dispensaries. I cannot say whether 
it is one-sixth.*’ 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—" May I ask the hon. the Minister whether he is 
prepared to replace them by rural dispensaries if they are cheap and 
efficient ? ” 

The hon. the President :—“ That is more the concern of the local bodies.” 

Dr. B S. Mallayya :—"But, I should like to ask the hon. the Minister, 
if they are doing useful work why not help them a little and make them 
more popular P You have sanctioned 367 of them, but one-third still remain 
to be opened because medical offioers cannot be got, and if the dispensaries 
are cheap and arc doing useful work, why not make them more efficient by 
providing them with sufficient medical instruments and drugs P ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar. —"The idea 
of the scheme is to get the local boards to participate in the scheme, 
so that the Government can find only a part of the expenditure.” 

Dr. B. 8. Mallayya “ If the Government is prepared to meet half the 
cost, the district boards will bo ready to bring up the other half.” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar ;—"That is 
the scheme,” 
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Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ If the Government make a move, others will 
come and join them. I should like to know whether the Government have 
received complaints from these subsidized medical officers saying that the 
mid wives supplied are not properly paid and are dissatisfied and that they 
are not provided with instruments. What is tho use of having medical 
officers without . . 

Tho hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member w T ill stop with the supple¬ 
mentary question.” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— c< Govern¬ 
ment have received no complaints from local boards in regard to the 
cost of providing midwives.” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ Complaints were ventilated in the papers. I 
should like to know whether the hon. the Minister has read any of them.” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur B. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— “I have 
seen some, Sir.” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—- 1 ‘ I am glad that the Minister admits that he has 
seen. When there are complaints, Sir, will it be convenient for the Minister 
to meet some of them at least ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur It. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— l< I should 
like to have specific suggestions.” 

Kao Bahadur K. Sitarama Reddiyar :—“ Government in their answer 
have stated that they are unable to raise the ratio of subsidy. Am I to take 
it that they are not going to reconsider the question next year, in view of the 
faot that we are getting some money ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar u It may 
he, Sir, that we may have to reconsider the whole question, when we 
come to a deoision about the question of taking over taluk headquarter 
hospitals. It may bo very likely that the whole thing may require 
readjustment.” 

Mr. P. L. Moore :—“ May I ask the hon. the Minister whether it w*as 
not the intention of tho scheme that these officers should be encouraged to 
build up private practice and whether that hope is materializing ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— <f From 
my ow T n personal experience, I can say that in several places the medical 
officers have established private practice and that they are satisfied.” 

Mr. D. Thomas :—“ It is stated in the answer that the Government have 
issued instructions to the local boards, to equip the dispensaries with the 
necessary surgical insfruments. May I know when these instruotious were 
issued and whether these instructions have been carried out? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar “ That is a 
part of the original Government Order,” 
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Public Health 

Alleged scarcity of drinking water in Salem district . 

♦ 364 Q. —Rao Sahib S. Ellappa Chettiyar : Will the hon. the Minister 
for Public Health be pleased to state— 

(a) whether he is aware of the fact that scarcity of drinking water is 
keenly felt in the district of Salem, especially in the taluks of Tiruchongode, 
Rasipur and Hosur; 

(4) whether he is aware of the fact that 3,374 cases of death in the year 
1924-25 and 2,870 cases in 1825-26 have occurred on account of cholera in 
the district of Salem ; 

(c) the number of Adi-Dravida villages in Salem district that have 
been provided with protected water-supply and how many have not been 
provided ; 

(d) the amount spent by the Salem Distriot Beard towards protected 
water-supply in the years 1925-26 and 1926-27 ; 

(e) the amount of Government grant for these two yoars for this pur¬ 
pose ; and 

(/) whether any adequate provision will be made in the budget for 
1927-28 to relieve the distress of the people of the Salem district caused by 
the scarcity of drinking water P 

A .— [a) The Government have been informed that there is scarcity of 
drinking water in the Salem district especially in the southern 
taluks; 

( b) Yes. 

( c ) The President, District Board, Salem, reports that wells were dug 

in 96 Adi-Dravida villages during 1925-26 and that 137 wells 
have been sanctioned in 1926-27. He states that requests for 
the provision of wells in addition to these have been received 
from 338 Adi-Dravida villages, that estimates for 100 wells in 
these 338 villages ha^e been sanctioned and that estimates 
amounting to Its. 30,812 for 61 wells have been prepared and 
await sanction and estimates for 177 wells are under prepara¬ 
tion. He also states that the district board has sanctioned 
Rs_ 50,000 for the construction of wells during 1927-28. The 
President has no information regarding the exact number of 
Adi-Dravida villages in which there is no protected water- 
supply. 

(rf) A sum of Rs. 16,145 was spent by the District Board during 
1925-26 in addition to the Government grant of Rs. 16,116. 
It is oxpeoted that Rs. 60,836 from the funds of the Distriot 
Board and Rs. 8,634 from Government grants will be spent 
in the current year. 

( e ) A grant of Rs. 20,000 was sanctioned in 1925-26 for the 
improvement of the water-supply in the rural areas of the 
district out of which the Distriot Board spent Rs. 16,116 during 
the year. The balance of Rs/ 3,884 has been reallotted in the 
current year. # An additional grant of Rs. 4,750 has also been 
sanctioned this year. 
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(/) A lump sum of Jls. 2*50 lakhs has been included in the Civil 
Budget Estimate for 1927-28 for grants for the improvement 
of water-supply in the rural areas throughout the Presidency. 
If the Legislative Council sanctions the grant, the claims of 
the Salem district will be considered at the time cf its distribu¬ 
tion. 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :—“ In the answer to clause (a) that the 
Government have been informed that there is scarcity of drinking water in 
the Salem district, especially in the southern taluks, are the Government 
aware that the scarcity has been even greater in the northern taluks ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur It. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :—“ It is 
possible.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :—“ Are the Government aware that in 
the town of Hosur water for drinking purposes is very scarce and that water 
is sold at Be. 1 per pot ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur II. "N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :—“I am not 
aware of it.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :—“ Is it a fact that the Collector who is 
doing jamabandi work in the northern parts has not sent a report to the 
Board or to Government about the scarcity of water in this area? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. 1ST. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— <f I believe 
that reports have been received.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :— <f Do Government propose to do 
anything in the matter to alleviate the hard condition ? ” 

The hon* Diwan Bahadur It. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :—‘‘ When 
Government are placed iu possession of facts, they will consider.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :— <f With regard to the Adi-Dravida 
wells, are the Government aware that even as regards wells that are already 
sunk by the people, the District Board of which the questioner, Mr. Ellappa 
Chettiyar is the Vice-President, grudged lending money for deepening the 
wells in this area of scarcity ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :—“ I am not 
aware of it. ”

DEMAND IV—FOREST— COnt. 

[Nou.—Axl asterisk (*) at the commencement of a speech indicates 
revision by the Member.] 

* The hon. the President :—“ There is a feeling on the part of some 
Members of the Council that the time-limit is too short. I wish to know 
again whether the time limit should be only 5'minutes or should be fixed at 
10 minutes. I wish to know the wishes of the leaders of parties ; or, the 
deputy leaders may speak on behalf of their parties.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti : - <c As far as I oan ascertain on tho spur of tho 
moment, the Congress party will be quite satisfied with 5 minutes, Sir.” 
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Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Generally, it may be fixed at 
5 minutes, Sir, but in special circumstances some more time may be 
' allowed. 

“ Sir, I support my hon. Friend Mr. Satyamurti’s motion**- which is to .dis¬ 
cuss the uneconomic administration of the department. I submit, Sir, that 
the administration is certainly very uneconomic and I wLsh to bring to the 
notice of my hon. Friend the Home Member and the Council, as an illustra¬ 
tion, only one case of tho uneconomic administration of the forests by the 
department: that illustration is this, namely, the uneconomic administration 
of the Chenat Nayar forests in the district of Malabar. Now the exploitation 
scheme of the Chenat Nayar forests began in September 1919 and wo have 
the account of the working of this scheme from September 1919 to 3lst 
Match 1922. I arn taking the figures from the published records of the 
Forest Department. The acoounts show that up to 31st March 1922 there, 
was a net loss of Rs. 1,15,051. I leave out the annas and pies. That was 
the case up to 31st Match 1922. Before I proceed to the loss incurred in the 
next year, 1 wish to draw tho attention of the Council to this oircumstanoe. 
Originally, tho whole basis for this exploitation was the account submitted 
to the Government by Mr. Martin who stated that quantity of timber avail¬ 
able per aero for exploitation in this forest was about 49 tons. Now it is 
found that this quantity is not available in the forest. I refer to paragraph 19 
of the report’by the Assistant Accounts Officer Mr. George. He says that there 
are no working plans for these forests—it is really very curious—-and as the 
utility of tho forest scheme is largely dependant on the estimates of timber 
available in the forest, no useful scheme can at present be worked out. I 
understand that in the present working, the quantity of timber available has 
been considerably below 40 tons per acre given in Mr. Martin's report of 
1921, Going to tho account for the next year, that is 1922-23, this is what 
we find. They sold in the year 71 thousand tons and odd oubio feet of 
timber. Now the rate at which this quantity was worked was 281 rupees 
that is nearly.Bs. 3 per cubic foot. That is the working cost but the 
amount realised by sale per cubio foot was t*7 or roughly Rs. 1^. So that 
practically on this quantity of 75 thousand tons thore was a loss of Rs 1 \ per 
cubic foot, and the total loss on the 71 thousand would oorae to about a 
lakh of rupees. That was up to the end of 1922-23. Then if we go to the 
next year, that is 1923-21, what the figures tell us is this. Sinoe the last 
balance sheet, that is up to 31st Maroh 1923 —not a small figure again—, the 
loss was Rs. 1,29,610. Then if we proceed to the next year what we find is 
this. Up to 31st March 1925, the net lobs—always it is a question of loss 
—in working for that year was again another big figure, that is, Rs. 1,23,189, 
So that the loss that is incurred from year to year comes on an average to 
more than one and a quarter lakh. This soheme has been in existence for 
the last seven years and odd and I understand that the total quantity of 
timber available for exploitation has been already reduced by half.” 

* The hon. the President “ Tho hon. Member's time limit has been 
exceeded.” 

* Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I am sorry I am 
left with five minutes on my hands but I shall make the best of it. If I had 
sufficient time, I would have shown from Government records themselves 
how badly the Forest Department is administered and bow uneconomical ly, 


To reduoe the allotment of Ks. 1,00,400 for General Direotion by Re. 100. 
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with reference to the village ryot. The villager is supposed now to be mjr 
voter, to be the voter that determines the Ministers here, to be the voter who 
determines those who run this Government and still he is at the mercy of 
the forest guard or peon. Even as early as 1865, the Board of Revenue 
protested against the Forest Aot being extended to this Presidency and they 
definitely put down that it would be in the power of the pettiest peon of the 
department to harass the people at his own pleasure. That*- is happening 
to-day everywhere and unless the Borest department and the Member in 
charge of the Forest department are prepared to make some amends for the 
great trouble that the ryots are being put to, by the powers vested in these 
peons, the forest administration does not deserve to exist at all. Then, it was 
suggested that the man arrested should be taken immediately to the 
Magistrate. Now it is enough if he is taken to the police station. Not only 
is the man arrested but his property is taken, all his carts, bulls, ropes, 
implements are taken over and the ryot is put to the enormous trouble of 
wasting his resoirces before he could get through his trial. That is one point 
that I wish to draw attention to. 

“ The second point that I wish to draw attention to is the way in which 
his claims are being treated. Pasture, fuel and conveniences for water 
for bis animals are what the villager would require. All through these 
years of forest policy, the Government have gone on in a wonderfully 
unimaginative manner and tho fuel question has occupied the attention 
of the Government from time to time, but no solution has as yet been 
found, from the administration report, Sir, I find—I have calculated 
the figures and I want to be corrected if I am wrong—that on the 
average, in this Presidency, a man does not get more than 19 pounds of 
fuel per year I wonder if even in the jails the convict population can get 
on with less than half a ton or about that quantity per year. I really waut 
to know how the fuel supply has to be met. It is said that contractors are 
selling fuel and agricultural implements. They are making immense 
profits. I may give the assurance that iu my district, fuel is selling at an 
enormously high rate. I myself had to pay Rs. 16 a cart-load at times in 
Nandyal. We are at the meroy of the contractors. With regard to 
agricultural implements, we do not find timber sold in Government depots. 
In the depots that are mentioned in Government reports, agricultural 
implements are not sold. ±$ut contractors make huge profits by getting 
these materials from the forests, and they give the ryot any amount of 
trouble and anxiety with regard to his agricultural necessities. 

“ There is anothor point which I wish to draw attention to, particularly, 
Sir, and that is, grass and water. Animals cannot livo on grass alone. 
Water is found in other ranges than those in whioh tho animals get grass. 
In all ranges water arrangements have not been made. Even if ttiey have 
been made they have been made in corners and if oattle have to go from one 
corner to another when water i3 available olose by in the adjacent range, it 
is curious that the administration cannot make any provision. 

“ I do not want to make any further remarks except this, that iu the 
forest oases the accused is convicted merely on tho evidence of an ordinary 
guard. I could cite case after oase to establish my point and show that 
injustice is the rale in forest offences and yet the administration report 
claims to have increased compounding fees after going to Court Wel(« 

‘5 
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that is ooeroion again. By mere ooeroion, the ryot is made to yield and 
compound the oase and pay money to the Government and esoape from a 
oase which has been foisted on him by a guard for want of a raamul or some 
prise that th 3 latter would otherwise get. ” 

* Mr. K. Saeabha Reddi :- J fc Sir, I wish just to bring to the notioe of the 
Government a few grievances that are felt in the diet riot of Kurnool which, 
in my opinion, show what the polioy of the Government is in regard to forest 
administration. I submit that the Government seems to want to make 
money out of the sufferings of the people. Kurnool is a district, most part 
of which is covered with forest, and several villages, nearly half of them, lie 
on the borders of forests, and the ryot has every day to go to the forest for 
something or other. No ryot can get on with his agricultural operations or 
domestio affairs without resorting to the forest for something or other. The 

f rievances are too many to be enumerated within the limited time at my 
isposal. There was much agitation against the forest administration, so 
much so that I moved during the term of the second Legislative Counoil a 
resolution on the question and a forest committee was appointed. That com¬ 
mittee was not provided with all the conveniences it required for the proper 
doing of its work and still in spite of it, it did finish its labours and made 
certain recommendations to the Government The Government were pleased 
to accept some of the recommendations and passed orders on them. But 
unfortunately, the same difficulties are being still experienced by the people, 
and their grievances aro as they were l)3forc, the committee was appointed. 
Wh^t was statod by Government this morning in answer to a question put by 
Mr. Harisarvottama Rao and in answer to e supplementary question put by me 
for a clearance of doubt, proves, to some extent, the truth of my assertion. The 
whole district is divided into three forest districts called Kurnool South, 
Kuruool blast and Kurnool West and each forest district is divided into some 
ranges The ranges aro so close that they adjoin one another. As my 
hon. Friend, Mr Harisarvottama Rao said, in some ranges there is grass 
for cattle to graze but no water to drink As soon as the cattle finish 
grazing they have to go to the adjoining forest for water. The rules were 
at first very stringent. The cattle were not allowed to go to the adjoining 
forest for water, and if they entered they were impounded and all the conse¬ 
quents ensued The forest committee recommended the redress of this 
grievance. The Government accepted this recommendation but issued 
orders calculated to affect only partial redress arid not complete redress. 
There aro several grievances which are similar to this, and which are 
more harassing than this, fc'vcn now, there are villages in which the 
forest reserve lines pass almost through the dwelling houses of ryots The 
backyards of oertain houses ars in the forest reserve limits, so that the 
man should tie his ball within his house always and the moment it is untied 
it has to put two feet in the house and the other two feet in the reserve 
limits for which it is liable to be impounded. Such are the many difficulties 
which the people are suffering from, '[he time at my disposal is short and 
I am unable to detail all the other grievances. I have mentioned these with 
a view to bring home to the Government the suffering of the ryots and the 
unsympathetic nature of the forest administration with the firm hope and 
belief that the Government will rescue the poor suffering ryots of mv 
district from the harassing effects of the unnecessarily stringent forest laws. 
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fct I request the Government to be so pleased as to once again go through 12 -is 
the recommendations of the Forest Committee, take to heart the causes of P*®* 
discontent, and do something now at least. The grievances of the ryots 
with regard to the forest administration and the want of irrigation are the 
two things from whioh my district is suffering most. These two are lost 
sight of by the Government- and negleoted. I lequest the Government 
)noe more to sfce that such orders are passed as to remove the present forest 
liffioulties and also improve the condition of the ryots by according to them 
»ome more facilities.” 

• Mr. P. C. Venxatapati Raju ( “ The administration of the forests is 
not only uneconomic but oppressive and extravagant. With regard to its 
jppressive nature it has been adverted to by the two previous speakers. It 
is an oppression whioh falls upon the illiterate, dumb masses. The Forest 
A.ot is so very all-oomprebensive that several provisions of the Evidence Act 
ire set at naught in the administration of the forests and forest oases. 
Especially when it deals with people who are uneiucated and who have not 
bhe means of the legal advice, what oppression will it entail will only be 
known when we know the docile and timid nature of the Indian. The 
sxtravagance of the administration will be evident from a glance at the 
Bgures. There are about 20,00 ) square miles of forests in this Presidenoy 
From whioh we got in 1924-25 a net income of Rs. 1 ,15,000. In 1925- 
26 we got a net income after providing Rs, 3,55,000 for the development 
johemes whereas from 1,227 square miles of forests of the third and fourth 
jlass—not valuable forests—that are entrusted to the panchayats, the lease 
amount recovered is I?s. 71,144 as per acoount in the administration report. 

Thus, it will bo seen that the administration by forest panchayats is both to 
bhe convenience of the ryot and to the economic management of our forests. 

The extravagant way in which the so-called expert forest department is 
administered is beyond comprehension. They are spending 50 lakhs to 
get a net income of 3 lakhs. Yesterday in the speech of the hon. the Home 
Member, it was said that the administration could not but be rather 
extravagant when we take into consideration the capital expenditure on 
roads and buildings necessary for developing these forests. If we look 
into the expenditure we find that out of 44 or 45 lakhs, about only 4 or 5 
are spent on buildings and roads. Most of this amount is spent upon the 
establishment both higher and lower. The lower especially is more oppres¬ 
sive upon the ryot. The Indian Industrial Commission in its report of 1918 
said that the natural forest value not only of this Presidency but of the whole 
of India was the very vast and that the output per square mile, the actual 
yield was very, very small. It is much more so with regard to our Presi¬ 
dency. If we are to oompare this with the figures of the other Presidencies 
we find that even though there are very good forests in our Presidency, we 
are deriving only a very small amount and that too oolleoted by harassing 
the ryots. Of course, in addition to this income there will be a vast income 
derived—but not to the State. That inoome, of course, we cannot take into 
aooonnt. With referenoe to the hanging over of these forests, it has been 
recommended that olass II1 and olass IV fprests should »>a Handed over to 
the forest panohayats.” 

* Mr. H. Ti reman “ Mr. President, the hon. Member for the University 
bit the right nail on the head when he drew attention to the unsatisfactory 
state of affairs in this Presidency in regard to the difference between revenuN 
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and expenditure. Last night, I looked into the figures regarding other pro¬ 
vinces to which the hon. Mover had referred. I find, in the ease of Bombay, 
the Punjab and the Umted Provinces, that large sums of monej were spent 
on the development of forests some considerable time ago, say, ten years. 
The reason why these three provinces (the United Provinces, the Punjab 
and Bombay; are now making large surpluses is that they are reaping the 
ben efit of the spade work, if I may so call it, which they did so many years 
ago* The chief reason why we are making so little profit is that, as was 
explained by the hon. the *Hon e Member yesterday, until three or four years 
ago too much of our attention was paid to the poorer reserves now called 
ryots’ forests to the detriment of the more valuable timber forests. We 
have got rid of a considerable numher of ryots’ forests from forest control bnt, 
until three or four years ago, so much of our attention ant so much of our time 
was spent on these forests that practically nothing was done to develop the 
more valuable forests It is only recently that wo have been able to devote 
expenditure to that object. It lakes a good deal of timo to get anything 
dene in the way of forest development as there is bo much that is neofssary 
in the way of lay ing joade, etc. The transfer of ryots’ forests to panchaynts 
has enabled the attention of the trained staff to be devoted to the more impor¬ 
tant woik of exploiting and developing the valuable timber ioiests. It has also 
enabled Government considerably to reduce the establishment. Several hoD. 
Members have animadverted on tbe heavy cost of establishment. J may say 
that by the transfer of forests to panchayats a saving has already beon effected 
of about two lakhs per annum against which of course has to be put tho cost 
of tho panchayat establishment which is estimated in the coming year to be 
about Rs. 1,12/ 00. Thore is thus a saving of Rs. 90,000. This has already 
beeu effected. Seven forest divisions have been abolished already ; and 1 am 
now considering the possibility of abolishing one more, viz . the Nellore forest* 
division. There may be thus eight forest divisions abolished. We cannot 
however abolish eight pests of district officers. We can only abolish seven. 
I have not got time to explain why that is so. Of thos? seven officers’ posts 
wbioh may possibly be abolished, it is a question how many posts may be 
abolished in the Imperial service and how many in the Provincial service. 
This is a question which requires examination. But assuming that four 
Imperial officers’ posts and three Provincial officers’ posts can he abolished 
there will be a saving of three lakhs per annum from which we shall still have 
to deduct the cost of the panchayat forest establishment- over one lakh—, 
and there will be a net saving of two lakhs of rupees. I give these figures 
to the House because it seems to me that we are really doing our best to 
reduce the oost of establishment. This saving is not yet apparent in tbe 
budget estimate for several reasons, one of whioh is that there has been an 
liaorease in the number of officers in the Imperial service and in their pay. 
This would have occurred in any case If we had not transferred these 
forests to tho panohayats, Government would now he spending two lakhs 
more on establishment. As regards the establishment and especially the 
number of highly paid officers, I would like to inform the House what are 
the areas dealt with by each Imperial and Provincial forest officer in 
Madras and in the other provinces to whioh the hon. Mover referred to 
yesterday. (A voice : ‘ With the area of forests also if possible /) I think 
I can give that. In the Punjab there are square miles per officer $ United 
Provinces 96 square miles, Bengal 188 square miles, Bombay 177 square 
miles and Madras 20Q. It is only in the oase of tbe Contral Provinoes where 
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there are 380 square miles per officer that an officer has a larger area to look 
after than he has here. (A voice: And Burma?) I cm afraid I cannot 
give the figures for Burma, because the conditions are quite different there. 

Cl Coming to what Mr, Muniswami Nayudu said yesterday regarding Chit- 
toor, the chief trouble there is sab to be the proximity of village forests. 
Several bon. Members have mentioned this. I would say that orders have 
been issue! moie t’.an once that if any such oase is brought to the notice 
of the local officers, the facts should be reported to me so that I may imme¬ 
diately take steps to get the reserve lines removed. T do not think, therefore, 
that is a real grievanoo, because it is a grievance which can be removed. 

i( I will now come to what my hem. Friend Mr. Adinarayana Chettiyar 12-30 
was saying yesterday. He stated that the ryots in the North Arcot district P ,m * 
were not benefited by the forests.” 

* Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar 1 “ I referred to manure leaves.” 

* Mr. H. Tireman :—“ It has been estimated that something like half 
the population of this Presidency are not directly interested in the 
forests. The forests however belong to these people just as much as to the 
people who live quite close to the forests, and it is not fair on the general 
population to allow forests to deteriorate. That is the reason why restric¬ 
tions are placed on the removal of manure leaves. As regards the subjeot of 
manure leaves, I should mention that it is under the consideration of 
Government. 

“ The hon. Member mentioned that we have too many Conservators. I 
looked into the figures with regard to other provinces in this mattor. in the 
United Provinces the number of Conservators is one for 1,237 square miles, 
in the Punjab one for 2,000 square miles, in Madras one for 2,700 square 
miles, and in Bombay one for 3,000 square miles. In comparison, 
therefore, with other provinces, we are not overstated in the matter of 
Conservators. 

“ The hon. Member also alluded to the Supernumerary Extra Assistant 
Conservatois who are fed like white elephants. I do not know how white 
elephants are fed but the reason for the existence of supernumerary officers is 
that originally, Government recruited too many, as there was ah idea of 
entering iuto a big scheme of forest development in the Agency traot. It was 
found that it was not likely to be successful. Therefore, a number of these 
officers were not required and were put on the supernumerary list. Although 
they are put on the supernumerary list, I may say they are fully employed. 
There is plenty of work for them to do. The existence of these supernume¬ 
rary officers is also due to the reduction in the establishment owing to the 
transfer of forests to panebayats. They will be absorbed gradually as 
vacancies occur. 

“ My time is very short but I would like to say a few words about exploi¬ 
tation. I would like to remove the misapprehension which appears to exist 
in the minds of some hon. Members that Government want to engage them¬ 
selves in competitive trade. This is not the case. Our work is entirely 
experimental. The ultimate object, I take it, is that private enterprise shall 
take over the exploitation of the forests. But until experiments show that 
private enterprise can undertake exploitation at a profit you cannot expeot 
private companies to c^me forward. Much organization is neoessary to carry 
out the experimental work. It is neoessary first to ascertain how much 
"timber there'is, in the forest, of different kinds, and whether it is possible to 
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remove it economically. It also must be sawn into marketable sizes, and 
most important of all, it must be seasoned. Artificial seasoning of timber is 
a new departure. It is expensive and it costs a good deal to season timber in 
this way. While teak and some other timbers do not require artificial season¬ 
ing, almost all the timber of the evergreen forests are useless unless artificially 
seasoned. All these things have to be oarried out before we can decide 
whether it is economically possible to engage on forest exploitation, and I 
do not think it is iair to expect private companies to do all that sort of work. 
It is up to the Government to show the way and to demonstrate that it is 
possible for private enterprise to undertake forest exploitation at a forest. 

“ As regards Chenat Nair, T may say that although we had a loss in the 
last year, we should have made a profit had it not been for the fact that it 
was found necessary to write off a lot of timber which had gone bad. This 
timber had been felled as a reserve to guard against the possibility of having 
to olose down the mill for want of timber. As, however, the work atChmat 
Nair is entirely experimental, the fact that the operations have so far 
resulted in loss, is not very material ” 

* Mr. C. V. Venkataramana A yyangak :— “ Sir, beforo dealing with the 
general question, 1 shall deal with one or two special questions. A number 
of looal difficulties are brought before the notice of the Advisory Committee, 
and I am glad to say that the present Home Member has promised to look 
into them. Our difficulty is that many of those things are passed by the 
Advisory Committee, and though the hon. the Home Member, the Chief 
Conservator and the Secretary of the Department are all members of the 
Committee, yet, when we pass resolutions it takes a lot of time for them to 
pass orders. One of these is the standardization of compounding fees. Now, 
although a man has taken six pice worth of grass or fuel from the forest, he 
oan be made to pay a very large sum of money 'without any limitation 
whatever. I am very glad that the hon. the Home Member, in answer to a 
question this morning, said that the matter was under consideration, and I 
hope he will elucidate, a little more, the answer on the subject whether any 
remedy can be expected in the near future. 

<c One other difficulty is with regard to people who are on the borders of 
two ranges. The half-mile limit now fixed for each range is very insufficient. 
I would request the Government to consider the advisability of permitting* 
people living on the borders of two ranges to graze their cattle iu both the 
ranges on one permit. That will be a solution that will go a long way to 
meet the difficulty. 

“ Then, coming to the question of exploitation, I may say that I have 
visited some of these forests, and taken some trouble iu visiting the Chenat 
Nair forest itself. The whole trouble is however due to the high establish¬ 
ment charges. No doubt, as a businessman, I know that we cannot expeota 
large income or any dividend for some years in the beginning It is true 
also that we have to invest large sums of mouey to make the forests capable 
of yielding a profit. But one ohief reason why we do not get a proper 
income is that we have got to pay very heavy establishment charges. 'The 
Chief Conservator himself was pleased to say that they had recruited too 
many men and that there were a large number of supernumerary appoint¬ 
ments. This point I have referred to year after year. The most unpleasant 
thing is that in this department, the Forest department, the proportion of 
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Europeans to Indians is muoh larger than even in the Indian Civil 8ervioe. 
Out of 54 appointments, there are 7 or 8 Indians who have come to this 
favoured cadre. 

u One other thing is that in connexion with the panohayat question we 
were told on the floor of this House more than onoe that it will lead to a 
reduction in the number of circles. But the Chief Conservator was pleased 
to say that eight divisions will be abolished as a result of handing over the 
forests to panchayats. In spite of these things, there is very little redaction 
in the number of appointments. One great difficulty is, as I have said before, 
that they have a large margin in the number of appointments. Why should 
the Government give the power in this Forest department alone to the 
Chief Conservator to appoint any number of men up to 54 on the list? I 
pointed out some time ago that the then number of appointments made was 
44 and the remaining seats might be abolished. That was not done, with 
the result that there are now 47 officers, and whenever the Chief Conservator 
wants to appoint anybody he can forthwith appoint him to this cadre. 
Therefore, Government should look into this matter and see that the neces¬ 
sary reduction in the cadre is made. 

<c As regards the exploitation schemes, the appointments are unneoessarily 
large in number. Taking the Chenat Nair scheme, if you look into the 
number of appointments you will find a number of exploitation officers, a 
number of assistants, and several range officers—I believe there are four or 
five range officers in that email place. All that is unneoessarily large. That 
accounts for the losses year after year. If you look at the establishment 
charges, it comes to Es. 25,000 or more for this single scheme. 

u The Chief Conservator also referred to writing off. I am afraid this 
writing off will have to be done even this year. Looking into the balanoe 
sheet, yon find a large stock on hand. That means a large amount of money 
spent on establishments and coolies. They take out largo quantities of 
timber expecting to be sold, and, instead of all that being used by human 
beings, they are subsequently eaten by white ants. That accounts for the 
large stock on hand which is mentioned in the balanoe sheet. 

4C Then, if you look into the number of officers for the whole exploitation 
soheme, it is very large besides the fact that a number of officers in tho 
regular cadre have been drawn for this exploitation purpose. Government 
should look into this matter. It is very difficult for us to say who is 
necessary and whons not, but, on the whole, we have only to oonsider them 
as white elephants. Of course they have sent Mr. Martin, probably on leave. 
.1 suppose he has gone with a view to finding purchasers for our logs in 
America. We import large quantities of timber both manufactured and 
otherwise from foreign countries, and certainly 1 think that our Govern¬ 
ment and our exploitation officers should look into this question and first 
try to sell our products in our own country. I may here refer to the tea- 
boxes required by the tea planters. I do not see why our forests could not 
produce those tea boxes. I know that from the Chenat Nair forest a very 
large number of tea-boxes were being sent both to Coimbatore and the 
Anamalai tea estates. In my drawing room*, I may boast of having furniture 
made of timber from those forests, and I may cell my hon Friends that 
Mr. 8. Srinivasa Ayyangar, our Leader, seeing that furniture was very 
satisfactory, ordered some for himself through me. I just mention this to 
show that we are oapable of manufacturing very good things provided we 
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make a proper experiment, Otherwise, we have to give up exploitation 
simply because Government spend a large sum of money upon establishments. 
Let them first have only indigenous people, I think we will be able to have 
a very large margin of profits. Tear after year we will be able to diminish 
the burden of taxation on the ordinary taxpayer. 

My time limit is almost over, and I will only refer to one other matter. 
In the Uhonat Nair forest it was my unfortunate lot to learn a few days 
ago that the workmen there were not properl y treated. One instance of that 
is that a man died there while he was at work. I was told Government was 
not awar* of that fact till very recently, or till I mentioned it in one of the 
motions for a cut Sir, a cooly died by the fall of a tree while working. 
There is no provision in the whole Government scheme to give any compen¬ 
sation to the bereaved family. Under the Factories Act, they h ive recently 
introduced a system by which companies are compelled to give compensation 
to workmen who get injuries or die in the ooiirse of their work. But one 
does not know whether people getting injuries or dying in the case of 
Government works will get any compensation. In this particular oase not 
a pie has been given by the Government. But the people there took so 
much pity on his poor family—they are all people getting good salaries but 
yet it is very charitable for them—that they subscribed in all Rs. 100—I am 
told eo, I speak subject to correction—to be given to tbe members of that 
unfortunate family. 1 would therefore say that a special provision should 
be made, and coolies and labourers made aware of that fact, that Government 
have made rules that they will get ample compensation for injuries received 
or death caused in the course of their work. This will probably enablo the 
Government to get cheap labour. 

“ With these few words, I support the motion” 

12-45 * Mr. B. Ramachandra Rfddi :—“ Mr. President, Sir, while supporting 

p.m. this motion heartily I wish to invite the attention of the hon. tbe Home 
Member to one point in the administration whioh seems to be of some 
importance. Turning to page 79 of the Civil Budget Estimate you will 
find that a provision has been made for two additional forest panohayat 
offioers as against one in 1926-27. I do not see any necessity for the 
provision of an additional forest panohayat officer for the year 1927-28. 
G.O. No. 1424, dated 30th September 1925, clearly contemplates that no third 
officer is necessary and that the two forest officers already there are quite 
sufficient for administering the department. Further, it was contemplated 
that these two people should be kept on a par. But faota show that that is 
not the oaso. The existing forest panohayat officer is given Rs. 300 to Rs. 850 
with a speoial pay of Rs. 100 whereas the additional forest panohayat officer 
is given Rs. 200 to Rs. 300 with no special pay. Tbe Government Order 
has olearly stated that there should be only two panohayat officers. And 
especially now, after the whole work of organization is over—1 hear there is 
only two months* work before tbe panohayat officers—when the work is 
practical ly coming to a close, I do not find any need for a third officer. 
This indicates an attempt in the direction of creating a miniature head of a 
provinoe. This has been deprecated in the Government Order referred to 
now It is clearly laid down there that no attempt to appoint or create a 
miniature head of a province should be encouraged. Consistently with that, 
J should think that the provision for a third panohayat officer should he 
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deleted from the Budget. Further, as oontemplated by the Government 
Order no independent charge to the existing panohayat officers has been 
given* This shows how the department is working, and how the Govern¬ 
ment do not hesitate to appoint more officers unnecessarily. It also further 
indicates that another attempt has been made to make the administration 
topheavy. I. hope, Sir, Government will reconsider this and delete the 
allotment for the second additional forest panohayat offioer.” 

♦Mr. A. Parascjrama Bao:— “Mr. President, I am interested in 
pointing out the uselessness of the forests that are proposed to be handed 
over to the panchayats, especially in Cnddapah. I will first show how 
these forests have been classified, how they have been placed before the' 
public and what sort of public opinion was taken on them. Mr. Whitehead 
was placed on special duty, and he was told to classify the forests and to 
suggest which class of forests can be handed over to the panohayats. 
Accordingly, he sent his report classifying the forests into five olasses and 
suggesting that the fifth class of forests may be handed over to the people to 
manage them. Before passiug final orders, the Government directed tho 
Collectors to consult public opinion as to whether they were satisfied with 
the classification of forests. The Collectors called some representatives of 
the district for tho purpose of consultation, and they said that so far a9 my 
distriot (Ouddapah) was concerned, they could not give their opinion 
off-hand and that they must consult their villagers before giving any opinion. 
The consideration of the subject was postponed. Eventually, when the 
matter came up for consideration, on account of bad weather a number of 
representatives were not present, the Collector, one Distriot Forest Officer and 
myself were alone present and my voice was absolutely unoared for and the 
voioe of the two Government servants prevailed. I was not able to impress 
upon them the utter uselessness of the kind of forests that were to be handed 
over to the panchayats. Any how, the recommendation was sent up by the 
Collector, who was in a hurry to send the report and would not postpone 
consideration. Apart from these, I would place one important fact before 
the House, and that is, the forests that have been selected, so far as I can 
personally see, are almost barren. There is absolutely nothing except a 
few blades of grass here and there, and as was said just now by the Conser¬ 
vator of Forests, the possibilities of the forest were not at all taken into 
oonsideration in the matter of allowing grazing faeilities to the villagers. 
Only when grazing fees are collected, the Conservator is ready to say that 
the possibilities of the forest ought to bo taken into oonsideration, and in the 
matter of handing over the forests to the panohayats, this oonsideration 
would not in the least prevail. That is what 1 find. The classification shows 
that it is made regardless of the conveniences of the people for whom the 
forests are intended. Further, there were certain forests which would afford 
some benefit to the villagers and we pressed hard upon the Collector and 
the Distriot Forest Offioer to hand them over to the panohayats. But they 
remained obdurate. They would not do it in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Whitehead had classified them under olass V. The District Forest Offioer 
was reluotant to hand over this forest for the fear that there would be 
retrenchment and that he would be asked to go away. He thought he 
should.classify these forests under tho higher olass, and to this end, notes, were 
made in the inspection book suooessively by two inspecting officers that the 
forest at the top, whioh is, I should say, by the way, inaccessible, contained 
some red eanders and other valuable timber.’* 

(The Member had to resume his seat* his time*limit being over.) 
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* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir 1f< I do not propose to deal with any o? the 
administrative aspects of the Forest department which have been raised in 
the debate yesterday and to-day, but in the first speeoh—that of the hon. 
Member for the University—attention was rightly called to the very serious 
change in the financial aspect of our Forest department. The hon. the Home 
Member has pointed out, and quite rightly, to the House that it is in no 
small degree due to the fact that the Forest department before the reforms 
was paid on a very low scale, and I think hon. Members who were Members 
of the pre-reform Counoil would remember that there was a perpetual 
oomplaint in that Council that inadequacy of pay was one of those oauses 
* which led them to harass the ryots. The ohange in the position is because 
we do not regard the Forest department solely as a revenue making depart¬ 
ment. Is it desirable that it should yield as much revenue as possible and 
provide for its own cost ? But we do not forget and have never forgotten 
that its main object is to supply the needs of the people and it must pay 
attention to the facts that the ryots do require fuel, that they require timber 
for houses, that they require implements for agriculture and that they 
require grazing for their cattle. It' we ran it purely on a commercial basis, 
it would of course yield a very large revenue because we would then charge 
for all these things on a commercial basis, that is, we would have to oharge 
to the ryots the same rate as they would have to pay if they imported these 
things. It is therefore not entirely fair to the Forest administration to judge 
of its operations by a mere comparative statement of expenditure and 
revenue. But the great change which has taken place in reference to our 
own forests since the days before the war is that the supply of timber, etc., 
is now a world problem and the potentialities of our forests is part of that 
problem. And every Member of this ^Jouse knows that the demand for 
timber throughout the world is rapidly growing and tends greatly to exceed 
the supply. I think that any hon. Member of this House who happens to 
be interested in any industry which requires the use of paper will be able 
to say to what extent the price of paper has gone up since 20 years ago. 
And that is only one indication of the factor to which I referred, that the 
supply of wood throughout the world is a world problem, that timber has 

f ot a world market and we cannot possibly remain uuaffeofced by that factor, 
n view of snoh a situation, it is essential that we should develop our forests 
bo as to meet our own needs as far as possible. 

“ I should be glad if I had heard a little more appreciation of what the 
1 p.m. Forest department has accomplished in the last forty or fifty years. Those 
who have read the literature on the subject will know what the position was 
when at last we did constitute a scientific and organized department. There, 
were forests which were rapidly disappearing and there were grazing 
grounds which were fast deteriorating and the supply of fuel and small 
timber was growing more and more difficult to find. Why was that? It 
was beoause we bad not beon in a position to make any attempt to oonserve 
onr resources. It had been found from the better experience of many years 
that it was necessary to ensure that such supplies as were available should 
not vanish and that what was taken away should be replaced. This has 
been the problem the Forest department has been facing for the last two 
generations. Not only that. They were also oonoerned with seeing that the 
fj&ting supplv was, as far as possible, economically and equitably distributed 
fend consistently with the paramount need that the supply should be replaoed 
and not allowed to be permanently destroyed. 
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4t Another new factor is that our population has increased immensely in 
the last few decades and therefore we are forced to make greater use of our 
resources. This we have not been able to do in the case of large areas 
Why P Because, we could only rely on indigenous methods of research and 
utilize such indigenous talent as we had at our disposal. We are now going 
to make use of our resources by going beyond the indigenous methods which 
enable work to be carried out only to a short distanoe from the foot of the 
hills mainly, whereas our main supplies are in remote areas and in fever- 
stricken valleys. If we are not going to utilize all our own resources we 
will have to import more and more and the cost to the consumer will increase 
greatly. 

Ci The hon. Member from Malabar' drew attention to the Ohenat Nair 
forests. I was astonished at his attitude, for, he has great experience of 
administrative questions. Did we ever say that the saw mills we were going 
to set up were going to be a paying proposition at once ? No. We held 
that it was essential that we should tackle this problem as to whether we 
could develop our resources or not. No one said that results could be 
brought about in five years or even in ten years. On the contrary, 

I oontend that it will be necessary to have a co-related and consistent 
programme 'spread over a period of at least twenty years before we can 
finally solve this problem to onr satisfaction, as to whether we can use these 
great resources which are locked up in Western Ghats, in South Kanara and 
in our Tinnevelly forests and thus enable our province not only to supply its 
own needs in timber but to foster all those various industries which depend 
on the supply of timber at a reasonable price. I think it is a great pity 
that the only thing that should be called attention to with reference to these 
experiments is the fact that they are for the present working at a loss. How 
can we work at a loss seeing what the nature of the problem is ? 

“ One hon. Member referred to results in other provinces. If we had 
contiguous areas of homogeneous forests of devdar, sal and other timber, 
we could show as good results and even better. But we have not. We are 
dealing with big tropical forests and the problem is to find out how and for 
what purpose the large variety of different timbers they contain can be 
utilized. Perplexing economic questions cannot fail to arise in the 
exploitation of our unknown forests and in finding out to what use they 
can be put. The experiments arc intended for finding out how are timbers 
can be extracted and, after being extracted, to what purpose they can be put 
whether for house timber or for sleepers or other oountless uses. There is 
an immense field of enquiry before us in all these respects. To contribute to 
it is the sole object of theso various experiments in our saw mills and in 
modern methods of extraction. I would deprecate tho suggestion that we 
can show positive results within one or two years of the starting of these 
experiments and that wo should not carry on the experiments until that 
issue is finally settled one way or the other, an issue which is of great 
importance not only to the general interests of the Presidency but to our 
financial interests as well/’ 

* Mr. K. R. Kabant :—“ Mr. President, Sir, after the very hopeful 
speech made by the hon the Finance Member describing the scientific way 
*n which Ihe forests are being developed and so on, it will rather be dull for 
this House to hear a few grievances of the people of South Kanara in relation 
to the forests in that district. The difficulties in that distriot are very many. 
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On acoount of the very heavy rainfall, our forests are much thioker than 
elsewhere. Our complaints in the matter of the forest administration are 
many and I request the Government to pay some heed to what I submit and 
to oonstitute a oommittee to go into this question with some sympathy. I 
do not say that there are no difficulties for the Government. They have 
their own difficulties and sometimes the ryots also, 1 know, exaggerate their 
difficulties. I will give an instance to show how the ryots exaggerate their 
difficulties. An association in the South Kanara district passed a resolution 
some two years ago that there should be a stone boundary wall about ten 
feet high along the boundary of the reserves. I can see that such a proposi¬ 
tion is ridiculous. We cannot expect the Government to do that. But there 
are some small things, which, if the Government care to heed to the voice 
of the people, can set right. I will now refer to some of those things. On 
account of the constant trouble given by the wild elephants in the Sampaje 
reserve, Kheddah operations wore started by Government at great cost one or 
two years ago but they have been stopped this year. I put an interpellation 
on the matter just to get some figures, but I have not been able to get them 
yet. I am told that this year these operations which were begun at so muoh 
cost have been all on a sudden given up. I hope the Member in oharge will 
explain why these operations started at so much cost have ’been all on a 
sudden given up. I am told that the department concerned is now employed 
in supplying sleepers. 

“ Another thing I want to refer to is in respect of large tracts of cultivable 
areas included in the reserves. I have got with me some petitions submitted 
by the people in the year 1922 asking that these cultivable areas should be 
excluded from the reserves and thrown open for cultivation. I will now read 
the order passed on one of those petitions on 4th December 1924— 

* The question as to whioh plotB aTe fit for cultivation in Fampaji reserve is under considera¬ 
tion and when suitable plots are demarcated by speoial duty surveyor, they will be disafforested. 
After this is don® you can apply to Tahsildar for grant of patia in the usual manner. No 
fuither petition should be sent to the District Fortsfc Offioar. * " 

Mr. V. Pandranq |llow:—“ May I know from what paper the hon. 
Member is reading ? 99 

* Mr. K. E. Karant :—“ I am reading an order passed by Mr. F. R. 
Madan, District Forest Officer, South Kanara. I have got with me three 
orders to this effect. A special duty officer was appointed at some cost in 
1924 and now although three years have elapsed we have not yet been told 
what has become of his report and whether these areas are going to be 
thrown open tor cultivation at all. 

“ Another complaint of the people which reached me is this. They wanted 
the forest authorities to burn the lantana growth in the villages. This is 
what they say in their petition : 

‘ Foot-paths in our villages are overgrown with lantana which affords shelter to poisonous 
reptiles and we pray that the Forest Department may he ordered to destroy them by burning.' " 

(The Member had to resume his seat, his time-limit being over.) 

•The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“Mr. 
President, Sir, I just like to answer some of the points raised in the oourse of 
the debate. 

“ My hon. Friend from Ohittoor said that we were not making a very 
great progress in the matter of forest panohayats. As I have said on the

floor of the House on a former ocoasion, the attitude of the Government with 
regard to the forest panohayats is one of entire sympathy. We have already 
brought under the forest pauchayats 2,800 square miles of ryots ’ forests and 
before the end of this month we hope to bring 300 square miles more. Then 
what is left will be about 1,200 square miles only. We hope to hand over 
those forests to tbo management of the forest panchayat before the end of 
this year. In order to do this work we require adequate staff. It has been 
found that one panohayat officer and an assistant is not sufficient. It is for 
that reason that we have budgeted for another assistant officer. If we want 
to carry on this work quickly, we want the necessary staff For that reason 
it is that I have come before the House for one more assistant panohayat 
officer. 

“ In reply to my hon. Friend, Mr. Yenkataramana Ayyangar, I have to 
say that we nave to spend some monoy in order that we may get a return. 
As a businessman, he said, he knew it. That is exactly the position of the 
Government with regard to the Forest department. He wants to get 
revenue out of the forests. As has been said by my hon. Friend the Chief 
Conservator of Forests, we have to spend some money now so that the forests 
may bring in considerable revenue later on. 

“ My hon. Friend from Coimbatore said something about the pauoity of 
Indian officers in the higher posts. Sir, I understand that there are six 
conservators in all in the department and that, of these, two are Indians. 
(Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar: ‘ acting or temporary ?’) Of course, 
acting. In time they will bo made permanent. These are all administra¬ 
tive details. We cannot all on a sudden make people permanent. The faot 
remains that two of those higher posts are now being filled by Indians. 

“ My hon. Friond referred next to the Forest Advisory Committees’^resolu¬ 
tions and said that they were not being looked into immediately and orders 
passed. Sir, some of the questions raised by the forest advisory committee 
are of suoh great importance that somo amount of attention has to be bestowed 
on them and correspondence carried on with the head of the department. 
I may say, however, that I hope to pass orders on them in a month or two. 

“Most of the grievances mentioned by hon. Members appertain to the 
localities and I am sure that I shall note those grievances and see what I can 
do in the matter. As I have said yesterday the reason why we have not 
been able to gat a large amount of revenue from the forests is due to the 
fact that ou aocouut of the situation of the forests we have to spend much 
money on laying roads, eto. I should like to draw attention to the other 
aspeot of the matter, viz., the exploitation of the commercial forests. A 
forest engineering branch has been constituted for the exploitation of the 
commercial forests and this branoh has inaugurated several sohemes, s uoh as 
the Chenat Nair exploitation operations, the Nilambur and Mount Stuart 
Forest operations, Olavakote and Boypore saw mill operations and those of 
Parappa, Chidleth and Follaohi. The cbjeot of all those is to increase the 
revenue from forests. But these require considerable capital expenditure 
in the beginning and no great profits pan be expeoted at the outset. In 
course of time, when the several other sohemes which are now under 
consideration are started and the preliminary nature of the work is oompleted) 
the revenue from forests will considerably inorease. 
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“ Yesterday, I told hon. Members of the House that we had already 
called for a report with regard to the further exploitation of the forests. The 
report is now before tho Government and they are considering this question, 
when I oome before the House again, I hope they would sympathetically 
view the matter and grant the amount necessary to make the forests a paying 
ooncern. 

“ Before I resume my seat, I think it is my duty to say that my hon. 
Friend Mr. Tiremon has been discharging his duties in a most satisfactory 
manner. The department has had the advantage of a gentleman who has 
been very sympathetic, able and efficient. Of course, I am sorry that he 
will be leaving us. But I am glad that his services have been appreciated 
by the Government of India. I have great pleasure in congratulating him on 
the excellent work he has done here as the head of the Forest department.”

i To reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,00,400 for General Direction by 
Rs. 100 -’ 

“ la doing so, I wish to speak on the working of the Forest Panohayats. 
Much has already been said by some hon. Members of this Council of the way 
in which the classification regarding different kinds of forests has been made. 
The classification of the forests which ought to be handed over to the Forest 
Panohayats has not been made under some excuse or other. Some forests 
have been proposed by Mr, Whitehead to be undisposed of and retained 
for some time so that before handing them over they can ascertain how the 
forests that would be handed over to the ryots would be managed and then 
hand over those forests, in most of these cases, the Government have not 
retained the forests as proposed hut have practically decided that the forests 
should be permanently treated as reserved forests. Even though the ryots * 
forests do not contain anything of much value, the ryots have demonstrated 
that they could get some income out of them. We are glad to hear that the 
hon. Member, the Chief Conservator of Forests had admitted to-day that the 
forest administration had not been carried on well during a number of years. 
Ho said that while other provinces have beenlable to got some decent income 
out of forests, this Presidency has not been able to get it. It is no fault of 
ours, if proper provision was not made for the development and exploitation 
of the forests. We ought to be able to get more income out of them. We 
have 20,000 square miles of reserved forests. Wo have now been able to 
get an income of only Rs. 15 for an aore. We ought to be able to get 
at least Rs. 1,000 for an acre, if only the forests were properly administered. 
My complaint in regard ,to the ryots* forests is this. Any large extent of 
useful area has not been handed over to the Forest Panohayats. Secondly, 
even the little income which the Forest Panohayats have been able to get, 
out of them has been appropriated by the Government. I say that this little 
income, instead of being appropriated for general purposes, ought to be 
handed over to the Forest Panohayats themselves for spending on their 
forests. Unless the ryots take proper precaution to plant some trees to sup* 
plant those that are out they oannot develop the forests that are handed over 
to them, and the time will come when those forests would be denuded 
and be able to yield little income. On that ground it is absolutely 
neoessarjr that tne inoome derived from these forests ought to be spent 
on the improvement of the forests themselves, I maintain that the 
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Government instead of taking that money for general purposes, ought to 
hand it over to the Forest Panchayats to be spent by them on the improve¬ 
ment of the forests. 

c< There are one or two minor points Jhat I want to bring to the notioe of 
the Government, so that there might be some improvement. Although I am 
glad to see that some aores of forests have been handed over to the ryots, the 
utility of the forests depends on the way in whioh the panohayatdars are 
selected. I wish to bring to the notioe of the Government that they must be 
more careful in the selection of panohayatdars. Unless the Government take 
necessary measures for exercise of the choice of selecting the panohayatdars 
to the ryots in a proper way, the system would not work well. Summoning 
the villagers and asking them to raise their hands would not do. There 
should be a better system of selection. It is absolutely necessary to get 
impartial men who will render justioe between ryot and ryot. 

c< I want to bring to the notice of the Government one more point. 
Hitherto any villager near or away from the forest aroas was entitled to use 
the forests. Now since the forests have been handed over to the ryots, those 
villagers adjoining the forests under whoso management the forests are, 
may want to utilise all the materials of that forest for themselves without 
oaring for the interest of the other villagers who are not very near those 
forests. 

ft Thera are even now large tracts of country where thero are no forests, 
and the villages in them are at a distance of, say, 10, 20 or 30 miles away from 
the forests. If the forests are handed over to the ryots unless some precautions 
are taken, it is just possible that the ryots to whom particular areas are 
handed over may deprive the ryots living in the distant villages of the benefit 
of the forests. Bo, Sir, I suggest that some rules should be framed in order 
to see that the interests of the ryots in such villages, are not neglected by the 
ryots to whom these forests are handed over. With these words, Sir, I move 
for the reduction and I hope the House will pass the motion. 7 ’ 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur:—“ Sir, 
Mr. Tireman may be allowed to Teply.” 

* Mr. H. Tireman Sir, as regards the classification made by Mr. 
Whitehead, according to which certain forests have been handed over or are 
being handed over to panchayats, I may say that the original classification 
was made to include 4,000 square miles of forests to be handed over to 
panohayats. But Mr. Whitehead did not consult public opinion with the result 
that a further enquiry was made into the details of the classfioation, whioh 
was referred to the Collectors of districts. They appointed local oommitfcees 
to go into the matter. These committees reduced the total area to be handed 
over to the panchayats from 4,000 square miles to 3,600 and odd square 
miles or so. The panchayats would have been better of under the original 
classification. As regards th* hon. mover’s suggestion that forest under class 
I also should be handed ovor to the panchayats, I must point out that in some 
cases, these forests are protective and it is necessary to ke^p them under the 
oontrol of the Forest department in order to prevent too muoh outting of 
trees and too rauoh grazing by goats, etc, being carried out and to safeguard 
the irrigation, whioh, as the hon. Member knows, is the mainstay of the 
people living at the foot of the hills from being prejudicially affected. It 
would hot be fair either to the panohayats themselves or to the public to hand 
over those lojeats whioh are classed as protective. I say it 9 would^ not be 
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fair to the panobayats beoause it would be too muob to expect that they 
should safeguard the forests in the interest of other people. In the other case, 
the people on the hill sides will suffer by the rain water, which would other¬ 
wise be held up by free growth, rushing down the hill sides and doing damage 
to the land. It would not be fair on the publio to leave their interests entirely 

in the hands of other people.” . ...x\ . . •

The hon. Mr. A. Ranqanatha Mudaliyar :—“ Sir, on the recommend¬ 
ation of Hie Excellency the Governor I move — 

* that Government be granted a sum not exceeding 26*48 lakhs for 

"Registration 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Cheth :— 4< Sir, no one is more fully 
aware of the oiroumstaucej under which the registration fees were enhanced 
than the hon. the Minister for Development. He himself fought for the 
reduction of these fees while he was on this side of the House. Considering 
the fact that the fees were raised in order to meet a deficit budget and that 
we' are now happily faced with a surplus budget it is necessary that the 
fees are reduced. The hon. Minister must translate his promise into 
aotion. (‘ Hear, hear.*) I may point "'out that this department which was 
intended to be a service department has now become a revenue yielding 
department. As much as a sum of Rs. 15 lakhs is diverted into the general 
funds for expenditure upon other heads. Probably this acoounts for the 
increase of expenditure under the Transferred departments. If this amount 
is taken away the amount that the Transferred half is getting from the 
Reserved half would considerably be diminished. With these few words I 
move— 

* that the allotment of Rs. 30,400 for pay of officers be reduced by 

Rs. 100.’ 

c ‘ I commend the motion for the acceptance of the House. ” 

. * Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :— <4 Sir, all the arguments that 

were advanced ^yesterday regarding the necessity for reducing the stamp 
duties and the court fees apply to this case also. The registration fees were 
raised in 1922 in order to cover the defioit. The understanding at that time 
was that the fees should be reduced when a favourable opportunity presented 
itself. The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar, the Minister in oharge of 
this department, was always—I suppose he has not ceased to be so now—an 
ardent advocate of the rights of the people, particularly of the poor people. 
I am sure the same spirit that animated him whon he was on the Opposition 
benohes animates him still. He should be ready to accept this motion for 
the reduction of the registration fees. I hope ray friend will see the need 
for accepting this proposition. If he does so, neither my Swarajist friends 
who moved this motion nor we on this side of the House shall press the 
motion.” 

*The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar; —“ Sir, the agenda before 
the House shows that as many as 26 hon. Members have given notice of a 
motion for the reduction of the registration fees. That is a fact which is 
bound to be taken note of and due weight attached to it. My hon. Friends 
Messrs. Sami Ycnkataohalam Chetti and Krishnan Nayar referred to me 
personally. I may say that I am not going to ohange opinions in order to 
suit conveniences* (* Hear, hear \) What I have said, 1 hope I shall stand by; 
and if I have made a mistake in the past I shall candidly admit that. At 
present I am considering the question of how far the fees on the various 
kinds of doouments may be reduced. But there is another aspect of the 
matter which I am bound to bear in mind, in the oourse of my tenrs I 
found that while there are ever so many sub-registration offices iu some dis¬ 
tricts, in others there are really very few compared with thei* extent or thejr 
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population. I think the House will forgive me if I say that a part of the 
amount which is shown as savings under this head should be utilized in open¬ 
ing more registration offioes in those parts. So that the position is this. 
While I recognize the validity of the claim behind this motion, I am sorry I 
am notable to say at once and categorically that I shall be able to reduoe the 
registration fees on every class of documents for whioh the fees have been 
raised. I may assure the House that I shall oerfcaialy do all that is possible 
for me to bring about reduction in snoh oases as are praotioable.” 

* The lion, the President :—“Does the hon. Member press his motion P 9 

* Mr. Sami Vbnkatachalam Chetti :—I do not press it, Sir.” 

*The hon. the President Has the hon. Member leave of th 3 House 
to withdraw the motion P ” 

* iWan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar “I object, Sir.” 

(The debate continued.) 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha ;— <f Mr. President, Sir, after seeing the way in 
whioh the hon. Ministers and their party have been voting for the last two 
days, I have no faith in their earnestness to reduoe the taxation. I am sure 
their attempts—if there are any—will be oliecked by the Reserved half. 
I do not know what the hon. Minister for Registration will do against the 
attitude of the Finance Department. In such oases the Transferred half 
have very little liberty of action. A ny reduction of fees either by legislation 
or by rules made by the Government will have to be approved by the 
Finance Department in the Reserved half. We saw this morning in their 
vote on the Forests Demand how the Ministerialist party is tied down to 
the oar of the Reserved half and dragged by it. Under the circumstances 
how can we hope for any small reduction in the registration fees P 

“ Since the rate of registration fees is very high, people resort to many 
evasive tricks to avoid registration. Many transactions are not evidenced 
by documents at all on account of the high registration fees. The condition 
of the poor does not at all appeal to the Treasury Bench, muoh less to the 
Finance Department. Also from the way in which the Ministerialist 
party has been voting in thid Council, I doubt very muoh whether they will 
do an} thing to ameliorate the oondition of the poor. My pessimism is based 
on hard facts. May I warn them, that if the Ministers continue this polioy 
they will have to remember that they oannot go on trying the patienoe of 
the most powerful party iu this Council representing a largo majority of the 
people in this country ?” 

* Mr. Mahmud Schamnad Sahib Sir, I have also tabled amotion 
for the reduction of Rs. 100. My objeot in tabling the motion ...” 

* The hon. the President: —“ The hon. Member has to speak on this 
motion. If he has tabled another motion with a different objeot he will 
have to move it later on ” 

* Mr. Mahmud Schamnad Sahib:— “I shall speak on this motion, 
Sir. I want to bring to the notice of the Government that before the 
registration fees were raised, fees for attendance of the registration officers 
at the residence of goshas or sick persons or other persons who are by cir¬ 
cumstances unable to go to the registration offioes were only Rs. 10. Now 
attendance fees have been increased to Rs. 20. This hits very hard the 
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poor gosha ladies, etc., most of whom are very poor. It is only the poor 
people who resort to borrowing often, Let us take the case of a document for 
Bs. 50 whioh has to be registered. Bupees 20 has to be paid for attendance 
of the Begistrar, Bs. 5 or so for conveyance charges, eto., and something 
more by way of bakshis. These would on the whole come to Bs. 30, leaving 
only Bs. 20 for the borrower. When the registration fees were raised, it 
was said that as soon as cironmstances improved that might be reduced It 
has however been allowed to continue so long, Now that there is a good 
opportunity in the surplus budget I urgo that the roduotion of registration 
fees he seriously considered. I have full confidence that the hon Minister 
in charge will take proper steps to mend matters. 

“ The enhancement of the fees generally has been falling very heavily 
on the poor people. If they want to register leases or small mortgage 
deeds, they have to spend disproportionately for registration feeB, eto. After 
all they get very little. This department must not bo made to work as an 
earning department, but only as a serving department. Similar arguments 
were advanced in previous years by Bao Bahadur Narasimha Baju who was 
then the Leader of the Opposition, in the Council, I think, and the present 
Minister in charge also, pleaded for the reduction of these registration 
expenses, etc. 

Now, from the Budget estimates we see that the income in 1926-27 was 
Bs. 39 and odd lakhs and the expenditure Es. 25 and odd lakhs ; so we have a 
saving of Bs. 14 lakhs and odd. I think, this surplus will not be merged in 
the general revenues; but after spending for the improvement of the depart¬ 
ment, the rest will be utilized for reducing the fees. 

“ Another thing I wish to bring to the notice of Government is that this- 
department is one of the most corrupt departments that I have seen. This 
is the seoond, perhaps, the first being the Police department . . 

(Laughter.) With these words, I support the motion. ” 

* Mr. K. Sarabha Keddi :—“ The fundamental purpose for which the 
Begistration department, exists and should exist is to facilitate the securing 
of justice injudicial courts. Nowadays justice under the existing system is 
very costly, and it is beyond the reach of a poor man to seek justice in any 
court for any wrong done to him. If the already heavy burden of taxation 
should increase in tho shape of registration fees, the poor can have no place 
where to seek justico. For some administrative expediency the registration fee 
has been enhanced and I think it should be immediately reduced. Another 
point whioh I wish to bring to the notice of Government is this. Though 
the Ceded districts are tho most backward districts when we ask for anything 
for the Ceded districts, say, for the improvement of irrigation and other 
things we are never given anything. At least in the Begistration depart¬ 
ment, a department where service does not require any teohniual skill or 
qualification, the $oope for appointing Ceded districts men may be made 
wider. In making appointments, I hope the hon* Minister . . . .” 

* The hon. the President :—‘“ The point under disoussion is the reduo* 
tion of the registration fees and not the recruitment to the Begistration 
'department. The hon. Member is requested to confine his remarks to* the 

reduction of the registration fees/’

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* Mr. K. Sarabha Reddi cc The appointment of Ceded districts men 
in Ceded distriots could minimize the oost.” 

* The hon. the President :— r< I hope the hon. Member will not persist 
in his remarks about recruitmeut,” 

* Mr. K. Sarabha Reddi :—“ In the Ceded districts, at least for 
sympathy’s sake, the reduction of registration fees may be tried as an 
experiment.” 

* Mr. 8. Artudaswami Udayar: —“ Mr, President, Sir, there is one 
aspect of the question which I would like to emphasize, I think all the 
enhanced revenue resulting from the increase of registration fees, has been 
diverted to purposes altogether unconnected with the Registration depart¬ 
ment. From the words whioh fell from the hon, the Minister in charge of 
the department it is quite clear that even indireot relief is not afforded. 
First, there is no direct relief, and direct relief cai be afforded only by a 
substantial reduction in the registration fees. In dofault of this direot# 
relief, it is but proper that the public affected by this increase should bo 
afforded at least some indirect relief, in the shape of new sub-registrars 9 
offices opened in places which aro far remote from the habitations of people in 
urban areas and of people in villages who generally resort to such offices, or 
at least in the shape of a slight increase in the salary of the low-paid clerks 
of the department. The situation reminds me of the story of an Irish man 
and his cow. When a simple Irish rustio was driving a fat cow in ono of 
the streets of Dublin, a strong man like my hop. Friend tbo University 
Member confronted him saying that the cow was his, so that there was a 
tug-of-war. The first man caught hold of the cow by its horns -and the 
second by its tail. Then came a Scotchman, who said that the cow was his, 
and without making any fuss he quietly milked the cow and went his way. 
So, Sir, the application is very simple. Here, you have the Registration 
department and my hon. Friend the Minister for Development olaiming a 
share of its revenues, in order to open some sub-registrars 9 offices and better 
the status of the low-paid establishment clamouring for some increase. On 
the other hand, you have the public who have to pay the piper, crying for a 
return to the old rates. Well, these two parties are trying eaoh to have 
its own share. It is certainly unfair on the part of my Friend the hon. 
Mr. Boag and his department to step in and quietly divert all the revenues 
for other and totally unconnected purposes. It is but fair that some relief 
should be afforded to those who aro entitled to it, that at least some 
indirect relief should be afforded them. For this reason, Sir, I support the 
motion ” 

* Mr. D. K. Tulasiram: —“ Mr. President, in rising to support the 
proposed reduction of the registration fees, the registration fee that works 
really great hardship is the fee for private attendance of registrars. The right 
of private attendance of the sab-registrars is claimed only in two or three 
cases. When a man is in his sick-bed or death-bed, when he is nob able to 
move out of his house, then he has recourse to the attendance of ■ the 
sub-registrar. Or a widow who is not acoustomod to appear in publio 
or who has lost her husband only recently and had her hairs out off, 
and who may not go with her disfigured head to the sub-registrar's 
office seeks the private attendance of the sub-registrar If the sub-registrar 
claims Rs 20 from the new widow or from the man who is going 
to expire in a moment and go to the other world! then I would say

that this demand by the Government is tyrannical. Then, Sir, the 
Nangnneri Jeer, who is liviug in the cloisters of his matam secures the 
services of a sub-registrar who is a tenant next door. The sub-registrar 
would not go unless he is paid Es. 20, and travelling allowance for one 
mile, though the distance from the matam of the Jeer to the residence of 
the sub-registrar is not even 21 feet. I quote these instances, because I 
have personal.knowledge of those instances and I only say, Bir, that these 
things were really brought to the notice of Government from the time of 
thehon. Mr. Rama Ayyangar, 8. Srinivasaraghava*Ayyangar f Mr. Rajaratna 
Mudaliyar, Mr. R V. Srinivasa Ayyar and a host of Inspcctors-General of 
Registration. Bir, the mistake lies in switching off people who have not 
read the Registration Act, and who are not acquainted with sections 17 
and 18 of the Act. Really, Sir, for a probationer to get himself acquainted 
with all the latest rules, it takes 18 months, and with all that, he is not 
perfect. Sometimes, they will classify cases of documents falling under 
seotion 17 (a) and (b) t under section 18 (c) and (d). The remedy lies in 
reducing the registration fees. Fees must be brought down in all oases where 
the amount does not exceed Rs. 5,000 And, who is the ultimate man that 
pay8 the registration fees ? If a marriage is to be performed in a poor 
man’s house, he requires money from the sowcar and the sowoar says 
i you will pay the expenses of the stamp, you will bear the registration fees 
and also the eluttukkooli (writing charges'' to be paid to the dooument 
writer ’ and .over and above all that, the mamul to be paid to the daffadar 
and all the servants from top to bottom at the rate of so many annas per 
dooument. Sir, if yon go deep into the matter, you will find that this is 
not a simple ordinary affair. If the registration fee is increased, the 
mamnls also increase pro rata. Sir, it is only the increase of registration 
fees that I am complaining of. If I have to pay Rs. 20 as registration 
fees, I shall have to shell out 20 annas. Therefore I appeal to the hon. the 
Minister for Development, because Registration is not really a part of 
Development, but so many things are clubbed together in Development, 
What is the effect of this registration ? Is it more than what we register 
in the post office P It is only a commercial department and a commercial 
department should not become a revenue earning department: that is the 
protest, and the oomplaint is that the registration fees should bo brought 
down to that level when a man should not be afraid of going to the 
Registration office for fear of fees. He is afraid not only of the registra¬ 
tion office*, but first of all the belted knight, whose palm has to be greased 
before he is allowed to be in the presence of the registrar. No doubt I 
have painted a dark picture, but it is not the blaokest piotnre I have drawn, 
and if the hon. Minister goes to the Madura and Tinnevelly districts, and 
Malabar distriot that has more registration offices in the whole presidency 
than any other district, you will find that my picture is neither sadder nor 
blacker. With these words, I request that the Minister will earn the 
gratitude of the people if the registration fees are brought down not to 
the level of 1920 but to the level of 1901 when these fees deserved to he 
imposed.” 

* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :— u I would have certainly not questioned 
the assuranoe given by the hon. Minister for Development, but for the faot 
that I know fully well and I realize that on the Treasury Bench he is 
absolutely^powerless. 
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“ He has began to see difficulties even now, and as days go on, and as 
months pass on, he will see that the difficulties will only inorease and that it 
will be absolutely impossible for him to do anything in the matter of the 
reduction of registration fees or iu any other matter. Well, 8ir, the fault 
lies not with the Minister, not with Mr. Ranganatha Mudaliyar whose 
sincerity nobody will question, but the fault lies with that Treasury Benoh 
to which if any person goes he undergoes a radioal and miraoulous change. 
(Hear, hear.) It reminds me, Sir, of the story in our Puranas of a oertain 
region which came unde* -the curse of Parvati, a outse that if any male 
inadvertently or unconsciously enters that region, ho is suddenly transformed 
into a woman (Laughter). In this case it is not a oase of transformation 
of sex ; but it is a case where persons that enter the Treasury Benoh, while 
they retain their sex and gender, become converted all the same into persons 
tofally different from what they were beforo that day. I may give the 
example of the hon. the Leader of this House in this matter. I may further 
say this. I am sure that so long as this acrimonious fight goes on in this* 
Council between cur leaders and the leaders of the Justioe .party, and the 
members of the Independent party rise like a woodon block to support every 
measure on behalf of the Government, the story of the monkey and the cat 
will be repeatod. It is also to sound this note of warning, it is booauso I 
am mortified by this sickening sight that I have risen today, and I most 
emphatically say, Sir, that some of us, certainly do not approve of this 
policy of hon. Memb3rs iu indulging iu such attacks.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo“ Sir, I join in the chorus of 
support which is given to the motion for reduction of Rs. 100. In doing 
so, I have to place before the hon. Members of this House that Madras, this 

J oor province, pays the highest registration fees in the whole of India 
ust to bring home to the hon. Members of this House the truth of the 
above statement I will read certain figures which will speak for themselves. 
Sir, Bengal with a population more than that of Madras and with an en¬ 
hanced registration fee gets only 39 lakhs and spends only 19 lakhs. Then 
oomes United Provinces. United Provinces gets an income of 14 lakhs and 
spends about 4*73 lakhs. Then comes Bombay which gets about 13 lakhs 
and spends about 7*2 lakhs. Then comes the Punjab. It gets 8*95 lakhs 
and spends over a lakh. From the figures of other provinoes also (which I 
have got with me), hon. Members will see that Madras is the most heavily 
and highly taxed province so far as registration fees are concerned. Not 
only this, it keeps up this proportion also in matters of expenditure ; while 
other provinces spend about 50 per cent utmost even including Bengal, 
Madras spends about 25 74 lakhs of rupees out of Rs. 39*69 lakhs, that is, 
about 70 per cent of the total income under this head. So, Sir, we have to see 
here two factors. One factor is that it taxes most and the second is that it 
proportionately spends more. And the most unfortunate thing is that all 
this taxation has been levied on the mere authority of the executive. Time 
after time I have brought this question to the notioe of this hon. House with 
a view to put an end to it. Well, Sir, the hon. Sir A. P. Patro from his 
seat on the Treasury Benoh refused to yield to this demand. He said that 
it refers to an ideal state of things. I was looking at him when he was 
voting on the question regarding the codification of land revenue system 
where the same issue was voted upon and I found that he was voting 
against the Government. What I would urge on the hon. Members of this 
House is that we must hereafter make it a point to resist all attempts of 
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the executive to raise taxation on their own initiative without coming to the 
legislature. If any section of this hon. House refuses to join in the chorus 
of our opposition, it will be doing injustice to itself, to the country and to 
the democracy to which we are all wedded. 

“ And then, Sir, I have to thank the hon. Mr. Ranganatha Mudaliyar 
to-day for the reply he has given. After having three sad experiences in this 
House regarding reduction of registration fees, I must frankly confess that 
I have got to-day a reply which I can certainly oail sympathetic. And since 
I see that he has come to sit only for a few months on the Treasury Bench, 
and since I see and know that he has not had the opportunity which a 
Minister ought to have and also time enough to initiate his own views on 
the matter, 1 think I could trust him that he would do something. With 
this warning, Sir, that if he fails to do what he has said, and if he proposes 
to go back on the pledges that he has given on the floor of this House 
to-day, he will share the very fate which Sir A. P. Patro and the Raja of 
Panagal are sharing to-day. (Hear, hear.) Secondly, Sir, I have to bring 
to his notice that the Registration department may rather be called an 
Elections department. I know it for certain in my district and I have 
brought the fact to the notice of the Government. I know the hon. the 
President with his judicious eye might call me down to my seat if I bring 
in a question whioh is not stated here or relevant to this matter. But I do 
deliberately bring it in here because that raises the question of the cost of 
running on the Department of Registration. These people, without attend¬ 
ing to their legitimate duties, were all along going on with their election 
duty. I deliberately sav it because I approached the Government to put an 
end to this nefarious business during the elections.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ Order, order. If the hon. Member wants 
to refer to the activities of the various departments regarding elections, he 
will have ample opportunity at the timo the General Administration demands 
come up for discussion. That will be the proper occasion, but this is not the 
occasion to refer to that subject.” 

"“Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :— i( All right, Sir, I bow to your 
ruling. Having said so much about tho activities of the Registration depart¬ 
ment, I think I would join with my hon. Fiienis who said something about 
the corruption which is now prevailing in the department. And I would 
request my bon. Friend the Minister to pay his attention to thit aspect of 
the matter also,” 

*Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu “ Sir, I may first say that 
there has been an improvement from yesterday to to-day. (A voice : Com¬ 
pared with to day, to-morrow will be better.) It ought to be going on 
improving with the patronage from the opposite side whioh the Ministry is 
receiving. I am glad, Sir, that my hon. Friend Mr. Ranganatha Mudali- 
yar said that the opinions he once formed he would not easily change, and. 
if so, he would expressly say so. Sir, it was only last year and the year 
before that be said that the registration charges could be out down. 
Now, I ask, Sir, in view of the release of contributions and in view* 
of the surplus budget, whether apart from all other cousiierations as to 
whether more sub-vegistiars’ offices or mor*e officers are neoassary, he docs 
not consider it high time that this addition of three lakhs of rupees which 
bfrs been laised during 1921-26 should be given up immediately P Has he 
8 
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©hanged his mind P If at a time of stress, at a time when we had defioit 
budgets he was loud in saying that this tax must be reduced, has he ohanged 
his mind now when we have no defioit budget but have certainly a more 
prosperous budget P What is it that he says now P Ho finds that there 
are a number of places without sub-registrars’ officos, and therefore he 
considers that to be the first charge. And after that is provided for, if in 
the happy family he should find that there is sufficient money to be provided 
for this, then he would consider, with the respoot due to the House, as to the 
reduction of registration charges. . Now, Sir, the receipts come to about 
Rs. 39 lakhs and the expenditure is Rs. 26 lakhs. There is thus a clear 
surplus of Rs. 13 lakhs. Sir, what we want is a statement that at any rate 
he will make it his first consideration to reduco the oharges at least to the 
extent of 3 lakhs. That will do for us. Does he think that all this surplus 
of 13 jakhs which is the surplus of receipts over expenditure will be taken 
up in establishing some new registration offioes ? 1 submit it is not really 

doing justice to the demand made by the House. Of course, opinions once 
expressed may not be easily changed by the hon. Minister. Bat what 
about his opinion expressed with regard to excise that within twenty years 
or ten years there must be total prohibition. Has he changed that opinion 
also P Of course the hon. Minister is in the convenient position of not being 
in charge of Excise, but whether he will obange his mind hereafter remains 
to bo seen. But I may say that, so far as the answer given by the hon. 
Minister on this matter of registration oharges is concerned, it is certainly 
unsatisfactory. I think, Sir, that with a surplus of 13 lakhs in the 
Registration department, even after providing for all new registration 
offices, it will certainly be possible if he really means business to reduoe the 
oharges With these words, I support the motion.” 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, from the papers 
supplied to us we find that the income, so far as this department is concerned, 
has been steadily increasing with the result that year in and year out we find 
the expenditure to be less than the income by several lakhs. I am sorry I 
have to differ from my hon. Friend Mr. Saldanha when he began to question 
the sincerity of the statement made by the Minister for Development. But 
notwithstanding the fact that the Minister is quite new to the office, may I 
state that he is not quite new to it but he fully appreciates the difficulties 
which we have placed before him in the direction of cutting down substantially 
the registration fees and charges. I have no necessity to defend the hon. 
Minister at all, for I know that in fact the Minister needs no defence at my 
hands. He is quite capable of defending himself. But judging from the state¬ 
ments made, I have not the slightest doubt that if necessary he will rise to the 
full height of the occasion and will rise up in arms against the hon. the 
Finance Member if he were to place any obstacles in the way of registration 
charges being reduced substantially, in order to give some amount of relief to 
the poor people who resort to these offices. The mistake lay in allowing the 
executive on their own initiative to straight away raise the registration charges 
as and when it pleased them instead of bringing up the matter before the 
Legislative Counoil for sanction. For, in pursuance of the powder vested in 
the Local Government under some section of the Registration Act—section 80 
or 81 I think—the Local Government in a summary and irresponsible fashion 
raised the registration fees one fine morning without taking the public into 
tbejr confidence or giving sufficient time for public opinion to form and assert 
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itself. That is a bad beginning and that is responsible, if I may say so, for the 
(iovemment acting in this manner. I find from the budget that provision is 
made for the opening of seven sub-registry offices. That is undoubtedly a 
step in the right direction. For 1927-28 there would be a surplus of about 
18 lakhs. I have not the slightest doubt that the Minister will exert 
himself in the direction already .pointed out by my hon. Friend from Madura 
and other speakers who said that registration fees should be reduced as much 
as possible. By saying 4 as much as possible’ 1 have no desire to leave any 
distinction at all to the hon. the Minister for Development. I shall be glad 
if he reduces the charges at least to the former level. In any attempt that he 
may make in this direction, I do not think he will be handioapped, for the 
department itself is a paying department and there is absolutely no likelihood 
of the department working at a deficit or at a loss in the event of his accepting 
our suggestion in favour of reduction. 

“ There is no reason as to why we should not believe the statement that 3-30 
he has made on the floor of the House that he will give the matter the most P* m * 
careful and anxious consideration. My hon. Friend from Chittoor stated that 
the Minister fought for the poor in the days of financial stringency, and 
I have no doubt that in the days of prosperity he will stand by the poor and 
carry out what he actually stated. There is absolutely no reason to doubt the 
sincerity of his statement.” 

* Mr. C. R. Parthasarathi Ayyangar ;—“ Sir, the hon. Minister sug¬ 
gested that he had to open several new offices so that he might get an 
increased revenue and therefore it is impossible to reduce the amount. My 
own individual opinion in the matter is that in the matter of registration fees 
as in the matter of court-fees it is high time that we make an experiment. 

The greater the fees charged the lesser the income. We know as a matter of 
fact that in many places where courts are established, if courts are nearer to 
the places where the village population are found, the institution and the 
income is higher. I want to suggest that in all places where litigation 
is rife, it is better to open new sub-registrars’ offices to realize a larger in¬ 
come. If you have a still lower rate than at present you will get a larger 
scale. Why not try the experiment? At the same time you can make 
another experiment. With one sub-registrar’s office with an establishment 
for keeping records, and gi v ing copies, you can increase the number of 
sub-registrars, without muoh paraphernalia. Increasing the number of 
sub-registrars, I may say, we may be able to show an increased income and 
also the scale of fees may be lower. That is how I understood the hon. the 
Minister. Some of our friends are disgusted with the way in which some, 
whom they expeoted to vote for them, are voting to the contrary. I may 
remind our friends on this question that we are now in a stage where we are 
going to make an experiment to increase* the sub-registrars and find out good 
men in each area who will carry out your policy, those who will respond to 
the great ideals and those who will carry out your fundamental ideas. It 
was stated that the statement made by the hon. Minister cannot be true ; he 
was holding a different opinion in the past. Why in the name of common 
sense should we say that we ought to follow one example P Why not try a 
new experiment and try to convert the other half to our own view P We are 
here, and if you ouly loyally support the hon. Minister we are bound to succeed 
and when an hon. Minister, whom, an hon. Friend from the Justice party 
described as a man with ideals is there, I dare say we can succeed.” 1

DEMAND V—REGISTRATION 


[17th March 1927 

*Mr. D. Narayana Raju .—“ Mr. President, Sir, the case for reducing 
the general registration fees has been dealt with by the previous speakers and 
I do not wish to traverse the same ground over again. The need for reducing 
the special fee known as the search fee is particularly groat. The search fee 
charged in the Registration department is heavy and quite unreasonable. The 
amount derived by the Government in the shapo of search fees is no small 
amount. In 1925-26 it amounted to Rs, 5,66,000, in 1926-27 the amount 
collected under this head is Rs. 5,85,000, and the amount budgeted for in 
1927-28 is 6 lakhs. So the amount collected in the name of search fees is 
considerable. The most unreasonable part- of the business is this. Even in 
cases of applications where the date and the number of the document are 
given the search foe is charged. In such cases some foe for copying may be 
charged. In these cases where reference is given the search fee is quite 
unjusJfiable. I hope the Government will try to abolish this unjustifiable 
practice.” 

* The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :—Sir, I have listened very 
carefully to the many speeches that have been made on this motion—some of 
them with grateful feelings and others with some painful feeling. Sir, my 
hon. Friend Mr. Saldanha doubted whether or not 1 meant what I said from 
my place here. I am sure he did not mean to insinuate any want of rectitude 
on my part or that I gave expression to sentiments which 1 had already 
resolved upon not to translate into practice. I thought he and I had worked 
together sufficiently Jong to make me think that he at least, if not others, had 
understood me better than he* made me appear to think to-day. Sir, my 
Friend Mr. Muniswami Nayudu referred in the same way as he did yesterday 
in terms which I hope later on at least he will regret for having used. lie 
referred, Sir, to us here as being under the patronage of the members 
opposite. I do not want to descend to the level which others have descended 
or might descend to. 1 only hope 1 that my hon. Friend Mr. Muniswami 
Nayudu will try to suspend his judgment, if it is' possible for him to do so, 
and judge us by our conduct and not by his imaginary conceptions of us. 

“ Sir, my Friend M r. Schamnad referred to the fees that are charged for 
attendance of the Registrar more especially to fees charged in the case 
of pardanashin ladies who ha\e. to pay the same fees as men are obliged. 
I recognize the fact that among them there are many poor people to 
whom the payment of Rs. 20 is heavy. I would only point out that even 
as the rules now' stand tiny Registrar has the discretion to remit these fees in 
the case of people who are unable to pay. I know this discretion has not 
been used widely and I am prepared to advise the officers concerned that this 
discretion is meant to be exercised and not altogether to he ignored practi¬ 
cally. Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar referred to the various forms of relief that 
might he adopted—direct and indirect. May I remind him, Sir, that I have 
covered the ground already ? My Friend Mr. Madhavan Nayar, though he 
did not doubt what 1 said, thought that it was impossible for me to do what 
I said. If I shared his views 1 should certainly he not away from him. 
I felt, even as a member in the Opposition when no power was vested in me, 
that 1 could urge and get the Government to do something, and I feel that with 
increased opportunities I may be able to do a little more than what I could 
otherwise do. If I am mistaken he may claim me once again on his side. 
(Hear, hear) I am grateful, Sir, to the many friends on different sides of the 
House for their kindness to admit at least my sincerity, if not my capacity, to 
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do the things that I have honestly promised to try to do. 1 do hope, Sir, 
that this House will pass the demand which I have moved without any 
reduction whatever.” 

The motion was put and declared lost.

* Mr. 0. Gopala Menon :—“ Mr. President, I move 

‘ To reduce the allotment of Bs. 30,400 for pay of officers by Rs. 100.’ 

“ Sir, the object of this motion is to ascertain the views of the hon. the 
Minister for Development as to whether he could not see his way of appoint¬ 
ing the senior District Registrar to the post of Inspector-General of-Registra- 
tion when an opportunity occurs. Sir, these District Registrars come up 
from the lowest rungs of the ladder to the higher posts in the department, 
and they know the intricacies of the department more than a person imported 
from any other department. In all other departments, whether Revenue or 
Judicial, the officers have got the chance of going up to the highest post, say, 
a Deputy Collector to the post of a Collector, a judicial officer like the Sub- 
Judge to the post of a District Judge and thence to the High Court. I, there¬ 
fore, want by this token motion to ascertain the views of the hon. Minister 
for Development whether whvn a suitable opportunity occurs he will see his 
way to appoint one of these senior men to the post of Inspector-General of 
Registration f 

* The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyah :—•“ Sir, I am quite ready to 
give the hon. Member who has just spoken the assurance that this appoint¬ 
ment is not ear-marked for officers of the Government Secretariat or of the 
Board of Revenue exclusively. There is nothing, Sir, to prevent officers of 
the department itself from aspiring to or being appointed to this office. We 
have no reason, or intention, whatsoever, to reserve the post for members of 
Provincial Services exclusively. But, at the same time, Sir, I appeal to the 
hon. Member not to press that this post should be preserved exclusively for 
one particular branoh in the services or another, because after all, as circum¬ 
stances arise, we have to choose the best person available. I hope, Sir, this 
assurance will satisfy my hon. Friend. 77 

* Mr. C. Gopala Menon .—“ On tho assurance given, I withdraw the 
motion. 75 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. M. A. Manikkavelu Nayablar : —“ Sir, I move 

‘ To reduce the allotment of Rs . 30,400 for pay of officers by jRs. 100/ 

tl This motion is tabled in order to bring to the notice of the Government 
the grossly inadequate representation of the backward classes in the service. 
Sir, I say, the educationally backward classes number at least about ten 
millions in this Presidency, that is, about one-fourth of the total population 
of the Presidency. But if you look at the percentage of the appointments 
held by them, I dare say it is not beyond four or five in the whole service. 
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Sir, the Government may have two serious objections in order to meet this 
question. Firstly, Sir, they might say that there are not sufficient men avail¬ 
able from these baokward classes to fiil up these posts. But I may tell them 
that in these days when the University is such that it manufactures graduates 
in tons, they will find no dearth of candidates. Secondly, Sir, they may raise 
the bogey theory of efficiency. Sir, great atrocities and acts of injustice are 
done under the shelter of this bogey theory. Sir, in the department of 
Registration I do not think they can indent upon this bogey of efficiency. 
It is mostly routine work, which any average man with the minimum qualifi- ' 
cations will be able to do. The hon. the Minister for Development in his 
tourings adumbrated the policy of their party and said that communal justioe 
will be taken proper care of and that they will see that the baokward classes 
are properly represented in the services. It remains to be seen what that is 
going to be in actual practice. 1 may remind the hon. Minister of the adage 
—I think ho has not forgotten it—that an ounce of practice is worth a ton of 
precepts and preachings and laying down of policies and programmes. Sir, 
sinoe the hon. Minister has only spent four months on the Treasury Bench, I 
want to give him a fair trial.” 

* The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar 1 “ I am glad, Sir, that my 
hon. Friend Mr. Manikkavelu Nayakar has given me an opportunity to 
make a statement on this motion. lie wants, Sir, that facilities should be 
provided for the adequate representation of the backward classes in the service 
of the Registration department, and I dare say in other departments as well 
if he could have spoken about the other departments in connexion with this 
motion. Now, Sir, according to the census report, there are 85 castes 
belonging to the depressed classes and 87 to the backward classes. If my 
hon. Friend wants me to furnish a statement to show the number of the 

f eople in the department who belong to these several castes respectively, 
must say that I cannot commit myself immediately, lie will readily 
recognize that it will mean an amount of labour and an expenditure of time 
which cannot be afforded just at present. But I may at once tell him that 
it will be my endeavour and of those who are working wuth me in this depart¬ 
ment to see as far as possible that these poor people belonging to communities 
which are backward and perhaps do not possess powerful advocates in or 
outside this Council, do not suffer for lack of advocacy, and I may tell him 
that there are even now' twelve people who belong to the depressed'classes in 
this department, and certainly many more people belonging to the other 
backward communities. So far as the appointments recently made are 
concerned, we have tried to follow this principle and I hope when the final 
list of these appointments are analysed no will nnd that after nil, the people 
responsible for this administration just now try to provide equal opportunities 
for all communities without attempting to benefit themselves by that policy 
and give relief to those who are really in need of it.” (Hear, hear.)

But seeing that the 
hon. the Minister is feeling his way and trusting that he would go into the 
whole question and do whatever is necessary, I withdraw the motion.”

c To reduce the'.allotment of Rs. 29,200 for Pay of Establishments by 
Rs. 100/ 


** Mr. President, Sir, I think the hon. the Minister for Development 
will not contradict me when I say that in their desire to introduce graduates 
and new men into the department scant justice has been done to men who 
were already entertained. I know cases of men who have grown grey in servioe 
and have only a few months to retire who have not been confirmed as sub¬ 
registrars for the simple reason that when they were appointed as clerks they 
happened to be Matriculates. Taking into consideration the nature of the 
work done by the sub-registrars, which does not demand very great intellec¬ 
tual attainments, and also taking into consideration the fact that there is not 
much scope for physical vigour and energy—for most of the work has to be 
done in office and there is very little of field work- taking into consideration 
these circumstances, I do not see why such a large number of young men 
should have been taken as sub-registrars, selection grade registrars and proba¬ 
tionary registrars and chances denied to men who are already acting as 
sub-registrars and waiting to be confirmed. It is true a certain percentage 
is fixed as to promotions to be given to senior men with minimum 
qualifications, but my contention is that it is not adequate and that a higher 
percentage both as to promotions and confirmations should be fixed for the 
benefit of those already in .the department. This applies especially, Sir, to 
selection grade appointments. I should be satisfied with the assurance that 
the percentage will be fixed sufficiently high to give opportunities for men 
already in the service. 

u With regard to the claims of Indian Christians to appointment in the 
selection grade and as probationary sub-registrars, 1 know that in connexion 
with the motion brought in by Mr. Saldanha the other day the House had an 
opportunity of discussing the claims of Indian Christians for adequate 
representation in one particular branch of service, and if I press the claims 
of Indian Christians for an adequate representation in this Registration 
department, it is not merely because I want to repeat here with regard 
to this department what was said in connexion with another department not 
merely because I had to give notice of it for at the time I had no idea of 
what my Friend Mr. Saldanha was going to introduce in this Council, but 
because I want to raise a specific point in connexion with this question/ An 
impression seems to prevail in this department that Indian Christians nee4 
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not be recruited in batches of two or three, because that community is already 
over-represented. Sir, if that argument is advanced it is but fair that we 
should arrive at a standard of comparison. 

“ The proportion should be between the number of appointments and the 
number of graduates or qualified men available. It is not fair that the 
number of appointments should be in proportion to the strength of the 
population. If that is the case, we Indian Christians who form a very small 
minority in this Presidency shall have to wait a very long time. Where 
inequalities in the matter of representation to be removed in regard to other 
communities and this be made to have a just share of appointments then 
indeed the Government would be giving the community a step-motherly 
treatment. I think my Friend the Minister for Development will not contra¬ 
dict me when I say that in my own recollection there have been hardly even 
two cases of men appointed to what is known as selection grade appointment, 
and even as regards the appointment of ordinary probationary sub-registrars 
I think that very few Indian Christians hardly more than three or four have 
been appointed in this department daring the past three years. Therefore, 
Sir, I hope and trust that the hon. the Minister for Development will 
give me the assurance, an assurance which will certainly go a great way to 
satisfy the large number of Indian Christians who are very anxious to know 
whether there is any redemption awaiting them in regard to this matter.” 

* The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :—“ Sir, on the one side there 
is the complaint that men who arc recruited for this office of sub-registrars do 
not possess such a high standard of character as is essential in one who comes 
to hold these offices, and on the other side there is the demand that the standard 
of recruitment should, if necessary, be lowered, so that a larger number of 
people who are acting now as clerks may find their way to the office of sub¬ 
registrars. I am not prepared to say that every one who possesses high 
academic qualification, has also a character corresponding to it. Nor would 
I say that because certain people are merely clerks and have not high academic 
qualification or taken degrees their character leaves much to be desired. The 
Government are doing their best to hold the scales even between them, and 
when we find among the latter class, people of character and necessary 
capacity, we do try to take them. I thought this fact was well-knoym to my 
hon. Friend Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar who presumably can lay claim to 
some inside knowledge of the working of this department, did that he at least 
would readily concede that his community is represented 'well there.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ I only rise to press upon the hon. the Minister 
for Development just one point which was overlooked.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member has to impress upon 
the House.” (Laughter.) 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Upon the Minister and upon the House. With 
all respect to the House, I am seeking the support of the House in impressing 
this fact upon the hon. the Minister and the Government. So far as the 
Registration department is concerned, I think we require for the sub- 
registrars’ post men of high educational qualification, for this reason that they 
have often to decide points even of law. Sometimes they may have to refuse 
registration of documents. It is not a very easy question to settle unless you 
have got some educational qualification. Therefore I think Government is 
right, and the department is right in insisting upon high qualifications, ^hia 
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one point has to he borne in mind, that a community which is, though wealthy, 
'though in affluent circumstances, as a body neglects the opportunities given to 
(them at every step for higher education and occasionally produces a graduate 
here and a graduate there, should not expect patronage from Government, 
simply because it encourages idleness among the boys. On the other hand, 
a community which is economically backward and which at much sacrifice 
educates its children and has got a large number of qualified men, ought to 
be encouraged by the State, and recruitment should preferably take place from 
that community. That community deserves, it. It has been urged in this 
House before, that recruitment should be in proportion to the population. If 
this rule is enforced, there are certain communities which will have to wait 
till Doomsday for getting any appointment at all. It is not necessary for me 
to give instances. 

^ “ What I say is this. The State should reward the people who educate 

p.m. their children at much sacrifice. Sir, I would therefore urge upon this House 
and upon the department to bear this point in mind. I admit that the 
communities which are suffering under social disabilities and aw not allowed 
to attend schools and colleges should bo given a helping hand, but not the 
communities which are given opportunities of education and are even petted 
and patted in various ways. If in spite of it they are unable to produce more 
than half a dozen graduates when other communities not similarly favoured 
are producing graduates by hundreds, they should not be given special 
facilities for entering the service. Such a doctrine is not sound at all. I am 
entirely opposed to any privilege being given to such communities.” 

* Mr. 13. R.* Pakthasarathi Ayyangar : — “Sir, this question- has been 
agitating the public mind in several ways. I would point out one of ihern. 
Sir, the communal Government Orders which have been issued from time to 
time have been agitating the public mind and at least now they may be regarded 
as a dead letter. They are a source of irritation to (‘very man having any sense 
and I hope the present Ministers will insist upon those Government Orders 
being cancelled. I was wondering why nobody raised this issue. I hope that 
now those Government Orders will be done away with, so that all people who 
take birth in this country and who have got brains may be treated alike in the 
matter of appointments irrespective of the community to which they may 
belong. Now, in this case I would respectfully suggest to all our friends not to 
raise the question of this community or that community being preferred at any 
time. The one principle on which we are now working is that every responsible 
person working for the Transferred departments is an agent of the Ministers 
and of the Council itself. If any one goes wrong it would affect the whole policy. 
Please do remember that. If the Transferred department does not work well 
that failure does not belong to the individual only, but it belongs to the 
Swarajva party as well as the Justice party. Remember that. Every one 
who is carrying out a given policy is part of a unit. We are not separate. 
We are not independent. When something goes wrong in the Registration 
department you cannot say that you are not responsible. If you deny your 
responsibility, you go back once more to the old state of affairs when responsi¬ 
bility was denied to us. Efficiency should be the criterion in the matter of 
appointments, and if, on occasions, a junior to bo promoted belongs to the 
same community as the senior, you should not mind it. Communal questions 
should hereafter be nipped in the bud. We must not dream of communal 
spirit.’ It is a thing of the past. I hope it is dead and we have given it a 
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decent burial. I therefore want to impress upon my hon. Friends that we all 
form one unit and that we are moving with a single will. So far as the 
Transferred department is concerned every failure of one man is the failure of 
the others and every blackmark that comes to any one man in the Transferred 
department is ours individually, singly and severally (Laughter). We are 
told several times by men of our own party that we should oarry on the 
Transferred departments efficiently. Now therefore if any question of 
appointment comes up in any department we should not raise the oommunal 
bogey at all, but should only oare to see whether the person to be appointed 
is efficient, whether he loves his subject and whether he identifies himself with 
the subjects entrusted to him. (Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao: c Even the 
Ministers are not given their own subjects ’.) I really mean what I say and say 
what I mean. I am not making merely an academic statement although such 
statements are made in this House. 1 hope therefore that that point will be 
taken into oonsideration. ,, 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ I hope that my Friend 
Mr. Ranganatha Mudaliyar, for whom personally, in spite of all that he has 
said against my Friend Mr. Muniswami Nayudu’s observations, I have very 
great respect, and his oolleagues, the other Ministers will not follow the very 
bad advice that has been given by my friend Mr. Parthasarathi Ayyangar. 
(Cries of Hear, hear.) He solemnly advised and gave a warning also to my 
Friend that all the communal Government Orders which have been passed by 
the joint Government should be cancelled. If my hon. Friend Mr. Ranga¬ 
natha Mudaliyar whose subject is now under discussion becomes a party to 
sujoh a thing as that, I may warn him that the consequences will be serious. 
I do not know whether Mr. Parthasarathi Ayyangar knows the reasons which 
led up to the passing of those Government Orders. There was considerable 
heart-burning felt throughout the Presidency and it was in consequenoe of the 
expression of that heart-burning that those Government Orders were passed. 
And I may tell my friend that those Government Orders were passed not in 
the interests of the members of the Justice party about whom he apparently 
thinks, because he was turning to this side when he was speaking (Laughter). 
They were passed not in the interests of the members of the Justice party. 
(A Voice : Question.) It was passed in the interests of all non-Brahman and 
backward communities. (A Voice . Question.) It was passed in the interests 
of the Muhammadans.” 

Mr. Abbas Ali Khan :—“ Muhammadans were very badly treated, Sir.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ That is not a personal explanation.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ I was submitting to you that 
those Government Orders were passed in the interests of all backward communi¬ 
ties and all non-Brahmans (Cries of • No), in the interests of Muhammadans 
who sit in all sides of the House, in the interests of Christians whose cause my 
Friend Mr. Saldanha champions, and in the interests of Adi-Dravidas and Adi- 
Andhras. It was the result of deliberations of several committees and 
Members of Government. I may say also that Sir Charles Todhunter who was 
till recently a Member of this Government took particular care in wording 
the Government Order. It was as a result of all these deliberations that this 
Government Order was passed in the interests of all communities except the 
Brahman community. Because, for obvious reasons the Brahman community 
is an advanced community in every way. They are highly eduoated. They 
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have made very good use of the opportunities that were given to them in the 
past. So, naturally, there was no reason for showing any speoial favour to 
them. So that I say that this Government Order was passed in the interests 
of all communities particularly the baokward communities. The hon. 
Minister, I am sure, will not listen to the evil advice that has been given 
(Laughter). I did not want to intervene in this debate, Sir. It was on 
aocount of the observations that fell from my hon. Friend Mr. Parthasarathi 
Ayyangar and particularly having regard to the direction he was looking at 
when he was making those observations that I had to intervene.” 
(Laughter). 

* The hon. the President :— u I take it that the House is ready for the 
question.” 

Mil S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ Will you kindly allow me to put a 
question to the hon. the Minister for Development just to have a dear idea of 
an expression used by him P ” 

* The hon. the President: — “I am sorry I cannot allow questions at 
this time ” 

The motion was put and lost. 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :— u I beg to move, Sir— 

c that the allotment of ife. 1,40,500 fw pay of officers be reduced by 
Rs. 100/ 

u The object of tabling this motion is to discuss the desirability of levying 
on registered documents sent by post to parties only the actual charges there¬ 
for instead of a fixed rate irrespective of actual cost. If I may say so, Sir, 
the department has introduced a rule whereby a flat sum has been fixed to 
cover file transmission by post of registered documents to parties who signify 
their intention in that direction. My submission is that instead of prescrib¬ 
ing the fee and collecting the money on a graduating scale commensurate 
with the number of sheets which the documents to be transmitted by post 
contain, it is hardly fair to collect a uniform rate of annas five from every 

S rson who signifies his intention that the documents be sent by post. Under 
is head alone, every year the Registration department takes, if I may say so, 
an unearned increment and an undeserving profit of about 16,000 or 17,000 
rupees. 


“ The oharges that are levied must be only just sufficient to meet the 
necessities of the situation. But quite urqninaful of the requirements the 
Government have instructed the department to levy this flat rate. It would 
not take much time for the registering officer to find out exactly what is the 
amount that may be recovered under this head. As soon as the registering 
offioer gets a document he has to see whether it is in proper form and then 
he may easily find out with the help of a weighing scale how muoh would be 
required to transmit the dooument by post. This will not take much time. 
It would not take in a day more than fifteen minutes for this simple process. 
But without doing this all the parties are oharged a flat rate. The depart¬ 
ment has been making a large profit. In some cases three annas would be an 
adequate payment; m some others four or five annas may be necessary. If 
(he parties are oharged only the absolutely neoessary minimum, they would

be relieved to the extent of two or three annas in eaoh case, Thongh that may 
not be much to the department which collects Rs. 17,000, under this 
head, it is a great relief to the parties who resort to registration. This reduc¬ 
tion will not make the administration suffer. I trust that the hon. Minister will 
look into this matter and give it the consideration that it deserves. I hope 
he will issue instructions to the effect that only actual oharges must be levied 
and that the flat rate which hits hard nine-tenths of the people should be 
abandoned.” 

* The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar —“ Sir, I am glad that the 
hon. Member Mr. Srinivasa Ayyangar has had an opportunity this year of 
moving this motion. Though he tabled this motion last year he could not 
move it. It is not so much as sixteen or seventeen thousands that is collected 
under this head. It is only Rs. 13 thousands. This amount is spread over 
as many as 300,000 documents. The hon. Member urged that only the 
aotual cost incurred in sending these documents by post may be collected. 
This matter is under my consideration. In course of time I hope it will be 
possible for me to issue definite instructions in regard to this matter. 1 may 
assure the hon. Member that the matter is engaging my attention and I shall 
give it all the consideration I can.” 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar —“In view of the sympathetic assurance 
of the hon. Minister I do not press my motion.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Rao Sahib R. Srinivasan —“ Sir I beg to move 

c that the allotment of Rs. 22,55,200 for Permanent Establishments be 
reduced by Rs. 100/ 

“ My object is to ask the Government to appoint honorary sub-registrars 
to a group of about 20 or 25 villages. In the rural parts several poor people 
borrow money from the money-lenders or their employers. Generally, the 
money-lenders or employers give a small sum of money and write a document 
for a larger sum on the scourity of their huts and cottages. They also get 
some of their friends as witnesses to sign the document. Since the men are 
illiterate, they do not discover the fraud, and in course of time they are un¬ 
able to repay the amount and as a consequence their huts or small oottages 
are taken away from them in payment of their debts. The men are quite 
ignorant and innocent and when the document is revealed in Court at last they 
are unable to do anything. 

<c In order to put an end to this difficulty last year I introduced a Bill 
entitled ‘ The Madras Illiterate Attestation Bill ’; but His Excellency the 
Governor-General could not see his way to assent to it. If for 20 or 
25 villages an honorary sub-registrar is appointed and if he is asked to 
go through all such documents and attest them after explaining to these 
poor ignorant people the contents of the* documents these difficulties would be 
put an end to. With this object in view I move the motion that stands in 
my name.” 

* The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar .— “ The object whioh my 
hon. Friend has in view was to some extent oovered by the observations made 
by my hon. Friend Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar and myself, namely, that more 
offices should be opened so that they may be within easy reach of all the 
people. I think that is the object of the hon. Member Mr. Srinivasan in 
asking us to appoint honorary sub-registrars. I do not know if he seriously 
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advises us to embark upon this soheme of systematically appointing honorary 
sub-registrars throughout the Presidency. The duties of a registering offioer 
are many and of a complicated nature. They do not begin or end with 
writing stereotyped endorsements on documents. They have to examine with 
great care the documents that are presented and find out whether they are in 
proper form, whether the* proper stamp duty has been paid and so on. If 
there is any mistake it will result in a good deal of correspondence with the 
parties. Great care has to be bestowed in seeing that there is no false persona¬ 
tion or other fraud. We are hearing so much about the defects of the present 
officers even when we have a paid agency which is fairly well paid. It is 
rather difficult to contemplate the consequences of having an honorary agency 
who are expected to work from morning till evening and yet receive nothing 
for all the tedious and responsible work they have to do. If my hon. Friend’s 
idea is that there are a good many people who are willing to do this work, 
I would just tell him that the Act as it stands makes ample provision for 
utilizing their services. Under section 6 of the Indian Registration Act the 
local Government may appoint such persons as honorary registrars and sub- 
registrars. If there are many people satisfying these qualifications and 
willing to take upon themselves these responsible and important duties, it will 
be time for the Government to consider the question. I hope my hon. Friend 
will withdraw this motion asking for the appointment of honorary registrars 
throughout the province.” 

* Rao Sahib R. Srinivasan :— cc I do not press it 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* The hon. the President “ Does the House propose to go on with the 
other motious on the agenda ? The demand is to be put to the vote at 4-45 
and there is very little time before us. (After a pause) I shall put the demand 
to the House.” 

The question that Government be granted a, sum not exceeding 26*4b 
lakhs under Demand V —Registration was put to the House and carried. 
The grant was made. 

DEMAND VI—IRRIGATION—CIVIL OFFICERS. 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ Sir, on the recommendation of 
His Exoellency the Governor I move 

‘ that Government be granted a mm not exceeding Its. 13*32 lakhs under 
Demand VI — Irrigation—Civil Officers’ 

* Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :—“ Sir, I beg to move 

‘ that the allotment of Rs. 13 27,200 for Minor Irrigation be reduced by 
Re. 100.’ 

“ I want todiscus8 the Minor Irrigation policy of the Government. 

“ Sir, although the hon. the Law Member has attracted our attention to 
big thundering schemes like the Mettur project and the Pykara soheme, 
I may tell the House that it is after all the small minor irrigation works, 
insignificant comparably though they are, that really benefit the poor ryots 
especially in districts like mine. At present, it is easy to convince anybody 
that the present method of Government’s management of minor irrigation 
works is characterized by a lack of system. Nobody knows whether it is the 
Public Works Department or the Revenue Department that is really 
concerned with a particular work. The ryot is sent from one place to another 
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as if from post to pillar with the result that he does not get the benefit he 
seeks. A very insignificant amount is allotted in the budget for the year 
1927-28. In one taluk in North Aroot district alone there are 350 minor 
irrigation works. For all the ten taluks you have to multiply the number by 
ten. So much for one district. For the whole Presidency you have to 
multiply the result by about 30. To repair and maintain all these a sum of 
10 lakhs has been provided. The cost of establishment, it will be found, comes 
to Hs. 2 lakhs: 1 think there is a working rule in the Public Works 
Department that the cost of works should be at least ten times the cost of 
establishment. Even according to this there should be a provision of Hs. 20 
lakhs at least for minor irrigation works. But we see that the provision 
comes to less than 10 lakhs. Again, in practice you will find that owing to 
the laok of any system even the sfiiall amount provided year after year is not 
fully utilized. 

“ But whose fault is it ? It is not that of the ryot. He never stated that 4-45 
he did not want water for irrigation. It is the mismanagement of Govern- p,m * 
ment. Mismanagement as regards minor irrigation works reached its 
culminating point on the day on which that grade of officer called the super¬ 
visor of the minor irrigation works was abolished. Even the small amount 
that is allotted to the department is not utilized to the best advantage. While 
the Government is very rigorous about the collection of taxes, it seems to be 
blind to another aspect of its duty, its obligations to the ryot. If it were 
alive to the sense of its duty to the ryot, the minor irrigation works would not 
be in the deplorable state in which you find them to-day. I may mention 
that in my own district, irrigation works serving or rather meant to serve 
thousands of acres have not been repaired for 25, 35, 50 and even 75 years. 

By means of questions and by means of correspondence we tried to make the 
Government take up these works. Government talk about kudimaramat. It 
is easy to talk about it when our villagers are disorganized and when corpo¬ 
rate life is almost extinct, thanks mostly to the policy of Government. You 
talk of kudimaramat at a time when it is too late at least by half a century. 
There are irrigation sources in North Arcot district which have been silted 
up to a height of about 18 or 22 feet. The biggest irrigation source in that 
district the Kaveripauk tank has got about 18 feet of silt. The tanks in the 
Cheyyar Aniout system—Vakkadai and Hissar tanks—have got silted to the 
extent of 20 feet. Of course, the Government has got the Executive Engi¬ 
neers’ Irrigation conferences. Recently I happened to attend one of these 
conferences. Only then, I was able to see what a farce it was. You see the 
supply channels are silted up and banks full of rank vegetation. The Govern¬ 
ment talks of kudimaramat and stops there. The irrigation sources are not 
attended to. When the time of jamabandi comes, we find there is no remis¬ 
sion of taxes. The hon. the Revenue Member is very strict. The rules also 
are very strict and exacting, and the officers are indifferent. 

“ There was one instanoe reoently whioh I am obliged to refer to on this 
oooasion. On some tank-bunds in the North Arcot district in Cheyyar divi¬ 
sion there were brick-kilns set up by ryots for domestic purposes. Those 
kilns were first heavily penalised. Recently in Cheyyar, some of them were 
confiscated by the Government. The Government has not only neglected its 
duty of repairing the irrigation source for more than half a oentury, but it has 
also penalised the ryots and confiscated some of the brick-kilns. Wien I 
brought this fact to the notice of the Collector, the usual reply was given'that 
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the aotion of the Revenue Divisional Officer was right. The hon. the Revenue 
Member is not going to give them any relief. He has entrenched himself 
safely behind many admirable Codes—the Famine Code and Board’s Stand¬ 
ing Orders and will not move in the matter. Apart from other considera¬ 
tions, even from the fjovernment’s selfish point of view it will pay the 
Government to keep these irrigation sources in good repair. For a year, or it 
may be for 5 or 10 years, you may exact from the poor ryot his dues by this 
oodc or by that section. You can flout the considered and unanimous opinion 
of this House regarding the grant of part-field remission at least in the 
famine-affected districts, for some time to come. You may have the confer¬ 
ence of Collectors in secrecy in the cool atmosphere of Ootacamund and you 
can say there that the unanimous resolution passed by the Council do not find 
favour with them. How long can this go on ? There will come a time when 
the ryot even after borrowing from the co-operative sooiety and the sowcar 
would be in such a position that there would he not even a drop of blood for 
the Government to draw from him. 

“ One other aspect and 1 am done. I believe there is the Famine Insui> 
ance Fund. I do not know w r hether there has been any occasion to draw 
upon this fund. The fund was started with a very good motive. But I ask 
what is the advantage of accumulating that fund if that cannot be drawn 
upon to start irrigation schemes for which plans are ready. If that could not 
be done I would rather ask that that fund be abolished. With these words 
I commend this motion to the acceptance of the House for being passed 
unanimously.” 

* Rao Bahadur K. Sitarama Reddiyar :— £c Sir, I do not wish to detain 
the House for more than a few seconds. The hon. the Revenue Member told 
us last year that he would try and get more allotment for this head. Looking 
at the budget, page 86, we find that the revised estimate was for Rs. 11,96,000 
while the estimate for the next year is only Rs. 10,68,000. It may be that 
the expenditure was not fully incurred or it may be that he was of opinion 
that there was no scope for spending it. I do not believe the latter. I 
suppose the whole expenditure was not incurred and probably the hon. the 
Finance Member took him to task for not spending the allotted amount and 
reduced the provision for the next year. I hope he will try and see that 
more allotments are made available for this head.” 

* Diwan Bahadur P. C. Lthirajulu Nayudu :— “ Mr. President, Sir, 
it need not be expressed that there is water scarcity everywhere. Irrigation 
sources are in a hopelessly neglected condition. Every year at the time of the 
general discussion of the budget, member after member have urged that more 
money should be allotted for this purpose, but I do not see that anything 
appreciable has been done in this direction. People in Guntur are very badly 
suffering from want of water even for drinking purposes. They have to go 
for about 8 or 10 miles to get water. What I urge is that more money should 
be spent every year for the purpose of keeping these tanks in good repair. 
Then only the condition of the irrigation tanks would improve, and the question 
of water-supply to a certain extent would be solved. I therefore request the 
hon. the Revenue Member who is in charge of this subject to view this question 
sympathetically and allot more money under this head. These tanks once 
serving the villagers not only for irrigation purposes but also for their domestio 
use and for cattle, are now found lying silted up, overgrown with vegetation 
and babul trees, and with their bunds broken up and smashed. What I urge 
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is that a programme be drawn up in oonsnltation with the Collectors of the 
district and the presidents of looal boards, and that annually a substantial 
amount, say, 50,000 or one lakh of rupees or thereabouts—not meagre sums 
of three or four thousands of rupees—be provided for to eaoh district so that 
the scarcity for water required for irrigation and other domestic purposes is 
gradually diminished” 

* Mr. A. Parasurama Rao :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I see that the amount’ 
allotted for minor irrigation works is Rs. 30 and odd lakhs. When this amount 
is allocated to different districts, it will come to Rs. 50,000 or so, and when it 
is further allotted to the several taluks it comes to nothing. Probably the 
amount may not be enough to repair even a tank or a portion of a tank which 
may require thorough repairs. If the Government want to have their 
revenue secured properly, one thing I would advise them to do is to attend to 
irrigation works nrst before other demands are attended to. Because, these 
tanks were repaired long, long ago. Oftentimes there had been only nominal 
repairs, repairs merely touching the bunds here and there, throwing some gravel 
on the tank bunds, making a show that the tanks have been repaired. It is a 
faot that cannot be controverted that many of these tanks have got silted up 
and most of the tanks do require substantial repairs. It is not desirable that 
we should close our eyes to what is going on around especially at a time when 
people are suffering from distress and famine and when they clearly see that 
there is absolutely no water and the seasons have not been favouring us at all. 
I would urge upon the consideration of the Government that larger sums 
ought to be made available for this purpose. 

“ Mr. President, Sir, you will see from the budget a sum of Rs. 5 lakhs 
has been allotted for establishment, but barely Rs. 13 lakhs are left for the 
irrigation works themselves. The tanks were formed long, long ago, most of 
them before the advent of the British and some before the advent of the 
Muhammadans in this oountrv. At the time when those tanks were formed 
the circumstances then existing were taken into consideration. Now, times 
have changed; rains are holding off; and we have fallen on bad times. 
Under these circumstances it is highly desirable that better provision ought to 
be made in order to sen that the ryots are provided with water. It is not a 
mere request. I would put it as a matter of contract, because the Govern¬ 
ment have undertaken to give water to the ryot. They have issued a patta 
and in the patta they have said that they are in duty bound to provide water 
beoause the lands are classed wet lands. If there is in it any default on the part 
of the Government and if proper precaution is not taken, I dare say that the 
ryots could not be compelled to pay the assessment. As for remissions, it is a 
matter within the sweet discretion of the local authorities. We know from 
experience that remissions are not at all granted even if there is severe famine 
or if water is available for overflooding. There is absolutely nothing 
upon which the ryot may claim remission when the tank dries up. It is a 
matter of contraot. Even if it is not a matter of contract, may I simply 
appeal to the Treasury Bench to see the justice I claim, and to see their way 
to allot a larger amount P ” 

*Thehon. the President :— <£ It being 5 o’olock, the Council will now 
adjourn and re-assemble at 11 o’clock to-morrow.”

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar :—" May I ask the hon. the Develop¬ 
ment Minister whether he is aware that the European commercial firn\ whioh 
supplies manure*,! don’t like to give its name here a does not supply the prope* 
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quality of manure and that therefore, apart from the prioes, it is very desir¬ 
able that the local firm takes over the manufacture. Will he consider this 
aspect of the question ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar :—“ I do not know about the 
aoouraoy of the statement made by the bon. Member.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar “ I am told that a particular firm, 
I do not want to give the name, supplies very inferior stuff to the ryots while 
it supplies better stuff to favoured customers like European planters for the 
same price ? ” 

The hon. the President :—“ I am afraid the hon. Member is furnishing 
information to the House and to the hon. the Development Mini8ter. ,, 

Mr. B. Nagan Gowda :— ,c May I know what is the kind of manure 
referred to here ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar “ .... Bone-meal 

manure, ^ir.” 

Mr. K. Nagan Gowda c# May I knew the price at whioh commercial 
firms sell these manures ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar :— <c About Es. 100 per ton.” 

Mr. B. Nagan Gowda : —“ Sir, in view of the fact that superphosphate is 
sold at Ks. 5—11—0 per ewt. is it not possible for Government to manufacture 
bone-meal at muoh less than Bs. 100 per ton ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar: —“I do not know. JBut, 
as I have already said, I think, it would be possible to manufacture 
manure more or less for the same price, if not for a cheaper price.” 

Mr. B. Nagan Gowda:— “ If so, Sir, regarding clause ( b ) the answer 
given is ‘ None so far \ Will the Government be now pleased to take any 
action in this matter? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar “ The particular society 
has passed a resolution resolving to wind up the business and at the 
same time there has been a resolution passed at the conference of 
mirasdars that the Government should come to its rescue. Personally, 
I do not like that it should disappear altogether. The matter is really 
under the consideration of Government. We are thinking whether it 
will Le possible to revive the business or to start another society to run 
it.” 

Mr. B-. Nagan Gowda :—“ Maj I ask whether the Department of 
Industries was in touch with the industrial society at Arasur when it was 
operating ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar Sir, the resolution 
passed at the conference of mirasdars generously concedes that this 
department has done its level best to help the concern in question. In 
spite of all that, it is in liquidation#” 

Mr. B. Nagan Gowda :—“ Sir, may I know whether it is due to any 
inherent defect that this company failed or is it due to mismanagement? ” 
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1 he hon. Mr, A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar “ It will be hard for me to 
go into the case of a private concern. It might have fared better if 
it had been managed properly. But, for one reason or other, it was not 
done.” 

Mr. 8. Arpudaswami Udayar: —“ In view of the importance of 
phosphatic manures and their suitability for the Tanjore district, may I ask 
the hon. Minister for Development to consider whether the Government 
have under consideration any scheme to run the business themselves for some 
time until it becomes prosperous and is in a position to be handed over 
to the Co-operative department, or some co-operative concern ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A, Ranganatha Mudaliyar ,c I think it is not for 
Government to interfere with the management of private concerns 
exoept by advice when it is asked for.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami “ Will the Government pay any subsidy to the 
sooiety so that it may work properly ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar : —” As I have already stated, 
it has been decided by the society that it should be wound up.’

The scheme was thereupon placed before the 
Finance Committee as a Part II scheme for 1927-28, but the 
Committee placed it under class IV and observed that past 
experience of these schemes did not inspire them with 
confidence and considered that the working of the existing 
sohools should be examined before further experiments are 
made. 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha “ May I enquire with reference to clause (6) why 
the Government decided that the schools should be under the management of 
the Agricultural department and why did not Government try, why local 
'board at least should not be allowed to try, this experiment P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar :— “I am very glad that my 
hon. Friend has referred to this matter. The Agricultural depart¬ 
ment came in only to help the management. As regards the other 
thing, it is under tne consideration of Government whether the district 
board should not be permitted to open such institutions.” 
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Mr. J. A. Saldanha : May I enquire on what principle and on what 
basis Government give aid to local boards for starting such institutions P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Ranganatha Mudaliyar “ That will be a matter for 
negotiation between the district board aod the Government.” 

Bao Bahadur 0. 8. Ratnasabapati Mudaliyar : May I know, with 
regard to answer (*), that past experience of these schemes did not inspire

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar That is the opinion of the 
Finance Committee.” 

Bao Bahadur C. S. Batnasabapati Mudaliyar May I know, Sir, 
whether the proposal to establish an agricultural school at Bhavani has 
developed ? ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar “ I do not know.” 

Mr. P. C. Venkatapati Rajo “ Will the hon. the Minister be pleased 
to state the amount of the grant wanted by the district board and the oost of 
the Government scheme P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar “ About Bs. 15,000.” 

Mr. B. Nagan Gowda :—“ The answer to clause ( a) of the question says 
that the matter is under the consideration of Government and the answer 
itself is dated 22nd February. Have the Government come to any decision 
since P ” 

The hon. Mr. A. Banganatha Mudaliyar :—‘ f I wish I could answer 
in the affirmative,, but it is really a matter which requires a little 
detailed consideration, and I hope the hon. Member will be indulgent 
if I take time to come to a conclusion.” °

Poverty certificates for girls attending secondary schools and colleges.

Mr. J. A. Saldanha '“ May I enquire on what ground the Finance 
Committee has arrived at the conclusion that the old concession should not 
be restored P ” 
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The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan Yes, Sir, the Finance Committee 11 
rightly came to that conclusion and it was also the opinion of the Gov- a<1 
ernment. The Government thought that the rich people ought to pay 
for the education of their children” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ It is not a question of the rich people paying, 
but it is a question of the poor people not paying. May I enquire, Sir, why 
in the case of poor people, but not the rioh, this concession should not have 
been given on the opinion formed by the headmasters and principals, as it is 
stated in the proceedings referred to, that the Director of Publio Instruction 
pointed out that the initial responsibility in regard to these certificates rested 
upon headmasters and managers of the schools concerned ? If the head¬ 
masters of the school are of opinion that the pupil is poor, why should the 
concession not be given ? ” 

Rao Bahadur C. 8. Ratnasabapati Mudaliyar :—“ Will the hon. the 
Minister be pleased to note that all poor classes are not given this conces¬ 
sion P It is only the poor people belonging to the backward communities 
that get the concession. What about the children of poor people belonging 
to non-backward communities P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Sdbbarayan : — “ That rule does not apply in the oase of 
girls, Sir/' 

Mr. Abdul IIameed Khan :—“ Does the hon. the Minister for Local Self- 
Government know that the certificate of poverty works great hardship on 
suoh of those poor students as deserve this concession P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I should like to have the matter enquired 
into before I can give an answer.” 


Proposal for treating untrained teachers of long service as trained. 

* 374 Q.—Mr. K. Abdul Hye Sahib : With reference to the answer to 
clauses (a), ( b ) and (c) of question No. 1779 regarding proposal for treating 
untrained teachers of 15 years’ service as trained, answered on the 24th 
March 1926, will the hon. the Minister for Education and Local Self-Govern¬

It will also be difficult to push on with the training 
of teachers at the pace required, as untrained teachers will evade 
training so long as they oan hope for the ooucession.

dated 21st February 1922, as modified by 
Notification No. 253 on page 397 of the same 
Gazette, dated 27th October 1925. A copy of the 
rules is placed in the Council Library. 

(c) & (d) Alterations in the rules relating to tho payment of grants 
have been made from time to time. If the hon. Member will 
specify the particular head of grant and the nature of the 
alteration he has in mind, the Government will endeavour to 
furnish the required particulars.- 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha rose and was referring to the printed answer for some 
time. 

The hon. the President :— <l I may inform the hon. Member that unless 
he has a supplementary question ready, he will not be justified in rising and 
making the House wait for him till he puts the supplementary question.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ I shall put it on the next question, Sir, as it is 
more relevant to that.”

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ What I want to know, Sir, is whether having 
regard to the fact that the amount provided for is not adequate, a larger 
provision would be made within the year. There has been a constant 
reduction of 20 per cent aud 30 per cent year after year. I want to know 
whether the Government is going to provide, at least this year, an adequate 
amount ? ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“The whole question of the system of 
elementary education is at present under consideration and I am not 
prepared to give an answer now on that question.”

The hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member is requested to put his 
supplementary question direct.**

Member think that by 
restoring these villages and making the village officers pay in the proprietary 
estates to bp paid by the proprietors, there will be savings to Government? ” 

The hon. Mr. N. E. Maejoribanks :—“ It will certainly be saving for 
Government, but I do not think that there is any likelihood of the 
proprietors undertaking to do so.” 

Mr. K. V. R. Swami :—“Were the village officers paid anything extra 
before the inams were enfranchised ? ” 

The hon. Mr. N E. Marjoribanks :—“ Before enfranchisement of the 
inams, Sir, they received miras or fees. What the exact amount was 
I oannot say.”

the Mettur Project . 

• 386 Q.—Mr. C. V. Yenkataramana Ayyangar : Will the hon. the 
Law Member, the. hon. the Member for Revenue and the hon. the Member 
for Finance be pleased to state— 

(a) whether the special officer sent to England for obtaining the 
tenders for machinery in connexion with the Mettur Project has submitted 
his final report; 

( b ) whether the Government have decided to publish that report before 
any action is taken on the same ; 

( c ) whether the Government have called for any tenders for the 
machinery in India and other countries besides England ; and 

(d) whether the road from Erode to Mettur is being repaired at a very 
high cost so as to make it fit for the carriage of heavy machinery ? 

A. —(tf) The final report has not yet been reoeived by Government. It 
is understood that the Special Officer has submitted it to 
the Chief Engineer who will no doubt send it on as soon as 
possible. 

(ft) No. 

( c ) It is assumed that the question refers only to the special concrete- 
placing machinery which constituted the subjeot of Mr. Roberts 1 
deputation to England. The fact that enquiries were being 
made for that particular olass of machinery was communicated 
to His Majesty’s Trade Commissioner in India who advertized 
the faot in India, and the High Commissioner for India was 
apprised of the fact and furnished Mr. Roberts with a list of 
firms specializing in such machinery the High Commissioner 
having under him a department specially organized for furnish¬ 
ing information and advice on suoh subjeots. These firms, 
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which included American and German concerns, were visited 
(through their branches or agencies in London) by Mr. Roberta 
who explained to them in detail what was required, and 
eventually obtained preliminary provisional tenders from a 
number of firms. Various designs of concrete-placing machi¬ 
nery have been examined by Mr. Roberts and it is understood 
that he will advise the adoption of a oertain type, for which 
he has received provisional tenders from two firms. If the 
Government after examination approve of the proposals, the 
High Commissioner for India will be asked to get a final 
quotation from the firm whose design has been approved. 

It will be realized that the ordinary process of calling for tenders 
at the outset was not possible in this case beoause it was only 
after a scrutiny of the various designs that the experts could 
decide which was most suitable, and until then a description of 
what was required could not be given in sufficient detail to 
enable firms to tender. In the case of all plant with the 
exception of the conorote-placing machinery, e.g., quarrying 
plant, crushers, electric power-house, etc., it is proposed to 
follow the plan of calling for tenders through the Stores 
Department or the High Commissioner. 

(i d ) The road from Erode to Mettur is intended to oarry heavy 
machiuery and is being made of a suitable standard. It is, 
for the greater part, being reconstructed and not merely 
repaired, and the cost, which is estimated at about 6 lakhs, 
includes provision for a 3-span bridge and a very large number 
of culverts. 

Mr. C. V. Venkaiaramana Ayyangar :—“ As regards (6), Sir, the 
Government say that they have not decided to publish the report. May 
I know whether it is because it has not yet been received, or whether Govern¬ 
ment have decided finally that even if it is received, it should not be 
published P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ It is only because we have 
not yet received it. When we receive it, having regard to the amount 
of interest that has been taken by the House, in all probability, we 
shall publish it, omitting certain particulars that may relate to the 
names of firms and all that kind of information/* 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar. —‘‘As regards olause (c), it is 
stated in the first sentence that this officer went to England on deputation 
only for the purpose of this concrete-placing machinery. May I take it, then, 
Sir, that he was sent to England from here only for tnat purpose and that he 
was not asked to look into any other machinery P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <c At one time there was an idea 
that he should examine the question of machinery in general. Finally, 
however, Government made up their 4 mind that he might confine his 
attention to this question of oonorete^plaoiug machinery. He, of course, 
spent his spare time in examining other types of maohinery, though 
not with a view to purchase, with a view to possible advice/’ 
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Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know when the 
deoision was arrived at. whether it was before he left India, or during his 
voyage or after his arrival in England P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Before he arrived in England, 
the deoision has been arrive 1 at and it was communicated to him.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar — u May I have, Sir, some idea 
as the price of this special concrete-placing machinery ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P Ramaswami Ayyar:—' u It maybe between Rs. 45 
and Rs. 50 lakbs.” 

Mr. 0 V* Venkataramana Ayyangar .— “ Each or as a whole ? 13 

The hon Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar —“ There is only one machine. 
The idea underlying the machine is this : There is a tower and there 
is a receptacle which communicates with machinery by whioh big 
plums of rook and cement are mixed together and there is another 
portion of the machine which transfers that mixture of cement and rook 
to tho particular place on the dam site where it is to be dumped. That 
is the concrete-placing machinery.” 

Mr 0 V. Venkataramana Ayyangar.— “IIa\e the Government any 
idea of the fi eight for this huge machinery ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“The present idea is that 
including freight, duty aud everything it will be R*. 45 to Rs. 50 
lakhs, as against the original estimate of Rs. 60 13 lakhs ” 

Mr. O. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar “ May I know, Sir, whether 
the Government have finally decided that no lime and marble should he 
used?” 

The hon Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“No, Sir, that decision has 
not been arrived at.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— <c So far as this special 
deputation and the report are concerned, has there been any other considera¬ 
tion regarding the deoision of this conorete question ? ” 

The hon Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“ The position as to that is 
this. While several dams, not comparable in size to the Mettur dam, 
have been constructed of late, it has been brought to our notioe that in 
most of the dams constructed very recently within the last seven or 
tight )ears in other countries, cement has been used Certain con¬ 
siderations, however, on the other side, have been urged both on the 
floor of this House and by various other agencies which have been 
taking a great deal of interest in this matter officially and unofficially. 
The whole question therefore of cement versus lime is to he given 
careful consideration and scrutiny by the Government. Government 
will have to make up their mind, and if they think oement is prefer¬ 
able, thpy will adopt cement, and in that case, this particular machinery 
will he useful. If they do not think so, then they will have to 
consider what other apparatus will be necessary.” 

Mr, C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : —“ In view, Sir, of a number of 
questions being raised at the time of the budget and probability of these 
^questions not being discussed for want of time, all congratulations to the 
ton. the Law Member—may we know . . 
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The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : —“I *as not aware, Sir, that 
I was entitled to those congratulations; but my hon. Friend knows 
more than I do.” 

Mr. 0. V. Vbnkataramana Ayyangar : I want to know, Sir, 

whether the Government can kinily give us some time to discuss this 
question in this House apart from the consideration of the question at the 
time of the budget discussion, itself—I mean this question of concrete versus 
lime.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I do not follow it. The 
question has been raised in the form of certain token cuts, and I think 
also regarding the complete deletion of the money for this project. 
I suppose, however, that the project will go on. Bat whatever that 
may be, it appears to me that if hon. Members desire discussion on 
that matter, a discussion can easily be facilitated. I, for one, will 
place absolutely no obstacle in the way of a full discussion on that 
matter at Budget time. I do not see, apart from Budget time, how 
and where the discussion can arise, because the Counoil does not meet 
till July or August next. ” 

The hon. the President I do not see how the question whether a 
debate can be arranged can arise out of the answers given to this question. 
It is a matter on which, if there is no objection on the part of either the hon. 
Member or the hon. Member in charge of the portfolio, they can easily talk 
over and arrange between themselves.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I beg your pardon, Sir, 
but I do not want to foresee the course of business. 1 was asked w'hether 
having regard to the possibility of a Budget debate on this question 
not being reached . . .” 

The hon. the President :—“ I have ruled that such supplemental ques¬ 
tions are not in order.” 

Mr. C. V. A enkataramana Ayyangar :— u May I know, Sir, whether 
this speoial officer got tenders only from two firms, and if so, to what coun¬ 
tries these firms belong ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <s One firm certainly is a 
Biitish firm. I do not know anything about the other firm. But it 
will appear from the answer that preliminary tenders w^ere obtained 
from a number of firms including English, American and German 
firms. ” 

Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Avyangar :— “From the last line in the 
first paragraph, Sir, is it to be understood that only one firm’s quotation has 
been approved ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P, Ramaswami Ayyar :— Cl The preliminary report of 
Mr. Roberts advocates that But that question has not yet received 
the consideration of Government, nor have they come to any decision 
on that matter. ” 

Mr. C. V. Venkatauamana Ayyangar <—“ May I ask whether in view 
of what has been stated, after the decision is arrived at as to the conerete- 
plaoing machinery, is it not the intention of Government to ask the.JEIigh 
Commissioner to arrange only with one firm, and his deoision will be final? ” 
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The bon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ If we agree with the propo¬ 
sals of Mr. ‘Roberts. That is entii’ely a matter for oDnsi'leration. ” 

Rao Bahadur C. S. Ratnasabapati Mudaliyar :—“ May I know 
whether the concrete-placing machinery which would cost about Rs. 45 lakhs, 
can be utilized for any other purpose after the Mettur dam is constructed? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I suppose the dam is expected 
to take about three years for actual execution. If we got the machine and 
if the decision is in favour of getting it, it will be got about September 
or October this year and the work will be started and it will be three 
years before the preliminary work will be completed and within that 
period, I take it that the Irrigation Member who succeeds me, or the 
Irrigation Minister, as the case may be, will have other programmes of 
irrigation and as to the construction of other dams and this machinery 
may be utilized for that purpose. ” 

Rao Bahadur 0. 8. Ratnasabapati Mudaliyar: —“May I know 
whether this machine which will be a second-hand one after use in Mettur 
will commit us to the construction of any other scheme by Government 
saying ' after having purchased this machine at 45 lakhs, it should not be 
sold and that it should be utilized for this scheme or that’ ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyaii :—“ The hon. Member from 
Coimbatore is not apparently serious and I do not propose to answer 
this question.”

MOTIONS ON THE BUDGET FOR 1927-28. 

DEMAND VI—IKRIGATTON— CIVIL OFFICERS— COflt. 

* The hon. the President ;—“The Council will now resume the debate 
on the motion of Mr. Adinarayana Chettiyar for the redaction of tho 
allotment of Rs. 13.27,iOO for Minor Irrigation by Rs. 100.” 

K Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I endorse every 
remark that fell from the lips of some of the speakers regarding the qnostion 
of the inadequacy of the allotment under this head. It seems tome, Sir, 
that the Government have so far forgotten their duty in respect of putting 
in order these minor irrigation works, with a view to make them subserve 
the needs of the people. It is a matter of common knowledge that, in this 
Presidency thero are as many as 30,000 tanks, not to *peak of the several 
supply channels. Though the actual allotment under this head comes to 13* 32 
lakhs, the establishment charges come to a little over 2*30 lakhs, leaving only 
about 1<’ Jakhs and odd for maintenance and repairs. Distributing this amount 
over 26 districts, each district cannot hope to get on an average more than 
about Rs- 30,000 or Rs 40,000. And so far as our district of South Arcot is 
concerned, there are a large number of irrigation tanks, over 2,0(i0, and if 
this figure is to he accepted as substantially correct, as representing the inten¬ 
tions of the Government and as showing the extent to which the Government 
are prepared to go to the rescue of these ryots, it only works out on an 
average to about Its. 4^ a tonk. It seems to me, Sir, that the time has come 
for the Government to frame a mote, vigorous and satisfactory policy in this 
matter, The allotment is really poor, and we all know, as a matter of fact, 
that most, of these irrigation tanks do not now serve the objeot in view by 
reason of some of them remaining silted up and also overgrown with 
prickly pear and other growth. I know for a fact and I also see from the 
representations of some of the ryots in my district that for many years past, 
some' of these tanks have been entirely negleoted by tho Revenue Department. 
I understand that the Rovorme Department has recently been busy in asking 
the people to carry on kudimaramat, moro to cover their neglect of this 
work for very many years. The Government must realize their paramount 
duty not only to maintain but to keep in good order a very large number of 
works. I know for a fact that these minor irrigation works are mainly 
intended to irrigato an area of about 250 acres which could be commanded 
by one tank. 1 know for a faot that on account of tho failure of north-eist 
monsoon most of these tanks failed to reoeive the supply of water whioh they 
have been aocustomed to receive with the result that it threw upon the ryots tho 
extra burden of spending a large amount of money in order to get tho necessary 
supply by means of baling. It is nobody’s oase that the land irrigated by 
these minor irrigation works are revenue free or that there is any consider¬ 
able or substantial reduction of any revenue. The lands still commanded 
by these tanks are also compelled to pay much the same amount of revenue

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though, doubtless, in a few oases, by reason of their being plaoed in clause 
8 or 4 as the case may b8, they arc liable to pay a small amount. The 
Government have no justification in allowing the whole of their time and 
energy being concentrated upon major works neglecting these minor irri¬ 
gation schemes. So far as these schemes are concerned, in my humble 
opinion, there ought to be some kind of general survey as well. Moreover, 
when small sums are allotted or assigned to particular districts, not un¬ 
naturally the Collectors feel that because of the small allotment no useful 
purpose would be served by their sending up more estimates or making 
more efforts in this direction. Unless there is the possibility of their requests 
being carefully and sympathetically vipwod, it is too muoh to expect these 
officers to fight the Government and go before them with large schemes in 
respect of a large number of minor irrigation works which are likely to 
commit the Government to a large extent. Therefore, it is up to the 
Government to come forward with a bold and forward policy and spend a 
large amount of money wherever a large number of works are to be restored 
to their former condition. It is necessary to restore them to their former 
condition with a view to serve the objects for which they wore primarily 
intended. Once more, before I resume my seat, I would like to emphasize 
the necessity of the Government paying greater attention to this subject 
than before.” 

Mr. J. Kup’puswami :— tl Mr. President, T have given notice of a similar 
motion, with a view to discuss the need for more expenditure on the repair 
and construction of minor irrigation sources. The amount that has been 
hitherto spent on those minor irrigation works is not at all sufficient for the 
pressing needs of the ryots of ray district. In preparing estimates before¬ 
hand, the Revenue authorities are not taking proper stops to satisfy the needs 
of the ryots under tanks in the outlying parts of the district. The estimates 
are not properly scrutinized and the sum that has been spent is not at all 
sufficient. I would therefore urge that special consideration ought to be shown 
in the matter of grants to minor irrigation. I need not emphasize the 
importance of minor irrigation and the large help that its improvement 
would render in the matter of the amelioration of the lot of ryots uuder 
minor irrigation tanks. With these few words, I support the motioij ” 

* Mr. Chavadi K. Subuatimanya Pillai :—Mr. President, Sir, I sup- n-4fr 
port the motion of my horn Friend Mr. Adinarayana Oi ettiyar. My object a m * 
of supporting the motion is this. 

4C I do not know how it is in other districts ; hut in Tinneveily district, the 
practice is very usual of levying contributions from the ryots interested to 
meet the oost of repairs to the minor irrigation tanks. Contributions of 
one-fourth, one-third, and sometimes even one-half of the oost of repairs has 
boen demanded by the Revenue authorities. The Revenue officials are not 
unaware of the objeotionable nature of this levy. They therefore tako 
consent statements from the ryots, sometimes as offers of voluntary contribu¬ 
tions. Petitions for urgent repairs result in an official enquiry whether the 
petitioners are willing to contribute towards the oost of repairs. The lesson 
that is enforced is that the petitions of only those who are willing to 
contribute will be attended to. The tanks of thoao who contribute aie taken 
up first for repairs. Those who are unable or unwilling to contribute have 
to wait and wait and their turn will never reach. The wet ayacuts served 
by all theso minor irrigation tanks pay substantial and sometimes heavy 
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assessments. The Government are in duty bound to keep the Irrigation 
sources i n gool repairs. Thoy shirk and evade this duty and virtually 
enhance the assessments by insisting upon these so-called voluntary 
contributions. The practice of these oontiibutions is odious and highly 
objectionable. The Government not only neglect their duty but penalise 
the very rsots whom they h^ve injured by sush negleofc. This matter 
is really very serious aud I dr> not know how far tho Government are 
aware of the prevalence of this odious system ot lovying contributions. 
I hope that strict instructions will bo issued to the District Offioers to 
make a rcpoit as to tho extent to which this system of levying contributions 
has boon prevalent an 1 wherever this practice has prevailed, the D'striot 
Officers .vill be asked to stop it end to insist upon their subordinates to make 
estimates of all tho repairs every year, so tha* the repairs may bo carried out 
by the Government at Government expense.” 

* Mr tl. N. Muthuranga Mudauva'i '“ Mr. President. Sir, l rise to 

support tl»is motion because I have also given notice of a similar motion jub< 
to draw the attention of the Government 1o tho very inadequite irrigation 
facilities that are found in my district. From the records I find there are 
two irrigation sources, the Palar Aniout system and the Chembarambakkam 
tans. Sit, recently I find that tho Oommissioner of the Corpoiation in his 
anxiety to find a source of water for the City of Madras. . . . ” 

* Tho bon. tho President: —Tho hon. Member may be pleased to note 
that minor irrigation is in charge of the hon the Revenue Member and 
major inigation in charge of the hon. the Law Member. This demand 
concerns minor irrigation alore and the reply has to he given by the hon. the 
Revenue Member I think it will be moro convenient to the House if 
remarks regarding major works such as the lied Hills reservoir and the like 
are reserve i for discussion on the major irrigation works. * 

* The hon. Sii (J. P. Ramaswami Ayyak As a matter of fact, very 
early in the next demand tho matter is to be dealt with.” 

* Mr C. N. Muthtjranga Mudaliyar :— “I never intended to refer to 
the Red Hills bub I simply brought that in as an analogy. However, 1 
shall proceod. I wish to say that the Chembarambakkam tank is almost dry. 
The tank is full only once in, say, four ur five yea is Also, Sir, the Palar 
Aniout system, where 1 havo not found water for the past ton years, is a poor 
irrigation source The Tank Restoration Society, I do not know if they 
are functioning in my district also (A voice : 4 Nowhere’). My hon. Friend 
says 4 ir w! ere 5 I do not know that. In my district, I do not think the Tank 
Restoration Society is doing an* work at all The district consists of many 
small inigation tanks always devoid of water but when abnormal rain sets in 
in any particular year many of tho tanks out away and even toon, the rvots 
are depiivcd of the water that they are otherwise eutitled to. So I simply 
want to draw the attention of tho Government to take some little interest at 
least in the irrigation works of my district, peculiar as its conditions are.” 

* Kao Sahib S. Kllafpa Oiettivar : —Mr. Prcsi lent, Sir, T beg to support 
the motion. It is a well-known fact that the district of Salem is badly in 
need of irrigation facilities. Tho area of the district is larger than some of 
the districts in the Presidency and there are a number of rivers which can bo 
taped and plenty of waste lands are available for converting into tanks. 
With all these facilities, tho district can boast of only very few small tanks. 
X do not know why this district has been neglected even in this respeot as 
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has been neglected in all other respeots. 1 now draw the attention of the 
Government that immediate steps should he taken to investigate into this 
matter and more irrigation works should be started. Now coming to the 
existing tanks, most of them are entirely neglected, silted up, grown with 
vegetation, and bunds broken. This is really a sad affair to look at. I 
suppose these tanks are intended both for irrigation purposes and for helping 
the villages to improve drinking water-supply. If they are left out without 
being well attended to, I am afraid they may not serve a useful purpose. If 
they are kept in good condition and water is made to stop for some months in 
the year the water scarcity which is now existing would have been relieved 
to some extent. Instead of spending crores and crores on one projeot and 
for the benefit of one district, a programme may be drawn up for ten years or 
so and, about a lakh of rupees per year for each district is provided for these 
minor irrigation works, I hope the whole Presidency within 10 or 20 years 
will become more useful and more fertile than it is now. By this process 
the ryot population who is paying the major portion of the revenue of this 
Province will be benefited both for getting water for irrigation and for 
drinking purposes. I hope the lion, the Revenue Member will consider my 
suggestion and try to improve the minor irrigation works in future at least. 
I know that if the number of tanka is increased the cost of maintaining them 
would increase. But the extra recurring expenditure may be well met out 
of the revenue which will be conespondingly increased. So the Government 
will not be put to any additional expenditure but at the same time this pro¬ 
gramme of works will go very much to improve the economic condition of the 
ryot population. With these words, I support the motion.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Mr. Piesident, Sir, I am afraid Government 
does not realise, as it ought to do, the importance of minor irrigation works. 
Otherwise they would have surely, instead of dooieasing the allotment this 
year, increased it. I find it stands at 13 lakhs this year, whereas in the 
previous year it was 19 lakhs and in 1923-24, it was 21 lakhs, if my memory 
serves me right. In any case, we are on the decreasing line. There was a 
time when 1 believe the question of the irrigation of wells was drawn atten¬ 
tion to by such an eminent man as Sir Alfred Chatterton. In 1912 he drew 
the attention of the Government to the importance of irrigation of wells an 
Government spending more monoy than they weie doing. He also pointed 
out that in the Statistical Atlas of India the total irrigated area was said to 
be 28 million acres of which ten million acres or more than one-third were 
entirely dependent upon water from wells and so on. That proportion still 
stands, Sir, and I would request Government to pay more attention to this 
subject than till now. On the West Coast for the last 1(0 years, 1 do not 
thick Government have practically spent a single pie even in restoring old 
tanks and old reseivoirs built by former chiefs. There is absolutely no allot¬ 
ment for this purpose for South Kanara, while Government thinks that we 
are very leniently treated in the matter of the levy of assessment. That 
statement I shall disprove at a later stage. But, for the present, 
I would urge that minor irrigation works be started in South Kanara 
and Malabar by enclosing the large number of gorges between hills. 
This can be done as is shown in the evidence before the Irrigation 
Commission by very small embankments which will net cost much. There 
are great facilities in South Kanara and West Coast for this purpose 
We Save got deep hollowB between two or three hills with a small narrow

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passage in the middle whioh oan be dosed by bunds or embankments at a 
small cost and thereby a large area could be provided with water. Besides, 
in South Kanara we see a large number of embankments by villagers, but 
new embankments oannot he ereoted without the change of law. Unfortu¬ 
nately for us, the amendment which I had brought to enable Government 
or the Collector to give permission to the villagers to build embankments 
have been knocked on the head because the Irrigation Bill has gone, I do 
not know whereto. (Laughter.) If that enactment had been passed into 
law by this time it would enable Government to give permission to the em¬ 
bankments being built. But 1 hope Government will at least take up this 
question at an early date by passing a smaller Bill, I am afraid that the big 
Bill which the hon. the Law Member will bring will never have a chance 
of being passed.” 

* Mr. R. Nagan Gowda :—“ In discussing the policy of the Government 
with regard to minor irrigation, I want to suggest this that at present only 
the surface water is used by these minor irrigation facilities by means of 
reservoirs and tanks. I want to suggest that there is another large supply 
of water in the sub-soil that could also be used for irrigation purposes. 

“ I want to suggest this bncause in some parts of the Ceded Distriots minor 
irrigation works such as tanks, reservoirs and canals are impossible. Only 
wells are possible. Even this year, Sir, when the rainfall has been very 
small, one could find water here and there in small wells that oan support 
and are supporting small areas of land to grow vegetables and other garden 
orops. 

12 u But these wells, Sir, are not efficient at present. With the primitive 
noon methods of digging wells, we can go down only some 40 or 50 or 80 feet. 
But the water accumulated at this level is not very much. The wells usually 
beoome dry by the time the hot weather sets in. 

(i But there are now improved methods by whioh water 200 feet beneath 
the surface oan be tapped. I notice the hon. the Minister for Development 
in his reply to the Royal Commission on Agriculture stated that in this dry 
areas they ought to have deep tube wells and bore wells pumped by engines 
which can be taken care of by the Government mechanics. They could have 
ten, fifteen or more wells at a place and an engineer appointed to take care of 
them. Under a scheme like that, well irrigation could possibly with great 
advantage both to the Government and to the people be included under 
minor irrigation. ,, 

* Mr. K. Koti Reddi :—“ Mr. President, Sir, this is one of the items 
on which there haB been year in and year out any amount of criticism which 
has had no effect on the hon. the Revenue Member. Sir, it is rather a bit 
confusing that minor works have been divided into two classes, those that 
are managed by the Revenue Department and those that are managed by 
the Public Works Department, and as suoh we really have not an idea as to 
the importance these minor works play in the irrigation of this Presidency. 
Sir, with regard to the revenue that \ye derive from the minor works, i.o., 
works that are classed as works for whioh no capital or revenue aocount is 
kept, it is as muoh as, I think it is even a bit more than, what we really get 
from the works for whioh capital and revenue aooounts are kept. On page 
138 of the Administration Report for 1925, it is made dear that the revenue 
we get from irrigation works for which no capital and revenue accounts are 
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kept is Rs. 99 and odd lakhs, whereas from the other works it is about Rs. 91 
and odd lakhs, and the number of acres that are irrigated under the former 
come to more than 3 million, so the same being the number of acres irrigated 
under the other productive works. That shows the amount of importance 
that the Government ought to attach to them, i.e., minor works in this 
Presidency. When we exclude the amount of money allotted for establish¬ 
ment, the amount of money provided for the maintenance and repairs of 
these works is really too small. Wherever you go into the villages at least 
into the villages of the district from whioh I come from, there is a complaint 
that the Government praotically neglect the minor irrigation works. These 
works are works on whioh Government have spent very little in the shape 
of capital for their construction the Government are really only trying 
to maintain those works whioh are already established by previous rulers, 
and they are deriving a large amount of income from them, and, as 
I said, as much income as on big irrigation works, on whioh they have 
spent large sums of money in the shape of oapital. We should realize 
that these irrigation works, particularly minor irrigation works, are intended 
not only for supplying the irrigational needs of the people but also for 
serving a very important purpose which is as much vital as irrigation 
to the people, namely, for conserving the water for drinking not only 
for cattle but also for human beings in most places. Besides, you are aware 
that in some of those dry tracts, a good deal of irrigation is being done 
under wells, and we know from the statistics that the number of aores 
irrigated under wells comes to nearly one-third of the total area irrigated, 
and a good many of these wells are dependent for their supply on the con¬ 
servation of water iu the small tanks near by. As such, 1 think any amount 
of money that may be spent not only for the maintenance and repair of 
these tanks but also in constructing new works is money that is never 
wasted by the Government. Although we find some provision has been 
made for maintenance and repairs, eto., very little provision has been made 
for new works, particularly for minor irrigation works. I find only a small 
sum of Rs* 50,000 for new works. Do the Government mean that there is 
really no need for constructing any more new works in the villages ? Every¬ 
where the complaint is that if a littlo amount of money is spent, they oould 
have a small reservoir which will be very useful. Yet, this year, in a year 
when there is groat soaroity for water and when people are suffering from 
famine conditions, and when we expeot that some adequate provision will be 
made for new construction under minor irrigation, what is the provision 
made ? It is only Rs. 55,<)00, if I am not mistaken, and what fraotion of it 
the Collectors and others are going to allot out oi this for giving employment 
to labourers, eto., I oannofc say. M 

* Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi :— iC Mr. President, Sir, I support this 
motion to discuss the inadequate provision made for the minor irrigation 
works. A very small provision has been made in the budget under disous- 
sion, and this has also been pointed out by me during the general discussion 
on the budget. I now go to show oertain examples in connexion with 
minor works whioh substantially go to prove that Government have not 
taken any interest iu improving these works at all. In my district, there 
are several tanks that are peculiarly situated and most of them have been 
existing there for a very long time. Especially in the dry taluks, a number 
of tanks have been in disuse on account of either a breaoh or some other 
want of repair. In the Rapur taluk, there is a tank oalled Chittatar Ravi 
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tank which is not in use on account of a breach that has taken plaoe nearly 
seven or eight years ago. All these years it has not been repaired, and 
when the ryots wanted to repair it and even when they offered half the con¬ 
tribution for the repair of the tank, the Government refused to do anything. 
After all, the estimate for repairs does not oome to Es. 8,000, and when the 
ryot* are prepared to give Rs. 1,000 the Government are not prepared to 
give the remaining amount; on the other hand, the unkindest out of all is 
that the Government have said that thoy will neither repair the lank nor 
would they allow the ryots to repair it. This is an example which goes to 
prove the lack of interest the Government is showing towards the interests 
of the ryots. There are several other tanks, for instance, the tank at 
Devaravemur, which has been in disrepair for fifty years, and all these years 
the ryots have been obliged to raise some dry crops, and they had not the 
advantage of having wet crops. Now, a question may bo asked by the 
hon* the Keveuue Member, as to why all these years the ryots have not been 
agitating for suoh a thing. The reasons that all these years the cost of 
paddy has not been so much as it is now. Ten years ago, the cost of 
paddy was only half of what it is now. So, it is, that the interest of the 
ryots in raising wet crops has increased, and consequently their interest in 
repairing the tank also has increased. However, their ory for the repair of 
these tanks has been a cry in the wilderness. The Forest Department also 
has in some places come to encroach on these tanks. They have encroached 
on some tanks and brought them within the reserve forest areas there. 
Consequently, the ryots of the adjoining places have been denied the privilege 
of having the water of that particular tank. There are also some other 
tanks whioh are badly in need of a proper supply of water. Some tanks are 
placed in such an advantageous position that if the jungle steams are diverted 
into them they would have a supply. There are some tanks which have to 
be taken particular care of. Therefore, I am just suggesting that a five 
year or ten-year programme may be drawn up especially for the repair of 
these tanks in my district whero the tanks exist in a vory bad condition. 
They have only to bo repaired. No new tanks have to bo constructed. 
Therefore, this work of repairing alone may be done with advantage to the 
ryot as well as to the Government.” 

* Mr. K. Kbishnan :—Mr. President, I entirely agree with my hon. 
Friend Mr. Saldhana when he said that Malabar has been noglectcd in the 
matter of irrigation, it may be said that we have plenty of rainfall and as 
suoh no irrigation works are necessary. But it should not be forgotten 
that all tho water we got in the shape of rain rushes into the sea in about two 
days ot their fall. There is hardly anything left for conserving for agricul¬ 
tural purposes. The chief difficulty we labour under is want of rain at the 
seasonal time. Just when we want to sow the seed, wo do not get rain, or 
there is no rain water available when seedlings sprout up. I am sure there 
are very many places where minor irrigation works could be taken up with 
advantage. In my own place, close to the town of Tollicherry, at the place 
called Kudunoheri I know that plans and estimates for certain works nave 
been prepared by Government about six or seven years ago. Later nothing 
was heard about it. I do not koow at what stage the matter is. I hope that 
Government will take into consideration the difficult situation in whioh the 
Malabar ryots are placed and try to help them by taking up some minor 
irrigation works so that the people may tide over the difficulty for want of 
water at the proper season.” 
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*Mr C. ObiReddi: —“ Mr. President, Sir, from the pages of the Ad- 
ministration Report for the Madras Presidency for the year 1925-28, I find 
that somewhere about 7,412,0 JO acres of laud are olassifM as coming under 
wet irrigation. But out of these, somewhere about 3,800,000 acres are served 
by a system of irrigation classified under minor irrigation. But when we come 
to see the allotment of money for the minor irrigation works, it is a paltry 
sum of Rs. 13 lakhs and odd, out of whioh JRs. 2 lakhs and odd is for the 
maintenance’of staff, and thus only a sum of Rs, 10 lakhs and odd is reserved 
for the purpose of the maintenance of these works. 

“ Sir, when about 52 to 54 per cent of the irrigated area is served by the 12 -16 
minor irrigation works, it is really very hard to see that only 1 3 lakhs has P* m - 
been allotted for this purpose. If one turns to the budget demand for the 
year 1926-27, the demand for minor irrigation was Rs. 1,43,15,000, and 
this year it is only Rs. 13,27,200. That is, there is a sum of Rs. 1,04,000 
less than what it was in the previous year. This is a very unsatisfactory 
state of things. If this sum of 13 lakhs available for the maintenance of 
minor irrigation works is to be divided among the 26 districts of this Presi¬ 
dency the quota each taluk of the Presidency will get, will not be more than 
Rs. 4,000. 

“ Again, Sir, when the question of appropriation of this amount for tbo 
maintenance of minor irrigation works comes into operation, Government 
must see not to an equal distribution of the amount between the several 
districts but to an equitable distribution commensurate with the needs of each 
district. The district of Anantapur, a dry district—not in tbo sense of the 
Excise department—boasted of about 2,500 tanks, big and small. If you 
just look into the statistical atlases of the period ending with 1913, you will 
find there were only 1,323 tanks, of whioh as many as 76 had fallen into 
disrepair and ruin. Again, coming down ten years later, in tho deoennium 
ending with the year 1923, there were only 1,179 tanks of whioh 13 were in 
disrepair. Thus within a period of ten years, as many as 144 tanks got out 
of use. That is to say, the ryots have been denied the benefit of these 
144 tanks. But what is the condition of the tanks that are now supposed to 
he useful to the ryots ? Many of them are silted up, and many are leaky. 

And in this connexion, I want just to draw the attention of Government to 
the recommendations of the Coded Districts Irrigation Committeo, whioh was 
presided over by no less a gentleman than the hon. the third Minister, an 
expert in tho Engineering department. The committee said, ‘ We reoommend 
that larger maintenance grants must be given for the minor irrigation works* 
and this is what they say as regards spring ohannels, c We reoommend 
that instructions he issued to the officers concerned that the rules about 
kudimaramat should be liberally interpreted and in the oase of large works 
whioh are beyond the means of the ryots to execute, tho Government must 
undertake to exeoute them/ These are the recommendations made by the 
Irrigation Committee. In view of tho fact that there are as many as 
1,179 tanks injihe district, a larger sum than what was hitherto allotted 
should he allotted to the district of Anantapur. It is not an equal distri¬ 
bution that I ask for but an equitable distribution. This is a district which 
is dry and it must he the intention of the Government to make it a little bit 
wet, wet not in the sense of exoise, but in the sense of improving the 
irrigation facilities.” 
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* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ After the speeohes of two of my hon. 
Friends, Mr. Krishnan and Mr Saldanha, the oase of Malabar needs no 
farther speeohes at all and I would not have risen but for the fact that 
Malabar is neglected in the matter of irrigation and that a little too muoh 
of hammering will not be out of place. > Malabar is a district. Sir, which 
suffers a little too much from good reputation. It has no famine, orops 
never fail there, there is no drought, no seasonal difficulties, and according 
to some enactments of the Government and rules framed thereunder, 1 mean 
the Survey and Boundaries Aot. waste lands are as good as dry lands 
and dry lands as good as wet lands. But this picture that is drawn of 
Malabar, tho paradise which it is made to appear to be, is certainly not what 
the people of Malabar experience it to bo. For we see, as a matter of faot, 
many people from Malabar serving as and occupying the wretohed position 
of menials in the households and restaurants of Madras rather than 
remaining in that blissful paradise. The faot is that at one time we had 
no such difficulty. We had rains in time and there was no trouble 
either from drought or failure of crops. But for some years past, the 
rains are most irregular; we do not get rain in time, and when it comes 
it never rains but it pours That is the position we find ourselves in for 
some time past. The Government might spend some portion of the amount 
of Bs. 35 lakhs that thoy collect from us, as land revenue upon some minor 
irrigation works in Malabar. There are taluks like Ponnani, Walluvanad 
and Palghat which repeatedly suffer from absence of rainfall. Some 
schemes have been proposed by Government, but none has fructified so far. 
We have suffered from drought this year. Our cries are as ories in the 
wilderness. If only Government will spend some portion of tho money 
they collect from Malabar upon irrigation works, to conserve and preserve 
the water that falls into it in abundanoo the condition of Malabar will be 
very much improved.” 

* Mr. L. K. Tulasiram " Mr. President, if [ rise to speak on this 
subject, it is in oonnoxion with the improvement and restoration of the 
tanks in the Madura diBtriot. It is well-known that the Periyar has been 
designed to irrigate only 130,000 aores. Now the actual number of aores 
under the Periyar system of irrigation is 112,000 and odd.” 

* The hon. the President “ The hon. Member is referring to major 
wotks. I wish to know from the hon. tho Kevenue Member whether the 
Periyar works do oome under minor works.” 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : —'‘No, Sir.” 

* The hon. the President:—" The hon Member will confine himself to 
minor works.” 

* Mr. L. K. Tulasiram " Now, speaking about the minor irrigation 
tanks whioh depend on the Periyar for their supply, the Government have 
been doing away with all tho smaller tanks. These minor tanks have been 
tnrned into fields and given to the cultivators. It is really felt that the 
small tanks in the Madura district should be kept intact, so that in times of 
■caroity like the present year they may bs supplied with water and the 
people may not be put to the necessity of depending on major works. The 
polio^ of the Government was to assign these minor tanks in the Madura 
distriot, to ex-servioe men. In order to satisfy their olaims, a lot of famfe a of 
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very small dimensions have been made over to ex-military men. I only 
request that this policy of handing over lands covered by theso tanks be 
•topped and the tanks be restored to their original condition/* 

* Mr. G. Harisarvottama Bao :—“Mr. President, Sir, as I stand to 
support this motion, I remember an old story. There was a man, a poor 
man like me, and he went to a miser and asked him how he should use ghee. 

The miser said, * Sniff at it, you shall be satisfied/ He was not satisfied 
with the answer and so he went to a second man, and he said, ‘ Look at it, 
and you will be satisfied/ The Ceded districts are in a similar situation. 
Grand projeots are in the air, they have not fructified and there is not muoh 
ohanoe of their fructification. Small schemes are held up in the name of 
grander sohemes, and when we come to minor irrigation works, we are told 
very seriously that tanks do not deserve any consideration because it is 
impossible to make any headway with the repair of tanks. My distriot is, in 
part, a district of tanks, my district is, in part, a distriot of wells. Unless 
the Government is prepared to consider seriously the question of tanks and 
wells and carry out the necessary improvements to them, I am afraid we 
shall ever be in the position of that poor man who went for advice to lhe 
miser. The Governmont have been behaving towards us in the most miserly 
fashion. I know poor people are told that they deserve to go to the wall. 

That is the law of the world. But if the Government think that that should 
be the law that should apply to us in the Ceded districts we may as well be 
relieved of being under a rule that thinks of us in that fashion. If the 
Government contend that we are under their rule and if they contend that our 
contentment is their outlook I shall particularly be glad if there is a state¬ 
ment made on the floor of this House as to what their attitude is towards 
minor irrigation schemes in my district, and tho Ceded districts as a whole. 
Whenever tho question is raised as to tank restoration schemes, very poor 
replies are given. We are told, Sir, that the Irrigation Commission recom¬ 
mended that every year about 13 lakhs should be spent upon tank restoration 
schemes, and to a query in this House the reply was given that during cer¬ 
tain years, because there was war and there was disturbance of economic 
conditions, money could not he spent sufficiently on tank restoration schemes. 
What is it that 1 see from the figures in this budget.? The whole minor 
irrigation expenditure comes to about 13 lakhs. May I take it, Sir, that 
tank restoration works at leaBt will be vigorously pushed through, wherever 
necessary? 

“May 1 also ask whether the Government has considered the feasibility 
of improving the supply of tanks through jungle channels, as was very per¬ 
tinently drawn attention to by one of my predecessors in this debate, I was 
told in reply to a question, that bo far as supply channels to tanks and other 
questions were concered, the advice that was given to the Government was 
against us. # I requested that I might he given an opportunity of looking 
into the advice and 1 was told that the hon. Member in oharge would consi* 
der the matter. So far I have received no reply to the question; I have 
reoeived no information whatsoever. Therefore I feel it, Sir, my bounden duty, 
in the interests of the distriot to which I belong, that I should raise a voioe 
of protest against the way in whioh minor irrigation is being attended to/* 

^ *Diwan Bahadur M. Kbishnan Nayar :— cc I wish to associate myself 12 _8o 
with all that feel from the lips of my hon. Friends Messrs. K. Krishrfan and p.m. 
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K. Madhavan Nayar regarding irrigation in Malabar. There is an idea 
abroad that, as Malabar gets a large quantity of rainfall in the south-west 
raonsoon.it is a district flowing with milk acd honey. That idea, Sir, is 
wrong. The G< vernment no dcubt have not been pleased till now to grant us 
any major irrigation work and, although we want them we shall be satisfied 
if they grant us some minor irrigation works at least and if they effect 
repairs to the small minor irrigation works that exist. For instance in 
Ponnani taluk there are some works which prevent the ingress of salt water 
into the paddy fields and because these works have not been well repaired salt 
water invades the paddy fields and the crops that stand over a comparatively 
large area are damaged. One such work, viz., the Viyam dam, was repaired 
about two years ago and as soon as the repairs were completed, it fell into 
disrepair. The present condition of it is very much worse than it was before 
the repairs were carried out, about two years ago The result is that crops 
are considerably damaged. I believe the Collector of Malabar recently 
visited the locality tmd got himself acquainted with the condition of affairs* 
8o that if my hon. Friend the llevenue Member will make a reference to the 
Collector of Malabar he will get the necessary information. I hope that 
before the time for the next paddy season comes, it will be repaired proporly. 
The people of Ponnani are suffering on account of the disrepair of this work 
and in other parts of Malabar also there are such works to bo repaired.” 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—" Sir, in the first place, I would 
like to sav once more that this grant refers to the money proposed to be 
spent on the maintenance and repair of what are classified as > minor irriga¬ 
tion tanks, than is, tanks which irrigate less than 250 acres each. It does 
not apply to any of the larger tanks or to any irrigation oanals or anicut 
systems. There are two aspects of the matter on which I would like to dwell. 
One is the system of ascertaining the cases in which these small works 
require repair and tho other is the system of investigating new works of the 
same character Both thoso matters have been engaging tho attention of 
the Government constantly of late and we are endeavouring to institute a 
regular system of enquiry in regard to the cases in whioh the small works 
require repair. Just as there is no season that is ever favourable and no 
person that over gets sufficient pay, so no doubt it is contended that these 
tanks nover hold euough water But if we are to prepare plans and estimates 
and speud money on these tanks wo must have definite defects to rectify and 
a proper inspection and report on the work. It is perhaps the case to some 
extent that there has been too little system in the matter and works are 
being taken up only when they oome to the notice of particular officers. 
What has now been ordered is that a record shall be kept of all oases when 
minor irrigation tanks are alleged to be out of repair, that the minor 
irrigation overseer shall be sent to inspect and report it they need repair and 
to send up estimates for the purpose, if necessary. A register is to be kept 
and as each estimate is sent or report received stating that no repair is 
necessary, that will be entered in it and the Collector will be able to watch 
the progress of the work and see that it is done systematically. 

*' As regards the investigation of new works, tho system that used to 
prevail was that a Publio Works Department engineering staff was 
appointed that systematically investigated all works in a distriot whether 
large or small, made proposals for new works and repairs, prepared plans 
a nd estimates and carried out the works and repairs whenever feasible. 
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When the works were oompleted, major works were handed over to the Pnblio 
Works Department and minor works were entrusted to the revenue officers 
to maintain. These investigating staffs were called tank restoration parties. 
Two years ago, as a measure of retrenchment, these parties were considerably 
reduced in strength. Now that our finances are better the Government are 
at present considering the question whether it will not be possible to inorease 
them. The House must remember, however, that on account of retrenchment 
the personnel of the Publio Works Department has also been largely reduoed 
and it is very difficult to find the staff for more parties. This year, however, 
we have made a provision of three lakhs of rupees for the tank lestoration 
parties. It is not provided under this head. It comes under the head of 
the Publio Works Department. 

“As regards the expenditure on the tanks with which we are now 
concerned, I think the hon. Members who complained that the expenditure 
is insufficient are under some misapprehension. We propose to spend in the 
next year an amount almost double that we were spending two or three years 
ago. It was in 1925 that I made the remark to which Mr. Srinivasa 
Ayyangar referred, namely, that I would endeavour to spend more money on 
minor irrigation. We provided in the current year's budget (1926-27) four 
lakhs more than in the previous year for this purpose and in addition to 
another lakh for repairing the flood damages of 1924. This amount is 
expected to be fully spent this year. For the next year v/e have repeated 
this enhanced allotment but of course not the one lakh for flood damages. 
Hon. Members have made calculations and have pointed out that the present 
provision comes to only Rs. 2 or Rs. 3 per tank. '1'hat I may say is not 
correct. There are districts where tanks do not exist for irrigation purposes 
and there are districts which aro largely irrigated by largo anicut systems 
and therefore the calculation made by some hon. Members is not correct [t. 
is only in districts like South Arcot, North Arcot and Chittoor that we have 
a very large number of tanks. Also I do not know why it should be 
assumed that every one of these tanks is in need of repair. Hon. Members 
made a general statement to that effect; but if 1 may say so, I havo probably 
seen a great many more tanks than any hen. Member who has spoken, and 
I certainly cannot admit that any large number are out of repair and un¬ 
serviceable as sources of irrigation. At the same time Ido not in any way 
suggest that the measures we have taken will not and should not lead to 
larger expenditure—expenditure that is beneficial. I wish to point out 
that we havo already made a very considerable advance and I would depre¬ 
cate statements that we have decreased expenditure under this head from 21 
lakhs as one Member said to 7 lakhs The expenditure is not 7 lakhs this 
year, it is 13 lakhs : and it never was 21 lakhs or anything like that sum- 

u There are various other details to which hon. Members referred. One 
reason why we cannot at once increase our expenditure merely by a stroke 
of the pen is that for all these things plans and estimates have to be pre¬ 
pared. It is no use simply budgeting ior large sums. The result of doing 
that would be merely to lead to reckless expenditure. It is inuoli better 
therefore to see that the sums provided are such as can be spent on works 
definitely ascertained to need repair a.ud that they serve the purpose for 
which they are meant. We in no way wish to minimise the importance of 
expenditure on minor irrigation schemes and I can assure the douse that 
the Government havo given and will continue to give the matter every 
consideration, 

* 
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u One of the speakers seemed to think that digging the soil from tank 
beds and makmg briok kilns was a good thing. I oan hardly imagine any 
course more calculated to make a tank silt up. 

“ If you could make people dig the clay out of the tank e\enly and burn 
it into bricks outride the bed of the tank it might be a very useful thing. 
But they will not do this on aooount of the le*d„ It is not the ryots who 
own lands in the ayaont of the tan^ that do these things. It is a contractor 
or a village money-lender who wants to oonstruot a house for himself that 
resorts to such practices. The nots strongly object to this mode of burning 
brick* in the bed ol the tank as the materials aro washed down into the tank 
in tho next rain. 

iK Another matter to which reference was made by some hon. Members 
was that tho Government should encourage the digging of wells. For years 
we have been offering loans to the ryots on favourable terms for the con* 
strnction of wells. This has been taken advantage of largely in the dislricti 
of North Arcot, and *'outh A root, but to a less extent in other parts of the 
country. I was very much struck by the fact that in Cumbum and 
Markapur t&luks of the Kurnool district very littlo advantage was taken of 
the rule and few wells sunk. I cannot believe that this is due to any reluot- 
anoe of the Local Government officials to grant loans. I rather suspect 
that it is due to the fact that as experience has shown in those parts that in 
years of scanty rainfall the water in the wells is so low that it is unprofitable 
to use wells. There was also a suggestion that tube wells and pumps should 
be installed. This is a much larger q estion and will require investiga¬ 
tion. I am not suggesting that it should not be undertaken or will not be 
undertaken, but there is the fact that wc have not been very successful so far 
in popularising the use of machinery for lifting water. No doubt that 
difficulty will bo got over, In the meantime there is no reason why this 
question should noc ho explored. As a matter of fact I believe the matter is 
receiving the attention of the Department of Industries. 

u Another hon. Member referred <o a case where the ryots offered to 
repair a work or carry out a new work but were not allowed to do so. It is 
impossible to deal with statements like that without reference to the circum¬ 
stances of the particular case. The hon. Member spoke of one case ; I will give 
him another example from my recent experience. I was shown a place in 
Knrnool district where there was a proposal to construct a tank by erecting a 
bund between two hills and it seemed a very promising scheme. I was told 
that Government had dropped the project. I was rather puzzled at the 
time and 1 promised to look into the matter and found in due course that 
the reason which led to the scheme being—I will not say, abandoned, 
but—delayed in consideration was that whereas the ryots in the beginning 
had promised to give, free of oost, the lands to be submerged in the tank bed 
when the time came they demanded compensation and the total cost of land 
acquisition at once went up in the estimate from two or three thousand to 
half a lakh of rupees, Peoplo are enthusiastic at first but when the time 
comes they count the oost more carefully and Government has to do so also. 
I do not say that this is the case everywhere, but that we should consider 
the circumstances of each particular case to understand it properly. ” 

* Mr. G. Habisarvottama Rao ;— c< The name of the place P ” 

• The hpn. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks “ Tippayapalayam. ” 
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* The hon. the President :—“The hon. Member has already exceeded 
hie time and I thick he had better cot be interrupted.’* 

* The hon, Mr. N. E Marjoribanks :—“ I shall conclude soon, Sir. 

“ Another hon. Member referred to the need for minor irrigation works 
in the West Coast. I do not know if we are asked to investigate schemes of 
irrigation in those districts. No doubt a time may come for that. But 
our immediate attention should be devoted to the Ceded districts and 
similar parts of the country where minor irrigation works are very muoh 
needed. 

“ In conclusion,! would point out that this grant refers to petty works, 
their repair and execution, that we have plaoed no limit to the expenditure 
on them except the piacticability of carrying them out, and that we have 
increased the expenditure in the lapt two years by almost 100 per cent. 
I hope ihe House will agree that, as far as these works are concerned, some¬ 
thing at least has been done to meet their wishes ” 

* Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“Sir, I come from a very 
dry district and I take it that all the other dry districts are iu the same 
position as mine. Thanks to the promise of honey and milk by the hon. the 
Law Member from the Mettur project, wo are to get not a drop of water 
from the project and wo are left to rely entirely on minor irrigation 
works as like I entalus we have been denied everything of the kind of a 
major work. The minor irrigati m works are considered to bo poot man’s 
works. And Government should therefore really come to the help of the poor 
man. The hon the Revenue Member boasted of having seen more minor 
irrigation works than any other hon. Member in this House. With big 
knowledge of Coimbatore, he must also be aware of the large number of 
ruined tanks in that district. The ryots holding lands under those ruined 
tanks have still registered lands as wet, in the hope that some day some 
Revenue Member would spend some money upon them and repair them. 
A very large number of tanks have been given away on darkhast. Thanks 
to the recent avarice of the Government, the tanks that have not been kept 
in repair are sold in auction and a numbor of people have taken the tank-bed 
in auction for tho purposes of cultivation. This has decreased the number 
of tanks and their usefulness. 

“ Sir, from the point of view of the general tax-payer, these tanks sheuid 
be repaired as soon as possible For, the silting up of Iho tanka is ^he caute 
of most of the damages caused by the floods. A very experienced officer of 
the Government—I do not want to mention his name—told mo that mr at of 
the floods are due to the fact that many of these irrigation works are silted 
up. Formerly in times of rainfall the rain water would collect iu the 
various tanks, wells and other irrigation works and only the surplus wouid 
go into the rivers But now on account of the silting up of these irrigation 
works, every drop of water that falls on the groundruus into tha nearest 
river and that water flows into auother big river and so on till flood damages 
are oaused. Ultimately Government have to spend a large sum of money in 
repairing these damages. I suggest therefore that lepair of minor irrigation 
works should be undertaken as a precautionary measuro to prevent flood 
damages. The system of classifying a work whioh irrigates an ayacut of 
ess than 250 acres as a minor irrigation work must be put an end to and 
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the limit should be raised. This will mean that more of the small irrigation 
works should be under the oontrol of the Revenue Department only, instead 
of this present diarchical system. If we want to repair tanks irrigating 
more than 250 acres, we have to go to the Public Works Department. While 
for the distribution of water, wo have to go to tho Revenue Department. 
This causes very much delay and friction. I think that Government will 
come to the rescue of the people in this matter. 

“ The hon. the Revenue Member referred to the removal of silt from the 
tauks. When these tanks are silted up, the Public Works Department refuse 
to do anything to remove tho silt. At a number of irrigation conferences we 
applied to the Public Works Department to romove the silt. They refused 
to do so. The next best thing is to permit the ryots to remove the silt. 
There is also a provision in the standing orders to that effect. But it is 
ciroumsoribed by stringent provisions which when applied in practice by the 
Revenue and Public Works Department authorities make the thing unwork¬ 
able. Liberal rules must be framed. If the silt is removed, it will not onl/ 
restore the tank to its former level but it would also supply manure to the 
fields 

<f Reference was made to the construction of wells. I submit that tho 
duty of the Government does not stop with giving loans to rf ots for digging 
or deepening wells. Even though we dig right down to the pnthalalokam , 
no water will flow into the wells unless there are tanks in the neighbourhood. 
The ryots want to preserve these tanks not so muoh for the wet cultivation 
of a few acres of land nearby as for the supply of water to a large number 
of wells that exist in the neighbourhood. Especially in the diotrict of Coim- 
batoie We want this matter to be very oarefnlly looked into.” 

The motion { that the allotment of Rs. 13,27,200 for Minor Irrigation 
be reduced by Rs. 100 , was then put to the House and declared lost.

DEMAND VII—IRRIGATION-PUBLIC WORKS OFFICERS AND 
HYDRO ELECTRIC DEVELOPMENT 

The hou. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— %t Mr, President, Sir, on the t p mi 
recommendation of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move 

1 that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding Rs. 234*63 lakhs 
under Demand, VII'— Irrigation—Public Works Officers—and 

Hydro-Electric Development." 3 

* Mr. K. Koti Reddi “ Mr. President, Sir, I beg to move 
( to reduce the allotment of Rs. 2,500 for Ganjam minor rivers system 
by Rs. 100.’ 

<c In moving this out, within the short time at my disposal I propose to 
briefly survey the policy of the Irrigation department a« laid down by the 
Government of India and carried on by the Provincial Governments. In 
the critioism I propose to mate of the policy that has been followed Tby the 
Government with regard to irrigation, I have to make my own suggestions 
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which I think will be agreed to by this House. If my suggestions are agreed 
to and if they are oarried out by the Government, there will be no detriment 
to the interests of the oountry, and the country will vastly be benefited. The 
first charge that I have to make against the policy in the Irrigation Depart¬ 
ment is that the method and the tests that have boen applied in classifying the 
works as productive and unproductive are mistaken and unsound. With 
certain limitations I do agree when they say that the department ought not 
to incur any loss. I agree when they say that they should meet, from the 
loan funds, the cost of works which are olassed as productive. Only there is 
difference between the test that has hitherto been followed by the Govern¬ 
ment and my proposal involves with regard to what productive works are. 
I wish to give an idea, to the Council, of what hte Government mean by 
productive works and schemes. L would like to quote the very words that 
have been used by the Indian Irrigation Commission 1901-03 as they would 
be of an authoritative nature : * 

« Apart from the question of famine protection, which wil) be considered separately, the 
maximum permanent charge which the State may reasonably undertake in providing irrigation 
should theoretically bo limited by the share of the increase in the value of produce due to 
irrigation which it will be able to reoover indireotly.’ 

“ Again they say : 

1 Apart from the question of famine promotion, there is no reason why the State should 
aooept a permanent charge on the revenue for the sake of increasing the productiveness of land 
belonging to private owners , and that at any rate such charges should be limited to the amount 
whioh may be recouped by the share of the increased produce which will come baok to it in an 
indireot form.’ 

f< These notions are really duo to the conception that in constructing and 
maintaining irrigation works, the Government ought) to get a revenue whioh 
would at least suffice to meet the charges for maintenance and the interest 
oharges. If the conception of the State or of the community at large is 
only from the point of view of the actual revenues that the Government get, 
snoh a position might probably be justified. I think the time is oorae when 
the State is recognized to bo a community which is intended for the purpose 
of bettering and contributing towards the prospeiity of the people at large. 
Instead of taking that point of view I do not really see why such a narrow 
view, viz., the revenue !onl.y whioh the State gets from irrigation souroes, 
should be taken into account So long as the community as a whole i e., the 
population of the province or the State are concerned, if they do not inour 
any loss from irrigation schemes I fail to see why any scheme should be con¬ 
sidered as unproductive. My proposal to be followed in future so far as the 
irrigation policy is concerned is this. Any scheme should be considered 
productive if such of the increased value of the crops as is due to irrigation 
under that scheme, is not less than the maintenance and interest oharges. 
In such a case, the State does not lose anything It may be that the Gov¬ 
ernment do not get much revenue out of that soheme, but the community as 
a whole does not lose a pie by that scheme. So far as I can see, there is only 
one limitation whioh will have to be taken into account in undertaking suoh 
schemes. If the crops that are raised under the soheme do not find use in our 
oonntry or sale in any oountry, then there is loss, because there is no value for 
the crops. But so long as the crops that are raised give a value due to irriga¬ 
tion equivalent to the maintenance oharges including pension and establish¬ 
ment charges and interest on the capital, I maintain that the Government 
should consider that scheme as productive. The rules fixed by the Irrigation 
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Commission and by the Government with regard to productive schemes are, 
in oase of productive works, relaxed. Similar considerations apply here also. 

Even if tne value of the crops raised is not enough to pay the interest 
charges and the working expenses, when a scheme is likely to help famine* 
stricken people in any particular area, I maintain that the above rule I 
have proposed should be relaxed. Not only that. In oases a so where the 
Government had better provide labour, i.e,, where when they do not do so 
and where people suffer for want of employment, the rale ought to be relaxed. 
Whether tne Government are prepared to relax the rule or not, in those 
cases, so long as the country does not lose anything by a scheme, the State 
ought not to consider other matters and give up the scheme. The short 
sighted view the Government have taken on this question, viz., that only the 
revenue that the Government get ought to be calculated in considering the 
productiveness or otherwise of a scheme, has led to many disastrous conse¬ 
quences as I shall show. If the Government adopt the policy suggested by 
me, our material position would certainly be different. The only point that 
has been taken into consideration by the Government is the revenue they 
get” 

* Rao Bahadur Sir A. P. Patko ; In supporting this motion, Mr. 1.15 
President, I may say that I have also given notice of similar motions. P-“* 
Suggesting the appointment of a committee for the investigation of several 
projects in the Ganjam district, and I ask your indulgence, if I exceed my 
time-limit. This motion refers to the Ganjam minor rivers system. 

The productive works protecting this system oover about 180,000 aores 
of land. The two rivers concerned in this vast area are the Mahanadi 
river and the Nagavalli river; there are channels from those rivers protecting 
this large extent. All the areas under this minor river system comprise, as 
I said, about I80,<h)0 acres. With regard to the Nagavalli river, there are 
30,000 acres of land which arc irrigated by the channels known as the Dusi 
channel, the (Jrlam channel and the Vadada channel. These three ohannels 
take from the Nagavalli rivor, and irrigate lands to an extent of about 
30,000 acres. There is also a second crop area, of about 15,000 acres within 
this. The minor river system is a productive system and it pays an interest 
or revenue of about 10 per cent on the capital outlay. The question now is 
the improvement of supply from tho Dusi, Vadada and Urlam channels. 

The ryots have been asking for the last one decade to secure proper water- 
supply. What happous now is this. In times of flood tho channel heads are 
silted up and sufficient wator docs not flow through these channels and at 
times when the level of the water is low in the rivpr further difficulty arises, 
korambu works have to bo constructed to divert water. When the river is 
low it is very difficult to take water from the heads uf these channels and the 
result is that either during flood or during scarcity of water, these 30,000 
aores of first crop and nearly 15/ 00 acres of second crop are badly affected. 

This has been so for the last 12 years aud the ryots* association which was 
formed has been agitating from time to time and yot nothing has been done 
so far. A few years back an attempt was made to prepare an estimate and 
to begin anicut work. The Revenue authorities themselves were satisfied 
that it was a real grievance. The estimate prepared was for about Rs. 
lakhs but for some reason or other the work has not been taken up. There 
is a serious error committed with regard to the nature of this work. This 

S ’ojeot seems to be classified as a new work instead of being classified as one 
r the improvement of existing work- I would refer to what the hon. the 
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Irrigation Member emphasised some time back on the floor of this House, 
that if a work is to be for the purpose of conserving and preserving the 
existing sources of irrigation and to socure an improvement to the existing 
irrigated area then it may not be necessarily ‘ new work/ Now, Sir, this 
is a work which is intended to conserve and preserve an existing source of 
irrigation and an improvement is sought in the various channels irrigating 
the estate of 30,000 acres. Therefore, the error of the department is 
clear, namely, ihat it has been olaseiBed as a new work, and so this work is 
isolated from the entire system and a separate return for the capital outlay 
is expected. It is not so; it is only a work of improvement; beoause on 
those channels, the Government every year spend about Rs. 10,000 to 
Rn 12,000 for clearing silt and also for korambu works. The construction 
of an anicut will prevent this. If this Rs. 12,000 a year be capitalised for 
20 years, the estimated amount can, I think, very well bo sufficient now. 
In addition, there is also an offer from the ryots that they would pay at* 
the rate of a rupco or two per acre for this additional improvement 
if the Government carries it into execution. Therefore, Sir, it is not 
a new work it is only an improvement of the existing sourco of irrigation, 
intended solely for the preservation and conservation of water-supply 
to this vast area which has been badly affected during the last 10 or 12 years 
for want of proper irrigation. And this year especially there has boen a soar- 
city and ryots have asked for a remission of rent. If Government had taken 
proper precaution in time, this would have been avoided. Therefore, I urge 
on the Government that this very urgent work the necessity for which has 
been made clear by the reports of the Revenue officers should be immediately 
taken up. It should bo taken up not as a new work but as a. work of 
improvement, as a work for preserving and conserving the existing sources of 
irrigation, because the Government spend on these channels every year about 
Rs. 10,000 in clearing silt and korambu works/ If the anicut is constructed, 
Government will avoid the expenditure every year. This should be treated 
as a work of improving the existing irrigation sources and should be classi¬ 
fied as such. Tho estimate that has already been prepared by the department 
should immediately be approved and the work carried into execution without 
further delay. 

" Then, Sir, there is another point which I wish to press on the attention 
of the Government, i.e., in regard to tho general investigation of the projects 
in the Ganjam district. Fortunately or unfortunately, my district has been 
classified as a very backward district. . . . (.At this stage, the gong 

was sounded.) I asked for your indulgence, Sir, to speak for some more 
minutes.” 

* The hou. the President The hon. Member ought to havetnadethe 
request at the beginning of his speech. That ia the practice.” 

* Rao Bahadur Sir A. P. Patro :—“ I made the request that I may be 
given a few more minutes, oven at the beginning.” 

* The hon. the President :— <( The hou. Member must then finish his 
speech soon.” 

* Rao Bahadur Sir A. P. Patro :— w Unfortunately, Sir, my district has 
been classified as a backward district for this simple reason that the district 
is visited by frequent famines. From the year 1865 up to the present one, 
fhej$ have been nearly 24 years of famine or soaroity in the district, and the 
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last famine year was 1919 and about Rb. 34 lakhs were spent on tho northern 
parts of the district in the famine area. Various projects have been investi¬ 
gated from time to time, and we must say to the credit of Captain Buckley 
and Captain Itundall who really s\ mpatbised with the sufferings of the 
ryots, various projects have been investigated. Pro-eminent among the pro¬ 
jects is tho Vamsadhara project whioh was investigated in the year 1856 by 
Itundall and four others have supported the projeot, and iu 1902 Mr. Clerk 
was plaoed on special duty. Ho pressed on the attention of the Government 
that this was one of tho major works which the Government ought to inves¬ 
tigate more fully and take up as early as possible. Then, again, when 
Mr. Morgan was appointed as special offioer, ho reported in 1923 that there 
were 10 or 12 very practical projects iu the Ganjam district, investigated by 
various offioers, for whioh plans and estimates were prepared. He had no 
timo to go into theso cases in detail. If those schemes had been executed 
they would havo benefited the country and saved the Government about a 
orore of rupees whioh they spent on famine works all theso years, t think 
the House will agree with mo that this is not a policy whioh any enlightened 
Government would approve of. Facilities for oroation of food supply is a 
primary duty of the administration. 


“ Nowr, Sir, tho Vamsadhara is one of the many important projeots whioh 
were investigated by Mr Cl irk and recommended by him, but no steps have 
yot been taken so far in connoxion with that. Similarly, Sir, with regard to 
tho Rushikulya Reservoir project, it was proposed that a supplementary 
reservoir should be formed to preserve the existing irrigation facilities 
by strengthening the Rushikulya system and the Godahaddo reservoirs 
so that the district may ho safeguavded from famine and scarcity. They 
havo been neglected. Even recently, in 1923, Mr. Morgan who was appoint¬ 
ed as special offioer, had strongly pressed on the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment that this was one of tho projects which should be investigated 
immediately. Again, Sir, there is the Girisola channel, costing about 
Rs. 2 lakhs. An estimate was prepared last year, but no work has as yet 
been begun in right earnest. Other projeots have been investigated from 
time to time, but theso have been neglected for no fault of the people. I 
think, Sir, if the Vamsadhara project is taken in right earnest, and if the 
Rushikulya Reservoir project also is developed, the Government will be 
the better for it 1 eoause tho revenues therefrom will be very lar<'e and the 
people will bo benefited to a groat oxtout in obtaining an adequate supply of 
water. Tborcfore it is that 1 have suggested, during the time I was in 
office, that the Government should appoint a special officer as a project offioer 
for the purpose of investigating tho various projeots now in existence 
hut ho was soon withdrawn on account of retrenchment policy. I press’ 
now for a special offioor and a committee of officials and non-offioials to 
advise tho spoeial offioer lo work out these works and to recommend to the 
Government the exooution of tho projeots in the order of their urgency 

“ I am sure the hon. Member would agree with me when I say that tho 
Ganjam district is one of the very negleoted districts in every matter* 
because in the matter of our geographical position, we are far away from 
tho throne of graoo and our voices are very distant and Dot hoard our 
people are loyal and moderate people, and we have no loud-mouthed agitators 
at headquarters either in this House or outside to create noise in season 
and out of season and therefore tho interests of the Ganjam people always 
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suffer at the hands of the Government in every matter. I therefore press 
on the attention of the Government that the irrigation problem in the 
Ganjam district is a very serious one considering the frequent occurrence of 
famine and scarcity from time to time, considering the sufferings and the 
misery of the people of the district, it is absolutely necessary that the 
Government should at least now appoint a special officer and a committee. 
This is not a new request, Sir, because already Government appointed 
Mr. Morgan in 192L to carry on the work for three years ; but his appoint¬ 
ment ceased within three months after ho began the work and therefore no 
substantial progress could bo made by him in regard to the investigation of 
the various projects in the Ganjam district. There aro schemes such as 
the Mollada or the Gowju Tampara reclamation scheme whioh were recom¬ 
mended oither by Mr. Morgan or by Mr. Clerk in his report as requiring 
serious attention on the part of the Government. I submit that if a special 
officer is appointed, assisted by an advisory committee, investigation oan # 
be expedited.” 

(At this stage the hon. the Deputy President occupied the Chair.) 

• Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—Madam, I very heartily 
associate myself with what my hon. Friend Sir A. P. Patro has spoken. 
Ganjam being at the tail-end of the province hardly receives that amount 
of attention which it ought to receive Timo after time we are infested by 
famines, and Government are spending lakhs of rupeos thereon. It was 
only in the year 1917 that famino was doclarod in two divisions of the 
Ganjam district, and the result was that Rs. 40 lakhs, if I remember 
aright, were spent out of tho Provincial revenues. Our difficulties aro that 
our irrigation works are not attended to. As early as 19 21, we requested 
Government to lay on the table a list of the projects that were investigated 
for which estimates were ready, and on the 14th February 1921 a list was 
placed on tho table of tho House showing that'21 works had been investi¬ 
gated. Thanks to tho generosity of the hon. the Law Member, he was 
pleased at last to undertake a small work, i.e., tho construction of the 
Girisola channel project. The estimate was sanctioned, Government made 
a promise year after year to undertake tho work, and I believo last year a 
small amount was allotted for this purpose ; but not a pie of that allotment 
was spent. To an interpellation which was answered on the 1st Maroh 
1921, i was told that next year Government would allot money, and up to 
tho present moment Government have not allotted anything. Under these 
circumstances, Sir, I request the hon, the Law Member to pay th8 attention 
neoessary to the irrigation needs of the Ganjam district and thus save us 
from frequent visits of famines.” 

Tho House then adjourned for lunoh. 

After Lunch (2-30 p.m.). 

Mr. B, Vonkataratnam roso to make a speeoh. 

*The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“I want to take your 
guidance, Mr. President. The hon. Member is apparently talking on item 
315 . X should like to know whether the previous Motion has been disposed 

____ 

a 316. Mr. B. Venkataratnam 

To reduoe the allotment of Rs. 21,600 for Godavari delta system by Rs. 100 (to 
discuss the question of providing big shutters to tho Godavari aniout). 
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* The hon. the President Wo have notiyet disposed of Mr. Koti 
Rcddi’s motion (314). Hitherto we havo adopted in the discussion of other 
demands, the practice that all details relating to policy could be raised on 
the first motion under this Demand. If it is the wish of tho Treasury 
Bench, to deviate from that practice and adhere strictly to tho scope of the 
first item, proposed to be reduce !, I have no objection. I may mention that 
in the case of Registration and in the case of Forest and other demands, 
detailed references were even on tho first item allowed to bo discussed but, if 
it is the wish of tho Treasury Bench hereafter to confine to the particular 
matter of which notice is given, then I have no objection to adopt that 
practioe and give up the practice followed hitherto.” 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Mr. President, I am entirely 
in the hands of the House on that matter. The point, however, is this. 
In dealing with Mr. Koti Ueddi’s motion, certain topics have beon advorted 
to regarding certain classes of works as productive and protective. ” 

* Tho hon. the President :— 11 Having regard to the previous practice, 
I allowed a discussion on similar questions affocting more than ono district 
but if it is tho wish of the hon the Law Member that wo should adhoro to* 
the strict wording of tho first item, I think I am bound to adhere to it and 
therefore, I want to know what is tho wish of the hon. Mombor.” 

• * The lion. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ As I havo said, I am 
prepared to consult the convenience both of yourself and of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers to go on with the discussion in any manner.” 

* The hon. the President “ The very fact that the House has consen¬ 
ted to discuss districtwar grievances on the previous demands, we can tako 
it, goes to show that tho llouso has expressed its willingness to go into the 
details of each district and with tho general questions of policy as woll." 

* The hon. Sir C. JP. Ramaswami Ayyar “ The only difficulty is this. 
Supposing on this Motion, tho question of tho griovancos of tho ryots on tho 
Red Hills Tank is taken up, 1 cannot do justice to this question of the 
productive and protective policy and that, within the time allotted to me.” 

* The hem. the President:- -“Apparently, tho hon. tho Law Member 
wants each item to be discussed and 1 have not got tho right to sav that tho 
districtwar grievances arc to be ventilated together. 1 thoroforo request hon. 
Members to confine their remarks regarding tho first item alone. Tho practico 
of going to districtwar grievances will bo given up hereafter. It is for the 
House to arrange if they want to discuss any particular question themselves 
—I need not suggest that it is very easy for tho House to do—and tako up 
any r particular itom and in such a case, I do not think the Treasury Pench 
will offer any impediment to the Members but will afford them a ehanoc of 
discussing the particular item. ” 

Mr. Mahmud Schamnad Sahib “ In the oase of particular districts ? ” 

* The hon. the President “ They have to wait. Mr. Vonkataratnam 
will have to wait till the Council reaches item 31 ft.” 

Mr. B. Vonkataratnam spoke in Tolugu. 

♦The hon. the President Tho hor. Member has got a right to 
speak on that Motion. Members are requested to confine their speeches only 
to Mr. Koti lieddi’s motion.” * 
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* Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ My opinion is, Sir, that the 
Government are not right in dividing the various schemes into productive and 

E roteotivo. What is protective to-day may become productive a few years 
ence or a few decades hence, when all this distinction must go. The hon. 
the Law Member once said that economically speaking, for the benefit of the 
whole presidency, it did not matter which district got water and which 
district grew paddy, because the whole presidency would get the advantage of 
the production of paddy. I think taking that into consideration, the Govern¬ 
ment will be well advised if they drop this classification into productive and 
protective, and take tho whole question into consideration, especially with 
reference to dry and famine districts. So far as the old and ancient irriga¬ 
tion works were concerned, I do not think that any Raja or Zamindar of any 
particular time when they executed there works went into the question 
whether they would he productive or protective. We have now a number of 
old schemes of big irrigation works in the south and north of the Presidency 
which are yielding a good deal now. Certainly, no man ever oared to 
dream at the time of their execution what tho financial aspect of the schemes 
would ha. 1 see a memorial near the new Mysore Kannambadi reservoir 
that was put up by Tippu Sultan. He anticipated many things, and in 
this particular thing, lie anticipated that this project would he fructified in 
his time. Unfortunately, he did not succeed during his days. The present 
Mysore Government has taken it up and completed it. But in the particular 
memorial, it is stated by Tippu Sultan that evon after the work is over, he 
does not expect any income out of it ; for, nobody who cultivates lands 
under the resorvoir would at any time he asked to pay any additional 
revenue. I would ask the Government to follow the good examplo of Tippu 
Sultan and not to tax wator for general, economic reasons. Moroover, with 
respect to the particular soheme in Mettur, the Government cannot say that 
the whole scheme would he productive. A portion of it may be productive 
and another portion protective. Government will therefore be well advised 
if they divide the scheme under two heads. In the case of the Tungabhadra 
project and the Mettur project, they may very well bo considered protective 
for the famine tracts like the Ceded districts as also Coimbatore and Salem 
and productive for other districts such as Tanjoro. The Government will 
be well advised to take this into consideration. I believe tho hon. the Law 
Member will bestow some thought upon this. Ido not know whether this 
is tho last year of his term of office and I would request him to publish all 
that ho has regarding this scheme in tho form of a book.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyab :—“ I am here for tho budget 
for next year too.” 

* Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“ I am glad of it, Sir. I think 
that whenever he may lay down his office, he will be pleased to publish all 
his speeches delivered and not delivered, which will bo very valuable so that 
we may have the benefit of his experience and make use of it when time 
comes for the future prosperity of the country. I think there is no doubt 
that several districts may be seriously affected by the scheme as a whole. 
A particular work should he classified according as it is fully productive or 
partially productive, or lully protective or partially protective. There are 
various other things involved in this Motion. Unfortunately we have to 
pay very heavy costs on account of big establishments and the method of 
fixing interest on the capital outlay also comes into consideration. I think 
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it would bo well if the question of Indianbing the establishment a9 far as 
possible is also taken into consideration. 

<c One other thing I want to say is that the rate of 20 per cent contingent 
charges seems to be doing the greatest havoc everywhere. It seoms that, in 
the Mettur are.a, they are going to construct a hospital next year and in 
anticipation, thoy have purchased ice-making machinery and this, I believe, 
was done out of the contingent charges. The machine has also been 
damaged, I understand. Again, a largo numbor of wet lands were purchased 
for the diversion of roads, in spile of the fact that a railway also is going to 
be opened. In all these schemes, plans and estimates aro not to bo relied 
upon. They should bo entrusted to a committee of interested poople in the 
locality who can judge for themselves, so that they may have a check over 
thorn. 

iC I do not know whether tho purchase of the ice-making machine had tho 
approval of oven tho Government. I think the Chief Engineer and the 
Superintending Engineer have got the power to indent and sanction thoso 
things out of the contingent charges so that if one crore is spent on works 
actually executed they n.ay have the power to spend even one and a half 
crorcs for contingent and unforeseen expenditure. In this particular case, 
so far as Mettur is coccerncd, the officers have been working havoo on tho 
poor people. They divert roads in soveral places and the poor poople are 
losing their lands simply to satisfy tho whims and fancies of these officials. 
In ail suoh big schemes, it is necessary that this IIouso should be given an 
opportunity of going into the derails. I think I have given sufficient 
grounds to show that the Mettur projoct should not be brought under any 
particular classification whether productive or protective. I have already 
on a previous oooaaion, given figures that it has affected a very large num- 
bor of people, although the hon. the Law Member questioned the correctness 
of the figures at the tirao of the adjournment motion on the floor of this 
House. I have already told him tint both in respect of area and population, 
the figures which he gave were wrong. He said that only thirty square 
miles would be affected Even according to the papors published on the 
Mettur project, volume I, it is stated that 54 6 squaro miles would bo 
submerged. The population that will be directly and indirectly affected 
will be about two hundred thousand people, Sir, whenever we deal with big 
schemes of this kind we must take into consideration not only tho largo area 
that will be affected but also tho largo numbor of poople that will bo practi¬ 
cally made homeless and landless. I trust that the Government will take 
these things into consideration and come to a final conclusion, if necessary, 
with the assistance of the committco, before it finally decides against Salem 
and Coimbatore districts on this particular Reservoir scheme. ” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar “ Spoaking of the classification of 
woiks into productive and protective I think that I should avail myself of this 
opportunity to make a dear statement with regard to Trichinopoly and Salem, 
especially in regard to tho productive naturo of the work. With regard to 
Coimbatore, my friend, Mr. Venkataraihana Ayyangar, will pardon me, if 
I say that, it will be quite possible for Government to think of some othor 
scheme, but in the case of Trichinopoly and Salem, if this opportunity is 
lost as there is only one river out of which water may be diverted for the 
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irrigation of certain portions of these two districts, there is aotually no 
ohance of any satisfactory scheme being devised for benefiting large areas 
both in Tric-hinopoly and Salem, especially in the latter. 

2-4 “Sir, while gigantic efforts are being made to provide water for some 
particular taluk of Tanjore, I may bring, to the notice of this IIouso that 
there are portions of that district, namely, Tanjore taluk, which once enjoyed 
the benefit of irrigation but which are deprivod of any under this scheme. 
Especially is this truo of the fifty villages through which the Uyyakondan 
ohanncl flowed as far as Alakkudi in the Tan jore taluk, which now arc, 
as it were in the famine zone. They will not derive any benefit whatever 
from the waters of the new Mcttur channel although it goes very near them 
and although extension of irrigation to these parts will make the work more 
productive.” 

* The hon. tho President :—“ The hon. Member will please eluoidato 
in his remarks whether the proposed work is to bo given up or undertaken 
on tho basis whether it is to be productive or protective. In that case, his 
remarks will be pertinent, otherwise they may not be in order,” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ In fact, Sir, as I told the House, 
if those needs aro not satisfied, the work will have to be given up as not 
adequately productive or at least, the plans must be greatly altered. That 
is my point.” 

* Tho hon. the President :—“ As far as I understand, tho Government 
aro giving up the work for various other considerations. 1 do not think it is 
one of the considerations of the Government to give up the work because it 
is not productive or protective. If I remember might, the answer given w r as 
that engineering and other difficulties crept in.” 

* The bon. Sir 0. P. Ivamaswami Ayyar : Quite apart from that, Sir, 

I should like to know whether my hon. Friend is dealing with tho subse¬ 
quent motions of which notice has been given by him, with refcrcnco to 
bunds boing erected for tl.c protection of wet lands, etc. I thought he was 
dealing with that matter, and I should like to know whether it is so.” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar “ lam not now specifically dealing 
with them, Sir, but. incidentally in connexion with this matter, I referred 
to that point. However, Sir, I think I have mado it clear that with 
regard to these protective works, there aro very serious defects which must be 
rectified.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Pamaswami Ayyar :— 1 u Mr. President, Sir, I shall 
deal with the questions raised by tho hon. Members in the ordor in which 
they raised them. The first hon. Member who spoke was my friend, Mr. Koti 
Reddi, who questioned thoiprinoiple underlying the differentiation between pro¬ 
ductive and protective works As the hon. Member very woll knows, the 
distinction is pietty clear. Productive works aro works of a remunerative 
character undertaken for tho improvement of the country. Their first cost 
is usually met from borrowed money. With regard to the borrowing rules 
themselves, there must bo good reason to believe that the revonue to be 
derived within ten years after the probable date of completion of the work, 
will repay tho annual interest on the capital invested, calculated at 6 per cent 
or such rate as may be fixed by the Secretary of State in Council. That is 
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the criterion with regard to productive works. With regard to unproduc¬ 
tive works, they may be financed from loan funds but in this case, it is pro¬ 
vided that tho Local Government m*y make provision for a sinking fund to 
extinguish the loan. My hon. Friend did not rofer to what is also provided 
for in our rules, namely, that in certain contingencies, it is open to start 
protective .works out of tho Famine Insurance Fund. Now, my hon. 
Friend stated that, in his opinion, tho present policy was a mistake and 
that account must be taken not only of the actual return on tho outlay 
but also of the value of tho food crops raised, and that value must be 
added, if I understood him correctly, to what may be called the return 
on tho outlay. It appears to me that, in othor terms, we are asked to 
accept a position which is against the rales which govern the procedure of 
tho Government under the Government of India Act and the rules which 
are of a binding character upon us. Another argument may be used, and 
the authority of that argument has been accepted implicitly by the Govern¬ 
ment that it is incumbent on the Government to start a work not solely from 
the point of view of revenue production but also as insurance against trouble 
or difficulty in the future. To that extent, tho Government have declared 
more than once that they undertake works of this description or nature, not 
solely from what may be called tho monetary or revenue producing character, 
whether it pays 6 per cent or 7 per cent, but also 1 eoause sorao works are 
calculated to be an insurance against famine. Let me illustrate. My hon. 
Friend und one or two other hon. Members who followed him advertod to 
what they characterised as the neglect of tho Government with regard to the 
Ceded districts. Our difficulty in regard to the Ceded districts has been 
this, that outlay baa been incurred, say, for instance, in the case of Seetapurriin 
tank, about 6 to 8 lakhs have been spent on that tank, but it has been found, 
after the money is spent, that the porosity of tho soil and the inadequacy of 
rainfall make tho question of the water-supply for that tank one of absolute 
difficulty. Asa matter of fact, that note of warning was struck by Mr. 
Morgan in his monograph reviewing tho various irrigation projects. At 
present, as my hon. Friends from the Ceded districts know, excepting three 
or four works of a comparatively minor character, no other works in that 
area can be said to bo an effective insurance against famine, and it was for 
that reason that the Government gave it as their opinion that they must 
exclusively concentrate on big projects. It has been pointed out that, so 
far as the big projects are concerned, they are nowhere near fruition or 
completion. On that, as I have said in tho course of my general remarks on 
the Budget, up to now, we have been negotiating with the Government of 
His Exalted Highness the Nizam and as tho result of the labours of tho 
Ceded Districts Irrigation Enquiry Committee presided over by my hon. 
Colleague the third Minister, a site on the borders o' Bombay and Madras has 
been found, and at the present moment only Hs. 25,000 have been put in the 
Budget for a preliminary investigation. A s soon as tho Bombay Government 
express themselves on the matter with reference to the giving of facilities 
in regard to the arrangements for water, as soon as we get a satisfactory 
reply, I have every reason to assure hon Members, that we shall procoed 
with it, and shall not let that project go to sleep. We shall push on with 
that project, and, if necessary, we [shall come to the Council for further 
allotment. 
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“ Then, my hon. Friend, Mr. Venkataramana Ayyangar, referred to the 
classification as being wrong. Bat so far as the differentiation in the classi¬ 
fication between productive and protective works is concerned, I have pointed 
oat that both under tho rales under the Government of India Act and under 
the rules binding npni us, that classification is at present binding, namely, 
that those works which will bring us 6 per cent or some other rate as the 
Secretary of State in Council may fix, should be classed as productive and 
those undertaken as insurance against famine should be classed as protective. 
The hon Member then adverted to contingent ohargos. I do not know 
exactly what be was referring to. Ho has referred to the case of the ice 
machine.* * 

*Mr. C. V. Vkskmakamana Ayyangar :—“ On a point of porsonal 
explanation, Sir, by contingencies I mean the item in the estimates found 
at the bottom, i e., ‘ contingencies and unforeseen charges, * etc. That comes 
to ono-fifth of the total allotment.** 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Hamaswami Ayyar: —“ 1 take it that what he 
means is that the outlay incurrod by the Government or rather the total 
shown is a fictitious one by reason of its being swelled by contingencies/* 

* Tho hon. the President :— 1 ‘ I wish to know whether the question of 
contingencies is taken into consideration in classifying a work as productive 
or protective/* 

**Mr. 0. V. Y'enkataramana Ayyangar :— cc I said that it should be 
omitted from consideration. In this estimate it will bo seen that the total is 
about 7 orores, hut the actual expenditure on the works is only 5£crores, the 
contingencies coming to 1-^ crores.** 

*Tho hon. Sir C. P. Hamaswami Ayyar :— 14 That is a matter which is 
oomrnon to all estimates In all estimates, a certain amount is put iu for 
contingencies If in certain items the amount of contingencies is foitnd to 
be excessive, that is a matter to be carefully considered, and I may say that 
if any such instances as have been indicated by Mr. Venkataramana 
Ayyangar are substantiated, the matter will be considered seriously by the 
Government. But another argument which 1 could not understand is this. 
Ho Referred to the too rigid differentiation between productive and protective 
works with regard to projects like the Mottur project, where tho benefit 
may not go to certain other districts on account- of this too rigid classification. 
To that my answer is this. Dealing with tho question of acquisition of lands 
which he specifically referred to I may say that my hon. Friend knows very 
well that Government issued a circular that lands should not be acquired 
excepting at or about the time they will bo necessary to proceed with the 
work in connexion with which those lands arc acquired. Some of tho lands 
have to be cleared beforehand, and thoy were acquired because there was 
no inconvenience about their acquisition. In certain individual oases, there 
may have beon inconveniences, but instructions have been issued to all 
authorities to acquire lands only about the time they would be wanted and 
not before.** 

*Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar “ I roferred to the lands 
acquired for the unnecessary diversion of the road.** 

# The hon. Sir 0. P. Hamaswami Ayyar “So far as that is concerned, 
tho road was necessary. The question of the railway coming in from Salem 
to Mottur was developed more reoently and therefore, the acquisition ooold 
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not have been avoided. The last point that I wish to deal with arises.out of 
what has fallen from Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar, that is, the question 
regarding Salem and Triohinopoly. With regard to that, I have already 
stated that we have been advised, so far as Salem and Triohinopoly are 
concerned, that there are engineering objections. It is not a question of 
the work being productive or unproductive. It does not arise and, if I may 
say so* with great respect, that that argument oannot really be germane to 
this discussion. That is all I have to say, Sir ” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

Mr. B. Venxatabatnam, in moving the following motion—

Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar :— {< 8ir, on the last budget 
occasion I stated that we were not yet able to collate the data and arrive at a 3 p.m.

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Mr. Sami Vbnkataohalam Cheiti: —“ We have agreed, all the parties 
in the House are agreed to take up motions 318 and 362, that is, 
Mr. Muthuranga Mudaliyar’s motion in regard to Red Hills tank and 
Mr. Harisarvottama Rao*s motion in regard to tho Mettnr Project. I have 
consulted the Justice Party and the Ministerialist Party.” 

* Mr. 0. N. Muthuranga Mudaliyar “ Mr. President, Sir, I propose.” 

1 That the allotment of Rs. 22,700 for extensions and improvements be 
reduced by Rs. 100 * 

My object is to discuss the grievances of the ryots under tho Red Hills tank 
in the Chinglepnt district. With great diffidence, 8ir, I rise to move this 
motion. On the one hand there is as was evidenced at question time 
yesterday, a conflict of interest between the City of Madras and the ryots of 
the Ghinglopnt district. On the other hand, t am most diffident if the 
Government will abide by our suggestions. Generally, in these matters, if* 
we make suggestions, Government will rofer us to the opinion of their 
experts and engineers, who brush aside our suggestions. The Red Hills 
tank before it was taken up for water supply to the Madras City was 
irrigating the villages under it numbering about 16. I am not sure of their 
population. But, as for tho area probably 4,000 or 5,000 acres were 
involved in the irrigation of this tank. As tho hon. the Law Member 
mentioned yesterday at question time, that tank was developed and 
its capacity increased primarily for tho City of Madras. I am not oblivious 
to the requirements of the Madras City. There really need be no 
conflict of interests in this mattor. My suggestion is that tho Red 
Hills tank should be increased in its capacity in order that Madras 
City might have its full supply without at the same timo inconvonienoing 
the ryots of the Ohingleput district in the matter of their irrigation facilities. 
Sir, recently I saw a communication in fhe press that the Commissioner of 
the Corporation has issued that the lands under the Red Hills tank will be 
purchased by giving compensation and that the water would be reserved 
solely for the Madras City. From that communication, I understand that 
it involves a very large expenditure to tho Government, about 80 lakhs 
or so, for compensating the villagers. I think the Governmont can devise 
other sources of supply for the needs of the Madras City to supple¬ 
ment the Red Hills tank. There was a proposal to devise schemes to bring 
water from Kortelliar river and to tap the underground springs in 
Madras City itself to supply water for non-drinking purposes. Sir, the 
Government has been good onough to get wator for the ryots of Tanjore 
from distant Mettur. Government are good enough to devise hydro- 
electrio schemes to get electric power to distant Madura from the Pykara 
soheme. I do not think the Government could view with disfavour the 
proposals that are in tho air to get water for the Madras City. Now, the 
Government say they are going to give compensation. It is proposed by 
hon# Members representing this city to reserve the whole of the water to the 
oityby purchasing the ryots’ rights under the tank. It involves a large 
expenditure as I told the House already. Further, in these matters of 
compensation, the agriculturists are not easily satisfied with the amount that is 
granted by Government,and general litigation ensues whioh also involves a 
large amount of expenditure to Government. Taking these things into consi¬ 
deration^ Government Dught not to grudge spending a portion at least of the 
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amount intended to be paid as compensation and for other expenses*and devise 
schemes to bring water to satisfy the needs at least of a portion of the 
Madras City, if not the whole, and thus relieve the required water for 
irrigating the lands under the Eed Hills tank.” 

* Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ Sir, the hon. Member for Chingleput has 
made a fine case with the material at his disposal showing that tho lake is 
for the use of the Red Hills ryots. Sir, this is a long question that takes us 
back to the days of the Mutiny. Up to that time, the City of Madras was 
supplied with water from wells and tanks but they got contaminated by the 
sewago that was allowed to soak into tho ground. Various schemes were 
devised and the first was by Major General O’Gonnei in 1856. His soheme 
costing about Rs. 44 lakhs provided for an anicut at Pashali above the railway 
crossing, turning tho Kortalliyar into the Cooum river and feeding, at the 
same time, the irrigation tanks at Sanji, Kadambattur, Puttalur and Pakkam, 
the surplus water being stored in tho Red Hills tank. An open channel was 
to convey water to two basins in Madras for dotailed distribution in tho City. 
In 1866, Mr. Fraser working on the basis of this soheme made an improve¬ 
ment on it with a view to lessen the cost avoiding all irrigation tanks. He 
suggested the construction of an anicut at Tambarampakkam aoross the 
Kortallayar. The water was to be diverted by a channel 8£ miles in length 
to Cholavaram tank. From this another channel 2 miles long brought water 
to Red Hills lake. Both the*e lakos were also to be enlarged and improved. 
The latter 7^ miles long is to bring water to the City of Madras. The total 
cost of tho scheme then was Rs. 18*5 lakhs. It was completed in 1872 and 
it was a scheme mainly undertaken for supplying the City of Madras, its 
garrison and public establishments, with an abundant and wholesome supply 
of water. Irrigation was out of question, but as there was more water than 
neoessary for the use of the City of Madras, the surplus water was allowed for 
irrigation. The area for irrigation under the Red Hills lake before the scheme 
was only 800 acres and after the scheme the area under irrigation gradually 
rose up and to day it is 7,500 acres for first orop and 3,500 acres for the 
second crop. The City is supplied with only 1,000 million cubic feet while 
for irrigation they are given double that amount, i.e., 2,000 million cubio 
feet of water. The Corporation pays now Rs. 32,000 for the water supplied 
to thorn while the^cultivators p*y only half the amount for double the supply. 
The prior claims of the municipality to Red Hills water have been 
recognized in the Proceedings of the Madras Government, dated 3*Uh October 
1868. Again, G.O. No. 65, dated 10th June 1872, says: ‘ It is unfair to 
tax Madras Presidency generally with the cost uf tho project undertaken 
particularly on behalf of the City of Madras for which there seems no doubt 
the municipality could well afford to pay \ A subsequent order of the 
* Madras Government No. 1548‘of Juno 2nd, 1875, says; * With town supply 
agriculturists have nothing to do as the project was primarily undertaken 
for the supply of water to the City of Madras. The volume available for 
irrigation is only a necessity when there is much water in reserve after 
conserving for municipal consumption.’ Later still GO. No. 310, dated 
24th April 1904, said that water-supply to Madras was of paramount 
importance and totally outweighed the claims of irrigation. 

“ I may here refer to the rules for regulation of water in the JEted Hilli 
tank.

* 4 Fi) sty all water supplied for irrigation including seed beds under the 
Bed Hills tank will be cut off when water falls to plus 38 or below. Seoondly, 
from the 1st July to 31st August no water shall be issued from the Bed Hills 
tank except for the Madras Municipal water supply. Lastly, if water is 
below plus 40 feet on the 1st of January in the Bed Hills tank, the Collector 
of Ohinglepnt should be consulted as to the advisability of restricting the area 
for the seoond orop. 

“ The preferential claims of the oity were again recognized when in 1884 
there was a big cyclone wiping out the Bed Hills lake, flooding the northern 
portion of tho City and the Government promptly diverted water from 
Korattur lake to supply the City and when the ryots there protested, they 
were plainly told that the interests of the publio of Madras were greater than 
these ol their orops. 

44 I should like then, to refer to the financial aspeot of this question and 
the benefit accruing to the City and the Government, hive and half lakhs 
of residents in the City of Madras are paying l-o lakhs for 1,000 million cubic 
feet of water supplied to them while 2,000 million cubic feet of water supplied 
for 600 acres of the ryots yield only Ks. 1,60,000 as water-rate and about 
lakhs land revenue. If the whole water is supplied to the City for domestic 
use and for flush out latrines, as water-rate the income from the latter alone 
will be Ks. 20 lakhs per annum, and there will also be more demand for 
water from manufacturers and shippers. Tho total income to the City from 
this exclusive supply will be Bs. 40 lakhs per annum and more. The 
drainage soheme in the City will be working in full swing and the mortality 
of the City will bo reduced by 50 per cent, as in the case of Colombo which 
started the drainage scheme with us but completed it before us which reduced 
the mortality from 68 to 29. 

“ Is it proper, Sir, that sixty thousand homesteads in Madras must have 
a prior claim for water for drinking and domestic use than 500 homesteads 
around the Bed Hills ayacut many of the owners of whioh are living in 
Madras. 

14 In conclusion. I should say a word about increasing the storage capacity 
of the lake Before the inauguration of the Fraser’s soheme, the Bed Hills 
lake was a tiny little thing with a catchment area of 23 square miles. After 
the soheme, this catchment area increased to 977 square miles. The soheme 
devhed for the City has benefited the ryots forty-fold by increasing the area 
of irrigation and not satisfied with this, they olaim more. At present, there 
is an imperative need to raise the full tank level. But the Government engi¬ 
neers are said to ho nervous. Originally, the tank bund stood at 47*36 feet # 

44 After tho cyclone it was reduced by 3 feet and various safety devices were 
provided to prevent a brcaoh in the future. There is a stone cross wall, a 
number of sluices, increased protection walls provided as a protection against 
severe storms. Mr. Madely, an expert engineer himself said that the full tank 
level could be safely raised by 18 inches and if this is done the storage capacity 
of the lake will be increased by 600 millions oubio feet. The oost is not 
supposed to be more than Bs. 80,000. It is high time that the Government 
do something for this primary need of the City’s supply. 99 

3 _ 15 * Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti: —“ Mr. President, Sir, this 

p.m. ' question of the Bed Hills water supply, has become very urgent on account 
of the fact that the Corporation is being pressed time alter time by Messrs, 
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Binny & Co. for the supply of water to their mills. We have received very 
recently an order from the Secretary to the Local Self-Government Depart¬ 
ment —I am sorry the ton the Minister for Local Self-Government is not 
here in his place— asking for a conference of representatives of the Corpora¬ 
tion and the Company on the possibility of tho supply of water from the Eed 
Hills lake to mills of Messrs. BinnJ & Co., as the Corporation have given 
guarantees for the supply of water to them. As has been admitted by the bom 
the L:iw Member, the Corporation of Madras has a prior claim to the lted 
Hills water. Just to ensure against bad years, we made a proposal to increase 
the full tank L-vel of the lake. At one time, the Government was inclined 
to accept the proposal and to construct, the work. The correspondence on the 
matter lasted from the y^ar 1^16 till 1926, when they stated that their 

present advisers advisfd that any raising of the F.T.L. or tho bund was 

impracticable. Under this exouse, the Government are, as a matter of faot, 
coercing us to accept the proposal of Messrs Binny & Co., to get a separate 
supply of water to their mills in the City of Madras. This is a very vioious 
principle of allowing a third party, any other party than the local authority, 
to bring in a separate water-supply into the city. I find from inquiries 
made from the Chingleput cultivators that they are not disinclined to have 
their lands acquired either by tho Government or by the Corporation and be 
done with this problem. For, they are always in a state of suspense. They 
can never rely on the adequate supply of water from the Eed Hills lake 
because the sword of the Corporation supply is always hanging over them. 

It seems to mo, that the Government, both in the Irrigation and Local 

Self-Governmont Departments, ought conjointly with the Corporation of 
Madras to come to some arrangement by which an adequate supply of water 
to the City of Madras is ensured. The proposal does not seem to be 
very difficult or insurmountable The cost of acquisition of all the 
cultivable land under this lake in the Chingleput district will bo about 
Bs. 40 lakhs. If the whole supply of water is ensured to us, there is a 
likelihood of the income that wo may derive from the increased supply of 
water to the consumers, being set off in payment of tho sinking fund charges 
and interest on the outlay, provided, of course, the Government give a loan as 
a special case. I am not convinced that tho question of raising tho F.T.L, 
is suoh an impracticable thing, because onoe, the Government’s expert 
opinion was in favour of raising it. There is no good of stating now that it 
cannot be done. I therefore beg tho hon. the Member for Irrigation and 
the hon. the Minister for Local Self-Government to go into this question 
and cancel the supply to Messrs. Biuny & Co. from the Kortalliyar. For, 
that means practically taking away the spring souroe of supply to the oity 
and thus denying a possible additional supply to the City of Madras. So, 
I particularly request that there should be oo-ordination between the two 
departments of Government and that they should not grant any suoh lioenoe 
on the score of industrial importance.” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar u Mr. President, Sir, I rise to speak 
on this question as a resident of Madras, as a person who has lived here for 
about 25 years and who wishes to enjoy the amenities of the Madras City. 
I very much wish that the Corporation had the first claim for the Red Hills 
water. But it is not so and we oannot add to the amenities of the Madras 
City at the oost of the cultivators who also draw water from the Bed Hills. 
The hon. Member Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti, as an exponent and as a 
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representative of the City of Madias, had fortunately the support of the hon. 
the Law Member in saying that the Red Hills lake was first intended for the 
water-supply of Madras. I am afraid he is wrong historically. He is wrong 
because of the fact that the Red Hills tank seems to have been in existence 
long before Madras became a city, even when it was a fishing village, even 
before anybody thought that Madras would develop into a city. Before the 
hon. Member went on to insist on the right of tho Madras Corporation to the 
full waters of the Red Hills tank, he must have referred to the agreements and 
orders between 1852 and 1882 as to the q uantity of water that the Corporation 
of Madras was entitled to. I understand thero is a Government Order of the 
year 1882 by which one-third of the supply of water is to go to the Madras 
City ,and the rest two-thirds is for the irrigation of tho lands under the Red 
Hi 'Is tank. If the figures supplied to me are correct, about 12*000 million 
cubic feet of water are to be used for the irrigation of the lands and only 5,0u0 
million cubic feet for the City of Madras. No doubt, as I understand, 
during the pa9t years it has been in the inverse ratio, and I believe for the 
first time, in 1926-27, the whole supply of water to the cultivators has been 
cut off. Originally the agreement was that the supply of water to the Madras 
city was only for domestic purposes. Now. . . . ” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya May I know the number of the G )vernment 
Order from the hon. Member P ” 

*The hon. the President :—“ He may apply to him privately.” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :— f€ If he wants to know the number of 

the Government Order I am willing to give it. It is G.O. No. 604 1., 
dated 2nd August 1882. If the hon. Member will refer to it, he will ho 
ablo to find out tho fact, and if thore is any inaccuracy in what I say I shall 
be glad to he corrcoted, because tho figures I have . . . 

Dr- B. S. Mallayya :—Twelve thousand million . . . 

* The hon. the President “ The hon. Member will resume his seat. 
The other hon. Membor has not yielded ” 

* Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—‘‘ I take it my figures are correct or 
approximately correct, and if I am wrong, the hon. the Law Member will 
correct me.” 

*Dr, B. S. Mallayya E< They are not correct at all.” 

* Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ It is for him to pit bis figures against 
mine, aud I am not going to take my figures from my hon. Friend.” 

* Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ They are given . . . 

*The hon. the President :—“ No interruptions please.” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—Sir, Mr. President, if the exigencies 
of tho Madras City and its growing population require more water to be 
aupplied for the City of Madras, I do net say that the Madras City shall be de¬ 
prived of necessary its supply. But do not do it at the cost of the unfortunate 
people who own lands under the Red Hills tank. Pay for them. Let the 
Corporation acquire the lands paying deoent compensation and get all the 
water. I do not obieet to.that. But we do say that it is wrong before the 
acquisition is made, before any compensation is given, to oat off the supply 
of water for irrigation because the Madras Corporation as a strong body oan 
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influence the Madras Government, and make the lands unoultivable, and yet 
for the Government to demand revenue from them, make these poor ryots 
pay for what they do not enjoy, for what they are deprived of by the Corpor¬ 
ation, and that deprivation being assisted by the Government. It is an 
anomaly which nobody can put up with or tolerate. In the circumstances, 
what I say is that the Government should tell the ryots that they can no 
longer supply water to their lands and that their lands will be acquired for 
a proper prioe. But before paying any proper compensation, to tell the 
ryots that the Bed Hills tank was intended for the Madras City without 
reference to the rights they were enjoying till now, is absolutely opposed to 
facts and is quite unjust for tho Government and the Madras Corporation. 

I trust the Corporation of Madras will feel the injustice ot* the caso, and 
1 hope that Government will deal fairly with the ryots of the Red Hills. If 
this Government or the Corporation do not deal with tho ryots fairly, I think 
there are other '.authorities which will do justice to the ryots, aud I am 
perfectly sure that the ryots will not be laoking in anything to rosort to those 
authorities when the noed for aotion arises.” 

* The hon. Sir C.P. Ramaswami Ayiar Mr. President, Sir, there has 
been a considerable amount of controversy on what may be called the ancient 
history. Advertence was ma^o to a Government Order of 1882. 1 take it, 
it is G.O. No. 604 1., dated 2nd August 1882. While that Government 
order indicates the preceding history of tho scheme and finally gives a 
summary of the account of what happened in tho year 1866 up to 1882 or 
thereabouts, it says that the original idea was to have a ‘ project for the 
storage of water in the Cholavaram and Bed Hills tank, with the view of 
increasing the capacity of those reservoirs for irrigation, as well as of 
providing the City of Madras, its garrison and public establishments, with an 
abundant and wholesome supply of water.’ I would be inaccurate if I did 
not also add that tho scheme also contemplated the irrigation of between 
8,000 and 9,000 acres of waste lands, and it was anticipated that the returns 
from irrigation would suffice to pay a higher interest on the estimated outlay. 

Now the position is very shortly traceable. I shall first deal with this 
question of the raising of the F.T.L. So far as this matter is concerned, 
it may be dismissed without much discussion. After a very exhaustive 
examination by the engineering experts it was stated that it was not 
possible to raise the P.T.L for the following reasons. The Bed Hills 
and Cholavaram tanks are old tanks enlarged by recent bunds and without 
taking any bunds to connect tho old and the new works they have leaked 
always and will leak more when the P.T.L. is raised.** 

* Dr. B. 8. Mallayya “ They aro leaking to-day. 1 ” 

The hon. Sir O. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Special repairs and 3 80 
works to minimise the leakage have been carried out at various times P* m ‘ 
in tho past, and similar requirements will occur with greater frequency 
if the P.T.L. is raised. Engineering opinion is that you cannot arise 
the P.T.L. without demolishing the old bund aud constructing one 
consolidated bund. They have raised the old bund without connecting 
it with the new and it is difficult, unless you do' the work all 
over again to raise the P.T.L. The position therefore is that we have 
-been advised by the engineering experts that the question of raising the 
F.T.L may be left oat of account as a practical proposition. The only 
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alternative is the acquisition by the. Corporation of the existing irrigation 
rights of the ryots. At one time, this question was raised and debated 
upon, and there were two opinions on its. It was stated at one time that 
the municipality would enter into negotiation with the various ryots for 
the purpose of an agreement as to the acquisition of those rights. But later 
on, different views seemed to have prevailed in the Corporation, and the 
Corporation came to the tentative conclusion that under the present financial 
condition of the Corporation the proposition of aoqniring the irrigation 
rights of the ryots was not a feasible one. The position therefore is 
very shortly this. The only way to adjust the very chronic differences 
that have arisen between the contending claims of the Corporation and of 
the ryots under the Cholavaram tank is not to increase tho F.T.L. for, 
an adjustment of their differences necessarily involved an outlay by the 
Corporation. 

4< With reference to the suggestions that have emanated from the hon* 
the Leader of tho Opposition whose acquaintance with the Corporation 
problems is varied and extensive, all I can say is that the Government 
in the Irrigation department would not be averse to a conference at which 
the hou. the Minister for Local Self-Government and the Corporation of 
Madras would combine together for the purpose of negotiation with tho ryots. 
With reference to what has fallen from the hon. Member for Tanjore, I 
would say that nobody has over conceived the idea of negativing or rejecting 
the rights of the ryots in Cholavaram. 5 ’ 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ I only said that without paying 
compensation you should not deprive them of their rights.” 

‘“The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar: —“ As to that, I have the 
answer. It is not admitted by Government there has boon any deprivation 
of any of the existing rights of the ryots under the Cholavaram and lied 
Hills tanks inasmuoh as it is pretty well a part of history that the primary 
charge upon the water is the supply for the needs of Madras. And we do 
not admit that there is any cause of aotion— I am using that legal expression 
in regard to the very last sentence which emanated from tho hon. Member 
from Tanjore. No cause of action has arisen so far as the ryots are concerned. 
In regard to infringement of rights, that does not connote anything more than 
this: they have got certain marnul rights or existing rights; these rights 
have to be eliminated in a certain manner ; they can be eliminated only by 
a process of negotiation between the Corporation and the ryots ; we give all 
the assistance to the Corporation to enable that body to enter effectively into 
those questions, so that there may bo an adjustment of the mutual rights by 
purchase. It will have to be discussed by the department concerned in 
consultation with the representatives of the ryots and the Corporation. I 
have no doubt that the hon. the Minister for Local Self-Government will 
help in the matter, beoausc it is up to everyone to see that the water-supply 
of the metropolis is kept in the best possible condition. The Government 
are also indebted to the suggestions that have fallen from Dr. Mallayya in 
regard to the possibilities of recouping any possible outlay or expenditure 
incurred or incurrable by means of the negotiations, by the proper economi¬ 
cal utilization of the water in order to achieve the best possible results and 
get a good income.” 
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*The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“Mr. President, I would not have 
intervened in this debate were it not for the point raised by the hon. the 
Leader of the Opposition. He referred to the water-supply from the 
Kortalliyur and the oonoession that was being granted to Messrs. Binny & Co. 
for water-supply to their mills. My hon. Friend the Baja Sahib, who was in 
oharge of the portfolio before, took great care to oonsult the Corporation and 
abide by the wishes of that body as much as possible. He tried to bring the 
two parties together at a conference held in his room, but that resulted in no 
agreement between the members of the Corporation and Messrs. Binny & 
Co.’s officials who were present on that occasion. This matter of supplying 
water to Messrs. Binny & Co.’s mills has been under the consideration of 
the Government for nearly five years now with no result. I am sure my hon. 
Friend the Member for the City will agree with me when I say that the 
industrial needs of the city also have got to be met. But I hope to try to 
bring both these together in a conference and l hope a satisfactory arrange¬ 
ment would be come to. I can say this, that Government as far as it lies in 
their power, have tried to oonsult the Corporation and take their views. My 
hon. Friend the Raja Sahib has done what ho could to bring about a settle¬ 
ment acceptable to both parties. I hope we shall be able to oome to a 
satisfactory conclusion on that point, 

“ With regard to the full tank level which my hon. Friend the Leader of 
the Opposition spoke about, it will not be possible to raise it for the ’^obvious 
reason that even with the level as it exists now there is not enough water in 
the tank. I hope my hon. Friend will take my word that we will not be 
doing anything without consulting the Corporation ” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. Chavadi K. Subkahmanya Pillai :—“ I move 

c to reduce the allotment of Us. 15,31,000 for maintenance and repairs by 
Rs. 100’. 

“ Mr. President Sir, during the budget discussions last year, the attention 
of this House was drawn by me to the very deplorable condition in whioh 
the Manur channel and the tanks fed by it were kept by the Government. 

“ Nothing has been done till now to improve the condition of this channel* 
which runs a oour6e of about 21 miles and empties itself into the Manur 
tank. This tank and other tanks fed by this channel suffer very muoh by 
the constant breaches occurring in the channel bunds. 

“ Repairs to this channel were investigated by the Tank Restoration 
Scheme Party in 1906 and an estimate of Rs. 40,000 was prepared and 
sanctioned. Again, the Tank Hestoration Scheme Party investigated the 
channel in 1916 and an estimate for Rs. 62,000 was prepared in 1917. For 
some reason or other, the proposals were kept in the Collector’s office, without 
any action, till the matter was taken up again in 1923, at the instance of 
the tnen Collector, and it was reported that the estimate would, at the then 
rate, oomo to Rs 85,000 

“ I pat many questions and supplemental questions about this Manur 
channel during the Jast three years but in vain. I therefore request the hon. the 
Law Member in oharge of Irrigation to devote his personal attention*to this 
8 
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important and urgent work and to see that the works of dosing the breaches 
in the bunds of the Manur channel and those on the northern and southern 
sides of the Manur anient across the (Jhittar river are immediately taken up 
and that the silt on the bed of the Manur channel is removed, bringing 
the depth of the channel to its original l>ed level, Unless and until this is 
done, there will be no free flow of water in the channel and there will also be 
no safety for the bunds of the ohanuel. The sad state of this channel in- 
yolves great Joss to the Government in the shape of revenue and to the poor 
ryots ; for, these poor rvots had to put up with frequent failure of orops and 
sustained heavy loss during the current year, 1926-27, by complete failure 
of crops on about 3,150 acres of ayan wet lands. The hon. the Revenue 
Member is also requested to provide sufficient funds in the current year's 
budget for repairs to th : s channel, especially the portions on the northern 
and southern sides of the Manur anion*’., which havo been completely washed 
away during the heavy floods of 1925,” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar 1 “ With regard to this matter, 
Sir, the same hon. Member raised this question last year and the year before 
last. The real trouble is that the execution of repairs has beon held up pending 
the decision with regard to the amount of contribution payable by the Uttu- 
malai Estate. As a matter of fact, until the Uttumalai Estate and the 
Government come to a kind of agreement on the matter nothing can be 
done, and the Estate’s liability for payment of contribution is still under 
correspondence between the Collector and the Receiver of the Estate. Rut I 
may assure my hon. Friend that as so m as the Collector and the Roceiver 
are able to enter into a binding contract, the matter will be taken up.” 

* Mr, K. R. Venkata rama \yyar :— u I only wish to say one word with 
regard to the Manur channel. This is a very important source of irrigation 
concerning a large area of wet lands in the Tinnevelly district The project 
has been hanging fire for a long time. The recent floo Is havo made havoo 
of the whole irrigation works and the ryots have sustained enormous losses 
and the Government also hivo sustained loss of revenue. My Friend Mr. 
Chavadi Subrahmanya Pillai has been bringiug to the notico of this House 
the importance of this subject during three successive years during budget 
discussions and on other occasions also. Exoopt the sympathetic replies that 
the Chief Engineer and tho Superintending Engineer havo boon asked to 
expedite the work, no progress has been made. Tnis is a matter on which 
J do not think tho hon. the Law Member or anybody else concerned can put 
us off by saying that because tho Uttumalai Estate also is concerned in the 
affair, the whole thing has to wait, l/ttmnalai is c mcerned with a small extent 
of 600 aores, whereas Government land is 3,000 and odd acres. I do not think 
that Governmont can put off the ryot.wari pattadavs of 3,000 acres with the 
argument that till some person on behalf of the Estate comes forward and 
bears his share of the expenditure to be incurred the whole matter should hang 

1-45 fire. I do not think that is a proper attitude for the Government to take up. 
p.m. Government must push on with this matter and when they have inourred 
the cost it would be quite easy for them, it ought to be, at any rate, to 
realize the necessary contribution from the Uttumalai estate. I do not think 
this is a matter which consistently with the interests of the Government and 
of the pattadars can brook even a moment’s delay.” 
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4 Mr. L. K. Tulasirah .— u The reason, Sir, why two Members who 
actually are not representing the district affected speak on this subject is 
that this subject deserves more consideration at the hands of this hon. 
House. Manur channel is a channel which cats off from the Chittar river in 
the Tenkasi taluk of the Tinncvelly district. It is a channel 21 miles long. 
No doubt, it passes through the Uttumalai Estate and irrigates 3,000 acres of 
ayacut ayari lands. B tally, on account of floods both the gateways on the 
southern and northern sides of the Manur anicut are in a very bad and 
miserable condition. The silt has not been removed from this river for the 
last so many years and no lepairs have been made to this river for, I would, 
say, nearly half a century. The river, which is nearly a furlong wide, has 
been studded with rank growth of plants, shrubs and a]so trees, Sir, which 
impede the free flow of water into this Manur channel. The ryots have 
suffered in the twelve villages which this Manur channel irigates. They 
have lost heavily. There has been a failure of crops and the Government 
have lost a very heavy revenue—a revenue of about 11s. 15,000—in the current 
year. There was a memorandum—a promise given by the Superintending 
Engineer, VI Circle-—in the month of dune 1906 that the estimate for 
repairing the channel and tin* anicut was ready and would be* submitted to 
the Government in a w eek. Sir, \ve are now 20 years older after the promise ; 
and yet the promise given by the Superintending Engineer in June 1906 
remains unfulfilled. The* hon. the Law Member has an excellent excuse. 
He says that this is a complicated question as it involves the contribution 
to be made by the Zamindar of Uttumalai. Sir, after all, in whose hands 
are the Uttumalai Estates now T ? 1 Ihink the estates are in the hands of the 

Court of Wards. So it is the voice of the Government on the one side as 
well as on the other, that has to speak. That being the case, if they have the 
will, they can incur the expenditure mid get the necessary contribution from 
the Uttumalai Estate. Therefore, I say they are postponing the thing un¬ 
necessarily and I would say they have been culpably negligent in the matter 
of repairing this Manur channel.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

Sriman Biswanath DAS.Mahasayo'.— u Sir, 1 rise to move . . . ” 

* The hon. the President .— 11 When the Leader of the Opposition 
Mr. Sami Venkataehalam Chetti, said that some motions including this were 
not going to be moved, if the hon. Member really wanted to move his motion 
he ought to have mentioned to iue that the Leader of the Opposition was 
mentioning the facts wrongly.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasayo :—“ In view of the statement made 
by the Leader of the Opposition, 1 am not moving my motion under 15-B (2) 
(a) Works.” • 

Mr. B. Venejutaratnam, in moving that the allotment of Bs. 1,14,900 for 
Godavari Delta System be reduoed by Bs. 100, spoke as follows ;—

* 347. To reduoe the allotment of Rs. 1,38,000 for works by Bs. 100 (to discuss the necessity 
of utilizing the Famine Insurance Fund for construction of protective works). 
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The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— “ Four points have been raised 
in the debate initiated by my hon. Friend. I shall deal with the Coringa 
Island project first. So far as that is concerned, the proposal is to extend the 
Godavari Delta Irrigation to the Coringa is land through the Bank Canal of the 
Eastern Delta. The matter is dealt with, as hon. Members are aware, at 
page 10 of Mr. Morgan’s report. He points out that the area that will be 
irrigated is 13,250 acres from which a net revenue of Rs. 56,071 was antici¬ 
pated in 1916 and that even this represented a return of 4} per cent on the 
then estimated cost of Hs. 4,69,300. The estimate was under revision by the 
Superintending Engineer and the estimate will probably amount to Rs. 12% 
lakhs. I may say that as the area to be irrigated was only 12,250 aores and 
as the estimate amounted to 12$ lakhs,it was decided to go on with the scheme 
if there were no engineering obstacles or difficulties. At the present moment, 
a scheme is under consideration of the Chief Engineer and the Government 
expects to have his report in the course of a month. That is with regard to 
the Coringa Island project. 


“ The other question was with regard to the Thorrigedda. As to that the 
position is this. It was initiated in 1872 and last year Sir Venkatareddi 
Nayudu raised a question on the subject. My answer wav: 

• The original proposal to construct the Thorrigedda outfall sluice has been abandoned and 
the soheme for utilizing the waters of the Sithapalli river and supplementing the supply with 
water from Pamuleru was found financially impraotioahle.’ 


“ In February 1927 my hon. Friend the Minister for Development inspected 
the site in Thorrigedda scheme and he has sent a mimite on the subject sug- 

S esting that the matter should be pushed vigorously because, in his opinion, 
icre were certain aspects which were lost sight of in the previous papers 
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relating to thu subjeot. From that point of view the department has been 
instructed to go into the matter and send up a report. That is all I have 
to say.” 

The motion was by leavp withdrawn. 

• The |hon. the President —“ I would inform hon. Members that the 
demand wil^ be put to vote at three minutes after 4. ” 

Mr. Sami VenkatachaLam Chexti —“ Sir, 1 have just one submission 
to make. I am very sorry that after my submission to you that so far as the 
opposition is concerned, certain of the motions will not be moved, my hon. 
Friend, Mr. Yenkataratnam, moved his motion probably unaware of the 
statement that 1 made.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Kao —“ Sir, I move that— 

“ the allotment of Its . 12,00,000 for cost of land be reduced by Rs. 100’. 

‘‘Mr. President, Sir, I ain not an expert and I do'not speak as an 
expert. I am not one who would rule out experts, but I do not want experts 
to rule me. I want experts to serve me and, therefore, I have asked in this 
out that a committee of this House, elected by this House, be appointed to be 
consulted. That is the last object l have mentioned in the cnt. 

“ The hon. the Law Member once speaking on this question said that in 
other places mortar was in vogue but it has been replaced by cement. I 
would ask him if surki mortar has been tried. I understand it has been tried 
in the bridges of Madras and they have done very well. I would ask him to 
minimise the use of cement absolutely and to see that only Indian material, 
i.e., surki mortar is used in the work. 

“ I will now refer to the replacement of manual labour by machinery. He 
said in one of his replies that he was practically trying an experiment with 
machines. H he finds that the cost on account of machine labour is some¬ 
where near the cost that would have to be incurred in the case of manual 
labour, I am sure he bhould without any demur use manual labour alone. 

‘‘Then with regard to the absence of an Irrigation Law I understand that * p.m. 
the hon. the Law Member has been challenged on this question with regard to 
the Tungabhadra project, lie seems to have stated at one time that without 

Irrigation Law it could, not Be cun ied out. It is up to lum to show now how 
he can get on without an Irrigation Law. The only course open to him is to 
introduce an Imgation Bill giving the power of fixing the water rates to the 
Counoil as the Council desired. 

“ For the rest, I have my own doubts regarding the experts of the bure¬ 
aucracy. They are not under our control; we cannot make them bend to our 
will. Though the hon. the Law Member is an Indian, he is part of the 
bureauoraoy and he is not under our vote. He also belongs to that olass of 
experts who have ruled us. Let us not hereafter be ruled by this class; let 
them on the other hand be of service to us. If the hon. the Law Member 
oonoedes the demand of the House, certainly, I think he can carry on the work 
easily. It should not be taken that I have opposed the irrigation scheme as an 
irrigation scheme. I am in want of water very badly and I am in sympathy 
with irrigation schemes. The Ceded districts are proverbially dry districts. 
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I am not opposed to this irrigation soheme unless the House finds it has no 
control in this matter over experts. I should like to tell the hon. the Law 
Member that this House would not be so easy of control with regard to this 
grant unless he concedes the rights of this House.” 

* The hon. the President —“The time allotted for the demand having 
expired and the motion now moved in the House not having matured into a 
question I cannot put the motion to the House. I therefore put the Demand 
to the House.” 

The question that Government be granted a sum not exceeding 234*63 
lakhs under Demand VII—I rrigation—Public Works Officers -was put to the 
House and carried. The grant was made. 

* DEMAND VIII—GENERAL ADMINISTRATION—HEADS OF PROVINCES. 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :—“ Sir, 4 
on the recommendation of His Excellency the Governor I move. 

‘ that Government be granted a sum not exceeding Ms. 5*95 lakhs under 
Demand VIII — General Administration—Heads of Provinces? ” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti . —“ Sir, as this is a very important matter, may I 
make a humble submission to you to give me, 20 minutes, as \ am raising the 
question of Constitutional Reforms on this Demand P ” 

* The hon. the President <f Yes.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ Mr. President, Sir, you will agree with me that 
it is proper that I should raise the question of further constitutional reforms 
for this province and particularly the grant of provincial autonomy under 
this demand for the Staff and Household of the Governor. Writing on the 
position of the Governor under the Reforms Scheme, the Joint Select Com¬ 
mittee of Parliament on the Government of India BiJJ say : 

4 The position of Ihe Governor will thus be t one of groat responsibility and difficulty, 
and also of great opportunity and honour, lie may have to hoi 1 the balance between divergent 
polioies and different ideals, and to prevent discord and friotiou. Jt will also be for him to 
help with simpathy and courage the popular side of his Government in their new responsi¬ 
bilities. He should never hesitate to point out to Ministers wlut he thinks is the right 
oourse or to warn them if he thinks they are taking the wrong eourse. But if, after hearing 
all the arguments, Ministers should decide not to adopt his advice, then, in the opinion of 
the Committee, the Governor should ordinarily allow Ministots to have their way fixing the 
responsibility upon them, even if it may subsequently he necessary for him to veto any 
particular pieoe of legislation. Jt is not possible but that in Tndia, as in all other countries, 
mistakes will he made by Ministers, acting- with the approval of a majority of the Legislative 
Counoil, hut there is no way of learning except through experience and by the realization of 
responsibility.’ 

“ It is because the Joint Committee of Parliament has cast upon the 
Governor this high, honourable and responsible duty of seeing to it that the 
Reforms are worked properly that I submit, Mr. President, it is proper for 
me to move my motion under the Demand of the hon. the Home Member for 
the Staff and Household of the Governor. Hon. Members will notioe that by 
means of this motion 1 am not raising the large question of Swaraj which is an 
All-India question. I have confined myself to the question of further consti¬ 
tutional reforms and the grant of provincial autonomy. My object is to 
abolish diarohy as a system of Government. 1 am sure it is too late in the 
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day for me to try to prove that diarchy as a system of Government oannot be 
worked. It must be oonceded by any one who understands the A, B, C of 
politios or Government. Government has always been and always will be 
whole and indivisible. Ton cannot cat it up into two halves, and expect 
absence of friction and harmonious working which are essential for responsible 
Government. 

“ Moreover, Sir, let me give an analogy, which I am sure the English 
and the Scotch Members of this Council will appreciate. Supposing as a result 
of the last war, Germany had conquered Great Britain and appointed a 
German Governor over England and divided the subject of English adminis¬ 
tration as Law and Order, Finance, "Revenue, Tails and Forests and so on, and 
vested them in the hands of Gorman Executive Councillors, with whom three 
unfortunate Englishmen were asked to work as Ministers, having to get their 
doles from the Finance Member who happened to be a German and they were 
all asked to work the system, 1 ask every self-respecting Englishman and Scotch¬ 
man in the House as man to man whether they will agree to work this system. 
Of course the answer of the Englishman will be, ‘ Germany has not 
conquered England and we should all die, rather than allow Germany conquer 
England. You, Indians, w<> have conquered you, and you arc under our 
heels. If you can, throw us off/ f understand that answer; I respect 
that answer. As Mahatma Gandhi said, I wish we have the modern weapons 
by which we can drive out the foreigners from this country. But let the 
bureauoracy remember that they cannot eternally resist the advancing waves of 
modern democracy, without driving an angry, self-respecting people to despair 
and turning this country into another and bigger Ireland. .It is because we 
believe, extremists as we, are, that this question can be solved with good will on 
either side that we are here. T am therefore raising a very modest question of 
further constitutional reforms and provincial autonomy for this province. To 
prove that diarchy has failed in its working and, that it should bo substituted 
by provincial autonomy, I have the ver y high authority of two of the ex- 
Ministers who, evidently because discussion on the Reserved subjects are over, 
are now taking rest elsewhere. They have given their views to the Muddiman 
Committee. I am reading from the summary of the opinion of the Madras Gov¬ 
ernment which was despatched to the Muddiman Committee. Referring to the 
Ministers they say that they insist, and in this there is no doubt that they reflect 
the opinion of the majority of the Legislative Council, that there should now be 
a complete transfer of all provincial subjects though they are willing to allow 
some undefined safeguards in respect of the subjects of Finance and Law and 
Order. They claim this complete transfer both on the ground that nothing 
less will satisfy public opinion and on the ground that it is justified by tiie 
manner in which the Legislative Council has conducted itself in the past 
three years and by the state of the political education of the Presidency. 
Then, Sir, the Madras Government again quote the 1 Ministers as saying that 
in their view meaning the Ministers, the existing constitution, in so far as it 
lays down the relations between the Governor and the Ministers, does not tend 
to develop either joint Ministerial responsibility or Ministerial independence. 
Sir A. P. Patro, whom I miss very badly here now, says that ‘ notwith¬ 
standing this, serious difficulties have been experienced in working the 
diarchical system. To begin with, the‘Legislative Council and the Ministers 
are placed in a very anomalous position. The system has not led to the 
development of responsible oriticism and has had occasionally thfr opposite 
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effect/ He says, further ‘ it has beoome increasingly difficult to continue 
the unity of Government as the Legislative Oounoil now feels disappointed 
that co-operation with the Government in the sound administration of the 
oountry has not yet resulted in any progressive measures of responsibility/ 
Even more emphatic was his chief, the Baja of Panagal. In his evidence he 
says : ‘We have either to go baok upon the promise given in the announce¬ 
ment of August 1917 and have the old form of Government or advanoe a step 
further and be safe nearer the goal. The former course, I am afraid is 
not possible. The only course open is bo advance forward. How we shall' 
advance is a question. I think the best way to get out of the present awkward 
situation so far as the provinces are concerned is to concede full provincial 
autonomy under adequate safeguards/ 

“ These are not the opinions of Extremists or Swarajists or Congressmen, 
but of the pet children of the bureauoracy till the other day, the Justioe Party 
Ministers, whose sense of responsibility, sanity, and soundness, calmness and 
statesmanship beggared description at the hands of the bureauoracy. If these 
men should state 1 , that diarchy has broken down and that it ought to be 
replaced by a more workable system of unitary Government, 1 suggest^that 
the Government have no case to refuse the demand. 

“ Another point, Sir, the Muddiman Committee made several recommen¬ 
dations and Government have been very quick to carry out some of the mote 
reactionary ones. I speak subject to correction, but I shall be glad to be 
informed if the recommendation that joint deliberation between the two sides 
of the Government, an important question, should be definitely settled by a 
Devolution Buie has been accepted. I do not think so. Sir, this is the 
[.16 majority report: 

m - 1 The powers of oontrol of the Governor over his Ministers should be more expressly 

indioated by the alteration of Clause fi of the Instrument of Instructions so as to provide 
that, subject to the power of interference, to prevent unfair discrimination between classes 
and interests, to protect minorities and to safeguard his own responsibility for Reserved subjeots 
and with regard to the interests of the members of the permanent Services, the Governor should 
not dissent from the opinion of his Ministers.’ 

“ Even these two recommendations have not been given effect to, I would 
be surprised to know that they have been. Moreover, Sir, when this faot 
was pointed out, Sir Malcolm Hailey on behalf of the Government of India 
made a promise on the floor of the Legislative Assembly that, to the extent to 
which advance can be made under the Act by the exercise of the rule- 
making power, the Government would do so. Have they done ? I submit, 
Mr. President, that the demand contained in my motion can be practically 
oonceded without an amendment of the Act, because, all subjects excepting 
one subject may be transferred to the Ministers without an amendment of 
the Act. That is only an alteration to the schedule of the Act and even 
that has not been done. 

" Then I want to say one word with regard to the recommendations of 
the minority of the Muddiman Committee because that clinches the whole 
matter so far as informed public opinion is concerned. The minority report 
was signed by Dr. T. B. Sapru, Sir P. S. Sivaswami Ayyar, Mr. Jinnah 
and Dr. Paranjpye. 

‘ We think that the Behar Government has correotly summed up the position in the 
previnoes by saying that diarchy is working oreekily and minor remedies may oure a oreek or 
t#o. To our mind* the proper question to ask is not whether any alterative transitional 
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system oan be devised but whether the constitution should not be put on a permanent bade, 
with provisions for autom&tio progress in the future so as to seoure stability in the Government 
and willing oo-operation of the people.’ 

“ I have given the opinions of ex-Ministers both of this provinoe and other 

S ovinoes. I do not know what the present Ministers think. But they 
ould be gods or more than human, if in their experience they find it 
different from the experience of their colleagues in this and other provinces; 
sooner or later, they would find that under diarchy they are to carry out the 
behests of unseen powers, as I said the other day, and that under diarchy they 
do have or can have no power, initiative ot responsibility. Let them try and 
I hope they will very soon find out that I am right. To believe that there is 
room under diarchy for ministerial performances of real, large and progressive 
programmes of the oountry to which the bureaucracy is opposed is a snare and 
a delusion. 

“ Moreover, Madras is the oldest of the British provinces and the Britisher 
thinks he is here for the purpose of training Orientals in the art and craft of 
self-government, and we at any rate claim as the oldest pupils of these 
super-eminent masters, to be fit for Swaraj even if other provinces are not! 
Moreover, Sir, we have no communal trouble in this Presidency of the size 
and of the proportions which you have in Northern India. There at least, 
the bureaucracy has got some excuse that the Hindus and Muhammadans are 
fighting though I do not grant it. Such fighting is the making of a third 
party in Tndia and when that disappears, these fights will automatically 
disappear. To the extent to which these fights exist there, they do not exist 
in South India. I know probably the answer will be given that, here too, there 
are some troubles in the case of the people who are called depressed classes or 
the minority communities. To them I give the answer of one whose 
authority even the bureaucracy cannot question: ‘ The objections to this 
constitution urged are that it will work hardship to the minority and depressed 
communities. The minorities are generally privileged communities. They 
know they have to be behind and with us in the demand for concessions by 
way of constitutional progress. As to the depressed classes, they form the 
bulk of the proletariat. Their position may surely be improved under a 
democratic form of Government by franchise qualifications or by constituting 
special electorates for them/ This is the opinion of the Baja of Panagal. 
He says that ‘ communal troubles do not exist as an impediment to the 
progress of Swaraj \ Again and again, we are told by our candid English 
friends that wp, who ask for it, are not keen on the extension of the franchise. 
Sir, speaking with a full sense of my responsibility, we on this side of the 
House, are prepared for full adult franchise for men and women over 21, and 
we know that the moment universal franchise is granted in this province, the 
whole House, except the official and nominated Members, would be full of 
Congressmen and Swarajists. Therefore, we are not afraid of universal 
franchise. 

"Therefore, I suggest, Mr. President, that the case for immediate advance 
of this provinoe in the direction of complete provincial autonomy is complete. 
The usual answers cannot be given except the answer that you cannot 
defend yourselves and therefore you ought not to get swaraj. That answer 
does not even smack of sincerity. There is a proverb in Jamil whicjb means 
this: To get married ine must be cured of his madness; to W oured 

* 9 
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of his madness he must get married.’ The educated Indians in the Legist 
lative Assembly have asked that the Indian Army should be thrown oyen to 
Indians. The answer of the Government is so unsatisfactory and insincere 
that men like Mr. Jinnah have told the House ‘ you are humbugs in this matter ’ 
on the floor of the Legislative Assembly. (A Voice.—What about 
Mr. Jayakar) So muoh the better. Sir, mv point is this; when we ask 
the Government for service in the Army, they turn round and say c you 
shall not be admitted/ When we ask for Swaraj, they say c you are unfit 
or not willing to defend your country/ There is no answer for it except 
the feeling of the bureaucracy that the people to-dav are not strong enough 
and united enough to enforce their demand at the point of the bayonet. 

“ But, Sir, I end as I began. I appeal to the bureauoraov to feel that 
once a great nation makes up its mind to attain its freedom, there is no 
power on earth, not even Great Britain, that can stand in its way. The 
only question, Mr. President, is whether that freedom of India is going 
to be achieved with the good-will of England or in spite of England. 
It is beoause we feel that if our case is put strongly on the floor of this 
House it may make some impression on the minds of Members here that this 
question is raised in the form of a budget motion. I know the fate of this 
motion so far as this Government are concerned. I know they will throw it 
into the waste-paper basket and imagine that they have saved the trouble. 
And I also know the fate of the motion so far as this House is concerned. 
Mr. President, if I may for a moment, inolude yourself, Sir, there is not one 
Indian in this House who does not feel with me that India demands swaraj, 
that' India needs swaraj to-day and that India will be happy only under 
Swaraj. Limitations of office, limitations of various other considerations may 
prevent some from speaking and voting as freely as I do But let the English¬ 
men here take it from me—I know Indians’ minds better than they and I 

S eak for every Indian here, official or non-official, elected or nominated—that 
ey are one with me when I say that their hearts go out to me as I speak on 
these lines. If they are free to speak and vote, as I am free to speak and 
vote, they will speak and vote with me/’ 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— c£ Sir, in supporting this motion, I shall only refer 
to one or two arguments that are raised against granting the autonomy we 
seek. It is alleged that India is illiterate and ignorant as a body and there¬ 
fore it is unfit for parliamentary responsible government. I ask, Sir, whether 
illiteracy has stood in the way of Parliamentary institutions. Look at Europe 
in the middle ages. In the middle ages, one in a million of the population 
was literate, a et they had Parliament in England, with powers of taxation, 
with powers of legislation, of initiative in legislation and with powers of 
oensuring Ministers. Have we got that power now ? During the reign of 
Edward III, only one in a million of the population oould read and write. 
Tet they had House of Commons with more powers of taxation and legislation 
and witn more responsibility than we Indians do enjoy in this century, with 
all the advance that India has made in her literaoy. 

“ Another objection that is raised is that India consists of several nations, 
of several races and speaking several languages. But has that defect stood in 
the way of getting constitutional Government P Look at the United States 
of America. There, there are very many raoes and so many languages spoken. 
Tet they have got the most aavanoed representative Government in th* 
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world. There are the Spaniards ; there are the Italians ; there are the 
Englishmen, the Irish and the Germans each with a different nation and 
talking a different language. In their legislative assemblies very many 
languages are spoken. One man speaks Spanish, another Italian and another 
English. Yet they have a responsible Government. Then take the Federal 
Government of Switzerland. They are three nations bound together and 
forming one united Government. There are the Germans ; there are the 
French and there are the Italians. In all these cases, several peoples combined 
have together and formed one national Government. In Germany there are 
the Austrians, the Saxons and the Hanoverians, once always in conflict with 
one another. We know that the history of the German Empire is one of 
conflict between races and religions. Yet they formed into one nation in the 
nineteenth century, and had a common Government. Now under the aegis of 
the British Government, India has got a union of different races, nations and 
religions. India has been united geographically and historically from the most 
ancient times, from the time of Asoka, Bamayana and the Mahabharata. 

India is now united under the bond of one Government, viz., the British 
Government. Thanks to the encouragement given to us in the past, we at this 
time feel ourselves one united nation. Surely, Sir, we feel that we are prepared 
for that constitutional advance to which we are entitled to at least under the 
present Reforms Act.” 

f Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan “ Sir, in rising to support this motion, I do 
not believe that I need speak at length, because the mover of the motion has 
himself dealt with the entire question in a manner which I will not be 
able to add to in any respect. But I wish to say a few words and they are 
these. No count/ry, no nation, has any right whatsoever to rule another 
nation. Whatever may be the reason, whatever may be the argument that 
may be advanced by the Britishers in this country and the bureaucracy that 4-30 
sits down tightly over us and has been ruling us for a century and a half and P* m » 
more, whatever may be the domestic troubles in this country, whatever may 
be the difficulties and differences that may affect the communities whioh 
inhabit this country, no alien nation has any right whatsoever to govern and 
rule’over it. Mr. President, they seem to believe, as they have always 
expressed, in that theory of trusteeship which they take from one country to 
another. They state that they are the trustees of humanity in this world and 
that in due disoharge of that trusteeship, they hold under subjection 300 
millions of people of this country. That theory, Mr. President, has long ago 
been cast to the winds ; because it has been proved beyond a shadow of doubt 
that they have not been able to discharge even R hundredth part of that 
trusteeship which they took upon themselves. And to-day in our country 
we find, as we have been pointing out from day to day, famines and economio 
difficulties growing day by day, and it is enough to say that they have not 
been able to discharge even a small portion of their duties as trustees of this 
oountry. Mr. President, it was, I must admit, the introduction of these 
Reforms whioh to a very large extent has been responsible for argumenting 
the Hindu Muslim troubles. If the Reforms did give responsibility to the 
people of this country, if the Reforms did give power to the people of thia 
country, I am sure that in the working 4 of those Reforms and in the working 
of the Government under such Reforms, the people, Hindus, Mussalmans and 
Christians, could have adjusted their differences and could have known that 
after all, they are all governing their own oountry themselves and thebe minor 
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differences would not have occurred. But to-day, Sir, under a diarchical 

S stem of Government with no power, no initiative and no responsibility, 
ose gentlemen who sit on those benohes who are called Ministers, Ministers 
who are no better than a few piotures, enolosed as they are in a steel frame, 
feel powerless, feel that they cannot do anything without the behests, without 
the direction, without the initiative and without the authority of the other 
gentlemen who sit along with them on those benches constituting what is 
called the Reserved half. Mr. President, this reminds me of thelfaotthat we, 
as it was given to us by Mahatma Gandhi, would have found it absolutely 
necessary and honest to continue to boycott this Counoil After coming into 
this Counoil, Sir, I have found that it is nothing but a farce. We are no 
more than petition hearers. We are coming forward with the petitions of the 
people and we present them to our masters who sit befoie us, all to no 
purpose.” 

* Mr. A. Kaleswara Kao —“ Mr President, T do not want to dilate upon 
the necessity for swaraj That question has been already agreed to by all 
parties. We want Swaraj because it is our birthright, because we are fit for 
swaraj, and because we want it to-day. Every householder, every man, unless 
he be a lunatic, is entitled to manage the affairs of his own household. 
Similarly, every pation, whatever may be its difficulties, whatever may be its 
internal troubles, whatever mav be the state of civilization in which it is, is 
certainly fit to rule itself, to manage its own affairs. It is upon this eternal 
principle of birthright that we demand swaraj. And we demand swaraj as 
a matter of right and not as a matter of grace. The Indian National 
Congress asked year alter year, lor swaraj but what did we get ? We got 
diarohy in the provinces without any responsibility whatever in the Central 
Government. We asked for bread and we got a stone. The Governor has 
beoome the Nawab of the province. He with his Ministers on one side and 
with his Executive Councillors on the other side has become mote autocratic 
than he was before the introduction oi the Monttord Reforms. The Legisla¬ 
tive Council which ought to legislate for the people has no authority beoause 
so many cheoks and balances are put on the exercise of its powers. Certifi¬ 
cation can come in most eases and the Executive is irresponsible and the 
Ministers are helpless, except when they want to do mischief. The previous 
Ministry was praised very much by the Secretary of State for India, that it 
was a very strong and successful Ministry. They were a happy home. Why P 
Beoause they joined the bureaucracy and supported it in all the worst phases 
of repression. In the Local Sr 11 -Government Department, its reactionary, 
denational policy, oommunal hatred, oonmmnal jealousy and all these things, 
have brought the whole administration into a big muddle. And in the Edu¬ 
cation department, students were dismissed beoause they wore white khadder 
oaj>s oalled Gandhi caps like those which myself and some other Members of 
this hon. House are wearing. Spinning was tabooed. Hindi was proscribed. 
Except these things, nothing was done in the department of education. Of 
oourse in Medicine, there are the I.M.S. people, there are the military people 
with claims that oonld not be overlooked. There are again, the I.C.S. Secre¬ 
taries, there are the Collectors who are the representatives of the bureauoraoy, 
having large oontrol and influence over the municipalities and district boards, 
there is the Director of Publio Instruction who is the Nawab in the Educa¬ 
tional department. With all these oheoks and balances, with the Governor 
pn one side having control over these Ministers, and with the steel frame on 
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the other, the Ministers are praotioally helpless. The whole thing is in 
the hands of the);Governor and of the Finance Member. We have not the 
power of the purse. How long can we get on with this diarohy system P 
it is impossible.^ Minister after Minister, moderates and even Justice party 
Ministers have all pronounced that diarchy is a failure and nothing short of 
Provincial autonomy can be successful in the provinces. Therefore, to ask for 
Provincial autonomy at this stage is not too muoh. It is a demand of the 
whole nation, and the Government ought to concede it at once. Naturally, 
they won't.” 

* Mr. 8. Arpudaswami IJdayar: —“Mr. President, Sir, I sympathize 
with the sentiments given expression to by my friend the Member for the 
University. There is nobody in this House who oan say ‘ no' to his request 
that this province should get Provincial autonomy, that we must have swaraj. 
And if 1 am standing in this House and giving frank expression to my 
political aims and aspirations, if I say that I can work very well with my 
brethren and that I am fit for swaraj, I think that is largely owing to the fact 
that we have this very bureaucracy in this country. That is the only point 
where I differ from my friend, the Member for the University. It is a very 
good thing that in the designs of Providence the governance of India was 
placed under the British and not under any other European power ; because 
we owe it to this circumstance that we have seen introduced into this country 
liberal arts, liberal administration, British laws and a sense of fairplay and 
justice. I think it is the greatest glory of the Englishman that he has gradu¬ 
ally and slowly raised socially, politically and intellectually this great nation, 
not in the sense that he had imported a civilization where there was no civiliza¬ 
tion existing, but that we owe it to him that he has introduced the system of 
administration whioh does not curb freedom of expression or liberty of speech, 
that he has encouraged studies and institutions for fostering desire for liberty, 
for making us really fit for responsibility and also for implanting in the 

a le of our Presidency and of this country all those liberal aspirations and 
?ncies in consequence of whioh we press for more and more of reforms. 

<c Secondly, Sir, it is not the way with the bureaucracy, at any rate, with 
the Members on the Treasury benches, to stand in the way of Provincial 
autonomy or stand in the way of a f urther and more substantial instalment 
of Reforms being conceded to us. They have loyally to ’work the constitution 
as they find it, as it is put into their hands. My friend has read very many 
extraots, from the reports sent by ex-Ministers and others, all of which go to 
show that all parties are agreed in this respeot, namely, that the country is 
ready for a transfer of more subjects to the Ministers . . .” 

• Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ All subjects ? ” 

*Mr. S. Arpudaswami IJdayar :—“ Almost all.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti . —“ Not almost, but all subjeots.” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ Very good, all the subjeots. And 
that will be the time to do away with this experiment that we find here, viz., 
diarohy. But, who has the final voioe in this matter P (Voices : We). Certainly 
the hon. Members of this House ; but the Members of the Treasury benches 
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have also a clear voice in this respect, in that they will have to send a report 
or give evidence before the Parliamentary Commission which is very shortly to 
visit this country. Meanwhile, it is our duty to work these Reforms, and 
I think that on the whole' this experiment has been successfully tried, and the 
faot that it has been a success—at least my friend must admit that it has been 
a sucoess in this province—is due largely to the breadth of view and the 
sound judgment which the much-maligned bureaucracy have brought to 
bear upon this work, and, I am sure that, if to-morrow they are told that a 
fresh and a more substantial instalment of reforms is to be conceded, they will 
have loyally to work those reforms as well and as satisfactorily as they have 
worked the first instalment of the reforms. We are told that this experiment 
of diarchy is in course of time to disappear and that full Provincial autonomy 
is to be granted. I think it is only in the nature of the Britisher to loyally 
bow to the decision of the Parliament when the time comes and work success¬ 
fully whatever forms of Parliamentary Government are established in this 
oountry. 

u Therefore, Sir, while T am fully in sympathy with the aims and 
aspirations, of which my hon. Friend the Member for the University has given 
expression so boldly and so courageously, 1 take objection to what he considers 
to be certain serious faults of the bureaucracy, whereas the truth is that, in 
reality, they are loyally working the reforms. While I fully support this 
motion, I wish at the same time to express solemnly the great debt whioh 
this province and which this country owes to those British statesmen who 
have thought it fit to make us gradually fit for self-government.” 

*Sriman Biswanatr Das Mahasayo :—“Mr. President, I heartily join 
the chorus of support that this motion has received from various Members of 
this House. Sir, to me, the motion seems to be very simple, simple in the 
sense that it seeks to have further constitutional advance. The famous 
declaration of August 1917 seeks to devolve responsibility on the Indians. Sir, 
when the Muddiman Committee was appointed, it was distinctly given to 
understand that the capacity of the various provinces will be put to test and 
such of the provinces that really do deserve and have shown their capacity 
will be given a further instalment of advance in the management of their own 
affairs. Much has been said in the report about provincial autonomy and the 
Committee devotes a lot of space and energy to find out what provincial 
autonomy is. To me again it seems very simple. To grant provincial 
autonomy, according to us, is to make the hon. Members of the Treasury Bench 
responsible to the members of this House and retain office only so long as 
they possess our confidence. Sir, the other day while requesting the hon. 
the Leader of the House, to state the reasons why the recommendations 
of the committee for the separation of the Judiciary from the Executive 
were not given effect to, he communicated to us the blessed informa¬ 
tion that the Government of India are standing on the way and that 
we have to be guided by them. When we requested the hon. the Revenue 
Member to state why the recommendations of the Joint Committee were not 
given effeot to, the-same information, the same bogey of Government of India 
was raised. These are the difficulties in the way of our progress. So, we, on 
our part, have exhibited to the Government and to the world at large that we 
are not wanting in any of the qualities that are the necessary requisites of a 
legislature. We are not speaking for ourselves. It has been admitted by 
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members on whom, fortunately or unfortunately, the power of granting further 
constitutional reforms is vested. That being the oase, I find that there is no 
reason to withhold the just rights of the people of this Presidency for further 
constitutional advance and govern them with vetoes and oertifioates. In the 
minutes submitted by the ex-Ministers and in the evidence given by the 
ex-Ministers and the luminaries of the province, both officials and non-officials, 
as also the. remarks left by the Muddiman Committee, T think there is ample 
justification for us to get further constitutional advance. The Government of 
India Act provides for the transfer of subjects. It is impossible for us to get 
on by having the Public Works Department with the Ministers, and Irriga¬ 
tion with the Executive Councillors who are not at all responsible to the 
Members of this House. If the Member in charge of Irrigation were respon¬ 
sible to the Members of this House, I assure you that the condition of the 
people in this province would have been far better. It has been said in 
certain quarters that we are wanting in education and that that is the ground 
for withholding further constitutional progress from us. I assure you that 
so long as we are having a Finance Member all powerful under the 
Devolution Rules and the Minister to look to him for money, the progress of 
elementary education will be where it was/’ 

* Mr. T. M. Narayanaswami Pillai :—“ Mr. President, Sir, if there is 
one question on which all Indians are united, it is this question of further 
constitutional reforms. Sir, some of us believe that England and India 
have been brought together for mutual benefit. In the anouncement of 
1917, to which reference was made, it was stated that India would gradually 
be given self-governing institutions and that there would be increasing associ¬ 
ation of Indians in services. Now, with regard to the first portion, whether 
that policy has been oarried out is a question to be considered. We are 
given only a sample of self-governing institutions without real self-govern¬ 
ment. We are given responsible institutions without real responsibility. 
This motion is for the grant of responsibility, for investing these responsible 
institutions with real responsibility. It is very modest. It confines in parti¬ 
cular to the grant of provincial autonomy. The province as a whole has to 
seoure greater relief and greater independence as against the Imperial 
Government; and the Provincial executive—the whole of the executive—has 
to be invested with entire responsibility. That this is the goal is accepted 
by all; and if this were done, we would not be now placed in this unseemly 
position here. A party which has been returned in as large a number as 42 
and 45 is functioning as opposition without taking real responsibility. I doubt 
whether the Swarajist Members would under provincial autonomy occupy the 
same anomalous position whioh they now do. I therefore point to this situation 
in our Council as one of the reasons why provincial autonomy ought to be 
given. I believe Swarajists would accept office if provincial autonomy were 
given. Now, let Englishmen rest assured that it would never be misused. 
There is no danger whatever in granting autonomy; they would not be driven 
away bag and baggage. I think that our country is going to show to the world 
a better example of fusion, fusion of various races, religions and communities. 
Viewing it in this light, I believe the grant of provincial autonomy is for the 
mutual benefit of both England and India. Anyone who has read English 
history will remember that freedom broadened down from precedent to 
precedent. We want the same things here. We are not askin for revolu¬ 
tionary remedies ; we are also for slowly moving from precedent to precedent.

The reforms of 1920 gave responsibility to a certain extent. We now want 
it to be extended further. We want further responsibility complete provincial 
autonomy. I can conoeive of no more modest motion than this and I therefore 
fully endorse all the opinions that have been expressed before and I add my 
quota to the demand contained in this motion.” 

* Mr. 0. R. Parthasarathi Ayyangar :—“ Mr. Satyamurti quoted an 
expression which is still ringing in our ears at the time when England wanted 
India's assistance. The cry thus went round that England could not bear the 
intolerable burden of a foreign yoke and they wanted the co-operation of 
India. Now, very few people, especially Europeans in power realize the 
intensity of the feeling that Indians are nt for self-government. If there is 
a feeling of helplessness on our part in realizing this ideal let our friends 
also remember that there is also a feeling of indignation. We are painfully 
reminded that we are a subject nation. Go to the villages and see the famine 
stricken condition of the people. They oannot resist an attack of influenza. 
We are again and again reminded of our past. We had in those days freS 
education. How from a nation of warlike soldiers we have now according to 
the words of Raja Rampal Singh degenerated into a ‘ flock of quill driving 
sheep ’! We feel ourselves emasculated now. Even the arms that were 
given to us are now taken away by the whims and pleasures of sub-inspectors. 
We hear complaints every day that muzzle-loaders and revolvers ana other 
such things have been taken away at their caprice. The people of India from 
being one of the most educated in the world, are now reduced to illiteracy. 
And that is regarded as the reason for holding us under subjection. Again, 
we have noticed that the western conception of Government are being 
sent down our throat in the name of self-government which is alleged to be 
the one that is best suited for us. Our traditions are entirely ours and they 
have to be developed. We want our village self-government. When we go 
into the villages, we are asked by the villagers ‘ you are going to the Legis¬ 
lative Council; what are you going to do for us ; are you going to inorease 
the roads and lessen our taxes P ' In my own district though we pay road 
cess at the rate of nine pies in the rupee, not a pie is spent on the roads in 
some of our divisions. The villagers ask, what about the taxation that weigh 
heavily over ns ? We have no satisfactory answers to give. If the people are 
to feel happy under the Government, the village must be revived as the unit of 
the administration. With these words, I support the motion before the House.” 

The Council then adjourned to meet again at 11 a.m. the next day.

PROGRESS REPORT ON THE CAUVERY-METUR PROJECT 
FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1925-26. 

Copies of the report were circulated to the Members of the Finance 
Committee on the 10th February 1927 and were also placed on the table for the 
information of the Members of the Legislative Council on the 1st March 1927. 

I.—SCHEMES FOR INTRODUCTION IN THE CURRENT 

YEAR. 

(1) Revision of pay of Captain T. W. Barnard, Radiologist, 
X-Ray Institute, Madras. 

Abstract of the proposal .—Captain T. W. Barnard, Radiologist in the 
X-Ray Institute, Madras, was first appointed to the post in 1920 under a 
short-term contract for two years on a pay of Rs. 900 per mensem. He was 
confirmed as Radiologist on the 24th May 1922 on a scale of pay of 
Rs. 1,000—50—1,500. In October 1925, the Surgeon-General recommended 
the grant to him of a special pay (risk allowance) of Rs. 200 per on 

the ground that there was a considerable increase of work since 1920; but the 
proposal was not accepted by Government as his pay had been fixed with 
reference to the amount of risk involved. In view, however, of the enormous 
increase in the number of patients who receive treatment in the institute, the 
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Government consider that a scale of Rs. 1,300—50—1,800 which provides for 
an immediate increase of Captain Barnard’s emoluments by Rs. 100 per 
mensem and which covers a period of ten years is suitable.

(2) Employment oi an Electrical Supervisor for the oontrol and 
maintenance of the electric installation in the King George’s 
Hospital and Medical College, Vizagapatam. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The electrical installation in the King George’s 
Hospital and Medical College, Vizagapatam, costing about Rs. 1 lakh is now 
under the control of the Executive Engineer, Vizagapatam division, with 
one driver, two wiremen and two cleaners in immediate charge. The instal¬ 
lation is inspected annually by the Electrical Inspector to Government and 
any defects noticed by him arc attended to by an Electrical Supervisor sent 
from Madras by the Electrical Engineer. This arrangement is found to be 
unsatisfactory and the staff inadequate. It is proposed to appoint an 
Electrical Supervisor on Rs. 80 per mensem temporarily in the first instanoe 
and to place him in immediate charge of the installation and to transfer the 
control of the installation from the Executive Engineer, Vizagapatam divi¬ 
sion, to the Electrical Engineer to Government. This will obviate the 
necessity for sending an electrical supervisor from Madras for every petty 
minor work required in thp installation. The expenditure in 1927-28 will 
be met from the budget allotment under “ 41. Civil Works—Establishment ”,

(3) Purchase of fire-extinguishing apparatus. 

Abstract of the proposal. —Insurance of Government buildings is not 
effected except in the case of paiticnlarly valuable property liable to special 
risks. But in the case of commercial ponce ms, the pi actice fifes been to insure 
the buildings in accordance with commercial practice. The Government 
Industrial Institute, Madura, and the workshop attached to it were commer¬ 
cialized from the 1st April 1926. It is found that insurance of the*buildings 
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■would cost Rs. 2,500 per annum. The expenditure is out of all proportion 
to the volume of work undertaken which is less than Rs. 40,000 per annum 
and to the actual risk involved. The buildings are permanent buildings with 
high roofs, and highly inflammable stores are well arranged. It is therefore 
considered that it would meet the needs of the case if fire extinguishers were 
provided at a cost of Bs. 2,000. The apparatus will be purchased in the 
current year and the cost met by reappropriation.

(4) Boarding grants to Indian Orphanages* 

Abstract oj the proposal. —The annual appropriation for boarding grants 
has been Rs. 30,000 since 1924-25. While the appropriation has remained 
stationary, the number of destitute children has increased from 2,798 in 
1924-25 to 4,930 in 1926-27 and in consequence the grant per head has 
been reduced from Rs. 9-13-3 in 1924-25 to Rs. 6-1-4 in 1926-27. The 
large increase in the number of destitute children is due to the admission of 
non-orphan destitutes to participate in the grant from 1925-26 and to the 
increase in the number of orphanages applying for aid. It is accordingly 
proposed to inorease the provision to Rs. 43,700 from the current year. The 
cost in the current year will be met by reappropriation. Provision has been 
made in the budget estimate for 1927-28.

II TO BE MET BY SUPPLEMENTARY DEMANDS. 

(1) Additional appropriation for expenditure in England 
other than on stores. 

Abstract oft the proposal. —The amount voted by the Legislative Counoil 
under “ Grant XXXV—Expenditure in England other than on stores ” for 
the current year is Rs. 3,70,300, made up of Rs. 2,77,600 for Expenditure in 
England other than on stores and Hs. 92,700 for Loss by Exchange. Since the 
budget estimates for the current year were framed, certain modifications have 
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taken place in the leave programme of officers and in other items of expendi¬ 
ture, while the provision made for general pensions and for allowances to 
Indian Civil Service probationers has proved to be an under-estimate. 
According to the latest revised estimates for t£e current year an appropriation 
of Rs. 85,900 made up of Rs. 03,700 for expenditure in England other than 
on stores and of Rs. 22,200 for Loss by Exchange is required in excess of the 
grant under “ XXXV—Expenditure in England other thanjon stores A 
demand for a supplementary grant of this amount will be moved at the next 
meeting of the Legislative Council. 

Recommendation of the Committee .— The Committee recommended that a 
demand for a supplementary grant of Rs. 85,900 be moved in the current year. 

(2) Widening and deepening the Feriyar water-shed 
cutting, Madura Division. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The irrigable area commanded by the Periyar 
system is 142,749 acres while the supply is sufficient to irrigate IS0,000 acres 
only. To improve the supply so as to serve the remaining area it is proposed 
to lower the water-shed cutting. Estimates for the purpose amounting to 
Rs. 2*51 lakhs have been submitted by the Chief Engineer, including 
Rs. 85,800 for widening and deepening the water-shed cutting. The Chief 
Engineer has reported that the lake levels have fallen very low and that this 
is the fittest opportunity to undertake the work. It is therefore proposed to 
sanction the estimate of Rs. 85,800 for this work separately and to move a 
demand for a supplementary grant of lls. 1,000 in the current year. The 
balance of the estimate which works out to Rs. 84,800 will be provided by 
the moving of a demand for a further grant on the 28th March 1927. 

Recommendation of the Committee .— The Committee recommended that 
demands for a supplementary grant of Rs. 1,000 in the current year and a 
further grant of Rs. 84,800 for 1927-28 be moved in the Legislative Cotmcil. 

(3) Improvements to the Nerur channel in the Karur taluk, 

Trichinopoly district. 

Abstract of the proposal .—With a view to utilize the surplus balance of 
Rs. 12,000 in the Irrigation Cess Fund of the Nerur channel in Karur taluk, 
an estimate for Rs. 19,150 was sanctioned in April 1920 for the improvement 
of the channel. The estimate was subsequently raised to Rs. 23,758 in 
September 1920 and now stands at Rs. 26,245. The Irrigation Cess Fund 
can meet only Rs. 12,545 out of this sum. The work has almost been com¬ 
pleted. All the items provided for in the estimate are masonry works requir¬ 
ing the technical skill of the Public Works Department and can hardly be 
regarded as kudimaramath works which the ryots are bound to carry out. 
It is accordingly proposed to treat the work as a Government work chargeable 
to Provincial funds with a contribution of Rs. 12,545 from the Irrigation 
Cess Fund. A sum of Rs. 7,000 is required in the current year to meet the 
expenditure already incurred. A demand for a supplementary grant for this 
amount will be moved at the next meeting of the Legislative Council. It 
can be met from savings within the Irrigation grant. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The Committee recommended that a 
demand for a supplementary grant of Rs. 7,000 be moved in the current year • 
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(4) Additional appropriation under VIII Forest—Refunds— 
Refunds by Revenue Officers. 

Abstract of the proposal .—The provision made in the current year’s budget 
estimates under VIII—Forest—.Refunds which includes both refunds by 
Forest and Revenue officers is Rs. 34,000. The Board of Revenue has distri¬ 
buted Rs. 32,500 to Forest officers and the balance of Rs. 1,500 to Revenue 
officers. The actual expenditure by Revenue officers in the first seven months 
of the current year is Its. 6,321 and the probable requirements for the whole 
year are estimated at Rs. 13,000, an increase of Rs. 11,500 over the budget 
appropriation. It is not possible to meet this excess by reappropriation within 
the Forest grant. Savings to meet this demand are however available under 
u 5 a. Land Revenue It is proposed to move a demand for a supplementary 
grant of Rs. 11,500 under Grant IV—Forest—Reserved—at the nextmeeting 
of the Legislative Council. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The Committee recommended that & 
demand for a supplementary grant for Its . 11,500 be moved in the current year. 


(5) Constructing a bed regulator across the Cauvery at Kattalai 
in the Trichinopoly district. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The bed level of the Cauvery channels in the 
Trichinopoly district is generally higher than that of the riverbed close to 
them. To divert water into the channels temporary dams were tried but to 
no purpose. . Recently, a main canal on the right bank was constructed at a 
cost of 10 lakhs, but during the last irrigation season it was found that the 
new canal could not function properly without a bed regulator which is 
estimated to cost 15 lakhs. The present low level of the river is favourable for 
construction. It is accordingly proposed to. start the construction of a 
scouring sluice for the proposed regulator in the current year and to incur an 
expenditure of Rs. 1,000 on that account. For 1927-28 a provision of one 
lakh has been included in the budget estimates under “ 55. Irrigation”. 
A demand for a supplementary grant of Rs. 1,000 will be moved in the 
Legislative Council for the expenditure anticipated in the current year. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal to move a demand fora 
supplementary grant of Rs. 1,000 um recommended by the Committee .

III.—FURTHER DEMANDS FOR 1927-28. 

(1) Advances to ryots for purchase of seed. 

Abstract of the proposal .—As a result of the failure of the north-east mon¬ 
soon this year in the Bellary and Anantapur districts there is expected to he 
a lack of good seed at the sowing time next season. The Agricultural depart¬ 
ment has to take steps to stock seed against this dearth and to provide measures 
for distributing it to needy ryots. As in past years it is proposed to distri¬ 
bute seed on six months’ credit, the money being recoverable from the rvots. 
There has been a lack of seed in the Government farms as well. It is 
accordingly proposed to purchase as much as possible of lie improved strains 
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of cotton and jonna seed and build up a stock. For this purpose advances 
will be made to the ryots. The expenditure is estimated at Rs. 35,000 of 
which the Director of Agriculture will be able to .find Rs. 4,500 by reappro¬ 
priation in the current year. The balance of Rs. 30,500 will be provided by 
moving a demand for a further grant for 1927-28 on the 28th March 1927.

(2) Reconstruction of the bridge at mile 26/d of the Calicut*- 

Mysore frontier road. # 

Abstract of the proposal .—The existing bridge at mile 26/5 of the Calicut- 
Mysore frontier road is reported to he in a dangerous condition. The Chief 
Engineer who inspected it considers that it is inadvisable to attempt any 
repairs to render it safe and that it would be cheaper in the long run to 
reconstruct it.

The Committee desired to see the papers relating to the rationing system 
adopted in Bombay and any references in the Taxation Enquiry Committee’s 
report on the subject of total prohibition. They also wished to know—

(ii) whether any additional staff has been appointed in taluks where 
experiments are being made. 

(2) Temporary staff in the Local Self-Government Secretariat 

for the compilation of accounts of local bodies. 

Abstract of the proposal .—In connexion with the preparation of the 
general reviews on the working of District Municipalities and Local Boards in 
this Presidency, certain statements of the accounts of local bodies have to be 
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compiled every year. The statements cover over 260 pages of printed matter. 
TJntu 1924 they were being prepared by the staff of the Examiner of Local 
Fund Aooounts. With the transfer of the responsibility for maintaining the 
acoounts of local boards to their Presidents, theExaminer’s department beoame 
a purely Audit department and the work of compiling the statements was 
transferred to the Local Self-Government Secretariat from the year 1924-26.

Abstract of the proposal .—In 1925 the Government sanctioned the employ¬ 
ment for a period of two years of a whole-time assistant on Rs. 85 per mensem 
to assist the Agricultural Chemist at Coimbatore for investigation of the 
causes of the deterioration of ganja and of the best means of storage to be 
adopted to prevent deterioration. The results of the investigation so far made 
indicate that the deterioration of ganja may be prevented or minimised by 
adequate protection from heat, light and air. The Agricultural Chemist 
considers that a rational system of storage can be developed only after a 
thorough study of the active principle of ganja which is a laborious and 
difficult task involving a complete study of the Bio-chemistry of the ganja 
plant and that further investigation should be directed with a view to elicit 
information on various other points in regard to the harvesting of ganja and 
its subsequent treatment. A staff of one Chemical Assistant on Rs. 100—10— 
150 and a laboratory attendant on Rs. 201—2—5 have been appointed for 
conducting the investigation. A sum of Rs. 1,125 will be required for 
travelling allowances and chemicals and apparatus. The extra cost in the 
current year was met by reappropriation and the necessary provision is made 
in the budget estimate for 1927-28. 

(2) Training of officers of the Excise Department in 
distillery work. 

Abstract of the proposal .—Prior to the separation of Excise from the Salt 
Department, officers were placed in charge of distilleries and warehouses after 
a theoretical training in distillery work for a period of six weeks and their 
work was subject to frequent and regular scrutiny ]>y a staff of travelling 
distillery inspectors and by the Abkari Deputy Commissioner who were all 
highly trained specialists. In the new Excise Department there are no 
travelling distillery inspectors and the work is attended to by ordinary Excise 
Inspectors. It was accordingly recommended that four Inspectors, six 
Assistant Inspectors, ten Sub-Inspectors and one Superintendent and one 
clerk of the Central Office should be trained in distillery work in 1926-27. 
The Finance Committee did not classify the scheme but wished to know 
whether the Excise Department was satisfied that the proposed system was 
really the most economical and whether the old system of a separate specialist 
staff for the inspection of distilleries should not be reverted to. The Excise 
Commissioner has reported that if regard be had to direct and visible expen¬ 
diture, the old system is more costly, but having Tegard to the efficiency of 
supervision and consequent protection of revenue and administrative* advan¬ 
tages, the balance is in favour of reversion to the old system. 
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(3) Appointment of a Chief Forest Engineer for six months. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The contract of Mr. Martin, Chief Forest Engi¬ 
neer, with this Government expired on 14th August 1926. His re-engagement 
was postponed to February 1927 as he wished to go back to America before 
re-engagement. Meanwhile, to carry on the • duties of the Chief Forest 
Engineer till Mr. Martin’s arrival, a post of Chief Forest Engineer was created 
for a period of six months from 14th August 1926 or till the date of 
Mr. Martin’s rejoining duty. 


(4) Appointment of a Forester for prevention of teak 
defoliation at Nilamhur. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The teak plantations in Nilambur are suffering 
from the attack of defoliators of several species. The Forest Entomologist has 
recommended that effective measures should be taken to control the pest in 
its initial stages and that research should be carried on for a period of five 
years on the following lines :— 

( a ) regular patrolling and systematic mapping of the defoliated area ; 

(b) destruction of pupating defoliators by collection of fallen leaves ; 

and 

(c) protection and distribution of hostile parasites in areas which cannot 

be treated as in ( b ). 

The Government have sanctioned the creation of a temporary post of 
forester for a period of five years to carry out this work. The extja cost 
involved in 1926-27 will be met by reappropriation. 


(5) Appointment of a special officer for the reprint of the 

Madras Jail Manual. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The latest edition of the Madras Jail Manual 
was printed in 1915. In view of the large number of amendments sanctioned 
since that year, the revision of the manual was taken up in 1925. The 
Inspector-General of Prisons suggested that the Manual should contain 
important circulars issued by him for the guidance of officers of the Jail 
Department. The Government directed that these instructions should be 
printed as a separate volume (Part HI) of the Jail Manual. For the com¬ 
pilation of this volume a retired Jail Superintendent was employed as Speoial 
Officer for a period of 2| months from November 1925. The examination of 
the proofs of the reprint of the Jail Manual and the incorporation in the 
m anual of the various amendments and revised forms accepted by Government 
were entrusted to the same officer in the current year. For this purpose 
he was re-employed for a period of 1} months on Rs. 500 per mensem 
and in addition was granted a bonus of Rs. 500. The extra cost was met by 
reappropriation. 
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(6) Employment of a second munshi in the Police Training 

School, Vellore. 

Abstract of the proposal .—-There was only one munshi (Telugu) since 
December 1925 in the Police Training School at Vellore. In November 1926 
the Inspector-General of Police reported that there were eight probationers in 
the school—six learning Telugu and two Tamil and that there was conse¬ 
quently more work than a single munshi could cope with. The Government 
accordingly sanctioned the employment of a second munshi for one year on 
Its, 60 per mensem. The extra cost in 1926-27 was met by reappropriation. 

(7) Employment of temporary police staff for guard and 
orderly duties in Madura and Ramnad districts. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The police staff of one head constable and four 
constables required for guard duty in the office of the Kallar Special Officer 
and six constables as orderlies for the Kallar Special Officer and his two 
assistants employed in connexion with the work of reclamation of Kallars 
were hitherto found from the aimed reserves of the Madura and Ramnad 
districts. Owing to the reduction of the armed reserves it is impossible to 
find the staff required for the Kallar reclamation officers from the Madura and 
Ramnad reserves. An additional staff of one head constable and ten con¬ 
stables was accordingly sanctioned in November 1926 as a temporary measure 
till the end of February 1927. The extra cost was met by reappropriation. 

(8) Retention of the temporary staff for the cataloguing 
of books and periodicals in the Connemara Public Library. 

Abstract of the proposal.— In March 1926 the Government sanctioned the 
employment of an attendant on Rs. 40 a month and an attender on Rs. 23 
a month for a period of six months for cataloguing the serial publications in 
the library. In July 1926 the Principal Librarian stated that the temporary 
staff was employed on 1st June 1926 and that it would require eighteen 
months to complete the work, as no less than 27,000 catalogue cards had to be 
prepared, fair copied and placed in card cabinets before the preparation of 
the consolidated catalogue could be taken up. The staff has accordingly 
been sanctioned for a period of eighteen months from 1st June 1926. The 
extra expenditure in 1926-27 was met by reappropriation. 

(9) Furniture grant for the Government House Elementary 
school—Madras and Oot&camund. 

Abstract of the proposal. —An elementary school is attached to the 
Government House. It is treated as a special school and receives grants from 
the Director of Public Instruction. In September last, the Director of Publio 
Instruction reoommended the payment to the school of a grant of Rs. 1,210 
being the full cost of the articles of furniture required for the school, while 
ordinarily half grants only are admissible. In view of the special nature of 
the school, the full grant was sanctioned by the Government and the pxnendi- 
ture was met by reappropriation. 
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(10) Building grant for the Birds’ Nest Orphanage, Madura. 

Abstract of the proposal. —In March 1925, the Government sanctioned a 
grant of Us. 5,000 towards the construction of a building in the premises of 
the Mission Hospital for Women and Children, Madura. It was intended to 
serve as an orphanage where orphans and abandoned children might be main¬ 
tained and educated free. It was directed that the amount t>e paid when 
funds became available. The work was completed by 1st March 1926. As 
no provision was made in the budget estimate for 1926-27 for the payment of 
the grant, the amount was met by reappropriation from the provision made for 
building grants for non-Government secondary schools. 

(11) Grant to the Rev. J. M. Baker towards the cost of 
publication of booklets for the education of adults. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The Rev. J. M. Baker of the American Baptist 
Mission, Ongole, has proposed a scheme which provides for the organization of 
centres of study for adults, and the preparation of 23 special booklets dealing 
with useful subjects, such as village sanitation, principal diseases, franchise 
and citizenship, etc., for distribution to teachers in charge of the centres. The 
cost of printing the booklets is estimated at Rs. 2,875. A non-recurring grant 
of Rs. 1,000 has been sanctioned on condition that the booklets are accepted 
as suitable for \illage libraries by a small Committee appointed by the 
Director of Public Instruction for the purpose. The amount was met by 
reappropriation. 

(12) Opening of a Government Elementary Sohool for 
Adi-Andhra children at Nowrangapur in the 
Vizagapatam Agency. 

Abstract of the proposal. —There were two elementary schools at Nowranga¬ 
pur in the Vizagapatam Agency—a Board School and a Mission School. It was 
reported that the Beard school was already over-crowded and that the admis¬ 
sion of Adi-Andhra children would drive many of the caste boys from the 
school and that only Christian boys went to the mission school. It was 
accordingly decided to start an elementary school at Government cost for 
Adi-Andhra children with effect from the 15th September 1926. It was 
sanctioned as a temporary measure up to the 28th February 1927. The 
extra cost was met by reappropriation. 

(13) Oxy-Acetylene welding plant for the Madras Trades 

School 

Abstract of the proposal. —On the 10th January 1927, the Finance Com¬ 
mittee recommended the proposal to purchase au Oxy-Acetylene welding plant 
for the Madras Trades Sohool. They desired to know whether there was a 
proper instructor in the sohool. The Principal of the school reports that there 
are instructors competent to impart instruction in Oxy-Acetylene welding. 

(14) Opening of a fish-curing yard on the Agathi 

Island. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The islands of the West Coast abound in a 
variety of fish. The inhabitants of those islands have not taken to the fish 
industry on any great scale. It is proposed to open a fish-curing yard on the 
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Agathi island in January 1928 with one petty yard officer, in order to assist 
the islanders to improve their conduct of the fish industry. An Inspector of 
Fisheries will be deputed to the islands to start the yard. A sum of 
Rb. 1,000 has been included in the budget estimate for 1927-28 on account 
of the scheme, 

(15) Establishment of a fish-curing and oil guano station 
on Church island near Tuticorin. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The trawler which has been purchased with the 
sanction of the Legislative Council for the purpose of conducting deep sea 
fishing experiments in the Presidency will be used in conducting fishing 
operations on the big trawling bank lying off the Tuticorin port. Owing to 
the insufficiency of transport facilities the large hauls of fish which are. 
expected cannot pass into the markets to be consumed fresh. A fish-curing 
yard has accordingly been opened on Church island to cure the fish and to 
convert inferior varieties into oil guano and fish meal. The cost in 1926- 
1927 (about Rs. 2,626) was met by reappropriation. 

(16) Establishment for the Assistant Director of Fisheries 

(Marine) and the Trawler “ Lady Goschen 9 \ 

Abstract of the proposal .—With the sanction of the Legislative Council the 
Government have purchased a trawler and engaged with effect from the 12th 
March 1926 an Assistant Director for a period of three years on a salary of 
Rs. 750—50—850 to conduct deep sea fishing experiments. A staff of one 
Inspector of Fisheries on Rs. 70 and a clerk on Rs. 60 and a peon have been 
appointed. For the transport season, one Sub-Inspector, two petty yard officers 
and three peons are required for a period of eight months. Besides, the crew 
for the trawler consists of one Mate (Rs. 150), one Serang (Rs. 110), three 
drivers, four firemen, five lascars, an oil-man, a cook and a bhandary. The 
total cost in 1926-27 including the running expenses of the trawler and 
incidental expenses are estimated at Rs. 55,992 and has been met by 
reappropriation. 

(17) Appointment of an Assistant Professor of Anatomy 

in the Medical College! Vizagapatam. 

Abstract of the proposal. —Up to the 1st January 1927, the teaching of 
Anatomy at the Vizagapatam Medical College was in the hands of one Pro¬ 
fessor. As under the revised medical regulations, instruction in Embryology 
has been added to the Anatomy course and as the revised course has to be 
completed in eighteen mouths instead of two years as hitherto, an Assistant 
Professor of Anatomy on the rate of pay for Civil Assistant Surgeons, viz., 
Rs. 200—450, phis a teaching allowance of Rs. 75 per mensem, was sanc¬ 
tioned with effect from the 1st January 1927. The extra cost in 1926-27 
was met by reappropriation. 

(18) Grant to the Vizagapatam Distriot Board for the 
con%truetion of a road dam across Chidigummalla Gedda* 

Abstract of the proposal. —With the approval of the Finance Committee 
provision w~as made in the budget estimate for 1925^26 for a half grant of 
Rs. 6,000 to the Vizagapatam Distriot Board for the construction of a road 
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dam aoross Chidigummalla Gedda, the grant being payable on the post-pay¬ 
ment system. The Board incurred an expenditure of Rs. 1,265 on the work 
on the 31st March 1926, but could not draw any portion of the grant in that 
year. In August 1926, it was reported that an expenditure of Rs. 8,682 had 
been incurred on the work to the end of Juno 1926. A half grant of Es. 4,341 
was sanctioned and met by re‘appropriation from the provision made for grants 
to District Boards for second-class roads. 

(19) Grant to the Bellary District Board towards the 
construction of a Causeway across the Chikkahagari. 

Abstract of the proposal .—The construction of a causeway across the 
Chikkahagari is estimated to cost Bs. 21,100 and as it is on a second-class road 
a half grant is admissible for it. The probable expenditure in the current 
year is estimated at Bs. 10,000. As the season in the Ceded districts is 
unfavourable and the inception of the work at once will afford some relief to 
the working classes a grant of Bs. *5,000 has been sanctioned in the current* 
year, the amount being met by Appropriation from the provision of 
Bs. 70,500 for non-recurring contributions to local and municipal funds 
under “ 47. j. Miscellaneous—Contributions ”. A further giant of Bs. 5,550 
payable in 1927-28 will also be met by reappropriation in that year. 

(20) Loan to the Tanjore Taluk Board for the construction of 
culverts and bridges on village roads. 

Abstract of the proposal .—The Tanjore Taluk Board has applied for a loan 
of Bs. 30,000 for the construction of culverts and bridges on village roads. 
The taluk hoard is able to repay the loan. The loan w ill be sanctioned in 
the current year and met by reapproj)nation. 

(21) Loan of Bs. 22,500 to the Bellary Municipal Council 
for the construction of a meat and vegetable market. 

Abstract of the proposal .—The Bellary Municipal Council proposes to 
acquire a site with buildings thereon in Bruccpettah and to construct a com¬ 
bined meat and vegetable market. The cost of the acquisition is estimated at 
Bs. 42,512 and the construction of buildings at Bs. 44,500. The Municipal 
Council is able to find Bs. 20,000 from its funds and has applied for a loan of 
Ks. 67,000 for the purpose. The sum of Ks. 20,000 has already been paid by 
the Council and a sum of Bs. 22,500 is required urgently to complete the 
acquisition. The work is a remunerative one and the Council can finance the 
loan. A loan of Bs. 22,500 will be sanctioned in the current year and met 
by reappropriation. A provision of Bs. 44,500 has been made in the budget 
estimate for 1927-28 for the purpose. 

(22) Further advance of Rs. 12,600 to the Board of 
Commissioners for Hindu Religious Endowments* 

Abstract of the proposal. —Advances aggregating Rs. 1,66,000 were made 
so the Board of Commissioners for Hindu Religious Endowments in 1925-26 
,o enable the Board to carry on until contributions were received from the 
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trustees of temples and mutts. Owing to the fact that a large number of 
suits has been filed in the High Court and other courts, great difficulty has 
been felt in obtaining contributions in the current year and a further advance 
of Rs. 60,000 was sanctioned in 1926-27 with the approval of the Finance 
Committee and the sanction of tho Legislative Council. The amount is found 
to be insufficient to meet the expenses in the current year and a further 
advance of Rs. 12,500 has been sanctioned, the amount being met by reappro¬ 
priation from the provision of Rs. 2 lakhs in the budget estimate for 1926-27 
under “ Loans to District and other Local Funds Committees—Roads and 
Bridges—Lump provision for repairs of flood damages ”, 

(23) Grant to the Ferambalur Taluk Board for Medical 

buildings. 

Abstract of the proposal .—In May 1926 tho Government sanctioned a 
grant of Rs. 810 to the Ferambalur Taluk Board, being half the estimated cost 
of constructing an operation theatre and incinerator in the Local Fund Dispen¬ 
sary at Ferambalur. The Taluk Board reported in June 1926 that the works 
had been completed during 1925-26 at a cost of Rs. 1,482-15-0 and applied 
for a half grant of Rs. 741-8-0. The payment of the grant has been sanctioned 
and met by reappropriatiou. 

(24) Employment of an additional Upper Division Clerk in the 
Board of Revenue, Land Revenue and Settlement. 

G.O. Mis. No. 1561, Revenue, dated 15th September 1926. 

The Government arc satisfied that the amount of work to be done in the 
office of the Board of Revenue ( Land Revenue and Settlement.) in connexion 
with the inspection of subordinate offices by the Land Revenue Commissioner 
and the postings, transfers and leave 'of Deputy Collectors is such that the 
existing clerical staff of the office should be strengthened. They accordingly 
sanction tho employment in that office temporarily of an Upper Division Clerk 
in the scale? of Rs. 65—4—125 with effect from 1st October 1926 up to 31st 
March 1927. 

2. The extra cost on account of this additional clerk will be met from the 
appropriation for “ Fay of establishments ” in the budget estimate for 
1926-27 under “ 22. R. c. b.—General Administration—Board of Revenue— 
Financial Commissioner and Establishments ”, 

3. The question of the permanent retention of this additional clerk will be 
considered as a Fart II scheme for 1927-28. 

(25) Employment of three temporary additional olerks on 
Rs. 35—60 each per mensem in the Sub-Court, Madura. 

G.O. No. 3209, Law (General), dated 21st October 1926. 

The Honourable the Judges of the High Court recommend the addition of 
three clerks on Rs. 35—60 each to the establishment of the 8ub-Oourt, 
Madura, for so long as that Court is presided over by three Sub-Judges. 
The Government sanction the proposal subject to the condition that the teim 
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of the new posts will, for the present, extend up to the 28th June 1927f on 
which date the existing sanction in respect of the appointment of First Addi¬ 
tional Sub-Judge, Madura, expires. 

2. The expenditure will be met from the appropriation under “ 24. e. ii. 
Administration of Justice—Civil and Sessions Courts—Mufassal Civil and 
Sessions Courts—Pay of establishments—Voted—Temporary ” in the current 
year's budget. * 

(26) Appointment of a Second Additional Sub-Judge 
for six months for the Sub-Court, Coimbatore, and 
the appointment of the Principal Sub-Judge, 
Coimbatore, as Assistant Sessions Judge. 

G.O. No. 3543, Law (General), dated 16th November 1926. § 

The Government sanction the appointment of a Second Additional Sub- 
Judge to the Sub-Court, Coimbatore, for a period of six months. The sanction 
shall take effect from the date on which M.R.Ry. N. Sundaram Ayyar 
Avargal joins the Sub-Court. 

2. The Government also sanction the addition of three clerks on Rs. 35 
each a month and three peons on Rs. 12 each a month to the establishment of 
the Sub-Court, Coimbatore, so long as the number of officers presiding over the 
Court remains at three. 

3. The cost of the establishment will be met from the appropriation under

2. The Government sanction the addition of three clerks on Rs. 35 each a 
month and three peons on Rs. 12 each a month to the establishment of the 
Sub-Court, Tanjore, so long as the number of officers presiding over the Court 
remains at two. 

3. The expenditure will be met from the appropriation under “ 24. e.

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(28) Appointment of a Sub-Judge at Kurnool for six months. 

G.O. No. 3689, Law (General), dated 1st December 1926. 

The Government are pleased to sanction the proposal of the Honourable the 
Judges of the High Court that a temporary Sub-Court may be established at 
Kurnool for six months. The sanction will take effect f rom the date on which 
the officer posted to it takes oharge. 

2. The Government sanction the following establishment for the Sub-Court 
for the period specified in paragraph 1 :—* 

One head olerk on Rs. 125—5—150, 

Four clerks on Rs. 35—60 each, and 
Four servants on Rs. 12—18 each. 

3. The cost will be met from the appropriation under “ 24. e. Administra¬ 
tion of Justice—Civil and Sessions Courts—ii.

(23) Appointment of an Additional District Munsii, 
Kumbakonam, for one year from the 3rd January 1927. 

G.O. No. 3884, Law (General), dated 20th December 1926. 

The Government sanction the appointment of an Additional District 
Munsif to the District Munsif’s Court, Kumbakonam, for a period of one year 
from the 3rd January 1927. 

2. The Government direct that the establishment of the District Munsif’s 
Court, Kumbakonam, be strengthened by the addition of three clerks on Rs.. 35 
each a month and three peons on Rs. 12 each a month so long as the number 
of officers presiding over the Court remains at two.

500 a month for work connected with the revision of 
the Civil Buies of Practice from the 9th February 1927 up to the commence¬ 
ment of the ensuing summer recess of the Court or until the work is finished, 
whichever is earlier. 

They also sanction the retention of the translator sanctioned in 
G.O. No. 3256, Law (General), dated the 18th October 1926, for a similar 
period.

The Government sanction the temporary addition, till 31st March 1927, 
of ten men to the strength of sowars (pay Rs. 24 to Rs. 32) attached to the 
Headquarter stables of the Madras City Police. Bach of them will be 
eligible for a uniform allowance of Re. 1 per mensem. The Sowars will be 
appointed as members of the City Police force under sections 11 and 12 of the 
City Police Act (ill of 1888). The sanctioned strength of the City Police* 
Armed Reserve will be reduced by ten constables (8 plus 2 casualty reserve) 
temporarily till 31st March 1927. 

2. The extra cost should be met from the appropriations under 44 26. a. 
Police—Presidency Police—ii. City Executive Force—Pay of establishments 
—Voted ” and 4k Supplies and Services—General—Clothing and equipment”. 

(32) Grant of scholarships to Lady Medical Graduates for 

higher medical study in England. 

Abstract of the proposal .—At its meeting held on the 7th January 1927 
the Finance Committee desired to have a report as to whether the lady 
medical graduates who had been granted scholarships for higher medical 
study in England in previous years were now serving the Government. Of the 
two lady medical graduates who were awarded such scholarships, Dr. (Mrs.) 
Muthulakshmi Reddi, m.l.c., is not in Government service, as the Surgeon- 
General reports that there is no suitable post vacant which can be offered to 
her. The other graduate, Miss A. B. Hardy, who is now in England, is|the 
Assistant Superintendent and Lecturer in Medical Jurisprudence and 
Hygiene in the Lady Willingdon Medical School.

The House met at II o’clock, Mr. President (the bon. Jtao Bahadur

Mr. K. E. Karant :—“ May I ask the hon. the Law Member what the 
qualifications are for these inspectors ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar :—“ A certain amount of knowledge 
of mechanical transport and of the machinery of motor buses.” 

Mr. K. E. Karant :—“ May I ask what fee is oolleoted from each of the 
owners of these buses P ” § 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar '“ I think it is about Ks. 5. 

I cannot definitely say.” 

Mr. K. E. Karant :—“ May I ask the amount of foe co^eoted in the 
City of Madras for these buses per month on the average ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar “ I cannot say, but a token cut 
has been given notice of with reference to it and all the information 
has been collected on the point. I passed the answer some time back. 
I have got the answer ready and when that motion is reached, I shall 
give the full answer.” 

Mr. K. E. Karant :—“ May I ask why, seeing that most of these 
officers in the mufassal as well as in the City of Madras are paid high salaries 
there is any need for paying any extra amount for them ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar Because it is not work which 
ordinarily falls within the scope of their duties they have to be paid 
extra for it.” 

Mr. K. E. Karant :—“ May I ask why this work is not or cannot be 
included in their ordinary duties? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar: —“The work is heavy and is 
wholly of an extraneous character. The examination of the maohinery 
of motor buses and testing them is work not wholly falling within the 
scope of the ordinary duties of these officers. But as far as possible 
we seek to economise the disbursements. That is all that I can say.” 

The Baja op Eamnad :—“May I know if this new system of getting 
these buses examined by professional officers is proving satisfactory and if 
so, in what respect ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar :—“ It has been reported to us 
that in one or tw*o districts where the system has been tried, for 
instance in Eamnad, Madura, eto., it has been on the whole success¬ 
ful.” 
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Mr. T. Adinarayana Ohettiyar " Is it a fact, Sir, that these officers 
are not specially trained people and they do not know anything about the 
mechanism of oars P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. F. Ramaswami Ayyar If in any instance such a 
case is pointed out to us, we shall try and rectify the mistake. ,, 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar “ Will the hon. tho Law Member 
please tell me what special qualifications they possess and what examination' 
they have passed in mechanical or motor engineering to make them deserve 
these appointments P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ With your permission, Sir, 
I crave the indulgence of the House to read the actual terms of the 
order which will probably satisfy my hon. Friends. In districts in 
which the number of buses to be examined is largo and the income 
from fees justifies it, the half-yearly inspection should be entrusted to 
professional officer on a suitable salary. In districts in which tho 
fees collected arc not sufficient to warrant the appointment of a 
professional officer the system of associating a competent engineer wuth 
the District Superintendent of Police should bo adopted. And we have 
given a list of the persons approved cf in the various districts as having 
professional competency. It may be, that we have made a mistake in 
one district or another. If so, and if it is pointed out to us, we shall 
correct it. ” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu: —“ May T know whether some of these inspectors 
also happen to be owners of workshops where the buses are repaired p ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—I am not aware of it, Sir. I 
waht notice.” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—“ If that is the ease, will the Government see that 
this difficulty or disadvantage is removed ?” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <k If the suggestion is that of 
giving that right to a particular person who may be himself in compe¬ 
tition with other bus-owners, the system may result in difficulty. It is 
a question to be considered and Government will pay attention to it. ” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :— u These owners of workshops may not be bus- 
owners themselves But the repairing of these buses nsts with them. ” 

The hon. the President :—“ That is what has been referred to by the 
hon. the Law Member. ” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :—“ From what tho hon. the Law Member 
said, is it not necessary that we should appoint really professional men to 
examine these buses instead of depending upon polico officers to do tho 
work?” 

• The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— u As I said, in districts in 
which the number of buses would justify it, we have laid down that tho 
half-yearly inspection should be entrusted to oertain professional officers 
on a suitable salary and the-principle which underlies the auestion of 
my hon. Friend is really conceded by the Government..” 
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Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :—“In the City of Madras I find that the 
police officers . , . ” 

The hon. the President :— c< The hon. Member is reqnosted to put his 
supplementary question and not furoish information to the House, ” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :— <c Very well, Sir, has the Government found 
it satisfactory to leave the matter to the police officers instead of appointing 
professional mon in the City of Madras where the number of buses has 
increased considerably ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. IIamaswami Ayyab :—“ So far, no complaint has 
reached us. If there is any difficulty, Government will deal with the 
matter. ” 

Mr. K. R. Kakant Will the Government consider the question of 
having these posts on lesser salaries considering the nature oi the work 
donq ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyau :—“With all possible respect, 
Mr. President, wo found that even on a salary of Rs. 250 in Coimbatore 
and H50 in Maduia and Uarrmad it is difficult to got the best men. If 
we lessen tbs salary, we shall probably get apologies for professional 
men who will not be able to do the work properly. ” 

Mr. K. R. Karant : Will the hon. Member be pleased to state whether 

it is the intention of the Government to make profits out of those inspections 
and if it is not so whether they should not reduce the rates to see that it covers 
only the cost of inspection? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. IIamaswami Ayyar :—“That is not the underlying 
idea of the Government, Sir. Nobody will grudge profit when it arises 
from any transaction. But it is not the idea of the Government to 
make profit from inspections, but the question whether the fees levied 
are excessive wall be looked into by Government. ”

Subdivision of lands in Kasaragod taluk . 

* 397 Q.—Mr. A. B. Shetty : Will the hon. the Member for Revenue 
be pleased to state—

The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—“ What is being done, Sir?

The debate on Air. S. Satyamurti’s motion to reduce the allotment of 
Es. 19,100 for Private Secretary to His Excellency the Governor by Es. 100 
was resumed. 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishn^n Nayar :—“ The opinions of the ex- 
Ministers, the Baja of Panagal and Sir A. P Patro, have been already 
quoted by my hon. Friend, Mr, Satyamurti. It will be remembered, Kir, 
and 1 attach particular importance to that fact, that these opinions were 
given by these two Ministers when they were actually in office and not after 
they resigned. The Kes'jrved side of the Madras Government was not on 
the whole in favour of the grant of autonomy to this province. Even that 
Beserved side had to admit that if any province deserved an advance in this 
direction it was Madras and that, on the whole, the reform had worked well 
in this presidency. In paragraph 8 of the Muddiman Committee’s report it 
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is stated the Madras Government report that c the transitional constitution 
has worked with a considerable measure of success in Madras. * Further cn 
they say ‘ that after an earnest attempt to work it on constitutional Hues. . . 
the Madras Presidency has showed bself fitter for advanco than any other 
province. * So thar, that wa9 the opinion of the Government, as a whole. 
Further there is this fact, that even in other provinces which did not 
work these political reforms so successfully as this Province, all the Indian 
Members of Government, whether Ministers or Executive Councillors, whether 
they were actually in office or wore in office before, were, without any exception, 
in favour of further advance being given, some of them for grant of complete 
autonomy and others for grant of partial autonomy with certain qualifica¬ 
tions and restrictions. And it may not he irrelevant to state hero that the 
onl} T exception 1 find in that brilliant galaxy of Indian Members is my 
hon. Friend Sir G. P. Ramaswami Ayyar. Ho is the only Executive 
Councillor. . 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— Ci My lion. Friend cannot 
know what opinions I held and what opinions I have expressed ; and he is 
not in order in mentioning ray name without verifying facts,” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krisilnan Nayau “ My authority is the pub¬ 
lished report of the evidence which was given before tho Muddiman Com¬ 
mittee. I searched as carefully as 1 can, all the pages of tho report; 
I found there the opinions of Lord Sinba, Mr. Srtalvad and many other 
gentlemen.” 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— u Rightly or wrongly, this 
Government took the view that individual opinions of hon. Members of the 
Executive Council were not in order in a matter of this kind and that what 
really mattered was the opinion of the Governor in Council.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar “It comes to the same thing. 
I have searched all tho pages of the published records in connexion with this 
enquiry, and I do not find in the mady thousands of pages that they contain 
any opinion recorded by my hou. Friend. My point was that even in other 
provinces the Indian Members of Government, Ministers and Executive 
Councillors, wero in favour of autonomy. You will also notice that the 
present Secretary of State, 1 ord Birkenhead, and his predecessor, both of 
then expressed the opinion, that Madras worked these reforms satis¬ 
factorily; if that is so. it is the best argument for the grant of provincial 
autonomy Diarchy is an experiment and it has been found unsatisfactory. 
It will also be noticed that there is no system of Government corresponding 
to diarchy anywhere on the face of the earth. J.ndia is the only country 
where that experiment has been Iried and the experiment has proved to be a 
failure. Having regard to that circumstance, this unsatisfactory systom 
should be put an end to, 

<f Then it is stated in tLe Report of the Committee that with reference to 
some of tho subjects, autonomy may be granted. For instance, law-report¬ 
ing is one of such subjeots. We do not care whether law-reporting is a 
Reservod subject or a Transferred subject. They have recommended gas and 
boilers also to be Transferred subjects. There is already enough of gas in 
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tho country, and enough of boiling also, A certain measure of reform has 
been granted to this country ; it is impossible to go back on it, and it is 
dangerous to stand-still. We must move and I submit that tho first step in 
the forward movement is tbo transfer of all the subjects that are now vested 
in tho Reserved half. We have teen that the Ministers who were in office 
before had stood for the grant of autonomy. Personally, I am very interested 
in watching, I believo the Council and the country will also be interested in 
watching, how the present Ministers whether they arc in the words of my 
hon. Friend, Mr. Satyamurli, tho pets of toe Bureaucracy or not, vote on 
this motion.” 

* Mrs. 8. Mothulakshmi Reddi : Mr. President, regarding this motion 

now before the Council, I rise to say a few words. I had been listening to 
the very interesting discussions that have been going on since the budget was 

g ’esented to this Council, the petitions ard appeals seeking help from 
overnment, from the depressed and minority communities against the 
aggression of the more fortunately placed communities, the expressions ef 
discontent and dissatisfaction from the members of the Swaraj party, at the 
unfulfilled promises on the part of tho Government. I have also been 
listening to tho soothing replies and explanations and vindications of justice 
coming from the Members of Government. Of course, tho whole position 
Beems to bo a very uncomfortahlo one both for the rulers and the ruled. No 
doubt wo feel graieful and thankful to the British Government for the freedom 
of speech that has been granted to n«, because, through the representatives 
of this Assembly who vdee forth the feelings of tho people of this province, 
the Government comes to know the real state of affairs in tho country. 
I have been watching also not without a feeling of admiration the very polite 
and considerate replies of tho European Members so characteristic of the 
British nation, a nation famed for its love of freedom aud for its many 
sacrifices in the cause of liberty l do feel that they are doing their very best 
to help us and teach us the art of Government.- But, at the same time, I hope 
this Government recognizes the gradual growth of the national oonsoiousnoss 
and the increasing demand on the part of the people to control their own 
affairs and look aft<-r their own homes. It is a natural and legitimate craving 
which comes to every growing nation, as it comes to every individual, atone 
stage or ancther of its existence) I am sure the Government recognizes these 
legitimate aspiration on the part of tho people. Wo cannot deny that 
the British Government has conferred upon us many benefits as was 
prophesied by no less a person than Raja Ram Mohan Roy, the reformer and 
father of modern India even at the very commencement of British rule. It 
has bestowed on us peace, law and ordor ; it has brought about unification of 
tho races through one Government, through one common language. It has 
brought us into intimate contact with western culture and the freedom- 
loving nations of tho West. Above all, it has opened our eyes to our own 
defects. So it was not in vain that the East and the West oame together. 
What is our lot to-day? Having come jn contact with tho free nations of 
the West, we find to our great sorrow that we are not respected as being a 
subject nation. The free nations look down upon us because we are not 
able to manage our own affairs. 8o, no self-respecting Indian, with a mind 
to think and a heart to feel could put up with suoh an indignity. As we 
are, we have to admit that we have fallen in the scale of nations, as a subject 
nation we do not possess those rare qualities of the mind and body which

are the monopoly of the free nations of the West. No wonder, because onr 
educational systems are all imitations. Our graduatos of the universities, in 
spite of their high degrees, do not reap the full benefit of ^their education 
and do not possess real oulture. Tnoy are wanting in originality and 
inventive faculty. So, we have to depond on tho West for all our np-to- 
date information and knowledge in all spheres of human activity. While 
I admire the average Englishman for his high level of culture, for his 
politeness, for his independent aud manly bearing, t or his discipline and 
orderly conduct, I fool sorry that the average Indian does not possess those 
qualities, except a few individuals here and there, because, I feel that wo are 
not developing ou tho right lines, the lines most suited to our temperament, 
to our environment and to our climate. We havo not been exorcising our 
body and mind ; everything is being done to us as the result of which wo have 
not developed our trade, our industry and our commerce. Wo find that the 
percentage of literacy is low. There is never ending famine, ever-recurring 
epidemics; we record the greatest mortality, tho average age of an Indian 
being 20 while that of an European is over 50. In the eloquent appeal 
made for*dominion status for India, Dr. Besant said c Tho people of India 
are appallingly poor. Forty millions never know what it is not to be 
hungry. Seventy millions have never more than ono meal a day. It is 
estimated that two-thirds of India’s 3< } 0 millions live on three-fourths of a 
minimum subsistence. * 

“ No doubt, the Government are doing their best for ns. But how could 
you expect people coming from that distance to get familiar with our condi¬ 
tions and to know our temperament and administer to our demands in tho 
way we like thorn to do ? So, let as shoulder our responsibility in earnest, 
lot us ask for more power to look after our own affairs. At the same time let 
mo also impross^upon tho Government that we want their help and guidance 
for some time more. As one of tho Adi-Drav:da brethren expressed to me 
the other day, there is still the fear in the minds of the depressed classes 
and minority communities, without the help of the Britisher, whether the 
question of untouchability will be solved ; even wo women fear whether the 
unjust divorco aud inheritance laws will be cancelled or modified without 
their help. While all of us Muhammadans, Christians, Hindu Brahmans 
and non-Brahmans, both men and wjmen, realize that the salvation of tho 
country lies in unity and united efforts, let us even to-day extend that liberty 
and fraternity to our depressed classes brethren and throw open our schools 
and temples and sacred shrines to them. Let us demonstrate to them that 
we are one with thorn without showing any difference between man and man, 
remembering the maxim 1 let us live and let others live.’ As our religion 
says 1 Humanity is one as God is one, * let us put that maxim to praotice at 
once and take a crusade to the villages and enlighten the masses on these 
nation-building ideals. When we realise that fellowship and fraternity, no 
power on earth will resist our demands for freedom ” 

• Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayy*ngar I do not think that there is any Mem¬ 
ber in this House with the possible exception of a few die-hards here and 
there who are satisfied with the present state of things and who do not wi»h 
for further constitutional advance. The diarchic system which is the gift of 
the reforms has been a failuro and is full of anomalies, in my opinion, Sir, 
—whether it is entitled to weight or not is another matter, an opinion born 
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of strong conviction and a proper reading and understanding of the diarohio 
system of administration in this oountry —this diarchy is nothing more or 
nothing less than a bureaucratic key whioli the bureaucrats want to use for 
carrying on their alministration in their own fashion. That diarchy has 
failed as such, and as a system of administration, admits of no doubt, in 
support of this statement, L can invoke the high testimony of several ex- 
Ministers and other persons notablo amoQg them being Mr. 0. Y. Ohinta • 
mani and Lai a llarikishen Lai. 

Some credit was claimed on behalf of this Presidency that the old 
Ministry worked the reforms for what they were worth satisfactorily for 
a period of six years. In passing, I may say that the hon. Member from 
South Malabar was not perfectly right when he stated that Lord Birkenhead 
also was of the same opinion. 1 carefully read the speooh of Lord Birkenhead 
.some time ago. All that he said was, without committing himself one 
way or the other, that the Madras Government said that diarchy worked 
very satisfactorily. Ho never said that he was prepared to concur in that 
view nor did lie say that he shared it. We have been working under a system 
which is full of anachronisms. The position of the Ministers under this 
system of Government is very peouliar. They are kept in tho leading 
strings of the bureaucracy. They have no powor, no initiative and 
no responsibility. As responsible representatives of the people, returned 
by the people and weddod to work for the people, they find them¬ 
selves, as it were, tied down in every direction with the result that they 
are unable to rise to tho full stature of manhood. Wo do desire not only to 
stand erect but also to walk erect; but many impediments are thrown in our 
way as a consequence of which we are kept in that enslaved condition. T may 
also say, Sir, that it is a tragedy in the political history of this country that 
under this peculiarly unworkable and impracticable system of diarchy this 
anomaly should have arisen. The department of Agriculture in in the hands 
of a Minister, but Irrigation is a Reserved subject; the department of 
Industry is in the hands of a Minister, but Forest is a Reserved subject. 
And, if I remember right, tho Mnddiman Committee recommended that 
Forests may be made a Transferred subject. Although two years have 
passed since that recommendation was made, I do not know exactly what 
attempt has been made in that direction. If we are to progress along 
right lines aod if we are to take our place among the comity of nations, 
something more must be done to give tho provincial autonomy. There is 
no use of screwing down tho safety valve, thereby making the whole thing 
burst. The answer oftentimes given to us is that we are wreckors and that 
we have come here to wreck a particular syetom. As the system is bad from 
beginning to end and as we are satisfied that the system is nob quite suited 
to us, it is impossible for us to accept this system or to try it. We want a 
better and far more satisfactory and far more acceptable system and in 
endeavouring to got it wo are bound to expose tho hollowness of the preseut 
system. That being so, we are perfeotly justified in laying before this 
House all the points which go to prove that the system baa failed, no matter 
whether the authorities concerned feel that it has succeeded or failed hero. 
Our pnint is that the system as a whole has thoroughly failed and that there 
must be a complete change ia tho view point of Great Britain. There must 
be a complete change in their ideas regarding the welfare ant better 
government of this country. 
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<c There most also be a change in the powers that inhere in His Excel¬ 
lency the Governor, One hon. Member, Mr. Kaleswara Rao, oompared His 
Excellency to an autocrat or a Nabob. We are having a benevolent 
despotism. We pant for constitutional advance for whioh this province is 
fitted.” 

* Mr. V. I. Muniswami Pillai : • “ Sir, siuce the proposition on the floor 
of the House is one to discuss the question of further constitutional reforms 
for this province and grant of provincial autonomy, I, as a representative 
of the depressed olasses, have to voioe their feelings on this important 
matter. If I am asked whether my community is ready for further reforms 
and provincial autonomy, I would say c No \ The depressed classes form 
one-sixth of the population of the Presidency and are undergoing the 
gravest disabilities, politically, socially and economically. Dogs and swine 
may roam over the sacred precincts of the temples but the shadow of the 
untouchable is an abomination. Our eoonomio conditions are worse, and 
unless and until wo are given a wider field of education and our social con¬ 
dition is uplifted, we cannot and are not in a position to join with the other 
section of the House in claiming more reforms. Had it not been for the’ 
advent of the Britisher, our position would have been still worse and we 
need the Britisher at the heads of all departments from whom we can get 
justioe. Now, coming to the question of provincial autonomy, I might 
say that until untouchability is removed from the face of the Presidency, 
our depressed state is vanished and our state is raised and we are given 
chanoes in all departments of the Government services, it cannot be an 
accomplished fact. If you ail oarefully see about the Government services 
you will find not a single depressed class man as the head of any department. 
Their disabilities are many and unless these are removed, we cannot 
claim further reforms and I oppose the motion.” 

*Mr. D. Thomas :— 1 11 Mr. President, Sir, I would heartily support the 
motion now before the House. It is rather a pity that this particular 
motion is before the House in connexion with the salary of the Private 
Secretary to His Exoellenoy the Governor. I understand that the hon. 
Mover of this motion intended merely to raise the question of the fitness of 
this province for further reforms and did not intend to refer to the Private 
Seoretary to His Exoellenoy at all. I believe the Private Secretary is a 
Very useful and neoessary officer and that it is not intended by this motion 
to oavil at his usefulness. 

“ Now coming to the motion itself, several hon. Members referred to the 
difficulties and anomalies which arc prevailing in connexion with the 
working of the diarohio system. I believe the authors of the Montford 
scheme did not intend this diarohy to be a permanent system or a permanent 
stage in the political development of this country. It was intended only as 
a temporary measure,- a sort of rest-house or halfway house on our march 
towards the attainment of full responsible Government. This is a sort of 
wilderness period whioh has to be spent in the wilderness itself in order to 
oome later to the promised land. In that view of the matter, I would 
submit for the consideration of the House that every difficulty and every 
anomaly that is found in the working of this diarohio system is really a 
stepping-stone for further progress and advanoe. The real success of the 
diarohio system lie3 in its failure The object of the diarohio 'system will 
have been attained when it is taken away and we attain complete freedom 
and provincial autonomy. 
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u Mr. .President, various d^feots have been pointed out in the present 
condition of affairs whioh might be considered as arguments against the 
grant of provincial autonomy to this province. One is the position of the 
depressed olasses in tbe Presidency I would suggest that if we are to wait 
for the attainment of provincial autonomy till every communal problem in 
onr province is settled, till all the communities are brought to the same 
level, we may have to wait till Doomsday. This problem of communities 
and olasses is not peculiar to India. It exists in every oountry in the world 
and in some countries, it is as aoute as it is in our country. They have also 
various othor problems to deal with. Take, for instance, the question of 
employees and capitalists in. England. The labour situation there is as 
12-16 a0ll * e aB ^ oan k 0 anc * necessitates a careful handling. I would therefore 
p.m. u *y that the difficulties which the depressed classes are labouring 
under and for whioh they claim just redress ought not to stand in 
the way of the province attaining full provincial autonomy On the oontrary, 
the only way of solving the various problems connected wit* 1 thess commu¬ 
nities is the attainment of provincial autonomy. It has been stated in various 
quarters that the Madras Province Las been specially successful in the 
working of the diarohio Bystem. From the way in which this Presidency 
has worked that system for the last seven or eight years, it has justified its 
demand for the grant of provincial autonomy/* 

•Mr, K. V. E. Swami 4 “ Mr. President, Sir, it is clear that no other 
province has started its work in snoh favourable circumstances as this. In 
the year previous to the introduction of the reforms our revenue was 1,500 
lakhs and the expenditure 1,130 lakhs. During tho first year after the 
reforms, our revenue was 1,570 lakhs and the expenditure was 1,69 ^ lakhs, 
thereby leaving a deficit of afcout 108 lakhs In tho budget year, for 
a revenue of 1,055 lakhs, our expenditure is 1,724 lakhs and we have a deficit 
of 69 lakhs This is the result of the diarchical form of Government, 
Salaries have been enhanced in every department. The permanent settle¬ 
ment on which this country had set its heart was successfully opposed 
by tbo Government and the request of this Council to bring the rates 
of resettlement within tho control of the House was successfully resisted 
by tbe Government. In the matter of the separation of the judicial 
and the executive functions, we are to-day in the same position in which 
we were a century ago. In other matters also wo have not advanoed 
very much. Though a few motions only were carriod by this Council they 
were mostly restored by His Exoellency the Governor Our best men were 
thrown into prison because they happened to preach temperance and acted in 
a manner which would be considered to be innocent in any other country. 
These are the things that we have got in a diarohioal system of Government. 
Unless we are granted lull provincial autonomy it is not possible for us to do 
anything good to the country It may be that we have three Ministers who are 
administering the transferred subjects, but iu reality they are to a great part 
guided by the Finance Member who holds the strings of the purse. They 
have not got freedom of aotion and initiative. Some people thins: that we are 
not fit for self-government because we have got oaste and other distinctions 
in our country. We had all these difficulties perhaps more when we were 
free. Our freedom was taken away from us by the English. It is anomalous 
to say that they are going to teach us how to rule ourselves when they have 
deprived us of our freedom. It was admitted even by Lord Ourzon that the 
finglishmen were roaming in the woods with painted bodies when India had 
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attained the highest form of civilization. Government in some of the Indian 
States is much better than the Government here ; they manage their affairs 
much better than we do here. It is absurd to think that we have to be tutored 
by Englishmen in the art of self-government. We are fully qualified to rule 
ourselves. Only we are yet unable to throw off this Government. The 
methods that we adopted hitherto did not appeal to them. If there is 
anything that we are lacking in, it is self assertion. Fortunately or unfortu¬ 
nately, we are being guided by a sage who thinks that peaceful methods 
would solve the problem. Even this Government should yield as any other 
Government in the world. Having tried all these methods, if we find that we 
have failed to attain our end, no one except the Government will be held 
responsible for having recourse to other methods. With these few words, 
I recommend the motion for the acceptance of the House.” 

* Mr. R. Nagan Gowda :— 44 Mr. President, Sir, I rise to discuss the 
question of provincial autonomy. Before doing that, I want to know whether 
a member who is nominated to this Council can discuss (hat question. I believe 
he can. When the reforms were first introduced into this country, it was 
given to understand that the goal of British Government in India would he to 
raise India to the status of the self-governing dominions of the Empire. The 
present question is whether we aro fit for provincial autonomy in this 
Presidency. 

‘‘ The management of a country is just like the management of a house¬ 
hold, but only on a more extended scale. The difficulties in the manage¬ 
ment of a household are not sometimes much less than those in the 
management of a state. Have we not managed our affairs in this country 
for centuries, nay. for thousands of years? Democracy did exist in this 
oountry. That fact has been shown by recent researches The village was 
an autonomous unit in the government of the oountry for a long long time 
After the advent of the British Government the village, as a unit, has been 
broken down and it is important that it should bo reinstated. 

i( I was away from this country fivo years before and after the Reforms 
and I had the privilege of comparing the conditions bofore and after. T oan 
say with certainty that the people do appreciate the franchise that has been 
given, though it is only to a limited extent. They realize now that they 
have some control over the Government which rules them. Take the Police 
Department for example. It is only when the Government is made to be a 
servant of the people that the policemen in the streets of the villages will be 
friends of the people rather than merely servants of the Government, whom 
the people must obey. 

41 If the Ministers had full freedom in the working of diarohy they would 
be able to do something. Huge salaries are paid to the officers. We are in 
a oountry where seven rupees per mensem is a big wage, There are many 
officers drawing thousand rupees and more. If the villagers had any power 
in determining how the taxes arc to be raised and how they have to be spent 
they will be atle to effeofc more economy than the British Government have 
been able to do. 

41 There are other ways of being economical. 90 per cent of our people 
~ live in huts. When such is the esse, the villager will not approve of the 
large expenditure that we are incurring on buildings, etc. # Ho would 
certainly economise the expenditure a great deal more. This point has been 
lost sight of. 
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4< The high salaries have been fixed for people who come here from a long 
way off leaving their relatives and their own eooial surroundings. For them, 
the salary has been fixed at a large amount, That ought not to be the rate 
which we Indians living in our own native country amidst our own sur¬ 
roundings ought to be paid. 

“ If the village is made the unit, the villager will decide upon the question 
of taxation and expenditure. For that it is necessary that adult franchise 
should be given in this country as early as possible. 1 * 

•Mr. K. R. Venkatarama Ayyar 14 Mr President, Sir, my hon. 
Friend, the Momber for the University, has placed this House under a deep 
debt of gratitude in having raised this question of questions, the grant ot 
complete responsible government for this province, under the head of general 
administration. 

The real object of this motion is not to effect any saving from the allot¬ 
ment for the staff of the Private Secretary to His Excellency the Governor. 
That staff will continue as complete and as comfortable as ever before even If 
this motion is carried by the House unanimously. The object of this motion 
is to invite this new Council which has come with a'mandate from tho electo¬ 
rate to declare in unmistakable terms its considered opinion that the 
people of this provinco are fit to beat the burden of complete responsible 
government. 

“ The Houko is invited by the motion to deolaro whether in its opinion 
there is any longer a necessity to maintain the highly illogical, unsoientifio 
and arbitrary distinction detweon the three seats occupied by the hon. tho 
Ministers ou the Treasury Benoh and the four seats next above them in the 
same row. If you ignore for the moment those Members of the Home who, 
by reason of the disability of their offices under the Crown, cannot expect 
to occupy any ot those seven seats under a system of complete responsible 
government, it is difficult to imagine any good gronnd, in the light of the 
experience gained hitherto, for any of the other Members of the House to be 
obsessed by a seiibo of the inability of the elected Members of this House 
to bear the burden of complete responsible government. Sir, it is not true 
that complete responsible government would add to the burden that will be 
thrown on the elected Members of this House. Far irom it. It only removes 
the shakles and obstacles that prevent this House from functioning to the 
best publio advantage. Does not the effectiveness of this Council suffer to a 
very gn at extent and is not our capacity to serve our constituents to the best 
of our ability—at a considerable discount by reason of the anomalous distinc¬ 
tion between the Reserved and the Transferred halves V fcrir, it is indeed a 
misnomer to refer to them as halves. If they were equal halves, one-half 
would be no moie reserved than the other. Sir, it is not a Cabinet of equal 
halves by any means or to any extent. It is a combination of unlike in¬ 
compatible and conflicting elements thrown together with excellent provision 
in the machinery for friction, deterioration and wastage. Sir, six long 
years have already been spent over this entirely misconceived and nnfair 
experiment. If these six years had been spent in working a system of com¬ 
plete responsible government, this province with its extiaordinary genius 
for harmonious co-operation would undoubtedly have made considerable 
headway in the direction of good government. But has even this unfair 
experiment of diaroby been worked by us ? With all its handioaps, the 
experiment has been worked veiy successfully. I would say that it is due 
to the whple-hearted desire on the part of the bulk of the people of this 
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Presidency, to prove their fitness for complete responsible Government. It 
is this nearly universal desire that is turning, even under the most trying 
conditions, the powerful energy of the largest single group of elected 
representatives in this House in aid of the honest and bona, fide efforts on 
this side of the House to make the best out of the present unsatisfactory 
constitution. We thus stand together in a common endeavour sustained by 
tho hope that our capacity to sink our differences and pull together towards 
our oommon goal will not be tested unduly long. Sir, we are sustained by 
the belief that having established our fitness to govern ourselves even under 
diarchy, we will before the next general election be enabled by Parliament 
to take a definite step forward. The electorate has given no uncertain 
mandate on this point. The electors well realized daring the last campaign 
the significance and effectiveness of the Party System. His Excellency’s 
appeal for the formation of real political parties was vary appropriate and 
opportune. The country had already made up its mind in that direction 
and His Excellency merely gauged the public opinion that was making itself 
felt and set the seal of his approval on it.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member’s speech is not relevant 
to the matter under discussion, and as his time-limit is over, I call upon the 
hon. the Revenue Member to reply.” 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :— w Sir, the subject which has 
been chosen for disoussion on this token motion makes me the official spokes¬ 
man of this bench. Wo have listened with attention and interest to the 
speeches of hon. Members from all parts of thq House, and it is impossible 
not to feel their sincerity. It is impossible* not to sympathise with the 
expression of their aspirations. Sir, this is a Provincial Government* that 
is to say, a subordinate Government. We are therefore not responsible for 
the present constitution, nor have wo the power to alter it. Our duty, so 
long as we remain in office, is to administer it to the best of our ability for 
the good of the people. Three years back, the Government as then 
constituted was called upon to report on certain aspects only of diarchy and 
its working, and they did bo. That report is in the hands of hon Members. 
They will of eourse understand that it is the report of the collective 
Government It seems probable that at no distant date, we may be called 
upon to consider the subject possibly in all its aspects. Hon. Members may 
rest assured that, when the time comes, we shall not fail to give full weight 
to the sentiments whioh have been given expression to iu this House on this 
occasion I woulvl now merely ask hon. Members not to imagine that any 
seotion of the Government is hostile to the fulfilment of their legitimate 
aspirations ” 

* Mr. Sami VenraTachalam Chetti :—Mr. "President, Sir, this is a 
very important subject as you are aware and I hope you will excuse me if 
I exceed the usual time-limit.” 

* The hon. the President:— “ The demand is to be put to vote at 
12-52 " 

* Mr Sami Venkatachalam Ohetti ,c Oce thing upon which I wish 
to congratulate tho hon. the Revenue Member is that this is the first oooasion 
on whioh he has made himself quite audible in this House and I should be 
glad if this is an earnest of what is going to oome. Sir, it would be conceded 
that the feeling with regard to this question from all sections of the House 
is unanimous, except a very few Members who represent tho depressed 
classes. They seem to be under the impression that the privileges and 
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rights which they are now enjoying are due to the permanency of British 
bureaucracy in this country. May I put*o them a question ? The English 
bureaucracy has been here for the last 150 years and I would like to know 
if they have moved their little finger to improve the condition of the depressed 
classes until a few years ago. Evon the sympathy whioh they are now 
showing is not due to their desire to improve the condition of the depressed 
olasses in India hut with a view that the depressed classes eomplain against 
the higher classes and make the higher classes unpopular. In the attempt 
which the Government will make to improve the condition of the depressed 
olasses, sincerity and eo-operation will not be wanting on the part of the 
higher classes. It was never felt until the British Government came in 
that there should bo no difference ■ of caste. Caste in this country has 
a history of its own. The system with all its faults, has its advantages 
t as distinguishable trom the class divisions in western countries. In every 
caste there is more democracy than there is between classes in western 
countries. One oaste is never meant to arrogate any of the functions 
or duties whioh any other caste owes to society in general. I do # not 
propose now to use my time on any dissertation on the usefulness of the 
oaste system. But it must be admitted that the present state of things is 
due to various causes. I think the representatives of the depressed olasses 
will be generous enough to admit that now at least the higher classes are 
realizing their fault or any laxity on their part and trying to make amends 
in that direction. As has been very pertinently pointed out by hon. Friend, 
Mr. Daniel Thomas, if our getting provincial autonomy should depend upon 
settling all differences amongst all communities of this vast country, the 
Englishman might fool himself completely relieved of any anxiety on his 
part and might find himself comfortable. 

" I join issue with what lias been stated by my hon. Friend Mr. Arpuda- 
swami Udayai. He has attributed the improvement which we have had, to 
the British Government. No doubt, to some extent The restoration of 
peace and order is due to the British Government. But at what cost, at 
what national degeneration, and at what loss of national wealth, is a different 
story. It is true we have been educated not with a view to make ourselves 
useful citizens of the country hut educated, educated so as to serve as clerks in 
their offices. Our commerce has beeu subordinated to foreign oommerce Our 
industries have been starved to give an upper hand to the industrialists in 
western countries I am not prepared to grant that the bureaucracy have 
been in this country in our interests. Nor do we expect they will say that 
they are hero in our intorcsts. If they should say eo, I do not think that 
that contention cau hold water for a second. The hon. Mr. Marjoribanka 
said that, when they would be consulted with regard to the feeling in this 
oouutry for further reforms, thoy would not stand in our way and that they 
would givo due weight to the sentiments given expression to in this House. 
But in the communication which they submitted to the Government of India 
when this Government were called upon to express their opinion on the 
working of the Reforms they said : 

* Hie Excellenoy the Governor in Council is inoliued to doubt whether opinion is as 
unanimous as the Ministers have been led to believe and he is not prepared to agree that the 
time has come for a complete transfer. Moreover, he feels that the limitations laid down in the 
memorandum prepared for the new Keforms Committee, acooiding to his construction of the 
utterances in Parliament on tho subject of the policy and purpose of the Act, pieolude this 
Government from discussing the transfer of the three fundamental subjects, which are (1) the 
administration of tho land revenue, which oonnote the general administration, (2) Law and 
Qrder including Jails and (3) Finance.’ 
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“ Again they say, referring to financial relations, 

1 His Exoellenoy the Governor in Council does not desire in the present connexion to 
embark on a disouseion of this controversy. It is sufficient, for the present purpose, to point 
out the result of the finauoial embarrassments of the Provinoe.as they have affeoted the working 
of the Reforms, and popular opinion in relation thereto. Unless these embarrassments oan be 
mitigated or removed, His Exoellenoy the Governor in Counoil anticipate that no changes in 
the Reform scheme, whether in the direotion of extending the sphere of Ministerial oontrol or 
otherwise, will result in material improvement.* 

(t Now there is no prospect of the removal of this great octopuslike grip 
over our head. I hope it would be proper for His Excellency the Governor 
now to indicate that some change in the Reforms may bo made with safety. 

11 So faras the grant of Provincial autonomy is ooncernod, Sir, I should 12-45 
think the Government which has watched working of the Reforms for six P* 111, 
years and certified, from its own point of view, that it has been a success, 
should have no hesitation in taking the initiative on behalf of the country 
and moving the authorities concerned for the grant of complete Provincial 
autonomy and for the transfer of all the subjects to the Ministers, including 
Finance, which is porhaps the key to all the other departments. With these 
words, Sir, I oommend the motion for the aoceptanoe of the House.” 

* Rao Sahib R. Srinivasan ;— u Sir, as .everyone knows, all countries 
which enjoy Self Government have no untouohabiiity among the various 
communities, and if India wants Swaraj, it should first remove untouoha- 
bility. It would then ho fit for Self-Government just like the other oountries 
which enjoy Self-Government. I ask, Sir, whether there is any punishment 
on earth worse than untouohabiiity, A man may even bo hanged and be 
done with hut an untouohabiiity, generation in, generation out is intolerable. 

We all know that thero is this crime in this country and wo also know 
that equal rights and privileges are accorded to all communities in the 
other countries which enjoy Self-Government. It ;sa useless thing if more 
responsibility is given without; elevating the depressed classes. Diarchy 
is trying to ameliorate their condition. The oratory and eloquence in 
this Council will not be a test to grant the autonomy . The coming Royal 
Commission should go to the villages. There is the tissue of administration. 

Since of late there is an awakening among the Depressed, not one out of a 
hundred villages that is not suffering. The depressed classes are all suffer¬ 
ing from prosecutions and persecutions to an unlimitod extent. Since the 
introduction of diarchy, the condition is being looked after by the Govern¬ 
ment, I mean only from a few years hack. If diarchy is to go now, then 
their fate is sealed. We are quite prepared to be ruled under diarchy at 
present and wo want no reformed Government or autonomy. Now, Sir, 
what is the opinion of the six millions of India? « They are not a negli¬ 
gible community ; they are a large community and not a rioating population. 

They are the people of the country, the tillers of the soil and the bulwarks 
of the British Empire. Are they to he ignored when they say that they do 
not want this Self-Government ? If India gets Self-Government, where 
is the guarantee and what is thero to safeguard them against further 
tyranny ? I fully oppose the motion.” 

Mr. K. R. Karant “ I move that the question be now put.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao seconded the motion. 

The motion was put to the House and declared carried. A poll was 
demanded.

DEMAND IX—GENERAL ADMINISTRATION — LEGISLATIVE BODIES 

• The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Avvau:— u On the recommendation 
of His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move 

‘ that Government be granted a sum not exceeding 2*70 lakhs under the 
heading “ General Administration—Legislative Bodies**.* ** 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :— c< I move 

c to reduce the allotment of Rs. 43,000 /or pay of establishments bu 
Rs . 100/ 

“ To discuss the question of increased accommodation and provision of 
amenities for Members of the Legislative Council. I move this motion with 
a view to elicit information with regard to inoreasod accommodation and 
provision of amenities for Members of the Legislative Council. While 
expressing satisfaction for the amenities and accommodation so far given, I 
must say they are still short. The Legislative Council buildings were 
intended for the uss of the Members of the Legislative Council but several 
rooms are now being ocoupied by departments of the Secretariat. Perhaps it 
may be possible for the Government to shift them on to the Secretariat, so 
bhat the rooms may be used by the Members of the Legislative Council*” 

6 
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* The bon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— 41 Mr. President, Sir, two 
wings are now being built, for the purpose of accommodating the Members, 
which will remove the difficulty whioh has been pointed out by the Leader 
of the Opposition. In 1925 certain proposals were made for extensions and 
improvements at a cost of Rs. 74,tOO. They included the insertion of an 
intermediate floor over the Council Chamber to provide additional accommo¬ 
dation for a Committee room, rooms for the Deputy President, Council 
Secretaries, "Whips and the Leader of the Opposition. They were approved 
by the Finance Committee and necessary provision was made in the budget 
for 1926-27. Finally a revised soheme was formulated for the extension of 
the Secretariat buildings to the.west from the northern and southern ends 
and this will set free some other accommodation for the Legislative Council. 
This will satisfy the hon. the Leader of the Opposition with regard to 
extensions to the Secretariat building. This work has been undertaken. 
Provision for three temporary rooms in tie eastern portion of the gallery in 
the east end of the Council Chamber and provision for two temporary rooms 
on each side of the entrance ldbby to the Council Chamber, the spiral 
staircase being romoved, has also been made. The soheme also provides for 
the installation of sanitary fittings. From the above, it will be seen that the 
Government have been alive to the need for increased accommodation and 
we have done our utmost in the matter and the inconvenience pointed out by 
the Leader of the Opposition will very soon be rectified.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. S, Arpudaswami Udayar :— 44 I move 

4 that the allotment of Rs. 43,000 for pay of establishment 8 be reduced by 
Rs 100.’ 

44 1 may say at the very outset, Sir, that I have no complaint whatever 
against your staff and if I may be permitted to single out one or two 
members of your staff for special mention, I may congratulate you on having 
a Secretary who is as genial and amiable as he is highly intelligent and 
oultured and as unostentatious and simple as he is courteous and obliging, 
and a cashier who plaoes his servioes at the disposal of the Members and 
looks after their convenience. But what I say is that the Members must 
have some kind of special staff.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— 44 1 believe the hon. Member 
has given notice of the supply of stationery, etc., and not about the staff.” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar: — 44 Yes, Sir, and also to dieouss the 
need for improving the staff. I press upon this Council the need for having, 
if necessary, srme additional staff, at least a staff of peons, fer it is very 
difficult for Members to go to the office or the Secretariat Library to get some 
official papers. I remember the other day my Friend Mr. Ramachandra 
Reddi wus not in his place when you called him to move the resolution 
standing in his name. He wanted to get the Famine Code and having waited 
for two hours, he had to go to the Secretariat Library to fetch a copy. This 
is but one instance out of many whioh proves conclusively the need for an 
additional staff. It seems that there is no understanding between the 
Council T/ibrary and the Secretariat Library. Therefore Members have 
either to go there themselves to refer to official documents which are certainly 
very necessary for their work, because they have to base their arguments on 
certain facts and uot supposition, or must have them supplied to them- So 
there must be some special staff, or more peons who will undertake to get 
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the papers for them. And secondly as regards stationery and forms, it should 
be possible for Members from their seats in the Oounoil Library., or in the 
Committee room or here to get whatever stationery they want. I may tell 
you that I myself applied nearly four times, twice in person and twice by 
means of lotter for the supply of stationery ; and the answer was invariably 
that they were out of stoob. Hut if there was a special staff, the requests 
of Members for stationery, eto. f would be registered and supplied to them 
without any inconvenience. So, I press for the improvement of the Btafif and 
also an additional number of peons to be placed at the disposal of the 
Members to do the work of bringing stationery, forms or even offioial publi¬ 
cations from the Secretariat library, and otherwise to attend to the comforts 
and convenience of the Members.” 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar f< I shall first deal with the 
question of the library. There is a special librarian and an attendant for 
the Counoil Library. Tho Council Office reported, and it was also generally 
felt that the number of peons was insufficient and therefore one temporary 
peon was sanctioned for three years and in addition six temporary peons for 
a year, so that there aro seven additional peons now sanctioned for the conve¬ 
nience of the Members of the Legislative Council, My hen. Priend has refer¬ 
red to some difficulty in connexion with the supply of stationery and forms, 
eto. Having made enquiries on the subjeot, I find that although at one 
time there was a little delay, at present all the causes for the delay have been 
removed and no difficulty is now experienced, or need be experienced by hon. 
Members in this matter. 

“ As to the delay in the supply of books of reference from tho Secretariat 
library, I have received certain suggestions on that matter, not only from 
the speech of tho hon. Member who spoke, but also from ono or two other 
Members and the question will b3 eousidered as to whether the supply of 
books from the Secretariat library and the Council Library should not be 
facilitated in order that the Members may get the books they want as early 
as possible in future. ” 

The motion was by leave of tho House withdrawn, 

* Mr, S. Arpudaswami Udayar “ Mr. President, I move 

i that the allotment of Bs , 43,000 for the pay of establishment be reudeei 
by Bs, 100/ 

“My object is to disouss tho anomalous constitutional position of the single 
largest party in the Counoil forming tho Opposition and famishing Loaders 
of tho Opposition. I orave the indulgence of the House if I may exceed tho 
time-limi t.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayvar c< Sir, with your leave, I would 
like to raise a point of order. Under our Rules and Standing Orders, the 
seating arrangements can alone be reasonably constraed as being comprised 
in this motion. The seating arrangements are entirely in the discretion of 
the hon. the President. We are now concerned with Provincial Legislative 
Counoils. The grant relates to Legislative bodies—Provincial Legislative 
Councils. In that grant, tho question of the anomalous constitutional 
position of the single largest party can only be raised, if raised at all, with 
reference to the pbysioal station ocoupied by oertain Members in the House. 
It oaunot bo raised under this head for any other purpose and a constitutional 
question such as this oan only be raised under some other head. But as it is 
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done under the Demand for Provincial Legislative Councils, I should say 
that it can only he raised with reference to the seating arrangements, which 
is solely and statutorily in ) our discretion. I, therefore, submit that this 
motion is out of crder.” 

* The hon. the President:— < s Has the Leader of the Opposition got 
anything to say on this motion ? ” 

* Mr. Sami Vbnkvtachalam Chetti:—“I have none so far as this is 
concerned.” 

* The hon. the President .—“ Any Member of the Justioe party wishing 
to speak on the motion ? ” 

* Rao Bahadur B. Miniswami Nayudu The point of order raised 
wa 9 that this subject was not in order, on the ground that it was not germane 
to the demand that has been moved. I ask, Sir, whether the motion that 
was moved in regard to Provincial autonomy and passed just before with 
regard to the additional staff of His Excellency the Governor was germane 
to that demand 'r ” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti:—“ fs it open to question your ruling, Sir, in this 
House ? ” 

*Rao Bahadur B. Muninwami Nayudu :— <c I am not questioning your 
ruling, Sir, but I am only pointing out the praotioe of this House to allow 
questions not necessarily germane to a particular demand being discussed as 
constitutional questions The constitutional question of the grant of provin¬ 
cial autonomy was raised in the demand relating to the pay of the Private 
Secretary to His Excellency the Governor which did not involve any consti¬ 
tutional question. I am only mentioning it as an instance in which such 
constitutional questions are being discussed whether they are germane to a 
particular grant or njt. Of course, I am not questioning your ruling, but 
you have allowed us to discuss such things in previous grants.” 

*Tke hon. the President: —“Is it a subjeot with which the Members 
of Government are officially connected or for-which they are responsible in 
the oonrse of their administration of the departments in their charge ? ” 

* Rao Bahadur B, Muniswami Nayudu '‘That is a subjeot on which 
this House oau express its opinion and whioh the Government may take 
notice of.” 

*The hon. the President : — <f I believe, in all questions connected with 
the debate on the budget, the subject should be one oonneoted with the 
Government officially, i.e., should relate to matters of administration for 
whioh they are responsible. Does the hon. Member hold the view that tho 
Government is responsible for determining whioh shall be the constitutional 
opposition to Government in this House ? ” 

*Mr. S. Arpudaswami LTdayar :— “ I think the hon. the Law Member 
as the Leader of the House is connected with the matter and it is with a 
view to help him iu making the Opposition more effeotual that I move this 
motion.” 

* The hon Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyab :—“Sir, I wholly disclaim any 
responsibility for the effectuating of Opposition or making it more effective. 
The position in regard to this motion is this. The point of order that 
I raised was two-fold. My hon. Friend, Mr. Muniswami Nayudu, has dealt 
vith only one aspect of it. The point I raised was this. Primarily so far. 
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as the seating arrangements, so far as the position or the juxtaposition of 
the parties in the Oounoil is eonoerned, it is a matter statutorily and solely 
vested in you, Mr. President. It is not [Vested, or it is not regulated by any¬ 
body. Nobody has a right to dictate and nobody has a right to advise you 
in the matter, though you may ohoose to take advice from any one. As to 
how these parties should be seated and whether the Opposition should be put 
into the category of opposition, or certain groups, that is solely left to you. 

As Membors of Government, we have nothing to do with that. As you very 
rightly observed, all these demands deal only with questions on which there 
is some* responsibility involving in or attaching to Government as such. 

My submission, therefore, is that first of all it is rot germane to this 1-15 
topic ; secondly, whatever relevance it may have had to the other topics and P m « 
other demands, it is not relevant to this demand ; and thirdly it is not 
relevant, as the hon. the President has the sole function of it.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayae :— u Sir, it seems to me that 
probably we are labouring under a misapprehension. We have not 
yet heard anything from the bon. Mover, Mr. Arpudaswami tTdayar, as to 
what points ho would raise and what he intended to be the matters on which 
this discussion is to be based. On the assumption that the hon. Member 
who has given notice of this motion is going to speak only about seating 
arrangempnts, we are proceeding with this discussion now. At any rate, 

I do not know, and probably none of us is aware what are the points that he 
is going to raise. And unless we know definitely what his intention is, 
probably all this discussion will not be useful. ” 

* The hon. the President :—“ Will the hon. Member, Mr. Arpudaswami 
Udayar, kindly furnish any information as to the points on which he is 
going to deal, so that I may he able to decide whether they are in order or 
not. The question is raised by Mr. Krishnan Nayar that, apart from the 
question of seating arrangements, there may bo other matters regarding 
whioh the hon. Member may be willing to raise debate, and that the Govern¬ 
ment may be held responsible for them. I want to know whether there are 
any such points. ” 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar .*—“ Tes, Sir, I am going to prove that 
an Opposition can be formed only by ex-Ministers and that leaders of the 
Opposition should come from those ranks. ” 

* The hon. the President ;—“ I do not think that a debate on the Budget 
in regard to this subjeot is in order. It is a matter that entirely concerns 
the President and the President is dealing with leaders of various groups 
in the House including leaders of tho Opposition in connexion with the 
seating arrangements and other arrangements in tho House. I do not think 
Government deals with any group in tho House as a group for any adminis¬ 
trative purposes, and therefore I hold the view that this is not in order at 
this time. But I may inform tho House that tho question was raised by one 
of the leaders of the parties and I requested him to oommunioate his wish to 
me in writing or take the opportunity of raising this question immediately 
after questions any day. 'then it will be a question presented to me and 1 
will have to oonsider the question to the best of my abditv. I have 
not got the least objection it the leader of a party gives intimation to m 8 
beforehand, arid I will fix whichever date wi'l be most convenient. I rule 
that this is out of order.” 
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Mr. S. Arpvdaswamc Udayar :— 45 Very well, Sir, I shall raise it on 
any later occasion as yon please.’* 

The motion was accordingly not moved. 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :— €< Mr. President, Sir, I move 

c that the allotment oj Rs. 1,10,000 for travelling allowances be reduced 
by Rs. 100.* 

tc My object is to discuss the reduction of travelling allowance and daily 
allowance of the Membeis of this Council to double third-olass fare and five 
rupees a day respectively. I do not desire to make a spceoh on this subject, 
and I formally move it, and 1 know I shall have the voto of this House on 
my side.” 

• The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — C{ Sir, the hon. Member from 
Kurnool stated that he formally moved it. I could have said that I 
formally opposed it, but I do not propose to stop there. As a matter of 
fact, it is pretty obvious that the reduction of the rate of travelling allowances 
wouid - not conduce to convenience. As it is, wo are very often inoonveuien- 
oing Members coming from the mufassal in many ways, and when other 4 
Legislatures tending towards democracy have gone in the direction of payment 
to Members, to make it a question of double third class and Rs. 5 a day, 
though it may be a deterrenfc> will certainly be not helpful in the doing of 
business in tho House. Though Government as such have nothing to do in 
the matter and leave it to the free vote of the House, I consider. Sir, if I 
may be allowed to express an opinion in that direction, that a departure in 
that direction would be inexpedient.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha 1 “ I only want to draw'attention to the practice 

obtaining in the Assembly and other legislative bodies where tho method of 
drawing travelling allowance is much simpler than what we have got here 
at present, a pre-audit and a post audit . . . 

The hon. the President ;— “If that be the case, this is not the proper 
occasion for it. The hon. Member will do well to move his cut separately.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar : —“Sir, I am afraid that my Friend, 
Mr. Harisarvottama Rao, is very optimistic in his conclusion, namely, that 
the whole House would support him. I am here to oppose him, and I think 
there will be many others also to sido with me. Certainly I have no objec¬ 
tion whatever to my hon. Friend imposing a self-denying ordinance on him¬ 
self and on such of those as would agree with him. Ho may want to lead 
an asoelic life but the imjority of this House are not prepared to follow him. 
As a matter of faob Members of the Provincial Councils in India are treated 
in the matter of travelling and other allowances in a very muoh worse fashion 
than the Members of our own Legislative Assembly in Dolhi and the 
Legislative Assemblies in other parts of the world. For instance, in the 
Legislative Assembly at Delhi, Members receive halting allowances for 
seven days preceding the day on whioh the Counoil meets and also for 
seven days succeeding the date on which the Council terminates. (A voice : 
•Three days only’.) Well, even then, it is seven days preceding and 
three days succeeding a meeting, and in addition to that, they get haulage 
allowances for their motor cars. Members of the Legislative Assembly from 
whichever part of India have the right of drawing haulage charges from the 
Government of India if they take tlieir mot^r ears with them Whether 
they take their motor oars or not, they have got a daily allowance of Rs. 29 
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and also Rs. 6—my hon. Friend, Mr. Sohamnad will correct me if I am 
wrong—for the oharge necessary for going to and returning from the Coun¬ 
oil Chamber. We do not enjoy any such privileges here. Again, Sir, if we 
compare this Legislative Assembly with the similar Assemblies of the world, 
we find that praotically in all parts of the Empire, in England, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, etc., the Members of the Legislatures are paid v*ry 
handsome allowances. For instance, in the House of Commons, as my hon. 
Colleagues know, Members are paid annual allowances of £400 each, and in 
addition to that they have first-class free passage overseas to and fro. Again, 
in Canada when the House is sitting, they have what is called a sessional allow¬ 
ance of 4,000 dollars, that is about Rs 10,000, taking the dollar to be equiva¬ 
lent to Rs, And then, in addition to this 4,0C0 dollars, they have free 
transport not only for themselves but for their wives and families and steno¬ 
graphers, so that they are paid for all the conveniences for themselves and their 
families. Then again, if W9 go to the Australian Parliament, the Members there 
get free railway passes and in addition they have also the privilege of taking 
lady typists at Government expense. (Laughter.) Then in South Africa 
there is this additional privilege. So far as the privileges of travelling are 
ooncerned, once a Minister always a Minister. 'I hat is, a person who has 
onoe been a Minister is allowed free railway pass for the rest of his life. 
(Laughter.) And then, in New Zealand, Sir, the allowance is £4?0ayear. 
There is no necessity for us to deprive ourselves of even the small privileges 
we are now having. 1 do not want to go into tLa question of the expenditure 
which individul Members of this House may be put to. Probably some 
Members may bo able to limit themselves within the amount of the daily and 
travelling allowances given to them, but I believe there may be other Members 
also who have to pay for thoir expenses to some extent out of their own 
pookets in addition. I do not want to state anything personally. But for 
these reasons I am not asking for any increase. The question of expendi¬ 
ture depends upon various circumstances. This is not the first time on 
which this question has been raised in this House After all, my hon. 
Friend Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar has, if I may say so, rightly said that 
he would leave it to the House. That, if I may venture to say so, is the 
correct attitude for the Government to take. But it seems to me that it 
would be better for the Government to oppose this motion for this reason; 
if the Members of this Council are well fed and well clothed and well lodged 
(laughter), tiny will be in a very good temper and they are not likely to 
attack the Government Members. In these circumstances, I hope my hon. 
Friends in this House woul 1 agree with me and vote with me if my hon. 
Friend presses his motion.” 

The motion was pat and negatived. 

The House then adjourned for lunch 

After Lunch (2-30 p.m.). 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha " Mr. President, Sir, I move 

‘ to reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,10,000 Jor travelling allowance of 
members by Rs. 100 * 

in order to discuss the question of reforming the present dilatory and 
cumbersome and oostly system of drawing travelling allowance. 

I may also say that it is rather an undignified method by which we have 
to draw our travelling allowance. At present, after we come here, we have 
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to prepare the bill, pet it endorsed, and wait for it and then we get the amount 
after some delay. We cannot draw the bill for our return journey anlcss we 
go back, then send a bill, and got an endorsement, and there is all that sort 
of dilatory work. That is not also consistent with the dignity of a Member 
of this Council. (Hear, hear.) Even a gazetted officer draws a bill without 
getting an endorsement for it. I never in my life as a gazetted officer drew a 
bill with an endorsement for my bill. When I come here it is rathor humili¬ 
ating that I should got the endorsement in order to get my bill oashed. # X am 
told that in the Assembly there is a much simpler method which is more 
consistent with the dignity of the Members of the House. I am sure wo do 
not hold a position less important or less dignified than the Members of the 
Assembly. J therefore propose that Government should devise some method 
in consultation with the Accountant-General by whioh we can draw our 
travelling allowance quicker and by an easier method. I would propose 
the method pursued by the Assembly whioh can be gathered from the hon. 
Member who has been a Member of the Assembly. There, first of all, as 
soon as a Member comes to the Assembly he is presumed to have come from 
the place of his ordinary residence and before he leaves he is presumed to 
leave for his native place. On that presumption on the last day, or one or 
two days before that, his bill is drawn for the whole period from the day of 
his departure until the day of his return to his native place In that way 
the matter is simplified. The bill is not sent to the Accountant-Geueral by 
the Member but it is presented to the Secrotary who draws and gives a 
cheque. That is the procedure followed even in the matter of special commit¬ 
tees of the Government of India. When we went to the Taxation Committee 
or the Civil Justice Committee we had only to present a slip stating the day 
on which wo left the place and returned, and we got at once a cheque both 
for staying and travelling. It was a very simple procedure. I therefore 
propose this tofcen motion in order to suggest a more dignified and quioker 
course for getting the travelling allowance.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyab:-— '“Mr. President, Sir, the 
hon. Membor from South Kanara .will be gratified to learn that 
Government propose to accept the suggestion of following the example 
of the Legislative Assembly in this matter. Orders will be issued very 
shortly.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha:—“I move 

4 to reduce the allotment of Rs. 5,00i> for books and periodicals by 
Rs. 100 to discuss the electiou of a Library Committee. 

44 1 only do this, Sir, as a token motion to suggest the necessity and the 
desirability of appointing a committee to select books, I think this idea of 
having a library committee has been in contemplation and therefore I do not 
dilate upon the advantages of having a library committee for the selection of 
books.” 

* The kin. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyab 44 It has already been 
decided by the hon. the President to form a library committee for the 
selection of books and the leaders of the various patties have been asked to 
nominate each a member, and Messrs. P. T. Kajan, S. Satyamurti and 
A. B. Shetty have been appointed to be the members of the committee which 
will be preeided o~er by the hon. the President. It is expected that the 
hon. the President will announce that he has con e to that conclusion.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 
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* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ I movo 

* to reduce the allotment of Re t 4,000 for supplies and services by K*. 100 * 

in order to discuss the question regarding the cancellation of the privilege 
of Members posting letters on service unpaid system. This is a privilege, 8ir, 
we had enjoyed according to the parliamentary privileges in England, where 
the members have got many other privileges as well, as was mentioned by the 
bon. Member for Malabar this morning. This one privilege has been can¬ 
celled and no reasons have been given why this has been cancelled. If 
members of Parliament and members of assemblies in America have enjoyed 
this privilege—I do not know if the privilege of the members of the 
Assembly has also been cancelled—I do not know why we should be deprived 
of this privilege of addressing the officials of the Local Government without 
stamps. 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :— “ Sir, I agree with my hon. 
Friend. I do not see the reasons why the Government have cancelled it. 
We are asked now to pay even for thoso lotters in which we send up resolu¬ 
tions and questions to the Secretary to the Legislative Council. That is 
how I understand it. The practice till now was that all letters addressed 
to the Secretaries of Government, including the Secretary to tho Legislative 
Council, were free of postage. Recently we received a ciroutar cancelling that 
ruling and since then—that is my interpretation—I have been paying even 
for those letters ia which I send t he questions ar.d resolutions to the Secretary. 
Apart from that, we had tho privilege of addressing other officers of Govern¬ 
ment free of postage. That has been recently taken away. I see no 
adequate reasons. So I propose tho desirability of restoring those privileges.” 

The hon.lSir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — 41 Prior to tho issue of G.O. Mis. 
Nio. 440, Legislative, da<x*d 9th October 1926, the M.L.O.s had the privilege 
of following the procedure laid down in clause 357 (2) of the Post and Tele¬ 
graph Guide whoreby lottors, post-cards aud packets pertainiug to affairs of 
Government superscribed c Service unpaid* and signed by the Members of 
Council were accepted by the officers of the Local Government who paid the 
postage on receipt. In June 1926, in connection with a reference to them 
on the subject by the United Provinces Government, tho Government of 
India informed tnis Government that the procedure adopted by the M.L.Os 
in Madras was wrong and was due to a misapprehension underlying clause 
357(2) of the Guide. With a view to makiug the position clearer the Govern¬ 
ment of India have amended tho clause. In their letter tho Government 
of India also stated that they did not wish to encourage the extension of 
the privilege of sending service unpaid communications to oases which arc 
clearly beyond the iutention of the rule. It is really under the orders of the 
Government of India aud it applies to the whole of India.” 

* Mr. 8. Muttayya Mudaliyab : Mr. President, Sir, the hon. the Law 

Member has explained and I think uuder the rules he is perfectly right. But 
may I suggest to the Madras Government and the hon. the Law Member 
that service stamps may be issued to members periodically once a month, so 
that it may enable the members to send their letters ?'* 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyab :— cf That matter has not been raised 
till now and I wish to consider that. Even there wo cannot act without 
advertence to the Government of India because post and telegraph facilities 
are Central subjects. I shall bear this in mind.”

* to reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,85,800 for Prov ncial Leoulative Council 
by Ri. 100.’ 

In so doing, I want to bring before tho House tho necessity of having 
elected members for tbe standing advisory oommitteos that we have for certain 
departments and to suggest also tho neoessity of having standing advisory 
oommitteos for other reserved departments for whioh wo have net at present 
standing committees. Sir, the famous declaration of August 1917 regarding 
the progressive realization of self-government contemplates the neoessity 
of educating Indians in the matter of administration. To realize this idea 
the Montford Report in paragraph 2-35 laid down:‘Our next proposal is 
intended to familiarize the other elected members of tho Legislative Council 
besides Ministers, with tbe process of administration and also to make fhe 
relations botween the executive and tho legislature more intimate. We 
propose that to each department whether it is placed with the Executive 
Council or the Minister there should bo attached a standing committee elect¬ 
ed by tho Legislative Conned from among their own members. ’ Sir this 
recommendation of the Montlord Iteport was referred to the Goveinment 
of India who thereupon, with the opinion of tho various Provincial Govern¬ 
ments, have discussed the matter in their first despatch of March 1919 Sir 
I now refor bon. Members to tho first despatch that was sent from Delhi on 
the 5th March 1919 wherein the Government of India definitely accepted 
these recommendationSs 1 beg to quote are extract irom that:

constituting advisory committees nominated by tho Mimsteis themselves I 

take it, bir, that it is wrong m pnueiplo to have nominated Members to 

these advisory committees which have been u oant to deal with matters of 
polidy, such important questions as administration repoits and big items o 
expenditure. I therefore appea to the Members ol the Treasury Bench to 
accept this proposal to have advisory committees for all departments, be the! 
undortho Ministers or under the Executive Councillors; for training the 
Members of this honourable House m matters of administration, and seoSndl? 

to have these members elected by the Membeis of this Ooune.l I once aS 
request them to leave these committees open for election. This yZ 
® ir » 1116 ? e " Ministers after having taken charge of their department 
have nominated members for theso standing committees. Wo We been 
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approached and I thank them for their kindness to accept offices unJer 
their patronage, and we need hardly mention here that we have refused such 
offers. I therefore appeal to the hon. the Ministers, as well as the Execu¬ 
tive Councillors, to accept the principle and I may tell thorn that unless 
they accept it we will bo justified not only in passing this motion, but also 
in throwing out the resolution that is shortly to be moved by the hon. 
Mr. Moir to elect members to the Standing Committee on Finanoe. With 
these words, I move the motion that stands in my name,” 

* Mr. (i. Harisarvottama Rao “ Mr. President, Sir, to my mind, this 
is a very small matter. But yet, I feel that it is a master that tests the Exe¬ 
cutive side of this House. This morning we heard from the Executive side 
that when they have to give au opinion about the Reforms onco again, they 
would take what all was said in this House into consideration and would do 
all that they oould to make progress possible. That was how I understood the 
speech of the hon. the Revenue Member. These advisory committees havo 
been there all along all those six years and more, and the Government in this 
province has rot made any move to improve the working of the Reforms in 
this Presidency by making at least these advisory committees elective. 
These advisory committees aro elsewhere elected. Why they should not 
have been elocted in this Presidency long ago I cannot understand, Thore 
must have been something very* materially wrong that the progress with 
the Reforms here was otherwise. L should have expected this reform to 
have been achieved long, long ago. 

“ With regard to the Ministers, I fail to understand what their psycho¬ 
logy is. This year when they got into power, it was open to them to put 
this through very easily. It was open to them to say c we shall have these 
advisory committees elected by tho IIouso \ They have not said so. So, 
both the sections of the Members sitting on the Treasuiy Benoh have been 
practically neglecting their duty in regard to this mattor. May 1 not ask 
thorn, Sir, if they are sincere in the professions that they are making, if it 
is not time—surely I think it is high time—according to them to get 
provincial autonomy, whether the representatives of the people of this poor 
Presidency, after these six long years of work in behalf of the reformed 
Council, whether all of us do not deserve this small mercy from tho hands 
of the bureaucrats that are now ruling us. I do not believe there is much 
to bo said on this point. I do not desire to make quotations from authori¬ 
ties. It is a very small matter, and if in this the bureauoracy is unyielding, 
it shows tho way in which the wiad blows. 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar: — “ I think, Sir, the motion 
runs on very sound lines, and as a matter of fact there are advisory com¬ 
mittees in some departments which are under the administration cf the 
Ministers now, and, so far as I know, the Forest department is the only 
department which is under the control of a member of the Reserved side and 
that in which there is an advisory committee. Practically, these advisory 
committees’ advico is accepted by the Minister or by the Member in oharge 
when the advice is agreeable ; when the advioe is disagreeable or is not 
acceptable, it is brushed aside because it is only the advice cf an advisory 
oommittee. Now, that may be tho orse even if the members of the advisory 
oommittee are elected. But there will be some difference between the 
weight that should be attached to the* opinion of an elected advisory oi>m- 
jnittee and the weight at(ached to the opinion of a nominated advisory 
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committee. To take one example, there is a Standing Advisory Committee 
of this Counoil to the Finance Department of the Government. . That 
Committee is composed partly of oleoted members and partly of nominated 
members. I believe the number of elected members preponderates. The 
opinion of that Committee also is merely to advise the Finance Member, 
whioh he is not bound to accept. But we know from personal experience 
that the opinion of the Standing Committee on Finance is regarded with far 
more weight than the opinion of any other advisory committee which is 
formed to advise a Minister or a Member of Government. So that it seems 
to me that when advisory committees, in which all the members aro elected, 
or in any oaso the majority of the members are elected, aro formed to advise 
the Members of Government, that will certainly he an improvement on the 
existing state of affairs. So, 1 think, my bon. Friend’s motion should be 
supported/’ 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Very recently we had the carious phenomenon 
of the hon. the Ministers inviting several members on this side to bo members 
of the advisory committees. 'I bat was quite laudable on their part 
(laughter). If they had only done it by asking the House to elect the mem¬ 
bers, that would have been far better. The question was whether it was 
consistent with the dignity of those sitting on the Opf osition, and also for that 
Opposition on this side to accept positions in tho advisory oommittees con¬ 
stituted by the Ministers themselves. I think it would bo conducive to the 
improvement and efficiency cf their own administration, by being in touch 
with the different phases of thought of tho different parties, for tho hon. 
Members of the Executive Council as w r ell as also the Ministers to have theso 
advisory committees elected by the Members of this House. With these 
words, I support the motion. 5 ’ 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Kamaswami Ayyah “ Mr. President, Sir, my hon. 
Friend the Member for Ganjam already referred to the paragraph in the 
Montagu-Chelmsford Beport which deals with the projected function of the 
standing committees. They stated in that repoit tbaA these committees 
should be elected by the Legislative Council and they proposo that a 
committee should be attached to certain depaitments or groups of depart¬ 
ments, whether those departments were placod under Members of the 
Executive Council or the Ministers, and tho oommittees were contemplated 
as merely advisory, and in the language of the report i they are not to have 
any administrative control in the departments’. Again, in their own 
langnago, questions of policy, new schemes involving expenditure and 
administration reports should le placed before them The only committees 
in this Presidency which are elected by the Legislative Council are the 
Standing Finance Committee and the Public Accounts Committee. The 
question of appointing other committees was considered by Government in 
1921, and the decision arrived at was that a standing committee may be 
appointed by Government whenever a Member or a Minister wanted it for 
any department in his charge. In accordance with that decision, stand¬ 
ing committees have been formed from time to time. No doubt, they 
have been till now nominated by the various Members or Ministers 
from various sections of tho House. I take it that the hon. Member 
who has moved this motion is in favour of the constitution of com¬ 
mittees analogous in composition to the Standing finance Committee and 
the Publio Accounts Committee. So far as the Transferred Half cf this 
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Government is concerned, prior to the constitution of the now Ooun il, 
department appears to have had an advisory committee, and with 
formation of the now Council I am told that fresh committees are being 
constituted. So far as the Reserved Half is concerned, the following com¬ 
mittees bavo been formed : the Finance 0 immittee, an Advisory Committee 
for the Forest department and a Depressed Classes Committee. That is so 
far as the history of this question is concerned. It will be remembered that 
theStauding Committees have got the functions which I havo already 
enumerated before this House, and, in regard to this motion, I am perfectly 
prepared to take the vote of tho House and to undertake that the collective 
Government will consider the suggestion with a view to acting. ” 

Tho motion was put and carried. 

* Mr. J. A . Saldanha:— <f Sir, I propose 

*to reduce the allotm°nl of Rs, 1,8^,800 for Provincial Leyislativu 
Council by Rs . 100 * 

with a view to reform the manner of speaking in the House so as to be 
more audible to a majority of Members and to provide a platform for speakers, 
eto Sir, the acoustic properties of this House are notoriously bad. We feel 
a sensation of sinking, as it were, when we begin to speak in this House. 
(The hon Sir O P. Karnaswami Ayyar : Question ) We feel onr voices are 
drowned by some sort of echo from ahove and from all sides, and the effeot 
of it is worsened by the hon. Members addressing the Chair, and addressing 
the Choir in a form as if he weie a judge of the High Court, beoanse every 
Member has to address the Chair and the Chair alone. The effect of this is 
made more ridiculous by some Members putting up their legs, and addressing ' 
the Chair as if he were a judge sitting in a Court of Justice.” 

* The hon Sir O. P. Ramaswami Ayyar I did not know that it was 
either necessary, or a concomitant of being in a Court of law, to put up your 
leg.” (Laughter) 

* Mr. J.A. Saldhana :—Personally, as a judicial officer, I was very 
much against this praotioe (laughter) Somehow or other, this sort of courtesy 
or discourtesy is allowed even in the High Court. Members of this Council, 
who have been pleaders, may like that practice, because they are accustomed 
to it all their lifetime when addressing a judge of the High Court. Back¬ 
benchers however find it *ery hard to hear the speeches from the front bench, 

I have myself experienced very great difficulty ; i have to strain my ear to 
oatoh their words, and straining one’s ear is not pleasant, and sometimes we 
goto sleep in trying to be more attentive. Of course, there is a history 
behind it. We follow the practice of the House of Conmons, which my 
hon. friend the Member for the University the other day called tho Mother 
of Parliaments. 'I his practice has been followed in the English-speaking 
countries, but it is not at all followed in most countries whore there are 
parliamentary institutions, and for good reason. Tho President of the 
British Parliament is called the Speaker, because in former times he was 
the real spokesman to the King ; he collected the quintessance of the speeches 
and carried them to tho presence of the King. ” 

* The hon the President ‘ I was carefully listening to the speooh of 
the hon. Member to find out if it had anything to do with the subject 
matter he has given notice of. lie is speaking as to how the business of the 
House is to be oarried. I think that is a matter for tho Standing Orders, 


3 p.m 
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and I should like to know from the hon, Member how his speech is relevant 
to any budget debato before [ rule it out of order.” 

* Mr. J. A. Baidanha “I am leading to the point that Government 
should provide a platform for which fome expenditure may be necessary. I 
will not oall it by the grand names of tribune, or rostrum, or pulpit. What 
I want to propose is simply a platform by the side of the President from which 
Members if they prefer it con go and address. f Jhere are Members who 
think that they ought to speak from a higher plaoo instead of from below 
the gangway. The convenience of addressing from a platform will be very 
great. The speech will be heard distinctly and the address will have dignity 
about it. 1 ho present practice is based upon the old antiquated idea that 
the President was Mr. Speaker. I may point out our President is not 
Mr. Speaker at all; our President is the Presiding agent of the Council; he 
is the Chairman and therefore we address the Chair. Therefore, from a 
platform it would bo more convenient to address the House, the speaker will 
be heard distinctly and the proceedings will be moro lively and not so painful 
as it sometimes is when it is not heard.” 

* The hon. the President : —“ Standing Order No. 23 says : 1 A member 
desiring to make any observations on any matter before this Couuoil shall 
speak from his place/ etc. As long as the Standing Ordor is there whioh 
can be amended by the Council, I do not think the speech of the hon. 
Member is in order.” 

* Mr. S. Mcttayya Mudaliyar : - 

‘ To reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,85,800 Jor Provincial Legislative 
Council by Rs. 100/ (To discuss the hours of sitting of the 
Legislative Council). 

“ Mr. President, Sir, as it is, we are sitting from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. with 
an interval of one hour for lunch, i.o., for five hours. I wish to propose that 
instead of sitting from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. we shall sit from 2-30 p.m. to 
7-30 p.m. and do tho five hours work. I may toll you, Mr. President, the 
House of Commons and tho House of Lords Bit from 2-30 p.m. in the evening 
till 11-45 p.m., i.e., for nine hours, with no interval whatever for dinner or 
tea. Only between 7-30 p.m. and 8-30 p.m. no votes will be taken.” 

* The hon. the President “ This is also a master that has to be con¬ 
trolled by the Standing Orders. Standing Order 4 says: ‘ While in 
session the Council shall ordinarily sit at 11 o’clock/ I wish to know how 
the Government is responsible fur the sitting hours of the House. It is a 
matter for the House to decide as to when they should sit. Before I rule 
you out of order I should like to know how the Government is responsible 
for the sitting of the Council* at 11 o’clock or at 2-3 ! p.m.” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar: — 1 \iq hon. the Law Membor, tho 
Leader of lhc House, as the chief executive officer of the Government, coold 
move an amendment to the Standing Orders. This may be taken as a 
suggestion to the Member of Government who is the Leader of the House.” 

* The hon. the Pkesidikt :—*• The hon. the Leader of the House is 
really the person that is generally expected to move the amendments to the 
Standing Orders. But in this House the practice is otherwise. And if he 
moves an amendment to tho Standing Orders, I do not believe he moves it as 
a Member of the Government but as the Leader of the House. T. am not able 
to see how this is in order.” 
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* Rao Bahadur 0. S. Ratnasabapati Mudalivar :—“ May I rise to a 
poiut of order. I wish to know whether motions which are not consistent 
with the rales and regulations under the Act and which are against Standing 
Orders can be included at all in the agonda. We have already wasted more 
thau 10 or 15 minutes on such irrelevant motions.” 

* The bon. the Prksident <r As regards the point of order raised by 
Mr. Katnasabapathi Mudaliyar, I have got the question examined. The 
President has got the power of disallowing qao3tions by rules and standing 
orders; he has got the power of disallowing resolutions by rules and 
standing orders, but be has not the power vested in him to disallow motions 
not only regarding budget but even regarding Bills. IIo has only to pass 
orders/ whether they are in order, in the Council whon the point of ordei 
is raised.” 

* Mr. S. Muttayya Muoaliyar :—“ As regards the point of order witt 
regard to my motion, I wish to submit to your consideration, Mr. President 
that the hon. the Law Mombor, the Leader of the House, is the chief 
executive officer of Government. It is in his capacity as First Member of 
Council, and not because he is a Member of the House, that he is the Leader 
of the House. So any suggestion to the hon. the Law Member is a suggestion 
to the Government. 

“ Mr. President, I wish to suggest that the Council may sit between 
2-30 p.m. and 7-30 p.m. and I am perfectly sure most of the Members in 
the Madras City and the Members ou the Treasury Bonch will fall in with 
my suggestion. It will be convenient to Members of Government to 
perform their official dutios in the forenoon before l-s'O p.m. and come here 
at 2-30 p m. and attend diligently to the proceedings here. As regards 
Members of the commercial community, they will appreciate it vory much, 
because they can attend to their transactions in the mornings, and to the 
Members of the profession to which I belong and who happen to be in 
Madras, I think they would also to a certain extent relish it. As regards 
Members of the mufassal, I am perfectly sure suoh of thorn as are not 
professional men. and such of them as are landowners and employers of 
labour would like it because they are accustomed to take late meals and 
their digestion is apt to be disturbed by coming here at 11 o’clock. Thus 
*my suggestion will conduce to the convenience of all Members. The Members 
ol the Treasury Bench may perhaps not like it on the ground of some rise 
in oleotrio charges. But I do not think that wid beau objection. My 
suggestion will meet the. convenience of the House better and bo more in 
conformity with parliamentary practice. There is also another convenience. 
It will give ample timo to Members to go to the library and have the 
necessary papers and study them and proceed with their work in the Council 
more expeditiously. I suggest for these reasons that the Council may sit 
between 2-bO and 7-30 p.m.” 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar “ Sir, I very much regret I havo to 
oppose this motion. It may be morn convenient to the City Members—I do 
not attribute motives—who want to attend to their other work till about that 
time and go over here leisurely as it suits thorn, spend a few hours here and 
then go h<-me If I understand the mover of this motion aright, he said 
that this was likely to give relief to th.o Members of the Executive* Council. 
Does he really expect thorn to go to office at 11 o’clock, attend to their 
business and then come over here to receive the attacks to be made against 
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them P On the other hand, it will throw an extra amount of work on them, 
beoause they will have to sit from 11 a.ir. to 7-30 p.m. Moreover, the hon. 
Member also said that wo would bo better fit to start the work at 2 -30 p m. 
and it would not interfere with our digestion As for that matter, from 
personal experience I oannot acoeft it myself. It sooms to me that the work 
when commenced at 11 o’clock will be far more acceptable, as we may bring 
to bear upon our work more vigour and energy than at 2-30 p.ra. I do not 
think it is possible for us to command at 2-33 p,m. that energy and vigour 
which we have at 11 o’clock. As a master of fact, all courts and institutions 
all the world over commence their work at 11 o'clock when we are in excellent 
spirits. 

8-16 “ What about the mufassal ? The mufassalito3, so far as this Council i8 

P ,m * concerned, are about 100 strong. Arc wo to waste the whole of our time till 
2-30 p n?., there alter attend the Counoil and go home after 7-30 p.m. deny¬ 
ing ourselves tho recieations of the evening and even the sea-breeze ? On 
every ground, utilitarian, economic or even hygienic, I am sorry I am unable 
to agree with my hon. Friend Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar.’* 

Mr. Ramanatha Goenka :—“ Sir, I must support the proposal* of 
Mr. S Muttayya Mudaln ar, not beoauso I am not against the convenience of 
the mufassal Members, but because I am a business man and, on behalf of the 
business community, 1 say that the assembling of the Council at 2-30 p.m. 
will be must suitable to the busiuess community. We can look after our 
business from lu a.m. to 2-30 p m and attend the Council at 2-80 p.m. It 
will not interfere with our business also. I may point out that many of the 
European Mcmbcis of this Council do not attend the Council properly 
because they have to look to other business in tho Council time. I may 
point out, also, it 1 am correctlv informed, that the Bengal Cuunoil sits at 
2-3U p.m only. In the Bengal Council there are Members from the mufassal 
also. So, I think the Members of the mufassal, for |he convenience of tho 
Members of the city, w ill kindly consent to the sitting of tho Council at 
2-30 p.m. instead ol at 11 a m which causes them a great deal of inconve¬ 
nience. 1 hope the mufassal Alembers will put up with a little inconvenience 
for tho sake o f the Members of the city belonging to the business community 
and will agree to the proposal.” 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar 1 “ Sir, it seems to me it is a 
question of mufassal versus the city (laughter) and as one corning’from the 
mufassal I coitaiuly take my place among my Friends coming from tho 
mufassal. I oppose this motion. My Friend thero said that the Bengal 
Counoil sits at half-past two It may be so or it may not be so. (Mr. Raraa- 
natba G-oenka. It is so) If it is so, it is a bad example (laughter). 
Let us not follow it. L hone in courso of time" Bengal will follow our 
example. It is not for the first time that this question is raised. This 
question was raised first in the first year of this Counoil and the Counoil 
came to the conclusion that tho existing practice, which is sanctioned by the 
Standing orders, should be continued. 

“Sir, the Mover and Mr, Goenka said that wc might begin our Bitting 
at 2-3U p.m. and continue till 7-30 p m. and quoted the practice in the Houso 
of Commons. Why not my hon. briend follow the example of tho House 
of Commons in the matter of the duration of tho sittings V Tho House of 
Commons sits till 11 o’clook in the night. Why net he make that 
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suggestion ? Probably it is not agreeable to him. He out a slice out of the 
practice of the House of Commons and, to suit his convenience, suggested 
its adoption in our Council. We the mufassal Members can now attend the 
Council at 11 am. and enjoy the open air in the evenings. If we are to 
begin our work at 2-30 p.m,, tho hottest and mod; inconvenient part of the 
day, I think it will be highly difficult and uncomfortable for Members 
living in Mylapore, Adyar, Cosmopolitan Club, etc., to ride over here in the 
hot sun, I very much doubt how the proposed change will add to the 
convenience and comforts of the businessmen. I suggost therefore the 
continuance of the present practice.” 

Mr. B. Vcnkataratnam (spoke in Telugu opposing tho motion). 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ This is not a party question so far as we are 
conoerned. But at the same time I regret that my Friend, Diwan Bahadur 
M. Krishnan Nayer, should have with his usual cleverness tried to give a 
twist to this question as if there is a necessary conflict of interests between 
the mufassal and Madras Members in these matters. Once that is introduced 
I know the result. Because, naturally, human nature being what it is, what 
one party thinks is likely to be of undue advantage to the other, it resists. 
My hon. Friend has played up to the weakest part in human nature. I do 
appeal to my hon. Friends from tho mufassal not to look at it from that 
point of view. Does this motion add one hour to the stay of the mufassal- 
ltes in Madias? Does it take away one pie from their travelling allowance 
even if incidentally it is of some advantage to tho Madras Members ? Is it 
to be a reason why wo should vote it down ? 

“ Beference has been made to the practice of the House of Commons. I 
may also mention, Mr. President, that in Bombay and Calcutta the House 
meets only in the afternoon. It docs not meet in the morning. The 
Assembly at Delhi alone meets in the morning. Some of my friends have 
said that they do not like to sacrifice club life. Sir, under your distinguished 
auspices, 1 hope this House will become very soon, what the House of 
Commons is well-reputed to be in London, the best social club in Madras. 
We would then have flue lunch rooms, etc.; it would be possible also for 
Members to go out and come here in time for divisions. There is a standing 
rule in the House of Commons that between 8 and 9 p.m,, the dinner hour, 
no division shall be called. We can make a similar arrangement. We can 
agree that between 5-30 and 6-30 p.m. for example, this House may go on 
with as many Members as are necessary for a quorum allowing the rest to 
enjoy the evening* But 1 may plead with the mufassalites that they can do 
committee work in the mornings and attend to the Council in the afternoons 
and finish their work before the time allotted for their stay in Madras is 
over. 1 suggost that by agreeing to this practice the mufassalites lose 
nothing whatever. (A voice : 'Health*). My hon. Friend says ‘ Health *. 
We have accepted John Bull’s hours of business, Mr. President, as one of tho 
dispensations of Providence. He gets up at 7, breakfasts at 10, has his tea 
at 4 and takes his dinner at b\ But it is not suite i to us. Our business takes 
us till 11 or 12 a.m. for breakfast. I appeal to the mufassal Members 
whether in their own homes they breakfast earlier than 11 a.m or 12 noon. 
Why on earth should you adopt John Bull’s hours of business? Why not 
adopt the system of an afternoon siesfa after having a full meal and a nap 
between l and 2 which is tho glory and luxury of Uri:ntals ? (Laughter). 
Nerves and tempers v\riil have no place then and you can do your business in 
8 
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a pleasant way, I do plead with the mufassalites to take a human view. If 
Mr. Muttayya Mudaliyar makes some money at the bar, why should you 
grudge itP (Laughter). We ought to have here men at ths top of the profes¬ 
sion in every branch. Men like Sir John Simon and Lord Oxford oould not 
have become Members of the House of Commons if the Commons sat during 
business hours. You would never have in the Council men at the top of the 
professions, whether legal or mercantile, if you do not sit in the evenings only. 
Ido ask for a human view of the question.” 

Mr. K. Koti Reddi :— (i Coming from the mufassal I should like to 
express my own opinion in the matter. It seems to me that there is a differ* 
ence of opinion among mufassal Members. I really feel that the suggestion 
of Mr. Muttayya Mudaliyar to have Council raeoting between 2-30 and 7-30 
p.m. is quite convenient for the mufassal Members also. (Cries of: c Hear, 
hear*). One thing [ feel with regard to the hours of sitting is this : I believe 
if we are to sit at 2-30 p.m. we will have ample time in the morning to 
.study questions that are likely to he debated. Usually, Sir, in the evenings 
we go to the beach and have no time to study the subjects coming up on the 
next day. If the Council sits at 2-30 pm we will be able to Btudy'tho 
questions coming up and do better work than now. This is an advantage 
which I believe even the mufassal Members ought not to disregard. 

Ci Secondly, Sir, this arrangement would not be against the interests of 
the Government also. Members of Government can devote their forenoon 
entirely to their departmental work and can thus avoid piling up of papers 
on the desk here. Personally, 1 feel it very difficult to bo present here at 
10 o’olook taking my meal before that. Further it leaves very little time to 
study tne questions properly. 

“ Some hon. Member, I think, seems to have expressed a doubt whether if 
the hours of sitting are likely to be changed, he would be able to leave 
Madras the very day on which the Council adjourns. (Mr. S. Satyamurti: 
* We can adjourn the Council in the evening of that particular day ’). 1 have 
considered that question. As the Deputy Loader points out, if the change is 
not likely to be detrimental to the mufatsal Members, I do not see why we 
should disregard the wishes of the Members of the city. In view of the fact 
that more and more people from Madras are likely to represent mufassal 
constituencies.1 really do not see why, as Mr. Satyamurti puts it, men who 
are in the business or in the legal or other professions, should not be enabled 
to come and do legislative duty also. I believe therefore that thero will be 
no conflict of interests between the mufassal and the city.” 

* Mr. K. R. Karant :—“ Sir, I think that if this motion had come not 
from a Madrasee but from a mufassal Mem ber, it would have received 
greater support. It seems io me that beoause it has come from a Member 
from Madras, some Members are opposing it. (Cries of ‘ No, no *). I come 
from tbe mufassal and 1 feel that it would be very muoh better for us to sit 
in the afternoons. I have been trying for the last two or three days to road 
an Act and I have not found time to read anything in the Library, I 
believe that the new practice would be a very great help to us. (Mr. 8. 
Satyamurti: * Hear, hear But I wish that for the convenience of mufassRl 
Members, on the last day of a Session the House might riso a little earlier,” 
3-80 * The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Mr. President, Sir, this is a 

P matter which, as has been stated by more than one hon. Member, is 
^saentially for decision by the vote of the Hoase. 1 am however glad to say 
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that this House, at all events certain number of members of this House, take 
a different view from that which was taken by the House on a previous 
occasion when I think, Mr. Ihanikaohalara Ohettiyar introduced a motion. 
Also it gives me a little satisfaction for another reason. I was concerned 
with the framing of the rules as soon as the Reforms soheme oamc into 
operation in this province. The Madras Government appointed a non- 
official committee on whioh l wa9 also a member. I being a member of the 
bar at that time, put forward a similar suggestion that the House may sit in 
the afternoon whioh was turned down somewhat unceremoniously by my 
learned and very good friends, Messrs. Subbarayalu Reddiyar# Ramaohandra 
Rao and, 1 think, Sir, yourself also (Laughter;. Leaving these personal 
reminiscences aside, the following statement gives the'hours of sittings of 
the Legislative Assembly and the Legislative Councils of the various 
provinces. The Legislative Assembly begins at 11 a.m,, but the hour of 
closing is not certain. It sits up to 5 or 5-30 p.m , and to my knowledge 
recently it sat on one occasion up to 7 p.m. The Bengal Council sits at 
3 p.m., and goes up to 6 or 7 p m. In Bombay it is between 2 to 5 or 
6 p.m. In Bihar and Orissa it is between 11 a m. and 5 pm. In Assam 
again it is between 11 a.m. and 5 p.m. The Central Provinces Council sits 
between 12 noon and 5 p m. The Burma Council sits between 11 a.m. and 5 
p.m. In the Punjab it is between 2 to (5 or 7 p.m. This shows the hours in 
whion business is transacted in other Councils. There is no uniformity of 
rule. It is entirely for the House to decide which is more convenient.’’ 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—Mr President, Sir, I think that most of the 
mufassal members should not oppose this motion for many reasons. The 
chief reason is that the best men in Madras whether lawyers or businessmen 
should be enabled to attend tho meetings without any inconvenience. It is 
up to tho mufassal members to respond unreservedly to tho request of the 
Madras members that the meeting may be held during the hours mentioned 
by Mr. Muttayya Mudaliyar.” 

The hon. Sir. C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—■“ Sir, I should like just to 
correct a mistake in the statement whioh I just made. Tho Legislative 
Assembly commences its sittiugs every day at 11 a.m. and ordinarily 
terminates at 4 p.m.” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—“ As far as T can see, except it be the sentimental 
objection or the usual aversion of Indians to any change, I do not see that 
the mufassal members will be in any way inconvenienced by the change. At 
any rate, it is the case with me and a certain number of friends of mine here. 
Even if that be so, I would earnestly request them to respond to the desires 
of tho Madras members. Wo often accuse the bureauoraoy of not respond¬ 
ing to our desires. When we are asked a small request, it is up to us to 
grant it without discussing about it. 

“ From tho point of view of health it is very good to take a walk in the 
beach in the morning, go home and have a good bath and a meal and then 
come here in time to use the library—I do not know how many of my 
muftusal members uso the library—and then be ready for the meeting at 
2-30 p m. I think that will be the most suitable arrangement and I heartily 
aupport the motion.” 

* Mr. T. A dinaravana Chettiyar:— “ Sir, as a mufassalito, I have great 
pleasure in supporting this motion. It is a common experience, at least

of mine, that we eannot be very active, especially intellectually, immediately 
after a meal. Wo generally take our meal in a hurry, in the morning at an 
early hour and without taking rest come here and feel drowsy. (A voice : 
Angry also) I do not generally get angiy. We are expeoted to be here half 
an hour before eleven for studying the questions and answers. We are 
hardly able to come here in time, not to ^peak of half an hour earlier. 
Therefore, we have not been able to put supplemental questions properly. I 
wish to state another small experience of mine. All the offices, banks and 
firms open at about 10 o’clock in the morning. I have been unable for the 
last four or five days to transact some private business in the bank since I 
have been obliged to be bore during the banking hours. Other consequences 
await us, if wo fail to be here and 1 do not want to mention them. My 
friend, Mr Patyamurti, with his usual eloquence cried down our slavish 
imitation of English habits. I may tell him that the French nation order 
their things much better. In Pondicherry and in all the French colonies, 
the meetings are held in the afternoon. if the work oannet be finished in 
1 the afternoon, a morning session will be held. Tho offices and the courts 
also work in these hours. As regards the mufassal members, they are J^ere 
for good during a session and they cannot get out of tho place. Ic does not 
matter when they come here and when they do not come. But if tho fore¬ 
noon is left free for themselves, they can transact their own business and 
then come here in time for using the library and studying the questions and 
answers. I want to mention one other matter also. In spite of the best 
efforts of the House Committee, there is sometimes cause for complaint 
against the tiffin supplied here and one would rather like to have his homely 
food. If the Council were to begin at 2 or 2-30 p m. we have not only tho 
breakfast but also our lunch and have hero only a cup of tea in tho evening. 
For these reasons—very material reasons no doubt—I hope the House will 
vote for the motion. ” 

Mr. G. IIarisarvottama Eao . — “ I move, Sir, that the question be now 
put, ”

Mr. K. Koti Keddi :—“ I movo 

c that the allotment of Rs. 10,000 forelections be reduced by Rs. 100 ’ 

1 want to raise the question of the necessity for devising a system to 
ensure secrecy of the ballot amongst the illiterate voters. All tho benefits 
conferred on the people by endowing them with the right of voting for the 
various bodies constituted under tho Reforms scheme—if they are really 
benefits—are taken away by the illiteracy of the voters in this country. 

“ It is a fact that is quite known to us that most of the voters are illite- a-45 
rate and that the present system has a number of disadvantages. If it is a P*m. 
question of disadvantages only, I will not presarthe point very mnoh, hut the 
matter goes deeper than that. As a matter of fact, owing to various oircum- 
stances, most of the illiterate voters are not really in a position to exercise 
their vote freely, because they have to proclaim openly before the polling 
officers as to which of the candidates they have to vote. Not only that. 

The voters are put to a lot of unnecessary trouble and enimical feelings have 
risen on account of their open declaration before the polling officers. When a 
number of candidates want the vote of a particular elector, naturally all sorts 
of influences are brought to hear upon him. On account of such influence 
and on acoount of the fact that tho voter has to openly declare to whom he 
wishes to vote, he has to give his vote to people to whom he would not have 
given it if the system was different. This is my experience and I think it is 
the experience of a number of members here. I he literate voters are asked 
to declare that they are illiterate and that thoy cannot mark the votes 
properly. Then they are asked to declare openly for whom they would vote. 

If a candidate is sure that a literate voter would vote for him, he asks him 
to do so. On the other hand, if the candidate is suspicious that a literate voter 
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■would not vote for him he says to the voter ‘you must go to the polling 
officer and say that yon do not know how to vote and ask the polling officer 
to mark the votes, this system may be advantageous to some people who 
exerc ! se their influence in many ways. But in the interest of the voters and 
of democracy in this country 1 think it would not be proper if the Govern¬ 
ment are not in a position to devise a scheme by which the secrecy of the 
ballot is maintained even with regard to illiterate voters. It is not difficult 
to devise a system of colouring boxes in various ways or of representing the 
candidates ou the ballot paper by some symbols or animals, horse, ass, 
(laughter), eto., so that the voter may know to whom be has to vote. It is 
not for me to suggest the ways. It is very easy to devise a soheme to safe¬ 
guard the secrecy of even the votes of the illiterate electors. 1 am told that 
such a system exists in Bombay aud in other places, fn th& mufassal it is 
my experience that many of the voters during the last general elections, 
wanted to get rid of the trouble of exercising the franchise, because they 
have to promise some candidates and vote for others oa account of all sorts 
if influence brought to bear upon them. They do not want to go to the 
polling station and incur trouble. If the secrecy of the ballot even wjfch 
regard to illiterate voters is maintained, there would be no difficulty at all. 

“ Tho secoud point I wish to discuss is wish regard to the c mount of 
deposit. It is also necossary that the amount of the deposit should he 
raised. Tho present sum is lls. 250. It is not enough. Of course some 
hon. Members might object to this proposal whioh will not be in the 
interests of poor people. But 1 wish to point out that there was one 
gentleman who contested for a seat and got 126 votes out of 14,000 votes. 
I think that his deposit was forfeited. There are considerations which 
induce some candidates to contest seats not in the hope that they can get 
into the Council but because they are interested in other candidates. Since it 
is only a question of Bs. 2o0, such candidates ask others to pay the deposit. 
Some candidates sot up others because by so doing, they would be in a better 
position. We ought not to give room to this and the only way to do so is 
to raise the deposit sufficiently high as to make a candidate think twice 
before he stands for a constituency because he would have to forfeit a 
large sum. With these words I move the motion standing against my 
name.” 

•The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :— €t Sir, during a debate on 
the floor of the House, the suggestion was made that what is called the 
Bombay system should be introduced. That suggestion was conveyed to 
the Government just about a month and a half before the last elections and 
we had no time to put those regulations into effect. The Bombay system is 
assigning either a symbol or an animal to each candidate. Tho choice of the 
particular animal referred to by my lion. Friend did not arise. But oom- 
plaints have been heard from Bombay that the choice of particular animals 
gave rise to embarrassment and certain difficulties. So also with regard to 
symbols. Colours were thou recommended. Then again it was found, 
according to the experience of one Local Government, that tho illiterate 
voters were not able to differentiate between the different shades of odours. 
If there are six or seven candidates there will be much difficulty. However, 
the instructions that were sent on the 10th July were these : 

‘ It was represented to the Government that *he existing system was unsatisfactory as it 
enabled some influential candidates or their agents to interfero in the exercise of tho franchise 
by illiterate voters and as it did not enable their voting to be kept seoret, and the question 
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whether the system obtaining in some other provinces of assigning to each candidate some 
symbol or colour oould not bo adopted lias beon considered by the Government to be impracti¬ 
cable. They have deoided that the existing arrangement should contiuuo to be in foroe during 
the coming elections.* 

“ At the same time, the Government requested the various Collectors and 
persons who were in charge of the elections to make suggestions after having 
oonsulted important persons in the locality as to amending the regulations. 
This question will be considered. It is felt by Government that there 
are praotioal inconveniences. Reports have oome to us. There is no getting 
away from this fact, viz., that persons were asked to go to particular places 
and say ‘ I am illiterate ; therefore please record my vote for so and so ’. 
Through speeches in this House, a certain amount of inconvenience the 
voters are put to has been reported to us. Cases also have beon reported 
to us of persons otherwise literate outside the polling booth have, for the 
purposes of the polling booth, become illiterate. These oases have come to 
us. They have to bo carefully considered and no easy solution is possible. 

“ Now, Sir, as to the question of deposit, I am afraid my hon. Friend 
the Member from Cuddapah will not be supported by many others. The 
amount of deposit fixed is Rs 250. There have been cases whore in ore 
oonstituonoy, certain persons were sot up obviously as blinds and they get 
practically 150 or 200 votes as against 20,000 or 15,000 votes for other 
candidates. These cases apart, increase in the amount of deposit to be paid 
by candidates may deter a few persons. On the whole, it has been consi¬ 
dered expedient not to ohango the amount of the deposit. So far as the 
latter point is concerned, I am not in a position to give my support to it. So 
far as the former point is concerned, we are awaiting representations. The 
matter is a difficult one and has to be oarefully considered. I appeal to my 
hon. Friend not to press his motion because we have to come to an immediate 
conclusion on this point/’ 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

Mr. J. A Saldanha :—“ Sir, 1 beg to move 

c to reduce the allotment of Rs, 25,000 for elections for Indian and 
Provincial Legislatures by Rs. 100.’ 

“ My object is to discuss the question of (1) improving the present system 
of preparing voters’ lists, (2) the burd« n on officials preparing them to make 
careful enquiries, (3) publication with fuller details and (4) increase of polling 
stations. The Government promised to increase the number of polling 
stations. So far as ^outh Kanara is concerned, nothing was done and there 
was groat inconvenience. The matter of the careful preparation of the v&ters* 
lists also was lost sight of. In moving this motion, I request the hon. the 
Leader of the House to issue orders to prepare the lists more carefully in 
future.” 

* The hon. the President :— cc The demand will now be put to the House. 
Does any hon. Member wish to raise a point of order whether Mr. Saldan- 
ha’s motion should be put to the House or not ? 99 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti 4< I am not raising a point of order. May I ask 
you to kindly e^icidate the ruling you just now gave a little further, for the 
information and guidance of this House as to when a question would be put 
to the House ? 99 
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* The hon. the President :—“I think I am guided by rale 29, sub-rule 
(2), which runs as follows: 

• Of the days so allotted, not more than Wo days shall be allotted by the Governor t>the 
discussion of nny onu demand. As saon a9 the maximum limit of time for disonssion is reaohed, 
the President shall forthwith put every question access «ry to dispose of the demand under 
disoussion. 1 

“ When a motion is made, the House will bo seized of the motion when it 
is put as question by the President. 

4 p.m. “ Until the question is put, it remains simply as a motion, and when once 
the question is put, the House has got the seisin of it to discuss it as a question ; 
but until it is put as a question, I call it a motion. It does not mature 
into a question till then, and when onoe the House has got the seisin of the 
question, I have to put, soon after the time comes up, both the question and 
the demand to the vote of the House.” 

Mr. S. Satyamchti <4 1 am much obliged to you, Sir.” 

The motion that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding Rs. 2*70 
lakhs minus 200 under Goneral Administration—Legislative bodies—was put 
to the House and carried. The grant was made. 

DEMAND X—GENERAL ADMrNlSTllATION—SECRETARIATS. 

* The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks :—" Mr. President, Sir, on the 
recommendation of His Excellency the Governor, I move 

* that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding Rs. 710 lakhs 
under Demand X- -General Administration — Secretariats, Jvr the 
year 1927-28; 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti: —“ Mr. President, Sir, I rise to move 

‘ that the allotment of Rs. 39,800 for Executive Council be reduced by 
Rs. 16,600/ 

“ I raise this motion, Sir, in the form in which I have got to raise it. I 
believe I shall bo hitting the unfortunate clerks, but I bavo to do so because 
the Executive Councillors 1 salaries are not votable; 5 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ And also their allowances.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ And also their allowances—I am reminded of it. 
But I do it, Sir, without any feeling that I am doing something harmful to 
these clerks, because I know that it is the only way in which we can hit at 
the Executive Councillors. We also know that if the Government do not 
care to accept the motion, they can get the Governor’s certification. But, 
Sir, I find that so far as the question of the number of Members of the 
Executive Council is concerned, it is as old as the Reformed Go unoil itself. 
There is a feeling that somehow wo must have four Councillors, but, Sir, 
ecotion 47 of the Governmentof India Act says 'The Governor’s Exeoutivo 
Counoil shall be of such number, not exceeding four, as the Secretary of 
State in Council directs; Therefore, four is not the minimum number, but 
it is only the maximum number, as provided in the Act. As early as 1921, 
Mr. President, Mr. T. A. Ramalinga Chettiyar, then a Member of this 
Counoil, raised this question. Then, the answer was given on behalf of the 
Government by Sir Charles Todhuntur, and his arguments were twofold. 
The first was that the amount of work which the Executive Councillors had got 
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to do had vastly increased and that therefore there was need for four 
♦Councillors, and the second was that the system of having four Executive 
Councillors had only recently been introduced and therefore there had not been 
sufficient time to test as to whether-there was really work for these four Execu¬ 
tive Councillors. Now, Sir, the time which Sir Charles Todhunter wanted has 
been more than exceeded, I submit. We are now very nearly on Lthe eve 
of a Royal Commission which even Lord Birkenhead or Earl Winterton 
cannot postpone beyond 19^9. Therefore it is up to this House and to the 
Madras Government to have some clear idea in their minds as to what is the 
number they require. But when in 1921 we raised this question, the answer 
was given that there was no time to decide. It has been raised, 1 find, 
consecutively, Mr. President, in 1921, in 1922 and in 1924 and on every 
occasion the House has been put off with one exouso or another. On the 
merits, Mr. President, when tho destinies of tho great British Empire whioh 
comprises one-fifth of the human race can be disposed of by about fifteen 
members on the front Treasury Bench of the House of Commons, it does not 
seem to me proper that the affairs of the Madras Province, a [branch of a 
subordinate branch of the British Empire, dealing only with internal affairs 
and having nothing to do with foreign affairs, nothing to do with the 
army or navy or any of those great problems whioh the British Cabinet has 
got to deal with, and having nothing to do with central subjects, should 
need be managed by as many as seven members. I remember the time, 
Mr. President, young as I am, when the Madras Gtovernment consisted of 
three, the Governor and two Executive Councillors, the Governor being also 
ex-officio President of the Legislative Council. To-day, Sir, the work which 
was done by three men is done by seven men. Whether it is done very 
efficiently or not, opinions may differ on that point; but I am certain in my 
mind that the w'ork to-day is not more efficiently done than it was done in 
those days. 

“ Then, Sir, we have been treated to this argument, that the demands of the 
Legislative Oounoil on the time of the Members are so great that they would 
like to have some rest. After all is said and done, this House meets for not 
more than 50 days throughout the 365 days of the year and mostly for less 
than 50 days. And even during those 50 days, I have latterly seen a 
continual tendency on the part of the Executive Councillors to do their 
official work here, or if L may respectfully refer to it, in that bonoh there, or 
to be absent when their departments do not come up for discussion. Even 
on these days, they seem to be so overworked that when debates tako place, 
they either absont themselves or, if the work is pressing, they dispose of files 
on th^ir own table whioh is practically full always, or they dispose of files on 
that table there which is being kept ready for the officials, the secretaries 
and under secretaries. Therefore, the argument that the demands of the 
Council on their time are so great is not an argument which will weigh with 
this House. 

“ The one clever aot of the feureaucraoy is that if they want two 
Europeans, they say they also want two Indians ; and for the four Executive 
Councillors, they have got two Indians and two European Civilians. That is 
another argument whioh I hope the House will not swallow. There is no 
work for four Councillors. The Justice party pleaded for three members and 
they also voted for three members, but that was probably beoause they 
wanted to distinguish themselves from the Congress motion. Now that 
they are in opposition, I hope they will agree, as they have been agreeing 
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generously to vote with us in other matters, and see that the motion, to 
reduce the number of Executive Councillors from four to two is a just 
demand and will have no anxiety to side with the Government directly or 
indirectly when we are all naturally anxious for retrenchment and economy. 
Whenever we want money for this or that soheme, we are told there is no 
money and the hon. the Finance Member was at great pains the other day 
to reconstruct the mangled body of his budget and failed in his attempt 
because he was not helped in the manner in which he felt he should be helped 
by this House. Here is a simple help offered by this House- Let two of 
these gentlemen go elsewhere and also let them got their salaries elsewhere. 
There may be some reduction—though there won’t be much—but if you start 
with it, we can continually retrench ; it will have its repercussion in the 
Secretariat also where the number of secretaries and under secretaries is 
growing at a pace which can ho excelled only by the Indian army. The 
way in which the bureaucracy can multiply its officers is simply astonishing. 
|I therefore suggest to the House that it should bo pleased to vote for this 
out, which 1 know is substantial, because we feel in this matter that the 
House is the best judge and we know that if the Secretary of State is to # be 
addressed, he will point to the Government of India, and if the Government 
of India are to be asked, they will say, ‘ ask the Madras Government*; 
we know this game of shuttle cock has been going on for a long time and 
this must be stopped. I move, Mr. President, the motion of which I have 
given notice.” 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Kkishnan Nayar :— c< Sir, I agree with tho 
substance of the arguments that have fallen from my friend, the hon. 
Member for the University, but I shall go further. My friend stated that 
on the last occasion an argument was advanced, namely, that because there 
is a Legislative Council sitting for a longer time now than before, that would 
absorb some time of the Members of Counoil and therefore there is a need 
to agree to the present number. My friend’s argument on that poiut is 
substantially correct, namely, that the sitting of the Council does not take 
away much of the timo of the Members of Council. That argument is 
sound ; but I shall go further. There is absolutely no need for four Council 
Members even if the Council sitting absorbs a portion of their time. As a 
matter of fact, Sir, the motion before ihe House is only to reduce the 
number of Councillors from four to two. Even if two are reduoed, there are 
still three Ministers, so that there will be in all three Ministers and two 
Councillors, altogether five members. This number, five, is quito adequate 
to dispose of the work which was formerly done by a very much smaller 
number. I do not want to advance any further argument; practically all 
the arguments have been advanced by the hon. Member, wo have heard 
this subject discussed over and over again on the floor of this House. 
I remember that on a former occasion this Counoi] voted that the number 
should be reduoed from four to three. My friend goes further than that 
and says that the number should be reduoed to two. I agree with that. 
There is no need for having four Executive Counoil Members, and even if 
an Indian and a European are to be appointed as Executive Councillors, 
that number, two, will not create any difficulty. I support the motion.*’ 

•The hon. the President 11 Does Mr. Yenkataramana Ayyangar 
propose to move his motion on the same subject separately or does he propose 
to speak on this motion ? ” 
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* Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“I do not propose to move it 
separately. I do not think it is worth while. 

“ Sir, I support this motion with very great pleasure. We have been 
going on with several annual farces year after year and this is one of those 
annuals, practically speaking. If the Government have got any sense of 
responsibility so far as resolutions of this Council are concerned, I think at 
least in this small point it must yield. This Council somo years ago carried 
the proposition that the number should be reduced to three no doubt, and 
then we asked questions about that, and the Government were pleased to say 
that tho matter had been reported to the Secretary of State and that the 
Secretary of State was considering over the matter. We will be glad to 
know what this Government has been thinking over that matter, what the 
opinion of tho Government of India has been and what the Secretary of 
State has decided upon. It would be something for ns to know whether 
there is any feeling of responsibility anywhere in any Government on this 
point. We have been crying hoarse, Sir, that the only result of the 
.Reforms, so far as the public are concerned, is the inorease of taxation; 
and so far as we know, there has been a decrease in the efficiency of the 
work that is done to-day. We are realizing more and more and from 
day to day that wo are here absolutely doing nothing of any use. Our 
votes, our personalities and our Councils are all utilized whenever we are 
ready to play the second fiddle to the Government. And even on the 
smallest point, even tho question of a small reduction of Bs. 3 lakhs in 
respect of registration fees or a few lakhs of rupees for this or that matter 
and even when the vote of tho Council is practically unanimous, and what is 
more, unanimous year after year, the whole thing is thrown to the winds. 

And still, we are told that we are not realizing our responsibility here and 
that we want to move cuts and carry outs. Well, Sir, if the Government oan 
come to our rescue, here is one way in which they oan do so. Unless the 
people at the top are prepared to make some self-sacrifice, it would not be 
possible to reduce the heavy expenditure incurred. If only we compare the 
annual Civil List issued five or six yoars ago with that issued this year, we 
oan very well realize the gravity of the large amounts spent upon this item. 
Probably, the cost has grown double, and I suppose it is no exaggeration to 
say that, so far as the gazetted officers are concerned, there must have been 
at least 50 per cent increase in their number in addition to the large inorease 
in thoir pay. Therefore, if there is to be any earnestness on the part of the 
Government benches to come to the rescue of tho poor tax-payers, and what 
is more, to respeot the feelings of at least one of the Governors of this Presi¬ 
dency who at one time, before the present taxation was very much increased 
and the present heavy expenditure came to be incurred, said that at least 
20 per cent of the expenditure should be cut off in every department, the 
Government will accept the motion. 

ct The only result probably has been that if we look into the figures then 
and if we look into the figures now we will see that in spite of promise p.m # 
of reduction there is at least 50 per oent inorease. As 1 have said the 
other day, we are paying a very heavy toll for the pay of establishments. 

The hon. Sir Charles Todhunter when he was the Finance Member referred 
to Kautilya and said that Kautilya did not know anything about taxation, 
but he was at once reminded of what Kautilya says, that the establishment 
oharges should never exceed 25 per cent of the expenses of Government. 

Now we are paying practically 75 per oent, and if we include pensions, the 
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Government House, and the buildings for Government offioiala and other 
things, we may see that practically 90 per oent of our inoome and expenditure 
goes towards establishments. Therefore it is a crying need that we should 
do something, and the best way in whioh the Government can show their 
earnestness, if they are earnest, is to have some reduction. We do not ask 
that all these people should go home at onoe ; they will oertainly continue and 
pass an order that at least as vacancies occur they may not be filled up, That 
would have been quite baiisfactory. Therefore I think, that Government, 
instead of saying the usual thing that tLis is a matter for the Secretary of State 
and all these* things, will readily tell us that so far at least as this Govern¬ 
ment is concerned they are prepared to make a recommendation on the lines 
we suggest and probably in our life of nearly seven years we will be justified. 
Even if this is not done I am afraid there is absolutely no use in our existence 
either for seven yeais or seventy years Therefore f have great pleasure in 
supporting this motion ” 

* Mr. Abbas Ali Khan :—“ Mr. President, I rise to oppose this motion. 
I find myself out of alignment after what my distinguished predecessors 
have spoken on this subject Mr. President, if this resolution is agreed # to, 
we will neither have a Brahman member nor a Mussalman on the Executive 
Council. I am a Mussalman here, being a member for two consecutive 
Councils and bavo come here a third time. I know the feeling of the Mus¬ 
salman community. I know the feeling of the community at large and with 
that information I speak with a certain amount of authority, which I am sure 
will not be controverted 1 am personally convinced that whether the Swara¬ 
jists are ruling this House or the Justice party rule this House, tho Muslim 
community will never ho occupying a seat in the Cabinet, Tho bureaucracy 
have been accused in season and out of season. The Muslim community 
always looks to the bureaucracy for protection and succour, and I am going 
to say that I am entitled to my rights, and I say that we look actually to the 
Government to protect and to look after our interests. Therefore, Sir, I beg 
to submit, as I said, that whoever rules this House, I am sure, they will not 
sufficiently safeguard and protect the interests of Muhammadans. Personally 
I have no confidence, and I feel other communities are not so advanced as 
to give us that amount of support, that amount of consideration and courtesy 
which we could expect from our co-religionist; and the result will be to 
deprive a Muhammadan fiom occupying a seat J also warn my Brahman 
friends that they will also be reduced to a minority and when they are in a 
minority tley will also r.vk this Government that their minoiity community 
should also be recognized. If in the next general election there is an over¬ 
whelming majority of the Justico pai ty, then you will find that the Brahman 
will also require some person to look after bis inteiests. Therefore, Sir, 
I strongly oppose this motion which aims at the suppression of two appoint¬ 
ments that will naturally follow by the exclusion of two Indian Members.” 

* Mr. K. V. R Swami :— “ Mr President, I beg to support this motion 
and I am sorry that I cannot agree with my hon. Friend, Mr. Abbas Ali. 
He seems to havo very grave doubts that if a Brahman gentleman happens 
to be there his interests will not be protected. But, I am ready and I am 
willing that a Muhammadan gentleman may occupy that place. I am 
willing to be ruled by a Muhammadan gentleman and I am quite sure that 
my interests will be quite safe in the hands of Mr. Abbas Ali, if he happens to 
be a Member of the Government. The question is not who should be there. 
If we consider this point from that standpoint, we should have a Christian 
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gentleman, a gentleman belonging to the depressed classes and a gentleman 
Delonging to other castes ; that is not the question; nor is it a political 
question. We do not base it on the political standpoint of view, but we 
simply move this cut, because we want tome retrenchment to be effected. 
I have myself proposed a number of cuts, because 1 feel that most of the 
revenues are spent on departments, that the moneys are spent with both the 
hands and that the rate-payer is getting very little benefit out of the moneys 
he is contributing for the upkeep of this Government. It may be asked 
that if two places mast go, who will have to go just now. The seniormost 
are, I am told, the Law Member and the Revenue Member and so, the 
Home Member will continue and there is no room for the fears of ray hon. 
Friend Mr. Abbas Ali. And if the Home Member is to be succeeded, my 
hon. Friend Mr. Abbas Ali may succeed him, since he has got very many 
doubts and I think he will have pleasure for some time to rule over us all, 
and we will show implicit obedience as we have faith in his discretion. It 
does not matter who is there, but so long as he is there I think he will look 
after the interests of all Indians irrespective of oaste or creed. With these 
few words I support the motion to have some economy effected in the 
Government expenditure.” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan “ Mr. President, I did not wish to speak on 
this motion, but from what I heard from the hon. Member Mr. Abbas Ali, 
I think we must make our position clear. Some of the Mussalmans who are 
Congressmen are more interested in the Mussalmans than those gontlemen 
who seem to take upon themselves the representative character of represent¬ 
ing their own community . . . (Hear, hear.) Mr. President, I wish 

to point out to this House the fact that the Congressmen, be they Hindus, 
M ussalmans or Christians, stand for equal justice to all communities and 
certainly when they put that principle into practice they will show it to those 
gentlemen who have been t talking only of communal representation and of 
communal rights. We know the salaries of the Executive Councillors are 
non-voted, and if we have tabled a motion of this character, it is in order 
to point out to the Government that we are at present not able, under the 
present conditions, to put up with such a large number of Members of the 
Cabinet. It is more or less a point of economy ; it is an economic question. 
It is that our finances should not he spent on such a large number of Coun¬ 
cillors, and besides we have seen that only two Executive Councillors were 
able to manage whereas there are now seven. Mr. President, it is very 
wrong to say that if this motion was carried and if it was to be given effect 
to, it is the Mussalman Member or the Brahman Member who would 
go. Why should we think so ? It does not matter how this economy 
is brought about. But certainly wo Muhammadans do want and say that 
Mussalmans are given proper share in every respect and Mussalmans get 
their proper share in the higher officers as well as anywhere else just as 
we have got representation in Council, but certainly not at the risk of 
economy. Mr. President, I am sure that every Muhammadan who wishes 
to see that the Cabinet consists of a Mussalman Member will certainly not 
go to the extent of saying that we must increase the number of 
Executive Councillors even at the risk of economy. Mr. President, I say 
that although I belong to the Congress party, I shall be the last man 
to see that the Mussalman community suffers to any extent. I wish 
to say^ that my fellow members of the Congress party, Hindus as well 
as Christians, would do justice to the Muslims $ but the moment I see that 
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any injustice is done to my fellow Muslims I shall be ready more than any 
other Mussalman to fight that community which stands in the way of 
proper representation of the Muslim community.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti : -“ Sir, have I your leave to make my motion in a 
slightly amended form ? ” 

* The hon. the President: —“ Order, order. The amendment must 
come from another Member and not by the mover of the motion himself. ” 

Mr. Sami Vknkatachalam Chetti: —“ Sir, may I have your permis¬ 
sion to slightly amend the motion, that the figure Us. 16,60 ) be reduoed to 
Its 100 ? In substance it will mean that the amount of the grant be reduoed 
by Rs. 100.” 

*The hon, the President :—“1 take it that in substance it moans that 
the substantial cut be turned into a token motion. I supposo there is no 
objeotion to it.” 

* The hon. Sir O. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ So far as our rules are 
concerned, they do not make a differentiation between a substantial motion 
and a token motion. It is a matter more or less of adjustment or of coriVen- 
tion and I submit, Sir, thero is no point in it.” 

* The hon. the President :— {< Since there is no objection and there is 
already the practice in this House as elsewhere by which substantial motions 
of this nature have been converted into token motions by the substitution of 
a smaller figure, 1 allow the motion to be made.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangab :— c< I second the motion.” 

4- , 30 * The hon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks Sir, so far as the stated purpose 

p.m. ot the token cut goes, which is that the number of Members of the Executive 
Counoil be reduced, as I said on another occasion in oonnexion with diarchy 
and provincial autonomy, it is not a matter within the competence of this 
Government, nor is it one on which wo have any powor at all unless we are 
invited to make a recommendation or give an opinion. Whenever that 
happens, any views expressed in this House will of course be taken into 
consideration. But more than that, Sir, this not being a concern of the 
Local Government, I can say nothing.” 

Mr. Mahmud Schamnad Sahib — <c Sir, I have no objootion to support 
this motion provided a place in the Executive Council is reserved for a 
Muhammadan. ’ ’ (Laughter.) 

*Mr. D Thomas:— “Mr President, Sir, I belong to the Indian 
Christian community, and I yield to no member of any community in 
representing its interests, so far as it is consistent with the country’s interests. 
But over and above the interests of my community, there is the paramount 
interest of the economical administration of the country. So far aB, and 
inasmuoh as, the question is in favour of reducing the expenditure of the 
administration of the province consistent with efficiency and general good 
government, I submit that suoh a motion would command the attention and 
support of every reasonable Member of this House. Only one point I wish 
to submit to the House end it is this. The effeot of this motion would be 
two fold, one as regards the Executive Councillors themselves and the other 
as regards the establishments attached to each Executive Councillor. So far 
Qfi the Exeoutive Councillors are concerned, it is admitted that our vote will 
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only be a resolution and will not really affect them. But so far as the 
establishments are concerned, our vote will have a much more radioal and 
destructive effect. And I may submit that it is to our interests to sec that 
establishments which have been long sanctioned and which have been attached 
to the Executive Councillors should not be straightaway out off so a9 to turn 
adrift a large number of olerks. I would also submit one other point for the 
consideration of the House. We are all talking and giving our opinions 
about the number of Executive Councillors sufficient for carrying on the 
administration. It is one thing to speak from outside and say what number 
would be sufficient, but it is another thing to get into the Executive 
Council itself and see what amount of work is turned out by each Executive 
Councillor. I believe and I think that a certain amount of miaipproxi- 
mation is possible for an outsider as to the number of Exccutivo Counoillors 
necessary for carrying on the administration of the country. But allowing 
for suoh differences I still bolievo that, considering the number in existence 
previous to the Reforms and the number of Councillors that are now carry¬ 
ing on the administration, there is some room for reduction. Therefore 
as a token motion, I am in favour of the motion before the House and would 
cordially commend it for tho support of the House.” 

Mr. Y. I. Muniswami Pillai: —“Sir, I rise to oppose this motion not 
because no Member of our community is represented on the Executive 
Council or the Cabinet, h>\jt because seeing the nature of the debate that has 
been going on for tho last three or four days, this House has committed 
itself for spending crores of rupees on irrigation and such other schemes and 
it is not the proper time that wo should try to make a eut in the number of 
Executive Councillors.’* 

Mr. G. Hakisarvottama Rao :— £f I move that the question be now 
put.” 

Mr. C. S. Govindaraj i Mudaliyar seconded it. 

The motion for closure was put and adopted. 

The motion of Mr. Satyamurtias amended by Mr. Sami Venkatachallam 
Chetti was then put and declared lost. A poll was demanded and the

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ Sir, I move 

‘ that the allotment of Es. 74,900 for Chief Secretariat he reduced by 
Rs . 100 (to discuss the need for retrcaobmont and for further 
Indianization of all Secretariats).’ 

“ Sir, I have not got the exact figures with me just now, but I am sure 
evory hon. Member of this House must have been impressed with the fact, 
as I have been, that the way in which the number of Secretaries, Undor 
Secretaries, Deputy Secretaries and what not—their name is legion—is being 
increased, in a staggering manner. It was jour distinguished predecessor, 
Mr. Ratnaswami, who in one of his excellent speeches on the floor of this 
House as a non-official Member pointed out how the Secretariat had grown 
up by leaps and bounds and all kinds of special officers were appointed ; and 
I want that the Government should begin earnest retrenchment by reduoing 
the number of Secretaries. 

“ One other matter I raise, and that is the further Indianization of all the 
Secretariats. It is a curious fact, Mr. President, that while the front benoh 
is predominantly Indian, the second bench on the official side is predomi¬ 
nantly European. I Lcliovo it is the subtle game of the bureaucracy that 
while they make a concession or a gesture of Indianizing the front bench, 
they are entrenching themsolves in the rear bench by means of the European 
civilians of the Secretariats Under the Reforms the non-official Ministers 
have got their masters not in this House but in the European Secretaries 
who have got the statutory right to go direct to the Governor behind the 
back of the Minister and say * The Minister is ignorant. He is a non- 
official. He does not understand this matter. I can understand it better. If 
you carry out the suggestion of the Minister, the whole administration 
will oome down. I am of the steel frame and you are here to proteot me. 
Therefore do as I suggest.* I see that the bon. the Chief Minister is shaking 
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his head vigorously out of loyalty to his servants, and I hope he will be 
rewarded by similar loyalty on the part of the servants to him. But apart 
from that, while official etiquette may prevent them from speaking out their 
minds, I believe all Ministers who have ceased to hold office, or Ministers 
who while in office write confidential reports will agree with me that tnoro 
often than not their masterful secretaries get the better of them, in any ease 
in which there is a difference of opinion between tho Secretary and the 
Minister. I believe Sir Patro in his memorandum submitted to the Muddi- 
man Committee stated that one of the difficulties in »he working of diarchy 
is tho extreme difficulty of having Secretaries who have got the statutory 
power of getting the Governor’s ear. I am not suggesting—my experience 
is rather to the contrary—that because the Secretaries arc Indians they are 
going to be more amenable to the Ministers or less amenable to the influence 
of the steel frame. I entirely agree with my bon. Friend, if I may take 
note of any interruptions, because I know that Indiauizution is by no means 
equivalent to democratization. On the other hand, the tragedy of Indians 
joining the bureaucracy ami out* 11 eroding Herod in their attitude towards 
Indian aspirations is too common a fact to need particular mention here. 

But at the same timo, I believe that one of the objects of the declaration hf 
the 20th August 1917, as important as the development of self-governing 
institutions, is the increasing association of Indians in the public services and 
I do submit therefore that if that part of the ltoyal announoomenl is going 
to be given effect to, it must be given effect to in the Secretariats at head¬ 
quarters where policies arc framed ; and as timo goes on, while Ministers come 
and go, we must bo able to command an efficient body of men who will 
loyally carry out tho policy of the Legislature, and do not have their 
own ideas of right and wrong to bo put in the way of Ministers who 
may come into power. I believe, Sir, democracy requires it. And I 
also boliovo that that retrenchment of which I hear so much, should bo 4 
practised at tho headquarters. I do hope that the hou. tho Finance Member p m , 
and the Finance Secretary sympathize with me at least with the first part of 
my motion that we must have more retrenchment. I believe their depart¬ 
ment is somewhat an extravagant department. They want always special 
assistants and assistant officors to prepare the budget and so on and so forth. 

This must stop. I thorefore movo that the allotment of Cs, 74,900 bo 
reduced by Bs. 100.” 

* Mr. K. V. It. Swami :— u I support this motion, Sir, for these reasons. 

I endorse every word of what my hou. Friend the Member for the University 
has said. I have no personal experience of these Secretaries. Bnfc I am told 
that even in tho Transferred departments, though the Chief Minister was 
shaking his head the other way, it soems that the wholo department is being 
run by tho Secretaries only, lie had a manifestation of that feeling when 
a gentleman approached him. It is uncomfortable both for the Secretary 
and tho Minuter. Unfortunately tho Secretaries are Indian Civil Service 
men. They are accustomed to lead a certain kind of life which docs not 
enablo tlum to adjust themselves to the present situation. They would 
carry their word in spite of anything and everything. They were brought 
up in an atmosphere which no outside influence would mako them bond to 
the popular will. Also there is this thing. If there is no such difficulty 
though tho orders might bo passed .by the Minister, on account of this 
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prevailing opinion, it will bo thought that the Minister is being ruled by the 
Secretary. In one case it appears that the Minister was assuring a certain 
gentleman that he would pass orders in a certain way in a oertain matter. 
In the meantime, the orders went in the name of the Secretary. Then the 
Minister said that he had changed the opinion and therefore he had to do 
that. It is very much better for the Executive Councillors and more for the 
Ministers to have Indians as their Secretaries. For Europeans it is better 
to have Indian Secretaries beoause they will have to some extent an oppor¬ 
tunity to know the Indian point of view. I have no faith in the Indian 
Civil Servico men either. My reason is this. As soon as they get into that 
department, they would lose all their nationality and national feeling as my 
friend has observed. Sometimes the European Secretaries are more amen¬ 
able than the Indian Secretaries. He feels that unless he behaves jnst like 
a European, he would not ho thought a good and efficient officer. Anyhow, 
it is better that European Members of the Executive Council should have 
Indian Secretaries, so that they may know at least to some extent the Indian 
point of view. Under these circumstances, I support the motion and I feel 
that the lion. Members of this House would support this motion because 
th^re are very many complaints in this matter.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanea: — c< Sir, I only want to draw attention to the fact 
that there appears to be a sort of bau upon the Provincial Civil Service officers 
from entering the Secretariat. We have got hardly one man as secretary or 
deputy secretary recruited from the Provincial Civil Service Surely I think 
it is possible to find men from the Provincial Civil Service who will be quite 
fit and qualified for Secretariat work. There are vory competent men in the 
judicial servico and there are also competent men in tho subordinate execu¬ 
tive service who have got the necessary qualifications by education, by 
training and by resourcefulness, to do any work in the Secretariat. One 
thing that could bo expected from this service is that they would generally 
understand the Indian point of view bettor and more easily than the Indian 
Civil Servico gentlemen who are raw men recruited from England after a 
long stay there and who have no touch with the Indian point of view. 
Well, at least most of thorn imagine that they should always bow to the 
Indian Civil Service point of view. Beoause as pointed out by an eminent 
gentleman, the Indian Civil Service is neither Indian, nor civil nor service¬ 
able to the Indian cause. Their point of view is almost always altogether 
European, whether tho Indian Civil Servico man is an Indian or a European. 
There aro very few of thorn who would take tho Indian point of view. 
So, what I would urgo is that there should be more recruitment from the 
Provincial Services for the Secretariat.” 

Mr. K. Koti Heddi :-- ic Much as I. would support the motion, I really 
do not believe all that has been said with regard to tho attitude of the Civil 
Service officers in the Secretariat here, whether Indian or English. To me it 
is not so much in the personality or persons as in tho Secretariat itself. 
I believe there is a rule—I do not know whether it is a fact—that 
where tho Secretary and tho Minister differ the matter has to be 
referred to the Governor. As such, the Secretary has some responsibility 
in all things that come up for discussi.n here. I believe if there is 
a difference of opinion between him and the Minister—an honest 
difference of opinion—ho has to send it to His hxcellenoy. I mean 
bo long as there is a rule like that—I believe there is a rule like 
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that— bo long as there is that responsibility with the Seoretary there 
is no good finding fault with the difference. Let ns attack the system and 
not the particular Seoretary or Secretaries concerned. I personally do not 
believe they are so unsympathetic as they are represented to be. Possibly 
when we have Indians and when they differ from the Ministers they might 
do the same thing. So long as the rule is there, we ought not to complain 
against the persons so muoh. But it is really necessary that some more 
Indian Secretaries should be provided in the Secretariat. . As my friends 
have said, so far as the service is concerned and so far as their attitude with 
regard to questions Indian is concerned whether they are Indian or Euro¬ 
pean, it is the same. But at the same time, let us have some more Indian 
Secretaries getting more experience so that when the time comes we may not 
need the help of Europeans. I believe the system of drawing more Indian 
Secretaries may be useful. Having said all that, I support the motion not 
because of the attitude taken by the European Secretaries. I believe they 
are not so very unsympathetic My complaint is more with regard to the 
system. If we oould possibly change the system by which the Minister is 
made all powerful and not the Governor to whom complaints of differences 
of opinion now go, it would be better. 11 

* Mr. A. Kaleswaha Rao:— Sir, I have great pleasure in supporting 
the motion. We have found that the Reforms have been only useful to this 
extent, namely, that they have increased expenditure iu all the higher 
branches of administration. Instead of three men doing the whole work 
of the Presidency now, we have got seven gentlemen for the same depart¬ 
ments, of course distributed iu various other ways. Along with, these 
Executive Councillors and Ministers, the Secretaries have also increased. So 
first from the point of view of retrenchment we have also to cut down the 
number of Secretaries. The question of Indianisation is really not so import¬ 
ant as the question of powers. What is really happening is the Ministers 
have very little control over their Secretaries. The Government of India Aot 
has given a statutory guarantee that the Indian Civil Service men alone 
should be Secretaries except in a fow departments. Secondly, we see the 
Minister and the Executive Councillor have a joint Secretary. For instance 
for Law and Education, the same gentleman is the Secretary. He is the 
Education Seoretary for the Minister and the Law Seoretary for the Law 
Member. The Law Member is the Vice-President of the Counoil, he is the 
Leader of tho House and he has got all the powers, whereas the Ministers 
belong to the Transferred department and have to depend for everything on 
the Reserved side. There is also a motion here given by one of my friends 
for the redistribution of the Seoretatiat portfolios in a way giving real 
powers to the Ministers. This sort of joint secretaryship is not in the 
interests of the Ministers. The Ministers may be compared to the position 
of the Telugu pandits. If any student in his olass does mischief, he goes to 
the headmaster to get him punished. The Minister can neither suspend nor 
punish the Secretary and really tho Secretaries are the masters of the situa¬ 
tion. The Indian Civil Service officers are not known for their sympathies 
with regard to the advancement of the country politically and constitutionally. 
In the Lccal Self-Government Department we see so many difficulties in the 
way of the Ministers. Of course, the District Municipalities and Local Boards 
Aots were passed in 1920, just before the commencement of the Reforms. 
Those Acts still continue. Not to have amended them till now is all the 

11 
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fault of the ex-Ministers I must say. The Indian Civil Service Secretary is 
there behind the Minister controlling everything and there is the Collector 
who has got the control of the municipal and local boards. Through him 
the resolntions have to oome. Through him the nominations have to be 
made. .A man who wears khaddar has no ohanoe of nomination. He is 
called a non-co-operator, this and that. The Justice Ministers have changed 
and a party that claims to be more progroasivo has oome to power. It has yet 
to be seen bow far they will prove progressive in aotion. The Collector’s 
intervention has to be removed altogether and the Inspector of Local Self- 
Government or somebody has to be the link between the municipalities and 
district boards and the Minister. In education it is the European Director 
of Public Instruction who has a lot of control and the Minister has no control 
over him. Whenever any person cannot punish his servant there is no 
oontrol over that servant. When the Minister and his Secretary differ they 
both go to the Governor and we know the Governor will be on the side of 
the bureaucrats and not on the side of the Ministers. So the out is 
necessary ; a readjustment is necessary and also a change in the condition 
of things.” 

The House adjourned to meet again at 11 a.m. the next day.

Resolutions passed at the Elemenlary Education Conference held at 
Ootacamund on Ike 26 th and 21th May 1923 . 

Resolutions passed at the meeting held on Saturday , the 26 th May 1923. 

I. Resolved that, with a view to the gradual expansion of elementary 
education in rural areas, each village with a population of 500 inhabitants 
and over should havo a school. 

II. Resolved that, with a view to start elementary schools in the four 
thousand and odd villages with a population of 500 and over, which are now 
without any school facilities, in districts where the number of suoh villages 
is below one hundred the Deputy Inspector of Schools should be directed to 
visiksuohAullages and endeavour to start aided sohools, and in distriots where 
the number of such villages exceeds one hundred, the District Educational 
Councils be empowered to employ one or more special officers for such time 
as the Government may sanction and on such salary as the Government may 
allow, for the purpose of investigating in those villages and starting schools. 

III. Resolved that the Deputy Inspectors of Schools shall be officers of 
the District Educational Councils, just as sub-assistant surgeons are--placed 
t the disposal of local boards. 
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IV. Resolved that in villages of less than 500 inhabitants it will be open 
to the District Educational Councils to consider the starting of schools in 
such villages with the aid of tho present inspecting staff. 

Y. Resolved that the programme of starting schools in villages with a 
population of 500 and over should be worked out within three years and the 
opening of sohools in the other villages should be carried out in ten years. 

VI. Resolved that indigenous schools shall be developed and made eligible 
for aid and that the new schools to be started shall ordinarily be aided schools, 
and, when it is not possible to start aided sohools in some villages, local bodies 
shall tako steps to start their schools in such places. 

The following rider to the above resolution, proposed by Mr. C. V. 8. 
Narasimha Raju, was agreod to by the Committee :— 

The necessity of entrusting tho management of aided schools to village 
panchayats rather than to teacher-managers may be examined by the District 
Educational Councils. 

Resolutions passed at the meetiny held on Sunday the 27th May 1923. 

I. This Conference has to point out that frequent transfers of Deputy 
Inspectors of Schools from one range to another oause great inconvenience, 
particularly to elementary schools, and therefore advises that such frequent 
transfers may be avoided. 

II. It is resolved that, as regards the question of the preparation of the 
annual statistical returns, No. 3 prescribed under section 26, for this year, 
pending examination of Resolution III passed at the meeting held on 26th 
May 1923, this Conference is of opinion that th8 Deputy Inspector of Sohools 
should gather and consolidate the returns from each school either under 
public or private management, in his range, and that the District Educational 
Officer should consolidate these returns for the whole district and transmit 
the same to the District Educational Counoil to be forwarded to the Director 
of Public Instruction. 

III. This Conference is of opinion that sessional and lower elementary 
training schools lie abolished, as far as possible, that local bodies and private 
managers be encouraged by grants-in-aid to start training classes attaohed to 
their institutions, that certificates in higher elementary training be given to 
those trained in those aided institutions by the District Eduoational Officer 
as to their fitness for the teaching profession, and that local boards be 
permitted to appoint persons who have studied up to the third form in 
recognized secondary schools under their control. 

IV. This Conference resolves that the third form man may be classed as 
equivalent to a lower elementary trained teacher. 

V. Resolved that general education in the training schools is not necessary 
and that vacation classes for elementary teachers be introduced. 

VI. (a) This Conference is of opinion that the courses of study pre¬ 
scribed in the rules is quite sufficient and comprehensive* 

(6) Resolved that District Educational Councils may adopt text¬ 
books seleoted by them with the approval of the President of the Text-Books 
Committee and that the text-books selected by them be continued to be used 
until the Director of Public Instruction objects to them. 
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VII. This Conference is of opinion that in addition to the 3 R’s one or 
other kind of manual training should be made oonpulsory as far as possible. 

VIII. This Conference is of opinion that on the question of the relations 
between District Educational Councils and local bodies and aided institutions, 
the har monious working between them should be watohed and no action is 
necessary at present. 

TY This Conference suggests that the District Educational Councils 
should organize associations of non-Mission aided tenober-managers. 

X. This Conference is of opinion that section c7 of the Elementary Edu¬ 
cation Act should be amended so that every local body may get the Govern¬ 
ment contribution within the current year. 

XI. Resolved that each member of the Conference should prepare a memo¬ 
randum proposing any amendments necessary for the Act as well as the rules 
and forward the same to Mr. R. Bamachandra Rao (Secretary to Govern¬ 
ment, Law Department) before the 15th June 1923.

Number of schools opened since 1922-23. 

* 423 Q.— Rao Bahadur Sir A. P. Patro : Will the hon. the Minister 
for Eduoation and Looal Self-Government be pleased to state the total 
number of schools newly opened since 1922-23 up to date in aooordanoe 
with the recommendations of the Ootaoamund Conference, under the agenoy 
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of (1) local boards, (2) aided agency and (3) panchayat and the total number 
of boys and girls receiving education since then, in each of the districts of 
the Presidency and the total number of increase in each distriot since 1922 P 

-4.—Subsidies were sanctioned to local bodies towards the opening of 825 
new schools in 1924-25, 1,469 schools in 1925-25 and 566 schools 
in 1926-27. Funds were placed at the disposal of Distriot Edu¬ 
cational Councils for the payment of grants-in-aid to 478 new 
schools to be started under private management in 1925-26, and 
642 now schools in 1926-27. A special allotment was placed at 
the disposal of the Registrar-General of Panchayats in 1926-27 
for the opening of 300 sohools through the agency of village 
penchayats. The Government have no information as to the 
number of schools actually opened by the different agencies. The 
latest information available in regard to the number of boys and 
girls under instruction in each district in the Presidency is for the 
year 1925-26.

Emigration 

Origin and scope of the Andamans Colonization scheme .

In December 1925 the 
Government of India decided to throw open for colonization 
the Andaman Islands to all classes of prisoners in Indian 
jails.

MOTIONS ON THE BUDGET EOR 1027-28 -oont. 

DEMAND X—GENERAL ADMINISTRATION—SECRETARIATS— COflt. 

The debate on Mr. S. Satyamurti’s motion to reduce the allotment of 
Rs. ?4,900 for Chief Secretariat by Rs. 100 was resumed. 

• The bon. Mr. N. E. Marjoribanks : — “ Mr. President, Sir, I am glad 
that we have coune to a subject which unlike those which 1 have had to speak 
on in the course of the motions on this Demand is one that is, to some 
extent, within the powers of the local Government. If you look at the 
powers of the local Government, they are limited partly by statute and 
partly by statutory rules made by the Secretary of State Further, I would 
like to point out that the question of the Indianization of the services has 
been dealt with by the Lee Commission, and that on this matter their 
unanimous recommendation in respect of the Indian Civil Service is that 
the recruitment should be 20 per cent from the Provincial Civil Service and 
of the balance 40 per cent aud 40 per cent should oonsist of Europeans 
and Indians respectively. That is calculated to produce in 15, from now 14 
years, a cadre of 50 per cent and 50 per cent. It is not practicable to lay 
down a fixed rule that tho Secretaries should bo in a certain proportion, that 
the Collectors should be in a certain proportion, or wbat the number of 
Europeans and Indians should be in each paitioular section. We must have 
for administrative purposes discretion to choose for these appointments those 
who are best fitted for the particular work. Rut lest tbe hon. Members 
should think that there has been some disproportion in regard to the number 
of Indians in the Secretariat, I would like to tell them that if you take tho 
total number of those eligible for the appointment of Secretary, of 12 years' 
servioe and over—and I presume they would hardly expect our Secretaries 
to be appointed if of less than 12 years’ sorvice—in the executive rank 
omitting persons who already hold posts above the rank of Secretary and 
those who are serving elsewhere within this Presidency, we have 46 
altogether in the Indian Civil Service and Provincial Civil Service of which* 
9 are Indians, and 2 out of 7 Secretaries are Indians. So tbe proportion is not 
unfair. 1 merely i oint that out to prevent misapprehension and not to sup* 
port the idea that there should be any particular proportion in any particular 
branob. We must consider the individual qualifications and fitness of each 
man and therefore hon. Members must recognise that in the circumstances it

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is impossible to justify the present numbers without going into the oases of 
individual officers, which I think all would admit would b8 most undesirable. 
As time goes on and as the youngmen gain experience, the number of 
Indian Secretaries will naturally increase, and I do not think thore need be 
any apprehension that the Secretariat will be maintained as a preserve either 
of one class or the other. I do not think I oan usefully say anything more 
on the subject.” 

* Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ I am surprised, Sir, that the 
hon. the Revenue Merabor gives us some hope of doing something probably 
about 20 years hence. He expeots, under the present scale of reoruitment, 
that within that period 50 per cent of the Civil Service officers will be 
Indians. But so far as this particular resolution is concerned, I do not think 
that it lays any special stress that the Secretaries should be Indian I.C.8. 
officers. The next point on which the hon. the Revenue Momber was 
wrong was wheu ho gave the figures only so far as the executive side of 
the Government was concerned. There is no reason why the large number 
of offioers of the J udicial side should not be taken into consideration. In fact, 
one of the Indian Secretaries who has come from the Judicial side has done 
exoellently well, so far as 1 know. Then, there is the Law Department which, 
I think, can well have a Secretary from the Judicial side. So far as the 
percentage of Indian Civil Service officers is concerned, I shall confine my¬ 
self to this pirticular cut for the time being as I have given notice of other 
outs on whioh I shall speak later on, it does not attempt at reducing the 
number of Indian CiviL Service officers. All that we want here is that we 
sln>uld have more Indian officers. It does not n^atter whether these Indian 
officers are of the Indian Civil Service or Provincial Civil Service cadre. It 
is an anomaly that the Secretaries serving under and helping or advising the 
Minister should he of the European cadre. It is always better that some 
principle is laid down, and not to leavo it to mere ohance as the hon. the 
Revenue Member seems to think. At least the Secretaries in charge of the 
various departments under the control of the Ministers should ordinarily be 
Indians. I think that that will save a lot of difficulties that have recently 
been referred to in this Council and outride. Otherwise, it is impossible for 
these Europeaa Secretaries to understand the feelings and difficulties of the 
various Indian Ministers as regards the various departments nnder their 
management. The Secretary for Local Self-Government Department is 
an European and it has been so ever since the Reforms began. That 
department generally deals with Indians as a whole, and it is too much to 
suppose that an European, who is*being ohanged year after year—probably 
there have been as many European Secretaries as there have been years or 
councils—could appreciate the difficulties either of the Ministers or the various 
persons that carry on this department. It is therefore necessary that once 
and for all a rule is made tnat this department should be managed only by 
Indian Secretaries. 

“As regards the Law Department, which includes Eduoation, the praotiee 
is generally to have an Indian Provincial Civil Service Secretary, but there 
was an attempt recently to put an Indian Civil Servioe officer probably an 
European. Therefore, it is desirable that some rule is made that for this 
department also, thore should he an Indian as Secretary. There is no diffi¬ 
culty as to the proportion, because the number of appointments to be held 
by the Indian Civil Servioe cadre is fixed and it does not matter whioh plaoe

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they fill. Curiously enough, the Registrar-General of Panchayats is an 
European according to the cadre; but it is an Indian who is holding the 
post at present Therefore the Indian Civil Service oadro does not preolude 
any one appointment going to Provincial Civil Service officers. Therefore, 
with a view to cany on the work of the transferred subjects more efficiently 
and more satisfactorily, and with a view to satisfy the feelings and senti* 
ments of a large section of this House—wo bavo been raising th:s question 
year after year-—1 think the hon, the Revenue Member will have a consult¬ 
ation with his Colleagues and oomo to some conclusion either to-day or later 
on. We want some satisfaction, and if these ten days are passed over 
without giving any satisfactory answer, I think the dissatisfaction in the 
oountry and in this Council is bound to be very groat. Therefore, 1 hope 
the Government and the House will unanimously aocept this motion 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :— il Mr. President, I would not have 
intervened in this debate but for the remarks that fell from the hon Member 
foi the University and the hon. Member for Godavari Kast and the hon. 
Member who just preceded me on the floor of this House. About *the 
exigencies of service, I have not a word to add to what the hon. Revenue 
Member has said. With regard to the point made by those hon. Members 
that European Secretaries go behind our back to HiB Exoollenoy the 
Governor and get any order they like, I repudiate that suggestion hero and 
now. As far as my experience goes, during the iast four months, I have 
had nothing but loyalty from the Secretaiies to the departments in my 
control, and I oan say with all the emphasis at my command that I Bhall 
never have one better than^y friend Mr. Cotterell and I doubt whethofrl 
will exchange him for any one in the Secretariat. With regard to the Law 
Secretary, he is an Indian, and as our friend Mr. Venkataramana Ayyangar 
pointed out, whether Indian or European, tho Secretaries 8ro all entitled to 
go to the Governor if they differ from the Minister ; but they nover have 
done it because the Ministers also are reasonable men. Tho exigencies of 
servico demand that it is not possible to Indianize as rapidly as e/cn the 
Government oould wish. I have nothing more to add.”

* Mr. O. V. Venkata ramana. Avyangar :—“ Sir, I respectfully move 

c that the allotment of Rs. 74,900 for Chief Secretariat be reduced by 
Rs 100/ 


u Sir, ray object in moving this motion is to discuss the desirability of 
reducing the number of Indian Civil Service officers in the Presidency to 
half its present strength. 

“ As I said before, the proposition that wo have been already able to 
carry by a large majority relates to tho question of lndianization, whether 
by Indian Civil Service or Provincial Civil Service officers. The present 
attempt is to induce the Government, if suoh a thing is possible, to make a 
serious attempt to reduce the number of Indian Civil Servioe officers in this 
Presidenoy. We have been told several times that the idea of lndianization 
as also that of retrenchment was being seriously considered, For instance, 
the hon. the Leader of the House used to say every year. I hope.Jie would 
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not repeat it this year—that he was making a serious attempt to reduce the 
number of appointments of district and sessions judges specially reserved for 
Indian Civil Service officers and that he wanted to get the permission of the 
Secretary of Sta*e to appoint men from the bar who had given oomplete 
satisfaction as District and Sessions Judges to a large uumbor of these 
appointments reserved for Indian Civil Service officers. But i do not think 
that at present, so far as the facts that have been published are concerned, 
we have any hope of realizing that* at least through the hon. the Law 
Member. It is quite possible that he will give us some figures to show that 
the number of district judgeships held by Indians—non-Indian Civil 
Service officers—has been a little larger than before. I think that the pro¬ 
portion depends upon the total number of district judgeships. If the total 
number of district jndgeships has been increased, naturally the small pro¬ 
portion given to Provincial Civil Servieo officers out of that total might 
have also gono up. But I challenge the hon. the Law Member to prove by 
figures that there has been increase in the proportion of district judgeships 
held by Provincial Civil Service officers. Sir, tho number of gazetted 
officers is increasing by leaps and bounds and with it the, number of Indian 
Civil Sen ice officers also. I will be glad if the hon. the Revenue Member 
will give us the number of appointments reserved for Indian Civil Servioo 
offioers twenty years back and the number now. That will be a satisfactory 
reply to my charge all these years. 

“ Sir, in this connexion, i would refer to some anomalies that now exist. 
Some appointments as heads of offices which ought to be filled by Indians as 
a matter of fact, have been reserved for Indian Civil Service officers although 
not necessarily European. For instance, who will ever dream that the 
Rogistrarship of Co-operative Societies should necessarily bo filled by an 
Indian Civil Service officer, meaning in 90 cases out of 100, a European 
officer? I believe that a European Indian Civil Service officer has been 
occupying permanently that post practically from the beginning. No doubt, 
proofs have beon givon that ludians can satisfactorily occupy that post as 
non-Indian Civil Service officers have held that office as acting incumbents. 
Who will believe it if it is proclaimed that the post of Registrar-General of 
Panchayats is ono reserved for Indian Civil Service men ? The Registrar- 
General of Panchayats has nothing to do with big European firms, etc. tie 
has to deal every day with small union members, taluk board members, 
district board members and the laige nuuberof people in small and big 
villages Is it possible to believe that such a thing can possibly exist in 
any Government except in this blessed British Government that even the 
appointment of Registrar-General of Panchayats, which has dealings all the 
24 hours of the day with ordinary rural population only, is one reserved for 
Indian Civil Service officers ? It is by an accident that an Indian holds it 
at present but in view of the fact that every appointment in the Indian Civil 
Service cadre means two appointments for Indian Civil Service officers, this 
particular appointment also means two Indian Civil Service officers because 
the permanent Indian Civil Service man of thia post is naturally occupying 
some other post which would go to an Indian otherwise. Therefore, Sir, it 
is extremely necessary that some attempt should be made to transfer some of 
these posts reserved for Indian Civil Service cadre to Provincial Civil Servioe 
jaen. Those of us who were here in the last two Counoils will notice that 
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the number of appointments reserved for Indian Civil Service officers is 
increasing like anything. One of the latest developments in that direction 
was the appointment of an Indian Civil Service officer as Public Works 
Secretary. And, curiously enough, every possible addition is made to the 
posts in fa four of the Indian Civil Servico officers in spite of the fact that 
the wisdom of including the appointment uf the f ublio Works Secretary in 
the Indian Civil Service cadre was questioned on the fleor of this House. 

I do not know, Sir, the exact number fixed for the Indian Civil Service cadre 
now, aa the Annual Civil List has not yet been issued, but I believe it is 
about 85. 

“ Thore is a rule of the Government by which one appointment for the H-* 6 
Indian Civil Servioo means two Indian Civil Service officers, For these 85 a ‘ m ‘ 
appointments fixed for the Indian Civil Service there are thus 170 Indian 
Civil Service officers. As Collectors, Judges or any [other high officers, 
Indians have done satisfactory work, whether they belong to the Indian Civil 
Service or the Provincial Civil Service We Are not very much concerned 
whether the Indian Civil S> rvice cadre is Indian or an European. Whether 
an Indian Civil Service officer is an Indian or an European the same high 
pay is paid to him, the only difference being that Indians are not paid such 
huge allowances such as over-sca allowances and so on. We want, however, 
rigid retrenchment and unless the number of Indian Civil Servioo officers, 
whether Indians or Europeans, is reduced, it is hopless to expect any retrench¬ 
ment at the top. The first step towards retrenchment should be to give a 
large number of Jhigh appointments to Provincial Civil Service officers. I 
challenge any hon. Member here either on the front Government benohes or 
on the back benches, to say that any Indian has been found wanting in any 
high post he has been holding. 1 amlsure the answer will bo ‘ N one’. The 
pay of a Provincial Civil Service officer is much lower than the pay of an 
Indian Civil Service officer, though both of them may hold the same post and 
do thelsame work. A Provincial Civil Service Collector or a District Judgo 
gets much lower pay than an Indian Civil Service officer holding the same 
posts. From the point of view of the ordinary tax-payer, tho Provincial 
Civil Servioo officers are more useful than the Indian Civil Service officers. 

Even their pay may be considerably reduoed. They have been patriotic 
enough to say through tho Indian Officers’ Association that under ordinary 
circumstances they would bo content with a low salary. They submitted a 
memorial to the Lee Commission which was enquiring into the matter saying 
that they would be satisfied with something about Rs. 1,000 a month, which 
meant a lot of self sacrifice. They were right in thinking that they had no 
right to lead very luxurious lives costing more than Rs. 1,000 a month 
for each offioer, while many millions of their countrymen go to bed with 
barely a meal a day. I do not know how many European offioers hold the 
same opinion. But from the point of view of Indianisation and. . . ” 

•The hou. the President “ Tho hon. Member has far exoeeded the 
time-limit.” 

* Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar |C I shall conclude, Sir. And 
from the point of view of economy, it is better that Government appoint a 
committee to oonsider this question. Of course, I know that these are matters 
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which aTO subject to the final decision of the Secretary of State, but if this 
Government cornea to a conclusion, the vSecretary of State would not object to 
giving effect to it y7 

* Bao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :—Sir, I am sorry, T cannot agree 
to this motion not because the Provincial Civil Sorvioe Offioer is inefficient 
or less competent than the In Ban Civil Service Officer but beoause in this 
Presidency, before yon displace all Indian Civil Sendee Officers there should 
bo some safeguards for giving what the Deputy Leader of the Swarajya Party 
called ( communal justice * Sir, we nrged, in the Law Department, for 
direct reciuitment for district judges in order that all the communities may 
be properly leprcsenfed. That idea has no 4- been given effect to. On the 
other hand, «e had ten or twelve offioers of the Provincial Service promoted 
as District Judges and all of them happen to be of ono particular community. 
Aeain, Sir, the idoi at the back of the mind of the hon. Member, the mover 
pf the amendment, in saying that the Provincial Civil Service men should bo 
made to replace the aT-ludia Indian Civil Service officers is ♦hat by that 
process he will have a greater proportion of men of his community.” * 

* Mr. C V. Vjnkatakmtana Ayyangar :—“ As a matter of personal 
explanation, Sir, I never mentioned any proportion between Brahmans and 
non-Brahmins. There was no such + hing at the back of my mind I have no 
objection to non-Brahman gentlemen getting Provincial Civil Service offices 
if they pass in com}otitivo examinations.” 

* Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :— <f Sir, T wish his professions 
tallied with his practice No doubt, my friend would not be in a position to 
show it in practice At the same time ho should show it by his voting. But 
so far as this mattor is concerned, to give straightaway a lino clear to this 
proposal of filling up tho superior posts by moans of promotion from the Pio- 
vinoial Civil Service ranks w uld be to perpetuate the inequalities that now 
exist If my hon friend would urge upon the Government to adopt a system 
of recruitment by which qualified peoplo of all communities can be taken and 
due representation of all communities bo secured i would have no objection 
to his proposal. But so far as mv party is concerned, unless a definite step is 
taken to secure representation of all communities in the public service, we 
would oppose any replacement of the all-India Service by Provinoil Civil 
Service officors which would mean tho pcrpi tnation of the preponderance of 
one community. It is rather a sad commentary on tho administration report of 
this Presidency that while figures ior appointments held by all the communi¬ 
ties in the various branches of tho Government service are given, the figuies 
for the judicial servicn alone are not given there. Is it due to any desire to 
keep out of the pubhc knowledge the preponderance of one community there P 
Is it an eyewash to the public P Well, in every servico there is some kind of 
representation ; but in the judicial service alone there is not that representa¬ 
tion. The public should know to what extent adequate representation exists. 
Mere promotion is not going to help either efficiency or economy. On the 
matter of economy I know that the Swarajya Party professes to be wedded to 
economy but we willseo how it is going to vote on other motions for eco¬ 
nomy that will be coming up before the House. This motion cannot be put 
forwaid on the ground of economy alone. If so, I shall certainly join with 
the hon. Mover. Side by side with economy, in any displacement of the 
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all-India Services by Provincial Civil Service officers, it shall be a condition 
precedent that communal justice, i.o., equal opportunities for all communi¬ 
ties should be given and guaranteed ” 

* Mr. P. Anjaneyulu “ Mr. President, Sir, while I echo the Feuti- 
ment of my hon. Friend from Chittoor, T ana sorry I have not been ablo to 
follow his reasoning. In the name of communal justice —he has really bor¬ 
rowed the phrase from U3 and I am thankful to him for it—ho thinks that 
if Indian Civil Service officers are there, better communal justice will bo 
seoured. He perhaps does not look at the figures. AIhs ! for ouo reason or 
other most of these Indian ICS. mea happen to be Brahmans. Therefore 
for the very communal justice for which my hon friend pleaded and to 
which my party is wedded, if not for any other reason, he must vote with 
us. In that case, these Indian Civil Service officers, many of whom happen 
to be Brahmans, will be displaced by Provincial Civil Service officers who 
have passed a competitive examination. And, if necessary, we shall prohibit 
Brahmans for some years together from appearing for these examinations 
It is because our party says that communal justice should be done and done 
in proper manner, without unduo sacrifice of efficiency, that I request my 
hon. friends to revise their ideas at the time of voting.” 

* Mr. C. It. PARTHASAR4THI Ayyangaii :—Sir, what is at the back of 
the minds of all of us is that we want a reform in the administration. Wo 
are not satisfied with the present state of affairs and we want to advance 
towards complete self-government. We are going to solve in India a 
question which has not been solved in any other country. For that we want 
wise men. We are now labouring under the grip of an executive govern¬ 
ment. We want to substitute the Indian clement for the European element. 
Unless we are guided by wisdom, unless we have at the head of our 
administration officers who will ameliorate the condition of our people, 
how can we have self-government? We ask of self-government; it is 
because we are not satisfied with the present system. If we have the wisest 
men and the best men to guide us in every department,|we will have justioe. 
We must not consider whether a man boiongs to this community or that 
community, but we must have the best men of noble character, wise men, 
men of unsullied honour. We want people with hearts. If there is any 
particular community with any special aptitudes and characteristics, that 
community ought to place them at the disposal of the country as a whole. 
The State is not a Brahman State or a non-Brahman State or a Muham¬ 
madan State. It is common to all. As such, any man in a responsible 
position becomes an all-India man ; he is an Indian first and then only 
anything else. We want Indians; we want eveiy one of evory community, 
We want competent men ; we want to gtt rid of narrowmindedness from our 
midst. We want geniuses We cannot repeat the old faults any longer. 
We must replace the present administration. What is aimed at is this. We 
do not want to substitute the existing officers by men with narrow minds but 
with those who feel that they are one of us, and are <not separate irom us. 
Indeed, no one oan be separate, for separatist tendencies are destructive. It 
is impossible for any group to stand isolated. We are all one, and we must 
more with one single mind towards the goal beiore us for therein lies the 
way to improve ourselves.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :— <c Sir, with referenco to the 
remarks which fell from the hon. Member from Coimbatore, may I plaoe 
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before the House with your permission, Sir, oertain figures P The men that 
are actually holding the appointment of District and Sessions Judges to-day, 
inoluding the Additional Sessions Judge of Coimbatore, are: 11 from tne 
Civil Servioe. 5 from the Bar, ani 11 from the Provincial Service. There¬ 
fore, there are 16 Bar ani Proviunal Service men against U I.O.S. officers.” 

• Mr. C. V. Vgnkataramana Ayyangar :—“ Do the figures relate to the 
permanent men or acting men P n 

•The hon.Sir C. P Rvmaswami A yvar :—“So far as the permanent 
appointments are concerned, we are guidod by certain rales with regard to 
whioh final arrangements are still expected. The views of the Madras 
Government are well known as they have been published. The permanent 
number of appointments are *8 from the T O.S. and 8 listed posts, 4 from the 
Bar and 4 from the P.C.S.” 

• Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar : — tc Sir, I do not desire to enter 
into a discussion of this question exoept to ask for information from the*hon. 
the Law Momber as to how many of those 16 Provincial officers and 
members from the Bar arc Brahmans and how many belong to other oasles, 
i.e., how many arc Muhammadans, Indian Christians and how many non- 
Brahmans, etc ” 

• The hon. Sir C. P Ramaswami Ayyar :—” Fortunately, Sir, that is 
contained in one page in the Annual and Quarterly Civil List. I do not 
have just now soparito figures But E think there arc two Muhammadans ; 
there is certainly one Indian Christian, probably two; and about the 
Brahmans and non-Brailmans they are about equal in number That is ail 
I can say at present.” 

• 

The hon. the President :—“ I take it that the House is ready for the 
question ’ 

• The hon. Mr N. E. Marjorcbanks “ Sir, I have listened with con¬ 
siderable bewilderment to the speech of tho hon Member who moved thu 
motion X coul i not mike out what his argument was At one moment ho 
used language from which it appeared that be objected to tho European 
element. 

Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ Not in this motion.” 

The hon. Mr. N E Maujoribanks “ In the next breath he disclaimed 
that argument Then ho used arguments in favour of recruitment outside 
the Civil Sorvioe altogether. Later, he was arguing that a larger number of 
men should be promoted from tho Provincial Services At tho end of his 
speech he said that some posts should not bo filled by Indian Ci/il Servioe 
offioera. The Indian Civil Sorvioe, however, as now constituted, oonsist 3 
of persons recruited after competitive examination iu England, or in India, 
and also those promoted from tho Provincial Civil Servioe. Once a man is 
promoted from tho Provincial Service, he gets exactly the same scale of pay 
as other I-C.S. officers. As part of the Indian Civil Service, he oau be 
appointed to all p >sts which ar^ open to the Indian Civil Service The 
reoruitmenfc, as at present fixed, is 20 per cent from the P C.S. I gather 
that the hon. Member’s desire is that this percentage should be increased, 
and Jdiat there should be at a larger proportion recruited from the 
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Provincial Servioo and a lesser proportion by direot recruitment. That was 
the very question examined by the Lee Commission and this Government} 
has certainly no intention of opening that question again so soon after the 
Commission has reported and its recommendations have been accepted/ 1 

* The Raja of Panagal :—“ Mr. President, Sir, so much has been 
said about the question of Indianization that, having been a Member of 
the Government for six yoars, I deem it ray duty to make a few observations 
on the question under debate. Sir, the question of Indianization is not an 
easy one. It is beset with serious complications. If Indianization means 
the concentration of all official power in one community, certainly it oannot 
be an advantage. In this Province, the communal prejudices seem to be 
still strong and the moment any one oommunity comes in possession of 
power, that oommunity is likely to perpetuate it in that oommunity to the 
prejudice of other communities. I was at one time an ardent supporter of 
rapid Indianization, But experience has taught me that indiscriminate 
Indianization was not an unmixed advantage. The result has been not quite 
satisfactory. Indianization in the Judicial Department, I am afraid, is going 
on rather too rapidly with the result that in some oases people are losing 
confidence in Courts. (The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— c Question/) 
This is a thing which ought to be carefully considered. Sir, one speaker 
said that Indian officers were more sympathetic. Is sympathy alone the 
qualification of an officer ? Wo have sympathetic officers from all communi¬ 
ties. It is not the monopoly of any one community. There are instances of 
European officers being more sympathetic. Generally speaking, the public 
seem to have greater confidence in Courts presided over by European officers. 
The reason is that their judgments are less likely to be tinged by political 
or communal prejudices. 

“ There is, besides, one other aspect of the question and that is the 
monopoly of official power in any one community. It has had its effect 
upon general elections. We know that our reverses at the last elections 
were partly due to the Brahman predominance in Public Services. In these 
circumstances, I would advise caution in giving effect to the principle of 
Indianization. We must have sufficient safeguards to cheek the tendenoy 
to the concentration of official power in any one community. Indianization 
does not mean the appointment of officers from any ono community. There 
must be safeguards to secure equal opportunities to all communities. With 
these observations, 1 oppose the motion.” 

* Mr, 8. Satyamurti •“ Mr. President, Sir, I am not altogether surprised 
at the intervention of the Raja of Panagal in this debate. But I must 
confess to a feeling of surprise that, after having hold the responsible post of 
Chief Minister for six years and after having done something—I atn free to 
admit—during his time to Indianise the services, he should get up, now that 
he is no longer in oflioe, and say that the services should not bo Iudianised. 
Why ? Beoause Indians are not sympathetic. Secondly, Indian Judges do 
not administer justice properly, and thirdly, Indians interfered with the 
elections and affected the results of the last elections. Mr. President, Sir, 
there are certain privileges conferred upon hon. Members of this House. But 
we owe it to those who cannot answer for themselves on the floor of this 
House that men like my hon. Friend after holding responsible positions 
should not hurl charges on Indian officers without having some basis to make 

4 
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those oharges. May I ask my hop. Friend, the Raja of Panagal, as to 
whether he considers that the Indianization has been rapid and whether he 
considers that the rate at which we are going to have oomplete Indianization 
only after 50 years from now is rapid ? Secondly, Mr. President, may I ask 
whether my hon. Friend thinks, assuming as he says that Europeans are 
more sympathetic than Indians—I do not grant that they are—that we 
ought to have Europeans and not Indians P That seems to be an argument 
against Swaraj in this country. If it come3 to that, I should very much 
prefer somebody else to the Raja of Panagal as Chief Minister, beoause, as 
Minister he did many things which no European would have done. While I 
am not going to argue that, to say that because he did many things which 
no European would have done, we ought not to have Swaraj is not right. 
It seems to be the result of despair and national humiliation, to whioh the Raja 
of Panagal only can reconcile himself. As regards the charge that Indians 
He less sympathetic than Europeans, I fully agree that Indianization is not 
democratization. I said so the other day and I repeat it to-day. But the 
charge is against the system and not against the men. I am glad that the 
Baja of Panagal will give evidence before the Royal Commission in 1929 or 
1930 and speak against this Indianization because he has learnt that Indians 
are not fit to be in charge of high offioes. I hope that that great demooraoy 
by which my hon. Friend swears at the hustings and in the columns of his 
paper, will mark, learn and inwaidly digest the reactionary words whioh 
come from a desperate Minister, beoause he sees nothing but despair through¬ 
out the province, when he is out of office. 

“ Thon, as regards the attack, whioh I refuse to characterize as oorreot, 
hurled against the Indian Judicial officers, it is unworthy of any Member of 
this Houso, least of all, of those who held suoh a high offioo as the Chief 
Minister. Can he give a single illustration that Indian Sessions Judges and 
Indian Judicial officers have done injustice ? If it had come to his notice, 
he had the right of audienoe with His Exoellenoy the Governor and should 
have told him the fact. To hurl charges at those Indian Judicial offioers 
who cannot defend themselves is not chivalry nor even justice. 

u Then, Sir, as to the last wild accusation that Indian offioers interfered 
in the last elections and therefore he lost, it is human nature to attribute 
one’s loss or failure to anything except to one’s own defeots. If the Haja of 
Panagal and bis party lost, it is beoause of the maxim which is well known 
to everybody : ‘You can deceive some of the people for some of the time. 
You can deceive all the people for some of the time. You cannot deceive all 
the people for all tho time. * You were found out and turned down To 
blame officials for your loss is not part of ministerial responsibility. If his 
party lost, it is because it deserved to lose. I do hope, Mr. President, that in 
spite of these irrelevant, desperate and unworthy arguments, the Houso will 
torn to the main question and vote for rapid Indianization of the services, 
the Raja of Panagal notwithstanding. ” 

19-16 * Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar : — 41 Sir, 1 rise to inform the Baja Sahib of 

p.m. Panagal that the impartiality that we get from European Judges is the same 
impartiality that a man shows who throws a stone at two dogs that are 
fighting with eaoh other, not oaring which dog is hit. That is the impar¬ 
tiality that we aro getting.” 
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* Mr. D. Thomas :—“ Sir, one aspect of the matter I •wish to place before 
the House for its consideration. Reducing the number of Indian Civil 
Service members in the establishment of the Presidency would necessarily 
mean a deorease in the number of Indian officers who are holding I.C.S. 
offices in this Presidency. I believe we are now in a transitional form of 
Government, and in the present ciroumstanees, the value of any Indian 
member of the Civil Service who has an opportunity of studying for some 
time either in England or in other countries the Western forms of U overn- 
ment, administration or procedure, would be particularly great. I therefore 
believe that at the present stage of our political conditions, to diminish the 
numbor of Indian Civil Servants who arc administering justice and looking 
after publio governmental affairs in our Presidency would be a retrograde 
step. 1 believe, Sir, that at tho present juncture and for a short period of 
some years to oome, the presence in our midst of Indians, born in India, 
with a knowledge of Indian traditions, manners and habits and acquainted 
with Indian conditions, Indian affairs and Indian points of view and who 
at the same time have had opportunities of moving with the Western peoples 
and studying their institutions and civilizations, would be of very great 
advantage and help in the shaping of things in the near future. I would 
therefore submit for the consideration of this House that any proposal or 
any measure which would in any way reduce the number of Indian Civilian 
offioers in our services would bo a stop, not for the well being of the country. 

“ Sir, one other matter also I would like to mention. The impartiality 
of the Indian Judicial officers has been oalled into question. Mr. President, 
Sir, I have been a member of the bar for the last 17 or IS years, and I oau 
say that some of the finest encouragement and widest sympathy i have 
derived in the course of my existence at the bar has been from Indian 
Judges.” 

* The bon. the President :— “ The time allotted for the demand having 
expired at 18 minutes after 12 o’olook, 1 shall put the questions to the vote 
of the House.

DEMAND XI—GENERAL ADMINISTRATION—MISCELLANEOUS. 

The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—“ Mr, President, on the reoommendation of 
His Excellency the Governor, I move, 

* that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding Bs. 6,38,000 under 

" Demand XI. General Administration—Miscellaneous ” 
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* Mr. C. Gopala Menon m Sir, I beg to move 

* that ihe allotment 'oj Z?a. 25,000 for Commeiciat Accountants he 
reduced hy Lis. 100.* 

if Sir, my idea in moving tins motion is to find out why the present 
system of independent pudit has been transferred to the Central Govern¬ 
ment, at an enhanced coat of about Its. 4,000 more than the amount allotted 
last year for audit of commercial acoounts "by independent auditors, i.e., by 
Messrs. Fraser & Uoss which was Es. 21,000 This year the contribution 
to the Government of India towards the cost of maintaining a commercial 
audit staff in Madras has been fixed at Es. 25,000. I say that an independ¬ 
ent audit is more preferable to an audit controlled by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. Further, we are handing over this power of audit from our 
jurisdiction to tho Central Government. One after another, we are giving 
away our powors to tho Central Government. Not only that, if this system of 
audit is kept under Provincial control, there are sufficient clever men to cop- 
duot the audit of commercial concerns in this Presidency, such as Chartered 
Accountants, Incorporated Accountants and G.D.As, and it may be easy for 
the Government to get their accounts audited by them. My point is, 
why should we hand ovor these audits to the Central Government ? Last 
year we found that the Central Government had withdrawn from us the 
customs duty on stores which wo imported into this Presidency. Now we 
are banding over the commercial audit also to the Central Government. 
The other day we had a full dress debate on the question of tho grant of 
full Provincial autonomy for this Presidency. If really we want it, I think 
it is better that this audit system is kept within the control of the Provin¬ 
cial Government as well. On these grounds, Sir, I move my motion.” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Mom :—“ Perhaps I might explain, Sir, that audit is 
a Central subject and the responsibility for audit does rest with the Central 
Government. As hon. Members are aware, during the last few years, a 
large number of commercial concerns have arisen in the oourse of the 
development of our productive departments, such as industries and forests, 
and a good many ot these were experimental measures the object being to 
find out not merely whethor a particular article could ba made or a particular 
industry could be carried on in this country but whether it could be carried 
on under suoh conditions as will offer a reasonable prospect of profit 
to private enterprise if it engaged in similar undertakings. In order to 
demonstrate that, it was of course necessary that the accounts in connexion 
with these concerns should be maintained and audited in such a way that any 
private citizen or merchant could, by studying these accounts, determine for 
himself whether the prospects were sufficiently attractive to induce him to 
put his capital into a concern of the kind. At that time, the local accounts 
and*audit department under the Accountant-General was not organized on 
lines which permitted its undertaking the preparation and maintenance of 
audit of such aocounts; because commercial audits and accounts are entirely 
different from ordinary Government accounts. At that time we seoured the 
services of a well-known firm ot Chartered Accountants in this city who for 
the past few years had undertaken this work for us. And I might, in 
passing, say that we have every reason to be grateful to them for the great 
trouble and the great care with which they have carried out the work 
entrusted to them. .But the Government of India were faoed with the same 
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problem as we were faced with, of taking into hand the question of commer¬ 
cial accounts. Probably Members of this House are aware that they consulted 
various expert firms, such as Messrs. Prioe and Waterhouse as to the lines on 
which the audit of these accounts should be undertaken. That being so, the 
Government of India set up thoir own branch of commercial audit. It 
is only recently that they have made practical arrangements for establishing 
a branch of their commercial audit department in Madras, and that depart- 
ment has taken over, I believe, the auditing of accounts of our commercial 
concerns as well as the various Government of India’s commercial 
concerns either in this Presidency or in the neighbouring States such aa 
Hyderabad. That having taken place, the Government of India requested us 
to utilise their agency, so that it may, as in the case of other audits 
throughout the country, be directly under Government control. We 
assented to that proposition and the only question that had to he raised 
was as to the financial terms which should be arranged between the Local 
Government and the Government of India for carrying out^this decision. 

We are not absolutely in a position at present to say what the ultimate 
result will be, because we have so far had no practical experience of wbat 
the oost would be; the actual cost will not be available until at any rate we 
have had one year’s experience of the system. The amount was however 
tentatively fixed at that shown in the budget, and that in our opinion, 
‘represents* a reasonable charge for the extra work which the Government of 
India audit department have undertaken, for that work is increasing in 
quantity and considering the amount of money involved every year, we are 
quite sure it is not an unreasonab'e amount that we pay to the Government 
of India. If, of course, we find that the amount paid to the Government of 
India, which at present we regard as a reasonalo sum, is not so, from actual 
experience, then we are at liberty to reconsider the question of our relations 
on the subject with the Government of India.” 

* Mr. C. Gopala Menon <c With the explanation given by the hon. 
the Finance Member that the audit of commercial accounts is under the 

control of th 9 Central Government, I am satisfied; but my only point

* The hon. the Pkesident “ The hon Member is not entitled to make 
a speech. I want to know whether he wishes to withdraw his motion.” 

* Mr. C. Gopala Meson t— ( “ The hon. the Finance Member has not 
explained whether an independent audit is or is not prefeftble to Govern¬ 
ment audit. My point was that theao accounts should be audited by an 
independent auditor instead of being under Government control; but the 
reason given by the hon. the Finance Member is that the Central Govern¬ 
ment had control over the audit department; I withdraw my motion on the 
strength of the explanation given by the hon. the Finance Member.”

•The hon Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ Mr. President, on the recommenda¬ 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I move

" May I, Sir, with your permission, proface this with a few remarks? ” 

*Tho hon. the President: —“ Order, order. The practice hitherto 
adopted is that, immediately after a motion has been made, the Member in 
charge is called upon to answer, and after the debate has proceeded to some 
length, the Membor is given another chance to reply. If the Member now 
wants to make a speech, I believe, he shall be justified in making a reply at 
the end. I want to know whether he wants to follow that course or adhere 
to the existing piaotice 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan:—“ I am quite willing to follow the usual 
practice, Sir.*’ 

Rao Bahadur B. Muniswami Nayudu :— <c Sir, I move 

* that the allotment of Rs. 1,74,000 for the pay of officers be reduced by 

Rs . 100 ’ 

“ As I have stated, my object is to discuss the want of confidence in the 
Ministers. I may, at the outset, state that so far as the personnel of the Minis¬ 
ters is concerned, I have nothing to complain of and I have got the greatest 
admiration lor the Ministers sitting there I am also glad that whether the 
Justice party is in power or not, we still find three non-Brahmans sitting on 
those benches there. Sir, if I raise this question, it is for the purpose of 
showing that in a Council constituted as this, when, diarchy is being preached 
from one section of the House as absolutely incapable of being worked, it 
is not constitutionally proper that the Ministry should be constituted from a 
party with a small minor,ty. The reason is, if even under diarchy any satis¬ 
factory work is to be achieved and in a manner acceptable to the popular 
portion of the Houso it must be with Ministers who have a certain amount of 
baoking of their own party, so that they can assert at all times as against the 
bureaucracy. With a weak Ministry and with a weak following, the Minis¬ 
ters will not have that consciousness of power which they ought to have. 
Now, Sir, I am«glad to note that though they may not have their own party 
to back them up, there will be the other party, i.e., the Swarajist party help¬ 
ing them. I raise this discussion only with a view to show to the country 
that, while that section professes to be bent upon killing diarchy, they will 
really work diarchy in this provinco through the present Ministry. I leave 
it to them to show whether their profession tallies with their practice.*’ 

* Mr. Sami Vinkatachalam Chetti :—“ Mr. President, I owe it to you, 
Sir, to this House, and to the country at large, to state as briefly as possible 
the explanation of the attitude which my party has decided to take in respeot 
of the motion made under Demand XII—General Administration—Ministers 
and Civil Secretariats—Transferred, that is now under consideration. 

“ We are here, Sir, to carry out the Congress mandates, namely, to offer 
determined resistance to every activity of the bureauoracy that may impede 
the cation’s progress towards Swaraj, and support all such measures as would 
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advance the national development. Moreovor, we have to resist every 
measure that the bureaucracy takes to consolidate its power. The country, 
when it returned us in very muoh larger numbers than before, gave the 
verdict that the irremovable bureaucracy had consolidated its power, more 
through that part of the constitution which is subject to change. 

iC ft is also unequivocally held that the Justice party had helped to impede 
the nation’s progress towards swaraj. Wo are, therefore, bound to act in 
such a manner as not to run counter to this verdict. As we feel that the 
objective of the Congress as indicated by the vote of the country cannot be 
achieved to-day by voting for or against the Miuistry formed some tirno ago, 
wo refrain from voting altogether. 

" We shall always be ready to use our vote against this Ministery when we 
are satisfied that such a course will achieve the objective of the Congress, viz., 
the preventing of any ministry uuder diarchy.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—‘ Sir, I support this motion. 
The policy of the Ministers was laid down by my hon. Friend Mr. Ranga- 
natha Mudaliyar when he spoke at Rajahmundry. A reference wasalroady 
made to that on a previous occasion. Now I wish to draw attention to one 
or two items of their programme in Council Fir»t, they say 

“ (a) the introduction of legislation for the fixing and alteration of rates with the sanction 
of the Legislative Counoil and the taking of early steps for the initiation anl oarrying out of 
sohemes of national importance ; and (b) the oodifioation of land revenue on a statutory basis 
and control of polioy by the Legislative Council 

“ That is their declared programme and I am glad that they have declar¬ 
ed it. But what is their act ? 

ci The first and the most important question that came up for discussion 
before this House when the detailed budget discussion was taken up was 
tlais, whether it was necessary in the interests of the country that a Revenue 
Settlement Bill giving to this Council the power of fixing rates, should be 
passed by this Council and should be introduced by the Government or not. 
On this question, there was a unanimity of opinion on all sides of the House 
and the proposition that such a Bill should be introduced was carried by 
a large majoiity in this Council But the Ministers voted, I regret to say, 
not on the popular side, hut on the Government side. I can understand the 
convention, Sir, that the Ministers should not aolually vote against their 
Colleagues on the Reserved sido when there are differences of opinion ; but, if 
my hon. Friends, the Ministers, felt that the opinion of the House was 
that suoh a Land Revenue Bill, as the one I referred to, was necessary in the 
best interests of the country, I submit that their plain duty was to have, 
in any case, remained neutral and not to have voted on the Government side. 
They did not however remain neutral, but they voted with the Govern¬ 
ment. 

“ Another item then in thoir programme is this : the amendment of the 
Looal Boards and the Village Panohayat Acts. They say that they will 
improve looal administration and invest local bodies with initiative, responsi¬ 
bility and power, aud gradually enable them to become vital units in the 
soheme of national self-government performing many of the functions now 
vested in the Provincial Government. Let us take this programme of the 
Ministers in oonnexion with their aot and work. The most important 
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Municipal institution in the Presidency, namely, the Madras Corporation, 
appointed a Special Health Officer. I believe the appointment was supported 
unanimously by all the members of tbe Corporation. What did Government 
do and wtnt d*d my hon. Friend tbe Chief Minister do in connexion with 
that ? Iustead of accepting the unanimous opinion of the Madras Corpora¬ 
tion they vetoed that appointment. I know that the Government, subsequent 
to that, sanctioned the oontinuanoe or retention of that offioer for a period of 
six months. This act of turning down tho unanimous recommendation of 
the Madras Corporation was not only against the policy of the Ministry but 
against the interests of the oountry. 

ft Then again, with reference to the appointment of the Special Engineer 
also, when the Madras Corporation, the premier municipal institution of the 
presidency, appointed an offioer, the Government vetoed it. I understand 
that the Special Engineer, whoso appointment was sanctioned by the Corpo¬ 
ration, did within a period of two or three years as muoh work as his 
predecessor had done during a period of 14 or 15 years. I understand that the 
present Commissioner, his predecessor Mr. Boag and all the councillors have 
confidence in him and he also is reported to have done works when he was in 
charge of the department costing 30 to 35 lakhs. Is there any justification 
for this Government in turning down again this decision of the Madras 
Corporation ? This again, I submit, Sir, shows that their programme is in 
one way and their aots are in another. 

u Then, again, tho other day, there was a out of Rs. 100 in the demand 
for Exoise. That raises an important constitutional question. The deoision 
for the out of Rs. 100 effeoted by this Council, in the demand, shows that 
these Ministers are in a minority in this Council. I submit that it is against 
all fundamental principles of the constitution to have Ministers from a party 
whioli is not the predominant party in the Council. My friend Mr. Muni- 
swami Nayudu lias stated that it is only'with the aid of thrir friends on the 
Swarajist benches that theso Ministers can stand. That shows that power is 
divorced from responsibility. This is tho negation of all principles. With 
reference to this, I may also draw your attention to the observations of 
Lord Lytton which were made at the time of tho formation of the Ministry 
in Bengal. 

12-46 “ sa ^ that k° was asking the Council to vote a sum for the 

p,m. appointment of Ministers, and if the Council voted that sura, he would 
appoint tbe Ministers; and after appointing tho Ministers, if the Council 
reduced even by one rupee the allotmout made for the Ministers, he would 
ask the Ministers to resign. That, I submit, is a constitutional principle 
which ought to be followed. Aoeording to that principle enunciated by 
Lord Lytton, I submit, Sir, that my friends, the Ministers have no right— 
I have nothing to speak against them personally—to continue to be the 
Ministers. They ought to have tendered resignation that very day, and 
their continuing there against that vote, is against all constitutional 
principles. And in this oonnexion may l also say that during the 
period of six years that the Justice paity was in power, they did not 
suffer a single defeat on any of the motions brought forward from the 
,other side? If they had suffered any such defeat, tho Justice Ministers 
would have resignod, and even if the Ministers were not willing to resign, 
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wo the members of that party v*ould have compelled them to resign. (Cries 
of * Oh ! oh !*) There is no rise, Sir, of my hon. Friends on the Svarajist 
benches saying c Oh, oh.* What is there for * Oh, oh * about it ? 
(Laughter.) I am arguing the whole question on a purely constitutional 
basis and I have tried to avoid, as far as it lies in my power, and I believe 
I have sucoceded in avoiding, all questions of a personal character in this 
matter so that, I submit, on that constitutional ground alone, if not on any 
other ground, my friends 1 presence or continued presence on the Treasury 
benoh is not right. That vote I referred to shows that this House as a whole 
is against them. 

“ May I also say one word in this connexion, bofore I sit down, Sir, and ■ 
that is about the tours of my friends, the Ministers ? During the last three 
years we heard a great deal about the tours undertaken by the Justice 
Ministers, and I do not think that there was a single day on which we did 
not have interpellations on the tours undertaken by the then Ministers. 
My friend, Mr. Satyamurti, who is very active in all matters in connexion 
with the business in this Council, was then particularly active in putting 
questions about the Ministers’ tours and the necessity for them. May I in 
all humility draw your attention and the attention of this House to the 
tours undertaken by my friends on tho Treasury bench ? I believo that 
during the 3 months or H months they have been in offioe they have done 
more touring than all the Justice Ministers in all tho six years thoy were in 
offioe. There has been hardly a week in which we did not find them 
touring. On one occasion, I have found two Ministers simultaneously at 
Madura, and I think, on another occasion, I found all the Ministers in 
Cuddalore. My friend, the Second Minister, was touring breathlessly between 
the northernmost part of the Presidency, I think it was Bajahmundry, to the 
westernmost corner, Mangalore, as if his life as a Minister depended upon 
his rapid tours. What are these tours undertaken for ? is there such a great 
benefit to the country that ifc was absolutely necessary for my hon. Friends 
tho Ministers to have undertaken these tours in such hot haste ? I submit 
that it is a waste of money. I do not deny that it will be nocossary for the 
Ministers to tour, as iu their tour sometimes they will bo able to get valuable 
information. But on other occasions, particularly when they go to the same 
plaoe at the same time, and three of them are found in one place on one day, 
then it is an unpardonable waste of money. These are the questions that 
have arisen about them. I would again emphasise that, particularly on the 
constitutional issue, they have no right to continue in office.” 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan : —“ Mr. President, Sir, I am mnoh 
obliged to my hon. Friends on the Opposition benches, Mr. Muniswami 
Nayudu and Mr. Krishnan Nayar, who avoided personalities, in tho dis- 
oussion on this motion, as far as it lay in their power. I take the speech 
that fell from the hon. Member who has just preceded me, Diwan Bahadur 
Krishnan Nayar, first. He spoke of a small minority holding office. May 
I put it to him. Sir, that as long as we call ourselves constitutionalists and 
as long as.we reel that the Government in this country ought to be carried 
on, when His Exoellenoy the Governor oalled upon mo to form a Ministry, 
as long as I believed that it was right and proper that the constitutional 
Government of this province should be carried on, it was my duty to accept 
office ? Under those circumstances, 1 accepted office* And onceJ am here, 
6 
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may I also tell him that as long: as I enjoy the confidence of this House 
though it may be by tho neutrality of my friends opposite (referring to the 
Swarajists), I have every right to sit on the bench I now oocupy ? Another 
point whioh my hon. Friend trotted out with his usual suavity of manner 
was about the vote that was given on the Excise policy. May I point out 
to him that that voto was as mnoh a censure on his hon. Friends, the 
Ministers that preceded us, as on ourselves, because the question that was 
before the House, if I understood it oorreotly, was that the policy as was 
followed by the previous Ministry was suoh as was not acceptable to the 
Members of this House ; and I was glad to see that my hon. Friend’s party 
voted for that motion. ]f they think that it is a vote of no-oonfidenoe 
against us, they may keep their own counsel, but I have my own opinion 
on that and that is that it cannot be a vote of‘no-confidence* against us. A 
perusal of the speeches of my hon. Friend the Leader of the Opposition and 
my hon Friond the Member for the University will go to show that my 
contention is correct. The third point which my hon. Friend talked fcbout 
was the way in whioh I have behaved towards the Corporation. Might 
I point out to him with all humility that I did not do anything wrong, and 
I did net carry anything, a step further than what ray hon. Friend, the 
llaja of Panagal did when he was the Minister here ? My hon. Friend seems 
to have spent sleepless nights in considering about the way in which I had 
turned down the opinion of the Corporation. May I point out to him, Sir, 
that if I did so, I did what I thought was right ? As long as I remain the 
Minister in charge of Local Self-Governmont, if I do fool that the local 
bodies, even though it be on a unanimous opinion of theirs, are not doing 
what I think is oorroct and what I think is right for the proper administra- 
tion of municipal government or local self-government carried on by district 
boards, I am entitled as long as I a n the Chief Minister, the Minister in 
charge of Local Self Government of this Province, to have my own view-and 
overrule them when suoh power is given* to the Government by the Act 
itself. The only other point that my friond touched upon was about tours. 
Might I also point out to him in this connexion, Sir, that those tours have 
been undertaken long after the elections wore over and long before any 
elections were in contemplation ? I can give him this assurance, Sir, that we 
as Ministers if we remain in power for the next three years, will not tour in 
the province six mouths before tho next elections como. At that time, I will 
give this uudertaking, wo will tour not at the expense of the Stat but ac our 
own expense, if we feel that for political purposes, we think we ought to tour. 
I can give this undertaking on the floor of this Houso that I will not under¬ 
take any tour at tho expense of the State six months before the next elootions 
are held. My hon. Friend suavely talked of Ministers being at tho same time 
at Madura. May I ask him in all humility, why should we not? If our Odioe 
makes it necessary that both of us ought, to bo at the same time at Madura 
and that we should arrange to be there at the same time and if wo had to be 
there at the same time, I maintain. Sir, and I challenge my hon. Friend to 
say anything else, that we have a right to be there. 

“ Then, Sir, my hon. Friend says that he found all the three of us at one 
time at Cuddalore. Might I also ask him, why should we not go to Cudda- 
lore if our office demanded our presence at Cuddalore, and I may say that 
as long as we romain here we have a right to bo in Cuddalore if we wish. 
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My hon. Friend Mr, Muniswami Nayudu did not raise any speoiflo question 
except the 'question of our having a small minority. That point I have 
already answered, Sir, and I have nothiug more to add to what I have already 
said.” 

*Mr. T. 0. Srinivasa Ayyangar :— lt Rir, as I read the motion on paper, 
I thought it was rather a carious motion, and I oould not understand whose 
want of confidence the Ministers were suffering from. It is said here that 
the object of the motion is 4 to discuss want of confidence in the Ministers ’ 
Apparently, the Ministers are suffering, in the opinion of my hon. Friends 
from Chittoor and Malabar, from a want of confidence from themselves, 
L mean the Justioe party. The House, I believe, will not mind that. The 
question is whether the Ministers are suffering from want of oonfidenoe of 
this House. The two speakers themselves have given the answer by saying 
that the other party, the Swarajists, l<eep 3 the Ministry in power. Let us 
oonsider that. If we take seriously the position urged by the Member for 
Malabar, it comes to this, that all parties must be warring' against one another 
and that unless a party is in clear majority in the House to carry out their 
policy in all matters, they ought not to accept office, a really flue illus¬ 
tration of their position and plea for oo-operation in the country and 
their practical advocacy of non-co-operation here, apparently with an eve 
upon the Treasury Bench ! Now, Sir, let us look at the English party system. 
At one time, the Irish party held the balance of power in their hands, and 
the English Liberal Ministry could not function without the aid of the Irish 
party. And recently the Labour party was in power by the help and 
co-operation of the English Liberal party. I make a present of it to the 
hon. Member from Malabar. Why does he think that the Ministry should 
be voted down P Is it because he expects that the Swarajist party would 
support them in turning the preseat Ministry out of power P Is it the case 
of having power to themselves and appeal to the other party tor support 
when necessary ? I may advise them to do one thing. Let them them¬ 
selves adopt oar programme or change one or two items of their programme 
and persuade the people outside and thus try to get into power. Even then 
this Ministry cannot be said to be suffering from want of confidence. They 
have been asking why on the Excise question there was a vote carried 
against the Minister. I think I need not labour this point as tho Chief 
Minister has already answered it. To my mind it appears that that is a 
want of confidence pronounced, though belated, in the late Ministry. Then 
as regards the other points whioh have been mentioned, m v hon. Friend 
took pride in saying that the Justice party while in power never suffered a 
Biugle defeat; hut, Sir, they suffered a crushing defeat at the polls in the 
country. That is so reoent, and my hon. Friends ought not to have for¬ 
gotten that and taken consolation from the absenoe of any defeat in the 
Council earlier. The question about the tours has already been answered. 
As regards the Madras Corporation affair we heard what the Minister 
stated in his answer. But about the question of the Gandhi portrait in the 
Madras Corporation and about Mr. liaghavondra Bao’s ease, 1 think tho 
lato Justioe Ministry certainly owe an explanation to this House and the 
country before they throw stones on the present Ministry. I think, Sir, 
looked at from the way in whioh hon Members moved and supported the 
motion, it seems that they themselves suffer from want of confidence in thei* 
motion.” 
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* Mr. A . B. 8het;ty :— l< Mr. President, Sir, I am glad that onr hon. 
Friends on the other side have kept the level of debate high and have not 
descended to personal attacks against the personnel of the Ministry. The 
hon. the Chief Miuister has explained what led the Independents, by which 
name we call cm selves, to accept offioe. The largest single party whioh has 
been returned to this House having refused to accept offioe due to the pledge 
they have driven to the electorate, and the Justice Party on aooount of the 
reverses they suffered in the elections not having been in a position to acoepfc 
office, it was inevitable that we who had come here to work the Reforms for 
what they were worth have had to accept office. We have published the 
programme of the party and it does not differ in any material respects from 
the programme of the Congress Party except in the matter of the acceptance 
of office. I may say that in the matter of giving equal opportunities for all 
communities and in tho matter of communal justice wo are at one with the 
Justice Party and [ believe even in the Congress Party there is hardly any¬ 
body who is against us in this matter. We find day after day Christian, 
Muhammadan and other members of tho Congress Party getting up and 
speaking and voting on behalf of the backward and depressed classes. 
I am sure, Sir, that no liberal-minded Brahman, no Brahman who is 
a Congressman, will be against us on this matter Our party keeps its doors 
open t3 people of all communities and creeds. We do not shut out. Brah« 
mans simply because they are Brahmans so long as they subscribe to our 
party programme. There are amongst us three Brahmans who have accepted 
the principle of equal opportunities for all. I am sorry that the Justicitea 
have built up a party not on political programmes and policies but on tho mere 
accident of birth and that is the reason why they are held in suoh disfavour 
in several quarters. May I, Sir, in this connexion remind them of the very 
wholesome advice given to them somewhere about July last year by no less 
a person than the hon Mr. S. R. Das ? He asked the non-Brahinans of this 
Presidency not to try to rise to the exclusion of the other communities who 
have been earlier in the field, and to refrain from unnecessarily incurring the 
hostility ol the Brahmans. He advised the Brahmans also not to be afraid of 
non-Brahmans but to assist them in every way possible, so that the nation, 
as a whole, may go forward. He assured the non Brahmans that their path 
would become easier, if they go about their business in the right way. 
I commend these wise words to the earnest attention of our friends opposite. 
Now, the programme of our party is before the country and before this House. 
Nobody can take exception to it. Let not our friends on the opposite side 
be in haste. Let them wait and see. Let them judge our Ministers and onr 
party by our performances and then it will be time for them to come before 
this House and pronounce their verdict.” 

* The Zamindar of Gollapalli Sir, Mr, President, the new Ministry 
came into existence only four months back. I think it has not ye: under¬ 
stood all the official secrets of the administration. I cannot understand the 
psychology of briuging this motion when this Ministry has not been tried to 
its full. . Every part of this Presidency welcomed the ohange, perhaps by that 
natural instinct which tho Poet Laureate of the Queen Viofcorian Age stated: 

‘ Old order changebh yielding place to new. 

God fulfils himself in many ways, 

Lest one good custom should oorrupt the world, 1 
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“ We see from the Ministry’s tenor that it will be a prosperous one if it 
continues to go on in theiway it has started. Of course, any administration 
will have its own defects. Especially under the present system of diarchy, 
any popi.lar Ministry cannot do much to the benefit of its people. This 
Ministry has promised us many things, in the way of amending the Local 
Boards Act, Hindu Religious Endowments Act, and inthoway of Excise 
reform. . Landholders of this Presidency are looking up to this Ministry, 
especially the Chief Minister, to safeguard our interests in the Cabinet, 
when any question that touches us would rise up there. I think it is not 
meet for the House to oust this Ministry at this early stage of its oareer. 
1 hope ard trust that the Ministry would seriously consider themselves to 
be the representatives of this Presidency in the Cabinet and fight with the 
Reserved half to getf more for the people, and that they would deeply con'ider 
every word that would fall from this House, from whatever party it might be, 
or even from non-party men. I hope they would try to equitably settle the 
rights between one class and the other, or one set and the other, by private 
discussions, conferences, and amicable settlements when such measures like 
the Factory Act, the Estates Land Act Amendment Bill, the Revenue 
Settlement Bill and such other measures come before the Cabinet and this 
Council. I request that this Ministry should show more sympathy towards 
questions concerning the Andhra districts both in tho Cabinet and on the 
floor of this House. Sir, I request that this Ministry should fight more 
than the previous one in the Cabinet and iu the Council on questions relating 
to the development of the Andhra University and tho constitution of an 
Andhra pvoviuee. I think that it is its duty to try in the Cabinet and get 
equal proportion for Lrigation, Agriculture, Industry, Medical, Education 
and distribute it to all the portions of the Presidency, especially more to the 
backward porcions of the Andhra districts, to eradicate the sentiment that the 
chief is a Tamilian. So tho Ministers, I trust, would behave true to our 
expectations and continue to enjoj the feeling of confidence of tho people of 
the Presidency by fulfilling their promises to the very letter. 

“ So, Sir, with those few words of advice to the Ministers, 1 oppose the 
motion, asl think that it is not made at the proper time and that it would 
he premature to judge the w r ork of the Ministry which has but just begun.”

* Mr. T. M. Narayanaswami Pillai :— e< Mr. President, Sir, 1 am really 
glad at the manner in which the motion was moved. The two hon. Members 
who spoke in support of the motion gave a few points to deal with. As my 
hon. Friend, Mr. Srinivasa Ayyatiear, put it, it looked as though they had a 
want of confidence in themselves and their motion. Let ns calmly analyse 
the situation. Is it really so unconstitutional on our part to have formed the 
ministry in the present situation ? The Justice party held the ministry for 
six years and the country’s verdict went against them. The single largest 
party, the Swarajist party, would not take np office. We should have felt 
glad if they had accepted office. Those of us who are anxious to tee that the 
constitution is worked were anxious that the administration should he earned 
on. We, who stood at the time of the elections as independents, that is ? as 
members who did not belong either to the Justice party or the Congresg 
party, who might bo said to correspond to the responsive co-operators in 
other provinces, feTt it our duty to carry on diarchy even under the limita¬ 
tions under which it suffers. 'Though numerically we are not. in a majority 
in the Council, I olaira that the country as a whole, has given the verdiot in 
our favour. As already staged the elections went against the Justicites. The 
Swarajists will not accept office. And more than that, our programme is 
such as to command the unanimous confidence of every party in the Council 
and of the country. We should command the confidence of both the Swara¬ 
jists and the Justioitcs. 

“ The position of the Swarajists in this Oouaoil requires some examination. 
Sir, they are slowly coining Jovn from boyootfc of Councils to co-operation. 
It is a feature upon which we should congratulate the country and our¬ 
selves. We are wedded to uational progress and the Swarajists must be at 
one with us. The Justioites have harlly any reason to oppose us. They 
cannot he heard to say that we are here in au unconstitutional position. 
The country has given the verdiot against them, and we are here backed up 
by the confidence of the people determined to work out a programme which 
in the main should carry the support of the House. Therefore it is, that far 
from being a minority party, we stand fora party whioh commands the 
unanimous acceptance of both the seotious of the House. Really no point 
has been urged on the constitutional side. On the other hand, the circum¬ 
stances preceding aud following the elections have showo beyond doubt that 
we are the only party which should bo entrusted with the task of oarrying 
on the administration. We have accordingly accepted office. If the House 
were however to pass a vote of consure, we will be the first people to walk 
out. We have made that position clear in the present debate. 
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“ The hon. Member, Mr. Krishnan Nayar, without confining hitQ* 
•elf to the constitutional issue, referred to some minor points, namely, the 
tours of the Ministers and the vote on the excise polioy. I d> not like to 
deal with the questions rotating to the Corporation of Madras and other 
things. But with regard to the tours, I should like to say this, let not hon. 
Members be under the impression that the tours are undeitaken by the 
Ministers at their sweet will and pleasure, but it is because we invited 
the Ministers to visit our plaoes that they came. So far as Trichinopoly 
is concerned, it was our desire that the Ministers should come there. 
The hon. the Minister lor Publio Health had a great deal to examine 
in connexion with the improvement of wator-supply to the town of 
Trichinopoly and with the question of drainage in JSrirangam. So it was 
that the hon. Minister in response to our invitation oame to Trichinopoly. 
In addition to the public works, he had to examine the water-supply 
and drainage schemes. Let it not be imagined that they undertake 
tour3 at their own sweet will and pleasure. Sir, that our Ministry oommands 
the confidonoe of this House as well as of this Presidency will be made dear 
if I refer to the numerous congratulations and rejoicings in our favour at 
the time when the composition of this Ministry was announced. The 
hon. Member, Mr. Muniswami Nayudu, himself has made it clear that he 
has nothing to say against the personnel of the Ministry. As a matter of 
fact, he feels very glad about the personnel of the Ministry, audit is because 
of that that I dissuade him from moving a vote of no-confidence, not merely 
because they are Non-Brahtnans but also because they are efficient and 
quite fit to form the Ministry. I do not like to speak # in praise of their 
public services in the past. They have been here for the last two terms, and 
their public service is enough to command our confidence in them. As I said 
already, hardly any point has beon raised in favour of this motion. With 
these few words, I appeal to the House to reject tbe motion.” 

Mr. Abbas Ali Khan “ Mr. President, Sir, I also rise to oppose the 
motion which has been moved. As regards the point that two Ministers were 
at Madura at one and the same time, may I say this, beoau*e I was at 
Madura at the time the Ministers came and I was one of those who took some 
part—as I always do whon Ministers and Executive Council Members oome to 
my district -in their reception. Whether it be the Justice Party, the Swaraj 
Party, or any othor party, whichever party is in power, I would welcome 
them. I believe it is because I am a Mussalman and the sense of hospitality 
is so much ingrained in me that I would not refuse hospitality even to my 
enemy, for the time being. Now, as regards the incident of the visit of the 
hon Mr. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar and the hoa. Dr. Subbarayan to Madura, 
tho two Ministers did not know that they were oomiog there on the same 
day. The hon. Mr. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar was going to Tinnevolly to 
open the pearl fisheries, and the Zamindar of Seithur asked him, 1 on your 
way to Tinnevelly you must break your journey for a day at Madura*. 
Without knowing each other’s presenoe, the hon. Mr Arogyaswami Muda¬ 
liyar broke the journey at Madura and thus placed us in a very awkward and 
irksome position because we had already arranged parties to the hon. the 
Chief Minister and we oould not show similar cordiality or hospitality to the 
other Minister because he never informed us beforehand. However,-when 
he next oomes there that defect, we hope, will be rectified. I am sure that 
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when he comes there next he will he reoeived on a mroh grander scale. My 
object in referring to that is to state the circumstances under which the two 
Ministers happened to be at Madura at the same time. 

<c Muoh has been made of the fact that the adverse vote on the excise policy 
was tantamount to a vote of censure. I beg to differ from the hon. Member, 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar, for whom I have great personal regard. Tl«ere were 
many a oritical and awkward position when the Justice party was in power for 
the last six years, and but for th e suave personality of the Baja Sahib, for 
whom the Mussalman Members were particularly cordial in their affections, 
the Justice party would have been long ago out of office. I believe in*the 
year 1925 when all the Muhammadan Members enbloe voted in favour of the 
excise policy of that party, it was because the hon. the Chief Minister held 
out a promise that due weight and consideration would be given to the 
wishes of the Mussalman Members. But I regret to see that they were not 
able to carry out their pledges; I can understand their limitations and 
shortcomings, and I do not blame them. Any other party in that position 
oould not have done better. Anyhow, any adverse vote on the excise policy 
now cannot be considered as a vote of consure on the present Ministry. 

u ‘With referenoo to the constitutional position of the Ministers, 1 am glad 
that they are keeping themselves thoroughly in touch with the opinions of 
all parties in the House. It is not merely that they are enjoying office at 
the sufferance of the majority party but that when they lose the confidence 
of the Opposition benches, they will cease to function. 

<c One other thing I see is that the most turbulent, the most restive wild 
horse whioh the Swaraj party was proving to be has been broken. Whether 
our claim that we have broken the most restive and wild horse is right or 
not, they are now sitting quiet on their Opposition benches and are not going 
to vote for this motion. 

“ I may also say that we never expected in the least that our party will be 
called to office. They have been there in office only for two or three 
months and I hope that the Members will not give a hesitating vote beoauso 
no chance has been given to the Ministry to distinguish itsGlf. ,, 

Mr. B. Eamachandra Rkddi :—“It looks as though the monopoly of 
moving nc-ocnfidcnce motions is being had by hon. Members from Chittoor. 
In 1923, when a no-oonfidence motion was moved by an hon. Member from 
Chittoor, there was any amount of enthusiasm on the Opposition to throw 
down the then Ministry. But, now, we see the very sorry spectacle of the 
Opposition sitting quiet and sullen, not being able to move in any way in re¬ 
gard to their attitude to the existing Ministry. It shows that the enthusiasm 
that existed about three years ago has come down with a tragic fall, and the 
Swarajists now are keeping quiet without showing themselves that they are 
in opposition. A nd the speech made by the hon. the Leader of the Swaraj 
Party which seemed that it was intended only to the Chair and to the 
reporter, and not at all to the House. . . . ” 

The hon. the President “ Ofder, order. It is always intended to 
the Chair. ” 

0 
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Mr. B Kamachandra Beddi :— c< I mean to say that nobody else could 
hear it. Sir, that shows the want of enthusiasm on the part of the Leader 
and his followers in regard to this motion. 

c< Now, taking the present motion into consideration directly, I will say 
that, so far, the Ministers have done nothing to gain the confidence of this 
House or the world at large. 

“ First of all, I wish to make a few observations on the activities of those 
three Ministers before I go to answer the several questions that have been 
raised by hon. Members in this House. The hon, the Minister for Eduoa* 
tion has been giving out that the furtherance of university education is of no 
use. T am glad that now he has revised his idea, perhaps for his good and 
for the good of the country, and if such a Minister should take the responsi¬ 
ble office of Education Minister, if he should come with opinions that have 
not been formed properly, and if he should take the world by surprise by 
saying that the furtherance of university education is no good, we, Sir, * will 
not uphold the cause of suoh a Minister. The whole world is moving towards 
the advancement of university education But he, with all his foreign 
education, comes and tells the world, as soon as he takes up the portfolio of 
Education, that no further university education is needed. That is a 
deplorable and sad commentary upon tho hon. the Education Minister’s 
attitude. 

“'•Nest, Sir, T have a word to say aboul the Development Minister. He 
seems to have chosen a very light portfolio No doubt it is a portfolio of the 
Development Department, which has never developed anrl will never develop 
until the Finance Department of this Government-gives more money for that 
department. He seeing to have chosen a very light portfolio so that he 
might have enough time to fish greater support in this hou House, to 
support him in season and out of season, and to get more votes from the 
Opposition to his own side so that his plaoe may be secured for ever. 

11 Then, Sir, the hon. Mr. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar, for whom I have got 
the greatest respect, has shown his utter lack of sympathy towards the 
medioal institutions in the rural areas. I am not going to weary this House 
with any details hut I will touch upon only one point and leave the hon. 
House to judge for itself In answer to a question of mine about the 
* enoouragement given to rural dispensaries and the Ayurvedio system of 
medioine, he told the House that ho was not going to give suoh encourage¬ 
ment at all and when he was asked whether all the local bodies had been 
asked to furnish information about the working of these Ayurvedio institu¬ 
tions, be said that he did not ask them to do so though at the same time he 
jumped to the conclusion that the Ayurvedio dispensaries could not he 
encouraged now. So far the Ministry has not done anything to gain the 
oonfidenoo either of this House or the public outside. 

“ Just now on a former motion, we heard the hon. the Chief Minister 
praising the loyalty and devotion of his Secretaiies, and we have also heard 
that be has been making a number of tours in the Presidency, of course to 
know publio opinion, and in these 3| months, in whioh he could have gained 
some knowledge of the work before him, he has not been able to give us a 
constructive programme of his work. It has been said that it is too shoit a 
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period to know about the present Ministry, Three and a half months ia tho 
tenure of life of a Minister is non too short a period to know about the menta¬ 
lity of the Ministers. In those 3$ months, the Ministers have put forth no new 
ideas for the consideration of this House, ani it looks as if they aie working 
on old lines which they have been criticizing before. 

“ Before the Development Minister takes his offioe more seriously, 
I should advise him, Sir, to re-read his own speeohes whioh have 
been delivered daring tho last six years in this House, and form a con¬ 
structive programme for the benefit of this country If he is not going 
to do that, if he feels funky over it, he woula be better advised to 
leave the Treasury Bench and go to the Opposition. From the very speeoh 
that the hon. the Chief Minister delivered just now about the Corporation 
and the defence that he put up, so bravely and with so much fury 
more patent in his face than in his words, I should say that he has gone 
beyond the limits of autocracy. He has not oarried the House with him 
when he said that he would do everything aooording to his wish. Of course 
he would agree with me that in all questions where the country needs reform 
he ought to take all things into consideration and give an impartial judg¬ 
ment. When the country is against him in this matter, he has the audacity 
now to say that he has a right to do things according to his will and that is 
nothing short of autocracy. Autocracy oaunot be encouraged by this House, 
and I hope the Swarajist Members, who are out for democracy and for 
swaraj and for throwing down this diarohy, with the large numbers at their 
disposal, will certainly think of throwing out the Ministry and of oooupying 
the Treasury Benches themselves (Swarajists c Never, never.)’ Well, Sir, 
I waited for that answer, 'They have not allowed any Ministry safe voyage 
through, and even the latest Congress resolution was to the effect that they 
should throw out the Ministry. What is the position now? They are 
keeping quiet without moving an inch. On the other hand, the fact that 
they are keeping sullen certainly confirms the suspicions in the minds of the 
hon. Members here and the country at large that they are bought by the 
present Government. I hope that such a position will not be stuck to by the 
Swarajist party, and that they would vindicate their party programme and 
throw down the present Ministry”. 

The House then adjourned for lunch.

* Mr. Sami Vknkatachalam Chetti :— (t Mr. President. Sir, just before 
lunoh the hon. Member from Ncllore Mr. B. Ramaohandra Reddi was heard 
to have said that tho Swarajist party was bought by the Ministerialist 
party.” 

* The hon. the President Party in the House or Party in the 
country ? ” 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Ohbtti :—“ I will explain, Sir. ” 

* Rao Bahadur B. M.uniswami Nayudu “ On a point of order, Sir. 
If my hon. Friend wants to point out any particular term as unparliament- 
ary, he ought to have objected to it immediately it was used. ” . 
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* The hon. the President :—“ May I know the authority for that P ” 

Rao Baliadur B. Mcniswami Natcdu :—“ I shall quote the authority. ” 

* The hon. the President :—“ .For the time being the Leader of the 
Opposition will continue his observations. ” 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti:— “ Then the opportunity for an 
objection of this sort could have been taken to-morrow only when a similar 
objection was taken. Now, Sir, feeling a doubt as to whether Mr. Rama- 
ohandra Reddi would have given expression to such a statement as that 
I wanted to know whether ho referred to tho Swarajist party in the country 
or in the House. I met him in the lunch room and asked him if he had said 
so. He told me that he did. ” 

i Diwau Bahadur M. Kbishnan Nayar '“ Sir, I rise to a point of order. 
I want to know whether it is ordinarily permissible to refei to private 
conversations outside the House. ” 

* The hon. the President :— “ No, no. I want first of all to know 
whether it is a fact. Shall we have information from the hon Member 
ooncerned f ” 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :—Yes, Sir. ” 

* The hon. the President l< I want to know whether tho hon. Member 
Mr. B. Ramaohandra Reddi said so. ” 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi :— ! ‘ Of course I used the word ‘ Bought 
Sir.” 

* The hon. the President : —“ Did the hon. Member use that word with 
referenoe to the Swarajist party in the House, or, was it in his miud P” 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi I shall say, Sir. I never put any 
obnoxious moaning on it at all. I never meant that the Swarajist party has 
been bought financially. 1 only meant that they have been won over.’ 1 

* The hon. the President: —“ Won over? ” 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi: —“ Yes, Sir.” 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti : That seems to be a strange 

explanation, Sir, that he did net mean, when he used the words ‘ bought 
over that we were bought over financially, but by some other method. 
Probably Mr. Ramaohandra Reddi knows how it oan be brought about. X 
am not quite aware of it Mr. Uamaohaudra Reddi says that he did not 
mean any insult iu what he said. I have no mind to press it as I learn from 
him that he did not thereby mean any insult to the party,” 

* The hon. the President Tne hon. Member says that he shall be 
satisfied if Mr. Ramaohaudra Reddi did not mean any insult.” 

Mr. B. Ramaohandra Reddi ;—“I certainly gave expression to that 
when X made my personal remarks. I never meant anything obnoxious, nor 
did I attribute any dishonesty to the Swarajist party.” 
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* The hon. the President:— u The House will now resume the debate 
upon Mr. Muniswami Nayudu’s motion.” 

* Mr. V. Ch. John : — " Mr. President, Sir, I am a novice in polities and 
one of my hon. Friends on the other side said, * Mr, John, you are new to 
this Council. You do not know this game. So, think before you leap/ It 
may be true or may not be tiue but 1 somehow feel like that when I hear 
the charges levelled against the present Ministry. I do not understand 
one thing. For the last six years the Justice party had been in power. 
They had been preaching from the housetops that they did not want 
non-oo-operation, and that they wanted everybody to oo-operate with them 
and with the Government. Now, aftor six years, if the non-co-operators 
oo-operate with the Government or even if they tolerate it how that is going 
against the interests of the country according to your policy I fail to under¬ 
stand, Not only that the Justice party is now beginning to attribute 
motives to people who would like to give the present Ministry a f iir ohanoe 
before they condemn it. Sir, when one attributes motives to the other, one 
is unoharitable in 99 oases out of 100. Again, the charges levelled against 
the Ministry are so hollow that they do not require any refutation, because 
the present Ministers have been in power only for three months. When the 
country tolerated the Justice Ministry for six long yoars even after they had 
done so many obnoxious things, I will call it indecent haste for the Justice 
party if it cannot tolerate the present Ministry for three months. They 
ought not to have brought this proposition at all. This reminds me of a 
story in the Old Testament which 1 will relate to the House. There were 
two women living in one house and both of them had children. One of them 
lost her child and so in the dead of night she carried the dead child to where 
the other woman was lying with her child. She placed her dead child by 
the side of the other woman and carried away the living ohild. This case 
was taken before Solomon the Wise for judgment. Solomon the Wise said, 
* Well, bring that living ohild to me \ The ohild was accordingly brought 
to him. He took a sword and pretended to out it into two parts so that he 
might give them one piece each. When he was about to do this the real 
mother of the ohild said : ‘ Don’t cub it, but give it to the other woman \ 
But the other woman said : 1 Please do out tbe baby int:> parts and give us 
one part each/ The Justice party’s argument is something like the latter’s. 
You have lost your child (figuratively) and you do not want anybody else to 
have children. (Laughter,) Why do you exhaust all this—all your venom— 
within three months? Yon say with one breath that this Ministry is not 
good and with the same breath you say that the present Ministry is also non- 
Brahman in its composition and that the Ministers are an honest lot and yon 
are glad that they are the Ministers. ¥ou say Mr. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar 
is most honest aud yet (laughtor) you do not want him. (Loud laughter.) 
Yon say that Mr. Banganatha Mudaliyar is an honest soul and that his 
motives are pure and yet you do not want him as a Minister. 1 think you 
cannot tolerate anybody else here on the Treasury Benoh exoept yourselves. 
(Laughter.) 

" If the Swarajists play your game and oo-operate with you and put yon 
baok into power once again would yon not like it P It is just this that you 
want. You want them to oo-operate with you and not with anybody else. 
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“ If the non-co-operators become co-operators and oo-operate with ns or 
even if they are neutral, you ought to celebrate that day. It is for that we 
havo been working all these six years. After six long years they are at 
least tolerating the Ministry. Instead of appreciating that, yon fume and 
foam and fret and say all sorts of things here which you cannot substantiate. 
I tell you, you are behaving like children. Although I have been here only 
for three months in this Council, I may tell you that you are acting like 
disappointed children inwardly clamouring for things which others possess 
and which you cannot snatch away from them.” (Laaghter.) 

* Mr. K. Kkish nan :— “ I did not want to make any speech on this 
motion, but on hearing tho speeches of some of my friends I am obliged to 
make some remarks. Mr. Narayauaswami Pillai remarked that tho 
Swarajist party was changing its opinion and co-operating with the 
Independents. I do not know, Sir, whether that is a fact. If I understand 
them correctly, I think they aro remaining neutral, because they think that 
the Ministry has not made out a eas 9 for them to vote it down. In the same 
manner I heard Mr. Abbas Ali say that the wild horse has been broken, or 
rather, they were trying to break tho wild horse and harness it. It was 
unfortunate. My opinion, however, is that it was the other way about. It 
is not a wild horse, it is a trained horso. What they say is that they are 
not prepared to draw the chariot thinking that there is dangor ahoad. That 
is all their attitude. I think no one oan take exception to that attitude. I 
am obliged to say that there is an impressiou that on this side of the House 
advantage has been taken of the silence of the Swarajist party into thinking 
that they have change 1 their polities. The Leader of the Opposition is yet 
to make some remarks about the buying over of his party by this side of the 
House, and so on. It is to dispel any such impression that I have risen to 
make these remarks. 

“ As regards the remarks maSe on the motion itself, I think the less said 
about it the better. I think it is absolutely impossible to judge a Ministry 
within three months of its existence. If I remember aright, this is the 
seoond oeoasion when a censure motion is brought before tho House. On the 
last occasion it was after three long years ot the existence of tho Justice 
Ministry that a censure motion was brought forward and there were then 
enough materials to urge in support of that motion and oven then it was 
defeated. The Justice party should have waited to bring in a motion of this 
kind for about that period, because only then they will know what this 
Ministry has been abl^ to achieve. I do not think there is any necessity to 
refute any of the arguments advanced iu support of this motion. I simply 
rose to dispel from the minds of hon. Members any bad impression that 
might have been created by the remarks made by my hon. Friends on this 
side of tho House.*’ 

* Mr. V. 1. Munibwami Pillai Mr. President, Sir, the time has not yet 
come to discuss ‘ want of confidence in the Ministry \ As some of my hon. 
Friends rightly remarked, it is only a few months sinoe they have taken 
charge and they are just now preparing how best they oould carry on the 
Transferred Halt entrusted to them. 

“ Every one in this House is aware of the great predioament in which the 
Government was placed in ohoosing a Ministry after the general eleotions. 
The Swarajists deoided on the Congress mandate not to accept offioe; the 
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mallnesa of the number returned at the poll of the Justice candidates 
further added to the difficulties, and His Excellency the Governor of Madras 
rightly chose the present Ministry from the Independent party whioh alone 
could ensure the working of the Reforms at that moment. 

<c There is a cry for more reforms end it is up to this Ministry to prepare 
the ground for the further reforms required. In this great attempt the 
Ministry should make every provision for the betterment of the depressed 
classes so that they may also rise to the occasion with the other communities ” 

* The lion. Dr. P Subbarayan '“ Sir, I want to say a few words. I 
would not have intervened in this dehate at this stago seeing that the House 
is ready for the question but for the iemarks which fell from the hon. Member 
Mr. B. Ramacbandra lleddi. I do not think he intended to say what he 
said as is evident from the explanation he gave about the word ‘ bought \ 

“ I want to say a few words about university education to which I refer¬ 
red earlier. My point was that the university education given at present is 
not one that ought to be enoouraged. We ought, on the other hand, to try 
and devise a system by which it will bo possible to manufacture not only 
olerks as it has been tho oase in India, but also manufacture people who 
would take an intelligent part in public affairs and who would be able 2-46 
to ameliorate the condition of the masses in tho rural parts. We have P* m * 
heard so much about tho rural parts being left alone. The fault is not so 
much that of the bureaucracy as of our educated classes, for the simple reason 
that, having known that the cost of tho university education we have received 
has come out of the taxes paid by the rural agricultural population, the 
small tenant farmer, we owe a duty to them to see that the education is 
moulded in such a way as to be suitable to the conditions of the country. 

That was what I meant. 

“ The hon. Member spoke also of the hon. Development Minister having 
a light portfolio so that he might go from this bench to that beech in older 
to get support for the Ministry. I am afraid ho is making very unjust 
aspersions on my hon. Friend the Development Minister. On the other 
hand, the Minister for Development now has far more subjects than the 
Development Minister had in the late Justioo Ministry. He has Publio 
Works and Registration added on and I am sure my hon. Friend, Sir 
A P. Patro, will bo able to tell tho House that Publio Works, by itself, is 
such an enormous subject that the Minister in charge will really have no 
time to do the things which my hon. Friond, Mr. Ramachandia lleddi, oom- 
plains of. With regard to rural dispensaries again, my hon. Friend 
mistook the intention of ray colleague Mr. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar. What 
he intended to eay in regard to Ayurvedic dispensaries was that he was in 
favour of opening such dispensaries in the rural areas, but at present, 
competent and qualified men who oould run the dispensaries were not avail¬ 
able, Owing to the exertions of my hon. Friend the Raja of Panagal, a 
Government School of Indian Medicine has been started in Madras. When 
sufficient number of graduates from that institution are available, 1 am sure 
* my hon. Friend will not be behind anybody in opening Ayurvedic dispens¬ 
aries when ho finds that the time has oome for such things.

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* Eao Sahib L. 0. Guruswami :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I beg to move 
‘ to reduce the allotment of Rs. 15,700 for pay of officer8 by i?s. 100/ 

c< My objeot is to discuss the question of nominations of the members 
belonging to Aiundhataya (Madiga) community to local bodies. The 
depressed classes are indebted to the Government for kindly nominating a 
large number from among them to this Council. But there are local bodies 
in this Presidency which cannot boast of a couple of members to represent 
the backward classes. Even where some seats are reserved, no prompt 
measures are taken to fill them and no chances given to different sections of 
the depressed olasses. I learn that in the mufassal local bodies obstacles 
are placed in the way of proper men getting into them. There i3 also a general 
impression among the officers responsible for recommending nominations that 
depressed classes mean only Adi-Dravidas. Bub I do not grudge my brethren 
of that community their share of responsibility in carrying on tho work of 
administration of their locality. But I wish to impress upon the mind of the 
Government, and thus on their district officers, to remember that, wherever 
proper persons arc available iu my community of Arundhatayas, their 
claims should bo considered and they must be encouraged to take part in 
those bodies. I have been, whenever chances are given to me in this Council, 
repesenting that men of my community stand in tho lowest level of the 
depressed olasses. So I trust that the Government will be pleased to issue 
effective orders to sympathise with my community by nominating members of 
my community to this Council as well as to the local bodies, such as municipal 
bodies, taluk and district boards. My community represented to the 
Government in time to nominate at least three members from among them 
to this Council. But my brethren were disappointed. I hope that, should 
there ariso any chance in the near future, members of my community will be 
nominated.” 

* The hon. Dr P. Subbarayan :— u Sir, sub-section (3) of section 7 of 3 
the Madras District Municipalities Act and sub-section 5 of section 9 of the P 
Looal Boards Act impose an obligation on the appointing authority to have 
due regard to the representation of Muhammadans, dopressed classes and 
baokward olasses, and among the depressed classes are included the Madigas 
whom my hon. Friend Mr. Guruswami represents in this House. Wo have 
drawn the attention of presidents of local bodies who have the power to 
nominate members to taluk boards that they should bear in mind the 
nomination of the depressed classes whenever they make nominations to taluk 
boards. The Labour Commissioner has also supplied a list of the local bodies 
who have no members of the depressed olasses on them to the Distriot Board 
President or Collectors concerned and they have always been told to recom¬ 
mend members belonging t • thes i communities to those bodies. I can give 
this assurance to the hon. Member that the Government will try, as long as 
the system of nomination lasts, to see that these olasses are adequately 
represented in the local bodies concerned /’ 

* Bao Sahib L. C. Guruswami :—“ In view of the assurance given by the 
hon. the Chief Minister, I beg to withdraw my motion/’ 

The motion was, by leave of the House, withdrawn. 

* The hon. the President:— *“The question is that the Government be 
granted a sum of Es. 4*32 lakhs under Demand XII—General Administra¬ 
tion—Ministers and Civil Secretariats—Transferred for the year 1927-28/* 
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The demand was put and oarried and the grant was made. 

DEMAND XIII—ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 

* The hon. Sir. C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, on the 
recommendation of His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move 

4 that Government be granted a sum not exceeding Rs . 84*38 lakhs under 
the head 4 Administration of Justice 

* Mr. K. Koti Keddi: —“ Mr. President, Sir, I move 

‘ that the allotment of Iis. 68,400 for pay of officers be reduced by 
Rs. 100 

“ The first question Sir, that I want to raise in this connexion is the 
expenditure that is. incurred separately for criminal and oivil justice. My 
object in doing so is this : as the House is well aware, the expenses on the 
administration of justice, so far as the criminal side is concerned, ought to bd 
borne entirely by the State ; but in regard to administration of oivil justice, 
there is no such obligation on the part of the State. At the same time, the 
State has to see that it gains no income out of dealing justice between man 
and man As such, 1 want to have full information whioh 1 think the hon. 
Member once promised to furnish to this House, as to whether the Govern¬ 
ment is really making any income onb of the administration of oivil justice. 
So far as criminal justice is concerned,. Sir, I do net think the Government 
will say that the people involved ought to bear the expenses themselves. I 
believe tho Government will admit, as they have already admitted, that they 
ought not to make any income out of the administration of oivil justice. It 
may no doubt be a very difficult problem to get the exact expenditure that is 
incurred on the administration of civil justice, as the officials who administer 
civil justice at the samo time administer criminal justice, etc., but apart from 
the difficulty arising in respect of that, the Government ought to try, as far 
as possible, to see that it gets correct figures to find out whether it is getting 
sufficient income or not. If it is getting more income than expenditure, it 
must try to reduce it. So far as the people are concerned, I do not want to 
see that the genera) taxpayer is made to pay for tho sake of civil justice. I 
do not want to say more on this mattor. 

“ The scoond question that I want to raise in this connexion is whether 
there is any possibility of devising some means to reduce the amount and cost 
of litigation without impairing justice. It is admitted, Sir, that the expenses 
that are incurred in connexion with the administration of oivil justioe are 
really very high, and the heavy cost is standing as a great stumbling blook 
in the way of many litigants resorting to oourts. There are no doubt some 
ways of reducing the expenditure in whioh probably the Government will try 
to see if a reduction oould be made, say in the pay of the officers concerned. 
Of course, that is one possible means of reducing the oost of litigation; 
because if the pay of officers is reduced, necessarily the cost of litigation also 
will come down so far as the people are concerned ; but that is a matter 
whioh requires deep investigation by the Government. For, in the matter of 
administration of justioe, the State has to see whether a reduotion of pay 
would not sometimes tend to various forms of corruption which this House 
may not be willing to allow. But I believe, Sir, whatever be the pay of the 
officers, even if the pay of the officers is increased to the maximum amount 
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possible, there will still be a certain percentage of people who will be 
amenable to corruption if only a temptation is placed in their way. What 
Isay is, to increase the pay and make it sufficiently high, and to give 
them all the amenities of life that a State could afford to give is no 
doubt a great help in the way of putting an end to or at any rate reduoing 
corruption ; but, I believe, at the same time, that a mere increase in 
pay, and a mere increase in their amenities of life, will not by them¬ 
selves put an end to corruption in any department altogether. I must 
say that so far as the Judicial department is concerned, complaints with 
regard to that are really very very few. But, at the same time, I would 
impress on the Government the necessity of devising some means—not merely 
to depend on an increase in the pay of the offioers—by which corruption in 
all departments can be put an end to, by which some effective oheok oan be 
placed on the officials of any department with a view to reduce, if not 
prevent, the corruption that is now going on. But that is a matter on which 
at present I do not want to speak. I only want to suggest a means by whioh 
the amount of litigation could he reduced—of oourse, I leave it to the Govern¬ 
ment to consider the suggestion and adopt it or not. Whether they agree 
with me on that matter or devise some other means themselves, it is abso¬ 
lutely necessary to reduce the cost of litigation and induoe people not to resort 
to litigation more often than |is necessary. It is the experience of many an 
hon. Member in this House, I believe, that administration of justice is 
beooming more or less a gamble. Getting a correct decision seoms to me to 
be merely a matter of chance. My hon. Friend, the liaw Member, does not 
seem to admit my statement ; hut I beg leave to say that I have also some 
experience—though not much—not only as a lawyer hut as a litigant also, 
and I believe really, knowing the conditions as I do, in the villages, that 
getting a correct decision is a matter of chance. Wo can get witnesses, 
witnesses who arc prepared to give evidence on our side, and all that ; and 
somehow or other the way in which the British system of justioc is adminis¬ 
tered has considerably added to this chance of getting justice. So, what¬ 
ever sohemos we devise in order to try to get a oorreot decision on the matter, 
a good deal ot ohance is tbe/e. It is my purpose to point out a system by 
which the amount of chauco could be reduced, while at the same time the 
necessity for resorting to courts on too many occasions may be restricted. 
You will see, Sir, that even for a small amount of property, say worth 
Us. 200, the people go to the Mnnsif’s Court, then they go to the District 
Court and go again on second appeal to the High Court. Probably, in some 
cases there will be a Letters Patent appeal also. Even in oases of small 
amounts like Ha. 5 or Rs. 10 I believe there will be people going even to 
the highest courts of law, even to the Privy Counoil; because they believe 
that if they fail to get what they want in one court, there is just a ohanoe of 
their getting sueoess in other courts. It is the experience of many a lawyer 
whenever a client goes to him with a weak oase, he tells the lawyer c Very 
well, Sir, we shall somehow manage, never mind the oost, we shall just tty, 
it is ouly a ohance and we shall suooeed if we have luck and the lawyer is 
thereby compelled to take up cases of this sort and file them. So, I put 
forward this scheme which will not necessitate this kind of gambling in 
litigation. Now you find only one milnsif giving judgment, and then his 
judgment is considered on appeal by another juage. We very often find 
that the munsif who tried the oase originally is more experienced -.than the 
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District Judge who sits in appeal over his deoision. Oftentimes it also 
happens that the decision of the munsif is more correot with regard to the 
facts than the decision on appeal by the District Judge. I cannot really 
understand what purpose could be served by one man sitting in judgment 
over the decision of another. My proposal is this ; instoad of having one 
munsif, have a bench of three munsifs and invest them with a jurisdiction 
of say Rs. 10,000 instead of Rs. 3,000 as at present. If three munsifs try 
cases, the chance of getting a correot decision is considerably greater than 
the chance of getting it with one munsif.” 

* Thehon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar ‘Mr. President, Sir, I have 
listened with considerable interest to the remarks that have fallen from my 
hon. Friend from Cuddapah who.has spoken with experience, which, accord¬ 
ing to himsolf, was born of a knowledge of the courts not only in the oapaoity 
A a lawyer, but also, fortunately or unfortunately, of a litigant.” 

Mr. O. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : — “ Unfortunately.” 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ That depends on the result. 

li Now, Sir, there are two points on which I think it may be useful if I 
say something in reply. The first is that it seems to be too muoh taken for 
granted in all the discussions on this matter that there is something pecu¬ 
liarly characteristic of India in regard to litigation,—that the Indian is essen¬ 
tially or naturally litigious. I want to oorrect that impression; because 
reading the statistics of the English courts,—I have got them hero,—you 
will really find that the Indian is by no means, man for man, more litigious 
or more oantankerous in the matter of pushing forward his rights or assumed 
rights than any other person. That is the first point I desire to make, and 
therefore I do not agree with some of the statements that have emanated 
from thehon. Member for Cuddapah, to the effeot that there is a tendenoy 
for litigiousneas and there is a gamble. As for that, it is no doubt a fact as 
is apparent from the judgment of the highest oourts in the country and also 
of the Judicial Committee, that when there is an appeal from the judgment 
of a oourt of first instance, the appeal court sometimes goes wrong; but 
even this is not a matter which is peculiar to this country. 

“ If my hon. Friend goes through the pages of the BnglishLaw Reports 
ho will find several instances in which the decision of the first court is con¬ 
firmed and that of the court of appeal is reversed. My hon. Friend has 
referred to two points. He said that it ought to be possible to make a 
differentiation between the cost of criminal and oivil litigation and exhibit 
tbe amount separately. In regard to that I may say that the Civil Justice 
Committee examined tho question find they suggested that the amount of 
receipts and expenditure in civil and criminal eases ought to be separately 
exhibited. The hon. the Judges of the High Court were consulted in the 
matter. There are many great difficulties that will he involved in the separa¬ 
tion of these items, as among the different classes of courts. As regards 
receipts, the main item is court-foes, which is accounted for by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Stationery.. Officers who are not subordinate to the High Court 
act judicially in certain oases. As regards expenditure, an attempt would 
have to be made to allot tbe salary and allowances of the hon. the Judges 
and &E mufassal District and Sessions Judges, their establishments, the 
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contingent expenditure incurred by them on the administration of criminal 
justioe and expenditure incurred by the Advooate-General, Government 
Solicitor and Law officers in the raufassal in due proportion to the civil and 
oriminal administration of justice At the present moment, it is thus a 
well nigh impossible task to differentiate between costs in civil and oriminal 
oases. They must await the oomplete separation of judicial and executive 
functions. . 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Avyastgar “ When P ” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Pamaswami Ayyar :—Sir, my lion. Friend knows, 
none better, that when speaking throe days ago from his place in the House 
of Commons, Earl Winterton stated that the Government of India wero 
considering the replies received and if he had paused to read those 
answers, ho would have further noticed that the Governments of Madras, 
Bengal and the United Provinces have already sont their replies, but certain 
other Governments have not sent their replies, and that the Government of 
India and the Secretary of State will come to a deois’on after all the replies 
are received. In those circumstances, what is the point of interjecting ? So 
far as this Government and this unfortunate Law Member is concerned, all 
I can say is, that such opinion as this Government entertain on this matter 
has been forwarded to the Government of India. Is it on that opinion or 
on that of the Secretary of State also that tho Counoil is going to hold us 
responsible? Now, Sir, that is supposed to bo one of the babbles that I 
have blown: whether that bubble is there or not, it is not solely of my 
blowing. 

“The allocation of expenses is difficult. Then, the other point that was 
made was as to the reduction of Lho salaries. On that matter I would not 
liko to enter into details. Wherever you start the thoory of retrenchment, 
I would earnestly appeal to my hon. Friend from Cuddapah and to all the 
Members that the axe of retrenchment ought not to be laid on the judicial 
salaries, beoauso it is essential that if judicial administration is to be above 
reproach, as I unhesitatingly proclaim it is at present, all things considered, 
that any attempt at reduction of salaries should not be made on the judiciary. 
There is room foe retrenchment in many other directions, but the last direc¬ 
tion should be that of judicial salary. In this connexion, it was very 
gratifying to get tho experience of the hon. Member from Cuddapah rein¬ 
forcing the undoubted opinion, with remarkable exceptions no doubt, through¬ 
out the Presidency that tho administration of oivil and criminal justice is 
above reproach and that thero is no room to criticize it. Opinions have been 
expressed to the contrary on the floor of this House and have been repudiat¬ 
ed. Then it was suggested that so far as civil justioe was concerned, one 
way of dealing with the difficulty would he to have a bench of three judges. 
I would say this : that it has been the idea which has been put forward by 
the Civil Justice Committee and by certain others. One difficulty of course, 
is the diffioulty of expenso. You will have to make a classification of suits. 
I would perhaps make it cloar. Even now there is nothiag in the Oivil 
Courts Act to forbid that, it might be an advantage to try appeals like that, 
so that there may not be any recourse to the High Court. All I can say is 
that it is a matter whioh will have to be considered. It is a new idea whioh 
has been put forward ou the floor of this House and I would like to have 
some lime to consider that and see whether from the point of view of finance 
it is feasible,” 

8 
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* Mr. J. A Saldanha :—“ There are two points from whioh this question 
oan be considered, that is from the litigant point of view and from the State 
point of view. From the * State point of view, it is proposed that there 
should be reduction in the salaries of judges and on that point it is very 
difficult to pronounce an opinion. Considering the remarks of the hon. the 
Law Member I should find it difficult to reduce the expenditure jpi judges. 
But there is one way. As we have created village panohayat courts for 
petty civil suits, wo might have in the headquarters or in taluks a sort of 
benches with honorary judicial officers. I do not know whether that ex¬ 
periment has ever been suggested. Should there bo panohayat oourts at 
Headquarters, retired judicial officers and others could try small oause suits 
without salaries ; and this would reduoe to some extent a lot of the oost of 
litigation. We have got in England a number of honorary judges who deal 
with civil litigation ; 1 do not know why this experiment should not be tried 
in India. 

“ As to the oost to the litigant, England is always pointed out as a sort of 
model to be followed in India. Tho English system of litigation has be^fn 
from the most ancient times most cumbersome, technical and costly.” 

* Tho hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ What I said was not as to 
tho following of the English procedure, but as to the litigiousness of the 
people. I said that in England, Scotland and Ireland, the litigiousness is 
not less than in India and therefore that is no reproach upon Indians in 
regard to litigiousnoss.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— iC If English people are litigious that does not 
follow that wo also ought to imitate them. Litigation has become a real 
gamble and many people enjoy it as a gamble and to some extont it has 
been a sort of luxury as it were. Naturally there is au amount, of money 
wasted in litigation which could very well be spent for better purposes. 
How to avoid gamble in litigation is a point which has been to some extent 
touohed by the Civil Justice Committee, but unfortunately tho Civil Justioo 
Committee was composed almost of lawyers and judges who think that the 
English system is tho best in the world. On tho continent litigation is 
muoh less ooatly, because on the continent, for instance, in Germany and 
France they have not got the oourt-fee system.” 

Mr. Abbas Ali rose to interrupt. 

* The bon. the President:— iC The bon. Member will be called next.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha : —“ There is enormous waste of time and money 
on litigation in India as compared with Germany and France. Why then 
the Civil Justioo Committee who took so muoh evidence could not have 
compared our system of litigation with other countries aud found out a way 
of cheapening litigation and the causes of delay P It is a pity that so much 
money has been spent by the Civil Justioe Committee, and their report is 
still lying idle in the shelves and is hardly touched. I do not think any 
action has been taken on tho report except on one or two points, and I do 
not think that any legislation on the lines suggested by the Civil Justioe 
Committee has been undertaken.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Three Acts were passed in 
the Assembly.” 
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* Mr. Abbas Ali Khan “ Sir, I rise to controvert two of tho points 
which were raised by Mr. Saldanha. One was that the village panehayat 
system should be extended. As regards that point, I entirely disagree with 
the views expressed by my lion. Friend because whatever might have been 
the success of the panohayat system in ancient days as a practical proposition 
it has absolutely failed to give satisfaction to any class of people.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— te I question.” 

* Mr. Abbas An Khan:— “ I know that in my own district of Madura 
and in Itamnad the villages are so much divided into factions, that people 
#have very little confidence in the panchayats.” 

* Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethikajulu Nayudu On a point of order, 

Sir. Are members allowed to sleep in benches? ” (Laughter.). 

* The hon. the President :—“ There is no point of order.” 

* Mr. Abbas Ali Khan :—Almost all the decisions arrived at by such 
panchyat courts are always attaoked. I, as a lawyer of 15 years* standing, 
can say with an amount of authority that in almost every oase, the decision of 
the panehayat court is always attacked and very unpleasant allegations are 
made. I have myself moved for the transfer of many cases on grounds of 
very distasteful allegations. Many of them are completely true and I oannot 
understand how in the face of the experience of many lawyers in the 
mufassal that the panehayat courts have failed to function in the way in 
which they were intended to be at tho time they were constituted, my 
friend Mr. Saldanha with his usual interesting experiences, should have 
come forward to make a statement on the floor of this House asking for an 
extension of tho principle. 

“ As regards the second point that in Geimany and France the court-fee 
system does not exist. I was in German v quite recently. Asa litigant 
I had recourse to a court of law there. When the Mark exchange was in 
favour of other countries, a number of people purchased a lot of articles, and 
with a view to prohibit the exportation of goods from their own country, 
under the Dawes plan, I was mulcted in a considerable sum, and I had to 
spend some money by way of court-fees, because some people promised to 
deliver goods but refused to deliver them to me. Therefore E had to go to a 
court of law and spend a considerable amount of money by way of court-fees 
to get proper justice. So, Sir, there is no foundation for the observations 
made by Mr. Saldanha.” 

* Mr. P. 0. Venkatapati Raju Mr. President, Sir, it is rather tin- 8.45 
fortunate that in matters dealing with the i udieiary generally tho legal p.»« 
profession has got the upper hand in representing tho grievances both of the 
Bench and the Bar. The Bar which has taken so much interest in tho 
political activities, with an eye on the Bench, will oertainly be very consider¬ 
ate towards judicial posts. But for tho exhortation of the hon. the Law 
Member that we should not touch the. salaries of the judicial officers, I 
would not have risen to speak on this motion,” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— (i 'With great respect, what I 
said was that retrenchment ought to touch judioial officers last.” 

* Mr. P. 0. Venkatapati Rajo “ But if we take into consideration 
the extraordinary salaries paid to judicial officers in this country, I think 
the judioiary should como first in the matter of retrenchment. * Ho wa# 
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telling us tLat just to keep it honest we would^have to pay the same salaries. 
I wonder whether he concedes that before the recent increment which was 
uncalled for and unasked for in the pay of tho officers of the Judicial 
department they were less honest . . . ” 

•Thehon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar “They are oven more 
honest.” 

* Mr. P. 0- Venkatapati Baju :— (t If it comes to the question of 
criminal courts, 1 this experiment of increase of salanes,* has been tried and 
I think the hon. the Law Member will be able to gauge how far his other 
department—the Police depaitment—has inci eased in honesty by tho increase 
in their salaries. The judiciary in this country is over-paid Even tho 
highest judicial officer in such advanced and wealthy countries as Germany 
and France is paid about £2.000 per annum. Making a comparison 
with regard to litigation, he was telling us that India is not more litigious 
than other countries. But I may say in trying to weigh or appreciate this 
fact, we have to bear in mind that of the vast population of the country, 
most of the people are veiy poor and even if they want, cannot take to 
litigation. lie is taking into consideration the strength of the population, 
but if he were to take the number of persons who can afford litigation, in 
this country" compared with theso in other countiies, ho will see that even 
we have got a good share of litigation. My impression is that just as by r 
creating greater opportunities and temptations, by having more liquor shops 
in this country", drinking has increased, so also by having more Judicial 
courts and creating facilities for tho people to easily go to tkoso courts, the 
litigation of the countiy has increased. And after all, with regaid to the 
justice that is meted out to the people resoiting to tbeso courts, it is better 
that little is said about it My friend Mr. Abbas Ali was telling us that 
panchayats were not working properly. We have all our eyes open against 
the actions and activities of unpaid honorary officers whereas we shut our eyes 
against the paid savants oi the country. Wo bestow pointed attention 
upon these poor honorary, not well-equipped workers'in the countiy and are 
able to point out some dereliction or failing in their duties, whereas we leave 
alone, with our eyes wide open, all the vagaries found in these Judicial courts. 
But with regard to the honorary oouits which have recently been introduced, 
it does not mean that if they are not now working properly they will not work 
well even hereafter. In the matter of appointing these honorary officers 
if a little more care and a little more circumspection is bestowod upon the 
matter by the authorities, I have no doubt that we can improve the working 
of tho honorary couits &nd thereby leduce to a gieat extent tho cost that is 
being unneocssarily inclined upon the creation of more new courts,” 

* Mr. G Hakisarvottama Rao: —“ Mr. President, Sir, I did not 
propose to speak upon this question I rise now because the question of 
panchayats has been introduced into tho discussion and we have been told in 
a very serious manner that panchayats have failed in villages. It is rather 
ourious bow we have begun to argue. We Inve introduced a system of 
administration which is in itself faulty, which is m itself unsuited to the 
eireumstances of the country, which is in itself cumbrous and which depends 
upon the will of the foreigners for its expansion or contraction. In the ease 
oi the administration of justice also the system as a whole, I believe, is at 
iault. (Hear, hear.) There is not any freedom to the individual to get 
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justioe tinder the best of ciroumstances. The villager is forced by the pro¬ 
cess of the sham election to appeal to a tribuual called the panehayat The 
essence of the old panohayat system was the regard the villager had for the 
man whom he chose, not merely by the raising of hands but by the con¬ 
tinued regard that he used to pay under the developing ciroumstances of the 
village. Tbo only approach to the old system of panchayats for judicial 
affairs, to my mind, seems to be a compulsory system of arbitration, bat not 
a compulsory system of panehayats. The panehayat should bo so modelled 
as to allow the greatest freedom to the litigants to ohoose their own judges. 
I am sure even in villages where there are parties there is a possibility of 
forming panohayats. One, two, or three villages may be grouped 
together sometimes and a panel of good and sound men may be formed in 
those villages and the villages who may have anything to bo decided upon 
may be asked to choose their judges from amongst the panel. That would 
be a proper course to adopt with regard to the judicial system in the villages. 

c< The second point that I want to urge in regard to the administration of 
justice in this country is that justice must be made much cheaper and justioe 
must be meted out more on tho spot. I know that as a matter of faot, 
administration of justice is getting into contempt in this country because 
cases are tried at a distance from where they arise. Tho system of itinerant 
judges with local juries may possibly be a solution in cases where paneha- 
yats may be considered unable to act. Anyway I am not prepared to say 
that the scheme 1 have in mind is tho best, but I have thrown out sugges¬ 
tions so that they may have some effect upon the future course of the 
administration of justice in this country. To my mind there are only two 
ideals that have to bo kept in mind and they are : administration of justice 
must be made much simpler and cheaper, and must bo brought nearer the 
home of the villagers. I do not desire to say anything more.” 

* The hon. the President: —“ Tho question is that the allotment of 
Rs. 68,400 for pay of officers ho reduced by Rs. 100.” 

The motion was put and negatived. 

* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“Sir, the motion that stands in my 
name is 

1 to reduce the allotment of Rs. £8,400/or pay of office)8 by Rs. 100 * 
(to discuss the aotion of tho High Court in granting two days 
holidays to witness a cricket match.)” 

* The hon. Sir 0 P. Eamaswami Ayyar : — cc Mr. President, Sir, I desire 
to place before you a point of order. In regard to the holidays and work- 
ing days of the High Court, tho position is this. Under the Letters Patont 
of 1800 and clause 45 of the Letters Patont of 1865, the High Court has the 
sole power to determine the number of its holidays. And as I said, Sir, on 
this matter, in answer to a question which was put by my hon Friend from 
Chingleput that in the present case it so happens that tho High Court made 
up it8 mind to sit one or two days more to compensate for these holidays. 
But whatever it may be, I do not think it is in order for Ibis House to 
discuss the question of the grant of holidays by an authority which is the 
sole functionary for the purpose of dealing with this matter. From other 

. points of view%lso I would deprecate any discussion of such matters here*” 
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* Mr. S. Satyamukti ;— u I do not see the point of order, Sir, In fact 

the hon. the Law Member has not stated the provision of the Government of 
India Act or the Legislative Council rule or the Standing Order whioh 
prohibits this House from discussing this motion. On the other hand, 8ir, 
my hon. Friend the Law Member confined himself more to the discussion of 
the merits of the question—and 1 may say in passing that I agree with hirn 
therein—but so far as the point of order is concerned, because it is vested in 
the High Court to grant holidays or not, to argue that we have no power to 
reduce or omit the grant will make the whole of the discussion on this 
demand a farce. It is because I want to test this.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ The thing is this. The object of a tgken 
motion is to hold a Government Member on the Treasury bench responsible, 
and the bon. the Law Membor eays that it is within the sole power, under 
the Letters Patent, of the High Court to grant holidays. But here I want 
to know how the hon. the Law Member is responsible for the granting of 
the holidays by the High Court.” 

* Mr. 8. 8 atyamurti :— 4< I will give ono illustration which will satisfy 
my lawyer friends either on this side of the Houso or on the other side. I 
shall give an extreme case because that is the way to test such positions. It 
is this, that for the next ono month they do not sit. They deolare that all 
the days till the end of April preceding the midsummer vacation are 
holidays. / Is my hon. Friend going to argue that because under the Letters 
Patent they have got the power to grant holidays, this House has no power 
whatever to discuss that matter? I may put it this way. My hon. Friend 
the Law Member asks this House to vote for Ils. 84*38 lakhs for the AdminL 
station of Justice. Wo tell him c You want money to pay certain servants 
who are paid by us.’ In this case the salaries of the High Court Judges 
are not votable, but the salaries of thoir chobdars, clerks, shorthand clerks, 
steno-ty piste, etc., are votable. We say wo refuse to give this money, unless 
you obtain from the High Court a satisfactory explanation as to why they 
granted these holidays. Tkoreforo we are censuring the conduct of the 
hon. the Law Member in not using the influence he may have with this 
department, for after all the man who pays the piper has the right to call 
the tune. 

4 p.m. “ So long as the High Court Judges want Rs. 84*38 lakhs, and so long 
as my hon. Friend the Law Member makes himself responsible for 
movin'? the demand for Bs. 84*38 lakhs, I submit it is up to this House 
whatever the effeot may bo, to toll the hon. the Law Member that we 
are quite dissatisfied with the way in which the discretion vested in these 
High Court Judges in this matter has been oxercised. We have no power 
to vote down, Sir, their silnries. We 8re going therefore to reduce the 
demand. That seems to be the only way in which we can express our 
dissatisfaction Otherwise stretching this point, it comes to this. I may 
mention that practically the whole discretion is vested in the High Court, 
Take the distriot munsifs appointments. On the floor of this House with 
the generous consent of the hon. the Law Member and this House, this 
Council moved budget motions and discussed the question. We have passed 
communal orders. We-havo communicated the wishes of this House to the 
High Court* Let us take the question of the Registrar. No point of order 
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was raised by my hon. Friend who said that he would communicate the matter 
to the authorities concerned. The procedure in Respect of this demand is that, 
though the High Court is not subject to the jurisdiction of this House, the 
wishes of this House may be communicated bo the High Court, That is my 
suggestion about procedure ; and I do not think the House oan be asked 
unless some more valid reasons are given that under a particular rule or 
standing order this should not be done, to give up its rights ; tho Law Mem¬ 
ber’s point.of view is, therefore, not valid. So far as tbo Government of 
India Act is concernod, this is a token motion and it is in order. What the 
effect of it will he is a different matter. The effect of tho motion being 
passed will be that the hon. the Law Member will communicate to tho hon. 
Judges of the High Court that in tho opinion of this House tho discretion 
exercised by them was not rightly exercised and I submit therefore that it is 
in order as the rules and standing orders stand at present.’* 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :— u On this point of older, I 
associate myself fally with my friend the hon. Member for the University. 
So long as the hon. the Law Member oom°s to this House and asks us to 
vote for a particular demand we have a right to say whether ifc will be voted 
or not. We have the privilege of discussing it to that extent and wo shall 
bo deprived of that right if the point of order is conceded. Tho hon. the 
Law Member s:iid that it is entirely in the province of the High Court under 
tho Letters Patent. Similary there may be powers vestod in the heads of 
other departments under the Government. Has this House no power to 
discuss a matter relating to such departments ? I submit that that position 
will lead to all sorts of absurdities.” 

* The hon. Sir 0. P. IIamasvvami Ayyar :—“ I do not propose to go into 

the wider questions which have been referred to by my hon. Friend the 
Member for the University. In connection with the extreme case that he 
put I may 6ay that it is not a'ways tbe case that the extremo case tests the 
doctrine. The extreme case that he put was the refusal or tho neglect of the 
High Court to fuuction as such . . .” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ On a point of personal explanation, the declaring 
of the working days of April next as holidays fur the High Court." 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar : By declaring that tho whole 

of April shall be a holiday. That places us in a very different category of 
questions. At present what I am concerned with is this. Under seotion 106, 
this is a matter which furnishes the differentiating criterion. My hon. 
Friend for Malabar spoke of heads of departments under their power. They 
are not statutory. Under the Government of India Act the several High 
Courts are governed by Letters Patent and the Letters Patents are made by 
virtue of section 106 of tho Government of India Aot. Under them, they are 
.given the power to give holidays and regulate their work. My submission to 
you is this, that so long as there is no fraud on the power given them by the 
statute, so long as there is nothing wrong and everything is within the ambit 
of their powers, to that extent they are acting within the statutory authority 
conferred on them. When I referred to tho point of order I was only 
adverting to this oiroumstance. So long as the High Court acts bona fide 
within the powers oonferred by the Letters Patent the responsibility of 
Government to this Houee docs not follow. That is the point of order." 
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Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Ohetti :—“ May I know in this oonneotion if 
the High Court Judges did not consult the Government before granting the 
holiday/* 

♦The hon. the President: —“It was already answered. The only 
test that has to bo applied in all cases of debate upon the budget outs 
is whether the Member of the Government is officially connected with or 
is responsible for the department of administration to which the cuts relate. 
As to whether he is responsible for the granting of leave, I am of opinion that, 
undor the Government of India Act and the Letters Patent, he cannot for a 
moment be held responsible. But so far as a demand has to be moved, and the 
monies voted by this House aro to be passed on to the High Court, by the 
hon. the Law Member, perhaps it may be held thathe is officially connected 
with this matter. Tn this sense the House may have a right to express its 
opinion upon the way in which the High Court is exercising the discretionary 
power vested in it under the Letters Patent. Therefore, I think this motion 
is in order.** * 

*Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ Well, Sir, no one would have seriously 
taken notice of the conduct of the High Court in preferring pleasure to work 
for two days if this act stood by itself and if the High Court in its administra¬ 
tion was quite beyond reproach. But the delay in the disposal of cases, the late 
arrival of judges, the large number of permanent judges, temporary judges, 
additional judges and what not judges (laughter), with all the paraphernalia 
and the heavy cost invol red and so many other matters with which the High 
Court has become associated with in recent times all these have created suoh a 
deep and widespread dissatisfaction that the time for us has come to ory halt 
and give expression to our opinion about the conduct of the High Court 
Judges in granting these holidays. That there is great dissatisfaction is borne 
out also by the fact that in ono of the speeches of one of the venerable 
members of the Madras bar, the President of the Vakils’ Association, made a 
few weeks ago ho seems to have said something of this kind : * any one who 
walks along the corridors of the High Court must be aware of the fact that 
everybody seems to be dissatisfied with everything here but nobody seems to 
be bold enough to give expression to the s *mo.* Matters should have reached 
a climax indeed for a man oceupying the position of Mr. T. It. Eama- 
chandra Ayyar to burst out into such a denunciatory language, and that is 
why I have tabled this motion and not because I am unoharitable enough to 
deny two days holidays to the High Court Judges. Well, Sir, it may not 
be possible for me in this connexion to discuss the question of the pay of the 
High Court Judges for these two days. It is a matter of two days holidays 
for 14 judges, i.e., 28,days work for one Judge or the High Court not to speak 
of the heavy cost of tbo establishment during this time. It is stated that it 
was at the instance.of the lawyers of Madras that these holidays were 
granted. I congratulate the lawyers who have suddenly developed a 
passion for cricket some of whom perhaps do not know if the ball is to he 
beaten with the bat or the bat is to be beaten with the ball. Whatever that 
may be wo congratulate them, especially we the members of the mufassal bar 
who even in the matter of getting oases* posted are not often accommodated 
by our district judges to suit our convenience to attend to Council work here. 
But it is a different matter altogether. I submit to you that I do not want 
to dilate on this unpleasant matter any further. I simply give expression 
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to the dissatisfaction with the High Court under the present oiroumstanoes 
when the pendenoy is heavy, when there is so much delay in the disposal of 
cases and so muoh of arrears. Under the oiroumstanoes the granting of two 
days holidays is oertainly not a matter which is commendable and which 
meets with the approbation of the public. That is all what I have to say on 
the matter. 1 ’ 

* The hon. the President :—“ The question is to reduoo the allotment 
of Rs. 68,4G0 for pay of officers by Rs. 100.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar <£ Sir, certain questions were 
asked of me in relation to this matter of the grant of two holidays to witness 
the cricket match. With reference to this question I was asked particularly 
by Mr. Muthuranga Mudaliyar, the hon. .Member for Chingleput, whether 
Government were consulted by the High Court and the answer was ‘ No \ 

The High Court is empowered to grant two days leave and I added in 
answer to a supplemental question, as a matter of fact, I believe, the High 
Court proposes to sit for one or two extra days in order to make up for the 
holidays granted by them. (Hear, hear.) Now that being so, much of what 
had fallen from the hnn. Member for Malabar is beside the point, if I may 
venture to make that observation, in as much as the grant of the salaries, the 
loss of money incurred by these holidays for the. establishment disappears. 

Now, taking advantage, however, of this matter my hon. Friend made cer¬ 
tain observations which with all possible respect I desire to enter a oaveat 
against. Sir, he adverted to the remarks lot fall by Mr. T. R. Ramaohandra 
Ayyar, admittedly one of the leaders of the bar—I do not know whether 
he actually made the remarks which are attributed to him in the press. But 
if he did so, even then I would strongly urge on this House the inutility, the 
inexpediency and the danger of commenting in such sweeping manner upon 
the administration of justice by the highest court in the country. In that 
connexion may I bring to the notice of the hon. Members that a member 
according to our rales ought not to cast reflection upon the conduct of such 
persons as courts of justioe. 

“The objeot, the idea underlying the rule is this: that any sweeping 4-15 
observations, any general indictments made on courts of justice in the P #m * 
manner in which those indictments were made by the hon. Member for 
Malabar are calculated to undermine that confidence in the administration of 
justice, whioh it will be readily conceded is of the very foundation of settled 
and ordered Government. If there are any definite charges, if there are any 
definite shortcomings to whioh attention has to be drawn pointedly . . 

* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ On a matter of personal explanation, 

Sir, I did not meau to say anything against the High Court Judges other 
than the delay in the administration of justice and I quoted Mr. T. R. 
Ramaohandra Ayyar’s speech in support of that position.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar Sir, I am very glad to have 
that statement, because in one of the hon Member’s remarks "he said that, 
senior and junior, everybody is talking about something and that they dare 
not say what is in their minds. That bore a muoh more serious charaoter 
than he thought. I am very glad to have the assurance,”

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: * Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :— l< A personal explanation, Sir. I am not 

responsible for what Mr. T. R. Ramaohandra Ayjar said. But I quoted 
him only to give strength to my oomplaint about delay, as I have already 
explained.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I am glad to be assured by 
the hon. Member for Malabar that in his remarks he referred only to the 
delays in the High Court. On that matter I have nothing more to say, 
and he is perfectly entitled to make that observation and has the right as an 
hon. Member of this House. On this occasion, let me repeat, as I began by 
saying, that in the first place they are making arrangements to make up for 
those days, and, in the seoond place, it is not the desire of the High Court 
alone to witness the cricket match. It is not quite charitable for my 
hon. Friend the Member for Malabar to say that the lawyers who asked for 
a holiday did not know the separate functions of the bat and the ball. Even 
that venerable leader of the Bar was, I think, watching with anxiety and 
great amusement one portion of that particular match, especially in the 
latter part. So, it is hardlv a matter which need be pressed in view to what 
I have already said about the arrangement proposed by the High Court.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ My hon. Friend the Law 

Member stated that reflections on the conduct of certain officers are to he 
deprecated, and he was referring to a rule. I may draw my hon. Friend’s 
attention to the fact that this particular question arose in this Council in its 
first year. Then the conduct of the High Court ou its administrative side 
was about to be discussed, and the then Law Member, the late Sir K. Srinivasa 
Ayyangar, raised this identical point of order and stated that . . 

*The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ May I make a matter of 
personal explanation? I guarded myself against saying that in administra¬ 
tive matters the High Court is removed from the criticism of this House. 
I was only referring to the possible inferences from the remarks made by the 
hon. Member for Malabar.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar ■ —“ Then, there is no point in my 
hon. Friend’s reference to the rule. This is a matter connected only with the 
administrative side, and my hon. Friend himself now concedes ...” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ It is not a question of now 
conceding. I raised that point in view to a possible interpretation of one of 
the sentences of my hon. Frond’s speech in regard to the conduct of the High 
Court Judges.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar Sir, I think it is thoroughly 
unnecessary to reply to these irrelevant interruptions. But now to proceed 
• • • 

* The hon. the President :—“ The better course for the hon. Member is not 
to yield.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar :—“ Yes, Sir, I was wrong in 
having yielded. (Laughter.) I will take your advice hereafter, and I take it 
that my hon. Friend also will profit by your advice. My hon. Friend the 
Law Member says that after all there is no harm because the High Court 
has resolved to substitute two other days which would otherwise be holidays 
in the place of those working days whiob were made holidays for the purpose 
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of the High Court Judges and others witnessing the cricket match. Did the 
High Court and does my hon. Friend take into consideration the feelings, the 
expense and the inconvenience of the clients that come up to the High Court 
in connexion with their cases ? So many cases must nave been posted for 
these two days before all these six or seven benches—the number of Judges is 
so large that it is not possible for any person to remember it. The number of 
olients who have come from different parts of the Presidency to the High 
Court in connexion with their cases, must have been very large and the amount 
of money that they spent in their tours to this city must have also been very 
large, and they must have unnecessarily been put to muoh inconvenience on 
account of the grant of the holidays. Are these persons going to be taken 
into account at all ? Does my hon. Friend not regard their inconvenience, 
their expenditure ? Does he not take these into consideration, whioh the 
High Court has not considered ? 

“ Then, as my hon. Friend Mr. Madhavan Nayar said, there is so much of 
discontent in the publio regarding the disposal of cases in the High Court. 
I think the High Court acted erroneously in adjourning cases and causing 
great inconvenience to the parties.” 

Basheer Ahmad Sayeed Sahib Bahadur:—“ I wish to place a few facts 
before this House while this motion is under discussion. The holidays were 
granted at the desire of a section of the Bar, and the High Court Judges will 
sit for two more days for this session for making up |the two holidays granted. 
And in view of the fact that the vakils have desired these two holidays, the 
inconvenicnoe, which my hon. Friend M r. Krishnan Nayar said the clients were 
put to, was really caused by the members of the Bar. Of course, my hon. 
Friend does not know how cases go on in the High Court. The clients have 
to come and wait for days and weeks together, ahd a stay of two or three days 
more is not really a thing to be considered very seriously—and that in so far 
as these two holidays are concerned, the High Court is certainly going to sit 
for two more days than usual. I think this motion is thoroughly unnecessary 
to be discussed any further.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ Is the hon. Member withdrawing the 
motion P ” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar Yes, Sir.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :—“ Sir, I propose to move— 

‘for a cut of Re. 100 from the allotment of Re. 68,400 for pay of 
officere? 

c< In doing so, I desire to draw the attention of the Government to the 
retention of temporary Judges. For the last five or six years, it has become 
the praotice to keep one or two High Court Judges temporarily. I believe 
once at least the Council refused to sanction these appointments by rejecting 
the demand for this grant, which was certified and restored by His Excellenoy 
the Governor. For various reasons, the retention of temporary Judges ought 
to be put an end to. In the first place, that will not conduce to the disposal 
of arrears. After all, however honourable the High Court Judges may be, 
it is just possible that there could be no inducement for the speedy disposal 
of arrears so long as they are put on temporary rations. Last year^ Sir, the* 
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bon. the Law Member said that the matter was referred to the High Court 
md that the hon. the Judges of the High Court were of opinion that the 
idditional Judges were necessary. 1 believe it ought to be a very delicate 
(natter for the hon. the Judges of the High Court to say that two of their 
colleagues are unnecessary. It is better not to refer the matter to the Judges 
?f the High Court at all, but to refer it to a representative body, more largely 
representative of clients than of vakils, and examine the question of accumula¬ 
tion of arrears. Then, whether such an accumulation of arrears is due for want 
of'more Judges, or for want of speedy disposal of cases by the permanent 
fudges can be known. 

“There is another reason, Sir, why Judges ought not to be kept up 
for temporary periods. That will he giving a power in the hands of the Execu¬ 
tive, and the hon. the Judges will naturally be looking up to the Executive 
Government for their extension. That is why the appointment of the Judges 
of the High Court is beyond the power of the local Legislative Council, and 
even their removal may not he made unless both the Houses of Parliament 
move in the form of an address to His Majesty for such a removal. They have 
to be kept up on a very much higher level than to be always under the leading 
strings of the hon. the Law Member, either to continue them or to put a stop 
to their temporary period. The opinion that is prevalent among the litigant 
public is that the additional Judges are not necessary for the cases under 
disposal and that if only the hon. the Judges of the High Court make up 
their minds for the speedy disposal of cases the accumulation of arrears will 
not take place, and perhaps there will be no necessity for keeping on these 
temporary Judges so long. I do not think it will be possible either for the 
hon. the Law Member to decide the question, or for the hon. the Judges of the 
High Court to decide it. It ought to he investigated by a representative 
committee, and their suggestions should be carried out. 

“ With these remarks, I move this motion for the acceptance of the 
House.” 

*The hon. Sir C. P. IIamaswami Ayyar “ Mr. President, Sir, this 
question has had a long and somewhat chequered history. In regard to the 
statistics themselves, I think there is in the hands of every hon. Member of this 
House a paper which was directed to be placed on the table of this House, 
which contains the full statistics of work. It will Ik? noticed from these 
statistics that to a large extent or indeed mainly it may be asserted without 
fear of contradiction that there has been no shortcoming on the part of 
the Judges in the matter of speedy disposal. As years went on and as 
additional Judges were brought into being they have done a great deal more 
work than was merely discernible from the increase in number. Let me, 
for instance, refer to a few figures. The institutions have been increasing 
up to a certain point and have just now begun to decrease. In regard to the 
disposals we have these figures. Let us take the first appeals. Disposals 
in 1923-24, 229; in 1924-25, 396 ; in 1925-26, 360; in 1926-27, 384. 
It cannot surely be said that these figures do not justify the case put 
forward by the High Court. It cannot be asserted with any justification 
that these Judges have not been trying their very best to reduce the arrears 
and the inorease in disposal is in much greater proportion than the increase 
in the Judges from 12 to 14. The same result may be predicted of the other 
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classes of work like the original civil suits, the original criminal suits and so 
forth. All these figures are placed before the House, and I do not wish to 
weary the House by taking them through these figures again. 

“ The two posts of temporary Judges were first created from the 20th October 
1924. For facility of comparison the statistics have been given for each year 
and they show declining institutions in civil suits on the Appellate Side, in 
many of the most important particulars while on the other hand there is a 
marked inorcase in institutions of Letters Patent appeals, while institutions 
under other heads are stationary. When there were 12 Judges the first appeals 
that were disposed of were 242 as against 395 wheu 14 ; similarly, Original 
Suit appeals 88 against 130, City Civil Court appeals 52 against 60, Letters 
Patent appeals 49 against 188 and second appeals 1,184 as against 1,655. 

“There has been a marked increase in disposal and special efforts have 
been made by the hon. Judges. With the present strength of 14 Judges, 
it is found possible to constitute two benches of two Judges each for first 
appeal and two benches for second appeal, with occasionally another bench for 
other class of work. If the strength be reduced to 12, only a single bench 
can be provided for first appeals.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :— “ May I ask my hon. Friend what is the document 
from which he reads ? ” 

• The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ My own notes.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :— “ You generally do not make any notes and that is 
why I asked.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ The point is T do not carry 
all these figures in my memory. 

“ Therefore my point is that the figures before the House demonstrate 
dearly that the 14 Judges are entirely and wholly necessary for the purpose 
of keeping abreast with the work and pf reducing arrears. The result is due 
to the fact that not only the arrears have largely accumulated but also due to 
the circumstance that the pendency has more than kept pace with the 
arrears and also that the new institutions have more than kept pace with the 
arrears. 

“ One other aspect of the matter was mentioned by the hon. Member from 
Madras, that is, the question of permanency of the temporary Judges. 

(At thin stage the Deputy President took the chair,) 

“ On that matter, if I may say so I agree with him. I agree that the 
Judges of the highest court in the country should not be dependent for 
their appointment or tenure of office—-I say it with all respect—either to 
this Council or to those on the executive side of Government. In England, 
as is well known,—and I find that my hon. Friend from South Kanara 
who deprecates comparison with England is not here and I am a little more 
emboldened in my speech thereby—in England when arrears of this kind 
accumulate, the process that is undertaken is somewhat of this kind, namely, 
that they increase the total strength by two or three by an address to both 
Houses of Parliament, and then if the arrears decline they do not fill up 
the vacancies when tlje next vacancies occur. Some such sy T stem, if this hon. 
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House is in favour of it, can be very carefully considered and deliberated 
upon by Government and formulated as a policy, namely, that if the arrears 
are really unmanageable, if they require an addition to the strength, increase 
the permanent strength of the court, but on the occurrence of the next 
vacancy, if these men Jiave made good and reduced the arrears, do not fill up 
the vacancy. This method which has been adopted in other countries has a 
great deal to commend it and if the House is in favour, the Government will 
pay very careful heed to that suggestion. 

“ Then, Madam, certain observations emanated from hon. Members as to the 
possibility of a committee. If the hon. Members of this House make up 
their minds in regard to the q uestion as to the manner in which these arrears 
should be dealt with, namely, by the creation of temporary judges, then the 
question as to the extent to which it may be done might well be considered 

a committee which the Members of this House might constitute. That 
is a matter which will be borne in mind and Government will pay considera¬ 
tion to that aspect.” $ 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti .—“ Deputy President, Madam, my hon. Friend the 
Law Member has first sought to turn the edge of the motion by giving 
some figures and trying to provo that there is work always for fourteen 
judges and, secondly by an academical assurance, that if and when the time 
comes, and only when that time comes, they may appoint a committee who 
may recommend as to wheu you may have a permanent increase in the 
strength and then you may appoint judges, or not. The appointment of 
temporary judges is not to cease till then. The whole speech is delightfully 
vague. He has given no undertaking whatever that we will have this 
question examined. He has only given us some figures.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— u My powers of speech are feeble 
I realize.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti .—“ My powers of hearing may be feebler. Anyhow 
I am satisfied there is absolutely no undertaking whatever on the part of the 
Government that before they appoint these temporary judges they will have 
this question of a permanent addition to the strength of the High Court 
examined and reported completely. So far as these figures are concerned, 
they have been submitted, Madam, for the purpose of making out a oase 
against this cut. These are not figures sent up by the High Court in the 
normal course of things, but they have been prepared by expert judges and 
sent to my hon. Friend the Law Member to make out a case against this 
token cut. Therefore these judges have excelled themselves in trying to 
prove that the number of pending cases would provide work for the whole 
bench of judges for nearly two years, and all the pending cases, ready and 
unready (I do not know if this is correct English), would employ all the 
judges for at least three years. Now, Madam, if that statement is accepted 
by my hon. Friend the Law Member, is that not material enough for him to 
proceed straightaway and have the question examined and placed before the 
House, before the authorities more directly concerned—the Government of 
India, the Secretary of State and His Majesty the King through the Secretary 
of State ? High Court have given that statement. Does the hon. the Law 
Member accept that statement or not ? If he does, I ask that no further 
committee is wanted unless he wants to gain time and wants to leave it to 
bis successor, saying ‘ After me, the deluge \ So far as these figures arc 
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concerned, they themselves say that in spite of the increasing disposals the 
pendenoy has increased throughout except on the original side. I am free to 
admit that institutions have increased and to that extent they may he respon¬ 
sible for the inorease in pendenoy. Even making allowances for that, Madam— 

I know my hon. Friend reminded the House a few minutes ago that we ought 
not to make any remarks calculated to lower or affect the confidence of the 
public in the administration of justice, that is a most important caution hut 
those who are sought to he protected hy that caution ought not to take undue 
advantage of that caution, I want to say nothing derogatory—it seems to me 
that the way in which some of the judges take holidays coming at odd hours 
and going away at odd hours, sometimes even without notice to the waiting 
Bar is a matter to he enquired into hy the hon. the Law Member and the 
Government, and I do think that the taxpayers are entitled to have five hours’ 
work every day out of these highly paid judges. My hon. Friend the Law 
Member knows that this kind of thing cannot go on for eternity. How are 
you going to keep this High Court as a glass house, though they have 
constantly exposed themselves to attack ? I want to tell my hon. Friend the 
Law Member that quantitative increase is not equivalent to qualitative 
increase. There is no use appointing men on the High Court bench who do 
not dispose of cases with that rapidity with which the judges of the High 
Court in Madras and in other courts usually dispose of them. The tragedy 
is this. In other provinces, judgeships are offered to people with great 
trepidation on the part of the Government as to whether they would accept 
them or not, they being leaders of the bar, making Ks. 10,000 or 15,000 
a month. Here the entire position is reversed. Recommendation letters, 
interviews, communal claims and what not, are pressed on the Law Member— 
on the then Ministry they were pressed, and I hope the present Ministry will 
not follow that example—and more than that, the Government are, in some 
cases, actually compelled to consider these claims. T ask my hon. Friend, who 
is a distinguished lawyer, whether it is good for the High Court bench, for the 
lawyers and, above all, for the litigants, that those who are to occupy the 
highest place in the administration of justice should hang about the corridors 
of the Law Member’s room or Private Secretary’s or Chief Secretary’s room. 

It seems to me that the idea of keeping temporary judges five or six years is 
certainly bad and it must be stopped. It poisons the very fountains of justice. 

There is no use in saying you must not attack them ; they are above attack. 

The retention of the temporary judge, I say, is poisoning the springs of justice 
in this province. It must be stopped. If my hon. Friend wants fifteen judges, 
let him say so. This is a matter which has to be examined very much more 
seriously than the Law Member takes it. He cannot put off the House 
indefinitely saying that he will examine the matter. This motion is to be 
pressed to a division, and I hope it will be carried, and the House will have 
an opportunity of telling the Law Member that they are not going to put up 
with the retention of the temporary judges any longer.” 

Mr. T. C. Srinivasa Ayyangar Madam, I should like also to add my 4 ~ 46 
voice to what has already been stated in the House about the necessity for p ‘ 
replacing these temporary judges by permanent judges. Every one has got a 
gTeat respect for the Highest Court of Justice and every one feels that that high 
offioe of the Judge of the High Court should be placed beyond communal 
squabbles. The system of temporary judges is altogether bad. Whether the 
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arrears^! ould be disposed of to-morrow, or in a short time or in a long time, 
the idea of putting temporary judges on the High Court benoh is bad in 
principle. Whenever the arrears demand addition of judges, there ought to be 
a permanent addition and the recruitment thereto ought not to be based upon 
any other than the claim of fitness for the office. The leaders of the bar have 
a sufficient sense of justice that if they are offered a place on the benoh they 
would not decline it. If such a state of things is brought about, it will be so 
much for the prestige of the High Court as well as for the sense of respect we 
all entertain towards it. 

c< The wording of the motion is sufficiently wide to enable us to put in a 
word about the present system underlying the composition of the High Court 
and the proportion between oivilian, vakil and barrister judges. The present 
principle is rather a vexatious one. It is time that it is sorapped. It is to the 
bar that we should look for the purpose of finding out capable judges to take 
up the work. Therefore, Madam, the House must in no uncertain terms 
express its determination to see that our Highest Court consists of only 
permanent judges. The very idea of a temporary judge is repugnant. The 
temporary judges, after acting as judges, revert to the bar and that will be 
creating an invidious distinction between lawyers although they themselves 
may not take advantage of it. Once a judge, always a judge. That must be 
the rule. In England that is the case. Why not we follow it here ? All 
these things deserve immediate attention and the feelings of the lawyers also 
must be given due consideration.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : —“ Madam, I have listened with 
considerable interest to the suggestions that have fallen from both quarters of 
the House. One of the points made by the hon. and learned Member from 
Madura was with reference to the question of proportion contained in the 
Government of India Act. He doubtless realizes that it is a statutory pro¬ 
vision and the Houses of Parliament are the only authorities who can modify 
that provision. He will also realize that, the question of reoruiting the 
judiciary for the highest court in the country from all classes, from all the 
best categories of persons, whether they be lawyers or Indian Civil Servioe 
office res and in this connexion, let mo point out that some very great judges 
have been Indian Civil Service lawyers, whether barristers or vakils is now 
actually engaging the attention of the Government of India and Parliament. 

“ There were two or three points made by the hon. and learned Member for 
the University. I am afraid in his pursuit Qf the abstract doctrine, with 
which as I have said in my opening remarks I have a great deal of sympathy 
he has been oblivious to the fact that so far as Madras is concerned!, I think 
it can be said without fear of contradiction that the additional judges that 
have been appointed beginning with Mr. T. Y. Seshagiri Ayyar down to the 
occupants of the bench just now have not justified in any manner those 
apprehensions which from merely theoretio or academic considerations may 
be held in some quarters to’■be justified. But personal considerations apart, 
there can be no two opinions on this matter that, reoruitment to the highest 
judiciary in the country must be from the most capable and the most respected 
members of the various professions and the services, and, to that the Govern¬ 
ment will endeavour to their utmost degree to assent. I have nothing more to 
say. I have already stated that I take it that this is a token motion intended 
for the purpose of indicating to the Government the opinion of the House that 
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any continuance or extension of the tenure of these temporary judges must be 
preceded by an exhaustive enquiry and an elucidation of the necessity for such 
continuance and that the House would favour permanency of tenure rather 
than the temporary character of it under any circumstance 

The hon. the Deputy President :—“ Is the House ready for the question ? 
(After a pause.) The question is to reduce the allotment of Rs. 68,400 for 
pay of officers by Rs. 10Q.” 

The motion was put and declared lost.

New sohools under private management are being opened year after year 
and the rates of teaching grants were raised * in 1925-26 at an extra cost of 
4*30 laths. Owing to the insufficiency of the budget grants in the last three 
years, the full demand could not be met and a pro rata reduction had to he 
made. Applications for additional allotments to the extent of Rs. 2,36,591 
have been received in the current year from seven District Educational Counoils. 
The Director of Publio Instruction expects a saving of Rs. 1,94,500 in the 
Educational budget and it is proposed to distribute this amount pro rata among 
the seven District Educational Councils. An increased provision of Rs. 8*79 
lakhs has been allotted in the budget for 1927-28. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal was recommended for 
acceptance , the distribution to be made pro rata according to requirements. 
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II. SUPPLEMENTARY DEMANDS. 

(1) Additional appropriation under " Grant IV- Forest ” to 
meet the pay of the additional staff tor the Forest Panohayat 
Officer and increased expenditure on travelling allowance. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The sanctioned appropriation for the current 
year for the Forest Panchayat Officer including allowances and contingencies is 
Rs. 53,200. The expenditure is now estimated at Rs. 57,400, an increase of 
Rs. 4,200. This increase occurs under the following heads :—

Recommendation of the Committee .— The proposal to move a demand for a 
supplementary grant of Rs. 3,900 was recommended by the Committee. 


(2) Additional appropriation under 4 Grant XXXIII—Stationery 
and Printing—Transferred* to meet anticipated 
expenditure in excess of the^rant. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The original budget estimate for 1926-27 on 
account of the cost of stationery supplied to Transferred departments was 
fixed at Rs. 2,45,000, based on the estimated expenditure for 1925-26. 
The actuals for 1925-26 have exceeded the estimated expenditure. Besides, 
there has been a change in the programme of indent and supply of stationery 
articles to the Public Works Department according to which an extra six 
months’ supply has to be met in the current year. These factors have resulted 
in an extra liability of Rs. 75,000 under the head. A demand for a supple¬ 
mentary grant for Rs. 75,000 will be moved in the Legislative Council. 
There will be a corresponding reduction in the reserved expenditure on the 
purchase of stationery. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal to move a demand for a 
supplementary grant of Rs. 75,000 was recommended by the Committee , 
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III. SCHEMES FOB INTRODUCTION NEXT YEAR. 

(1) Employment of two additional Clerks in the King George’s 
Hospital, Vizagapatam. 

Abstract of the proposal. —The olerioal staff of the King George’s Hospital, 
Vizagapatam, consists of one clerk and one steward on Us. 35-60 each. ’Die 
hospital has at present accommodation for 230 in-patients and the existing 
staff find it difficult to cope satisfactorily with all the work involved. A new 
maternity block of 40 beds will be opened at the beginning of the next year 
and a new Ophthalmic block of 80 beds will bo ready in 1928-29. These 
additions will increase the clerical work of the hospital, and the Surgeon- 
General accordingly recommended the employment of an additional steward 
and a typist as being essential to the efficient management of the clerical 
work of the hospital. It is proposed to sanction their employment with 
effect from the 1st April 1927 , the expenditure involved being met from the 
provision made under “ 32 . Medical ” in the budget for 1927-28. # 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal uas reccmmended for 
acceptance. 

(2) Formation of an Armed Reserve in the West 
Godavari district. 

Abstract of the proposal .—Pending the reorganization of the Armed 
Reserves in the Presidency, no reserve was formed for the West Godavari 
district at the time of the bifurcation of the Kistna district in 1925. 
Temporary emergencies requiring the intervention of the Armed Reserve are 
in the meantime being met in the district by the Reserve of the Kistna 
district. The reorganization of the Reserves has now been completed. The 
Inspector-General has submitted proposals for the constitution of a separate 
reserve for the West Godavari district which involves an increase of staff by 
1 inspector, 2 sergeants, 1 haviidar major, 4 head constables and 28 
constables. The ultimate cost of the proposal is Rs. 15,872 per annum recur¬ 
ring and Rs. 474 non-recurring, being the cost of pistols for the Inspector 
and Sergeants. The staff will be employed only after the completion of 
the buildings for the Armed Reserve at Ifittore. Provision for the building 
programme has been in#lud(d in the budget for 1927-28. If the buildings 
are ready before the end of the next official year, the additional expenditure 
on account of the staff will be met by moving a demand for a supplement¬ 
ary grant in the Legislative Council in 1927-28. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal ms recommended for 
acceptance. 


IV. FURTHER DEMANDS FOR 1927-28. 

(1) Experiments on water filtration at the Kilpauk 
Water Works. 

Abstract qf the proposal .— In 1912 a plant was erected at the King 
Institute, Guindy. at a cost of Rs. 36,124 for the purpose of carrying out 
experiments on the purification of water for public water supplies. The 
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water with whioh the experiments were made was drawn from the Adyar 
river. Since 1913 the plant has been practically in oonstant use and from the 
many experiments conaucted much valuable information has been collected 
in regard to the operation, oontrol and results of the various systems of rapid 
and slow filtration of water. The value of the work carried on at Guindy is, 
however, limited by the fact that all the experiments have been conducted 
with one water only, that of the Adyar river. The committee on water 
filtration has accordingly recommended that the most important experiments 
should be repeated on another water. Kilpauk water works have been chosen 
as they are centrally situated and as the Kilpauk water is a typical water 
of the storage tank system of public water supply sources which are common 
in this Presidency. The installation of the plant at Kilpauk is expected to cost 
Rs. 25,000. The experiments at Guindy will be suspended, and all the 
suitable materials available at Guindy will be transferred to Kilpauk. The 
annual maintenance charges are estimated at Rs. 8,340. The establishment 
consisting of one Health Inspector, an oiler and cleaner, three lascars, a 
mechanic and filter operator and a turn cock will cost Rs. 2,580 and apparatus 
and materials Rs. 5,760. This amount will be met from the provision 
entered in the budget for 1927-28 for experimental filtration at Guindy. 
A demand for a further grant of Rs. 25,000 on account of the installation of 
the plant will be moved on the 28th March 1927.

(2) Acquisition cf a site for the Veterinary Hospital, 

Negapatam, 

Abstract of the proposal. —The current year's budget includes a provision 
of Rs. 7,800 for the acquisition of a site for the location of the Veterinary 
Hospital at Negapatam. This has been increased by an additional appro¬ 
priation of Rs. 135. The Veterinary Adviser has now reported that it will 
not be possible to complete the acquisition in the current year. It is accord¬ 
ingly proposed to move a demand for a further grant of Rs. 7,900 for the 
purpose on the 28th Maroh 1927. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal to move a demand for a 
further pant of Rs. 7,900 was recommended try the Committee . 
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(3) Terracing Blocks 1 to 3 and 5 and 6 in the 
District Jail, Berhampur. 

Abstract of the proposal.— The Executive Engineer has reported that the 
roofs of the present blocks 1 to 3 and 5 and 6 of the District Jail, Berhampur, 
are not strong enough to stand for another year without immediate repairs. 
He further suggests that instead of spending money on repairs it would be 
more economical to terrace the blocks. For this purpose a sum of Rs. 17,500 
is required and it is proposed to move a demand for a further grant of this 
amount on the 28th March 1927. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal to move a demand for a 
further grant of Rs. 17,500 was recommended by the Committee . 

(4) Acquisition of land for the Samalkota Experimental 

Station. 

Abstract of the proposal. —An area of 16 acres 42 cents attaohed to tte 
Samalkota Farm is held by Government under a lease for twelve years. The 
lease expires in May 1927 and the owner demands a rent of Rs. 150 per acre 
for cane and Rs. 125 per acre for paddy against the present rate of Rs. 36 
per acre. It is considered that the lease should not be renewed at these high 
rates, but that the land should be acquired immediately and taken possession 
of before the current lease expires. The cost of acquisition is estimated at 
Rs. 29,000 and it is proposed to move a demand for a further grant of this 
amount on the 28th March 1927. 

Recommendation of the Committee.—The proposal to move a demand for a 
further grant of Rs. 29,000 was recommended by the Committee. 

(5) Employment of an additional District Board Engineer. 

Abstract of the proposal. —There are at present 24 District Board 
Engineers for the 24 Local Fund districts. An additional Local Fund district 
is to be formed from the 15th April 1927 consequent on the division of the 
present Kistna district into two. An additional District Board Engineer is 
therefore required from that date. To meet the cost on this account, in 
1927-28, viz., Rs. 4,200, it is proposed to move a demand for a further grant 
of that amount on the 28th March 1927. 

Recommendation of the Committee —The proposal to mote a demand for a 
further grant of Rs. 4,200 was recommended by the Committee . 

V. PAPERS PLACED ON THE TABLE. 

(1) Additional Prosecuting Sub-Inspector for the Tanjore 

district. 

Abstract of the proposal.— Prior to November 1925, the prosecuting staff 
in the Tanjore district consisted of one Inspector and five sub-inspectors. 
The strength was reduced by two sub-inspeotors under the reallocation 
scheme sanctioned in November 1925. This reduction has resulted in incon¬ 
venience to the Magistrates, the public and the prosecuting officers. The 
district is highly litigious and cases are contested ; it is therefore necessary to 
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have qualified proseoutors for the conduct of oases of even ordinary importance. 
The Government have accordingly sanctioned the temporary addition of one 
Sub-Inspector to the present prosecuting staff of the district to the end of 
March 1928. 

(3) Loan to the Fort Conservancy Board, Cochin, in 1926-27. 

Abstract of the proposal .—The Government have till now advanced a total 
loan of Rs. 20 lakhs (15'50 lakhs in 1925-26 and 4 - 50 lakhs in 1926-27) to 
the Cochin Landing and Shipping Fund for harbour works. The expendi¬ 
ture in the current year is estimated at 16‘53 lakhs and after meeting the 
bulk of the expenditure from the closing balance of the Cochin Landing and 
Shipping Fund, the Port Conservancy Board requires an additional loan of 
Rs. 1'70 lakh’s in the current year. The loan will be repaid in sixty half- 
yearly equated payments of Rs. 5,658 to cover principal and interest, at 5y 
per cent per annum. The revenues of the Port can afford to finance loans 
up to 48 lakhs. It is proposed to disburse the loan in the current year, the 
amount being met from the reserve under “ Loans and Advances by Provin¬ 
cial Governments ”.

Rao Bahadur C. S. Ratnasabafati Mudaliyar If they are not of 
a particular design, will the Government call for tenders before they purchase 
them ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Notice, Sir.” 

Mr. G. IIarisarvottama Rao “ May I know whether the power of the 
Chief Engineer to spend up to Rs. 50,000 in the purchase of machinery is a 
statutory one ? ” 

The hon. Sir O. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Under rules made by the 
Government.” 

Mr. G. IIarisarvottama Rao They can, then, he changed by the 
Government.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar u Yes, by the Government of 
India, Sir” 

Mr. G. IIarisarvottama Rao: —“Has the Government of Madras no 
control over the Rs. 50,000 whioh the Chief Engineer spends ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ The Government of Madras 
has its own control over its Chief Engineer,” 
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Mr, G. Harisarvottama Rao :—Will the Government of Madras see 
that the Chief Engineer does not purchase machinery worth Rs. 50,000 
every time without reference to the Government P n 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— (t It is not a question of 
purchasing without reference to the Government. Government have 
authorized him to purchase excavators and he uses this power. But 
Government, of course, will take every precaution to see that large 
purchases are not made without reference to them.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ What checks have Government introduced in 
order to eee that wrong purchases are not made P We are familiar with 
such purohases.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — “ Purchases are generally made 
in consultation with the High Commissioner or the Indian Stores 
Department. Both of them have under them expert staffs which 
tender advice as to the nature and quality of the machinery that is 
intended to be purchased. These excavators were purchased by the 
Chief Engineer for the Madras Government through the High Com¬ 
missioner acting with the help of his expert advisers.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— u May I know whether there are any checks 
locally made here by the Madras Government to see that the purchases made 
by the High Commissioner or the Indian Stores Department are suitable to 
our requirements P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ I am glad the hon. Member 
has put that question. I may refer him to the appendix to the answer 
to a question lower down in the list which says that one of the duties of 
the Commissioner for this project is to examine the systems of purchase 
and custody of stores with a view to prevent overlapping of orders and 
to advise the Government as to the effect of the orders regarding the 
purchase of the stores through the Indian Stores Department. It was 
in advertence to the ideas which are animating my hon. friend that 
that step had been taken.”

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ If ^ny part of the work is to be done 
by manual labour, how is it that three excavators have been purchased 
without any initial experiment being conducted to find out the relative cost 
pf manual labour and machinery P ”

the relative cost of machinery and manual labour derived from lie 
experience in other Presidencies which have undertaken big irrigation 
works. In any case if within the seven years which is hoped to be the 
maximum time for the completion of the headwork, if the canal work 
is to be completed, we arrived at the conclusion that the exoavators 
should be used. As I have stated in answer to the previous question 
manual labour will be used in the distributaries and there will be ample 
scope for such utilization of manual labour.”

* 448 Q.—Diwan Bahadur P. 0. Ethirajulu Nayudu : Will the hon. 
the Law Member, the hon. the Member for Revenue and the hon, the Member 
for Finance be pleased to state—• 

(a) whether it is a fact that the presont estimate for the Mettur project 
is based on the hypothesis that lime will be used in the construction of the 
dam ; 

(b) whether it is a fact that the Government contemplate using cemont 
instead of lime in the construction of the dam ; if so, whether it is imported 
continental oement or cemont manufactured in India that is going to be used ;

( c ) what increase in the estimates would be necessitated by such an 
alteration ? 

A .—( a ) Yes. 

(6) & (c) Tho Chief Engineer has advised in favour of cement on 
the ground that lime is considered less able to bear the stress 
involved in the dam which will be the biggest in the world. 

The point has not yet been decided, because it is necessary to 
have fuller information as to the comparative cost of lime 
and cement at the dam site, and this information is being 
collected. Cement of Indian manufacture is now available at 
a price which may probably justify its use instead of lime ; 
and the Chief Engineer is of opinion that the extra cost of 
cement, if any, will be • so small as to be counterbalanced by 
its far greater durability. 

Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethirajulu Nayudu :—“ What is the approximate 
extra cost of substituting cement for lime ? ” 
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The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ That is a matter which is 
being worked out now.*

practically all the dams in India are built with lime ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Atyar 1 “ That is so, Sir.” 

Diwan Bahadur P. 0. Ethirajulu Nayudu <c Why not adopt the 
same principle here ? ” 

The bon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ The printed answer contains 
the reply of the Government to this question.” 

Mr. T. Adinarayana Chettiyar “ May I ask the hon. the Law 
Member what is the material used, cement or mortar for great dams in the 
world and for the Egyptian dam ? 1 

The hon. Sir 0. P Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ The latter dam, cement.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :— (< May I know whether cement or 4ime 
has been nsed for all the dams in India ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — ,c Lime, Sir.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar: —“Then where is the necessity to use 
cement for this dam P ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Later scientific ideas, Sir.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—May I know whether there js 
difference of opinion botween Engineers as regards the stress and strain 
which the materials used will be able to bear and whether Mr. Manikkavelu 
Naickar did not deliver a lecture on that subject in the Corporation ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. V. Ramaswami Ayyar >“ The Government have not 
appreciated it, Sir.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ May I know whether lime is used in 
the construction ol‘ dams in Northern India? ” 

Tho hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Largely, yes.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ May I know whether the change 
introduced will create extra pressure on the dam ? ” 

Tho hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“Notice, Sir.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ May I ask if the bon. the Law 
Member has decided to use cement without knowing all these facts, and how 
the Chief Engineer came to the conclusion that cement was better than 
lime?” 

The hon. Sir 0- P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“I am surprised at the 
question. The answer definitely says that the Government have not 
yet decided whether cement or lime should be used. The Chief 
Engineer with special expert knowledge has arrived at the idea that 
cement is better than lime. The Government have not yet agreed with 
him. I cannot say now whether the Government will agree with him. 
Therefore all the aspects which have been put forward by hon. Members 
and other aspects put forward in journals, in newspapers and by 
publicists and Engineers of experience including lectures delivered by 
piore or less experts will be considered in coining to a decision.” 
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Mr. C. Gopala Mknon :—Will the Government see that the cement 
manufactured in India will be used if it is as good as imported coment ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: —“ I may say this ; if cement is 
used, only Indian cement will he used.” 

Mr. 0. Gopala Menon :— “ Which is more economical, cement or lime ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ There is no doubt that 
cement will cost more. The only question is the balance of convenience 
and advantage, namely, as to whether the course considered desirable, 
i.e , cement construction, will give adequate return for the extra cost 
that will undoubtedly be involved by the use of cement instead of lime. 
That is one of the predominant matters engaging the attention of the 
Government.” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :—“ The hon. the Law Member stated that the 
Government have not yet decided whether cement or lime should be used. 
That means they have not agreed with the Chief Engineer. May I know 
who is the other Engineering authority to which the Government propose to 
refer the matter ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— €C I am not in a position to give 
definite information. I may however tell him that there are constituted 
authorities brought into existence by the Government of India and 
there are experts in other parts of the country who may, if the Govern¬ 
ment entertain a doubt in the matter, he consulted.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyak :—“ With reference to the last three lines 
of the answer may I know what the small, extra cost will be ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — c| Notice, Sir.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know' whether the 
Engineering authorities including the Chief Engineer for Irrigation have 
gone previously into the question and stated that rubble machinery could be 
used for this dam ? 99 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : —I am aware that such opinions 
have been expressed. It is however a fact that all the recently 
constructed dams in the world 75 or 80 percent of them—have been 
constructed with cement. That matter has been brought to the notioe 
of the Government. Whether that circumstance by itself is sufficient 
to turn the scale is a question which Government will anxiously 
consider. They will consider also, when full figures of the difference 
of the cost are brought to the notice of the Government, whether the 
difference in cost is so great as not to induce the Government to 
depart fiom the Indian practice and to follow what may ho called 
the general practice abroad which has been reoently adopted with 
reference to the use of cement.” 

Mr. 0. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— C4 May I know whether it is a 
faot that all the dams in the world before 1916 were built with lime and 
mortar P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar:— “That is just the trouble. 
After 1916 every Engineering authority in South America, in .Egypt, 
in North America ana especially in the United States of America, has

advocated the use of cement as preferable to lime. It may be that 
cement construction may not be aseful in India. But within the last 
five or six years the universal practice is to construct dams with cement 
rather than with lime.”

Mr C V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know whether there 
is a proposal before the Government to put up a cement factory near the dam 
in view of the fact that all the materials required for making cement are 
available there ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <l That is a suggestion for 
notion which will be borne in mind.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ May I know what experience of dam 
construotion has the Chief Engineer got P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ It is true that no great dams 
were constructed after the Toladur dam was built. Actual experience 
has not been obtained by the Chief Engineer for the reason that no 
first-class irrigation project was undertaken recently.”

Rao Bahadur 0. S. Ratnasabapati Mudaliyar “ Will the hon. the 
Law Member be pleased to lay on the table of this House the report of the 
Board of Revenue which he referred to in answer to a question of 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar P” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar I think it is already included 
in the papers placed on the table of the House,” 
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Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :— IC May I know, Sir, whether the Gov¬

Mr. C. V. Venkata ra mana ^Lyyangar :— 41 May I know, Sir, if any 
written undertakings have been taken from any considerable number or any

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Some were taken, I know.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkatakamana Ayyangar :—“ Is there any idea, Sjr, of 
considering tho desirability of passing an Irrigation Act for this particular 
project, as it has been suggested in the previous history of this matter?” 

The hon. Sir 0, P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—In answer to that question, 
I can say this : The Government propose to consult the Leaders of the 
various parties in this House as to the comparative advantages of having 
a general or comprehensive .Irrigation Law applicable to the whole 
presidency or an Irrigation Law applicable to this and one or two other 
projects where speeitic conditions prevail. Howover, on account of 
the circumstance adverted to by my hon. Friend, Mr. Harisarvottama 
Rao, if it becomes difficult to enact or carry through an Irrigation 
Law having reference to the whole of the Presidency, the next best 
course and oue which the Government will most probably adopt will 
be to push legislation with regard to special projects.”

Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethirajulu Nayudu “ With reference to 
clauses ( c) and ( e ) the Government say that they have no pveoise infor¬ 
mation. Will the hon. Member call for the information and place it on tho 
table?” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Yes, Sir ” 

Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethirajulu Nayudu “ It is stated, Sir, that 
Mr. Roberts has been appointed Superintending Engineer in charge of 
machinery for the project. Will the Government state why they think it 
necessary to put a Superintending Engineer in charge of machinery alouefor

Were there any particular facts taken into con¬ 
sideration when the number two was increased to three even at this early stage

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—Yes.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“May I know whether the 
hon. Member oan say who advised him that this additional appointment was 
necessary for, he said that the Government were advised that a third 
Superintending Engineer was necessary ?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— <( The Chief Engineer, Sir.” 
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Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ May I know why Mr. Bhas- 
kara Ayyar was sent away from Tanjore and Mr. Hart was put in there ? ”

preliminary things, he could not be retained there but was sent away after a 
short stay ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ay*ar : With great respect, Sir, 

as I have already said in answer t j a previous question, Mr. Swami- 
nafcha Ayyar who was concerned with the Toladur project was coming 
there to take charge of the canal system. Mr. Hart was there tempo¬ 
rarily and Mr, Bhaskara Ayyar was sent elsewhere. I would again 
request my friend not to ask as to why A is brought to a particular 
place and B is sent to a particular place. ”

that so far as the other officers are concerned, they might have been trans¬ 
ferred for very good reasons; but all that I say is why Bhaskara Ayyar,

The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir:—“ On a point of order, Sir. Is it correct to 
refer to an officer without adding the word 4 Mr. ’ before the name ? ” 

The hon. the President “No point of order can arise on ^questions.

Sir C. P. Eamaswami Ayyar :— f< They are always competing 
matters, Sir; bat very often exigencies of servioe also demand conti¬

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyar :—“ Considering that this is the biggest n 
dam in the world costing about more than six orores, are you going to * 
consider the effioienoy of the officers more than exigencies of public service? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Eamaswami Ayyar Quite so.” 

Mr. P. Bhaxtavatsulu Nayudu :—“ I heard the Law Member say that 
with the exoeption of two men, Mr. Stoney was the next fit man for the 
place.”

(c) The plant was purchased under the orders of the Chief Engineer 
as part of the equipment for the hospital at Mettur. The 
expenditure has been charged to the provision in the Project 
estimate for the purpose. 

Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethirajulu Nayudu “ May I ask the hon. the 
Law Member what is the necessity for a club at Mettur ? ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Eamaswami Ayyar :—“ As there are a large number 
of officers, European and Indian, and as it is a place where there is no 
recreation, it will sorve as a common plaoe for them to meet.** 

Diwan Bahadur P. C. Ethirajulu Nayudu :—“ At publio cost ? ** 

The hon. Sir C. P. Eamaswami Avyar :—“ Even then, I would strongly 
suggest that in matters of this kind where more than 150 or 200 people 
are brought together at a particular plaoe, there should be some sort 
of common place for them to meet*”

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ I think so.” 


Diwan Bahadur P. 0. Ethirajulu Nayudu ’“ How many P ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ My hon. Colleague the 
Minister for Medicine and Ptiblio Health may probably be able to 
answer that.” 


Diwan Eahadur P. 0. Ethirajulu Nayudu :—“ May Iknow from the 
hon. the Minister for Publio Health how many hospitals in this Presidency 
have been provided with refrigerators ? ” 

Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyak :—“ Notice.” 

Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar “ May I know whether any 
specific conditions have been laid down before this club 'had been sanctioned 
that there should be no racial distinction and that European and Indian 
officers would be permitted to be members.” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : — “ I hope so.” 

Mr. C. Y. Venkataramana Ayyangar: —“ May I know, Sir, whether any 
condition has been laid down by Government before any sanction was 
given? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Notice, Sir. ” 

Rao Bahadur 0. S. Ratnasabapati Mudaliyar : —“ May I know, Sir, if 
the cost of this club building is included in the estimates for the Mettur 
project? ” 

Tho hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami AyyaR “ It will be, Sir. ” 

Mr. S. Satyamubti :— “ With regard to olauses (6) and (c) of question 
454, may I ask the hon. the Law Member, when this hospital is going to be 
constructed ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ There is a dispensary there 
already and the hospital is not yet started. ” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ May I ask therefore whether it is the practice of 
the departments under the oontrol of the hon. the Law Member to buy 
refrigerators for making ice, I suppose, before the hospital is ready, and 
when it is asked why a refrigerator is bought, is he to treat these questions 
lightly ? Why is the refrigerator bought, for a hospital the construotion of 
which is not yet begun P Is it tho way to spend publio money P ” 

The hon Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar ;—“ This was, as it is evident from 
the answer, purchased by the Chief Engineer. The question as to why 
and how it was purchased is under the consideration of Government. *’ 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ May I ask if the Chief Engineer has been asked 
for an explanation on this matter and when the explanation is expected and, 
when it is reoeived, whether the hon. Law Member will place it on the table 
of this House P ” 

Tho hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Notice, Sir. ” 
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Kao Bahadur 0. S. Ratnasabafati Mudaliyar “ May I ask 
whether this is intended exclusively for the use of the hospital or to the benefit 
of the club also, Sir.”

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Notice, Sir” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ May I know what the refrigerator is doing now P 
Is it out of order ? ” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Notioe, Sir. I do not know 
what it is doing. I dare say it is there.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :— u It is open to the hon Member to say, c No.* Still, 
may I ask him, whether when questions of this kind are put, ho is to stretch 
his hands and say, ‘ no ‘ it ought to be so and so, * and so on ? lie is here 
paid for doing his duties. Knowing this, he says, I do not know, etc.

All I can say is, that we have been told that a refrigerator has been 
purchased. It is there and I do not know what it is doing and there 
was no question put to me as to what it is doing and therefore no 
shortcoming can be ascribed to me for not getting information that was 
not called for.”

Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ We have been told that he 
has sent it and before remarks are made on it, I cannot answer the 
question.”

Mr. C. Q-ovindaraja Mudaliyar “ In view of the statement 
made by the hon. the Law Member that he would take steps to have a

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—Sir, I am anxious that my motion should ripen 
into a question, and so 1 shall very briefly move it. I move # 

4 that the allotment of Bs. 4,80,400 for pay of establishments be 
reduced by Bs. 100/ 

“ My objeot is to discuss the treatment meted out to the Madras 
Weekly Notes oy the High Court. Here is the artiole, Sir, in the course 
of whioh the Editor said something about the promotion of barrister puisne 
Judges to the position of the Chief Justice. A perusal of the article will 
convince any unbiassed man that th^re is nothing in the artiole whioh 
deserves the punishment whioh the High Court have seen fit to imposo upon 
this journal and its editor. The privilege of reporting judgments of High 
Courts is an ancient privilege which was enjoyed by any member of the 
Bar in England so long as he signs the judgment. Later on, with a view 
to see that official reporters get precedence, the High Court of Madras made 
a rule that these judgments intended to be published should bo approved by 
the Judges, and the only privilege that theso editors have is that their clerks 
or assistants are allowed access to the records of the High Court’s judgments 
which are allowed to be reported. They have been getting these judgments 
in this way. One fine morning, after this article was published, the Editor 
of the Madras Weekly Notes gets a letter from the Registrar saying ? your 
privileges are withdrawn.’ Ho was not asked to show cause why they 
should be withdrawn. He knew nothing about it until the order came. it 
seem, to me surprising, Sir, that the highest Court of Justice, whioh is 
asked every day to upset the orders made by the subordinate judiciary, civil 
and oriminal, on the ground that they have gone agamst the fundamental 
maxim of justice, namely, that even a murderer, deserves to be heard before 
he is hanged, should have, in a matter like this, exhibited such temper as

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to punish a man without giving him a chance of saying 4 yes 7 or * no * in his 
defence. Moreover, I may add that the best professional opinion in Madras 
as represented by the Madras High Court Vakils 7 Association who have 
passed a resolution condemning this action of the High Court, is behind the 
Editor of the Madras Weekly Notes in the article he wrote. It is not neces¬ 
sary that every one of us should associate ourselves with every word iu that 
article. There are different ways of saying the same thing, but all of m 
feel that there is nothing in the article which deserves this unmerited and 
unjust punishment, meted out iu a huff, by the hon. the Judges. 'They 
asked that the Editor of the Madras Weekly Notes should apologise, but he 
said that he had nothing to apologise for, and so the matter has come up 
before this House. Ido put it to my hon. Friend the Law Member that 
no man, not even the High Court, certainly not the Law Member, is the 
worse for critioism. Everybody is the better for criticism and, so long as 
that criticism is not mala fide and so long as it is bona fide 3 even if it 
indulges in somewhat strong language, I take it that human nature requires 
that you ought not to take a very serious view of suoh a matter. I trust 
that this hon. House will take the view that the Judges have acted wrongly 
in punishing a man without hearing him in his own defence, that in any 
case there is nothing worthy of punishment, and thirdly that the hon. the 
Judges have not set a right course of conduot for themselves or those who 
have to administer justice under them.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami A vyar :— 44 Mr. President, Sir, the first 
observation that 1 desire to make arising out of the speech made by the hon. 
and learned Member for the University is that I agree with him to this 
extent that no Member of this House or nobody else is exempt from critioism, 
always provided, as he was careful to add, that that criticism was neither 
mala fide nor wholly malicious as some criticisms are. Now, in regard to 
this particular journal, the Madras Weekly Notes , I may say that Govern¬ 
ment as such have no responsibility in this matter. With official reporting 
under the Indian Law Keports Act th&t the Government have certain 
responsibilities. In regard to non-official reports like the Law Times and 
other journals in England and the Madras Weekly Notes and other journals 
in Madras—Government as such have no cognisance of them and have 
nothing to do with them, officially or in any other manner. However, what 
has really happened is that the High Court as a matter of convention and of 
praotice, and not otLerwise, have been giving to all Law Journals certain 
privileges suoh as the privilege of perusing reoords and of getting printed 
copies of j udgments. These privileges are allowed by the High Court as a 
matter of convention, not under any rule of the High Court or under any 
order of the Government, but merely as a matter of couitesy extended by 
the High Court to certain specitio law journals. Now, it seems to me, Sir, 
that we in this House will be acting somewhat beyond our usual jurisdiction 
if we interfere in a matter involving the exchange of oourtesies. I am 
anxious to emphasise that aspect of the matter, that the privilege of getting 
copies of judgment and perusing records, eto., is wholly a matter of courtesy, 
wholly a mattor of convention extended by the High Court to the editors of 
these particular law journals. How we are entitled, how we should be 

J ustified even assuming for a moment that we differ from the hon. the 
Fudges of the High Court as to the expediency or propriety of their having 
acted in a particular manner in dealing with this and how we ca t n in this 
House by a vote tell the High Court that they should extend their courtesy 
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to A and should not have withheld it from B, is a matter which I cannot 
follow. Apart from that, the position is this, Tho High Court has consi¬ 
dered oertain articles for whioh tho Editor of the Madras Weekly Notes 
made himself responsible. I think my hon. Friend was careful enough to 
say that all persons could not unanimously associate themselves with all the 
opinions expressed therein As a matter of fact, there are one or two 
sentences—I do not propose to read those sentences—whioh are couohed (I 
do not want to use strong language) in bad taste. There is no doubt about 
it that any impartial reader of these articles must come to the conclusion 
that those passages are couched in bad taste, very bad taste 1 should say. 
On that, the High Court have said 1 We shall not allow this journal the 
courtesy of getting these judgments.’ Merely as a matter of advantages 
and disadvantages, the editor of the journal loses nothing, as my hon. 
Friend knows, because there are many law journals whioh do not enjoy that 
oenefit and which merely get copies of judgments from the practitioners or 
the parties and publish them in their journals. If the High Court in pursu¬ 
ance of the authority vested in them not under any statute or order of the 
Government hut merely as a matter of give and take, of concession and 
courtesy, say that they will not allow the editor to oopy judgments, it is a 
matter, 1 submit, in which this Council oannot very well enter.” 

* Liwan Bahadur M. Kkishnan Nayar : Sir, I am glad that my 

hon. Friend the Law Member statod, and knowing him as I do I did not 
expect a different statement from him, that there could be no! objection 
whatever to any criticism in the law journal of the ways of the High Court, 
either regarding the administration or the judgments themselves. My 
friend also stated that there were one or two sentences in the article in 
question which were couched in bad tasto I read the offending articb very 
carefully. It is a matter of opinion; it may be that there are sentences 
which are conceived in bad taste or it may be that they are not. However, 
we are not concerned with that. It seems to me, Sir, that that part of the 
High Court’s aotion to which exception may be taken is this, that they 
granted a privilege to tho editor in question and withdrew that privilege, I 
presume, on account of this article, without giving him an opportunity of 
explaining himself.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ All that I am saying is 
that we do not know whether any opportunity for explanation was given, 
whether a written explanation was asked for or an oral explanation was 
taken.” 

* Mr. S. Saiyamurti :—“ I know, Sir, no opportunity was given to the 
editor to explain himself before the order w r as passed.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Kkishnan Nayar “ I take it, Sir, on the 
authority of my hon. Friend, tho Member for the University, that no 
opportunity was given. I believe it, so long as my friend the Member for 
the University asserts that no opportunity was given to the editor before the 
order was passed. My friend stated that no opportunity was given to the 
editor to explain his conduot, and my friend the Law Member was not in a 
position to contradict that statement. So that, I may take it that no 
opportunity was given. 

That, 1 submit, is the action of the High Court whioh exposes itself to 
p.m* criticism. In fact, as the highest court in the land, as the palladium of

justice it should always give an opportunity to every one to defend oneself. 
Jt is against natural justice itself, apart from an) statutory law, to condemn 
any person without giving him an opportunity to defend himself. That is 
the elementary principle of law on whioh the High Court, day after day and 
hour after hour, acts, though it has not been acted upon in this matter. So 
that, I submit, it is an action which may be taken note of by this House. 
Again, so far as the disciplinary powers of tho High Court over this journal 
are concerned it would have been better for the High Court to continue the 
privilege instead of taking it away altogether. For, now that the privilege 
has been taken away, it has opportunities of reporting judgments and com¬ 
menting upon them even without facilities being given. There are numer¬ 
ous ways of getting and reporting judgments as a matter of right by paying 
for certified copies. . . .” 

The hon. tho President :—“ The time allotted for the demand having 
expired I shall put the question to the House. The question is to reduce the 
allotment of Rs. 4,80,400 for establishments by Rs. 100.”

DEMAND 3IV—JAILS. 

The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad IJsman Sahib Bahadur:—“On 
the recommendation of His Excellency the Governor, I move 

‘ that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding 29 # 45 lakhs for 
Jails 9 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :— il I rise to move 

1 to reduce the allotment of Rs. 34,600 Jor Superintendence by Rs, 100 9 
to discuss the question of the better administration of jails and 
the better treatment of convicts. 

(Mr. J . A. Saldanha took the chair.) 

“ I grant that, so long as human sooiety does not become perfect, and so long 
as there are criminals amongst us, it is necessary that there should be jails 
wherein to confine all these unfortunate men, women and children, to send 
them baok into the world in a right way, fit to take their rightful places in the 
world. Now, Mr. Chairman, may I suggest that the object of any Government 
should he that these jails should not be converted into purgatories or living 
hells, hut should be places from whioh even hardened criminals and others 
may go forth, the better, if possible, for the stay in those jails. I take it, 
Mr. Chairman, that my hon. f riend the Home Member concedes that the 
object of these jails is not to terrorise, not to show vindictiveness against 
those unfortunate people, but to make them realise, before they beoome 
irredeemable, their faults so that they may go back and take their proper 
places in society. If that is the objeot, Sir, T submit a very heavy responsi¬ 
bility rests on the shoulders of my hon. Friend the Home Member. Roughly, 
Mr. Chairman, about 20,000 people are imprisoned in these jails throughout 
the year. And the responsibility for the health, welfare, the morals and 
the reformation of these people is very great. I feel, Sir, that Government 
have not realised their responsibility in these matters. They have not given, 
effect to those humane recommendations of all jail reformers, and it is 
because they have not done so that I have tabled this Motion. First, Sir, 
take the question of food. I know they are kept in good health and are 
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given food according to the medical authorities. But I find a statement in 
the administration report of last year that dietary obarges were reduced. I 
was sorry to read that. I should like to have explanation why the food has 
been reduoed. ~ Moreover, the barbarous punishment of execution still goes 
on in our jails. I realize that the hon. Homo Member is not responsible, 
beoause the orders are passed by other people. But still, on the grant of 
jails, I want to invite the Home Member's attention to the fact that if our 
province is civilized, hanging, which is a primitive fcrm of punishment 
which follows the principle of an eye for an eye and tooth for a tooth, it is a 
pity that hanging should still go on here. Again provision is made for the 
imprisonment of civil prisoners which is again a barbarous and anti-deluvian 
form of punishment, which is not justified by modern opinion on this 
matter. Inside the jails themselves, and this is the main matter on which 
I desire to concentrate, there are not sufficient reformatory influences 1 o 
the extent to which an outsider can judge, they aro places where criminals 
tend to become hardened criminals. Not the less important is the fact 
that those who go there for temporary aberrations from right conduct 
tend to become criminals. The institution of non-official visitors is a good 
institution, but it is surrounded by restrictions. The men appointed 
are often so docile, so willing to please the Government and so anxious 
not to displease the Government that we do not take the best we can 
out of the system of non-official visitors. Moreover, there is the almost 
unhuman system of jail punishments which are inflicted with systematic 
regularity which converts these prisoners into clever fellows who want to 
dodge the warders or bribe them for not punishing. The system of jail 
punishments is barbarous and more than that, the system of having conviot 
warders tends to demoralize the whole atmosphere. These who are given 
power to control the rest of their kind become myrmidons of the powers that 
be and therefore it happens that it is vice which is rewarded and virtue 
which is punished in our jails. I would ask my hon. Friend why the 
Members of the Legislative Council in districts like Coimbatore, North Arcot 
and Triohinopoly where thero are central jails should not be made non¬ 
official visitors to these jails. Why should they not visit them as and when 
they pleased and why should the non-official visitors he allowed to visit 
normally only after giving notice, so that everything is made to order, when 
the food is good, the clothes are very neat and the premises as a whole give 
a festive appearance, so that non-officials may go and come and say that 
all can go and stay there P 

“ Then, I may say this, Mr. Chairman, that while certain things like 12.30 
tobaoco are prohibited from being brought into jails there is a wrong system p-m. 
almost perfected into a machine by which for the payment of so many rupees, 
annas or pies, contraband articles are regularly sold inside the jails, and the 
jails are honeyoombed with corruption, and if the Government does not know 
it, the Government does not know anything. 

“ Then, there is a provision under which convicts are sometimes asked to go 
about naked. I do not know what ideas of civilization other nations have 111 
this matter. Speaking as a Hindu and as an Indian, I may say that 
nothing is more ropugnant to the sense of a human being here than being 
asked to appear, in publio, naked. 

“ Then, there are a few State prisoners. I should like to know why these 
State prisoners are there, and how they are treated. Again, I am told, 
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Mr. Chairman, that a hind of paper oalled the i Jail Chronicle *, or what is 
now called ‘ the Howard Journal* is being supplied to these oonviots. I 
would like to know in what language it is edited, what its oontents are and 
what the object is of that journal. 

“ Now, 1 believe, Mr. Chairman, that these 20,000 unfortunate men and 
women in jails are a great responsibility to my hon. Friend the Home 
Member and to this House very limitedlv though, and even to the extent to 
which we have to vote this amount, it is a very heavy responsibility. I am 
afraid, Sir, that our Government have not yet realised what their duty in 
this matter is- It is beoause I feel that the Government must look upon 
these jails as institutions dealing not with machines but with human beings, 
although most of them are thero for no deliberate fault of their own, it is 
because that I want the human element to be introduced in the administra¬ 
tion of jails, it is because that punishments should be suited to the offences, 
it is beoause that 1 want to soe the system of conviot warders abolished, to 
see corruption abolished altogether from jails, to see the system of non¬ 
official visitors perfected, so that the jails may be like an open book thaj he 
who may want may go and sec for himself, I movo this token motion in the 
hope that the House will see the imperative need for immediate and whole¬ 
hearted prison reform in this province/* 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :— c< Mr. 
President, Sir, my hon. Friend for the Univorsity of Madras has stated in 
his prefatory remarks that so long as crimes exist, W9 want jails and that 
all that he wants is that these places should be converted into reformatories 
rather than into places where the State takes its vengence upon the pri¬ 
soners. I may assure my hon. Friend that the Government entirely agree 
with the sentiments expressed by him. The old conception regarding jails 
as places of punishment is being given up, and wo now treat our jails as 
places where prisoners should be subject to a certain amount of reformatory 
influences. From that point of view, 1 entirely sympathize with most of the 
remarks that the hon. Mover has made, and 1 may assure him that I shall 
bestow my earnest attention upon them. My hon. Friend says that there is no 
meaning in the non-ofhoial visitors going to see the jails after giving notice. 

I entirely see the point in the remarks made by my hon. Friend. The 
Government, of course, wants from non-official visitors a statement of facts 
as they are ; we want to know what is* happening in the jails. Therefore, 
there is no point in giving notice to jail authorities that they will have a 
visit from the non-official visitors, so that as my hon. Friend said, things 
may be kept in proper fashion to show them that there is no defeot at all. 
I shall certainly bestow my attontion upon this question, and I shall discuss 
the various aspects of it with the Inspector-General of Prisons when I meet 
him next. 

“ With regard to the contraband articles, I think the position is quite 
different. Jn the jails what we want to supply is necessaries and not luxu¬ 
ries and therefore I am afraid it will not be possible for Government to 
make these prisoners get all kinds of luxuries. 

t( With regard to the question of prisoners being asked to go naked (Mr. 
G. Harisarvofctama Eao : Half caked), I do not know whether such a practice 
exists, and I promise my attention to it. I am sure that the jail administra¬ 
tion will derive benefit from the oriticisms of the bon. Members of this 
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House. I assure my hon. Friend for tho University that thore is a human 
element in tho administration of our jails. For we remember that most 
of tho inmates of the jails are viotims of unfortunate and unfavourable 
circumstances. 

“ With regard to what we are doing at present, I may tell this hon. 
House that we are now trying to follow all that the Indian Jails Com¬ 
mittee have reoommended. The Committeo of the Inspectors-General of Jails 
inspected some of the jails in the Presidency in 1925 and found that most 
of the reforms the Indian Jails Committee have recommended were already 
introduced in the jails in this province. For example, we have separated the 
‘ casuals * from the ‘ babituals the ‘ juveniles * from tho * adults \ For 
the segregation of incorrigible habitnals ’ we have two separate jails, one at 
Salem and the other at Vizagapatam ; we havo now opened a Borstal Sohool 
at Tanjore. and we have extended the provisions of the Madras Children 
Act throughout the Presidency. Leper prisoners are concentrated and dealt 
with in a separate block in tho Central Jail, Salem, and the mental defectives 
are concentrated and treated in tho District Jail, Palarooottah; there are 
special wards set apart tor advanced tuberculosis prisoners in the Central 
Jails at Triohinopoly and Belhry and the Government have sanctioned the 
establishment of a separate tub' rculosis jail at Bellary. The Government 
havo also sanctioned the construction of a female prison at Vellore for the 
segregation and confinement of female prisoners. In accordance with the 
recommendations of the Jails Committee a ‘ Star Class * of prisoners lias been 
formed. Those prisoners are carefully selected from among tho ‘casual 
class * and segregated as far as possible from the ordinary prisoners in order 
to prevent contamination. These prisoners are provided with special quar¬ 
ters and enjoy certain privileges such as recreation after lock-up, etc. A 
special class of prisoners h is been created of selected prisoners sentenced to 
simple imprisonment for whom tho ordinary treatment is considered unsuitable 
on the ground of their education, status and character. The selection for 
this class is made by th9 convicting court subject to confirmation by Govern¬ 
ment. 

c< In accordance with the iceommendations of the Indian Jails Committee, 
tho Government have also sanctioned a systom of conditional rolease of 
prisoners on the recommendation of Advisory Boards constituted for each 
jail. In regard to matters connected with reformatory influences in prison 
such as interviews, letters, education, religious and moral instruction in jails 
and libraries, we have generally adopted the recommendations of the Jail 
Industries Committee contained in Chapter XI of their report. In accord¬ 
ance with the recommendations of the Indian Jails Committee this 
Government have also sanctioned a system of payment of gratuity to prisoners 
or of romission in lieu thereof. Careful attention has also been paid to tho 
diet, clothing, bedding, etc , of prisoners. Attention is also paid to buildings, 
sanitation, conservancy and water-supply in jails. In accordance with the 
recommendations of the Indian Jails Committee again, a Discharged Pri¬ 
soners’ Aid Socioty has been formed in Madras. This Society with a net 
work of branoh societies soattored throughout the Presidency look to the 
after-oire of prisoners discharged from* jails. The recommendations of the 
Jail Industries Committee have generally been accepted and the industries 
carried on in the jails in this Presidency havo been placed on a satisfactory 
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basis. As a result of these, the receipts in the manufacturing department 
have considerably risen. Wo have not forgotten our obligation to teaoh the 
prisoners the three R’s. to teach them some industry and to bring them 
undor some kind of moral influence or other, so that, whon they go out 
they may bo ablo honestly to earn their own livelihood. In all these ways, 
wo are trying to introduce a human element in the administration of the jails, 
as has been pointedtout by the hon. Member for the University. I may again 
assure this Houco that the! criticisms made by the hon. Member* will bo 
borne in mind by me in the discharge of my duties.” 

* Mr. T. Adinakayana Ohetti :— " About the administration of jails, 
the firat thing that would occur to any one who knows anything about 
the conditions obtaining in our province is the sort of people that new get 
employed there. Sir, we cry for Indianization but in regard to jails we 
use it not in the usual sense of the word. The sort of people now employed 
in the jails, especially the olass of jailors and deputy jailors, are generally 
unpassed men absolutely without any desirable qualifications whatsoever. 
This is reflected again in the soulless nature of the treatment given t<f the 
pooplo who have unfortunately to be in jails. Sir, the class of people 
entertained as warders, practically come from the scum of society with the 
result that most of the evils and abuses found in jails are traceablo'in the first 
place to that class of people, and they wilfully ill-treat the better class of 
people who have to go to jails. As my hon. Friend for the University has 
advorted to the fact about the corruption and the regular, systematized sale 
of contraband goods which is going on iu jails, I need only say that his remarks 
are fully borno out by my experience of jail management. Sir, I would 
request the hon. the Home Member to see that for the appointments of 
jailors and deputy jailors, at least people with Univer*ity qualifications and 
some character are appointed. Otherwise, thoro is no hope of ever improving 
the administration of our jails. 

“ Sir, tho hon. tho Homo Membor said that the prisoners are treated 
not in a soulless way but probably in a soulful manner. Hut I think that 
tho soul is either killed when one enters tho jail or it flies away at the 
very thought of the jail. Not only tho treatment is bad, but some of the 
punishments are absolutely inhuman, Sir, even tho tasks such as that of 
oilpressing is one of the things that ought to bo abolished, and ragi-griuding 
as well, considering that the quantity a prisoner has to grind is absolutely 
much more than what an ordinary well-paid coolio can be expected to do, 
outside tho jails. 

“ Sir, the hon. Member for tho University has adverted to one particular 
aspect of'treatmcnt in jails. I refer to tho manner in which they are asked 
,to atrip themselves naked. Sir, this is done very often. Probably the hon. 
the Home Member does not know it. It is done for the purpose of searoh. 
Even the Ali brothers had to complain about this treatment. When the Ali 
brothers with all the all-India support they commanded could be treated like 
that, you can understand what the lot of tho common people in jails would 
be. Sir, the punishments, apart from the hard tasks which are allotted 
to them, are veryloften not such as should be given to decent people, even 
though they deserve admittedly some sort of punishment. There are, in the 
Alipuram Jail, prisoners of the community to which the hon- the Home 
Member belongs, who were subjected to what are called the bell ohaing. 
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Even when one has to answer calls of nature, a wholo Hue of people must 
have to move about clanging these chains, and release the particular man 
who is obliged to answer the calls of nature. I asked a question whether 
bell chains are remnants of the mediaeval systems of punishment such as 
cutting away one’s legs, etc., and the then hon. the dome Member said 
that it was something like it. As regards other matters regarding the treat¬ 
ment of prisoners, I can assure tho House and the hon. Home Member that 
the rules are worked under circumstances which cannot make the adminis¬ 
tration soulful but to make the jails more and more a soulless place. 

“ Sir, they are publishing a journal called Hoxoard Journals . Our library 12 . 4 5 
also is getting it. .But I would like to know how many prisoners can read p.m, 
tho journal, how many know the language it is written in and how many 
can understand, appreciate, much less enjoy it. I want to know, in these 
circumstances, whether the cost of the journal is worth its utility. Tho 
extracts in the journal are always from one of our Anglo-Indian journals in 
Madras. 

“ Then, as regards religious teaching, I ask tho hon. Member whether 
all the pr‘soners belonging to various religious persuasions are given equal 
treatment, Sometime ago we referred to the Christian bias which was tried 
to bo imported by ono of tho subordinates in tho Madras Penitentiary. In 
tho Vellore Jail, I am told, Christian missionaries aro allowod to go and 
impart religious instruction to tho convicts there while other roligious 
preachers arc not so encouraged. 1 may in this connexion say this to tho 
hon. the Homo Member : you have got the right to take away the liberty of a 
prisoner, but you havo certainly no right to interfere with his religious 
persuasion either directly or by subtler methods.” 

* Mr. G. Harisarvotxama It vo “ Mr. President, Sir, I can only touch 
on one or two questions within the tirno allotted. So far as the industries in 
the jails are concerned, I see in tho budget a provision for 8) cells iu the 
Coimbatore Jail presumably for 20 J more prisoners, because some spinning 
machinery is going to be installed there. The jail industries can never be 
economically successful. Those who work at such industries are convicts and 
thoir labour is forced labour, and thero can be no willing participation in it. 
Therefore, I ask whether thore is much wisdom in a proposal like this. I do 
not want to stand agaiust it, if it is the intention of the Government that 
they should teaoh the convicts some trade or profession so that they may be 
equipped for life when out of jail. There is another aspect of the industry. 
There are what are called light labour couvicts in all the jails. I believe 
they cannot do any heavy work ; and at present, so far as I know, these light 
labour men are placed upon such work as picking and choosing and things 
of that kind. 1 would strongly urge on the attention of the Government 
the importance of introducing hand-spinning into theso jails and making 
the light labour mon spin and weave, so that aftor they oome out of the jail, 
they may be able to earn some living and get on as best as possible with the 
physical power that they have in them. 

“With reference to other kinds of labour found in jails, I havo seen 
certain industries encouraged thero, which are not in after life useful to the 
convicts; for instance, I should deprecate the development to any large 
extent of the weaving of woollen carpets of a finer type. It no doubt satisfies 
the luxurious habits of certain western people who would pay any' amount 
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of money and buy such rarities but it does not help tbe convict to eko out 
his livelihood because such work he does not get generally, and to such work 
the convicts are forced against their will. I have had experience of it myself, 
and I can speak with authority. I can say with authority that in tho jails, 
tho classification of labour on which man should bo employed should bo much 
more carefully done than it is to-day. 

u My friends have already referred to the onforeed nakedness in jails. I 
had tbe misfortune of running with a lunglioti only, during working hours, 
and I hopo that all such customs that obtain in tho jails will bo givon up 
immediately. 

“ Then, Sir, I want to sound a note of warning with regard to too much 
of the civilizing influences in jails. There is a provision of Hs. 11 600 in tho 
budget for saoksteam disinfectors and electric lights; and those things aro 
intended more for the benefit of the officials that are residing there, than 
for the conviots. I am afraid that if, even with regard to the clothes that 
should be washed, the convict is to have it done for him, tho training thj,t is 
given is a farce. The convict must be able to wash his own clothes. I do not 
want to be so human as to say that we should find out a machine that would 
put food into the mouth of a convict. Therefore, I have to warn against 
too much of civilization creeping into the jails. By all moans give them 
human treatment, give them proper food. 

“ In the matter of food, I am afraid they do not get sufficient salt. My 
experience is that tho jail food is always based upon what tbe medic*! 
officers theoretically say is necessary for tho development of tho organism to 
enable the convict to do his work. But human nature being what it is, tho 
human constitution being what it is, it cannot have tho full benefit of tho food 
unless its palate is equally satisfied and therefore smad amenities like salt 
must not be eo badly lowered and the convict should not be asked to live on 
mere physiological rations, rations that satisfy only physiological tests, 
llations mu4 satisfy the human as well as' physiological tests. Therefore, 
by all moans, improve their food, improve their clothing, improve opportu¬ 
nities for industrial development, improve also their capacities for greater 
culture, greater morality, but by no means should you improve such luxuries 
as will make them incompetent when they go outside to carry on the ordinary 
affairs of life.*’ 

* Mr. K. V. It. Swam i:—“ Sir, I am very much pleased with the speech 
of the hon. tho Homo Member, a very hopeful speech indeed, but I do not 
know how far it will be put into action. Several questions were raised 
during tho last budget debate and the hon. the Home Member did not refer 
even to one to say that ho has rectified matters at least in one particular 
respect. The first thing that wa9 referred to in the last debate was the 
question of food. All hon. Members raid then with one vcice that tbe food 
given was insufficient, that the same quantity of food should not be fixed for 
all persons alike. If the same quantity of food is given to my hon. Kriond, 
I know how he would feed in a week. It is very difficult from outside to 
find out what the real needs of the men in jail are. I do not say that my 
hen. Fiiend or any superior authorities want to bo hard on these prisoners, 
but they have not made such arrangements as would make the life of the 
prisoner even tolerable. For instance, olothing is not sufficient at all. He is 
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given only one piece of cloth for rubbing his body after bath and covering 
himself during bath. He is expected to have two sets of clothing, but he is 
always given one set only, for the other set is kept ready for inspection. Of 
couroe, there is the Penitentiary here, and my hon. Friend the Home Member 
would have visited ifc often or oven once. If he had teen it, I think ho 
would realize whether they have got any library worth the name. They 
have kept some rotten books there. I do not think the hon. the Home 
Mimbcr has been there when food is given. That food will not he touched 
even by ai dog ; it is so rotten and so lull of sand and pebbles 1 have seen 
prisoners putting I he whole rioo in water so that the sand may go down. 

That is the state of things. As for vegetables, nothing of that kind is given 
to them at all, except wliat wo call dhall and soma rotten vegetables which 
are cooked together without sufficient chillies or salt. 'Iho convict docs not 
mix this with rice, he mixes the riee with, water so that the sat d might 
settle down. This food is not at all sufficient, and the prisoner often brgs a 
morsel of food from the noxt prisoner if he happens to be a man who will not 
oat much. There is no heart in tho authorities that are put in charge of 
them. They treat them very badly. 

“ During the last debate ou tho budgot, much objection was taken for 
giving a dilfercut treatment to European prisoners. It was then said that 
every prisoner should be given the kind of food that ho vised to take pre¬ 
viously. And that is a very good rule and I appreciate it vert much. But 
has the Home Mombor or the Government realised that ev^ry Indian takes 
some kind of curd? No curd whatsoever is given to the prisoner. Why 
should you not give them some curd ? Another tiling is 11011 -vegetarians are 
not given non-vegetarian foot at all. Whereas you. supply tho European 
prisoner with meat and fish and everything, you do not allow any such 
amonitics to other prisoners. 

“ My hon. Friend for tho University was talking about contrabands. The 
only difficulty is about tobacco. Every prisoner almost is Ubcd to tobacco, 

I think Iho Europouu prisoners are allowed to smoke cigarettes. Why not 
allow the other prisoners to uso some tobacco ? It will put an end to the 
contraband, Jf you allow this much luxury and givo them a little bit of 
tobacco, there will be an end of the difficulty. You see they arc sufficiently 
punished by being kept there deprived of their liberty; some, perhaps, there 
may be who on tho s; nr of the moment happened to do something tor which 
they are paying the penalty, aud others arc there who are suffering their 
convictions. Why should such people be deprived of otlrr ordinary things 
in life ? This question has been urged so many times in this llouso* There 
is no good in satisfying this house with good speeches or promises. 
Unfortunately, this House cannot judge tho real things. If every Member 
of this House makes it a rule to visit one prison at least, I think most of the 
difficulties pointed out by me would bo solved. It may be said by way of 
reply--of course it is not stated now—that wo have got non-official visitors. 

I was myself a non-official visitor for three years ,s 

The hon the President “ The hon. Member’s time-limit is over. ” 

* Srimau Biswanath Das Mabasay.o:— <{ Sir, I thank my hon. Friend 1 p.m, 
for having given a very hopeful account of what the Jail administration 
would he ; but we aro concerned with what the Jail administration is. 
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Fortunately or unfortunately* I combi 10 in one tho experience of a jail both 
as a visitor and as a convict prisoner, for a few hours of course, through the 
kindness of my hon. Friends tho ex-Ministers of tho Justice party. 

“ There aro two difficulties, Sir, so far as the ordinary prisonors are 
oonccrncd. First is that the food that they get is very bad. Tho rice that 
is served to thorn is stinky and is not worth eating by ordinary individuals, 
I may say that this is not the fault of tho higher authorities, but of the 
authorities who look after the jails and the extractors whom they engage 
to supply rice. Sir, a contractor once engaged has his own way of supply¬ 
ing tho articles and these are unfortunately admitted as good. All these 
call for closer inspection by non-official visitors. This is ono of the 
complain*s of the convicts Secondly, nothing worth the name of a curry is 
supplied to them. Tho vegetables aro not purchased from the bazaars but 
arc grown in the jails. And, of these, tho good things aro either sold or 
eaten away by the jail officials and the rotten things are made available to 
the convicts. Sir, it was my misfortune to bo there as an inmate only for a 
few hours. I thought that I might not have to go to tho jail again 4nd so 
I took particular care to see what all kinds of food were served to the 
convicts. I found as a result that no ordinary human being will bi inclined 
to take tho food served there. Agun, Sir, tho clothing that is supplied to a 
convict is not enough for him. As this point his boon fully dealt with by 
my hon. hriend from Kajahrnuudry, Ido not want to dilate upon it and 
occupy the time of this hon. House. 

“ Sir, humane treatment is not accorded to political prisoners. I had 
been to tho Berlmmpore Jail when some of the political prisonors wore 
there and I found that a sympathetic treatment would have averted tho 
unfortunate occurrence there. Sumo very ordinary wants, such as salt and 
chillies, were not supplied to them and then serious obstacles wore thrown in 
the way of their getting proper aeeommo iation and proper clothing. 
Tinder theso circumstances, 1 am not prepared to concede, nor do I agree 
with my lion Friond, that the Jail administration, as it is to-day, is humane 
or commendable. Of course, if the hon. Member promises that he would look 
into tho thing and improve the stat) of affairs, that may be a matter for 
consideraton while voting. But, as things stand at present, the hon. 
Member being in charge of this department for a long tiino cannot say that 
he has dono his host to improve the lot of the unfortunate convicts. With 
these few words, I support the motion . 99 

* Mr. R. Skint vasa Ay yang ut:— u Sir, I riso to give my support to this 
motion. It is true that the speech made by the bon. tho Home Member 
to-day is somewhat encouraging. S), if I rise to day, it is with a view to 
sound a note of warning and to draw attention to the fact that, as things 
stand at present, there id loss of human element in the jails and more of 
vindictive element. It is high time that (he Government realize tho fact that 
those who have the misfortune to enter the jails aro after all human beings 
and after all people of this country. Wo do not ask the Government to 
give thorn any luxury, but it is up to the Government to give them tho bare 
necessaries of life. 

“ I should like to advert to the question of dietary. Now these convicts 
aro given only greens, pumpkins and tomatoes which are grown in the 
gardens adjoining the jails. Thcso may be good vegetables, but there is a" 
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certain dull monotony so far as tho variety is concerned. I am of opinion 
therefore that some better kind of vegetables such as brinjals or other varieties 
may be supplied to them. Tho House would be astonished to hear that as a 
matter of fact buttermilk is net at all supplied to these prisonors ; and wo 
know fora fact that most of us will find it very difficult to finish our meal 
without buttermilk which we regard as absolutely nece?sary. Buttermilk is 
denied to thorn and ghee is absolutely out of the question. 

‘‘ One point which if mentioned might cause a little amusement in tho 
matter of diet is that each prisoner is given a standard diet. Each one is 
given a cako of cooked rice. I have come across in my capacity as a non¬ 
official visitor several instances where the prisoners not satisfied with tho 
one cake supplied wanted something extra. Some of them wanted one and 
a quarter cokes. Some told me that one cako was too much for them and 
would take something loss. I brought this matter to tho notice of tho 
Superintendent of the Jail and asked him to find out ways and means which 
would have the effect of equalizing or adjusting the position to tho satis¬ 
faction of all concerned. ITis reedy was that the Jail rules did not permit it. 
That is tho kind of cast iron rulo which permeates the Jail administration. 

“ So far as the bedding and clothing aro concerned, the less said about them 
tho better. It fell to my lot in the course of my inspection to find that tho 
rice supplied was condemned rice and tho dhalwas split dhal. And L found 
that in the rice and in the dhal there were more small pieces of stones than 
tho real articles themselves. When I drew the attention of tho Jail author¬ 
ities to this kind of supply, it was s f at^d that by some mistake or other, 
0 nc or two bags did contain some such thing. No doubt, thereafter, they 
t 0 ok particular care to see that no such mistake took place. 

“ I had to enter my emphatic protest against the manner in which in tho 
non-co-operation days the Jad administration was carried on and while 
I practically concede the sympathy of tho Inspector-General of Prisons with 
respect to some of my recommendations, lie put the rest asido probably 
because he bein' a big rmJuxp was not prepared to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions of a humble and poor non-official visitor. The whole thing requires 
reconsideration from a humane Hid humanitarian point of view and every¬ 
body must realise that people who find their way to the prisons or arc made 
to find their way to tho prisons on account of various circumstances aro 
properly treated. It is up to the Government to see that tho jails exist 
moro as a house of correction rather than places of retribution. I have not 
the slightost doubt that judging from thu lion, the Home Member's state¬ 
ment made to-day he will bestir himself and see that a better system of 
administration is made to prevail so far as the jails are concerned.” 

* Mr. 0. V. Venkataiumana Ayyangar: —“I wish to say just a few 
words from my experience of the Coimbatore jail for tho last four or five 
years, not as an inmate, hut as one who has frequently visited it in connec¬ 
tion with the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society. I think so far as the 
Coimbatore jail is concerned I may make the admission that though thoro 
are several things still wanting to bo done, tho discussions in this House 
have had a good effect. There has been, I am glad to say, a good deal of 
improvement in that jail. Reference has been made to an English journal 
by name Howard Journal. It has now been made an Anglo-vqmacular 
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journal and its articles contain quotations from various sources. It would 
however bo better iE the journal bccomos a vernacular journal fully. 

<l I may refer in this connexion to the provision of funds in the budget 
for an additional building for the Coimbatdro jail. Although I am not 
against that improvement, I may suggest one or two points which will give 
more room in that jail. Evidently there is some impression that this new 
building is intendei to provide additional colls. That is not so. It is, 
I believe, only intended to replace somo cells which havo become practically 
useless. 

u So far ns the cost of the jail feeding is concerned, I am sorry my hon. 
Friend behind me said something which may mean that these poor inmates 
of the jails are not doing the work allotted to them properly and willingly. 
So far as the Coimbatoro jail is concerned; I may make the statement that 
except the executive staff the whole jail is scdf-inrintaincd and that the work 
turned out by the poor convicts is more than what is necessary for the 
clothing, feeding, etc., of the convicts. " , 

u One thing I want to suggest first so far as the jail at Coimbatore is 
concerned and that is, that the persons under remand, or under-trial prisoners 
should be taken away from the Central Jail. It is very unfortunate that the 
largo number of undei-trial prisoners are made to stay in the jails intended 
for convicts, There should be a sub-jail built separately, if necessary, 
specially intended for them. 

“In the Coimbatore jo.il a big building is reserved for Mappilla State 
prisoners. They hnvo been kept there for the last four or five years for no 
other offence than that of haying been born of Mappilla parents. They 
should be released at oneo on any condition considered necessary by the 
Government. This demand of theirs has been practically supported by the 
Visiters' Committee presided over by the Collector himself. They, the 
prisoners, have put in a petition that all of them are willing to proceed 
anywhere outside Malabar—only they do hot wish to be sent to the Auda- 
m nis--if the Government so directs. That request was made two or threo 
years ago and yet tlio hou. the Law Member has been saying that if any 
such applications oomo they will be considered. I wool l bo very glad if the 
hon. the Law Me nb°r will at onco go into the matter, soo how long their 
petition has been witli the Government and grant their prayer. 

“ Sir, provision ought to bo made according to the Jail Committee’s report 
for the grant of remission of s mtenees on certain conditions. One condition 
is that alL long term prisoners should generally bo given as soon as they have 
undergone two-thirds of their sentence, an opportunity of haviug their 
cases reconsidered. As Secretary of the Discharged Prisoners* Aid Society 
I am made a member of the committee and 1 may siy that the first great 
obstacle in tlio committee considering their cases is tho general reluctance of 
the officers including the Inspector-General of Prisons whose pvcscnco Ido 
not see anywhere here, lie is probably onjoying the Oofacamund climate. 
If anybody is responsible for the offences of many r of theso prisoners it is tho 
hon. the Minister in charge of the Excise department. He is, by supplying 
drink to these people abetting at least 50 per cent of the murders in the 
Coimbatore district. This fact w ill be borne out if any investigation is made 
and tho result is published. At its lust meeting the committee has forwarded 
recommendations which will go to tho effect that 50 per cent of tho people 
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who have been sentenced to transportation for life committed the offenoes 
under the influence of drink. Some leniency should be shown to these 
people, Sir, by the Government. This Government is generous in appoint¬ 
ing committees, bflt, whon those committees make recommendations, the 
Government begin to realize their responsibility and do not give effeot to 
them. I would certainly say, Sir, that much more leniency should be 
shown regarding conditional releases. 

“ I shall give a particular instance. I know of a case where a Christian M6 
polioeman who came from the south-west corner of the district was employed 
in Bhavani in the north-east corner of the district and ho committed a crime 
when drunk for which he was sentenced to transportation for life. The 
oommittee, consisting of the District Judge and the Inspector-General (myself 
being absent), recommended that this man should be conditionally released. 

The Superintendent of Police also reported in his favour/ But the District 
Magistrate was against him. He thought that no one who went into a jail 
should be let out. Ho had nothing to say against this man in particular, 
but he said that generally he was against the release of any one under any 
conditions whatsoever. The Government have wrongly refusod to release 
him. I hope they will reconsider the matter now. Another instance I may 
perhaps give. A drama was recently enaotod by the convicts and it was so 
good that many visitors wanted to present gold medals to practically all 
actors. This really shows that the convicts are there by accident and, given 
an opportunity, they are prepared to behave properly. I appeal to the hon. 
the Home Member to take these things into consideration and show greater 
sympathy and mercy and better treatment to these unfortunate people.” 

* r lho hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur ;—“ Sir, 

I should like to mention one or two points which I forget to mention in my 
first speech. The hon. Member for the University asked why there had 
been a reduction in the dietary charges. It is due to the fact that we have 
budgeted this year for less number of prisoners than last year. A question 
has been raised to the effect that wc do not give our prisoners vegetables. I 
have gone to a number of jails and, wherever I go, I find that they grow 
their vegetables in the garden.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti ;—That is only when the hon. Member goes. 

The vegetables go to tho Superintendents’ houses.” 

* Sriman Biswanath Das Mahasavo :—“ They sell vegetables.” 

* Tho hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Saiiib Bahadur:— 

“ Well, these are all serious charges. I am prepared to enquire into them.” 

• * Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyamqar : —“ Selling is common.” 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Us.yian Sahib Bahadur: — 
t( It must be remembered that j.iils should not be made so very attractive to 
induce people outside to commit crimes and got into them. That is a danger 
whioh we should avoid. I am glad that Mr. Venkataramana Ayyangar has 
said that things have muoh improved in the Coimbatore Jail. If my hon. 
Friend visits other jails also he will see that what has happened in the Coim¬ 
batore Jail has happened in the other jails also. We havo introduced a 
number of healthy changes* In regard to remand prisoners, I do agree that 
they ought not to be kept in the same place as other prisoners. If the 
House desires that that principle should he emphasized and given effeot to, 

I have no objection to come before it with a demand for supplementary 
grant if necessary to accomplish this object. In regard to the remission of 

i 
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sentences, my hon. Friend Mr. Venkataramana Ayyangar said that we were 
not making sufficient advance. According to the recommendation of the 
jails Committee, this Government have sanctioned a system of conditional 
release of persons who are recommended by advisory oommittees. As a 
matter of faot, we are letting out a lot of persons before their time is oyer. 
In most oases, we follow the advioe of the advisory committees ; but it is not 
possible for Government to aooepb the advioe in overy case. As I have 
stated before, all the criticisms advanoed by the hon. Members will be borne 
in mind.”

The motion was lost. 
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The hon. the President “I do not see how motion No. 597 a is in 
order. The question of the period of imprisonment is a matter which comes 
under the portfolio of the lion, the Law Member. Under the Criminal 
Procedure Code it is the Local Government that can remit sentences and 
I think it is the hon. the Law Member who deals with this. The hon. the 
Home Member has to entertain the prisoners as long as the hon. the Law 
Member wants them to be in jail. (Laughter.) Before I give a ruling 
whether this—a token motion intended to recommend something to the hon. 
the Home Member—is in order I want to know how this is in order.” 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :—“ Is not the reduction of 
sentences in the hands of the hon. the Home Member?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Kamaswami Ayyar :—“ Keduotion of sentences and 
release of prisoners are dealt with under the Criminal Procedure Code and 
the portfolio is in my hands,” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ I gave notice of this motion for out 
under dietary charges, I think.” 

* The hon. the President “ My difficulty is this. Take for instance 
the motion No. 624 b . Supposing it is carried the hon. the Home Member 
may feel some inconvenience as he will not have sufficient money to carry on 
his department and he may have to go to his colleague and ask him to release 
some of the prisoners. But I am not able to understand how the object can 
bo attained by a token motion regarding the administration of jails, a sub¬ 
ject for whioh the hon. the Homo Member is responsible.” 

* Mr. R. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—“ Sir, the power of olemenoy and the 
grant of remissions inheres in the Local Government, in the Governor in the 
Council. The object of this motion is to bring a certain amount of pressure 
on the hon. the Home Member who retains these persons in jail so that he 
may in his turn put pressure on the hon. the Law Member and ultimately 
on the Government to bring about the desired state of things. In that view 
of the matter, this motion is perfectly in order. We are having a Cabinet 
Government. It is with a view to acquaint the hon. the Home Member of 
the feeling of the House so that he, if so minded and if convinced of the 
soundness of the reasons, may put pressure on the hon. the Law Member and 
ultimately on the whole Government, this motion is brought and as suoh 
I submit it is perfectly in order.” 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti : — (i If my hon. Friend is correct in his statement 
that this matter is in his portfolio, then there is no demand really in which 
we oan urge the release of these persons.” 

*The hon. the President: —‘‘Criminal Justice whioh we have passed 
over. Hon. Members ought to have made their own arrangements for discus¬ 
sing this subject under that demand.”

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Mr. S. Satvamurti 44 1 am not complaining, Mr. President. It is our 
fault and we are paying the penalty for that. In Criminal Justice there is 
no allotment for jails.” 

*The hon. the President <c If a token motion had been given under 
Criminal Justice, it would have amounted to a censure on the hon. the Law 
Member if you had carried the motion.” 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ Once persons arc convicted and sent to prison, 
they cease to be under the jurisdiction of the criminal courts. They cease to 
be under the portfolio of the hon the Law Memhor and they are under the 
portfolio of the hon. the Home Member ” 

The hon. the President “ Only for maintenance.” 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti : —“ In our opinion, theso people should not be there 
and the jails must be closed to them. If we do not give money under 
the demand for jails, the hon. the Law Member will have to find shelter for 
them, it may he, in his house. So far as we are concerned, we do not propose 
to vote money for the Mappilla rebellion prisoners. There are two ways 
of doing it. One way is to give notice of a solid out. Another way, the 
less extreme and severe way is this. We tell the hon. the Home Member 
that, in our judgment, the money spent on these prisoners is not spent 
properly and that the jails must bo shut against them. That is one way of 
looking at this question. 

“ If precedents are of any value—I am speaking subject to correction— 
till now, this matter of release of prisoners from jails has been dealt with 
under the Jails Demand.” 

* The hon. the President “ My recollection is that only substantial puts 
were proposed in those cases.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti The question of the point of order thon becomes 
a narrow one. It is said that this question should not be disoussed itnder 
this demand. The object of this token motion is to express to the hon, the 
Homo Member that wo are displeased with him in giving hospitality to these 
prisoners who should have been released. If we carry this demand, the hon. 
the Horae Member must tell the hon. the Law Member—as you suggested 
in another connexion—that the opinion of this House is that these people 
should bo released and therefore the demand has been reduced. I submit, 
Sir, that there is nothing in tho Rules or the Standing Orders against the 
motion, and if we have failed to make a substantial cut, it is our fault and we 
will pay the penalty for it. We beg of you to allow the motion to be made. 
The only way in which we can do it, is to say that we do not want to pay for 
the food of these prisoners which is provided for under the grant of Jails.” 

* Mr. 0. V. Venkatabamana Ayyangar :—“ Tho token motion, Sir, if 
carried, is a censure against the whole Government and not neoessarily 
against the gentleman who is, by acoidont, in charge of the particular sub¬ 
ject. The hon. Members of Government may have divided the subjects 
according to their convenience even though both the subjeots may be in 
charge of the same department. We are attacking the Government policy 
as a whole, and not particularly that of a particular Member. Therefore 
I think that this is the proper place where we can talk of such motions.” 
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* The hon. Sir C. 1\ Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Sir, each Member of the 
Government moves a grant for the Government. But in moving that grant, 
he is exposed to attack in certain mattors pertaining to that grant. The posi¬ 
tion so far as law is con corned, is perfectly cloar, viz., that under sections 
401 to 405 of the Criminal Procedure Code, the Local Government has got 
the right of remitting sentences and releasing prisoners. As will be noticed 
from the list of subjects within the portfolio of eaoh Member of Government, 
the question of proceeding under the Criminal Procedure Code and 
releasing of prisoners is solely vested in the Law Member for the time being. 
Therefore questions relating to remission of sentences and to the release of 
prisoners are dealt with by me primarily. The point that was put forward 
by the hon. Member for the University, viz., that by a token motion it was 
songht to convince the hon. the Home Member that there might be no room 
in the jails for the Mappilla Rebellion prisoners, seems to be beside the 
point, beoause it is not a question of whether there is room for the Mappilla 
prisoners or not, but whether the Government are bound to exercise the 
powers vested in them under the Criminal Procedure Code. That, I take it, 
is a matter that appertains to the head * Criminal *Tustiee 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ Sir, with regard to the law on the matter, 
section 72-D of the Act, clauso (2), in the first sentence, lays down the 
procedure with regard to the presentation of the budget to the House. 
Then Sir, in defining the powers of this House, it simply says that the 
Council may assent or refuse its assent to a demand, or may reduce the 
amount therein referred to either by reduction of the whole grant or by the 
omission or reduction of any of the items of expenditure of which the grant 
is composed. I submit, Sir, so far as this wording is concerned, this Motion 
of Mr. Madhavan Nayar is perfectly in order, It seeks to reduce an item 
of expenditure of which this grant is composed. Then Sir, rule 30 of the 
Legislative Council Rules says: 

1 Motions may be moved at this stage to reduoe any grant or to omit or reduce any item 
in a grant, but not to inorease or alter the destination of a grant/ 

"My submission is that, so long as this Motion does not contravene 
either seotion 72-D of the Grovemmont of India Act or rule 30 (2) of the 
Legislative Counoil Rules, this Motion is in order. Wbat the effect of this 
Motion •will be is not for us to decide. As my hon. Friend humourously 
suggests, wo know the effeot of all token motions. I therefore suggest that 
this Motion does not contravene either the Aot or the Legislative Council 
Rules.” 

* The hon. the Pbesident :—“ It is true that a motion may be moved for 
the omission of any item or reduction of any item. But in doing so, the 
question of relevanoy is very important. Under Standing Order 28, the 
matter of every speech must be strictly relevant to the matter before the 
Council. Under Standing Order 32, an amendment must be relevant to and 
within the scope of the subject-matter of the olause or motion to which it 
relates. Under these two rules, I think it is the duty of the President to 
say whether the disoussion is relevant to the demand. As long as the 
release of prisoners is in the portfolio of the hon. the Law Member, I am 
not able to see how the disoussion of-this motion is relevant to the demand 
under discussion now. Therefore, I rule that the motion is out of order.” 

The House then adjourned for lunch.

* for the reduction of the allotment of Bs. 42,500 for pay of establishments 
" by Bs. 100.’ 

Timo and again, Sir, the question of tho treatment of prisoners in jails 
or the infliction of punishments on them has been coming before this 
House, and I think that the best method of preventing all ill-treatment, of 
avoiding all abuses of this kind is to improve the manner of recruitment of 
officers such as deputy jailors and jailors, i.e., by recruiting persons with 
higher educational qualifications for these posts. Everything depends, 8ir, 
on experience, on a knowledge of human psychology, of human oharaoter, 
of human temper, of the limits within which the infliction of punishment 
for disciplinary purposes will prove really beneficial and the point at which 
the infliction of punishment is suro to do more harm than good. I do not 
pretend to say that every man because ho possesses high educational quali¬ 
fications is going to improve matters. But, taking things as they are that a 
man with higher educational qualifications is apt to bring to his work greater 
refinement, greater discretion, greater prudonco and a greater knowledge of 
human nature, I think that the most satisfactory method of avoiding most 
of these abuses will be to improve the morale, the charaoter and the qualifi¬ 
cations of these officers. At present, Sir, there are large numbers of graduates 
who are available even for these appointments, and most of these appointments 
are made, I know, by the Staff Selection Board, The plea that is now put 
forward is that the candidates should possess good health, and a robust 
physique, in order to fit them for employment; educational qualifications 
are not prized so much as robustness or possession of good physical vigour. 
Under this plea, we find that very many persons possessing only a junior 
certificate are appointed as deputy jailors and jailors. Therefore I want to 
press upon the attention of the hon. the Home Member the desirability 
of recruiting as officers, that is as deputy jailors and jailors, men possessing 
high educational qualifications. Those men arc better equipped for this 
kind of work, in the possession of sympathy, tact and discretion and they

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may know when and under what circumstances punishment for disciplinary 
purposes may be safely inflicted and may do good. They aro also men who 
could be credited with greater sympathy, and with greater earnestness in 
improving the lot of these prisoners and in seeing that they aro provided 
with good food; for, granting that a certain sum is set apart for procuring 
all kinds of commodities, greater vigilance will result in good stuff being 
bought aud better food being provided to the prisoners. So, for this reason, 
viz., of improving the human element and of avoiding all the abuses now 
prevalent, I move this cut/’ 

The hon. the President :—“ The question is 

4 to reduce the allotment of Rs. 42,500 /or pay of establishments by 
Rs. 100 V’ 

*The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur: — 
“Mr. President, Sir, my hon. Friend, Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar, has raised 
this quostion that jailors aud deputy jailors should he reoruited from men 
who have got higher educational qualifications. I agreo with him. Govern¬ 
ment have in view that these officers should possess higher qualifications, as 
has been prescribed by the Indian Jails Committee. From the report of tho 
Jails Committee, it is seen that 

1 recruitment; for jailors and deputy jailors should not he made at tho lowest point, that 
is, at the bottom of tho clerical establishment, but should oommenoe ordinarily at the grade of 
deputy jailor, though direct appointment to the grade of jailor Bhould not be prohibited. In 
suoh recruitment the desirability of securing persons of superior adaoation thould be kept 
oonBtanbly in view, but we do not advocate the laying down of any fixed standard of academioal 
attainment, suoh as the Intermediate examination or the B.A. degree, because that course 
would involve the danger of excluding many of the classes of the population who are best 
suited for exeoutive work. We think that, while every endeavour should be made to secure 
candidates with the highest available equipment in general education, the Inspector-(Jeneral of 
Prisons should have full discretion to enlist persons otherwise suitable for jail employ, suoh as 
soldiers of the British or Indian Army who possess good educational qualifications. Nor would 
we debar him from promoting to the executive grade specially deserving and suitable members 
of the olerical staff, although suoh promotion would bo an exceptional oours^ We consider it 
essential that jailors should be acquainted with one of the ohief vernaculars of the Province.* 

14 I oan say that the policy whioh Government aro at present pursuing is 
laid down in tho extract quoted above. I think the Staff Selection Board 
whioh makes the reoruitment for jailors and deputy jailors are also following 
this rule. I entiroly agree with the hon. the Mover of the motion that better 
eduoational qualifications would oertainly be a very great advantage, and 
that will be kept in view. 

“ With regard to warders, I do not think that we oan insist upon higher 
eduoation being one of the qualifications for that post on account of the small 
pay fixed for it. I think, Sir, this morning the question was raised that 
jailors and deputy jailors should be men not only with high educational 
qualifications nut also men of charaoter. I quite agree ; we must get 
men with high character, men who are patriotio enough to serve their fellow- 
men, men who oould do what they can to make the lives of tho prisoners 
happy. 1 shall bring to the notice of the Staff Soleotion Board, if necessary, 
the remarks that have fallen from the hon. Member. 9 * 

* Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :— <c Mr. President, Sir, on this parti¬ 
cular question, I wish to say a word, and it is this: I suppose tho 
Government remember that it was last year that an advertisement was made 
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oalling upon graduates of the Madras University to apply for posts of 
deputy jailors, and I am not sure if it was for jailors also. I believe that 
applications were sent and some of the applioants were asked to present 
themselves before a oertain Committee, I do not know if it was the Staff 
Seleotion Board. Again, a oertain number of those applioants were really 
selected for appointment, and though it is about a year or so since that 
seleotion was made, one does not know, neither the applioants themselves 
nor the publio know, when they will be aotually appointed, to the posts 
concerned. I shall be thankful to the hon. the Home Member if he will 
kindly apprise me of the action he proposes to take on the matter.” 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

* Rao Sahib R. Srinivasan :—“ Sir, I move 

1 that the allotment of Rs. 87,200 for pay of officers be reduced by 
Rs. 100.’ 

i€ Sir, I think that when a Magistrate or a Judge pronounces his sentenoe 
on an accused, he takes into consideration the ago, the status of the man in 
society, and passes tin sentenoe of punishment, whioh he deserves. But when 
he is taken into the jail, the jail authorities give him work, according to his 
oaste, hard work to a low-caste man and light work to an high-caste man. 
T understand that there are s )me rules and regulations in regard to distri¬ 
bution of work amonjr the convicts. If the Judge passes a death sentence 
on a man, the jail authorities should not hang one man by the neck because 
he was an high-easto and another by the leg till he died because ho was a low- 
caste man. I do not think the jail authorities are at all fair in giving such 
treatment to these low-caste people. 1 do not want to say anything more on 
this matter and with these words I move my motion.” 

The hon. the President :—“ The question is 

€ to reduce the allotment of R?. 87.200 for pay of officers by Rs. 100 

* The hon. Khan Bahadur Muhammad Usman Sahib Bahadur :— 
€i Sir, with regard to this question thoro has been a certain amount of 
misunderstanding, and I should therefore like to make a statement thereon. 
The subject of convict labour is dealt with in Ohapterl XXIV of the Jail 
Manual. All jail labour is divided into three main classes, hard, medium 
and light. The scale of tasks arranged according to these classes is printed 
in Appendix III, Part XIII. When a medical offioer has certified the olass 
of labour for whioh a convict is fit, the Superintendent determines the parti¬ 
cular employment to whioh such convict shall be put. Prisoners olassed as 
fit for medium or light labour are placed once a month before the medioal 
offioer who examines them with a view to their reolassifioation, if necessary. 
If any prisoner passed for hard labour subsequently becomes permanently 
unfit to perform it, the medical officer records the revised olass of labour for 
which the prisoner is fit. In allotting labour, reasonable allowance is made 
for oaste prejudices, i.e., no Brahman or caste Hindu is employed on 
chuoklers* work. Care is also taken that oaste prejudice is not made an 
excuse for avoiding heavy forms of labour. Frequent ohanges of work 
except on medioal grounds are also avoided. All menial offices in the jail 
ahall, as far as possible, be performed by the oonviots themselves. The main 
object of prison labour is the reformation of the prisoner. Consistently with 
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the above rules, labour is allotted to the prisoners in jail. Considerations of 
oaste exoept those mentioned in rule 387 do not enter in fixing the tasks of 
oonviots. The prisoner’s previous occupation prior to incarceration, his 
health and capacity for work are generally the criteria adopted in allotting 
tasks. 

“ From this, it is clear that we do make a distinction in regard to various 
kinds of work whioh prisoners are called upon to perform, so that a man 
belonging to the higher castes is not allowed to do the work whioh is generally 
performed by lower castes ” 

The motion was, by leave of the House, withdrawn. 

* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar “ The resolution that I have tabled is 2-45 
a very modest one. I move— p,m * 

‘ that the allotment of Rs. 29*45 lakhs for jails be reduced by Re. 2 
lakhs .’ (To discuss the question of non-release of Mr. M. P. 
Narayana Menon) 

lt Sir, I certainly would have liked to meet the hon. the Law Member on 
this subject, but, unfortunately, it so happens that this out motion has come 
under Jails and Mr. Usman Sahib, the Home Member, has to answer the 
oharges that I have to lay against the Government, Now, with regard to 
the Mappilla prisoners, I urge for their release on three grounds: one, 
that they have been imprisoned under exceptional circumstances and that 
they have committed offences under exceptional circumstances; secondly, 
their trial in summary courts were quite unsatisfactory—they had no 
facilities of either defending themselves or adducing evidence to show that 
they are innocent; and thirdly, even supposing they were guilty, even 
supposing their conviction by the summary courts was correct, they have been 
sufficiently punished or too much junished already. I will deal with the 
last point first, and, even supposing I may not be'able to convince this House 
of the reasonableness of my argument with regard to the other two points, 

I am sure on this point the House cannot but agree with me. 

“ These Mappilla prisoners have been in jail for over five years now. 
From 1921, or rather from the latter part of 1921, most of them have been 
undergoing imprisonment. Even for ordinary dacoits a poriod of five or six 
years’ imprisonment is considered to be a sufficiently severe punishment. I 
do not want you to agree that all the Mappilla prisoners should be released. 

I make a modest demand, because it is only prisoners who are not convicted 
of offences involving serious personal violence, it is only those prisoners 
that 1 want should be released. -Mappilla prisoners who have been oonvioted 
of looting and other offences relating to property not involving personal 
violence I want should be released. I do not want Mappilla prisoners who 
were oonvioted of rape, murder or other grave crimes should be released, and 
my motion does not cover their case. Let that be distinctly understood ; it is 
not a general demand that I make. But in oases like this, where those 
Mappilla prisoners have been convicted for offences not involving personal 
violence and incarcerated for a period of five years and more, is it not high 
time that they are released ? That is my submission to this House and I 
believe every section in this House will agree with me. I am sorry to say 
that the token motion has been overruled on teohnioal grounds and there 
seems to be some objection on the part of certain seotions of this House to 
rote on my motion for this substantial out expressly stating, if Accessary, 

8 
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that they are oompelled to do so beoause the token motion has been over¬ 
ruled. On that express understanding I suppose all the Members can join 
me in this motion. 

u With regard to the first point, Sir, the oiroumstances under which the 
Mappilla prisoners were oonvicted have to be considered and, if you bestow 
oareful attention upon those circumstances, you will certainly agree with me 
that many of them are not morally guilty but were victims of circumstances. 
Almost all these prisoners who committed offences in the early stages of the 
rebellion were victims of an unwise, impolitic, and unstatosmanlike adminis¬ 
tration in Malabar, and I certainly submit this with all the force of authority 
that a man with actual experience can command. I may tell you that this 
rebellion in Malabar was the most accidental of aocidental oircumstanoes. 
It was not a rebellion that was oonoeived, deliberated upon, and organized 
long before it actually broke out. It was because the Mappillas heard and 
believed the rumonr that their sacred mosque at Tirurangadi was destroyed 
or fired upon by the Collector and the District Superintendent of Police, 
beoause of this they rose in a body and committed excess for whiclh they 
were prosecuted and punished later on. r L he rebels divided themselves in 
two sections, the fightincr section and the looting section. It was very 
clear even from tho very inception of the rebellion that there were two suoh 
clear sections with two different motives. One section comprised the fanatics 
who were bent upon fighting Government and the other section of suoh 
people who when they found that there was no sign of any authority in the 
country, that the police fled and officers hid themselves for life, who, under 
•noh circumstances, finding their equals and superiors engaged in looting and 
other things, they also joined in the general wave of anarchy that prevailed 
All over the land. Persons who were looting from house to house and who 
committed sevon or eight or ten offences in the course of one day have been 
given 14, 16, and 20 years at the rate of 2 years for each offence running 
consecutively though it is only practically one offence that they have commit¬ 
ted. It is such people that are sent to the Andamans. It is such people 
that are suffering in the Alipuram and Bell ary jails and for whom I plead 
before you. It is high time to release them. Cannot the Government 
show some consideration to those people who were the victims of oiroum- 
stances, who are not ordinary looters and dacoits, or ordinarily immoral 
people, and after the lapse of five years from 1921, I do not know what 
justification the Government have for keeping them further in jails. I 
therefore submit that it is high time that these Mappilla prisoners who were 
not guilty of violence are released. * 

“ With regard to the second ground I mentioned, you have to take the 
circumstances under which tho trials in those rebellious times were oonduct 
©d. During these days it was tho summary courts that tried these people. 
These prisoners, could not get proper legal advice, and oould not secure 
proper evidence. If any witness comes and gives evidence on their behalf, 
ne finds immediately a ohange of place from the witness box to the prisoner’s 
dock. The fear of oonsequences of giving evidence on behalf of any martial 
law prisoner deterred people from giving evidence. There were oases during 
those davs when two sets of people were prosecuted for murdering the same 
man under different circumstances and at different times. Those trials were 
of a perfunctory nature, and were quite unsatisfactory, so that many innocent 
people have also been oonvicted. Under these circumstances, I submit 
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that; taking into consideration the fact that offences were committed under 
exceptional circumstances, that the accused persons were not able to defend 
themselves properly and not able to prove their innocence, and that they have 
been punished sufficiently, punished too much. Under these circumstances, 
I submit these prisoners are entitled to be released at once.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ The question iB that the allotment of 
Rs. 29 # 45 lakhs for jails bo reduoed by 2 lakhs.” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar:— u Mr. President, Sir, with 
reference to the speech made by the hon. Member from Malabar, there are 
two observations with which I propose to preface the remarks which I shall 
make on the attempts made by Government to release these prisoners in the 
past and what they are going to do in the way of releasing these prisoners 
in the immediate and proximate future. 

c< In the first place, let me say this : That Government recognize that 
there were two categories of prisoners involved in this Mappiila rebellion : 
prisoners who may he described legitimately as principals or persons who 
have taken a big and an important part in crimes of violence amounting to 
murder and otber acts which I do not desire to recount. There were others, 
who were, so to say, victims misled cither by their aots Or by the machina¬ 
tions of the leaders. That distinction has beon present to the mind of the 
Government and they also realise that the circumstances of that time were 
entirely exceptional. Having said that, let me point out exactly what has 
been done and what Government propose to do. 

“ In 1922, Government considered—I am reading my own notes taken 
from the various documents—that among the Mappillas undergoing imprison¬ 
ment for offonces committed in connexion with the Malabar rebelliou, there 
was a considerable number convicted in the early stages of the rebellion of 
orimes, which though serious in themselves, might yet be regarded as of 
minor gravity. They therefore resolved to review the sentences in such oases 
and to release from imprisonment those of the offenders who might be 
regarded as having been sufficiently punished for their crime.- One 
thousand two hundred and ninety-one prisoners were accordingly ordered to bo 
released. About the beginning of 1924 tho Government considered that the 
time had arrived to consider whether among the persons convicted in connexion 
with tho rebellion and confined in jails there were still men whose release 
was possible on the ground that they had taken only a minor part in the 
rebellion, that they were not confirmed or habitual criminals or likely to be a 
source of danger and that the local authorities as well as the people in their 
Amsoms had no objection to their returning to their homes. At that time 
there was also a debate in this Counoil and on the 3rd April 1924 this hon. 
Council passed the following resolution : — 

L That this Council recommends to the Government that all the Mappiila 
prisoners convicted for offences connected with the rebellion other than 
of ernes of murder and offences involving serious actual personal violence 
be released .* 

€i In order to enable a deoision to be taken in individual oases, Government 

{ >rooeeded to classify prisoners with reference to the nature of the offence, the 
ength of their sentence and the degree of oriminality involved. Mr. Hilton 
Brown was asked to do this work for the Government. When be entered on 
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this duty, there were 7,075 prisoners undergoing imprisonment in jails, 
besides 280 adolescents and 196 juveniles in Palamoottah Jail and Tanjore 
Borstal Institute. Mr. Hilton Brown examined the oases and 1,325 of those 
prisoners were dealt with. As a result of the investigations of Government, 
764 prisoners have already been released in batches, the last batoh of 117 
having been released in December 1926. The cases of prisoners in the 
Palamoottah Jail have also been examined by Government and 15 prisoners 
who could be released without danger were released in Maroh 1926. We are 
again considering the question whether any special measures could be adopted 
to expedite the release of these prisoners. 

8 p.m. t( We have decided to release within six months, starting immediately, 828 

prisoners considered to be not dangerous and normally due for release in 1928, 
1929, 1930 and 1931 and succeeding years. And therefore these 828 pri¬ 
soners will be immediately released. It is also proposed during the first half 
of 1928 to release 188 more prisoners included in the same category. Of the 
prisoners who are considered dangerous, 1,451 would be released in 1929 and 
468 in 1930. In order, however, to prevent the return to Malabar of tfiisolass 
of dangerous men within a short space of time the Government are accepting 
the proposals of the District Magistrato to begin the release of these men at 
intervals of a month each so that they may be distributed evenly over each 
month of 1928 and 1929. Orders in these oases will be issued almost imme¬ 
diately. The Government have also decided to consider the question of 
further releases after the effects of the present releases have been guaged. 
After about six months, if no difficulty arises, tho other releases will also be 
expedited. Our idea therefore is that there is a feeling in Malabar that if a 
large number of people, one thousand to two thousand, come back to Malabar 
at the same time they will give rise to a certain amount of trouble. It is in 
view of these considerations that the process of releasing these prisoners has 
been perhaps less expeditious than might otherwise have been. All I desire 
to say is that these figures I have mentioned demonstrate tho attempts that 
Government have been making in this direction, and the Government will 
bear in mind the remarks made by the hon. Member for Malabar in his 
speeoh. ” 

Mr. K. Uppi Sahib : So far as the Mappilla prisoners are concerned, 

we have the statement made on the floor of this House by the hon the Law 
Member, but I may say that we did hear nothing about the release of 
Mr. Narayana Menon about which the House passed resolutions and token 
motions. It is not known whether he is also included among the Malabar 
Rebellion prisoners who are to bo released. He is one of tho Rebellion 
prisoners and this Council has been voicing forth its opinions about his 
release on more than ono occasion. We wish to hear about that gentleman 
also. After hearing the statement made by the hon. the Law Member I do 
not wish to make any further remarks on the matter” 

• Mahmud Schamnad Sahib Bahadur'“ Sir, I thank the hon. the Law 
Member for tho statement he has just now made and for his promise of releas¬ 
ing the prisoners. We have been listening to debates on this question year 
after year since the year 1922. In 1922 a resolution was passed for a out of 
Rs. 2,00,000 in the allotment for jails and in 1923 a similar resolution was 
passed. In 1924 a motion for reduction was brought forward by my hon. 
Friend Mr. O. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar and was passed by an over¬ 
whelming majority of 59 to 24,1 think. But Government have been very 
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Blow in giving effect to these resolutions. I think there aro still at least 
6,000 Malabar Rebellion prisoners rotting in jails, inoluding nou-Mappilla 
prisoners. I think their cases do not stand on a different footing, for 
they are all Ma^bar Rebellion prisoners, and their oases must bo con¬ 
sidered equally leniently. Now, when in 1923 the distinguished leader 
of the then Opposition who is now occupying the presidential chair 
pleaded for a policy of conciliation and asked the Government to set 
at liberty these unfortunate victims and save so much money and 
inconvenience, Sir Arthur Knapp, the then Home Member of the Govern¬ 
ment of Madras, said this: ‘ I will aak the Council to remember that it is 
just 20 months since the rebellion commenced and it wouli rather be 
premature now to expect that all prisoners irrespective of the nature of 
their offences would be roleased, A certain number has already been 
released and I am quite prepared gradually and cautiously to extend release 
to others ’• Sir, although it is now four years sinoe this announce nont was 
made, I think it will be admitted that the action taken so far has not been 
satisfactory. As I said, 6,000 Rebellion prisoners aro even now rotting in 
jails. These 6,000 prisoners cost to the Government nearly Rs. 6,00,000 a 
year. By their release there will not only be much saving, but the Govern¬ 
ment will also be given an opportunity to conciliate the people and promote 
friendship between the different communities, and to increase the prosperity 
of Malabar. I make this appeal not only in the interests of retrenchment 
but also in the interests of justioo and peace. The nature of the offenoe 
and the circumstances under which it was committed it is unnecessary to 
point out now. As my hon. Friend Mr. Madhavan Nayar has spoken 
already about it, I do not wish to dilate upon it Even if some of thorn may 
have been really guilty, six years imprisonment is a sufficiently lo ig period 
and they have suffered enough for the sins committed by them in being 
carried away byi the wave of unrest passing over India at that time. For 
these reasons, I hope the Government will see that they are no longer 
detained in the prisons.” 

* Mr. Abbas Ali Khan: —“ Mr. President, Sir, allow me also to take 
the liberty of congratulating the hon. the Home Member and also the hon. 
the Law Member for after all conceding the unanimous wish of the House 
that was expressed year after year in no unmistakable terms. Now it is a 
souroe of considerable pride and satisfaction that the little labours that I 
have devoted towards the achievement of this object, which is most dear and 
near to my heart, for whioh I have worked incessantly, unceasingly, in 
season and out of season, openly and also privately and for whioh I have 
been using the little influence that I possess with the hon. Members of the 
Treasury bench, have borne fruit. To-day I find that the ambition of niy 
life is on the point of being realised Sir, the old Members of this House 
who have been with me here for the last two or three years would know that I 
was appointed to go on tour round the affeoted area and report about the 
condition of Malabar and Mappillas. I gave a true and real story of what 
was there taking place in Malabar. Subsequently it was I that moved in 
this House a resolution on the subject in the face of tremendous opposition 
whioh I had to meet then. I was glad to sse that at the seoond time when 
I moved the resolution it was oarried unanimously without a single dissent-* 
ing voice And I was particularly happy to see that my distinguished Friends 
Mr. Prabhakaran Tampan and Mr. Krishnan Nayar also ga?e their unquali¬ 
fied support to it. And, as regards Mr. Satyamnrti, I may say, Sir, he is 
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always in the forefront to give his suooour and support, his advioe and 
guidance on the question of this distressed and distracted oommanity, the 
Mappillas. (Hear, hear). This subject was frequently taken up by this 
House and that shows, Sir, that upon this vital matter thero are no two 
opinions, and I am glad to see that the Government have at last realised 
that it would not bo conducive to the peaoo, well-being and harmony of the 
Indian people, more especially of the district of Malabar, that these unfortu¬ 
nate Mappillas, who were responsible for the rebellion because of fanaticism 
due to causes beyond their oontrol, should any longer be detained in the 
jails. I take it from the figures read out by the hon. the law Member now 
that by the year 1931 there will be no Mappillas at all in the jails. Am I 
right, Sir ?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I have not made out the total 
of these figuros, Sir. The total represents the number proposed to be 
released.” 

* 

Mr. Abbas Ali Khan: —“I may also say, Sir, that the appointment 
of Mr. Hilton Brown was duo to myself. I suggested to ray hon. Friend 
Sir Arthur Knapp to include me also in the committee. We all welcomed 
the appointment of Mr. Hilton Brown who, as the House knows, is delight¬ 
ing the Madras public with his delicious articles in the “ Hindu ” and 
teaohing us how to write and appreciate modern Plnglish. It was he that 
went through tho whole of that soheme and it was ho who made substantial 
recommendations for the release of Mappilla prisoners. I was only sorry 
that I was not in that work. I would suggest to the hon. tho Law Member 
that he should expedito the release of these Mappilla gentlemen who are 
now in jails and that a committee of non-officials be appointed to go through 
the work with him aud expedite the process. Well, Sir, I do not want to 
detain the House any longer but would add that, while I am thankful to the 
hou. tho Law Member for the statement he has already made, I hope he 
would also make an announcement about the release of Mr. Narayana Menon 
about whose release many Muhammadans also, both inside and outside this 
House, are particularly anxious because they feel that Mr. Narayana Menou 
is au educated gentleman and it is no longer desirable that he should be 
further detained in jail. After the statement, I hop* this motion will not 
be pressed to a division.” 

Mr. Sami Yenblatachalam Chetti :—“Sir, it is only with a view to 
give expression to the wishes of my hon. Friend, Mr. Abbas Ali, that the 
hon. the Lew Member may give a statement with regard to Mr. Narayana 
Menon because he is one of the Malabar Rebellion prisoners, that I rise to 
speak on this occasion. I thought the hon. tho Law Member himself will 
volunteer to make a statement with regard to him, knowing as he does the 
feeling in this House, but as a clever Parliamentarian perhaps be only- 
intended to evade the question. (The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar: 

1 Question \) So I expect the hon. the Law Member will now kindly reply 
with regard to that matter so that the House may be satisfied as to what 
action the Government propose to take with regard to the release of 
Mr. Narayana Menon.” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Avyae: —“Sir, I desire in the first 
plaoe to disown either the clever pariiamentarianism or the desire to evade 
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the question. With regard to Mr. M. P. Narayana Menon, Government have 
.been considering hie oase in view of what has fallen from many 
hon. Members in this House and what has been stated outside. Government 
have always made it clear to Mr. Narayana Menon, and they mow desire to 
say that, provided Mr. Narayana Menon is able to give an undertaking that 
he will not enter or reside in Malabar and will not take part in such 
activities as have led to this unfortunate difficulty, I mean political activities, 
Government will be only too willing to consider the question of his release. 
After I came into this House, the question has been further propounded to 
me whether, if two men of undoubted integrity and standing were to make 
themselves a kind of surety for Mr. Narayana Menon with regard to these 
two matters, Government would be prepared to consider that matter. I have 
not had the occasion to consult either my hon. Colleagues or anyone else on 
that matter. But I may say that if Government are satisfied on the two 
points I have indicated, the possibility of Government considering the 
question will be by no means remote.” 

Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar:--“ With referonco to the state¬ 
ment made by my hon. Friend the Law Member with regard to the release 
of Mr. Narayana Menon, may I ask for some more definite information from 
my hon Friend ? My Friend stated that if Mr. Narayana Menon gives 
these two undertakings, namely, that ho will not reside in Malabar and also 
that he will not take part in political agitation, the Government are prepared 
to consider the matter. That is how I understood ray hon. F/iend. Is it 
the Government’s intention that Mr. Narayana Menon should give an 
undertaking that he would not reside in Malabar for the whole of bis life¬ 
time or does the Government thir<k of fixing any period, and if so, what it is, 
with reference to either or both conditions ? ” 

The hon Rir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : - Sir, in a matter of that kind 3 
Government cannot but realiz 3 that if they release the Mappilla prisoners P* 
and ask them that until further orders they should not go to Malabar, it 
means it depends upon the peaceful state and the tranquillity of the district. 

Jt is impossible for Government to givo any hard and fast period. It is 
stated until further orders and if at the end of one or two or three years 
the circumstances are favourable it will bo reoousidered. Therefore the 
orders will be until farther orders ” 

Mr. K, Madhavan Nayar “ While on this point, may T ask tho hon. 
the Law Member who made that report that two persons would give the 
undertaking ?” 

The hon. Sir C. P, Ramaswami Ayyar 1 “ It has been put to me like 
that. I do not wish to give the names. It may be that the offer may be 
made or may not.” 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti “ I move that the question be 
now put.” 

The hon. the President :—“ The Question is that the auestion be now 
put.” 

The closure motion was carried. 
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The hon, the PjiEsiDKNr: —“ The question is to reduce the allotment 
of Rs. 29’45 lakbs for jails by 2 lakhs.’* 

The motion was declared lost.

Mr. M. V. Gangadhara Siva :—*‘ I move—

“ My object is to discuss the desirability of recruiting 20 per cent of 
constables from the depressed classes community every year in the Police 
department. The main object of this motion is to bring to the notice of the 
Government the necessity of recruiting a fair percentage, of Police constables 
and other officers of the department from the members of the depressed 
classes. Though all communities are eligible for Government aj>pointments, it 
is however seen that the members of the depressed classes do not get the 
encouragement they deserve in the department. I can say, Sir, that the

Mr. P. Bhaktavatsulu Nayudu :— 

To reduoe the allotment of Rs. 151*86 lakhs for Polioe by 6 lakhs. 
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so-called depressed classes may he called the modem Rajputs, for their bold 
and heroic deeds in the recent war. It is we, the depressed olasses, who stand 
first in the military service more than the other communities. For these 
reasons, I can say that we deserve encouragement in the Police and in the 
Military departments. These 1 are the last two doors open for ns. Tn my own 
district", though there are 9 inspectors, 47 sub-inspectors, 77 head constables 
and 700 constables the number of the depressed olasses men is very small in 
the various grades. 1 believe this is the case in other districts also. The 
claims of a sub-inspector who is a member of the depressed classes in my 
district, who is not only known to be efficient but has got a good record of 
service have not been properly considered for the appointment of an inspector. 
The muoh talked of efficiency, I believe, does not stand in the way of recruit¬ 
ing police constables from the members of the depressed classes. Any one 
with a knowledge of the three R’s will shine as a constable, provided he 
is honest. The members of the depressed classes community are very 
loyal to the Government from the beginning of their settlement in India and 
as such, I want to urge upon the Government the reasonableness of recruiting 
at least 20 per cent of constables from the depressed clauses community each 
year. This sort of encouragement will appeal to the depressed classes men 
and will improve their social status, when they come in immediate contact 
with their Hindu brethren, with a little power as a constable in a village, in 
a district and in a City. T request the hon. the Law Member not to rest 
content with passing Government Orders hut to urge on the District Super¬ 
intendents of Police and to see that they recruit 20 per cent of constables 
from the depressed classes compulsorily and that they give preference to this 
community for higher grades in the department which they rightly deserve.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, on more 
than one occasion on the floor of this House, the claims of the depressed com¬ 
munities to representation in the constabulary and the higher ranks of the 
police service have been pressed forward and on each one of these oceasions, 
Sir, I have* communicated the reasons for the paucity of members as appearing 
on the actual list. In the first place, it is a well-known fact and it is true that 
there is a large number of members of the depressed classes actually in service 
as constables and as sub-inspectors, but they do not give their names under 
3 * 30 the heading of their community. That is on account of certain social and 
pm ‘ other environments and troubles upon w'hich it is unnecessary on this occasion 
to dwell. But the fact remains, and it was pointed out on one occasion when 
an hon. Member confirmed that statement by advertance to his own 
experience in one particular case. But, Sir, having regard to the circum¬ 
stances that the demand is general, and, if I may say so, justified, that these 
communities should have representation in the service, periodica] reminders 
have been addressed by Government to the appointing authorities through 
the Inspector-General of Police and the Commissioner of Police, and I may 
say, Sir, that during the last year, up to the 18th of March, the recruitment 
of constables and head, constables from these communities has been 11 per 
cent in the Madras City and 17 per cent in the mufassal. As I said, these 
figures are not wholly trustworthy inasmuch as there are a number of 
persons who belong to these communities and are recruited but who do 
not wish that their classification should appear on the official list as such. 
But, Sir, I shall hear in mind what has fallen from the hon. Member, and 
impress again upon the Inspector-General of Police and the Commissioner of 
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Police the necessity, the expediency of recruiting in as large a number as 
possible and in promoting to higher grades, those fit persons from these 
communities/ 5 

Mr. M. V. Gangadhara Siva :—“ Tn view of the assurance, I do not press 
the motion. 55 

The motion was by leave withdrawn. 

- * Mr. B. Eamachandka Reddi :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I move — 

4 that the allotment of Bs. 1,23,400 for fay of establishments be reduced 
by Rs . 100. 5 

“ Sir, to my mind, if there is any department under this Government that is 
paid for doing nothing (Hear, hear), paid for doing what is not wanted, it is, 
I think, the Criminal Investigation Department ('Hear, hear). As far as 1 
could see, the department has been always attaching itself with the detection 
of political crimes in this Presidency. (The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar • 

£ Not now.’) I hear a voice, probably from the hon. the Law Member, that 
it is not doing so now, and my only answer to that is that it is not doing 
even that. 1 wish to point out a few things, a few things which go to 
show the extravagance with which this department is run, and also to point 
out that the department is quite unnecessary for the work that it is doing now. 
Take the district crimes first and examine the question from that point of view. 
No officer of the Criminal 1 nvcstigatiou Department can do independent investi¬ 
gation in the district without the help of the local police. As a matter of fact, 
all evime connected with property and life is being investigated by the local 
police of every district, and the Criminal Investigation Department officers 
have seldom been called for, and even the work done, so far as they have been 
able to do in the districts, was entirely with the help of the local police. To 
disprove this statement, 1 may request the hon. the Law Member to tell me 
how many District Collectors have asked within the last fi\e years for special 
Criminal Investigation Department establishment to investigate crime, and 
how many cases that have been launched by them have failed, and how many 
eases launched by the district police have 1 been successful. I see from certain 
reports that the Criminal Investigation Department establishment is purely 
concentrated in the Madras City, at a place where it is little needed, at a place 
where other activities are found that do not require their investigation. I do 
not find any reason why that concentration should be made in the Madras 
City. It reminds me of that famous proverb, ‘ the nearer the church the 
farther from God. 5 I should say at once that the reform should begin in the 
Madras City, and 1 may suggest, Sir, at this stage 1 that greater attention should 
be paid to send these Criminal Investigation Department officers to the 
districts to investigate crimes and to have first hand knowledge of the districts, 
so that they might successfully investigate crimes. As it is, the Criminal 
Investigation Department establishment is perhaps either not sent immediately 
or sent a few days after they are wanted in the districts, and therefore 
they would depend upon the local police for all their investigation. Now, 
the hon. the Law Member may say that the chief duty of the Criminal 
Investigation Department is not to investigate. Of course, 1 know, Sir, that 
the name has recently been naively changed from ‘Investigation 5 to 
c Intelligence. 5 But the purpose with which the department has been brought 
into existence, 1 thiuk, has not 1xm?u changed, and 1 hope, Sir, that the purpose 
will be kept in mind, and that the reform that is necessavj will be made at au 
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early date regarding this matter. I can understand His Exoellenoy the 
Governor being followed by a special Criminal Investigation Department 
officer. Even there, I should think that he is superfluous. For every District 
Superintendent of Police follows His Excellency when he goes in his speoial 
train, throughout his district and safeguards the special train as well as His 
Excellency, and further a special staff is arranged to take care of the line in 
which the train of His Excellency passes. Ido not, therefore, find any necessity 
for a special Criminal Investigation Department staff following His Excellenoy 
throughout his tours. That, I think, is superfluous. I w'as saying, Sir, that 
I coaid understand Criminal Investigation Department officers following His 
Excellency the Governor, but I certainly cannot understand Criminal Investi¬ 
gation Department officers following other Government Members when they are 
going on tours. If my infonnation is correct, very recently a certain Criminal 
Investigation Department officer has followed one Government Member to a 
distant place. {The /ton. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : Question.) If he has 
gone on another duty or on Criminal Investigation Department work, I am not 
able to say, and if he has not gone on duty as Criminal Investigation Depart¬ 
ment I hope the hon. the Law Member will correct me. 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : —“ A statement has been made 
which I think it is my dub to correct. I think the hon. Member from 
Nellore was referring . . . ” 

The hon. the Presidin'! 1 ,—“ Has he made any incorrect statement ?” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami A\yar .—Yes, Sir. The incorrect 
statement is that Criminal Investigation Department officers follow' the 
Members of Government when they go outside Madras. Apparently, the 
reference is to myself. A Ciiminal Investigation Department officer was sent 
for by special telegiam to Delhi. He went not in connection with my tours 
but he wras in Delhi when I w r as doing some w'ork in connection with the 
Central Branch of the Criminal Investigation Depaitment and from that to 
conclude that he has followed me c n my tour is a statement which ought 
not to be made by a responsible Member like the hon. Member from Nellore 
on the floor of this House.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :•—“ Rather a peculiar coincidence ! ” 

* Mr. B. Ramachandka Reddi —“ My purpose, Sir, in moving this 
motion is to point out the extravagance of this department, the disutility of 
this department. I hope the hon. the Law Member will soon see his way to 
make the necessary reforms.” 

* The hon. the President —“The question is to reduce the allotment of 
11s. 1,23,400 for pay of establishments by Rs. 100. 1 wish to know from 
the hon. Member, Mr, Aipudaswami V dayar, whether he wants to move his 
motion regarding the same subject.” 

Mr. 8. Arfudaswami Bdayar .— “If you will allow me, Sir, I will 
speak on this motion P ” 

The hon. the President —“ lie has tabled a motion regarding the reduc¬ 
tion of pay of establishments. Does it relate to the same subject-matter P 
1 am asking him because he has mentioned no purpose under his motion.” 
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* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ Yes, Sir, I will speak on this motion. 

From the Administration Ileport, I find, Sir, that this department has been 
going on with the investigation of cases of forgery, murder, etc. 1 think it is 
unnecessary to have a re-duplication of work ; it is quite possible to have it 
done by the police. I think, Sir, special Criminal Investigation Department 
officers are not necessary to do this kind of detective work. My second reason 
is that, as the hon. the Law Member just now said, these officers are not 
investigating political crime. In fact, under the normal conditions that 
obtain in this province and in the absence of any kind of sedition, there is 
no scope whatever for these officers to investigate political crime. Thirdly, 

Sir, if they are sent to mix in coynito with the people and get information and 
thus help the detection of crime, I think we are adopting methods which arc 
altogether un-British. That is, as it were, jmtting a premium on espionage. 

That may do in the Latin countries on the continent, but not in countries 
which are placed under British rule.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar ;— u Mr. President, the speech of 3-45 
my hon. Friend from Nellorc and the speech of my hon. Friend from Trichi- pm. 
nopoly, I think, proceeded on fundamental misconceptions. 1 had almost 
said that these misconceptions were of a piece with the suggestion somewhat 
facilely made and somewhat trustfully accepted, that because a Criminal 
Invpstigaton Department officer on duty of a very important character was 
sent over to Delhi by the Central authority and travelled a week in 
advance of me and was in Delhi about the time I was there, he was a kind 
of bodyguard to a member of this Government. This kind of statement, 

I think, is of the same character as the description given of the Criminal 
Investigation Department. 

" Now let me sav this, Sir. I think it must be admitted on all hands, 
and I say it from my place in this House, that it is not true to say of 
this Criminal investigation Department that their main or predominant 
function is to watch political personages, to shadow them or to get trail 
of them and that they are not called upon to do these at the present moment, 
and that they are not also largely occupied with political work. It must 
he within the knowledge' of the Members of this House that the number 
of political prosecutions, the number of political proceedings, civil or 
criminal, started in regard to political matters has been practically 
nil during the last two or three years. The hon. Members can take it, 
that the work of the Criminal Investigation Department the bulk of their 
work—is not that. T do not mean to assert from that that there is no 
political work. There is political work of paramount importance (Mr. C . 

V. Venkataramana Ayyangar : What is it ?), political work necessary for 
the defence and safety of this country on w^bich they are engaged. (Mr. 

8. Satyamurti: Oh !) My hon. Friend either docs not believe it or affects 
not to believe it. (Mr. 8. Satyamurti : “ I won’t believe it.) They may 
not believe it but the nature of the work is such that I caunot tell you 
of it. In no country in the world and in no Government in the world 
would it be possible for a Member in charge of the Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion Department to get up from his seat in the Legislature and say that 
such ana such arc the items of work which are of a political or quasi-politi- 
oal character and such and such are the things which have come withiu his 
cognisance. Suffice it to say that hut for the work of the Criminal Investi¬ 
gation Department, co-ordinating what took place in Madras, with what took 
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place in Bombay and in the Unitod Provinces, the communist conspiracy in 
Cawnpore which ended in the conviction of three important persons would 
not have come to a successful fruition. I do not wish to say more. This has 
come into the purview of the records and the judgment in that conspi¬ 
racy case is there for any one to read. All I con say is, that theso communist 
conspiracy cases were the result of careful co-ordinative investigation by the 
Criminal Investigation Department of Madras, the Criminal Investigation 
Department of Bombay and the Criminal Investigation Department of the 
United Provinces. Hon. Members may think that the Government is scare- 
mongering and that they are making a mountain out of a molehill. But 
Government have their own ideas and havo come to the conclusion on them, 
and it is impossible for me, even were I permitted, by the oaths of office 
I have taken, to disclose the actual details of the work which the Criminal 
Investigation Department does. That is one aspect of the case. But that is 
not the first or the primary object of the Criminal Investigation Department. 
In every district, there is a Criminal Investigation Department staff, inspec¬ 
tors and a certain number of other men who do the work of what mfty bo 
called, following up organized crime. In this connection, let me remind hon. 
Members of what the Indian Police Commissioner said in 1902-03 as the 
function of the department. (Mr. Satyamurti : That is a quarter of a century 
old.) Sir, crime is as old as the world, crime is not changing. The methods 
of crime may have be; n move carefully organized, and more scientifically 
elaborated. But the ideas which animate the crime are there and unfortu¬ 
nately have not been (‘radicated by the progress of humanity. The function 
of the Criminal Investigation Department is the collection of information 
with reference to such forms of organised crime as an? committed by offenders 
operating along the railway systems, . . . criminal tribes, foreigners, 

wandering gangs, daeoits, note-forgers, coiners, professional poisoners and the 
like. 

<c In connection with this, there is a .Fingerprint Bureau at work. 
As to the scepticism which animates the hon. Member for the University when 
he was making these interjections, not verbal but symbolic, when he begs 
leave to doubt the accuraej or the truth of my statements with reference to 
that, all 1 can say is that tin* Criminal Investigation Department is serving a 
useful purpose from the point of view of the body politic, and in so far as 
they are the necessary concomitants of any police system in any part of the 
world,I trust this hon. House will realize that and give their vote accordingly.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamukti .— u Sir, my hon. Friend, the Law Member, talked of 
fundamental misconceptions. 1 am afraid the boot is on the other leg. There 
are no fundamental misconceptions on this side of the House with regfird to 
this matter. If there are, they are in the mind of the* hon. the Law Member. 
He comes and asks for a gi ant; we move for a reduction ; his answer is : c I 
cannot tell you the nature of the duties of the Criminal Investigation Depart¬ 
ment for which I want so much money ; and since, according to my wisdom. 
I cannot take you into m\ confidence, be good boys and vote for this sum. 
No more futile excuse can be given by a responsible Government to a self- 
respecting House. Nobcdy suggests that my Friend should come down here 
and tell us what art* the cases on which the department is engaged. We have 
no interest or desire to ask that. But we are entitled, Mr. President, to 
know what is the nature of the work on which this huge Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion Depaitment is engaging itself. 
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“ My hon. Friond referred to a report made a quarter oi a century ago, as- 
to what the functions of the Criminal Investigation Department are. If you 
refer to a Dictionary for the meaning of a word, it will give all possible mean¬ 
ings, until you do not know what is the exact meaning of that word. Similarly, 
my Friend read so many of the functions of this department including pro¬ 
fessional poisoners being found out. I do not know if my Friend was taking 
himself seriously, when he read the definition of the possible functions of a 
Criminal Investigation Department in an ideally criminal country. That is 
the only country in whioh that department may lx 1 of anv use. I do not 
want him to give this certificate to our country. I daresay that cannot be 
said with regard to Tndia, and certainly not with regard to Madras. What¬ 
ever my Friend may say about the detection of crimes bv the activities of 
this department, we know from thefts which happened in Madras, attempted 
in your house and probably in the Law Member’s house (laughter), that this 
department is notorious for its inefficiency. (The hon . the Law Member : 
Most of them have been caught, Sir.) (Laughter.) The stable has been shut 
after the steed has been stolen.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ Some of the steeds have come 
back.” 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—■“ I thought, Mr. President, that the peculiar 
function of the Criminal Investigation Department was more to prevent crime 
than to detect crime. Evidently, my hon. Friend has yet to learn what this 
department is working for. But I do suggest that if his department can do 
nothing to prevent even the theft in the Law Member’s house, it is time that 
this department is shut up. So far as we non-officials are concerned, we 
know this department. Only on occasions, when the Viceroy or the Governor 
comes, an army of them swarm round these exalted personages keeping 
humble folk like us from coming near—we do not care to go near them—and 
keeping those who care to do so, at arm’s length, lest these sacred personages 
be polluted by the touch of the ordinary humdrum prosaic people, while 
belted and knighted people stand keeping a cordon round them This is the* 
function they do. Another function is, I had the honour a few \ears ago of 
being shadowed by two fellows who were hanging about my house, if you go 
anywhere, they follow you ; Mr. llarisarvottama lino had this honour, and 
several of us had it. We had the honour of two honorary servants paid by 
Government watching our movements and reporting about us to the Govern¬ 
ment. The Law Member also has had that honour, but when he comes to 
the Treasury bench, he forgets all that. That is the tragedy of that benoh. 

“ Then, the hon. the Law Member said there wen* no political prosecu¬ 
tions ; therefore this department was not now engaged on political work. 
I want my hon. Friend to realize the full implications of that.” 

“ The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar 1 “ I said £ not largely occupied 

with political work 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ Does he mean that there are no political prose* 
cutions, because this department is not engaged in manufacturing them ? 
That, I know, is a fact But, Sir, thqre is one aspect of this department 
which makes it thoroughly futile for any real # effective work, that is, the 
exclusion of Indians from the Special department. There are six of them, 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians; but they will not have Indians. The Law 
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Member may bo an Indian, the Advocate-General may be an Indian, but this 
special department shall never have an Indian. Because they have got 
something to do with the detection of political crime ! 

“ One last word and T have done. My hon. Friend said that he cannot 
tell us how this department is functioning ; he cannot tell us what their 
functions are, but he asks us confidently to trust him and vote with him. 
I wish I can take him at his word. There is no question of personality here 
at all. But the system he represents is so rotten, the departments which are 
in his charge are so anti-Indian, that I for myself refuse to take anything on 
trust from him so long as he occupies that bench. Therefore I say that the 
very nature of the answer of mv hon. Friend who cannot tell us what the 
functions of the department are, except reading from a report 25 years 
old, is so unsatisfactory that we cannot bring ourselves to vote for this 
sum. 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I had not 
intended to reply to this debate, but the very clever speech of my hon. Friend 
the Member for the University intended to draw me out into a fuller state¬ 
ment of the functions of this department, has impelled me to say a few words. 
I believe that my hon. Friend, a diligent publicist and a student of blue 
books and documents that he is, would have read the administration reports 
of the successive years for the Madras Presidency. Turning over, for 
instance, to the administration reports of 1924-25, 1925-26, these administra¬ 
tion reports give a list of cases worked up by the O.I.D. Let me refer to the 
administration report for 1924. The criminal functions investigated fall 
under the categories of murder, criminal breach of trust, cheating, forgery, 
postal frauds and offences in respect of coins and notes. Details are given of 
these cases Similarly, in ihe administration report of 1925-26, the investi¬ 
gation of this department included cases of murder, forger**, false coining 
(A voice : How many ?) cheating and postal fraud. A further reference to the 
administration report will detail the actual figures. (Mr. C. V. Venkata- 
ramann Ayyangar . What are the ordinary police for ?) As I have stated, 
the ordinary police can act within certain limits. Many of these reported 
eases are cases of persons who reside in more than one place and are wand¬ 
erers. There are organized crimes. For instance, reference was made by 
my hon. Friend to this question of thefts in certain persons’ houses and I am 
glad to say that it is wholly a personal reminiscence, that the attempt was 
merely an attempt. But my hon. Frieiid is’very much mistaken in thinking 
that but for the (J.l.D. these things would have been found out. It was the 
special effort of persons detailed for that work that found out the persons 
operating far away, as in the United Provinces, with centres all over the 
country, but with a receiver in Georgetown to operate for the purpose of 
sending out their instruments into the various houses—breakers open of 
doors and pullers of iron bars—and that, l)eing a kind of defeasance of the 
C.I.D. activities, had well nigh proved to lie well directed and successful. 
Then my hon. Friend adverted to political eases and made a very adroit use of 
what I said. T stated that it was obvious and manifest from the circumstances 
that there were not many political prosecutions, there was not much 
predominantly political work done by them; though I guarded myself by 
saying that_there was still a great deal of political work which had not fountl 
expression in such cases. But my hon. Friend wound up his statement by 
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anathematising this department on the ground that there were no Indians in 
the Special department. There are six clerks at present and there are no 
Indians amongst these six, because those already existing oannot be mas* 
sacred, they cannot be murdered, they cannot be k.illed. ,> (Laughter.) 

Mr. S. Satyamorti :—“ On a point of personal explanation ; some of them 
were appointed overlooking the Indians’ claims by the Law Member without 
any massaore or murder/’ 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Steps will be taken to 
Indianise the department. But I may say that, at this moment, one of the 
most trusted and effective persons in the service of the O.I.D. is an Indian 
whose work is bringing him encomia not only from this Government but 
from other Governments also.” 

* The hon. the President : —'“ I take it that the House is ready for the 
question. The question is 

‘ to reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,28,400 for pay of establishments by 

Rs. 100/ ” 

The motion was put and lost. 

*Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ Sir, it is a far cry from the C.I.D. to the 
Special Police. I do hope that the hon. the Law Member will have no objec¬ 
tion under the Official Secrets Act to take into confidence this House as to 
why this Special Police should be kept up. Turning, Sir, to page 197 of the 
Civil Budget Estimates I find that this grant is made up of • 

RS. 

(i) Special Police, Malabar . . 3,26,900 voted and 

15,100 non-voted 

(ii) Special Police, East Coast . . 1,12,700 voted and 

19,000 non-voted 

making up a total of Rs. 4,89,600, voted alone. 

“ Sir, hon. Members will notice, looking at the figures as given on that 
page that while the voted allotment for the Special Police, Malabar, in 1925-26 
was Rs. 2,63,535 it has almost progressively increased till to-day when my hon. 
Friend wants Rs. 3,26 900 or nearly 75,000 more. The voted allotment for 
Special Police, East Coast, in 1925-26 was Rs. 90,922 and to-day the hon. 
Member wants Rs. 1,12,700. So that, Sir, the expenses on this Police have 
continually increased. This police is wanted, I am told, in order to restore 
Malabar to its tranquil state before the rebellion and also for the Agency 
tracts so that they may be brought within the bounds of peace and order. 
Mr. President, I suggest that if this police were really wanted and had 
functioned efficiently and properly, gradually their work should have been 
effective, so that the Government should have come year after year with a 
demand progressively smaller in amount. On the other hand, this police 
seems to grow on what' it feeds and, year after year, my hon. Friend the Law 
Member comes to this House and says : c There is something peculiar about 
Malabar. There is something peculiar about the Agency tracts. Therefore 
you must vote for this Speoial Police/ I may mention to this House, 
Mr. President, that ever since I have been here, almost every progressive 
section of opinion in this House has been against the special police. Taking 
Malabar by itself, I wonder what the ideas of this Government are with 

10 
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regard to it. Are they going to keep these Mappilla prisoners in jails P 
Are they going to keep the speoial police in Malabar P Are they going to 
persist m the Mappilla colonization of the Andamans till another rebellion 
breaks out P It seems to me that their polioy towards Malabar is not marked 
by that sense of humanity and justice calculated to make of Malabar once 
more the happy land she was before the rebellion, and which happy land she 
may be, if only the Government will let her alone. Why should they keep 
the speoial police there P I know, my hon. Friend will say that the Hindu 
inhabitants of Malabar want the special police and that they are afraid if the 

S ecial polioe is withdrawn their homes and their women also will not be safe. 

y point is, they may say it or they may not say it; the Government must 
tell the Malabar people that they must settle their differences and that the 
taxpayer ought not to be compelled to pay year after year in order to keep 
Mappidas in order against a possible attack on the Hindus. Speaking for 
the Congress Party in this House, I may say, Mr. President, that so far as 
we are concerned we are willing that the special police may go and that the 
ordinary police may be entrusted with the duties of keeping peace anti order 
in Malabar. More than that, we believe that that is the only way in which the 
Hindus and Mussalmans will again work and live in peace and concord and 
amity in Malabar as we want them to live. 

“ As regards the Agency traots, I am afraid that the Government will 
never tackle that problem in the only way in which it can be tackled. So 
long as they can get the consent of this House for the special police, they will 
not be able to tackle that problem. Because, the moment they get the speoial 
polioe, their ordinary responsibilities for enforcing law and order by means of 
the ordinary courts and the ordinary police is lessened and, human nature 
being what it is, Government will tend rather to rely more and more upon 
their special police, than upon developing those instincts of law and oiler 
even in those so-called turbulent traots, so that they may do away with the 
speoial police. It seems to me that, we, to the extent to which we can, ought 
not to make ourselves responsible for this'somewhat primitive and barbarous 
method of Government of terrorising the people and of governing by force 
which this speoial police connotes. I therefore beg to move, Mr. President, 

c that the allotment of Rs. 4,39,600 for Special Police be omitted! ” 

The hon. Sir 0. P. Bamaswami Ayyar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, my hon. 
Friend the Member for the University was doubtless present last year when 
a similar question was raised and debated on the floor of this House. There 
are two questions raised in the speech made by the hon. Member with whioh 
I shall deal separately. 

“ In the first place, he said that the Government ought to follow a logioal 
policy in the matter of Malabar and the paoification of Malabar. Yes. That 
is just what the Government are doing. If hon. Members had listened to 
the statement made by me with reference to the Mappilla prisoners and their 
release, they would not aoouse the Government of any lack of sympathy 
towards those who were misguided into participation in the rebellion. But 
at the same time, it is open to me to argue and argue with some force, that the 
very circumstance that the Government have made up their minds to release 
such, a large number will be a further necessity for the time being to keep up 
this Malabar Special Police. Year in and year out, on the floor of this House, 
|pn. Members hailing from Malabar have asserted, in unmistakable language, 
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that although they hope and pray that the conditions in Malabar may improve 
to suoh an extent that the necessity for this force may disappear in course of 
time, although they believe and fervently work for mutual reconciliation 
between Mappillas and their neighbours, yet the time is emphatically not yet 
come. The passions stirred by the unfortunate incidents in connexion with the 
Mappilla rebellion and the difficulties engendered by that event are still fresh 
in the memory of the inhabitants of that beautiful but distracted district 
with the result that the Hindus of Malabar to a large extent and even the 
Muhammadans who know the actual situation and are able to appraise 
the oonsequences of everything that might happen, are convinced that it is 
necessary at certain important points to station forces which will bring about 
what my hon. and learned Friend has spoken of in relation to another demand. 
He said in regard to the Criminal Investigation department that the object 
of that department was preventive and not curative. Yes. That is the 
object of stationing the special police at Malabar. It is expected, it is 
confidently hoped, that if people know that there are at hand forces which will 
quell possible disorders like the debacle of 1921-22 in that unfortunate district, 
then the possibility of pacification, of reconciliation, and of harmonization 
between the various communities would be expedited instead of delayed and 
would be helped instead of hindered. It is with that view that the Govern¬ 
ment came to the conclusion that the Malabar Special Police w^as necessary. 
The Government would not scatter their money about if they did not 
honestly feel that it was necessary to have all this machinery, a commandant 
and various forces in Malabar. Does any hon. Member think that the Govern¬ 
ment want the special police in Malabar for any other purpose ? (Mr. S. Satya- 
murti : ‘ Yes \) My hon. Friend says 4 Yes \ It is a debating ‘ Yes \ I feel 
sure it is a debating c Yes \ As I was saying, Sir, I am sure hon. Members 
from Malabar who know the circumstances, who know the difficulties, will 
rally round the Government in this matter and with one voice say that it is 
neoessary at the present moment to keep the special police in Malabar. 

“ Then with regard to the Agency, similar problems arise regarding the 
fituri. Nobody can deny the meaning of the fituri. (Mr. S. Satyamurti : ‘ In 
spite of your police it is there") If all that led toithe fituri, if the propaganda 
that the Government of the country was no more and that another Govern¬ 
ment was going to take its place and that A or B was to be the Raj of that 
part of the country consisting of credulous people was repeated and thereupon 
they rose in rebellion, what can the ordinary police do ? The police are there 
for what may be called the ordinary work of keeping peace. If there is 
anything like a rebellion we rather think that that is not the funotion of the 
police. It is the function of forces of this kind. Hon. Members will realize 
that the Government considered this matter in 1925 and in 1926 again and 
they have organized this force with a view to economy. I confidently hope 
therefore that in this matter the Government’s motives will be realized and 
that it will be seen that the only object of maintaining the force is to 
introduce tranquillity and peace in areas where there is a jeopardy of 
tranquillity and peace ” 

Mr. P. 0. Venkatapati Raju :— “ Mr. President, Sir, the hon. the Law 
Member in trying to justify this unnecessary item of expenditure on special 
police force said that, if he,was not convinced of the usefulness of maintaining 
or spending so mnoh money upon the special force, he would be the first to 
delete that provision. But at the same time he gave his own reasons, in spite 
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4.15 of the unanimous desire expressed both in this House and elsewhere, for its 

P necessity. He says that he is entertaining this force for the tranquillity and 
peaoe of Malabar and the Bast Coast districts. This extra expenditure is the 
result of the Malabar rebellion and the fituri. With regard to the Malabar 
rebellion it is due to the attitude of the Government after the rebellion that 
this estrangement between the Hindus and the Muhammadans is continuing. 
Acts of the Government such as the detention of Mr. Narayana Menon in 
jail and the detention of so many Mappilla prisoners also and sending many of 
them to the Andamans against the wishes of the House, are responsible for 
keeping the two communities estranged and preventing them from coming to 
an amioable settlement. With regard to the Agenoy, the hon. the Law 
Member gave expression to words which meant that this foroe was continued 
on acoount of the attempt on the part of some people there to establish another 
Raj. On the other hand, the trouble was due to the oppression or rather the 
Qppressive management of the; affairs of the Agency. Even the special officers 
who were appointed to investigate into the oauses of the fituri have brought out 
in their report that the cause of the fituri was the unsympathetio, for they 
would not say, oppressive, administration by the Public Works Department 
and the Revenue officers of the Agenoy. After all the fituri was not quelled 
by this special police. The special police now consists of about 250 constables. 
If another rebellion on a greater scale is to break out, if an attempt is made 
to establish another Raj in the place of the British Raj, does the hon. the Law 
Member think that these 250 men can deal with the situation adequately 
even though they may be aided by the military ? After the development oi 
communications in the Agency, any special force that is necessary can be sent 
to that place very quickly and it is unnecessary to station a special force on 
the Bast Coast. Generally, the people there, are law-abiding and they will 
3 ubjeot themselves to any sort of oppression before they give expression to it 
in strong terms. In the time of the fituri, the fiturists never looted the 
villages. They took some defensive measures. They were obliged to commit 
some sort of crimes. Otherwise, they were free from any kind of orimes. 
This is a fact which is to be noted with regard to the Agenoy fituri. 
Considering the development of communications and the law-abiding nature 
of the people, I think there is no necessity for continuing this Bast Coast 
Special Police. As for the promise given by the hon. the Law Member that 
Government would not waste their money on this account, he will find that 
this force is not at all necessary and any sum 'spent upon it is a waste.” 

*Mr. K. Krishnan Mr. President, Sir, I entirely endorse every 
word of what the hon. the Law Member said regarding the necessity for the 
special police for Malabar. (Cries of c Whip ’). I repudiate the suggestion 
of whip. I wanted to speak earlier. 

“ Before the rebellion started, there was a small European foroe at 
Malappuram consisting of 100 soldiers. When there was a cessation of 
the rebellion for some time, Government, unfortunately, I may rather say 
foolishly, thought that there was no necessity to keep this regiment there 
and removed it. Immediately afterwards there was this rebellion. It was 
freely talked about in Malabar that the Europeans had been taken away 
and that there was no necessity whatever for the Europeans to remain in 
Malabar. They then started the rebellion under that wrong impression. 
People here do not realize the situation in Malabar. If the military 
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is stationed in or about the place likely to be affected, no rebellion will 
ooour. I am not talking of the Mappillas in general; I am only referring to 
the ignorant, fanatical Mappillas in whose midst the military must be 
stationed. I do not think any one will doubt the necessity for it. As a 
matter of faot, I may say, that if just before the rebellion 100 European 
soldiers had been posted at Mallapuram, the rebellion would have come to an 
end within the first few days and would not have spread so far. For want 
of prompt aotion at the proper moment, the rebellion spread and the subse¬ 
quent events happened. I therefore urge that a speoial force should be 
stationed in any place which is likely to be affected so that they may take 
prompt action in oases of emergency. I strongly endorse the remarks of the 
hon. the Law Member. 55 

* Mr. K. Madhavan Nayar :—“ Mr. President, Sir, not only do I belong 
to the Malabar distriot, but I oome from the rebel area itself, and I am sent 
down here as a representative of the Hindu community. I really understand 
and sympathize with some of the statements of the hon. the Law Member and, 
as a matter of faot, I know that one of the contributary causes of the rebellion 
was the wrong notion in the minds of the Mappillas that the British power 
was waning. I also believe that if a small military force had been stationed 
in Mallapuram at the time of the rebellion in 1921, it would not have assumed 
the proportions it did assume and would have subsided soon. I believe all 
that. But in spite of all this, I submit that there is absolutely no necessity at 
this distance of time, five years after the rebellion, when the two communities 
have settled down to a life of peace and amity, to have special police stationed 
at so many places proving a nuisance to the people of the locality and causing 
heavy expenditure to the Government. Mallapuram was a military station 
some years before 1921. One hundred or one hundred and fifty British 
soldiers were stationed there. There was a special force also of 80 police men. 
These were the two forces' stationed there. Though Malabar had the mis¬ 
fortune of being subjected to Mappilla riots for over a period of 100 years 
you will see that from 1897 to 1920 there was not a single Mappilla riot or 
outbreak. In 1896 there was a riot when about 100 fanatic Mappillas burst 
out into a fanatic outbreak and were finally killed at a temple called 
Kunnath in Manjeri. I was then a student in the Manjeri school. In 
1897, some prisoners escaped from the prison and they also created some 
trouble. But between 1897 and 1920, there w r as no trouble. A military foroe 
of 100 and h special police force of 80 were stationed at Mallapuram. What 
they used to do was this. During the Kamzan, small contingents of these 
soldiers and police would go to the fanatical centres and watch if any trouble 
was brewing. That was what they were doing and during these twenty 
years there was no trouble at all. The recent rebellion was due to special 
causes and broke out under exceptional cironmstanoes. I can concede that 
if, as before, a small force had been stationed at Mallapuram the Mappilka 
would not have rushed into a rebellion so easily. But all the same, I main¬ 
tain that it is unnecessary to keep a special force of this great strength. It 
is enough if a military force of 100 and a special police force of 80 are stationed 
at Mallapuram instead of this costly special police. Though in the Punjab 
and in Northern India the Hindus and the Muhammadans are fighting with 
each other, in Malabar though the Hindus suffered very much during the 
rebellion, there is not much rancour left and botlr the communities lire living 
side by side in peace and amity. Since there is now a railway running through 
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the fanatic zone, you may station a small military foroe at Mallapuram or 
some other convenient centre, from whioh in case of emergency you can move 
the foroe to whatever places you want, and maintain peace and order. This 
is what you ought to do. If you had done that instead of making the military 
march through Ernad and Walluvanad 15 or 20 days after the outbreak of 
the rebellion, without stationing them in small batches in different places, the 
rebellion would not have prolonged and it would have been a nine days’ 
wonder indeed. After the military left the place, there was a regular ohaos in 
the country and persecution of the Hindus by the Mappillas who helped or 
supposed to have helped the military. All these things happened because 
during the time of the rebellion you did not do what you are now proposing 
to do, though then it was necessary that now after so many years and under 
different conditions quite unnecessary. What the Government ought to do 
now is to have a military station at Mallapuram and have a small police 
foroe there instead of having so many stations at different plaoes involving 
^ 80 such heavy expenditure and causing great nuisance to the people. ^ This is 
p.m. what I submit in all earnestness and with sincerity that the Government 
should not spend money on the special force for the safety of the country and 
place such a heavy burden upon the general tax-payer. * 

Mr. K. Uppi Sahib —“ Sir, it is likely to be understood from the 
statement of the hon. the Law Member that the late rebellion was one between 
Hindus and Muhammadans, between the Mappillas and the Hindus of 
Malabar. Certainly my hon. Friends, Messrs. Madhavan Nayar, Krishnan 
Nayar and Krishnan, will admit that the rebellion was not between the 
Mappillas and the Hindus hut between the Government and the Mappillas. 
The Hindus have suffered at the hands of the Mappillas ; and I believe my 
hon. Friend, Mr. Madhavan Nayar, who was in the throes of the rebellion, will 
admit that Mappillas also have suffered at the hands of the rebels. Hundreds 
of Mappillas have been murdered by the rebels and have been looted by the 
rebels because they were helping the .Government. I did not make any 
apologetic statement for the Mappillas’ misdeeds or foolish acts perpetrated 
upon their sister community, the Hindu brethren. I might even now 
apologize most humbly to them for the excesses my foolish brethren who 
perpetrated atrocities on their neighbours, their Hindu brethren. The 
Government say that the Mappilla is a highly fanatical being, that he is 
ignorant and that he must be subjugated, I ask what is the reason for this. 
From the topmost officer, the then Viceroy, the then Governor and the then 
Home Member, Sir Arthur Knapp, all declared that it was all due to 
ignorance on the part of the Mappillas. To keep the military police or the 
special police, to terrorize the Mappillas and to check them, is that the method 
adopted for refining or reforming or educating the Mappillas? The Govern¬ 
ment, say that the Hindus are afraid of Mappillas. I do not say that the 
Hindus should live in fear of Mappillas even for a moment. But there is no 
necessity under the existing circumstances, to keep a large extra foroe of 
about a thousand people. Mallapuram is a military station. From there 
Kottakkal is only six miles away and Kottakal is a special polioe station. 
Tirurangadi is only four miles from the railway station at Parapanangadi. 
Angadipuram is only ten miles from Mallapuram. In Caliout, there are the 
reserve police and ordinary police and the military. In Mallapuram again, 
there are the military and the reserve police and the ordinary polioe. Is it 
beoause the military is so immovable that it cannot move even within a 
radius of six or ten miles in the case of an emergency that there is the need 
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for maintaining them at places so near each other ? If the ordinary police 
cannot control the situation, there is the reserve police. If even they cannot 
control the situation, why do you want a special police which is a devilish 
power in the land and why not hand over the situation to the proper autho¬ 
rities i.e., the military? Last year when a similar motion came up before 
the Mouse, the Government stated that there was no railway line running 
through the country. The other day a railway line was opened reaching 
the innermost parts of Malabar and now you can move your forces as quickly 
and as easily as possible. In spite of all this, is it not a vindictive act to 
terrorize the Mappilla, to frighten him and to keep him in check always 
without giving him proper education ? Such rebellions and such catastrophes 
are all admittedly due to the ignorance of the Mappillas. What have the 
Government done for ameliorating the Mappilla and for giving him proper 
education ? The Government have not lifted their little finger in that respect. 
The Government did not even help those philanthropic Mappillas who came 
forward with a request that the middle school, the Madrasathul Muham- 
madiah at Calicut, might be raised to a high school for imparting free 
education to the Mappillas. The proposal was not countenanced by the late 
Government. Under these circumstances, I support the resolution heartily.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ Sir, I move that the question be now put.” 

*The hon. the President :—“ Regarding closure motions, it is better if the 
House should adopt the convention that leaders or whips of parties should 
move such motions so that I may take it that at least one party is entirely in 
favour of the motion.” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ I did so with the consent of my 
leader.” 

The hon. the President : —“ Hereafter, I will not be prepared to use my 
discretion in favour of closure unless the closure motion is moved either by the 
whip or leader of the party.” 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar : —“ Sir, may I first deal with the 
points raised by my hon. Friend, Mr. Venkatapati Raju P He evidently spoke 
with a certain amount of earnestness on the matter of the East Coast Speoial 
Police. He said that the development of the Agency was the only cure and 
the only way of meeting the difficulty, if any there were. He traced the prior 
history and asoribed the fituri to two causes, viz., unsympathetic administration 
and oppressive management. In this grant and dealing with this matter, I do 
not propose to take the House back into the history of the events which led 
up to the rebellion. But I think Mr. Venkatapati Raju would be the first 
to admit that the fituri was occasioned by, and the result of, the primitive 
character of the uneducated folk who were induced to commit excesses by 
certain inducements and false hopes held out to them. He then wound up 
by saying, assuming that there was fituri, what could 200 armed men do P 
My answer is that 200 armed men would be a very great and effective 
preventive against that type or class of people, the primitive, untutored 
folk who inhabit the Agency tracts unto whom these 200 armed men would 
be sufficient to enforce a respect for the law. It is because the Government 
are convinced of this faot that they have retained this force. I think my hon. 
Friend may, very well, ask me to increase the number. I say he does not 
mean to do it. 

“I shall turn to Malabar. Mr. Kotieth Krishnan has supported me and 
Mr. Madhavan Nayar—he will forgive me for saying so—has really supported 
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me though he has put forward certain other considerations. What he has 
stated is tantamount to this: ‘ Do not have 400 or 500 men situated in 

strategic points in Malabar; station a military force in some centre.* Well, 
the answer is this. The Government of India and the Military Department 
do not conceive it to be their duty to deal with what may be called the 
internal policing of the country by means of the military.” 

Mr. K. Madhavan Nayak :—“ There is a military station in Mallapuram 

The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ My hon. Friend will realize 
that this special force is gradually intended to replace the military in the 
Presidency so far as internal policing is concerned; and the idea is, so far as 
what may be called order and law within the Presidency is concerned, and in 
the absence of rebellions inviting rigorous armed force of the Crown, it 
is not the intention of the military to keep peace and order and to have such 
a kind of cooling and calming effect as is expected from this force. The 
object, in short, of the Malabar Sj>ecia.l Police is to station a few men# at all 
the danger points where there may be possible outbreaks. It is only for that 
purpose that the Malabar Special Force is contemplated. It is true that the 
opening of the Shorarmr-Nilambur Railway with the possibility, as my hon. 
Friend says, of extending further, will make the two communities live 
together in peace and amity. It may be that later on the Government will 
have to consider wholly or partially its decision. In the present state of the 
country, with the feelings of the masses of the people as they are to-day, the 
Government feel it is impossible without abdicating their responsibility for 
the peace of Malabar, when there are potentialities that are likely to lead to 
outbursts, to remove the Special Police Force.” 

The motion was put to the House and declared lost. 

A poll was demanded and the House divided as follows

* Mr. C. V. Venxataramana Ayyangar :—" Mr. President, Sir, I beg to 
move 

'[that the allotment of Rs. 151'86 lakhs for Police be reduced by Rs. 5 
lakhs! 


“ I do not propose to speak at length, Sir, on this, because I see that the 
name of the hon. Diw&n Bahadur Krishnan Nayar is next to my name on this 
motion and I have no doubt whatever that, with his ability and experience, he 
will able to speak much better than myself and oonvince the people who have got 
any doubt on the matter that this out must be carried. Sir, the very fact that, 
as an alternative, in the oase of the defeat of this out, there is a large reserve 
of members of the Justice Party who have given notice of a cut of Bs. 2 
lakhs shows that a large portion of this House strongly feels that there should 
be a large out made under this grant. So far as the growth of expenditure 
on this department is concerned, Sir, we see that the figures are appallingly 
fearful. In 1919-20, the expenditure was only Rs. 141 lakhs; in 1920-21 
it went up to Rs. 178 lakhs, although the budget estimate was only about 
146 lakhs. We will skip over some years ana come to 1925-26. In that 
year, the expenditure was Rs. 187 lakhs, voted and non-voted items included. 
In 1926-27, it was only Rs, 188 lakhs, whereas in 1927-28 the hon. the Law 
Member wants us to sanotion Rs. 7 lakhs more than even what has been 
found neoessary for the current year, Rs. 7 lakhs more than what the revised 
estimate of 1926-27 shows. Therefore, Sir, it is quite evident to all the 
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Members of this House that practically in about six or seven years, the expendi¬ 
ture has gone up at the rate of about Bs. 10 lakhs every year, and the pace has 
been kept in 1925-20, 1926-27 and this year. One questiQn which can be 
prominently thrown at our face is, ‘ llow on earth are yon going to reduce 
Bs. 5 lakhs P It is the duty of the Opposition to find out and offer constructive 
proposals for finding ways and means.’ That is the usual cry of the hon. the 
Law Member. Whenever we suggest any reduction in the Police grant, he 
would say, ‘ Well, leave it to me, I shall try to reduce it as much as possi¬ 
ble.’ Very well. Sir, I must say that in 1926-27, he was able to reduce by Bs. 5 
lakhs what was granted to him. That shows one important thing, that it is 
the habit of the hon. the Law Member to have always a large reserve at his 
back. If the hon. the Law Member came to ask us for Bs. 193 lakhs last 
year, and was vet able to manage with only Bs. 188 lakhs, does it not show 
that the reserve is always much more than necessary, so that at any time he 
may have plenty of patronage in his hands. That merely shows, Sir, that as 
an amount for retrenchment, this cut is a very desirable one to be carried by 
the House. There are indications given to us in the several motions relating 
to this grant to show that there arc numerous ways in which retrench¬ 
ment can be carried out. If two important motions for large cuts have been 
defeated by narrow majorities, 1 take it that it was because it was the sense of 
the majority of this House that the whole amounts for those items should not 
be taken away ; but certainly, that there has been a large minority in favour 
of those cuts shows that the sense of this House is for an appreciable reduc¬ 
tion in particular departments. 

“Much has been said, Sir, about the Criminal Investigation Department 
and I do not want to say much on it now. If the Criminal Investigation 
Department is going to do the work of detection and prevention of orime does 
the hon. the Law Member admit that the very large expenditure on ordinary 
police is extravagant ? Either he must say that the general police are there 
for the work for which they are asked to be there, that the police officer is 
there to prevent and detect crime in the usual course of his business or he 
must say that large and elaborate establishment is not able to cope with their 
work. We do say, Sir that if the Criminal Investigation Department is 
necessary, there must be a considerable corresponding reduction in the 
general establishment of the Police department. 


Then Sir, with regard to Indiamsation, some of my friends will be better 
able to elaborate upon that; but I may say that the Police department is 
one of the untouchable departments, so far as higher appointments are con¬ 
cerned, for Indians. Either Indians arc untouchable for that s Tvice or the 
higher services are untouchable for the Indians. I would be glad if the hon. 
Hie Law Member would tell us whether at any time the Inspector-General of 
Polioe could be claimed to be an Indian, I would ask him to sav if at anv 
time the Deputy Inspector-General of Police could be an Indian ^There are 
also a large number of superintendents of police, and I would be glad to 
know m what way he has given effect to his promises made time and again 
on the floor of this House that he would see that a large number of Indians 
were appointed as district superintendents of police. May I ask him how 
many Indian Superintendents of Police there are and what is the proportion? 
And similarly for assistant superintendents of police. Oh' it would be a 
tale of woe and misery if we only care to analyse the Civil List so far as this 
department is concerned. He will rather do better before he places down 
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the reins of hia offioe to say : ‘ I have honestly promised to do something 
and I have honestly tried to do something; but the department is too big or 
too large for me to do anything substantially I think, Sir, that that will 
be a very sane, a very reasonable and a very honest answer that may be made 
by the hon. the Law Member. There are also a number of unnecessary 
appointments which this House has been protesting against year after year. 
For instance, there is the duplicate service of inspectors and sub-inspectors. 
J.as t year a token cut was carried, I think on my proposition, with the object 
that either the inspectors or the sul>-inspoctors should go. T do not think any 
attempt has so far been made to give effect to it. No doubt the hon. the 
Law Member promised to appoint a special officer—I suppose? that is only by 
way of an additional expenditure in this department—to find out whether 
high or low officers could be dispensed with. Wo, of course, know the result; 
the special officer went elaborately into the question and made a report that 
the services of about 2,000 constables might be dispensed with. But it was 
found by superior officers later on that these very constables were necessary, 
and we are now going through the process of reappointing these very con¬ 
stables whose services were dispensed with then, one after another. This is 
one instance. So far as the public arc concerned, they certainly want some 
of these constables, but certainly they do not want a regular retinue of reserve 
police or an army of sub-inspectors, inspectors, district assistants, superin¬ 
tendents, and so on. Therefore, from every point of view, it must be granted 
that we are adding a very large increase to this grant year after year, and 
from the facts admitted by Government, it is quite clear that the hon. the 
Law Member, so far as this department is concerned, is in the habit of asking 
for more than what is really wanted. We should put an end to it now by 
making a cut of Rs. 5 lakhs at least, so that he may not have recourse to that 
harmful practice hereafter. I think he cannot in any way spend all the 
Rs. 195 lakhs. Even if it is out by Rs. 5 lakhs, it means that he gets Rupees 
190 lakhs which is about Rs. 2 lakhs more than what he spent last year. In 
spite of extravagance, in spite of local additional police in many places 
throughout the Presidency last year, he has not been able to spend more than 
Rs. 188 lakhs. Therefore, it is only reasonable for us to think that he wants 
to have more patronage in his hands, wants to increase the men in the service 
or inorease the salaries of these people. Unless we want to encourage them 
in their extravagance and incorrect account-keeping, I think this is a motion 
on which we ought to be unanimous. I suppose there will be no question of 
division of feelings in respect of any party in this House, as to whether the total 
amount should be reduced by Its. 5 lakhs or not. The Justice Party, by the 
very action of their Moor Leader in giving notice of this very same motion 
has expressed itself in favour of the cut. So far as the Indepedents are con¬ 
cerned, I see that the Ministerialists have not given notice of any motion on 
this matter, but I hope that with their experience, with their recent state¬ 
ments proclaiming that they are acting for the welfare of the people of this 
Presidency and that they are always for retrenchment, they will at least in 
this case go with us and put an end to what apparently, clearly and admittedly 
is an extravagance. I would therefore appeal to the House to see that this 
reduction of Rs. 5 lakhs from the total grant is carried.” 

The Counoil then adjourned to meet again at 11 a.m. the next day.

Member is 
to give particular instances, names and details, so that the Government may 
be in a position to answer.”

The hon. Sir 0. P. Hamaswami Ayyar “ Then, Sir, I greatly regret 
that an occasion has been taken of this character to cast aspersions on a 
department, on a hard-working and honest department, which is likely 
to have big reverberations.” 

Mr. S. Muttayya Mudaliyak :—“ May I ask the hon. the Law 
Member whether the purchase of these lands by Government officers is likely

Diwan Bahadur R, N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :— u I am not 
aware of that, Sir/ 1 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :— <l Is it a fact that the pancity of 
applications is duo to the fact that applications from some very senior 
medical men were rejected in the previous years ? ” 

The hon Diwan Bahadur If. N. Arogyaswami MudaLIVar: —“ I am 
not aware of it, Sir.” ♦ 

Mr. S. Satyamurti : — “ May I ask the hon. the Minister whether 
distinguished medical practitioners in Madras are quite willing to serve as 
honorary physicians and surgeons in these hospitals, provided that conditions 
are made decent and self-respeoting for them ? 99 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :—“ I am not 
aware of that, Sir, hut if what the hon. Member states is a fact, I shall 
be very glad to enquire into the matter.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti: —-“With regard to the second paragraph, i.e., 
c There has been no economy in administration to Government as the 
employment of honorary medical officers has not permitted any retrenchment 
in the permanent staff. It is possible that efficiency may demand extra 
resident medical staff’. As a layman, may I ask for some olucidation of 
that answer ? Does it mean more paid doctors because of more honorary 
doctors ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar :—“ No, Sir.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :— Cc Then, what does it mean, Sir? As far as I can 
see, it means that because y T ou employ honorary medical officers, you must 
have extra resident medical staff. That is, the addition is necessitated by the 
employment of honorary medical officers. May I ask as a layman for some 
elucidation of that answer ? ” 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur II. N. Arogyaswami Mudaliyar tf 1 believe, 
Sir, it means that by the employment of honorary officers, we shall 
have to get extra resident staff.” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti :— <( May I ask him whether in the opinion of the 
Government these honorary medical officers perform their duties so ineffi¬ 
ciently that they have to employ the medical staff they would otherwise 
employ and also additional staff to correct the mistakes of these honorary 
medical officers ? ”

think it is so, Sir.

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Dr. B. S. Mallayya :—“ May I know whether the hon. the Minister 
for Public Health is aware that one of the honorary medical men was 
drafted into the permanent service ovor the heads of permanent men who are 
already in the service, and he was posted as a professor of Medicine in a

The hon. the President - u That does not arise out of this question 
regarding honorary medical officers.” 

Dr. B. S. Mallayya : — “ Honorary medical officers arc designated as 
unfit to teach, but when one of them is given a high salary and position as 
professor of a college, I should like to know why they make that remark, 
that honorary medical officers are not fit to teach students.’* 

The hon. the President :— “The question does not arise.*’ 

Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayvangar :— <c May I know in view' of the 
fact that it has been a success in two hospitals in Madras where there has 
been no teaching, whether the Government is prepared to extend the scheme 
to such mufassal hospitals as are not having teaching ? ** 

The hon. Diwan Bahadur R. N. Abogyaswami Mudaliyar :— ( I will 
go into the whole question not only in regard to Madras but with

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Out of those the first two Tanks have floated debentures to the 
extent of Rs. 84,000 and 38,000 respectively.

Aided elementary schools. 

* 480 Q. —lUo Bahadur Sir A. P. Patko: Will the hon. the Minister 
for Education and Local Self-Government be pleased to state— 

(a) the number of elementary schools in each district which are now 
aided (l) through the District Educational Councils, (2) through local bodies, 
(3) through panchayats as compared with the figures of 1921 ; and 

(b) how many new elementary schools are to be opened or aided 
during 1927-28 through (1) local bodies, (2) panchayats, (3) District Educa¬ 
tional Councils and the probable increase of boys and girls that will be 
admitted into them ? 

—( a ) The question is not clear. Schools under private management 
are aided by District Educational Councils. Subsidies are 
granted to local bodies towards the maintenance of sohools 
under their management and grants to panchayat sohools are 
paid through the Registrar-General oi Panchayats. It is 
presumed that the hon. Member desires to be furnished with 
particulars as to the number of elementary schools (aided, 
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board and panchayats). The panohayat schools started prior 
to the current year were treated as aided schools and their 
number is not shown separately in the Public Instruction 
Report. A statement comparing the number oi schools in 
1921-22 with those in 1925-26 (the latest year for which 
statistics are available), is laid on the table. a 

(b) Provision has been made in the budget estimate for 1927-28 for 
the opening of 409 boys* schools and 500 girls* schools under 
local bodies, 500 boys* schools under panchayats and 145 boys’ 
schools under private management. According to the statis¬ 
tics for 1925-26, the average number of pupils per teacher in 
the elementary schools for boys and girls was 24 and 23 
respectively. On this basis, the probable increase in the 
number of pupils as a result of the opening of tho new schools 
will he 25,300 boys and 11,500 girls.

July 1924 was prepared. For reasons which are not on record, 
the late Minister for Education decided to drop the Bill. A 
second Bill was prepared in 1925. The Local Self-Govern¬ 
ment Department and the Advisory Committee on Education 
did not approve of one of the important clauses in the Bill. 
In view of the objection raised, the late Minister decided that 
the question of amending*the Elementary Education Act might 
lie over,

The exact effect of the change of site dam is not yet known as 
the new reservoir level must first be surveyed and marked 
on the ground, but it is probable that there may be a 
further raising of the dam by 1^ feet in height, and that 
the submerged area will he about 607 square miles. A 
survey party is at work demarcating the revised reservoir 
level and when this work is complete, exact figures will 
become available. It is not possible for this small alteration 
in height to affect Mysore. 

(el) Mysore has enquired whether Madras would like to buy power 
from Mekathati for use at the Mettur head works. It is 
believed that Mysore has not yet started building the proposed 
dam and reservoir at Mekathati and consequently no power 
from that source is likely to he available for two or three years, 
whereas Mettur requires some power this year and full develop¬ 
ment before the end of 1928.

Finally, howcuT, the terms were not suitably arranged 
between the contracting parties, and what the Madras Government 
did was to tell the Government of Mysore that if they generated 
power they may give ns a portion of that power at favourable rates.

Appa¬ 
rently their financial commitments and other programmes are so 
numerous that they are not able to start the work immediately.”

Of the 28 long¬ 
term students, 16 completed their training at the end of 
1925 and five of these are employed in the Madura Mills 
Company, four in private factories, one each in the Madura 
and Trichinopoly municipalities, one in Golden liock 
Workshops, one in the Madura Government Telegraph 
office, whilst three are known to have been employed in 
their respective trades last year for short periods. Of the 
twelve who completed their training at the end of 1926, 
two or three have secured suitable posts, whilst the others, 
it is understood, have not yet been able to find permanent 
appointments. Of the 28 short-term students referred to 
above, six are understood to he employed as private motor¬ 
car drivers in Madura itself and an equal number outside 
Madura.

MOTION# ON THE BtJDGEr FOE 1927-28. 

DEMAND XV—POLICE— COlflt , 

Discussion on Mr. 0. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar’s motion, viz., to 
reduoe the allotment of Rs. 151*86 lakhs for Polioe by 6 lakhs, was 
resumed. 

* Mr. G. Harisakvoitama $ao :—" Mr President, I rise to Bupport this 
motion, because the Police department is the longest and the strongest arm 
of the bureaucraoy and unfortunately for self-government and unfortu¬ 
nately for the Reforms, this department is not under the control of the people 
and the hon. the Law Member is equally so. That was why when yesterday 
we were discussing the question relating to the Police we had answers whioh 
oould never satisfy any democracy. I know the hon. the Law Member will 
retort by saying that in all governments certain things are impossible of ex¬ 
planation in the open House. If we were under a democratic Government we 
would have placed in that position a man whom we could trust and who with 
our consent would oarry on the administration of law and order rfhd with 
seorecy. Yet we are called upon to work a democracy whioh the Government is 
pleased to say it is prepared to give us. After all, the Polioe are the guardians 
of the people and they have the power to help or retard the progress in the 
matter of freedom. I want to notice only a few details with regard to this 
department. The punitive Polioe at Gooty is still there, and I wish the hon. 
the Law Member could see that it shall be no longer there and the people 
shall no longer be burdened with the cost thereof. On no grounds of 
democracy can a punitive Polioe be established unless and until an emergenoy 
arises. In a democracy it is not possible because the people have a right to 
out down the expenditure to the lowest minimum. But here is a bureau- 
oraoy whioh makes the claim to have established peace and order in the 
country, that makes the claim that they have established British peace in 
India, and yet would not keep to the British democratic notions of peace 
and order. 

fC Now I want to touoh on another point, that is, the system of 
1 finger prints 9 with regard to political prisoners. From whom are finger 
prints generally taken. They are generally taken from members of registered 
gangs or persons reasonably suspected of very criminal offences and persons 
ordered to be deported. But these finger prints are taken from political 
offenders who are not even convicted. It is a shame to any democratic 
institution, it is a shame to any civilized constitution, and I hope it will be 
done away with immediately. 

“ As for the Indianization of the Police, the reforms themselves are very 
touchy about this department. The reforms would give us 50 per oent of 
the Indian Civil Service within 25 years but they would not give 
us the same proportion with regard to the Police. Even with regard to 
that kind of Indianization that has been conceded, what has been done in 
the Polioe department P This question of Indianization of the Police 
department has been in existence from 1902 onwards. One commission 
after another has spoken of Indianization ; and to-day, even when there 
was a ohanoe for an Indian, an expert Indian to be the Assistant Inspeotor- 
General of Police, no ohanoe was given to him. With regard to the Distriot 
Superintendents of Police from 1902 onwards up-to date, after so much talk 
of Indianization, after a number of Commissions, after the Lee Commission 
whioh was only anxious to make out a olaim for European oifioers, we have 
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to-day the speclacle of five Indian Superintendents in all the districts. Even 
if Indianization has gone on in the spirit of 1902 and 1903, the number of 
superintendents must have been seven to-day without the Lee Commission 
and ten with the Lee Commission. Indians are denied opportunities for 
promotion. It is all very sweet talk about Indianization. We are told ‘ you 
are not fit for more Indianization, you are fit only for a modioum of tndiani- 
zation * and even this modioum is denied to us ; because the members of the 
heaven-born service and its appendages are adepts in making rules and inter¬ 
preting them to stop the progress of all popular measures of Indianization. 
Inexperienced Assistant Superintendents of Police who have not passed any 
tests, and who have not had sufficient experience are promoted over the heads 
of experienced Indian officers. Thus we seo that Indianization is very far 
from what we have been dreaming of in these reformed council days. 

“ I have not much time left to mo ; what I des're to point out to the 
Government, to you, Sir, and through yon, to this House is that it is a sham 
to tell us that we have any responsibility anywhere, as loDg as we are put 
down in the name of peace and order under sections of the criminal codes 
and Indian Penal Code—oven under that section 55 which applies to those 
who have no ostensible means of living—as long as these are used against ns 
by the police system—which is the hand-maid of the magistracy in this 
country—L am certain there cannot bo the least vestige or indication of 
responsibility in the constitution. ” 

* Mr. K. Krishnan “ Mr. President, Sir, we have been hearing the 
discussion regarding the redaction of this grant by 5 lakhs. May 1 , with 
your leave, Sir, suggest an amendment that 5 lakhs may be converted into 
2 ^ lakhs so that it may be possible for Government to carry on the adminis¬ 
tration with that amount, and it any unforeseen oiroumstanoes arise and more 
money is necessary, it will be open to the Law Member to ask for a supple¬ 
mental grant later on. As it is, seeing that the amount now. wanted is far 
in excess of what it was for the last year, I submit the amount of 6 may be 
reduced to 2 i lakhs and that the House may he pleased to agree to my sug¬ 
gestion. I request therefore, with your permission, to movo my amondment, 
viz.:

* The hon. the President I wish to know before I allow the amend¬ 

ment if any other section of the House is in favour of the amendment so 
that I can waive the short notice.” * 

* Mr. S. Satyamurti “ If it is threo lakhs, Sir, it may be acceptable.” 

* The hon. the President “ I am not here for bargaining. 8 inco no 
section of the House is in favour of the amondment I do not propose to 
waive the objection to short notioe,” 

* Mr. P. Bhaktavatsulu Nayudu “ Mr. President, Sir, of all 
departments under the Government, this department is swallowing much of 
the funds of the poor tax-payer without giving any comparative benefit in 
return. In this small city, there is one Commissioner, two Deputy Commis¬ 
sioners and two Assistant Commissioners and so forth. The reforms have 
landed us in very many difficulties one of whioh is this, that the British 
offioer’s pay being made non-rotable, we oannot touoh it. They are in the 
sanctum sanctorum of Government, What are we here for P Only to tear 
ourselves, and the poor Indian offioers and make outs or reductions in their 
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pay or number. The English officers are quite safe, and the Lee Commission 
and suoh other commissions can always come to their resoue. They are 
simply laughing in their sleeves when we are quarrelling here over reductions 
and outs. There is another scandal going on in this department. The 
Police Commissioner is paid an honorarium of Rs. 13,000 and odd. An 
officer applying for an honorarium of Hs. 50 or Rs. 100 does not get the 
sanotion of tho Government. But here is a case which the Government 
tolerates. Besides, the Police Commissioner is not doing this extra duty 
out of office hours, but he is doing it in his office hours, deputing the 
Assistant Commissioner to look after the work. What is, after all, the kind 
of inspection that he is making with regard to tho buses? The buses are in 
no way better for tbfe inspection. It is high time that the Government 
should take note of it, and appoint a special officer to effectively inspect 
these buses, as in Madura, Ramnad and other places and relieve the 
Commissioner of his additional work for which he is paid suoh a large 
honorarium. If he is relieved of this additional duty he will be better able 
to do justice to his actual duties. 

“ Then, Sir, though there are Commissioners, Deputy Commissioners, and 
Assistant Commissioners, still burglaries are going on under their very nose 
and they are not able to investigate them successfully. This is the state of 
affairs. Again, what is the pay that a constable gets? He is getting 
Rs. 20. I challenge any Government official hero to say whether in this 
oity an ordinary man, a constable, can live on Rs. 20 a month. Perhaps the 
Government thinks that besides his pay he can make money of his own 
accord in several ways. 1 his is practically the state of affairs now and it 
is to draw tho attention of the hon. the Law Member to these few facts that 
I have spoken these words on this motion/’ 

Mr. T. C. Srinivasa Ayyangar :—“Sir, I do not wish to make any long 
speeoh. There is an impression, and a well grounded impression too, that 
the expenditure on the Police is extravagant, and I believe, however 
unpopular it may be in some of its ways, still it is an indispensable depart¬ 
ment. Therefore a cut of R lakhs may be too much, and I think our 
intention will be carried, withont giving room for certification of this amount 
by His Excellency, if 3 lakhs be substituted for 5 lakhs. If you will permit 
me, I will move an amendment substituting 3 lakh 3 for 5 lakhs in the 
motion before the House/* 

Mr. Sami Venkatachalam Chetti :—“ A short while ago, when you 
asked an hon. Member, who had a similar motion on the notice paper whether 
he was willing to agree to an amendment of this kind to bis motion which 
was proposed by one hon Member, ho declined to accept it and we proceeded 
with the disoussion.” 

* The hon. the President:— 1 1 wanted to know before waiving short 
notioe whether there was any other section of the House which was in favonr 
of the amendment. Eor the same reason, I do. not allow this amendment 
also/* 

* The hon. Sir O. P. Ramaswami Ayyab :—“ Sir, I propose to speak on 
the three points whioh have been made by the hon. Member from Goim- 
bafcore. I think it is open to me immediately to point out that from the 
year 1923 up to now, during the years I have been in offioe, there has been 
a retrenchment of Rs. 12,70,000,

Mr. 0. V. Venkatabamana Ayyanqar : — xt A word of personal expla- P* m 
Dation, Sir, I said clearly that this year’s budget estimate was several 
lakhs more than the revised estimate of last year 

The hon. Sir 0, P. Ramaswami Ayyar “ Now, Sir, the increments 
due to the various officers is mainly responsible for the inoreased provision. 

1 am trying to show now that during my tenure of offioe there has been a 
saving of 12 lakhs in the Police department and I propose to detail it now. 

In the matter of looal allowances, revision of abolition gave us a saving of 
Rs, 60,000, while the abolition of duty allowance to Kallar Special staff 
resulted in reducing the expenditure by Rs. 4,764. Abolition of haokney 
and stage omiago allowances account for Rs. 4,908 ; withdrawal of free 
quarters concession, Rs. 14,800 ; withdrawal of bonus to recruits on enlist¬ 
ment, Rs. 9,000 ; abolition of conveyance allowance and reduction of 
travelling allowance, Rs. 93,S00 and Rs. 2,00,000, respectively. One 
post of Deputy Inspector-General of Police was abolished as per Council 
resolution, resulting in a saving of Rs. 24,528. The reduction of police 
talayaris yielded Es. 89,280 ; the restoration of the graded system of pay 
instead of the time-scale, Rs, 1,00,000 ; the reallocation of polioe stations 
and oircles, Rs. 3,45,100 ; reorganisation of armed reserves in districts, 

Es. 50,100; and reduction in the number of sergeants, Rs. 16,000. Tne 
result of ic is that from 1923 up to now there has been a reduction of 
Rs. 12,19,000 in the expenditure in the Police department 

“ The seoond answer I desire to give is with regard to Indianization. On 
1st April 1912 the sanctioned cadre of tho superior services was 76 of which 

2 were Indians, The present sanctioned cadre is 77 and the number of 
Indians is 10. 

“Now, with regard to tho superior offices, the Lee Commission made 
certain recommendations, and we are bound to carry out those recommenda¬ 
tions which have been aocepted by Government, Subject to that I may 
say that there is no post in the Police department, whether tho post of 
Dipnty Inspector-General or Assistant Inspector-Genoral which will be 
closed to an Indian entitled by seniority and efficiency. On the o*her hand, 
every encouragement will be given to Indians to aspire to those posts. My 
point now is that at present, of the sanctioned cadre of 77 ten are Indians of 
whom two were promoted not more than seven years ago (Voices : * Per¬ 
manent superintendents of police ?’) Yes, ten permanent, including assistant 
superintendents and deputy superintendenls. 

k< Nov I oome to the question of the punitive police at Gooty. One hon. 
Member said that the device was undemocratic, With regard to that 
I desire to say this : that the punitive police at Gooty was imposed as a result 
of the Courtenay Report on the troubles engineered by certain people from 
which the district was suffering. People who wore democrats, who were 
representatives of the district in this House, asked for the imposition. 

I have got letters from tho elected representatives of the district asking for 
punitive police saying that life will n5t be safe in that district without the 
establishment of punitive police. At the present moment it appears that the 
two combatants have begun to smoke the pipe of peace or are prepared to 
do so. The moment the two men who are responsible for the trouble oome 
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to the Collector and say that they have oomposed their differences, the Gov¬ 
ernment will consider the abolition of the punitive police at Gooty. That is 
abatement 1 atn entitled to make now and it is an answer in oonsonanoe with 
the democracy of which my hon. Friend, Mr. Harisarvottama Bao, has 
spoken. 

" Sir, the hon. Member, Mr. Bhaktavatsula Nayudu, spoke of the City 
Polioe. If he will compare the figures with regard to Bombay and Calcutta, 
he will realise that the Force here is comparatively small. Sir, the time is 
nearly up. I have got a great deal to say with regard to this matter. But 
what I desire to say is that every attempt is being made to effect retrenchment. 
With regard to Indianisation of the Polioe f may say that the Inspeotor- 
General of Polioe has been seconding my efforts in the direction. And I 
assure hon. Members that no efforts will be spared with regard to the solution 
of the question of the punitive poiloe at Gooty.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ I tako it that the House is ready for the 
question. The question is to reduoe the allotment of Rs. 151*86 lakhs for 
Police by Rs, 5 lakhs.”

DEMAND XVI—-PORTS AND PILOTAGE 

* The hon. Sir 0. P Ramaswami Ayyar fl Mr. President, Sir, on the 
recommendation of His Excellency the Governor, I move 

‘ that Government he granted a sum not exceeding Rs. *37 lakh under 
Demand XVI— Ports and Pilotage! ** 

*The hon. the Prebidfnt *—‘‘The question is 

* that Government he granted a sum not exceeding Rs. '37 lakh under 
Demand XVI — Ports and Pilotage! ” 

* Mr. K. R. Karant Mr. President, I wish to move 

‘ that the allotment of Rs. 37,090 for the Office of the Agent for Govern¬ 
ment Consignments be reduced by Rs. ICO/ 

“ My object is to discuss the activities of the Landing and Shipping 
Fees Committee of Mangalore, the way they are assigning lands to private 
owners and the need for bringing the ports under a suitable legislative body. 
The legislation in respect of ports is rather in a very unsatisfactory condi¬ 
tion. In section 33 of the Indian Ports Act, certain rates are fixed by the 
Government of India. Under section 36, the Government of India Autho¬ 
rized the Local Governments to spend the monies they get through some 
persons or some body of persons. In tho Madras Outports Landing and 
Shipping Fees Act of 1885, there is provision for the collection of fees. In 
the Madras Presidency there aro 104 ports, both major and minor. With 
regard to some of the minor ports, Government by means of rules framed by 
them, have appointed what aro called Landing and Shipping Committees. 
The powers of thesn Committees were stated in an answer to a question put by 
Dr. IT. Rama Rao some time ago. The Committee has power to discuss the 
budget and sanotion expenditure. These ports bring in large income. From 
the Administration Report of the Presidency for 1925-26, we find that the 
income is very considt rable. I think it is very unsatisfactory to allow these 
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bodies to spend such large amounts, since their constitution is not put on a 
satisfactory legal basis. As regards the number of members in each com¬ 
mittee, some have six or seven and others eight or nine according to the 
nature of the port. They are all by nomination. We find the European 
element predominating. For instance, in Mangalore out of a total strength 
of nine members there are three Europeans, three Indians, and three officials. 
From the information which the Finance Secretary was kind onough to supply 
me, I find that this Government wrote to the Government of India as early 
as 1921, to put these ports on a satisfactory legislative basis. During the 
last six years, nothing was done to achieve that object. I submit that it* 
is open to the Local Government to bring In legislation instead of waiting 
for an Act of the Government of India. In any such legislation, it is very 
necessary to give considerable voice in the constitution of the committees to 
the municipalities concerned. The merchants should have a voice also ; I do 
not doubt that the Government also should have a voice. I learn that my 
hon. Friend Mr. Saldanha brought in a Bill in the last Council to achieve 
this object, but somehow the Bill did not go through. The present state of 
legislation in regard to these p>rts is very unsatisfactory and the sooner it is 
remedied the better. 

t( I would like to have an explanation from the Government on one point, 
beoiuse I am not myself well versed in this matter. I find that the Civil 
Budget Estimates placed before us do not give any account of either the 
income or the expenditure of the>*e committees. If they are part of the 
Government, if the income and expenditure are a concern of the Local 
Government, they should find a place in the estimates. If they are on a 

? ar with local bodies, their inoomo and expenditure should be excluded. 
?hat is a point on which 1 should like to have detailed information. 

“ Coming to tho particular port of Mangalore, wc find that this committee 
has no legal legs to stand upon. For the past one or two years, they have 
gone to the length of even assigning lands in the port. In the town of 
Mangalore the only frontage is the river side, of which more than half is 
taken up by the port. The income of the committee was about Ks. 70,000 
as against au expenditure of Bs. 41,000 in 1925-26. Reclamation has been 
going on in that port; land is reclaimed by spending large sums of money. 
Without any profit to the Government, tho committee has been assigning 
lands to private owners, In one case even before the municipality was 
consulted in the matter, a building worth about Es. 3,000 had bccu put up 
by the assignee. In February last one person got an assignment of land ; 
of course, tho Collector was a party to this assignment even though the 
municipal council was against it. Without tho concurrence of the municipal 
council, it i» not advisable to allow this body to go on assigning lands to 
private owners in a prominent part of the f own. 

“ Secondly, Sir, the work of reclamation by dredging is carried on a very 
extravagant scale. Iam supported in this statement by G.O. No. 615, 
Finance (Marine), dated 10th November 1926, kindly given to me by the 
Finance Secretary. The host of dredging here is considerably more than in 
the other ports.” 

•The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar:— “On a point of order, 
Mr. President, I have becu listening with very great attention to what has 
fallen from the hon. Member and I find that the whole matter is entirely 
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cut of order. This is a grant for the office of the Agent for Government 
Consignments, Madras. All these ports such as Mangalore and Tutioorin 
are run by local bodies. My hon. Friend has raised some questions as to the 
manner in which those looal bodies conduct their affairs, Since they are 
local bodies, their activities and there finances do not come in the budget at 
all. It appears to me that it is not relevant to the grant now under 
discussion. 

•The hon. the President: — Ci Just as the eon&titutipnal question was 
raised in connexion with the pay of the establishment of the Private 
Seoretaty to His Excellency the Governor, so if this subject is under tho 
control of the Government and if it is possible for them to reotify the 
defects brought to their notice by an enactment or otherwise, will this not 
be in order? ” 

* The hon. Sir C, P. Bamaswami Ayyau :—“That was why I did not 
object so long as the hon. Momber put forward the question about legislation. 
I am prepared to answer that part of the question. But tho hon. Member 
referred to the activities of the committee, especially the assignments of 
lands and other matters, with which the Government cannot interfere to set 
right. To the extent to which the Government can do anything in this 
matter, I grant that the matter can be raised.” 

* Mr. K. R. Karant :—“ I submit I am perfectly in ordor for this 
reason. These committees constituted by the Government have no legal 
basis whatever. I do not know the authority under which they are consti¬ 
tuted. Is it by any Act or by any rules made under the Indian Ports Act 
or the Outports Landing and Shipping Fees Act that this so-called local 
body is exercising these powers ? ” 

•The hon. the President: — u Does tho hon. Member say that these 
local bodies are exercising powers not conferred by statute and that the 
Government is responsible for checking them ? ” 

• Mr. K. L?. KARANr:—“ That is my submission/Sir.” 

• The hon. the President :—“ The hon. Member says that these local 
authorities are exeroising powers not vested in them and it is the duty of 
the Government to check such exercise of juridisdietion not vested in them. 
Therefore he is criticizing the Government.” 

•The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar;— u Even then, when lam 
asking for money for the office of the Agent for Government Consignments, 
does not the rule say that the question now raised should bavo some relation 
to that office ? ” 

* The hon. the President <€ We are not discussing an item in a grant, 
but the whole grant.” 

•The hon. Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :— u There is nothing else 
under the grant except the establishment of the Agent for Government 
Consignments.” 

• The hon. the President “ But the House has hitherto allowed the 
praotioe of discussing general principles of policy of Government when 
discussing these demands for grants. I think I may allow the hon. Member 
to go on. 
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* Mr. K. R. Karant I was saying that the work of dredging in the 
Mangalore port is carried on on an extravagant soale. As stated in the abovo 
Government Order while the cost was 4 annas 1 pie per ton in Cocanada Jor 
one dredger and 2 annas 8 pies per ton for another, 3 annas per ton 
in Negapatam, it was 7 annaa in Mangalore and even 10 annas 7 pies as in 
1923-24. This excessive cost is due to the fact that this work is not done 
through the Public Work9 Department but it is given to private contractors 
without properly calling for tenders or publishing them. This committee is 
spending about Rs. 41,000 every year without any legislative sanction and 
in an unsatisfactory manner.*’ 

* The hon. the President : — “ I am sorry the hon. Member is traversing 
far beyond the limits of tho object he has mentioned in his notioo. He has 
simply mentioned that he wants to discuss the activities of the Landing and 
Shipping Committee of Mangalore, the way they are assigning lands to 
private ownors and the need for bringing the port under suitable legislative 
provision.** 

* Mr. K. R. Karant c< What I am saying comes under the first portion 
of the reason stated in my notice, i e., to discuss the activities of the 
committee, the way they are spending monies.” 

* The hon. the President :— (t Tho hon. Member has far exceeded the 
time limit.** 

* Mr. K. R. Karant “ I have mentioned these points and T request 
the Government to take urgent notice of them.** 

* The hon' Sir G. P. Ramaswawi Ayyar <c Mr. President, Sir, I am 
sorry that I cannot do adequate justice to the complaints, no doubt legiti¬ 
mate to certain extent, which have been put forward on the floor of the 
House.** 

“ The only notice which I received was that something was going to b8 12-45 
talked about the activities of tho Landing and Shipping Committee of 
Mangalore. At the present moment lam not able to answer in regard to the 
particular activities of which mention has been made, save that the Govern¬ 
ment will enquire into the matter ; and to this extent I can assure my hon. 
Friend that the Government have arrived at the conclusion that assignments 
of lands by these committees are not to be made without the concurrence of 
the municipality and of the Government. Moreover, the particular assign¬ 
ments mado by Krishnan and Vasudeva Subbaraya Mallayya are subject to the 
sanotion of the Government, and when the Government have to deal with 
the matter they will bear in mind the remarks made by my hon Friend 
and see that assignments are not mado in future so as to jeopardise the 
frontage of which mention has been made by the hon. Member. 

“ With regard to the Landing and Shipping Committed, I may say that 
it is not a statutory body. It has functioned as an executive body for 
nearly thirty years and till now no complaints have bean made. The 
question raised by my hon. Friend will be looked into. I may say, however, 
that this Government have expressed their clear opinion to the Government 
of India that the outports landing. and shipping oommittees should be 
responsible bodies and that they should be legalized. We shall bear in mind 
what has fallen from the hon. Member about legislation irrespective of what 
the Government of India are going to do. I may inform the House that 
in 1926 the hon, Member Mr. Saldanha gave notice of a Rill to make the 
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Landing and Shipping Committee a legal authority and to make it repre¬ 
sentative. The Bill did not succeed in the ballot and it finally lapsed. We 
shall not take advantage of that circumstance. We shall consider the 
question of legislation as early as possible.” 

* Mr. J. A. Saloanha:—“I am thankful, Sir, that tho Government 
have already taken up the matter in which the people, especially the mercan¬ 
tile community in ports like Mangalore, feel very keenly What is oalled 
the Shipping and Landing Fees Committee is an irresponsible and uncon¬ 
stitutional body doing many things in a very irresponsible and irregular 
manner. They are under very little control by the Government. It is 
strange to see that the hon. the Finanoe Member has not included these fees* 
along with tho general revenues in viow of the fact that the body has 
absolutely no legal basis. The incomes from the ports Under the Madras Act 
and collected by the landing and shipping committees should have been 
brought under the Revenue head and shown in the budget estimate. This 
point, I think, hasb'cn overlooked and until the new Act is passed this 
income should be brought unior the supervision of tho Legislative Council. 
The Port officers aro aware that, tho Legislative Connoil has no oontrol over 
the fund and act in an arbitrary fashion. I appeal to the hon. the Finance 
Member until the committees are legalised that the fees should bo included 
in the budget estimates. 

“ Secondly, I hope that tho Government will rooognize the principles of 
the Bill of which I gave notice and will incorporate them in the Bill to be 
introduced into the Council. Tho matter is very urgont as lakhs of rupees 
are being expended in an almost irregular manner. If the Government do 
not bring forward a Bill 1 shall have to press my own Bill. But hon. 
Members are aware of the difficulties which a Bill has to undergo. It has to 
be balloted. It has to bo sent to the Council office in time. Notice was 
given by me this time of this Bill a little late. So, it has been put off.” 

* The hon Sir 0. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ Even Mr. Saldanha was 
caught napping.” (Laughter.) 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :— ( ‘ It is a regretful matter. Sometimes it 
happens like that. 

“ I hope that the Government will take urgent steps to bring forward 
their own Bill or to facilitate my Bill being parsed by the Houso as soon as 
possible. Meanwhile, I hope tho hon. Law Member will more oarefully 
sorutinizethe doings of the ports committees not only of Mangalore but 
elsewhere also. I think that the Government have some sort of control or 
supervision over these committers. Otherwise, I would ask, who is to 
control thorn, and can the Government do anything. They are not elected 
bodies ; they are not responsible to us. I hoy are appointed nominally by 
the Government. They aie recommended by the Collector. We have got 
a body which is responsible neither to the Government nor to the people on 
the spot. The mercantile community is little represented on it. The 
people of Mangalore are put to groat inconvenience on account of the vagaries 
of the Port officer, fruch grievances as the stocking of firewood have been 
brought to the notice of this House by means of questions.” 

Mr. K. R. Kabant :—“ Sir, in view of the promise given by tho hon. 

Law Member I withdraw my motion.” 

The motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 
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Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan :—“ Sir, I beg to move— 

1 to reduce the allotment of Re . 37,000 for the office of the Agent for 
Government Consignments by Re . 100.* 

c< My object is to discuss the Indianization of service. I only wish to say 
this much. . . 

The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—May I ask whioh service does the hon* 
Member want to be indianized ? ” 

Mr. Abdul Hamid Khan : —“ Lighthouse service.” 

* The hon. Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar :—“ I think I did not make 
myself dear. At page 202 of the Budget Estimate, it will be seen that the 
only items included under this demand are the Agent for Government 
Consignments, Overseers, Telephone charges and contribution towards the 
pay of the Agent, Government Consignments. There is nothing else.” 

* The hon. the President :—“ As a matter of fact, there is no Govern¬ 
ment service.” 

The motion was deemed not to have been moved. 

Demand No. XYI was put to the Ho use and carried and the grant was 
made. 

DEMAND XVII—SCIENTIFIC DEPARTMENTS (OTHER THAN HYDRO¬ 
ELECTRIC surveys) 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan: — u Mr. President, Sir, on the recom¬ 
mendation of llis Excellency tho Governor, I move 

* that the Government be granted a sum not exceeding *56 lakh under 
Demand XVII— Scientific Departments {other than Hydro-electric 
Surveys )/ ” 

* The hon. the President :— c ‘ The question is 

( that the Government be granted a sum of Rs. 56,000 under 
Demand X VII—Scientific Departments {other than Hydro-electric 
Surveys).' n 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ Sir, I beg to move 

'to reduce the allotment of Rs . 54,100 for Provincial Museums by 
Rs. 100.’ 

fi My objeot is to discuss the question of a suitable journal or bulletin 
for the Madras Museum with an up-to-date catalogue for sale. 

“ I shall be very short on this point. These are days of high ideals of 
university reforms, of post-graduate courses and of scientific resoareh. Old 
dreams are being fulfilled now to some extent. In any case, I hope under 
the inspiration of the new University Act and because we have now as Chief 
Minister one having the Education portfolio, a man of high educational and 
university attain ueuts, that there would bo muoh improvement. What 
strikes mo is that there is no magaziue at all in this city, representing tho 
culture and research of the university and the post-graduate courses. Even 
the Museum bulletin which was a very valuable one has been discontinued. 
(Mr. S. Satyamurti: 4 Whioh museum ? *) (Laughter.) I thought my hon. 
Friend representing the University "knew that there was only one museum. 
That bulletin/ was edited by the Director of the Mus3um. The arobseologioal 
and etbnologioal portion of the museum is the best one in the whole of India, 
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■ol whioh we ought to be proud. We oan be proud of tbe bulletin also. £ 
learnt after enquiries that that bulletin had oeased to exist. Mr. Thurston who 
has done very muoh to add to the ethnological learning in the city, edited the 
bulletin with marked ability. I regret to find that it is no longer existing. 
What I would urge is that attempts should be made to revive that journal by 
the authorities concerned and that this grand museum of this city be made 
to have an exponent of its culture, of its advanoe and of its progress. The 
people will thereby know what progress the museum is making and what it 
teaches. In that way, Madras culture will be propagated elsewhere. I hope 
that this point will be borne in mind by the hon. the Minister for Education 
who has got so many other schemes, and will be inoluded in the schemes of 
educational reform which he will carry through sooner or later.” 

* The hon. the President :— 44 The question is 

* to reduce the allotment of Re, 54,100 for Provincial Museums by 
Rs.m 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“Mr. President, Sir, sinoe*the year 
1907, the Government have under consideration the idea of republishing a 
bulletin of this kind and recently we have issued instructions to the Direc¬ 
tor of the Musuem that this bulletin should be reissued. It is in prepara¬ 
tion and I hope it will be soon published.” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha “ I withdraw my motion ” 

The motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

* Mr. J. A. Saldanha 44 Sir, I move 

4 to reduce the allotment of Rs, 2,300 for Donations to Scientific Societies 
by Rs. 100/ 

44 I whh to pursue the course of thought I had in mind, i.e., encourage¬ 
ment of research, etc., in ihis city. What I wish to know is why we should 
give a grant to the Oriental Sooiety iu Poona. It is very creditable that 
this Government are encouraging culture in the city of Poona. I wish to 
mention that the Government are doing little towards the encouragement of 
research work in this citv. 

1 p.m, 44 I do not find any special grant for this purpose in the budget estimates 
except the grant that is given to the University for the Oriental Institute. I 
found among the resolutions for the Senate meeting, one recommending tbe 
publication of a University journal. Probably, the resolution has not been 
passed; but they are in want of funds for the publication of a suitable 
University journal. 1 may point out, Sir, that first of all we want a society 
for this town just like the one in Poona, for research work. The Research 
Institute which has already been established by the University is not of a 
wide scope. 1 urged last yeaivduring the discussion whioh arose then,—but 
my point was very m uch misunderstood by my hon. Friend, the then Minister 
for Education—that in the research into the languages, it is not enough to 
take into account only what arc called the advauced languages like Tamil, 
Telugu, Kauarese and Malayalam; but that it is necessary to take into 
particular account the loss advanced languages also ; that is, the languages 
which have no literature, which have no grammar of their own or which have 
not been studied by scientific men We have had a few scholars like Kittel 
and Caldwell, who studied the Badagara and Kodagu languages, and I may 
«]so mention the name of Dr. Grierson who has been very serviceable in this 
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respect. Sot there is more need for research into these minor languages. 
A comparative study of all the languages, the lexicon and the origin of the 
languages, the progress they have made, their movements, their shifting 
from different parts of India to their present location, etc., would show lor 
instance how Tuluk language spoken by about 5 lakhs of people is wedged 
in between two languages at present, EanareBe and Malajalam. Those are 
points Vhioh are, I am afraid, overlooked by the Research Institute whioh 
has been founded. The reason for it is that there are no funds available for 
this purpose. This Government is so generous as to endow an institute in 
the Bombay Presidency. 1 hope the Government will find a body here or 
at least encourage the establishment of a body whioh may have a wider scope 
for research, wider than that which the Oriental ftesearoh Institute has, just 
as wide as the Bhandarkar Institute at Poona or like the other institutions at 
Bombay, In order to run this institution, scholars could be found if Gov¬ 
ernment is prepared to give a donation or contribution in the same generous 
manner as they give to the Bhandarkar Institute.” 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbabavan :—“ Mr. President, this donation of 
Us. 1,000 whioh my hon. Friend refers to is to the Bhandarkar Institute and 
is an all-India question and not, merely a Provincial question. This is paid 
towards a revised edition of the Mahabharata which is not now available, and 
the Government of Madras decided that it was an all-India question, and 
that this donation should be given as long as the book was under preparation 
and until the work was completed. My hon. Friend’s remarks about research 
in other languages being undertaken is a matter for the Syndioato of the 
Madras University and wo have given them a grant towards the establish¬ 
ment of an Oriental Institute. I am sure if my hon. Friend who, I 
believe, is now a Member of the Senate—on whioh 1 congratulate him—will 
only refer this matter to the Senate, the University will consider favourably 
the question of the grant for the Tula language and the other languages 
which my hon. Friend has in mind.” 

* Diwan Bahadur M. Krishnan Nayar “ Is my Friend the hon. the 
Minister for Education in a position to say whether other Provincial 
Governments are also paying contributions to this society ? I want to 
know whether he knows it is so.” 

* Tho hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ I am not so certain of it. I know 
that the Bengal Government is also paying a contribution towards the 
edition of the Mahabarata.” 

* Mr. L. K. Tulasiram : — “ Sir, rising to speak on this question relating 
to scientific societies, I find that the utterances of hon. Members have been 
more for Indianization and Indianization but, then, this is the question the 
solution of whioh will ask us not to go into the question of Indianization 
I would specially refer to the question of starting a scientific glossary for 
determining the equivalents of scientific terms in Dravidian terms. If our 
benign Government under the able and highly educated Minister for 
Eduoaticn will at least make it a point to start a scientific glossary for the 
Dravidian languages, I think hundreds of teachers will take up the work 
in hand; All the Telugu and Tamil olassios, especially in scientific subjects 
like Industries, are not being taken up on aocount of the want of ^scientific 

8 
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terms relating to Chomistry, Physios, etc. Sir, I would ask that instead of 
giving petty sums like Bs. 2,800 only, i.e., in hundreds and thousands instead 
of in fakhs, scientific societies ought to be developed. I know that the 
Nagari Prachaiini Sabha of Benares has spent nearly 12 years in editing a 
scientific glossary of Hindi terms. That glossary is now available as a text¬ 
book /or being followed by this Government. Beally the terms are all 
there and the Hindi equivalents are all there; bat what we want is 
equivalents in Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam and Kanarese. If this subject is 
handled in the spirit in which it deserves to be handled, I believe the whole 
public, especially the Dravidian public, will be greatly and highly indebted 
to the Madras Government. I only want to draw the attention of tbe hon. 
the Minister to the faot that if he wants to perpetuate his name, if he wants 
to see that in his terra he does something for the elevation of scientific 
societies, he should start a body for translating the vernacular terms and 
publishing a scientific glossary of Dravidian terms.” 


* Mr. A. Kaleswara Bao :— <c Mr. President, I wish also to sa^ a word 
about the necessity for the Government taking action on this matter of 

f retting prepared a glossary of suitable scientific terms in all the Dravidian 
anguages, particularly with a view to the introduction of vernaoularization 
of the teaching of all non-language subjects iu schools and colleges. There 
"has been an agitation going on for the last several years that at least up to 
the Sohool Final class all non-language subjects should be taught through 
the medium of the principal vernaculars of this Presidency. When wo ask 
for it, the Government say that there are no suitable text, books on Mathe¬ 
matics, Chemistry, Physiology, Botany and so on. That difficulty oan only 
be solved by the Government taking some action in this direction The 
Nagari Pracharini Sabha of Benares has dene wonderful work m this direc¬ 
tion, and after the Vignana Ohandarika Mandali, an association to publish 
books in Telugu in all these subjects, invoked the aid of that Nagari Praoha- 
rini Sabha, that Mandali was able to do something in that direotion. They 
have published about 25 books on various scientific subjeots, but Government 
ought to do muoh more than this. Instruction should immediately be given 
through the medium of vernacular up to the Sohool Final class at least. This 
must be done at once. With these observations, Sir, l support the motion/ 1 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan “ Sir, I am quite awaro of the fact 
that the difficulty about vernacular being adopted as the medium of instruc¬ 
tion in non-English subjects is due to want of scientific terms in the verna¬ 
cular languages; but I think that is a matter well within the purview of 
the University. Under section 4, sub-section (3) of the Andhra University 
Act, one of the objects of that University is to promote the development of 
and the study of Telagu, Kanareso, Urdu and Oriva and their use as media 
of instruction and examination. Once the University decides upon that 
language being the medium of instruction, I am sure the University itself 
will, through its publication bureau, find out some means of carrying out this 
objeot. I have no doubt that my hon. Friends who raise! this question are 
aware of this fact that the Usmania University is itself publishing, through 
its professors, text-books in soientifio subjects and adopting Urdu as the 
medium of instruction.” 


* Mr. J. A Saldanha :— i% I do not want to press my motion, Sir.” 
The motion was, by leave of the House, withdrawn. 
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* The hon. the President :— 44 I will put the Demand to the House. 

The question is that Government be granted a sum not exceeding Bs. 56,000 
under 4 Scientific Departments (other than Hydro-Eleotrio Surveys) ’ for 
the year 1927-28.” 

The Demand .was put to the House and agreed to and the grant 
male. 

DEMAND XVIII—EDUCATION—RESERVED 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :— 44 Mr. President, Sir, on the recommend¬ 
ation of His Excellency the Governor, I move 

4 that a grant not exceeding Re. 7*02 lakhs he made under 44 Education — 
Reserved *7 ” 

* Mr. C. V. Venkataramana Ayyangar :— {< Sir, I beg to move. 

4 that the allotment of Rs . 5,900 for pay of Establishments he reduced by 
Bs. 100.’ (To discuss the whole policy of European education.) 

44 1 do not want to speak much on this subjeot, Sir, as this is a question 
which has been discussed both outside this Council and inside it, more than 
once. I shall first of all make it clear that the idea of such of the Members 
as have moved any token motions on this subjeot is not to reduce the whole 
amount because we are as much interested in the education of Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians as in the education of the Indians as a whole, and if left 
to ourselves, we would probably move for larger grants for these various 
education departments. Our only objection is to the view that the two 
communities, Europeans and non-Europeans, should be educated separately 
and that their institutions should be conducted, managed and inspected 
separately. The one important object that we want to aohieve by the 
amalgamation of these two departments and by having mixed schools is to 
give an opportunity to young boys and girls of all the communities in this 
oountry to mix freely with each other. 

44 If it is alleged that the European boys and girls aro superior in their l-tf. 
moral behaviour and in. other things, certainly we would say that by mixing p#m 
with them there would be better understanding on the part of our Indian 
boys and girls. But, on the other hand, many of us think that the character 
and the spirit of patriotism, so far as this country is concerned, on the part 
of European and Anglo-Indian is not improved as # much as wo should like, 
simply because from their early childhood they havo been kept iu a place of 
reservedness and to some extent m ido to feel that they are superior to the 
Indian boys and girls. I know that under some rules a small proportion of 
the pupils in European sohools may be Indians and I may say personally 
that I am not in the least prejudioed against these European schools, beoause 
my own daughters for want of better Indian sohools in the neighbourhood of 
my house have had to go to a European school and receive eduoation there. 

The fact is that even admission to a small number of Iudian boys and girls 
into the European sohools is very limited. The restrictions are very great 
and they are, I believe, asked to p\y a larger sum of school fees than the 
European boys and girls. There is also some discretion vested iu the head¬ 
masters or the headmistresses of particular sohools in selecting. Indian boys 
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and girls and I do not know under what rules that only children belonging 
to what are accepted by these headmasters and headmistresses as respeotable 
families of Indians are taken into these sohools. There is no doubt that the 
Government expenditure on education per pupil in the European schools is 
much larger than in Indian sohools and, what is more, I do not see any reason 
as to why there should be separate Inspectors and separate inspecting estab¬ 
lishments for European sohools. That means not only unnecessary ooet, 
but unnecessary travelling allowances also. If a person, for inBtanoe, 
goes to Coimbatore to inspect a large number of Indian schools, he cannot 
inspect the three or four European schools that are maintained there and 
the same for the Nilgiris. Therefore, from the point of view of the general 
interests of the country as well as of retronohment, we should certainly find 
early means of having mixed sohools. Wo are talking of Swaraj and even 
the Government seem to expeot that some day or other,—though from their 
point of view that day is expected to be far away,—that some day or other, 
Sir, Swaraj will bo given us and I supposo that under the Swaraj the 
Europeans and Anglo-Indians will not olaiin any separate schools for them; 
espec iall y, so far as Anglo-Indians are concerned, I know many families 
from their habits and manners are in several cases same as Indians and their 
families, and their residences and all these things are practioally tho same as 
Indians, Prom their childhood, although they do not have suoh conveni¬ 
ences and comforts in their own homes, these Anglo-Indian boys and girls 
are made to presume some superiority in the schools and I am afraid, morally 
speaking, that leads to bad results. 

“ I think that recently I read somewhere that the Government of India is 
going to take this subject as a central subject. So far as finances are 
concerned, though small, there will be a saving, I believe, so far as this 
Government is concerned, but if this Government is asked for opinion 
I would rather request this Government to express the undesirability of 
perpetuating this defferenoe in the education between the various communi¬ 
ties. And if this is granted, whether this education beoomes oentral or 
provincial, it is very desirable that there should he nothing like reservation 
in the whole of the system of education for Europeans and Anglo-Indians. 
The sooner this mixed oduoation is given effeot to the better. With these 
few words, I propose the reduction.” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—“ I propose, in speaking on this motion, to 
oonfine myself entirely to tho points which have boon raised by the hon. 
Member lrom Coimbatore.- I feel unable to say much on the important 
question which he has raised as to whether European eduoation should he 
handed over to the central control of the Government of India or retained as 
a provincial subject That is a matter which has been raised and to whioh a 
considerable amount of attention is at present direoted. But it has certainly 
pot yet arrived at any stage on whioh a definite prononneement oould be 
made. Perhaps L may dispel any false anticipation that may have been 
raised and contradict the idea that by its transfer to the Government of 
India, the provincial Governments will be saved the amount of expenditure 
irbich they at present inour, beoause European eduoation is one of those 
items whioh were taken iuto consideration wheu the fiuanoial relations between 
the Central and Provincial Governments were fixed and, even assuming 
(hat it were taken under the control of the Central Government, there is no 
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doubt that a readjustment of these financial relations would be made on the 
basis of expenditure, say, of a certain number of years, As to whether that 
transfer would be desirable cr not, it is obviously a matter in which the 
European members of this House are very largoly interested I think their 
attitude would be largely determined by the attitude taken towards the 
educational aspirations of. the community and its needs in provincial councils 
and might I point out that I hardly think that the hon. Member would 
receive or is entitled to receive very much support from the community for 
his suggestion that the separate schools should bo abolished and that the 
Anglo-Indian community should receive education in the ordinary schools 
of the country ? The position is this. They do attach great importance to 
education in their own home language. They do also lay great stress on 
adhering to what they regard as their own culture and their own traditions. 
Can any one blame them ? That feeling seems to be universal in this country. 
Why have we got a Telugu University, why have we a demand for a Telugu 
province ; it is in order that a certain section of the oommuoity may have 
greater power and opportunities for expressing its own onltureand tradi¬ 
tions and for improving or maintaining the standard of that language 
which it regards as its own. And, so far as I know, it is not that the com¬ 
munity is hostile to other communities ; and I could wish less stress had 
been laid by the hon. Member on the occasional lack of mutual understand¬ 
ing which does arise. Might I give him an example from my own experience. 
I had an opportunity the other day of presiding at the sports of the 
European schools in Madras. As the hon. Member ha? stated, there is no 
oomplote exolusion of Indians from these schools. In fact, up to a certain 
percentage the admission of Indians is allowed and I believe encouraged. 
Perhaps the most successful performer at their gathering was a young 
Muhammadan boy, a very promising athlete. I cau only say this that none 
showed greater pleasure and appreciation of his performances than his own 
schoolmates belonging to the Anglo-Indian community. Of course, it is 
essential that so long as tho Anglo-Indian community is here it should be 
permitted to retain its own language and traditions, and that in the schools in 
which it is educated it should be allowed to adhere to that language as the 
medium of instruction and that tuition should be based on those traditions and 
that culture to which it is attached. Some people feel that there is no 
advantage in that, but I know that there are many Indian gentlemen who do 
think that it is an advantage that their sons and daughters should be educated 
in institutions in which special attention is given to the English language. 
Of course, the number of schools under the European Code in respect of 
which such a desire is likely to be expressed is comparatively small, because 
the feeling is, I think, is confined to the more wealthy and more educated 
sections of the* Indian community who resort only to the best schools in 
whioh (best schools) the highest traditions of the European system of edu¬ 
cation are maintained. Personally I see no reason why Indian gentlemen 
who wish Jo send their children to suoh sohools should not be given suoh 
opportunities as are possible. 

“ One more point. I do not know what system the hon. Member suggests 
should be replaced for the discretipn whioh is vested in the headmasters and 
managements of these sohools as to the admission of Indians. It seems to me 
a matter of very great discretion whioh must be entrusted to the head* 
masters or, as is sometimes the ease, to the boards of management. I do not 
propose to fetter their disoretion so long as I think it is properly used. 
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“ The hon. Member has also raised the point as to a separate Inspector. 
If you have a separate system it seems to me that you must have one offioer 
who is in charge of that system. It would be impossible, I think, to deal 
with European education except as a self-oontained subject. If reports 
were to be received from about 13, or it may be 20, different educational 
officers, in the case of some of whom—say, on the Nilgiris—European 
education looms largely and in the case of others is confined to some small 
isolated school at some railway station in a corner of the distriot, no coherent 
or general policy conld be pursued. And let me say that there are many 
problems in connexion with liuiopean education. It is not a question of 
the number of pupils Personally I find from the experience 1 have had 
that Eutopean education raises as many different problems as I found when 
I happened to be concerned with Indian education and it is not only a 
question of numbers. I think, Sir, I have dealt with all the points whioh 
have been raised by my lion. Friend from Coimbatore. 

“The hon. Member from Coimbatore has reminded me that he # mentioned 
the question of higher school fees for Indian students. As far as I remem¬ 
ber, that question was dealt with last year. If I remember right, I was able 
to give him an assurance that if there was any differentiation it would be 
dealt with and 1 am under the impression that it has been dealt with, that 
Indian children attending these schools are not charged higher fees than 
the fees recognized under the Code. There are of course Anglo-Indian 
ohildren who get certain concessions, but that is in connexion with the 
particular Code under whioh they come. But I shall verify the point 
again. But I do not think there is one soalo of fees under the Code for 
Indians attending these schools and another for Anglo-Indians. I promise 
the hon. Member that I will go into the question/ 7 

* The hon. the President : —“ J was informed that it is the wish of the

* Mi. G. Haris^rvottama Rao :—“ Mr. President, Sir, when the hon. 
the Finance Member began to give his explanalion I was surprised as 
to whether I was before a gentleman of British extraction or before a 
gentleman of the ante-diluvian Chinese origin. The Englishman in India 
has been telling us of a social democracy, of equality iu social matters, of 
equality in democratic m°ttors, and he claims to be separately educated in 
India with a separate European Education department It is a pity, Sir, 
that the Anglo-Indian community, the domiciled community in India should 
be Involved in this matter. I want to tell my brethren of this country, be 
they Anglo-Indians or others, that I have absolutely no objection to edu¬ 
cation through the vernaculars. And if separate schools are felt necessary 
in the earlier stages for boys, so that thoy may be eduoated in* their own 
language, English, I certainly have no objection. But I objeot to this kind 
of reservation, to this hind of raoial superiority exhibited even in matters 
eduoational, even in matters where my ohild has a right to deal with the 
child of Mr Moir on terms ot equality, to kiok and be kicked, to praise 
and be praised, to understand and be understood, which is my right if the 
Commonwealth of the British Empire is ever to be achieved. Does 
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Mr. Moir honestly contend, Sir, that the social differences between the Euro¬ 
pean and the Indian make it imperative to-day that education should bo sepa¬ 
rately In the hands of Europeans in India P If ho does contend like that, how 
does he come forward and tell us that in the schools in this oountry all should 
he treated alike P How can he remain in this Government for one moment 
longer and speak of equal opportunities for all castes in this country and for 
all eeotions of the people P The European is really the super-Brahman of this 
country. The Brahman community, my community, has been very often 
attacked as conservative, as standing in the way of the development of this 
land, but may I ask what does the specialization of education mean P Does 
it not refleot the ntter hnmiliation of this country P Does it not reflect the 
boasted superiority of the European when he says i my culture \ What is 
India forP Why is the Englishman in India for? What has been his 
boast with regard to India—to develop our culture to bring us into a lino 
with the world—if he says that he should have speoial and separate educa¬ 
tion P Does he say, Sir, that the education that we have got in India is of 
suolf an inferior quality as to make us unfit for world culture and not 
British culture or Indian culture P I am afraid, Sir, that in India wo have a 
South Africa in the form of this Research Department. In South Afrioa 
we are told that we must rise to the culture of the South African to livo 
there, and in a serious agreement made between this Government and the 
Government of South Africa this difference of cultures is adumbrated. Does 
the Government in this land who rule us in our name, who are telling us 
that we should get self-government within a short time, does the British 
Government in this oountry tell us that they form a|South Africa so that they 
might super-impose their culture and language on us, that they might suc¬ 
cessfully convert us into the Britisher in culture ? I would be the first man 
to protest with all my life against an implication like that, and I hope that 
this Local Government, before it asks us for a grant like this, would dis¬ 
countenance the argument propounded by the hon. the Finance Member 
that his culture and his language deserve separation in the country of India 
where he rules ostensibly for our good, for our development and for the 
development of world culture. . . . ” (Here the gong was sounded and 

the Member resumed his seat.) 

*Mr. J. A. Davis :—" Mr President, Sir, I am sorry that the question of 
race and racial superiority has been brought into the discussion or the ques¬ 
tion of the education of a minority community. Sir, 1 will bo the lest to 
suggest any racial superiority or any attempt at superiority. I am sure 
most of us are quite willing to be educated side by side with the Indians 
(Hear, bear). The boot is rather on the other foot, and this difference is 
brought about by the medium of education. I may give one instance. We 
have got one of the best Indian schools at Ootacaraund. I have been most 
anxious to get admitted into that school Anglo-Indian boys, but it has 
become almost impossible to do so. Wo tried to get those boys admitted, hut 
the headmaster said it was impossible. The medium of eduoation there is 
Tamil and these boys do not know Tamil. Therefore for at least a consider¬ 
able period there must bo this reparation of eduoation on the ground of 
language as media of education, l ake the case of these boys who are .very 
respectable boys. They are not averse to attend Indian schools, and they 
are actually prevented from attending the Indian sohools owing to the 
medium of instruction being Tamil. This is the first point which has to be 
borne in mi nd. 
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“ 8©oondly, to come to ihe question of Indian boys being charged more 
than Anglo-Indian or European boys, Sir, if the question is gone into oare* 
fully, you will see that it is not a question of charging the Indian boys more 
but a question of spending more to teaoh the Indian boys separately on 
aooonnt of the difficulty of the medium of education. . Take an average 
oonvent school They are only too ready to admit Indian boys into the 
European or Anglo-Indian section of suoh schools, bnt they are not able to 
do this on account of this medium of instruction. They aotually go to the 
extent of doing it. They employ an additional teacher, and they try to charge 
the boys a little more with the consent of their parents. It is this that is 
being misunderstood, and, as the hon. the Finance Member has just now 
pointed out, he has no intention of ohargiug Indian boys attending European 
or Anglo-Indian schools in India anything etcetera, and I am pretty certain 
that that objection from the assuianoe given a little while ago by the Finanoe 
Member will completely disappear. 

“ Sir, there is als > the question of the standard of education. Let the 
Opposition not ask us to reduce the standard of our education # Please? by 
all means, raise the standard of your education, aud we shall be th* very first 
to support you. Although the sum spent on European or Anglo-Indian 
education is negligible compared with the general expenditure on education, 
we would only bn delighted fhe other side would consent to tho raising of 
the standard. But do not compel us to reduoe our standard ot education 
merely becaise your standard is not as high. We would be, as I have already 
said, the first to support you in your attempts to better your standard of 
©duoation. 

*' There is also another question. Tako the Kuropean. Per capita he 
p<*ys proportionatey very heavy taxes (A Voice : Anglo-Indians * P). 
Not Anglo-Indians] I am speaking of European just now. He pays very 
heavy taxes ” 

Mr. 8 Satyamubti : —“ He gets.very heavy salaries.” 

Mr. J. A. Davis: —“They are not all public servants. They are the 
European merchants and planters. About 90 per cent of their children 
are sent to England for education, and they draw very little on this sum 
granted here for education. 'I hen, again, the European educates his son up 
to a certain standard in England to admit of his completing his education 
in England, as ho has to find employment for the majority of them in the 
oolonies or somewhere else Therefore it is for the maintenance of the 
standard of education that this separation has to be maintained and, believe 
me, not for political purposes, much less from a point of racial superiority. 
As time goes on, it is sure to get righted So I would ask the other sido not 
to press this question at the present moment. There will come a time when 
there will be much better understanding between the communities- I may 
repeat that you may tako it from me th*re is not a question of racial 
difforenoe or racial superiority in this matter, cud I would appeal to the 
mover not to preas this motion.” 

* Mr. S Arfudaswami Udayar :—“Mr. President, Sir, I have also 
tabled a motion and L would like to speak on this snbjeot. The point of my‘ 
reasoning is this, namely, that the separation is justified not on raoial grounds 
but on educational grounds My Friend the hon. Member for the University 
is on) of the educationists that have been contending for the introduction of 
vernaculars iu all sohoola as media of instruction The real importance of the 
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ednoational reform oonsists in the faofc that imparting of instruction through 
a foreign language entails or imposes a very heavy strain on the mind of the 
pupil and results in very great intellectual effort. Ideas'have to be translated 
from the mother-tongue into the foreign language. Impressions, images, 
ideas derived from reading, which consists of descriptions of natural soenery 
and rurroundings relating to foreign countries, foreign customs, habits, 
institutions, etc., are vaguely present in the pupil’s mind. It verily involves 
a very painful effort for the obild to have a clear, definite knowledge o* 
them to vividly grasp them. Therefore to avoid all such needless intelleotnal 
effort and to facilitate correct thinking and correct comprehension of facts 
taught to the pupil, this provision was made in the ednoational rules, namely, 
that in elementary and also in secondary schools vernaculars be the media 
of instruction for non-English subjects. Judged by this principle of ohild 
psychology, I think my friends will concede that in the case of Anglo- 
Indian boys and girls and especially those of them who are undergoing 
their education in elementary schools and secondary sohools, their being 
taught all non-English subjects through the media of. vernaculars will oer- 
tainly impose a very heavy strain on them and will subject them to all those 
intellectual processes and difficulties from whioh Indian boys and girls have 
been saved by the liberal provision, I have referred to in the Ednoational 
Buies. They will find themselves as it were in a strange atmosphere inasmnoh 
as the*things taught to them will appear strange, not familiar to them, ac¬ 
customed as they are to different habits and oustoms. Therefore, in tho interests 
at least of those who have to pass through the elementary and secondary 
school courses, I think this concession should be granted, namely their having 
separate sohools, so that they may be spared all this unnecessary intellectual 
labour and acquire real knowledge. I know from experience, Sir, that this 
community is steadily declining in sooial standing and T would therefore ask 
my friends in this House to consider the advisability of not insisting upon 
this separation of schools hut. on the other hand of even pressing for larger 
grants for otherwise there is the danger of this community, especially the 
poorer sections of Anglo-Indians becoming really a harden on the state and 
even a sort of nuisance beoause they will go to swell the ranks of tho unem¬ 
ployed.” 

•Mr. 0. R. Parthasaeathi Ayyangar-— “ 8ir, I support this propo¬ 
sition on the ground that it is high time for the abolition of all class distinc¬ 
tion s, all distinctions of castes, creeds and also of races. It is beoause there 
is this racial distinction in this country, every other kind of distinction also 
crops up and raises its head again and again. In matters of social amenities, 
it is because there is a sort of understanding that people must give up their 
feelings and ideas and imitate others that every other evil consequence 
follows. For instance one of the evil consequences is this. F.very one tries 
to please the offioials. He never cares to see what is popular voice or popular 
opinion. 'I his is the ease especially with ofiioials but also with many non- 
officials! Secondly in the matter of religion, the Christian community is 
preferred in seveial ways and grants are made to them for oolleges,and they 
receive favoured treatment in tho matter of ednoation. 

They think, Sir, they are a privileged oommunity. In other words the 2 -S 0 
whole thing oomes to this ; that so long as the separation exists between Euro- p.u. 
peans and non-Europeans for everything, it follows as a oorollary that 
something is for the superiors and others for the inferiors. (Hear, hear.) That 

9 
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can only bo avoided when people are young. You oan never bend a tree but 
there voo can do it when it is a plant. You should show that they are friends 
and their destinies are interlinked together. Then naturally the feeling will be 
one of goodwill. We want the inner feeling of goodwill between raoe and raoe 
and between community and community and that oan only be done by eduoa* 
tion. It is a matter for regret that people who are charged with the adminis¬ 
tration of this oountry are not steeped in Indian literature. With all respect 
may I ask how many have taken the trouble to know what it was P How was it 
ilone in the universities of the past P What literature we had in the past, 
how it was worked out intellectually in the past by our ancestors.? Why 
should we not emulate the examples of the past and try to introduce them in 
the present P No one thinks of them at present, h duoation in the past was 
given in the homes of teaohers and people were trained to become great 
organizers of production and distribution. It is that which made India great 
in the past. The king’s son and the peasant were equal before the teaoher. 
Each one had to prostrate before the teaoher and learn, and there was no 
difference between the prinoe and the peasant, the high and the low. They 

learnt at the feet of the same teaoher and the link between them was 

one of disoipleship, One great teaoher had eight thousand sishyas 
under him. I would ask all my friends not to sacrifice the history that 
has been unearthed by great philologists to show that without an 

University Act that they had trained people in every one of the 

departments of life which would make them fit for particular calling and 
which by their capaoity they were entitled to learn. So I would suggest that 
what we want now is the abolition of all distinctions save the cnadistinotion 
vf a longing for knowledge, a longing to serve, a longing to introduce high 
jrganised systems of production and distribution. That is the sort of people 
we want. What does it matter whether a man is European or Indian. 
Could they not join together and be friendly to each other ? By so doing 
both may be benefited. If the Indian children aad the European children 
are brought up together in the same place of learning there will be opportu¬ 
nities for the Europ an children to learn the Tamil language, and the 
Indian ohildren will learn the habits and customs and the language of the 
European ohildren also.” 

• Mr. J. A. Saldanha : — (t Sir, in listening to the speech just made I 
think I feel myself as if I am in utopia (Laughter). The dreamland of the 
past and the age of the Vedas, the hon. Member thought were existing at 
present. It is very good to talk of schools without distinction of race. Of 
course theoretically I believe in those things. But is it in practice followed : 
My experience has been very sad in that respect I need nob dwell upon 
that fact. But the experience of others who have tried to get things on 
non-class lines or non-raoial lines has bren perhaps worse than my own. 
Now in abolishing these schools the difficulty will bo very great; the Govern¬ 
ment may issue all sorts of orders that there should be no racial distinction, 
but in praotioe, it will be very diffloult for an Adi-Oravida or Adi-Andhra 
or Adi-Karnataka to get admission even in a non-Brahman school. Diffi¬ 
culties of this sort are very great and almost insurmountable at present So 
there is no use decrying European sohools on racial grounds. They have 
their position and for a long time they will have their loousstandi not 
merely onracial grounds but as was pointed out by more than one hon. 
Member on educational grounds I do not, Sir, wish to refute the argumon 
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on that point. But what 1 would objeot to is whether it is an Anglo- 
Indian, or Brahman or non-Brahman oommunity it should consider itself a 
privileged community for getting a privileged concession. In regard to a 
discussion on this matter in the budget of 1924-1925, the hon. Sir Arthur 
Knapp assured me that there was uo privileged grant to European schools. 
If there was any concession it was in cases of communities who were back¬ 
ward or who may be considered as depressed and who have been denied 
opportunities. In their case there are concessions of a kind, concessions not 
beoause the oommunity is privileged but because these communities deserve 
to be encouraged by special facilities. But in oases of Europeans, I am sure 
and I was assured, and I suppose the assurance is based on facts, that no 
privileged grants-in-aid are given so far as eduoalion is concerned. Bo far 
as the fees are concerned the question was raised last year as regards Oalicut 
and elsewhere and the position is this. At Oaliout both the European boys* 
schools and the girls * schools arc maintained by professors and nuns who 
belong to my own community. They maintain the schools for the European 
children, boys and girls. There the difficulty in case of admission of Indian 
ohildren is this. Of the Indian children that are generally admitted, are some 
of them Parsces and some other communities who are eager to get English 
education. The difficulty is to teach them English and English ways and 
the start is a long one. A couple of years it is necessary to teaoh them 
English and English habits so that they may be on terms of equality, I 
don't oall it equality, but easiness. On this ground it is necessary to charge 
some extra fees. I do not know if they are double. But I think this 
differentiation can be accepted and should be recognized as a matter of bare 
justice for the saorifioe of the teacher. Because a large number of the fathers 
and all sisters in the schools are bound by vows of poverty and ohastity 
they do much educational work at the saorifioe of much of their personal 
comforts and pleasures in this world and this sort of sacrifice should be 
recognized generously by us. Of course there are other schools. Considering 
all these facts and assuming that they are allowed no privileged oonoessions 
by Government, we may allow some sort of distinction.” 

# Mr. It. Nagan Gowda :—“Sir, they say that the school house is the 
training ground for democracy. In England —l believe it is still in praotioe, 
that there are exclusive schools for some ohildren. I kaow, Sir, there are 
some sohools in the United States where only the rich and well-to-do and 
superior sorts of people are trained. But in that country I know that the 
people in general have realized that only in the sohool house they can sow 
the seeds of democracy of the future citizens of the couutry. So, Sir, they 
have started school houses whereiu the children of the rioh and the poor, 
the great and the small could meet. 

“ It is only in the school house, Sir, that the ohildren can meet on a ground 
of equality/ (Hear, Hear). In this country whore there is suoh an 
enormous difference in the eoonomio levels of the different classes of peopJe it 
is only, Sir, in the sohool house that the ohildren oan learn to love each other 
and admire caoh other, for the different qualities that eaoh oommunity 
possesses. 

“ There are a great many things that the European and the Anglo-Indian 
ohildren can learn from the Hindus and Mussalmans of this oouatry. There 
is this thing at least, Sir, that we lead a much simpler life than the Europeans 
and the ohildren of the Europeans oan learn it and our own .children can* 
also learn solne of their traits. 
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C{ Sir, in the United States they have devoted their attention to this ques¬ 
tion and discussed it thoroughly and in all 'civilized* states of that oonnfcry 
both the American and Negro children are admitted without any distinction. 

“ I know, Sir, there are difficulties but they oan be overcome.” 

* Mr. A. Kaleswara Rao f< Mr. President, Sir, separate schools do 
not contribute to a common nationality. It is high time that Government 
take up this question earnestly and discourage as far as possible this system 
of separate schools cither for Europeaos, or Anglo-Indians, or Hindus or 
Panchamas or Mussalmans. We mtjst all feci that this is our motherland. 
Even the Anglo-Indians must feel like that. The future India will not 
be a Hindu India or a Mussalman India or a Christian India. It will be an 
India of all, including Anglo-Indians. Therefore, once for all learn together 

’ and work together for our country. 1 am glad that the Newington College 
has been abolished, and the zamindars have come to attend the ordinary 
schools and colleges like the Presidency College, and mix with other boys 
freely. Of course, there is the language difficulty. But some # provision 
must he made for it. In primary or secondary schools, the method of esta¬ 
blishing separate schools for the Panchamas should be discouraged. They 
should he admitted into any school.. So long as yon keep the Panohamas in 
separate schools and keep them in separate hamlets, nntouchability will 
not go. As for the language difficulty, you can somehow solve the problem. 
For instance, in the high schools we want the subject to be taught 
through the medium of vernaculars, and the Muhammadans claim to be 
taught in Urdu. So om Anglo-Indian brethren may claim to be taught all 
the subjects in English. Some provision must be made for that. But 
they must mix fieely with all boys. The Government ought not to encourage 
Euiopeans and Anglo-Indians to think separately and to study separately. 
Particularly the Anglo-Indian community has alieady become Indian. Of 
course, they must feel that they aie Indian and are the children of India as 
members of other communities are. India does not want to drive away the 
Europeans or the Anglo-Indians. Only they should live with us as brothers, 
as equals and not as our masters or as our superiors With these observations, 
I support the motion.” 

* Mr. P. Bhaktavatsulu Nayudu “ A hundred and fifty years of 
British iuh' in this counti), I think, Sir, is too long a period for such 
exclusiveness and such other things to disappear at this time. Sir, grown-up 
people divide themselves into paities and quarrel with each other and try 
to exclude thfmsdvfs Iiom one another and k< tp aloof. At least, in the 
matter of joungsteis why not they be clubbed together in schools? Those 
airs of supeiioiity, aiis of exclusiveness and airs of prestige, of the ruling 
race ovcj the i ulod, whj T not all these be once for all abolished, and why not 
the Government he paitj to do away with these questions of exclusive¬ 
ness and imperioasnf bs ? Sir, if the British Government is really interested 
in ruling this counti y, they must equally be interested in seeing that boys in 
schools at least move in close contact with each other, so that they may 
understand each other even fiom their early days. No doubt, Sir, grown-up 
men in the counti y, in public and private life, divide themselves and exclude 
themselves by paities, the Brahman party, the Non-Brahman party, the 
Justice party, this paitj r and that party and what not party (laughter;, and 
the Government is actually enjoying and laughing in their sleeves, 
when they find that our people are fighting and quarrelling with each 
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other. A house divided among itself is a jolly day for them. While suoh 
is the condition, why not the British Government which oalls itself a highly 
civilized Government in all the world and a Government which stands for 
democracy, why not they in this small thing oome forward and say, ‘ all right 
we will allow your ohildern and all the rest of the children to read together 
with our children, at least, so that when they grow up they may be of 
oommon utility for the country at large and be subjects of this Government 
under equal conditions and as good citizens of the country, working in harmony 
with each other/’ 

*Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ Mr. President, Sir, if I heard my hon. Friend 
Mr. Arpudaswami Udayar aright, he wanted that this community should be 
encouraged to take its proper place, among the citizens of India. It is because 
I believe this kind of spoon-feeding by means of special schools in charge of 
an Executive Council Member, not even trusting to transfer it to the 
Education Minister as if they were a special charge on the Government, this 
kind of spoon-feeding, is not going to encourage them to take their proper 
place among Indians, we must press this motion before the House. My hon. 
Friend the Finance Member gave it as a plausible reason that the community 
would not agree to that. I w'as somewhat startled by that proposition. Is the 
Government going to be carried on by the wishes or otherwise of particular 
communities, who may want this, or who may want that ? Have the Govern¬ 
ment no sense of what tho opinion of the country as a whole requires ? Then, 
Sir, he gave with great gusto the illustration of a Mussalman boy who was a 
prize athlete' at the European schools sports the other day. I think the 
illustration gave his case away. It is because we want to see more Muham¬ 
madan boys, more Anglo-Indian boys, more Hindu boys being prize athletes 
in schools open to all classes, it is because we want special schools to be 
aMished, we have made this motion. 1 concede there may be difficulties. 
But what we protest against this motion is the special treatment meted out to 
these European schools. The European Grant-in-aid Code is so muoh more 
liberal towards the European schools than the Indian Grant-in-aid Code is to 
the Indian schools. Why should European sohools get a preferential 
treatment P If you cannot abolish those sohools at once, do not at least place 
a premium on those special schools and, encourage these unfortunate Anglo- 
Indian boys and girls to think that they are separate. I know something about 
that community. Throughout all their lives they aspire to enter European 
sooiety, though they are not admitted into it, and they will not reconcile 
themselves to the everyday human fact that their forefathers were born in this 
oountry and died in this country, and that they must live and die in this 
country, and that their children and their children’s children must live and 
die in this country. You cannot abolish that fact. If you want to live with 
us, teaoh your ohildren betimes while they are ohildren, before they have 
formed their tastes and prejudices, to live and move and have their being 
among Indians. The language difficulty was mentioned by more than one 
hon. Member in this House. Sir, I am an enthusiastic believer in the mother 
tongue being the medium of instruction at whatever stage from the Akshara - 
bhyatam up to the highest standard of education. I oelieve it is a law of 
nature, ana anybody who denies it denies truth, and I refuse to argue with 
him. My hon. Friend says that Anglo-Indians must have English as their 
language. I join issue with him. The hon. the Finanoe Member talked of 
‘ home language, home oulture and home traditions *. What is the unfortu* 
nate home these people have P How many are able to go to England, how 
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many people settle there P Why introduce in their minds the idea that they 
are the descendents of those accidental rulers of this country who came a 
hundred and fifty years ago ? ” 

The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—“ I should very muoh like the hon. Member to 
remember what I actually said. They are accustomed to use the English 
language in their homes, just as the Tamils use Tamil in their homes, the 
Telugus the Telugu and the Kanarese the Kanarese language, and why not 
they ask for instruction in English P ” 

* Mr. 8. Satyamurti : — - e When that idea takes hold of those people, that it 
is honourable only to become one with Europeans—they would look upon the 
people in this country as people who could not be touched with a pair of tongs. 
But many of them speak Tamil freely, and why should you enoourage them 
to speak broken English ? Therefore, Sir, I suggest that we must go forward 
at once and discourage all these special schools and remove all difficulties in 
the matter of admitting Anglo-Indians in the ordinary schools. I entirely 
sympathise with Mr. Davis when he said that there are difficulties, but we 
promise that wo shall place no difficulties whatever in the way of # the Anglo- 
Indian boys studying in the Indian schools. We want all Indian boys and 
girls, all Anglo-Indian boys and girls to learn together, to play together, so that 
they may grow into equal citizens, with common traditions, and with common 
culture. 

“ One more word, Mr. President, and I am done. My hon. Friend the 
Mover of the motion made a point about the special fees charged for Indian 
boys in Anglo-Indian schools. This is an anomaly as several other anomalies, 
if I may say so, which exist in this country. Some time ago, the hon. Mr. 
Knapp when he was in charge of this portfolio undertook to examine this 
question and promised to look into it. I want to know what has been done in 
the matter. It is not for want of sympathy with Anglo-Indians and with 
their social and educational difficulties that this motion is pressed ; but because 
we want them to take their rightful plaoe, we do not want to encourage these 
separate, speoial sohools. That is why we press this motion.” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—“ Mr. President, the debate to which we have 
listened on this occasion has ranged over a considerable field which it is not in 
my capacity to deal with within the time at my disposal, and for that reason 
I do not in the first g)lace propose to follow the hon. Member from Kurnool in 
his political disquisition, or in his remarks on the subject of equality. We 
are not discussing equality. We are dismissing education. I shall merely 
make him a present of one remark to-day, a remark which I came aoross some 
time ago, that to be continually prating of equality is a sign of inferiority. He 
has raised the question of equality in this debate, and has spoken of the domi¬ 
ciled community as a race that olaims superiority. That is not so and is not" 
the question. The question that we are disoussing is what their educational 
needs are, what do they desire ? Is it any more wrong for them to say that 
they desire to be instructed in the language of their homes than for a member 
of the Telugu community to desire to be instructed in Telugu ? As the hon. 
Member for the University said ...” 

Mr. G. Harisarvottama Rao :—“ On a point of personal explanation, 
Sir. I never questioned the language or the needs of the community of which 
the hon. Member is talking. I questioned the reservation, the right of the 
Government to oontrol this department differently from the Transferred 
subjects and treat it in a differential way.” 
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* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir :—“ I do not know why the hon. Member 
should have interrupted mt*. If my hon/Friend wants^information as to the 
authority under whioh we act he can get it from this book. We are acting 
under statutory rules. (Mr. 6. Harisarvottama Rao : ‘ Quite all right ’.) I 
was asking why any community should not desire to be instructed in a langu¬ 
age whioh they regard as the language of their homes; the Telugu community 
to be instructed in Telugu, the Tamil community in Tamil, the Kanarese 
community in Kanarese. Why should it be denied to them ? There was 
another word, besides equality, of which we have heard much in these debates, 
and that is democracy. There are two conceptions of democracy, and the one 
whieh the hon. Member ^for the University and the hon. Member from 
Kurnool accept is not the conception to which I adhere.” 

Mr. 8. Satyamurti :—“ On a [point of f personal explanation. I never 3 p.i 
said a word about democracy, as far as I remember. The hon. Member may 
have some other line of attack.” 

* The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir : —“ The hon. Member’s speech 'raised the 
whole question of democracy. There is a form of democracy which acts like 
a^steam-roller. Its ideal of equality is the absolute absence of any distinc¬ 
tions, of any differences, oUany individuality, that colourless uniformity, which 
it seemB to me, is what'some of the hon. Members who have taken part in 
this debate desire. 

“ One hon. Member behind me said] that castel and creedjmust go. His 
speech was, 1 recognize ,^in afar different tone, lie is an idealist, and if 
I may*say so, of an impracticable idealism. 1 cannot say whether centuries 
hence caste and creed will disappear iu[this country. • Rut can anyone deny 
that they exist to-day, that in some respects they are even stronger thana 
few generations ago? (Mr. 8. Satyamurti: ‘Thanks to you’.) We are 
dealing with the present day facts, *and those facts exist, caste, creed, 
differences of tradition, of "culture, of religion; we cannot get away from 
them. But does the hon. Memberj really think that we arc goingjto solve 
these questions in India by a steam-roller process which is to wipe out all 
distinctions between Brahman and non-Brahman, not only that, between 
Hindu and Muhammadan and Christian. The task for the democracy in this 
country is not to crush all]these’divergent\ j lements, but to give them lull play 
and free play in 'a unitedjjeommunity. (Hear, hear.) . You cannot in the 
community of the future disregard the existence of these elements. What 
does the message to the domiciled community urged by some hon. Members 
who spoke imply ? It is ‘ we deny your right tojeherish your own language, 
your own traditions. We are not concerned whether that language is good 
for you or not or whether those traditions are good or bad. You must have 
imposed upon you a culture and a] language prevalent in India.’ Does the 
hon. Member for the University ask us to shape our policy so that all 
demands for individual^expression shall be crushed or disappear? I am glad 
to think that these are'.not the views of the majority of this House. I do not 
believe this House desire to give such a message to the domiciled or any other 
community. It is like saying if you arc in a Telugu country you must 
become a Telugu, if the Muhammadans are in a minority they shall be forced 
to become Hindus. (Mr. 8. Satyamurti: ‘ Nothing of the kind \) Demo¬ 
cratic principles are not thu3 going to be introduced. If these are the ideals 
that are going to be revived in this country I shall despair of its future. It is 
true'that similar attempts^to impose uniformity of thought of oulture even of 
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oreed have been tried in the democratic countries in the West. But they have 
been found wanting; they have finished. How muoh more will they in this 
country. You must give free play to the natural instincts of every section of 
the community in order to found that democracy in the country to whioh we 
all look forward. I do not believe that a majority of this House will agree 
to this message to the domiciled community whioh has been urged from the 
benohes opposite, or that they would do so in the case of any other minority 
community. I sincerely trust that the House will rejeot the motion now 
before it.” 


The hon. the President :—“ The question is to reduce the allotment of 
Rs. 5,900 for pay of establishments by Rs. 100.” 

The motion was put and declared lost.

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* Mr. J. A. Saldanha “ I move 

{ to reduce the allotment of Re, 5,98,700 for grants to non-Government 
secondary schools—European by Rs . 100 ’ (to discuss the footing on 
which boarding grant is allowed as compared with that on which 
these grants are made to Indian institutions, the average rate, etc., 
and the grounds of discrimination). 

" Sir, this refers to a grant, for European boarding houses. I am not at 
all opposing the grant. IBut what I want to point out is that while the grant 
to European boarding houses is Rs. 2,22,000 and odd, the grant made to 
Indian boarding houses is only Rs. 45,000. From the reply to a question given 
last September I find the total grant to European boarding houses came to 
Rs. 2,28,000 and the number ol inmates in the Warding houses is 3,000, 
that is, at the rate of Rs. 75 per orphan per annum, whereas in the case of 
Indian orphans it comes to only its. 10 per year per orphan. The hon. 

Dr. Subbarayan, in reply to a question the other day, told this House that even 
this Rs. 10 a year was not applied for. May I ask him if any manager of an 
orphanage would ask for a pittance of Rs. 10 a year per orphan for meeting 
the expenditure which from enquiries made must amount at least to Rs. 5 per 
month per orphan? Ido not think an Indian orphan can be supported 
on less than that sum. In the case of an European orphan, Rs. 10 or 12 
a month may be required. 

“ This grant of Rs. 75 per annum per orphan is not unreasonable because 3-16 
the authorities concerned are spending about Rs. 120 per annum on each P * m ‘ 
orphan. I do not therefore object to it at all. My question, however, is this : 

Why should not the Government make a reasonable grant to the Indian 
boarding houses ? The Indian boarding houses are supposed to be maintained 
with this small sum of Rs, 45,000. The grant for the purpose last year was 
Rs. 30,000 and I am glad they have increased it this year by 11s. 15,000. 

I take it that the Government have commuted that the number of orphans 
looked after by the Indians can be maintained wuth this Rs. 45,000. 1 object 
only to the differentiation made between the Indian boarding houses and 
European boarding houses on an unfair basis. I want to know on what 
footing this differentiation is made and this indifference and apathy is shown 
to the needs of Indians. I request the hon. the Minister for Education to 
apply for more grants for the purpose from the hon. the Finance Member. 

I am sure that in that case the hon. the Finance Member will consider the 
desirability of making a reasonable grant to Indian boarding houses as 
compared with European boarding houses. As I said, I am not opposing this 
demand. I only appeal for justice to Indian boarding houses. Sir, these are 
fiays in which a number of depressed classes missions are maintaining boarding 
houses for the depressed classes for Hindu girls and widows. There are also 
boarding houses for Muhammadans. These will be multiplying in course of 
time. My friends among the Hindu depressed classes missions have assured 
me that if the Government is disposed to make increased grants they would 
find hundreds of children of the depressed classes for admission into the 
boarding houses. The same is the ease among Muhammadans and among 
the Indian Chiistians, etc.” 

*The hon. Mr. T. E. Moir “.Mr. President, I regret that it is not in 
my power to give the hon. Member from South Kanara very full information 
on this question. I understand that what he is concerned with is not that these 

}0 
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grants are made to schools under the European control but that comparatively 
a Bmall amount only is budgeted for in the case of other boarding insti¬ 
tutions. Now, these institutions are not under my direct charge, and all 
I know about them is that a few years ago a certain number of boarding 
institutions for Indian orphans in tho country being unable to manage by 
private subscriptions and benefactions alone, applied to the Government for 
grant. And, as the hon. Member is aware, grants are now provided in the 
budget. 1 can only assure him that the amount for which the department 
concerned asked has been provided. 1 understand that it is the amount 
which the Director of Public Instruction regards as sufficient to meet all 
claims from such institutions that are likely to be put forward in the coming 
year. (Mr. J. A. Saldanha : ‘ At the rate of Its. 10 per orphan per annum P ’) 
That is an administrative point with which I am afraid I cannot claim 
acquaintance. All 1 know as the Finance Member is that this is the sum 
which has been asked for and that it has been provided in the budget. I do 
not know how many of these institutions there are or how many children are 
enrolled in them. T can only say as far as 1 am concerned that any demand 
which my hon. Colleague the Minister puts forward under this head will 
always receive' my most sympathetic consideration. I have, as I have said, 
provided in the budget the amount actually demanded for the coming year.” 

The hon. the President “ Is Mr. Saldanha pressing his motion ? ” 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha : —“ 1 would like the Education Minister also say 
something on the subject.” 

The hon. the President 1Ci The hon. Member has no right to demand a 

speech from any Member he likes.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. J. A. Saldanha :—“ I think my motion may be put to the vote.” 

The hon. the President *—“ I think the House is ready for the question. 
The question is to reduce the allotment of Rs. 5,98,700 for grants to non- 
Government secondary schools—European by Rs. 100. ” 

The motion was put and lost.

D KM AND XIX—EDUCATION—TRANSFERRED. 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan : — “ Sir, on the recommendation of His 
Excellency the Governor 1 move 

‘ that Government be granted a sum not exceeding Rs, 157*90 lakhs under 
Demand XIX—Education (Transferred).’ ” 

* Mr. S. Satyamuuti —“ Mr. President, Sir, I rise to move 

‘ to reduce the allotment of Rs. 4,02,900 for grants to Universities by 
Rs. 100 ’ (to discuss the question of the amendment of the Madras 
University Act). 

“ As I may have an opportunity to discuss my Bill, I shall confine myself iu 
the few remarks which 1 propose to make to-day to those parts of the Madras 
University Act with which 1 have not dealt in my Bill, Mr, President, the 
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history of the Madras University Act is the history of having a doctor to 
attend on a child almost from the moment of its birth. It has been an ailing 
child, and although the child has not yet improved in health, 1 am glad to 
see a change of doctors attending on it. I hope the change of doctors will 
mean better nourishment, better care and better treatment with the result 
that the Madras University may cease to be the anaemic thing that it is to-day 
and become a healthy, vigorous and robust child. 

“ The preamble to the Act started with the pompous object of providing 
for ,a teaching and residential university in Madras. But it also wanted to 
retain the affiliating functions of the Madras University throughout the pro- 
vince. Thank God, the Andhra University Act has been passed and to that 
extent the Madras UDiversity area has been restricted. But still, Sir, there 
are two competing ambitions in this Madras University Act. oik* to create 
a. residential and teaching university, and the other to develop the affiliating 
functions of this university. My hon. Friend the Minister for Education 
must know, if he has profited as 1 believe he has by his stay abroad in 
English universities, that it is impossible to reconcile these two ideals. I can 
understand the State spending its resources on developing a first-class teaching 
and residential university in Madras. I can understand in the transitional 
stage the Government having a federal affiliating university. But f cannot 
understand this ambition to reconcile the mufassal feeling with the Madras 
feeling which was the characteristic and the dominant feature of this Bill 
during its discussion. Somehow the Bill was passed with a sop to Cerberus 
here and a sop to Cerberus there : if it is Madras we shall concentrate ail the 
resources here, and if it is the mufassal we shall develop affiliating universities. 

In Madras, Mr. President, I can say without fear of contradiction, that the 
passing of the Act has made no difference whatever in the equipment and in 
the teaching provided in the colleges which are called constituent colleges. 
Except a slight development of inter-collegiate teaching which used to exist 
even before the University Act was passed, the colleges have not pooled their 
resources, and no inducements have been held out to the colleges to do so. 

“ I will give one example. The Government have given a large grant for 
laboratories to the Women's Christian College. There is a suitable building 
already in existence, and yet they are going to spend more money on labora¬ 
tories in the Queen Marys College. That is the kind of development of 
buildings that is going on under the very nose of my hon. Friend the Minister 
for Education. 

“My hon. Friend the Education Minister, in a moment of what \ thought 
inspiration, said that he was against the mere multiplication of universities and 
discouraged the formation of a Tamil University. 

“ But soon cold feet overtook him and he went about apologising and 3 ~ 30 
explaining. I wish he had stuck to his statement that if it is merely a case ^ ,m * 
of multiplying the existing universities he would be adding to the tragedy of 
middle-class unemployment." 

The hon. the President :—“ Order, order. Under this motion the hon. 
Member wants to discuss the amendment of the Madras University Act. . He 
now talks about the federal type of university, the multiplicity oF universities, 
and so on. 1 want to know how this is in order” 
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* Mr. S. Satyamurti :—“ They are all provided for in this Act: the oreation 
of new universities, university centres, continuation of the affiliating functions 
of this university, a residential and teaching university all are in this magnum 
opus. That is whv I am referring to these functions with a view to elioit ft 
statement from the hon. the Minister for Education, if he has had time to learn, 
mark and inwardly digest the educational problem of university development, 
in order to know whither we are going to march forward. 

“ There is a provision in this Act for the Governor-General to be tho 
visitor of this university. It has k‘en put in here in imitation of some 
University Acts of Northern India. Certainly so far as this university is 
concerned, it is impracticable and certainly humiliating, because it confers 
most extraordinary powers on the Governor-General as visitor of this 
university. 

“ I wish to draw attention to three important sections in this Act. Section 
S7 says : ‘ Notwithstanding anything contained in section 36, at any time after 
the passing of this Act if the Local Government is satisfied that other adequate 
arrangements have been made for the supervision and control of institutions 
preparing candidates for the entrance examination to the university, the 
Local Government may by notification direct that the said university shall 
cease to exercise any control over the recognition of such institutions and from 
the date of such notification the university shall cease to exercise such control/ 

“I have tried to construe the section; others have tried to do the same and 
so far all the attempts have failed. Does this section refer to high schools or 
intermediate colleges? It only refers to institutions preparing for entrance 
tests. The entrance test is only the school final or the matriculation. Does 
it therefore mean that it refers to schools ? If it refers to high schools, it is 
non-sense. Government cannot mean by this that the university is exeroising 
control over them now. If it means the intermediate oolleges, then different 
language should have been used. I want to know whether the hon. Minister 
intends to carry out the section and if so, in what sense. 

“ Section 44 deals with the question of funds for the university. 
Contributions are made by the Government for certain purposes. 1 w r aut on 
principle that the Government grant should be a block grant as it is the case 
in Calcutta, and as grants to cultural and scientific associations should be. 
The Finance Secretary may not like it. 1 think grants to universities should 
be block grants, and they ought not to lapse within twelve months. No 
university can make any real development whatever if every time March 
comes round, our grants Japse. I may remind my hon. Friend that his 
predecessor in office provided for a grant of 3j lakhs to the Madras Univer-' 
sity just after the Act was passed. Unfortunately, as the schemes were not 
ready, the grants lapsed to the Government. This section should bo so 
amended so that grants to university should be block grants. 

“ Only one more section 1 wdsh to draw the attention of the hon. Minister 
to and I am done. Section 45 reads : ‘ The Local Government may at any 
time after the passing of this Act transfer to the university the control and 
management of any of its institutions on such terms and conditions as it may 
deem proper. In the ease of such transfer, the Local Government shall make 
a contribution annually ol a sum equivalent to the average annual net 
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expenditure from Provincial funds on the institution during the three years 
immediately preceding the year of transfer/ This raises a fundamental 
question of great importance to the future of higher education in this 
Presidency. My esteemed friend the distinguished Vice-Chancellor of the 
Andhra University is raising this matter in another connexion. I expect him 
to do so very soon. I am raising it here, in order to elicit a statement of 
policy if he has time to elaborate one, whether hereafter higher education is 
going to be entrusted in the hands of the university. A good deal can be 
said in favour of it. Instead of the Government managing higher education 
through its department, a good deal can be said in favour of transferring the 
Law College, the Medical College, the Engineering College, the Presidency 
College and the Queen Mary’s College and all the various Government 
collegos to the management of the university as such and Government giving 
an yearly grant to the university based on the average expenditure on these 
institutions for the past three years. By this arrangement the quality of the 
education will considerably improve. Under the present arrangement, very 
often square men are put in round holes ; inspectors are transferred a3 
professors, and professors as deputy inspectors, and so on. Exigencies of 
service always claim predominant attention at the hands of the Government, 
but not the requirements of the service for which they are appointed. These 
are the main features on which 1 should like to have some information 
from the hon. Minister, the lines on which he proposes to amend the Madras 
University Act. Hence this motion.” 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I am glad my hon. 
Friend the learned Member for the University has given me an opportunity 
of speaking on the points he has raised in the debate. As he himself said, he 
is introducing a Bill himself to amend the University Act. The Bill will 
probably come before the Council next Monday or Tuesday, lie is quite 
right in saying that the intention of the Madras University Act was to have 
a teaching and residential university in the city of Madras. But it is not 
possible to leach that ideal till we have developed another university in the 
Tamil area like the Andhra University itself. It is only then that the affili¬ 
ating function^of the Madras University can be abandoned. My hon. Friend 
must recognize that we have gone on with this affiliating function for a long 
time and it is not possible by one stroke of the pen, however much my hon. 
Friend my predecessor in office might have desired, to abolish the affiliating 
function altogether. Considering this question, my hon. Friend had no other 
alternative but to pass the Bill in the form in which he passed it. No doubt 
my hon. Friend is quite right in taking him to task about the clause that 
was put in about the new universities and the central institutions, etc. The 
working of the Act has now proved beyond doubt that it is not possible to 
work both the schemes together, the affiliating and the constituent colleges 
schemes. The London University which tried that soheme has abandoned it 
and they have abolished what are called external examinations. My hon. 
Friend my predecessor in office tried a via media between the ideal of the 
London University and the teaching ideal. He had the same examinations 
for both the affiliated and the constituent colleges, whereas in the London 
University they had external and internal examinations. As I have already 
said, it is not possible to run the two concurrent systems together. As long 
as there are no other affiliating universities except the Madras University— 
the Andhra University was started with different ideals—my hon. Friend will 
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concede that it *is not possible* to give up the affiliating function altogether. 
1 do not think he intends that from what I have seen of his Bill. 

“ The hon. Member then talked about the multiplication of universities and 
said that I got cold feet. I am afraid my hon. Friend is quite wrong in that. 
1 do say now that if the Tamil University Committee produces a report 
recommending another affiliating type of university, I shall have the courage 
to say that 1 shall have to say an emphatic no to their proposal. Beoause 
I do not think there is need for such a type of university in the Tamil area as 
long as the Madras University maintains its affiliating function. 

“ My hon. Friend referred to section 37. I really do not know what the 
intention of my hon. Friend Sir Patro was in that section. But I gather 
from the discussion on the Bill that the intention was that at some future time 
the intermediate colleges should take up the preparation of the students 
for the entrance examination. I believe that was at the back of his mind. 
I think he* was correct in introducing that section in the Act. Bftt the stage 
for introducing that system would come when the university authorities them¬ 
selves have found out methods and means by which the entrance stage of the 
university will be tho intermediate stage and not the stage of the school final 
as is the case now. 

“ As regards the grants to the university being block grants, I for one 
when I was a private member felt that this system ought to be adopted in the 
matter of university education. Because I do not think that it is possible for 
universities to have schemes ready in order to spend the grants. My hon. 
Friend challenged me whether I considered that matter now. I am" afraid 
I must frankly admit that since so many things engage my attention now at 
the same time I have not been able to consider the matter. My owm personal 
opinion is that the system of block grants will really contribute to the 
progress of university education. 

“My hon. Friend referred to section 45 dealing with the transfer of 
Government colleges to the control of the university. Evidently the intention 
of mv hon. Friend my predecessor in office w T as to transfer such institutions to 
the university when the university made definite proposals on this point. As 
far as I can see I do not think that any definite proposals to that effect were 
considered either by the Senate or tho Syndicate. When the university makes 
any proposals to that effect it will be time for me to consider them. ” 

Mr. S. Satyamurti ;—“ l do not press the motion.” 

The motion was, by leave of the House, withdrawn. 

* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ Mr. President, 1 move that 

‘ the allotment oj Rs, 4,02,900 for grants to Universities be reduced by 
Rs. 100 / 

“ In view of the amending Bill which is going to be brought before the 
Oojuncil 1 shall be satisfied with requesting the hon. Minister to oonsider the 
desirability of making three amendments to the Act,” 

* The hon. tho President :—“ I am afraid the hon. Member ought to have 
spoken on the previous amendment if his object is to amend the Act.” 
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* Mr. S. Arpudaswami Udayar: —“ I have specified the points in which 
the Act is to he amended.” 

* The hon. the President “ It will be more to the convenience of the 
House if the same subject matter is discussed on one and the same motion. 

We have disposed of the matter before. Technically, the hon. Member will 
not be prevented by Standing Order 80 from moving this motion. But it 
would be to the convenience of the House if similar subjects arc disposed of 
by one and the same amendment.” 

* Mr. 8. Arpudaswami Udayar :—“ At the time of passing of the Madras 
University Act it was felt that the objects of university education would be 
best promoted by enlisting the sympathy of local bodies, and of certain 
classes of individuals who are in a position by munificent donations to help to 
diffuse far and wide the blessings of university education. 

c< That was the reason why large unwieldy university bodies came into 3-46 
existence. I hope that in any amending Bill which the hon. the Minister P- m * 
may have in view, he would consider the desirability of restricting and limit¬ 
ing the number or size of these university bodies. It would be better to have 
one body, the Senate going into committees or to have two bodies smaller and 
more manageable instead of three. 

“ Secondly, Sir, in the Act we have a clause which defines a university 
centre. But there are no statutory provisions for investing the university 
centres with powers. No provision exists for authorizing the teaching by 
university centre of certain courses for which no provision has been made; no 
provision by the parent university investing +hem with autonomous powers for 
couduoting their own examinations under instructions from, or subject to 
some general supervision of, the parent university or for introducing higher 
and specialised courses to meet # local needs and requirements. When the 
amending Bill comes up I hope that something definite will be laid down in 
regard to these matters. 

“ Speaking of the functions of each university centre, J. may meet the point 
raised by my hon. Friend the Member for the University, who deprecated the 
idea of multiplication of universities. In all humility 1 submit to you, Sir, how 
very smoothly the whole system will surely work, the system of starting with 
k one or two university centres. That would he the best means of testing 
whether there was a real demand for any university in any one particular 
place, whether there were resources at the command of educational agencies 
in certain given localities, and granting that there were funds at their disposal, 
whether they were willing to make experiments, whether they were capable of 
improving the staff, the laboratories and the necessary kinds of equipment for 
carrying on higher research. When they develop and when they show that 
they are in a position to blossom even into a future university, surely this 
transition, this ohange will he made smoothly, most harmoniously and 
most naturally. So, in the interests of higher education, in the interests 
of university education, I would request the hon. the Minister for Education 
to introduce certain clauses which would give statutory powers to the various 
university oentres to develop and attain to the status and growth, potential of 
what, with some encouragement, can even develop into a university,” 
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* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :— “ Mr. President, Sir, there are two points 
whioh my hon. Friend Mr. Arpndaswami Udayar has raised, in the course 
of the speech he made. One was about the university bodies being rather 
unwieldy. I believe hat the Bill of my hon. Friend, the Member for the 
University, provides for this pm pose. There is a speoial provision the objeot 
of which is to reduce the number of university bodies. But the mufassal 
colleges will receive their adequate representation on the Acadcmio Council. 
So there will be no distinction made in that sense between the colleges in the 
mufassal and the colleges in the city of Madras. 

“ With regard to university centres which my hon. Friend talked about, 
I am afraid it will not be possible to have two types of ideas running in one 
and the same university at the same time, that is, the federal idea and the 
residential idea. We have to decide whether we want the Madras University 
to be of an affiliating type with a federal idea or a residential university with 
a single centre in Madras. My hon. Friend’s idea evidently is to develop 
further the idea of centres. .1 think that even in the present Act there fs enough 
provision made and enough power given to mufassal colleges to improve their 
status and see whether they cannot develop themselves into a university centre.” 

The motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 

* Mr. K. V. It. Swami .— “ Sir, I move. 

* to reduce the allotment of Bs, 4,02,900 for grants to Universities by 
Bs. 100.’ 

“ My purpose in moving this token motion is to get sufficient money for 
the Andhra University. T think I am just doing what the Chief Minister 
did at the time of the last budget. He was putting questions to elicit 
information from the then Minister in charge of Education, Sir A. P. Patro 
whether sufficient money was provided for the; Andhra University. The 
provision in the present budget does not improve matters in any way. In 
the last budget a sum of 11s. 1 lakh was provided for the Andhra University. 
This time only a sum of Tls. 1,15,000 is provided for. I was looking for this 
figure in the budget estimate. For some time I could not find the figure 
because there is no heading as the Andhra University. On further examina¬ 
tion I found out under miscellaneous head—Madras University, that some 
money was provided for the Madras University and some note was made 
that a grant of Rs. 1,15,000 was given to the Andhra University. That is 
the place which the Andhra University occupies in the hands of the Chief 
Minister at present. The Andhras w'ere very keen upon having a separate 
university for themselves with the hopes and aspirations that they would get 
sufficient money to develop their own university. But the money provided 
in the last and the present budget is so small that it is not possible to make 
any development at all. It only serves as post office now. We have get 
a university office with a number of clerks who would receive letters and 
information and. distribute them to others. They are occupying buildings 
which were given gratis. No grant has been given even for building pur¬ 
poses. Perhaps I may be told that the estimates, plans and specifications are 
not yet ready. If a sufficient provision is made in the current year’s budget, 
something can be done, 
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“ Another matter I want to bring to the notice of the hon. the Chief 
Minister is that the Government should give up the idea of still running the 
arts colleges under their management. They must transfer all these colleges 
to the management of the Andhra University so that the university may have 
sufficient control over them and develop them according to their lights. All 
the colleges which can be improved and developed. are kept under the 
management of the Government and the university is left simply as an 
examining body. The present state of things do not in any way improve 
matters and if sufficient funds are not granted, it is not possible for the 
university to develop. 

“ Perhaps my hon. Friend the Chief Minister has still got a doubt 
whether the headquarters would l>e at Bezwada or some other place because 
different ideas have been put forward, and because that matter has not been 
settled. Last time, Bezwada was accidentally fixed as the headquarters. It 
was rather an accident than a determined desire. The first idea was to 
fix the headquarters at some other place. The usual competition went on and 
Bezwada was pitched upon finally. Perhaps the hon. the Chief Minister 
thinks that before that question is settled, there is no good making more pro¬ 
vision for the university. I presume that this must be the reason because no 
other reason is given why sufficient provision is not made for the Andhra 
University. With these words, I commend the motion for the acceptance of 
the House. ” 

* Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi :—“ Mr. President, Sir, in March 1926 when 
the hon. the Minister was a private Member and when he was speaking at the 
time of the general discussion of the budget, he gave expression to this view, 
viz., that the then Minister was patting the Andhras on the back by giving 
them an university. I now find, whether that is true or not, that the present 
Minister is smiting the Andhras on the face by not making sufficient pro¬ 
vision for the Andhra University. If my information is correct, it seems that 
schemes costing lls. 13 or 14 lakhs were discussed and got ready for the 
approval of the hon. the Minister. But unfortunately, they have not yet 
seen the light of day. Everybody must agree that the Andhradesa is a 
country with large possibilities. As it is, expansion of studies, and research, 
engineering developments and industrial avocations find a great deal of 
encouragement in the Andhradesa. If the present university is not equipped 
with th9 necessary materials, I am afraid that the University Act would be 
a dead letter. Though the hon. the Minister said this morning that he has 
not yet a fixed policy, I hope that he would decide upon a policy very soon 
and that he would first improve the Andhra University. I am told that the 
formation of a library and the construction of a - Senate House in Bezwada 
have been thought of, that the existing Arts Colleges and the Research Section 
in Rajahmundry have been thought of, and several other things connected 
with the several centres, decided upon by this House, have been thought of, 
in the schemes that have been discussed. We do not know why they have 
been thrown out and whether the hon. the Minister has found them all 
useless, I hope I will be able to hear from him his reasons now. 

“ The question of the' headquarters of the university was raised. I think 
that it is a secondary matter. It is.the university centres that have to be 
thought of and that have to be developed.” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan “ I would ask the hon. Member to speak 
a little louder. I did not hear anything of what he said.”

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Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi :—“ Does the hon. Member want me to 
repeat what I said P ” 

The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan :—“ The hon. Member has been saying 
something about ‘ useless 

Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi : —“ I always'say something useful, Sir. 

4 p.m. “ I was saying, Sir, that the question of headquarters is of secondary 
importance ... 

* The hon. the President :—“ If the hon. Member has no objection, he 
may come to the front bench.” 

* Mr. B. Ramachandra Reddi : —“ By the time I come, Sir, I am afraid 
I will lose two minutes. (Laughter.) 

“I was saying, Sir, that the question of headquarters is of secondary 
importance. It is the university centres that have to be developed at this 
stage. I hope a better provision than the one that was contemplated before 
the hon. the Minister came to take chargo of the portfolio in his hands, will 
be favourably considered and made, considering at the same time the vast 
possibilities of the Andhradesa, I hope, Sir, the hon. the Minister will not 
place the Andhradesa in great disappointment, because the Andhras feel that 
whatever might be the defects of the Act, the Andhra University is the 
forerunner of the Andhra province. I trust that the Minister will not put a 
stop at this stage to that feeling, and I sincerely wish that he will make a 
better provision and make an announcement of the provision that he is going 
to make to this House shortly.” 

* Mr. P. C. Venkatapati Raju “ Mr. President, Sir, it was found 
expedient more than a year ago by the then Government to constitute a 
university for the Telngu districts. It was in answer to an insistent demand 
that was being made time after time by the people of the Andhra country. 
The demand was not for the creation of another examining and affiliating 
body like the Madras University and it was known to the Government that 
such a sort of university was not wanted. Taking these things into con¬ 
sideration, the then Government, even though said to bo reactionary, was 
progressive with regard to their programme in respeot of the Andhra educa¬ 
tional needs, and brought in and carried the Andhra University Act. If we 
refer to some of the provisions made in that Aot, Sir, we find what the inten¬ 
tions of the gentlemen who framed that Act were with regard to this 
university. Among the varions functions allotted to the university, the first 
function was, under sub-section (1) of section 4, ‘to provide for instruction 
in such branches of learning as may be considered suitable and to make 
provision for research and for the advancement and dissemination of 
knowledge ’. That was the first function allotted to the Andhra University. 
Then, under sub-section (6) of section 4, the university has : ‘to institute 
Professorships, Readerships, Lecturerships and any other teaching posts 
required by the university ’. Again, Sir, under sub-section (8) of the same 
section, it has ‘ to maintain colleges and hostels ’. • Also, under sub-seotion 
(12) of the same section, the Andhra University is given other functions ‘to 
institute and provide funds for the maintenance of a Publication Burean, an 
Employment Bureau, Students’ Unions and University Extension Boards \ 
It was pointed out when the Bill was pushed through, both in the Seleot Com¬ 
mittee and in this House, that unless ample funds were provided for the 
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university, unless definite recurring grants were given to the university, 
these functions could not be canied out. It was however found difficult or 
impossible to introduce some provisions, so as to ensure a definite grant to the 
university, since the changes required the Government of India’s sanction. 
Again, Sir, under section 38, it was contemplated that all the educational 
institutions in the Andhra University area ought to be transfeired to the 
university and that funds should be provided for carrying on those institutions. 
It was under section 86 (1) that the university was intended to ‘ establish 
under its direct control and management such scientific and technical colleges 
'as may be agreed upon from time to time between the university and the 
Government’. After the university has been established, after all the 
constituent bodies of the university have been found to be properly working, 
after the Ministry had sufficient time to cariy out the intentions and to 
provide adequate grants in this year’s budget, we are surprised to find, 
Sir, that no provision is made for the university to carry out any of its 
functions. The university has been constituted by the Government and has 
been assigned all these functions which I have mentioned just now ; but the 
Government have not seen their way to provide the necessary funds and they 
want to starve the very university which they were instrumental in creating. 

“ Now, Sir, with reference to the question of the transfer of institutions 
referred to in connexion with the Madras University, the hon. the Minister for 
Education was telling us that such a transfer would be considered when 
definite proposals were made by the university. I wonder what definite 
proposals he wants to be made. The section clearly says that institutions 
may be transferred by the Government and that when such a transfer is 
made, such and such a provision for the maintenance and continuance of the 
institutions shall be made. Of course, if the Government are willing, and if 
they send up a proposal to the university and fix up the conditions that should 
be agreed upon between the university and the Government, the university 
may submit their views on the matter. I maintain that tho initiative ought 
to come from the Government who created the university and laid down the 
functions it should discharge. The Government ought to have formulated 
their own proposals and asked the Andhra University as to what their views 
were in the matter. 

“ Sir, I am surprised to find that even in the matter of educational 
institutions in the Andhra area, the hon. the Minister for Education is ignoring 
the university in dealing with his institutions in the university area. He 
ought to have found out the intention of the Andhra University with regard 
to the development of its research and honours courses, on its teaching side, 
before he launohes upon any scheme, at its back, without its knowledge—as 
he seems to have said—at the expert guidance of one of his depaitmental heads. 
If the Government cannot have sufficient confidence in an expert body 
oreated by them mainly to deal with higher education, I ask in whom can 
they rely. Having created such a body, it is their duty to see that all their 
activities with reference to higher and technical education are carried through 
that body and through that body alone. Even the expert adviser is a 
member of all the constituent bodies of the Andhra University. He will have 
his say there and the university will have an opportunity of knowing the 
views of Government’s expert adviser ; but when once a special body is con¬ 
stituted, it is the duty of the Government to utilize it for the development of 
all collegiate and higher education and for organizing the local institution 
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which it was contemplated to organize, at the time of the passing of the Act. 
The much-maligned Justice party which was said to he reactionary, was not 
reactionary in this matter, and they gave a progressive University Act to the 
Andhra country, and it is now left to the Nationalist Ministry either to carry 
out the proposals chalked out by them or to go back upon their own. ideas of 
nationalism and progressive policy, and to follow the most reactionary polioy 
of putting a stop to the cultural advancement of the Andhra country dis¬ 
regarding the unanimous wishes of tho Andhra people throughout the 
Andhradesa.” 

* The Zamindar of Gollapalli :—“ Mr. President, Sir, the Andhra 
University has been located at Bezwada and it has been working for about 
a year. Its offices have been located in rented buildings. The Senate and 
Syndicate are sitting in the Museum Hall which has a very insufficient 
accommodation. In this year’s budget, a sum of Bs. 1,15,000 has been 
allotted to this university, which is very inadequate. I understand that 
there is no idea of changing the headquarters which is quite unnecessary. 
The Senate House and tho residential quarters of the staff of the Andhra 
University are to be constructed at Bezwada. Tho colleges at the three 
centres, namely, Vizagapatam, Rajahmundry and Anantapur, are to be 
extended and repaired, to make them suitable to satisfy the provisions of the 
Act. So, for all these expenses, I urge that a sum of at least six lakhs may 
be allotted as building grants to the university. I support the motion before 
the House.” 

The Kumara TIaja of Vfnkatagiri :—“ Mr. President, Sir, let me join 
the chorus of expression of dissatisfaction at the financial treatment meted out 
to the Andhra University which is still in its infant stage. It is unnecessary, 
Sir, for me to point out that any institution in its early stages of development, 
requires fostering care and financial nourishment from the Government, and 
that the grant allotted to the Andhra University in the budget is inadequate 
and will be only just sufficient to keep the institution in running order, without 
any balance for extending its sphere of usefulness or for intensifying the 
academic value of its work even within its present limited sphere. Any surplus, 
Sir, left over after meeting dire necessities, may not be enough even to touch 
the fringe of the university extension scheme which figures rightly and 
prominently in the programme of works formulated by my friend, the lead¬ 
ing educationist, Mr. C. It. Reddi of Andhradesa. Among the most import¬ 
ant schemes that have been submitted to the Government, there is one for 
housing the university ; and we cannot afford to allow the university to 
remain cramped and crowded in that small Museum Hall which is more in 
the nature of a catacomb than an edifice where any university can be located. 
Well, Sir, I want the Government to give immediate effect to the various 
schemes submitted to them by the Andhra University without any further 
delay. Before resuming my seat, let me just avail myself of this opportunity 
to remind my hon. Friend the Chief Minister of wnat he said ]ust a year 
back during the budget discussion. He said that the Government should 
provide adequate funds when this institution came into existence, so that it 
might not be strangled at its birth. Sir, strangling is better than starving, 
and I am really surprised that the motherly solicitude which has been dis¬ 
played by my friend just a year back has suddenly turned into a step¬ 
motherly affection. I hope, Sir, that my hon. Friend the Chief Minister will 
disabuse the Andhras of this impression by extending a liberal patronage and 
by providing greater funds for this infant university. 
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• Mr. P. Anjaneyulu :—“ I am sure if the hon. Minister for Education had 4-15 
known the intense feeling that is in the minds of all Andhras about the p,m * 
Andhra University, let alone the Andhra province—1 am perfectly sure he 
would have not been satisfied with giving the Andhra University this small 
sum. This 1*15 lakhs and odd is hardly sufficient to meet what may be called 

the working expenses, that is, the salary, the pay of the establishment and so 
forth. Not a pie is to be spent on any of those activities which the Act 
contemplates. The Act is a child of this very House. And at the discussion 
of the Bill in its different stages my hon. Friend took very enthusiastic 
interest in giving it a proper shape. That being so, I wonder whether he has 
been enchanted after going to the benches there, and has been made to forget 
many of the things which he was once keen about. I may also mention for 
the information of the hon. the Chief Minister and for such other Members 
who might not have been informed about it, that the keenness and the 
interest of the Andhras w’as not merely vocal. The activities of the Vice- 
Chancellor Mr. 0. R. Reddi in the Andhradesa to collect funds and the 
response of the landed aristocracy, to which my hon. Friend, the Kumara 
Raja of Venkatagiri, belongs—1 hope if he has not already contributed 
enough, he would do so hereafter-the response of the landed aristocracy in 
Andhradesa in thousands of rupees show’s the keen interest they have been 
taking in the Andhra University. 

“ As far as the location and centre is concerned, it is a matter of domestic 
affair. I may wish to have it in my district, Guntur, my other friends may 
wish to have it in the Ceded districts and others may want to have it at 
Rajahmundry and some other friends may like to have it at Vizagapatam to 
which my hon. Friend Sir A. P. Patro belongs. Whatever that may be, it 
is only a small matter w’hich can very easily be settled in a domestic 
conference. 

<( Apart from that, as far as I can understand, even in the Select Committee 
as well as in this House, Bezw r ada w'as naturally made the official headquarter 
being a neutral place.” 

* The hon, the President ;—“ The question is not the centre, but the funds 
for the Andhra University. ” 

Mr. P. Anjaneyultj ;—“ Bezw’ada being the place now settled as official 
quarters, it was considered that enough funds w’ould be provided for the con¬ 
struction of a Senate House at once. Now it is the charity of the municipality 
of Bezwrada that has given some little House for the use of the senators. 

I hope and trust that enough funds will soon be made available to further 
the cause of this university. 1 will not labour the point. But I am perfectly 
sure that the hon. the Chief Minister who himself took active part in the 
discussions during the Andhra University Bill in all its stages would 
remember and I will remind him also, that though he is there with full of 
responsibility to meet out funds towards various interests and possibly clash¬ 
ing interests too, he would help this university and I may be permitted to 
quote in this connexion the words of the poet: 

“ Take herup tenderly 
Lift her with care, 

Fashioned so slenderly, 

Toung and so fair. ” 
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Mr. T. C. Srinivasa Ayyangar : -“I wish to associate myself with the 
sentiments expressed by my friends of the Andhradesa. Nearly six years 
ago when a resolution was submitted to the House recommending to Govern¬ 
ment the early establishment of an Andhra University, I was one of those 
Tamilians then in this House who heartily supported the motion. I am glad 
that the recommendation then made has come to pass and it is equally a great 
satisfaction that one of the most distinguished educationists, who has not 
merely received culture in the eastern and western seats of learning, but who 
had also had considerable administrative experience, has been appointed as 
the Vice-Chancellor of the University. Now, Sir, the question is how to 
make use of this opportunity. What are we going to do with the Andhra 
University? The Andhra University is an established fact and 1 wish that 
ample funds are placed at its disposal, so that it may fulfil its functions and 
start on a prosperous career. It is equally a great necessity. Now, Sir, the 
university has got another appendage and it has got an expert body and if it 
is to function it must have ample funds. For this purpose, it has an associa¬ 
tion of eminently learned men in whose hands must be handed over all the 
educational institutions, so that they do their work properly, Government 
retaining such control to see that the funds are properly applied and the 
objects carried out. 

“ Now, Sir, in an infant institution like this university, a grant of a lakh 
and odd is a trifling amount. I do not say that the Government will nbt 
consider the matter. It is up to my Andhra friends to come up through their 
Vice-Chancellor and to place before Government considered proposals which 
will be accepted by the department. In this matter there can be and there is 
no difference of opinion, so that the Chief Minister can apply his large heart 
and extend his munificence with a liberal hand. Therefore I commend this 
proposition for the kind consideration of the Chief Minister. Although 
under the rules of this House, this is put as a token motion, J hope my 
hon. Friends will have a satisfactory reply from the Chief Minister, so that 
by their co-operation and useful advice the thing may be advanced and 
further funds obtained in due time.” 

Mr. A. Kaleswara Hao : Mr. President, Sir, when the Andhra 
University was established by the late Ministry, it was welcomed by the 
whole Andhradesa without any difference of political opinion and particularly 
the appointment of a brilliant educationist Mr. C. R. Reddi as the Vice- 
Chancellor gave complete satislaction to the Andhra country. But one great 
defect existing then which was pointed out by everybody, was non-provision 
of sufficient funds in the budget for 1926-27 ; and during last year 1926 
plans and estimates were prepared for the building of a suitable Senate 
House and a suitable bungalow for the residence of the Vice-Chancellor at 
Bezwada—the headquarters of the Andhra University and we also expected 
that when His Excellency the Governor visited Bezwada as Chancellor 
the foundation stone would belaid for the Senate House. But somehow for 
reasons known to the Ministers themselves—possibly the selection of the site 
was made a pawn in political chess during the last year’s election or it 
“iffkt not be —nothing was done in the matter of giving a local habitation to 
the Andhra University. It now lives in a house given by the merciful Publio 
Works.Department after prolonged correspondence. 

“The Andhra University though at the beginning thought of being a 
residential university, under the peculiar circumstances of the countiy—the 
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whole Andhra country took a lot of interest in the proceedings of the Bill 
—it became both an affiliating and a residential university. Several first- 
grade and second-grade colleges all came under its jurisdiction. The 
Andhras wanted a separate university and a separate jurisdiction for the 
Andhra University as a forerunner, as pointed out by one of my friends, to 
the Andhra province. The Andhra also wanted education through the 
medium of vernacular and also administration through the medium of 
vernaculars. Those were the two important ideas which were at the bottom 
of the whole Andhra movement and therefore a separate university with 
possibilities of giving instruction up to the highest classes in the vernacular 
of the province, Telugu, and these ideas attracted the Andhra country and 
after a prolonged agitation then, the three centres were fixed—Vizaeapatam in, 
the north, Paschama Andhra, Anantapur and Bajahmundry. The ancient 
college on the banks of the Gautami at Bajahmundry was allowed to remain 
there and Bajahmundry became the centre and Bezwada on the banks of the 
Kistna which is the natural and geographical centre of Andhradesa, with its 
railway and other communications with its picturesqueness and other facilities, 
was made the headquarters of the university.” 

Mr. V. Ch. John :—“ Mr. President, Sir, I rise to endorse what has been 
said in favour of the motion. One thing that has been uppermost in the 
minds of most of the Telugus for some years is this Andhra University ques¬ 
tion and after years of agitation this University Bill was passed but 
nothing more has been done even after passing the Bill. Last year a meagre 
provision was made in the budget and this year we expected that a very large 
provision would be made for it, but we arc disappointed. I am sure the hon. 
Minister for Education would find his way to provide ample funds for this 
new university. The Andhra University, like all other organizations, 
requires money and without money nothing can function and the Andhra 
University is no exception Jo it. 

“ As to the location of the university, there is a divergence of opinion: 
people from Guntur would say that there is a first-grade college there and 
therefore the Andhra University ought to be located there ; people from 
Bezwada speak for Bezwada, but wherever the Andhra University is located, 
funds are necessary and must be provided for in this budget. We cannot 
wait long, we have already waited sufficiently long and therefore, the Andhra 
University location apart, we ask for ample provision being made in this 
budget and that right now.” 

* The hon. Dr. P. Subbarayan 1 “ Mr. President, I listened with great 

interest to the speeches made by my friends from all sides of the House. 

Mr. Bamachandra Beddi was quite l ight in saying that I did raise the question 
of an adequate provision for the Andhra University last year when the budget 
was presented. I admit, Sir, that the provision made for the Andhra Univer¬ 
sity in this budget is not adequate, but we could not provide more than this, 
as long as there is no system of block grants introduced in the statute itself 
and it is not my fault, because I am here to-day. It is impossible to make 
provision for any amount for such grants because unless proposals and schemes 4^30 
are ready for being put forward before the Finance Committee, it is very hard p.m. 
to get any funds at all for such purposes. But Bs. 1,15,000 was the expendi¬ 
ture that was thought necessary by the Vice-Chancellor himself and what was 
asked for has been put in the budget. With regard to the bqildings, the 
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Andhra University Senate House and the Vice-Chancellor’s quarters, the 
estimates are under consideration by the Superintending Engineer and they did 
not reach the Government when the budget was under preparation. . But 
now that we have got some money owing to the remission of the provincial 
contribution, I hope it will be possible, if schemes are ready and are of suoh a 
nature as would go really to develop the Andhra University, to grant an 
adequate amount to the Andhra University. When the University Act was 
introduced, I remember my hon. Friend, the then Minister for Education, 
mentioned that he expected there would be large and munificent donations 
for the Andhra University from the university area whioh will go to provide 
that university with adequate funds. From what I have seen of the grants 
that have been made to this university, in spite of Mr. Anjaneyulu’s statement 
that munificent grants had been made, I am yet to see such grants. I hope 
that my young friends like the Kumara Baja of Venkatagiri who are after all 
the princes of the Andhra country will see to it that he and his brethren make 
large grants to the university so that Andhra oulture and Andhr^ history 
may have a bright future. I do not know what my hon. Friend means by 
shouting outside the House, hut what I may say is that even from inside the 
House I am willing to give adequate grants to the Andhra University if the 
schemes are ready. 

“With regard to the handing over of the Government colleges'for whioh 
Mr. Venkatapati Eaju pleaded with such eloquence, as I said with regard to 
the Madras University also, I do not think that the initiative for suoh things 
ought to come from the Government. As ray hon. Friend the learned 
Member for the University himself says, I think proposals for such purposes 
ought to come from the Audhra University authorities themselves. But I 
oan tell mv hon. Friend this, that shortly we are going to have a Conference 
with the Vice-Chancellor of the Andhra University for this particular purpose 
and when I have his proposal, I hope it will he' possible to treat the Andhra 
University in such a fashion as would he acceptable to all Members, so that 
the Andhra University authorities themselves will have control of a college 
and try to instil education from their own standpoint from such a college. 
The Zamindar of Gollapalli pleaded about the building of the Senate House, 
the Vice-Chancellor’s quarters, etc., hut T see opinions differ on that subject 
in this House. My hon. Friend, Mr. Venkatapati Raju, pointed out that 
what they want is not merely the Senate House and the Vice-Chancellor’s 
quarters but more adequate funds for developing the University on the lines 
that the Syndicate and the Senate propose. What he placed first was the 
development of the university ideal more than the building for the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Senate House. As I have said before, Sir, I hope it will 
be possible to make an adequate grant for the Andhra University specially 
after meeting the Vice-Chancellor and finding out his opinion about the 
transfer of a Government college or about starting a college of their own at a 
centre where they can start it. In regard to the change of centre there was a 
Bill of Mr. Kaleswara Bao before the House about the making of Bezwada 
also a centre and when the Vice-Chancellor meets, I hope that matter will also 
be considered because I believe there was an opinion of the Senate of the 
Andhra University that Bezwada should also be made an additional centre. 
And I hope, if the Vice-Chancellor so wishes, it will he possible to make 
Bezwada also an additional centre.” 
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* Mr. K. Koti Reddi :— “ Mr. President, Sir, I do not think we are quite 
satisfied with the answer {riven by the hon. the Chief Minister, although it 
gave us some hope. I think if there is one thing in the development of 
modern Universities which points to some definite conclusions, it is this, 
namely, that Universities ought to devote more attention to the teaching, higher 
research, and the dissemination of knowledge to the masses. The second 
thing is that the State should recognize its obligations to support the Univer¬ 
sities on the financial side instead of leaving them merely to depend upon 
private munificence. On both of these grounds I do not think the answer 
given by the hon. the Chief Minister is really quite satisfactory. Personally, 
Sir, I do not see why the Government should depend .on the gifts that private 
persons may be able to give for the University. If it is their desire that the 
University should contribute something to the higher research and add to 
the knowledge that has already been acquired by the people, and if it is their 
desire that the knowledge thus acquired by industrious research by men of 
learning in the University be disseminated to the world at large, I do not 
see why the State should disown its responsibility in contributing, I say 
mainly, to the funds of the University. If private donations come in, so 
much the better. If they do not come in, it ought not to be an excuse for 
the Government to say ‘ unless you come forward with donations, we are not 
prepared to give grants/ 

“ Another difficulty in the way of the Government seems to be to hand 
over the existing Government colleges to the University. It is rather unhappy 
that the Government should think that they can do this work of teaching 
much better than the University. It would really be an unnecessary w'aste 
of time and money that the higher teaching should be in the hands of both the 
Government and the University. It is recognized now' that the University 
can do this work much better than the Government as such can. I do not 
see why the Government should feel it rather very difficult for them to 
hand over the existing Government colleges to the University, for higher 
teaching and research. It is said that because there is not this block system 
of giving grants, the Minister is not in a position to provide more funds than 
before. I really do not believe there is any difficulty. I suppose no statute 
provides against it and there may be only a rule of the Finance Committee 
or the Government against it. But I do not think anything prevents the 
giving of block grants to the University. 

“ Another difficulty that has been raised seems to be about the centres. It 
is rather unhappy—even now we feel some of us were mistaken at the time— 
that with the little finance that is probably available in the country at present 
we have not been in a position to concentrate all higher teaching at one centre. 
But I can say this. If the Government is really desirous of providing the 
University writh enough funds and if the only difficulty in their way is too 
many centres, I for one believe that if we are assured that a big grant say of 
30 or 49 lakhs would be made, we will be able to agree among ourselves to 
concentrate all the financial resources that the Government will be able to 

f ive us at one centre and see that the Andhra University is made a real 
Jmversity which can contribute to the research and add to the knowledge 
that already exists. And even if we are not in a position to agree among 
ourselves as to the various centres, I believe attempts will be made to see that 
unnecessary duplication of teaching does not exist in the University. I believe 
it will be possible to .concentrate one kind of knowledge at one centre and 

. 12 
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another kind of knowledge at another and so on, so that we will see thal 
as far as possible our‘finances are not dissipated unnecessarily. I am one oi 
those who believe that unless the Government comes forward with a large 
amount, it will not be a satisfactory state of things for the development of the 
University.’' 

* The hon. the President :—“ The question is to reduce the allotment oi 
Rs. 4,02,900 for grants to Universities by Its. 100.”

G.O. No. 163, Publio, dated 24th February 1927. 

The Government sanction the creation of a temporary appointment in 
the Indian Civil Servioe of Commissioner for the Cauvery (Mettur) Irrigation 
Project for a period of one year from the date on whioh the officer appointed 
to the post takes charge. The pay of the appointment will be Bs. 3,000 
per mensem plu 9 overseas pay £13-6-8, if the officer is entitled to overseas 
pay. The Hon’bJe Mr. F. B. Evans, c.s.i, I.O.S., is appointed to this post. 

2. The duties of the Commissioner will include the following 

( 1 ) To be a liaison officer between the officers of the Pablio Works 
Department and officers of other departments such as the Forest and Publio 
Health Departments; 

( 2 ) To organize the 1 accounts and audit * of the projeot in consultation 
with the Accountant-General and in this connexion to advise the Govern¬ 
ment whether the ordinary divisional system of accounts and audit will be 
suitable or some form of centralization should be adopted and where the 
accounts and audit office or offices should be located; 

(3) To examine the systems of purchase and custody of stores with 
a view to prevent the overlapping of orders and to advise the Government as 
to the effect of the orders regarding the purchase of stores thrqjigh the 
Indian Stores Department; 

(4) To exeroise such financial powers of the Government as may be 
delegated to him in respect of sanctioning estimates and reappropriations of 
funds; 

(5) To exercise supervision over contracts in order to make sure that 
they are drawn up in proper form ; 

( 6 ) To supervise the arrangements and staff for the acquisition of land 
both for the head works, including the tank-bed, and for the canal system 
and distributaries; 

(7) To organize the local administration of the head-works area in all 
its branches, e.g., as to the provision of a police station, a Magistrate’s Court, 
a Sub-treasury, a Hospital, etc., and to see that the organization is brought 
into being as required ; 

(8) To submit to Government periodical progress reports. 

8 . The expenditure will be debited to the head “ 55 . Construction of 
Irrigation, Navigation, Embankment and Drainage Works—Speoial 
Establishment—Cauvery-Mettur Project ”. Further orders will be issued in 
the Finance Department as regards provision of funds.

Beport received Jrom the Surgeon-General regarding the working oj the scheme 
of Honorary Physicians and Surgeons . 

The following are the Honorary Medical Officers employed:—

The working of the scheme must be looked at from the following stand¬ 
points :— 

(a) the benefit of the Honorary Medical Officer, 

(b) the welfare of the patients, 

(c) economy in administration to Government, 

(d) assistance to the permanent medical staff, and 

(e) the efficiency of the institution to which the honorary staff is 
attached as a teaohing hospital for medical students. 

Under (a) the scheme has been a success, but not unqualified. The 
appointments are not popular and the number of application last year was 
very small, so small that no selection was possible, in the absence of com¬ 
petition and selection it cannot bo said that the patients have materially 
benefited. 

There has been no economy in administration to Government, as tbe 
employment of Honorary Medical Officers has not permitted any retrench¬ 
ment m permanent staff. It ia possible that efficiency may demand extra 
resident medical staff. In the Boyapetta and Tuberculosis Hospitals the 
Honorary Medical staff has proved of real assistance. In fact it may bo said 
that it is only in hospitals which do not function as teaohing institutions the 
appointment of an honorary staff is of any value. 

Looked at from the point of view of teaohing students the scheme has 
been a failure. This is inevitable. The ability to teach is not acquired by 
seven years or longer in private practice. In England the Honorary Medi¬ 
cal staff of the large teaching hospitals is not appointed by selection among 
private medical practitioners. Before a medical man can be appointed as 
Honorary Surgeon or Physician to the hospital he has to spend years in 
minor honorary appointments, such as house physioian or surgeon, resident 
medioal officer, registrar (surgical or medical), surgical or medical tutor, 
assistant surgeon or assistant physician*

Letter from the President, District Board, Kistna, R.C. No. 560/Pet. 

D.B. of 25, dated 4th.May 1926. 

In G.O. No. 235, L. & M., dated 11th February 1923, the Government 
approved the proposal of the Kistna District Board to lease free of rent the 
ferry steamer 4 Nell * to Messrs. Elluri Swami, Routala Kondala Rao of 
Rajahmundry and Atrauri Subba Rao and Atmuri Venkata Narasayya of 
Narasapur for a period of 15 years from 1st April 1913 to work on the 
Vasista Godavari river at Narasapur. This period expires on 31st March 
1928. The first two individuals and tho fourth have sinoe surrendered their 
partnership to Mr. Atmuri Subba Rao and ho is now the sole contractor. 

2. Mr. Atmuri Subba Rao has sinoe applied to me to renew his lease for 
a period of ten years or at least five years, and has made his application so 
early as 14tb December 1924 though his contraot is yet to run 2\ years more, 
as the boiler of the steamer has been worn out and is to be replaoed by a new 
one at a cost of Rs. 5,000. He has also applied for an enhancement of the 
rates of hire on the ground that the price of the fuel has ripen considerably 
high, that the expenses ou aocount of the repairs of the launch have become 
heavier than before owing to gradual deterioration of the machinery and the 
various parts of the launch. 

3. The Tahsildar, Narasapur, and the Sub-Colleotor, Narasapur division, 
have reported that the contractor has worked the steamer very satisfactorily 
during tho last 12 years and that there has been no complaint from any side 
against him in regard to the working of the steamer. Messrs. K. Subrah- 
manya Ayyar, Assistant. Engineer, Public Works Department, Rao Sahib 
K. Yegganna Garu, a pleader of Narasapur and the President, Taluk Board, 
Narasapur, also speak very highly of the contractor and his effioient 
management. 

4 . When prior to 1913, the Board itself was letting the steamer every year 
by public auction, tho amounts realized were very small and out of all 
proportion to the obarges incurred in working the steamer the Board was 
thus sustaining loss year after year. 

5. It is reported that when last year when the boiler inspector made the 
inspection of the steamer, he expressed his opinion that the existing boiler 
was to be replaced by a new one before long, as the present one is very much 
deteriorated and has become unfit for use. The new boiler may cost him 
Rs. 5,000 and as the contractor has thus to make a large investment, it is but 
fair that the extension of the lease should be allowed. The Board has, 
therefore, decided in its Resolution, dated 25th September 1925, to extend the 
lease for eight years from 1st April 1928 on condition similar to those in the 
existing coutraot. 

* * * • 

8 . Since the District Board passed the Besolution No. 450, dated 25th 
September 1925, . . . several persons put in petitions to grant them 

a lease for the steamer offering to pay a sum of Be. 1,000 or Bs. 1,200 per 
annnm and promising to abide by the conditions whioh the present oontraotor 
Mr. Atmnri Subba Bao has accepted. 
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9. The Board again disoussed the matter in another meeting held in 
December 1925, and passed Resolution No. 684^in which it was decided that 
the previous resolution of September should stand. In consideration of the 
present contractor, M.B.Ry. Atmuri Subba Rao's popularity, his methods of 
efficient management, and in view of the fact that he has kept the steamer 
in a fair condition and has ungrudgingly executed repairs to it whenever 
necessary and has thus earned the good will of the Revenue, Public Works 
Department and Looal Fund officers and of the public |in general, the 
Board was not anxious to let the steamer go into the hands of others ’. 
for an apparent profit of Rs. 1,200 per annum and has therefore unanimously 
voted to stick up to its original Resolution of September 1925.

In G.Os. No. 870, Revenue, dated 14th Maroh 1921, and No. 420 

Publio, dated 19th May 1923, the 
Government sanctioned certain con¬ 
cessions in regard to assignment of 
land to persons possessii g military 
service The period of three years for which these concessions were sanc¬ 
tioned expired on 14th April 1924. The Government have reason to believe 
that there are a number of men eligible for the concession who, for some 
reason or other, have not been able to obtain any grant of land. With a 
view to enable such men to obtain land, the Government are pleased to 
extend the concessions granted in the Government Order for a further period 
of three years from 15th April 1924. The concessions will, however be 
restricted to officers and men who were recruited before the armistice to the 
combatant ranks of the army, 

2 . In order to ensure that the benefit of the concessions is fully availed of 
Collectors are requested to reserve suitable lands as far as possible. Lists of 
eligible men who had already applied for and were not granted any land 
should he prepared and should he first dealt with. If an applicant has been 
made a reasonable offer and refused it, he should be given no further option. 

3. Quarterly progress reports should be submitted by Collectors so as to 
reach Government not later than the 15th of the month following eaoh 
quarter.

Pcinchayat Agreement. 

* * * * 

1 . This agreement shall be in force from the 1st day of July 1926 till 
the 30th June 1927. 

Provided nevertheless that it may be renewed for a further period of one 
year on application therefor by the panohayat to the District Forest Officer 
of the North Mangalore district for the time being and his agreeing thereto. 

2. The panohayat shall work under the orders of the District Forest 
Officer of the North Mangalore district for the time being. 

3. The said LIistriot Forest Officer shall have the power to remove anv 
panchayatdar whose conduct makes him in the said District Forest Offioer s 
opinion unfit to remain in office. There is no appeal against the orders of 
the s&id District Forest Officer. 
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4. The panohayat will ensure that the concession of clearing undergrowth, 
i e., growth of unclassified species not above 6 feet in height to a distance of 
half a mile from the limits of private holdings and removal of green manure 
leaf from the unclassified trees dead fuel, i.e., parrs of dead trees less than 
3 inches in diameter and dry leaf and thorns in the reserves, is used to the 
best advantage of the village community and to this end the panehayat 
ghail— 

(i) prevent wilful damage to standing tree growth in the reserve, 

(ii) prevent fires, 

(iii) prevent quarrying and removal of minor forest produce (exceptby 
Government contractors or agents acting under the orders of tbo District 
Forest Officer), 

(iv) prevent the cutting of trees and lopping of green leaves from 
reserved and classified trees for manure or for any other purpose, 

(v) carry out all orders issued to them by the District Forest Officer 
or by the Range Officer, 

(vi) keep a list of the oo-opted panchayatdars. 

5. The panehayat shall have the power— 

(i) to regulate the collection and removal of dead wood, green 
manure leaf of unclassified trees, dry leaf and cutting and taking of thorns 
for domestio or agricultural purposes, 

(ii) to exclude the oattle of any person who recklessly or mischievously 
sets fire or otherwise causes damage to the area or who removes tree growth 
without permission or who disobeys the orders issued by the panehayat in 
exercise of the powers conferred upon it or who fails to assist the panehayat 
in carrying out any of the duties assigeedto it, 

(iii) to impound the cattle which graze without permit, 

(iv) to report to the District Forest Officer any offences for which 
prosecution is desired and when it is of opinion that the offenoe may be 
compounded to suggest the amount of compounding fees that may be 
accepted. 

6 . If the panehayat protects the reserves to the satisfaction of the Conser¬ 
vator for the time being of the oirole, it shall be eligible after 30th June 1927 
to the refund of half of the grazing revenue collected therein. 

7 . If the panehayat fails to protect the reserves to the satisfaction of the 
Conservator or to co-operate with the Forest department, the District Forest 
Offioer may, with the approval of the said Conservator, terminate the agree¬ 
ment and dissolve the panehayat at any time before the expiry of the term 
of this agreement aud may withdraw the concessions granted and thereupon 
the said Conservator may direct the olosure to grazing of all or any of the 
grazing block or may oanoel all or any of the permits issued to the villagers. 

8 . Should a vaoanoy oocur in the panohayat by reason of death or 
resignation of any of the persons specified above or from any other cause, 
the vaoanoy shall he filled by the panehayat subject, to the approval of the 
District Forest Offioer from among the co-opted panchayatdars, a list of 
whose names should be maintained by the panohayat. 

9. The area under panohayat may be inspected by any offioer of the 
Forest Department but no orders will be issued to the panehayat except by 
the District Forest Officer or the Range Officer.
